General  Thomas  offered  General  Crittenden  a  good  division — Butter¬ 
field’s,  in  Hooker’s  cori^s — hut  Crittenden  declines,  on  the  ground  that 
he  formerly  commanded  a  corps  in  the  same  army.  A  division  is  the 
legitimate  command  of  a  major-general,  and  lie  having  declined  I  am 
released  of  the  promise  made  through  you  to  give  General  Crittenden 
a  command.

General  Schofield  is  now  south  of  Olley’s  Creek,  and  on  the  head  of 
Nickajack.  I  have  been  hurrying  down  provisions  and  forage,  and  to¬ 
morrow  night  projiose  to  move  General  McPherson  from  the  left  to  the 
extreme  right,  back  of  General  Thomas.  This  will  bring  my  right 
within  three  miles  of  Chattahoochee  and  about  five  of  the  railroad. 
By  this  movement  I  think  I  can  force  Johnston  to  move  his  army  down 
from  Kenesaw,  to  defend  his  railroad  crossing  and  the  Chattahoochee, 
when  I  will,  by  the  left  flank,  reach  the  railroad  below  Marietta;  but  I 
cut  loose  from  the  raih?oad  with  ten  days’  supplies  in  wagons.  John¬ 
ston  may  come  out  of  his  intrenchments  and  attack  General  Thomas, 
which  is  what  I  want,  for  General  Thomas  is  well  intrenched,  parallel 
with  the  enemy,  south  of  Kenesaw.  I  think  Allatoona  and  the  line  of 
the  Etowah  are  strong  enough  for  me  to  venture  on  this  move.  The 
movement  is  substantially  down  the  Sandtown  road,  straight  for 
Atlanta.

First.  I  recognize  the  authority  of  the  Sui^eon-General  or  Assistant 
Sui'geon-General  to  assign  to  duty  and  relieve  from  duty  officers  of  the 
medical  department  with  this  army,  provided  that  they  report  to  me 
that  such  officers  are  assigned  to  or  relieved  from  duty  in  my  army. 
The  commander  of  an  army  cannot  exercise  the  proper  control  over  it 
unless  he  has  authority  to  regulate  all  its  details. 

Second.  I  consider  the  general  hospitals  wherever  established  under 
the  control  of  the  Surgeon-General  U.  S.  Army,  but  should  he  desire  the 
services  uf  any  medical  officer  of  this  army  with  any  of  the  general  hos¬ 
pitals,  he  must  procure  such  by  proper  application  and  orders  through 
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the  army  comniaiider  to  which  such  medical  officers  belong’.  Any  other 
proceeding-  is  ruinous  to  discipline  as  well  as  an  efficient  working  of 
the  details  of  army  administration. 

Third.  Tlie  Sanitary  and  Christian  Commissions  have  done  much  good 
when  we  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  deal  with  sensible  and  iniblic 
si)irited  agents,  but  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  frequently  com  j)laints  ha  ve 
been  made  when  there  has  been  no  earthly  necessity  for  them,  and  many 
obstacles  to  the  efficient  working  of  the  medical  department  interposed, 
either  absolutely  or  by  insinuation,  which  has  caused  much  embarrass¬ 
ment,  and  ultimately  resulted  in  unnecessary  suffering  to  the  wounded 
and  sick  of  our  armies.  Both  institutions  have  done  much  good,  but 
they  would  do  much  more  if  their  agents  confined  themselves  to  their 
legitimate  duties  under  the  direction  of  the  medical  department  of  the 
army,  the  alleviation  of  the  suffering  of  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers, 
and  not  to  pointing  out  whenever  officers  of  the  medical  department 
have  neglected  their  duties.  It  has  been  my  experience  to  observe 
that  when  a  new  bureau  or  separate  department  of  the  military  service 
has  been  or  attempted  to  be  established  that  the  officers  of  that  bureau 
make  a  point  to  decry  all  other  departments  which  might  interfere  with 
its  comi)lete  success.  So  with  the  Sanitary  and  Christian  Commissions. 
They  have  caused  much  trouble  and  could  be  easily  dispensed  with  for 
the  good  of  the  service,  as  their  duties  are  legitimately  those  of  and 
should  be  performed  by  the  medical  department,

Major-General  Sherman: 

The  line  lias  been  down,  so  that  I  could  not  communicate  with  you 
till  now.  I  got  your  dispatches  about  the  position  you  desired  me  to 
take  and  about  Stoneman’s  movements.  I  found  it  necessary  to  go 
beyond  Wade’s  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  get  control  of  the 
roads.  I  have  got  the  desired  position  and  am  intrenching  securely. 
The  Powder  Springs  road  comes  in  at  Wade’s;  the  Puff’s  Mill  road 
branches  off  one-quarter  of  a  mile  beyond  Wade’s,  and  intersects  the 
Marietta  road  at  Moss’,  only  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  Sandtown  road, 
on  which  we  moved.  The  Marietta  road  comes  into  the  Sandtown  road 
only  half  a  mile  from  Moss’,  and  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  Wade’s. 
Hascall  holds  all  those  cross-roads,  and  his  position  is  good.  His  artil¬ 
lery  reaches  the  Nickajack,  and  his  pickets  are  near  it.  The  enemy 
seems  to  be  in  force  beyond  the  creek.  There  is  a  cross-road  leaving 
the  Sandtown  road  about  half  a  mile  in  front  of  Reilly  and  joining  the 
Marietta  road  about  half  a  mile  to  the  left  of  Hascall.  Cox  has  a  bri¬ 
gade  on  that  cross-road  commanding  the  Marietta  road.  The  rest  of 
his  troops  are  in  their  old  position.  I  do  not  hear  anything  of  Colonel 
Barter  being  relieved.  I  now  need  him  very  much.  My  two  divis¬ 
ions  are  too  far  apart  to  support  each  other,  but  their  positions  are 
good.  We  will  make  them  as  strong  as  possible,  and  hold  what  we 
have  if  it  is  in  our  power.  Stoneman  reports  this  evening  that  he  has 
found  only  a  small  rebel  force  west  of  the  Sweet  Water.  He  sent  a  de¬ 
tachment  to  Sweet  Water  Town  and  found  the  bridge  there  strongly 
guarded.  I  will  send  him  your  instructions.  My  loss  to-day  is  not 
more  than  50  killed  and  wounded,  among  them  some  valuable  officers.

General:  Within  the  last  hour  two  of  the  cavalry  pickets  in  my 
front,  belonging  to  the  Fifth  Georgia,  came  into  my  line.  They  report 
Wheeler  in  his  camp  in  my  front,  but  that  he  has  ordered  foui-  days’ 
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rations  and  forage  to  be  issued,  and  that  he  intends  to  go  to  our  rear. 
They  spoke  of  Oartersville  as  one  point.  They  say,  as  every  one  says  to 
me,  that  Wheeler  draws  forage  for  15,000  liorses.  If  Wheeler  goes  he 
can  take  with  him  about  8,000  men,  and  then  leave  enough  to  picket  the 
right  of  their  army. 

Idiese  deserters  say  the  papers  have  been  abusing  Wheeler  for  his  in¬ 
activity  and  want  of  success,  and  for  his  losses  and  failures  when  he  has 
met  me,  and  that  he  is  now  desirous  of  doing  something  to  redeem  his 
character.  If  Wheeler  starts  and  I  am  to  go  after  him,  I  should  be 
ahead  of  him  and  across  the  Etowah  before  he  gets  there,  somewhere  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Cartersville. 

This  story  has  the  air  of  probability,  and  I  think  it  true;  still,  some¬ 
thing  might  prevent  it. 

Tlie  proper  place  for  a  force  to  prevent  a  raid  is  north  of  the  Etowah. 
Where  I  am,  or  anywhere  in  this  vicinity,  it  is  impossible  to  counter¬ 
act  the  movements  of  the  enemy's  cavalry,  as  it  is  so  much  more  numer¬ 
ous,  and  it  can  move  out  of  sight  and  reach  of  my  scouts  and  pickets, 
and  cross  the  Etowah  east  of  Canton,  and  still  keep  a  force  in  my  front. 

It  seems  large  to  say  the  enemy  has  15,000  cavalry,  but  every  one — 
deserters,  x)risoners,  &g. — confirms  it.  Allow  him  8,000,  he  then  has 
two  to  my  one  and  could  spare  3,000  to  make  a  raid.  Wheeler  is  to 
start  some  time  to-morrow  or  next  day.  If  I  can  be  spared  would  it  not 
be  well  to  have  me  move  back  to  a  position  north  of  the  Etowah,  where 
I  can  interpose  between  him  and  his  proposed  raid!

I  have  the  guerrilla  Parson  Johnson  and  4  of  his  men,  mortally  wounded,  at 
Whiteshurg,  and  shall  have  his  entire  gang  to-night.  I  have  Mead  invested. 

The  enemy  has  been  attacked  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  seven 
times  in  the  last  two  weeks,  and  always  with  success,  damaging  him 
more  or  less  every  time,  with  the  loss  of  only  1  man  killed  and  4 
wounded  on  our  side.  Their  loss  will  reach  50  in  killed,  wounded,  and 
prisoners.  On  the  north  side  of  the  river  I  have  a  scout  out  every 
other  day,  to  be  absent  two  days.  They  have  disposed  of  a  number  of 
guerrillas.

The  object  of  the  contemplated  movement  is  to  deprive  the  enemy  of 
the  great  advantage  he  has  in  Keiiesaw  as  a  valuable  watchtower  from 
which  to  observe  our  every  movement  j  to  force  liim  to  come  out  of  his 
intrencliments  or  move  farther  south.  To  obtain  which  end : 

1.  All  army  commanders  Avill  fill  up  their  wagons  at  Big  Shanty  de- 
l)ot  to  the  utmost  capacity  with  provisions,  ammunition,  and  forage. 
The  chief  (piartermaster  and  commissary  will  give  all  necessary  orders 
to  clean  out  the  dej)ots  iu  front  of  Allatoona,  and  so  instruct  that  the 
locomotives  and  cai  s  Avill  come  forward  of  Allatoona  with  great  caution, 
and  only  when  ordered  by  the  chief  cpiartermaster. 

IJ.  Major-General  Thomas  will  hold  the  ground  below  Kenesaw  as  far 
as  OUey’s  Creek  near  Mount  Zion,  Major-General  Schofield  that  from 
Olley^s  Creek  to  the  Xickajack,  and  General  McPherson  will  move 
his  train  and  troops  rapidly  in  a  single  march  and  as  little  observed 
from  Kenesaw  as  possible  to  the  Sandtown  road,  and  doAvn  it  to  the  ex¬ 
treme  right,  with  one  cori)s  near  the  Widow  MitchelPs,  another  near 
Kuff’s  Mill,  on  the  Xickajack,  and  the  third  in  reserve  near  the  forks  of 
the  road.

A  company,  undoubtedly  fifty  strong,  of  rebel  guerrilla  cavalry,  ap¬ 
proached  this  post  from  northwest,  two  roads,  to  within  two  miles  of 
this  place,  and  three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  the  first  railroad  bridge 
northerly,  capturing  about  5  stragglers  from  the  dismounted  cavalry, 
left  here  by  Colonel  Dorr’s  brigade,  and,  as  is  said,  a  major  of  Tennes¬ 
see  cavalry.  One  of  Mr.  EosseU’s  construction  corps  was  captured  and 
robbed.  He  afterward  escaped  when  our  men  approached  and  drove 
off  the  rebels.  I  sent  three  companies  in  pursuit,  but  being  dismounted 
accomplished  only  the  driving  them  off'  and  examining  the  road  and 
bridge.  I  have  sent  one  company  to  the  bridge  to  remain  until  further 
orders.  The  railroad  is  undisturbed.  I  have  frequently  before  heard 
of  rebel  cavalry  having  been  seen  and  heard  of  from  three  to  eight 
miles  northwest  from  here.

Movement  to  turn  Johnston’s  position  made  progress  to-day.  Gen¬ 
eral  Schofield  getting  in  position  better  than  was  expected,  and  Mc¬ 
Pherson  being  ready  to  move  at  dark,  when  absence  of  enemy  from 
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Schofield’s  front  and  threats  against  the  left  caused  Sherman  to  stop 
McPherson.  At  this  hour  General  Thomas  is  of  the  opinion  that  John¬ 
ston  is  falling  back  and  covering  his  movement  by  feint  against  left. 
General  Sherman  agrees  that  he  is  correct,  or  that  Johnston  will  attack 
at  daylight,  and  is  prepared  for  either  contingency.

3.  Maj.  Gen.  G.  M.  Dodge,  commanding  Left  Wing,  Sixteenth  Army 
Corps,  will  commence  moving  his  command  from  the  left  as  soon  as  Maj. 
Gen.  F.  P.  Blair’s  troops  have  filed  out,  and  will  march  by  the  most 
practicable  route  selected  by  his  staff  officers  to-day  to  the  Sandtown 
road  and  there  follow  Major-General  Blair’s  command  down  it  to  where 
the  road  branches  off  to  Buff’s  Mill,  on  the  Nickajack  Creek,  and  take 
up  a  good  position  near  Buff*’s  Mill.

The  movement  on  our  right  caused  the  enemy  to  evacuate.  We  oc¬ 
cupied  Kenesaw  at  daylight  and  Marietta  at  8.30  a.  m.  Thomas  is 
moving  down  the  main  road,  toward  the  Chattahoochee;  McPherson 
toward  the  mouth  of  Mckajack,  on  the  Sandtown  road.  Our  cavalry  is 
on  the  extreme  flank.  Whether  the  enemy  will  halt  this  side  of  Chatta¬ 
hoochee  or  not  will  soon  be  known.  Marietta  is  almost  entirely  aban¬ 
doned  by  its  inhabitants,  and  more  than  a  mile  of  the  railroad  iron  is 
removed  between  the  town  and  the  foot  of  Kenesaw.  I  propose  to  press 
the  enemy  close  till  he  is  across  the  Chattahoochee  River,  when  I  must 
accumulate  stores  and  better  guard  my  rear.

We  will  never  have  such  a  chance  again,  and 
I  want  you  to  impress  on  Hooker,  Howard,  and  Palmer  the  importance

to  press  with  vehemence  at  any  cost  of  life  and  material.  Every  inch 
of  his  line  should  be  felt  and  the  moment  there  is  a  give,  pursuit  should 
be  made — by  day  Avitli  lines,  but  by  night  with  a  single  head  of  column  and 
section  of  artillery  to  each  corps,  following  a  road.  Hooker  should  com¬ 
municate  Avith  McPherson  by  a  circuit  if  necessary  and  act  in  concert. 
You  kuoAV  what  loss  would  ensue  to  Johnston  if  he  crosses  his  bridges 
at  night  in  confusion  with  artillery  thundering  at  random  in  his  rear. 
I  haA^e  reason  to  knoAv  that  if  our  head  of  column  had  marched  for 
Ruffes  instead  of  Marietta  we  would  have  cut  off  2,000  men  and  300 
Avagons.  But  still  AA^e  have  uoav  the  best  chance  ever  offered,  of  a  large 
army  fighting  at  a  disadvantage  with  a  river  to  his  rear.  Send  copies 
of  this  to  Hooker,  Palmer,  and  Howard.  I  have  instructed  Schofield, 
McPherson,  and  Garrard.

Statement  of  J.  M.  Glass  {scout). 

Office  Provost-Marshal-General, 

Department  of  the  Cumberland, 

Near  Marietta,  July  3,  1864. 

Keports  that  he  left  the  Federal  lines  30th  June.  Had  instructions 
to  visit  along  the  river  between  the  bridge  and  Baker’s  Ferry  and  as¬ 
certain  if  the  rebels  had  any  pontoon  across  the  same.  The  first  day  I 
reached  PoAvder  Si)rings,  next  day  reached  Marietta,  crossing  Sweet 
Water  Creek  at  the  mouth  on  the  ferry.  Eeported  to  Colonel  Hill,  pro¬ 
vost-marshal  general,  rebel  army;  staid  there  till  next  morning,  and 
then  started  for  the  river.  When  I  got  back  as  far  as  Ruft'’s  Station, 
four  miles  below  Marietta,  I  discovered  they  Avere  running  their  train 
oft*,  and  the  army  was  about  to  fall  back.  I  concluded  to  come  back 
and  report  the  same.  Started  back  immediately  by  Avay  of  Dobbins’ 
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Mill,  from  there  to  Villa  Eiea  and  Atlanta  road,  and  taking  a  left- 
hand  road  struck  General  Stonemaii’s  jackets  about  3  p.  ni.  yesterday. 
Came  on  trom  there  toNvard  General  Schofield’s  headquarters;  when 
about  one  mile  and  a  half  this  side  of  Voyes’  Creek  bridge  I  was 
stopi)ed  by  a  sergeant  in  charge  of  a  squad  of  cavalry  pickets  on  the 
road;  he  would  not  allow  me  to  come  in  or  send  me  in  under  guard.  I 
was  compelled  to  stay  there  all  night.  1  exjdaiued  to  the  sergeant  my 
business,  and  that  I  had  valual)le  information  for  the  Federal  army. 
The  sergeant’s  name  I  cannot  recollect  nor  his  regiment;  he  belongs  to 
Colonel  Capron’s  command.  Colonel  Hill  intimated  to  me  that  I 
would  not  find  him  in  the  same  place  when  I  came  over  again.  At 
Marietta  I  discovered  that  all  the  wagons  were  being  loaded  and  sent 
off  toward  the  river.  Trains  were  running  rapidly  all  day;  did  not  no¬ 
tice  any  troops  on  the  cars.  Friday  night  troops  were  moving  toward 
the  river;  think  it  was  a  division;  they  came  from  the  front  near  the 
mountain.  J.  C.  Moore  had  been  in  Marietta  on  Thursday;  left  there 
that  day.  Did  not  see  any  fortifications  as  far  back  as  I  went,  between 
Marietta  and  the  river.  A  citizen  living  at  the  ferry.  Baker’s,  informed 
me  that  they  were  fortifying  at  Campbell  ton;  that  they  were  going  to 
mount  cannon  there.  The  cannon  were  to  come  from  Fairburn.  Gen¬ 
eral  Johnston  has  ordered  out  every  negro  to  work  on  the  fortifications. 
My  opinion  is  that  the  army  will  not  cross  the  river,  making  a  stand  on 
this  side  at  the  fortifications.

All  had 
crossed  the  river  or  Sweet  Water  Creek  near  its  mouth,  where  there 
is  a  ford.  Stoneman  now  holds  a  lilie  from  the  right  of  our  infantry  to 
Ferguson’s  Bridge,  a  little  above  Sweet  Water  Factory.

Its  skirmishers  are  over  the  creek  about  half  a 
mile.  No  enemy  in  their  front,  but  they  hear  of  a  rebel  force  of  infantry 
about  a  mile  farther  up  the  Marietta  road.  I  have  ordered  them  to 
hold  a  good  position  and  examine  their  left  in  the  direction  indicated, 
by  smaller  scouting  parties.  The  reconnaissance  from  Colonel  Cameron 
has  followed  a  cross-road  toward  Ruff’s  Mill,  and  advanced  about  one 
mile  and  a  half,  as  they  report.  They  find  a  mounted  force  just  across 
the  creek  in  their  front,  and  the  cannonade  in  front  of  General  Smith  is 
on  their  right  rear.  I  have  ordered  them  to  hold  a  good  i)osition,  com¬ 
municate  Avith  Colonel  Byrd’s  detachment  on  Marietta  road,  and  Avatch 
carefully  the  effect  of  Hascall’s  and  Smith’s  reconnaissance,  advancing 
if  practicable.

General  :  I  have  advanced  a  regiment  in  front  of  Colonels  Strickland’s 
and  Hobson’s  brigades  and  General  Smith  has  advanced  two  regiments 
on  the  road  toward  Watson’s  house,  and  two  on  the  Ruff’s  Station  road. 
My  regiment  in  front  of  Colonel  Strickland  soon  encountered  the  en¬ 
emy’s  cavalry  skirmishers,  but  drove  them  back  to  the  vicinity  of  Nick- 
ajack  Creek  5  Colonel  Hobson’s  regiment  not  yet  heard  from.  General 
Smith’s  two  regiments  on  the  Ruff’s  Station  road  encountered  the  enemy 
in  considerable  force,  and  found  more  difficulty  in  pressing  him  back. 
They  have  two  or  three  pieces  of  artillery  already  operating  on  the 
Ruff  ’s  Station  road.  General  Smith’s  regimental  commanders  report 
that  a  strong  line  of  infantry  skirmishers  are  advancing  against  them  on 
the  Ruff’s  Station  road,  backed  by  a  line  of  infantry.  This  may  be  so, 
or  it  may  be  dismounted  ca  valry.  If  it  is  infantry,  an  attack  here  is  not 
improbable.  I  am  by  no  means  certain  that  it  is  infantry.  General 
Smith  and  myself  thought  Ave  could  not  dcA^elop  much  by  advancing 
our  skirmishers  simply,  so  left  them  where  they  were,  and  made  the 
disiAOsitions  already  described.  General  Smith’s  force  on  the  Watson 
house  road  haA  e  encountered  nothing  but  cavalry,  and  are  now  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  in  advance;  skirmishing  Avith  the  cavalry  someAvhat 
brisk.  Artillery  firing  is  heard  in  that  direction,  but  it  may  be  our 
artilleTy  Avith  General  Stoneman.  The  enemy’s  earth-works  are  Ausible 
from  our  advanced  position,  and  are  probably  beyond  Xickajack  Creek.

Gen.  Morgan  L.  Smith,  with  Light- 
burn’s  brigade,  supxiorted  by  Hascall’s  division,  will  make  a  strong 
demonstration  at  Eutf’s  Mill  and,  if  iiossible,  secure  a  good  position  on 
the  east  side  of  i^ickajack  Creek.  Gresham’s  division  is  moving  down 
to  WidoAV  Mitchell’s,  which  is  a  little  over  a  mile  in  front  of  Brig.  Gen. 
Giles  Smith’s  xiosition.  As  soon  as  Gresham  reaches  Widow  Mitchell’s, 
two  regiments  of  Giles  Smith’s  brigade,  which  are  there,  will  make  a 
demonstration  toward  Turner’s  Ferry.

General  McPherson  : 

Thomas  has  Hooker  on  the  road  out  of  Marietta,  which  is  called  an 
Atlanta  road,  but  runs  to  the  Sandtown  road,  crossing  Mckajack  at 
Euff  and  Daniels’  Mill.  He  finds  the  enemy  intrenched  a  mile  this  side 
the  mill.  Howard  is  on  the  main  Atlanta  road,  which  is  on  the  left  of 
the  railroad,  and  Palmer  intermediate,  all  finding  the  enemy  near  the 
line  indicated  by  the  cross-road  from  above  Wade’s  to  the  main  road 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  below  Eulf ’s.  IS^ow",  I  am  convinced  the  enemy 
left  Marietta  in  haste  and  confusion  this  morning.  All  the  columns 
have  taken  many  i)risoners,  and  had  the  xmrsuit  been  vigorous  we 
would  have  secured  3,000  or  4,000  prisoners  and  many  wagons.  M)w 
the  halt  is,  of  course,  to  save  time.  If  you  ever  worked  in  your  life. 
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work  at  daybreak  to-morrow  on  that  liaiik,  crossing  Nickajack  sonie- 
liow,  and  tiie  moment  yon  discover  confusion  pour  in  your  fire.  You 
know  what  a  retreating  mass  across  pontoon  bridges  means.  Feel 
strong  to-night  and  make  feints  of  pursuit  with  artillery.  I  know  John¬ 
ston’s  withdrawal  is  not  strategic,  but  for  good  reasons,  after  he  crosses 
the  Chattahoochee  5  but  his  situation  with  that  river  behind  him  is  not 
comfortable  at  all.  If  you  can  get  him  once  started,  follow  up  and  call 
on  Schofield.  Let  him  read  this.  You  both  see  the  whole  game  as  well 
as  I  do.  Let  Stoneman  threaten  about  Baker’s  and  Howell’s  Ferries,  and 
you  secure,  if  you  can,  the  ridge  and  crossing  at  Mckajack,  opposite 
Turner’s.  I  Avill  send  Logan  to  you  to-morrow,  but  you  have  as  many 
men  as  can  operate  in  that  pocket.  I  don’t  confine  you  to  any  crossing, 
but  press  the  enemy  all  the  time  in  flank  till  he  is  across  Chattahoochee.

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  operations  of  this  command 
for  to-day  (July  3) :  At  daylight  the  Sixty -fourth  Illinois  Infantry,  as 
skirmishers,  advanced  and  took  possession  of  Kenesaw  Mountain. 
The  command  then  moved  to  a  point  near  Eufi*’s  Mill,  bivouacked,  and 
the  Second  Division  went  into  position,  relieving  General  Lightburn’s 
brigade,  of  General  M.  L.  Smith’s  division,  intrenching  themselves  on 
west  si(le  of  Nickajack  Creek,  with  tw^o  regiments  intrenched  on  east 
side  to  hold  cross-roads  and  the  commanding  ground.  Between  my 
l)resent  position  and  that  held  by  General  M.  L.  Smith  is  a  dense  wood. 
The  enemy  appear  to  be  in  greatest  force  south  of  this  wood  and  west 
of  creek,  which,  with  my  limited  force  and  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the 
hour,  compelled  me  to  make  such  dispositions  as  would  best  protect  the 
troops  in  case  of  an  attack.  The  ground  on  the  east  side  of  the  creek 
is,  I  should  judge,  the  best  to  occupy,  but  will  require  a  larger  force 
than  I  have  on  the  line.  It  is  generally  believed  that  nothing  but  cav¬ 
alry  is  in  our  front.  Large  camp-flres  are  plainly  visible  two  or  three 
miles  due  east  from  our  position,  supi)osed  to  be  the  enemy’s.  I  inclose 
herewith  hurried  sketch*  of  my  position.

Thirteen  guns  will  be  fired  at 
sunrise  as  a  Federal  salute.  Noav,  colonel,  do  you  stay  in  your  bed  to¬ 
night  unless  attacked  and  send  your  officers  to  attend  to  picket  duty. 
I  will  take  the  liberty  of  sending  a  line  by  the  orderly  to  the  company 
half  way  up  the  mountain  directing  them  to  have  out  three  sentinels 
and  to  be  watchful.

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  enemy  will  attempt  to  molest  our  rear  with 
his  cavalry,  and  that  he  has  reserved  Boswell  fortified  for  that  very 
purpose.  To  counteract  his  designs  I  have  ordered  Garrard,  with  his 
whole  cavalry,  to  proceed  to  Boswell,  take  the  place  if  he  can,  other¬ 
wise  hang  near  it,  watching  the  river,  opposing  such  a  movement  all  he 
can  and  giving  us  and  all  points  of  the  railroad  timely  notice.  I  wish 
you  would  so  hold  McCook  as  promptly  to  re-enforce  Garrard,  if  need 
be.  As  soon  as  I  understand  the  exact  situation  on  the  right,  as  to 
Turner’s  Ferry,  and  what  i)rogress  McPherson  has  made,  I  will  order 
Schofield  round  where  Garrard  now  is. 

I  will  go  to-morrow,  and  in  the  mean  time  I  wish  you  to  hold  strong  the 
points  now  at  Howard’s  and  Palmer’s  head  of  column  and  merely  picket 
light  the  road  by  which  Garrard  moved,  as  I  feel  sure  the  enemy  will 
not  attempt  a  sally  there.  Hooker  need  not  hold  the  line  from  Palmer 
round  to  McPherson,  but  draw  in  to  his  left,  save  by  a  line  of  vedettes. 
I  want  you  with  your  whole  army  to  press  steadily  down  on  the  enemy 
while  McPherson  cuts  in  on  his  flank.  Schofield  is  to  be  held  to  re¬ 
enforce  either  part.  Stoneman  will  threaten  to  cross  the  Chattahoochee 
and  break  the  Atlanta  and  West  Point  Bailroad,  especially  if  the  enemy 
send  cavalry  against  our  line  of  road.  Instead  of  occupying  Acworth, 
Big  Shanty,  and  Marietta,  I  think  we  had  better  concentrate  about  the 
base  of  Kenesaw,  near  that  water  station,  a  point  that  could  be  defended 
against  cavalry  with  great  ease.

General:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  General  Stanley 
strengthened  his  skirmish  line  and  pushed  it  rajiidly  across  the  open 
corn-field  in  his  front,  taking  the  rebel  rifle-pits,  under  a  severe  artillery 
and  infantry  fire.  He  immediately  moved  forward  his  main  line  and 
covered  it  by  a  barricade.  Later  in  the  day  Generals  Newton  and 
Wood  seized  portions  of  the  enemy’s  skirmish  line,  and  have  established 
their  main  line  facing  the  same  open  field  across  which  General  Stan¬ 
ley  advanced.  The  conduct  of  the  troops  in  the  charge  to-day  could  not 
be  surpassed.  We  have  taken  88  prisoners,  3  of  whom  are  officers. 
General  King  moved  upon  our  right  in  conjunction  with  Stanley  and 
intrenched  important  heights  on  the  right.  Our  losses  about  95 
wounded  according  to  hospital  report  this  afternoon.

Chief  of  Cavalry : 

General  :  Yesterday  after  writing  to  you,  and  after  General  Stoneman 
had  moved  toward  the  right  of  our  ainiy,  I  took  300  men  and  a  section 
of  artillery  and  advanced  on  the  Howell  and  Green’s  Ferry  road  to  a 
point  where  it  crosses  the  main  Sandtown  l  oad.  There  I  found  breast¬ 
works  occupied  in  part  by  the  infantry  of  the  enemy.  I  got  my  artil¬ 
lery  within  300  yards  of  their  works,  and  opened  with  good  effect.  I 
made  no  effort  to  take  the  breast- works,  and  withdrew  at  my  leisure. 
Among  our  wounded  was  Lieutenant  Hill,  of  my  staft*.  I  think  that  a 
column  of  infantry  pushed  dovui  this  road,  or  the  Sandtown  or  Camp- 
bellton  roads,  could  cross  the  Chattahoochee  without  much  or  any  oppo¬ 
sition  now.  I  will  move  to  Darby’s  this  afternoon,  and  I  feel  satisfievl 
that  to-day  these  roads  are  occupied  by  nothing  but  a  cavalry  force.

Captain  :  I  have  just  received  your  letter  dated  0  p.  m.  explaining 
General  Sherman’s  intentions  as  to  my  movements.  I  understood  the 
general’s  orders  jirecisely  as  you  explain  them,  and  have  been  acting, 
or  rather  holding  my  troops  ready  to  act,  accordingly.  From  a  map 
sent  me  by  General  Hooker,  showing  the  position  in  which  his  corps 
is  being  established,”  and  from  xiersonal  examination  of  the  ground  oc¬ 
cupied  by  General  Dodge,  I  judge  that  Hooker’s  right  must  be  in  rear 
of  Dodge’s  left,  and  if  advanced  would  overlap  it.  Perhaps  there  is 
some  mistake  as  to  iiositions.  I  will  examine  the  ground  myself  in  the 
morning  and  put  in  whatever  force  can  be  used  between  General 
Hooker  and  General  McPherson’s  left.  General  McPherson  has  had 
to-day  quite  as  many  trooiis  across  the  Nickajack,  beyond  Ruff’s  Mill, 
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as  could  be  used  there.  Please  inform  the  general  that  Stoneman’s 
cavalry  has  control  of  the  country  from  McPherson’s  right,  on  the  Tur¬ 
ner’s  P'erry  road,  to  the  river,  near  Sandtown.  He  has  beaten  the  en¬ 
emy’s  cavalry  in  several  small  affairs  and  captured  many  prisoners  aud 
a  large  number  of  good  horses  and  mules.  I  am  just  informed  by 
Colonel  Cameron,  commandiug  a  brigade  of  General  Cox’s  division, 
which  has  been  covering  General  Hooker’s  right  during  his  advance, 
that  at  5  p.  m.  to-day  General  Hooker  united  with  General  Dodge  be¬ 
yond  N'ickajack,  and  his  (Colonel  Cameron’s)  troops  were  thereby 
relieved.

relieved  by  a  portion  of  Sweeny’s  division.  Dodge  is  pushing  forward 
his  command  in  the  direction  of  the  railroad  eavst  of  Mckajack  Creek  at 
Kuif’s  Mill.  Blair  is  near  Widow  Mitchell’s,  and  has  sent  two  regi¬ 
ments  of  iufantry  and  a  section  of  artillery,  in  connection  with  a  brigade 
of  Ston  email’s  cavalry,  on  the  road  to  Turner’s  Ferry,  with  orders  to 
secure,  if  possible,  the  crossing  of  Nickajack  Creek.  Stoneman’s  cav¬ 
alry  hold  the  country  from  the  Sandtown  road  west  to  Sweet  Water,  and 
most  of  his  cavalry  is  along  the  Sandtown  road.  Your  dispatch  to  me 
was  shown  to  Major-General  Schofield.

Howard  charged  across  the  field  on  his  front  and  captured  most  of 
the  advance  line,  but  found  the  main  line  too  strong  with  artillery.  I 
have  worked  all  along  the  line  and  shall  continue  to  strengthen  this 
point,  where  the  Marietta  and  Sandtown  road  first  crosses  Mckajack. 
Davis  has  a  brigade  across  and  the  others  and  Baird  in  close  support. 
I  Avill  give  my  personal  attention  that  if  you  have  to  fight  on  that  line, 
you  shall  have  the  assistance  of  all  of  Thomas’  army  if  they  have  to  as¬ 
sault  the  parapet.  Davis  is  here  and  can  be  relied  on.  Hooker  is  in 
communication  with  you,  and  if  Ave  have  a  fight  will  all  fight  together ; 
you  may  pitch  in  strong.  I  doubt  if  the  enemy  will  expect  an  attack 
by  that  line,  for  they  seem  to  have  prepared  on  their  front.  I  think 
1,000  prisoners  have  been  taken  on  this  line.  I  am  disappointed  so 
little  has  been  done  to-day,  but  think  the  causes  are  at  work  that  will 
produce  the  direct  result.  Our  whole  line  is  in  communication.  I  Avill 
camp  on  this  road  one  mile  and  a  half  back  of  this  point  about  five 
miles  out  of  Marietta  on  the  SandtoAvn  road.  Let  me  hear  eA^ery 
chance.

General  :  In  pursuance  of  your  instructions,  at  daybreak  this  morn¬ 
ing  I  directed  Major-General  Dodge  to  take  his  entire  command  and 
push  across  Mckajack  Creek  at  Ruff  ’s  Mill,  General  Blair  to  send  two 
regiments  and  a  sectioa  of  artillery,  supported  by  Stoneman’s  cavalry, 
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from  Widow  Mitchell’s  down  to  Mckajack,  near  Turner’s  Ferry.  Dodge 
moved  across  and  ran  against  Stevenson’s  division,  and  as  lie  developed 
his  lines  captured  a  few  prisoners  from  each  division  of  Hood’s  corps. 
I  sent  over  Morgan  L.  Smith’s  division,  and  General  Schofield  sent  in  a 
brigade  on  Dodge’s  left  to  try  and  communicate  Avith  Hooker.  As  soon 
as  the  troops  were  over  and  in  position,  I  directed  Dodge  to  strengthen 
his  skirmish  liije,  so  as  to  make  it  almost  equivalent  to  a  line  of  battle, 
especially  over  rough  ground,  and  to  assault  the  enemy’s  rifle-pits.  The 
order  was  gallantly  executed,  the  Avorks  taken,  and  some  50  prisoners 
captured;  our  loss  not  heavy;  Colonel  ISToyes,  Thirty-ninth  Ohio,  se¬ 
verely  Avoiinded.  This  gives  Dodge  a  position  about  one  mile  and  a 
quarter  east  of  Mckajack  Creek.  He  has  one  brigade  of  Schofield  on 
his  left,  and  Morgan  L.  Smith’s  division  on  his  right  and  rear.  The 
cavalry  and  infantry  demonstration  on  the  Turner’s  Ferry  road  reached 
a  point,  as  they  think,  half  a  mile*  from  Mckajack,  and  found  it  toler¬ 
ably  well  fortified,  Avith  four  guns  in  position.  This  brought  the  infan¬ 
try  to  a  halt,  and  they  have  not  advanced  since.  They  will,  however, 
hold  all  the  ground  they  have  gained,  and  be  ready  to  try  the  strength 
of  the  enemy’s  Avorks,  if  it  is  deemed  desirable.  I  have  about  15,000 
men  across  the  creek  Avith  Dodge,  and  Logan’s  tAA^o  divisions  (Oster- 
haus’  and  HarroAv’s)  in  reserve  at  the  forks  of  the  road.  They  got  in 
late  and  completely  Av  orn  out.  I  do  not  think  more  than  half  of  the 
divisions  arrived.

General  :  I  am  satisfied  the  enemy  will  attempt  with  his  cavalry  to 
cross  the  Chattahoochee  about  Boswell  and  make  an  attempt  on  our 
communications.  To  counteract  him  you  will  move  in  that  direction 
and  watch  close,  taking  some  position  on  which  to  rally  on  infantry,  a 
brigade  of  which  is  at  Marietta,  a  strong  brigade  at  •Allatoona,  and 
General  Thomas,  will  be  instructed  to  hold  McCook’s  brigade  ready  to  go 
to  your  assistance.  You  may  draw  out  at  once  and  go  to  Boswell,  and 
if  you  can  force  your  Avay  to  it,  you  may  gain  a  seizure  j)osition  from 
which  you  can  watch  that  point.  In  case  the  enemy’s  cavalry  get  across, 
you  must  hang  to  him,  opposing  him  whenever  opposition  is  possible, 
and  send  couriers  ra])idly  to  me,  and  to  the  points  of  the  railroad 
threatened.  In  the  mean  time  reiiort  to  me  frecpiently  and  use  your 
cavalry  as  though  you  Avere  preparing  to  cross  yourself  or  were  only 
Avaiting  for  the  Avaters  to  subside  and  make  the  ford  practicable.  You 
noAV  understand  the  geography  so  Avell  that  I  have  no  doubt  you  can 
lireveiit  Wheeler  from  doing  mul*h  damage  betAveen  Marietta  and  Alla- 
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toona.  In  case  lie  passes  round  by  Canton  to  go  toward  Cartersville, 
send  notice  and  bang  on  his  rear.  We  now  have  a  full  division  of  in¬ 
fantry  at  Kingston.  Arrest  every  citizen  in  the  country  whom  you  find 
likely  to  prove  a  spy,  and  keep  moving  so  that  youi*  force  cannot  be 
computed.

On  the  3d  we  pursued  the  enemy  by  all  the  roads  south  till  we  found 
him  in  an  intrenched  position  which  had  been  i)repared  in  advance,  its 
salient  on  the  main  Marietta  and  Atlanta  road  about  live  miles  south 
of  Marietta,  and  the  wings  behind  the  Nickajack  and  Kottenwood 
Creeks.  During  the  4th  General  Thomas  .pressed  the  salient,  and  Mc¬ 
Pherson  and  Schofield  moved  against  Nickajack  by  x)ressing  close  and 
threatening  the  Chattahoochee  at  Saudtown  and  below.  Johnston  again 
retreated  in  the  night  and  now  has  his  main  force  and  wagons  across 
the  Chattahoochee,  with  Hardee’s  corps  on  this  side,  strongly  intrenched 
in  a  sort  of  tete-de-pont  on  a  ridge  of  hills  beginning  at  the  railroad 
bridge  and  extending  down  the  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Nickajack. 
We  have  worked  hard,  and  now  Thomas’  left  is  on  the  Chattahoochee, 
three  miles  above  the  railroad  bridge  at  Pace’s  Ferry.  Stoneman  has 
been  most  active  with  the  cavalry  about  Sweet  Water,  and  is  now  on 
the  Chattahoochee  about  Sandtown,  and  Garrard  started  this  morning 
for  Eoswell  Factory.  I  have  no  report  from  him  yet.  I  am  now  far 
ahead  of  my  railroad  and  telegraifii,  and  want  them  to' catch  up,  and  may 
be  here  some  days.  Atlanta  is  in  plain  view,  nine  miles  distant.  We 
have  had  continual  skirmishing,  but  our  losses  are  small,  while  we  have 
inflicted  more  to  the  enemy.  Our  x)risoners  taken  in  the  last  two  days 
will  not  fail  shori?  of  2,000.  The  extent  of  the  enemy’s  iiarallels  already 
taken  is  wonderful,  and  much  of  the  same  sort  confronts  us  yet,  and  is 
seen  beyond  the  Chattahoochee.

General  ;  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command  left  camp 
at  5  this  a.  m.  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  moved  down  the  railroad, 
Brigadier-General  Wood’s  division  leading,  followed  by  General  New¬ 
ton’s,  and  then  Major-General  Stanley’s. 

General  Wood  met  the  enemy’s  dismounted  cavalry,  and  commenced 
skirmishing  with  it  about  one  mile  and  a  half  from  camp.  They  de¬ 
layed  our  advance  as  much  as  possible,  making  a  stand  at  every  advan¬ 
tageous  position  from  that  point  to  the  place  where  I  ha  ve  gone  into  camp. 

When  about  two  miles  from  camp  I  learned  from  a  report  of  one  of 
my  scouts  that  one  of  the  trains  of  the  enemy  was  moving  toward  the 
river  on  a  road  about  two  miles  to  our  left.  I  directed  General  Newton 
to  send  a  brigade  of  his  division  after  it,  but  it  had  too  much  the  start 
to  be  overtaken  by  infantry. 

At  10  a.  m.  my  head  of  column  arrived  at  Yining’s  Station  on  the  railroad, 
and  at  11  a.  m.  I  started  down  the  road  leading  from  there  to  Pace’s  Ferry. 
Very  near  the  station  the  enemy’s  dismounted  cavalry  took  up  a  posi¬ 
tion  on  a  ridge  behind  rail  barricades,  and  when  General  Wood’s  skir¬ 
mishers  came  up  they  left  their  cover,  and  charging  them,  attempted  to 
drive  them  back,  but  they  were  quickly  repulsed,  and  from  this  point 
were  slowly  driven  back  to  the  river  at  the  ferry.  So  closely  were  they 
followed  that  they  had  not  an  opportunity  to  destroy  the  pontoon 
bridge  over  which  they  crossed.  They  cut  it  on  this  side,  however,  and 
it  swung  over  to  the  other  side  of  the  river. 

I  now  hold  this  side  of  the  crossing,  and  General  Wood  has  gone  into 
position  on  a  ridge  almost  parallel  with  the  river,  and  near  thereto ; 
General  Newton  in  his  rear,  and  extending  to  his  left,  and  General 
Stanley  on  the  left  of  General  Newton. 

The  losses  in  this  command  to-day  have  been  very  small  for  the 
results.  We  have  taken  101  enlisted  men  prisoners.

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attempt  it  except  it  be  certain  of  success  or  unless  you  know  that  some 
part  of  Johnston’s  army  or  material  is  not  yet  across.  My  information 
is  that  Hood’s  and  Polk’s  (jorps  are  across  and  that  Hardee  remains  on 
this  side  occupying  a  line  of  intrenchments  from  the  bridge  down  to 
Nickajack.  1  rather  think  that  the  enemy  will  preserve  this  order  of 
things  until  we  develop  our  game.  Stoneman  will  continue  to  threaten 
the  river  between  Mckajack  and  Sweet  Water,  and  you  may  co-operate 
and  gain  any  substantial  advantage  you  can,  but  be  prepared  to  move 
wherever  events  may  call.  Hooker  should  be  up  nearer  to  Palmer. 
Howard’s  left  is  on  the  Chattahoochee  about  Pace’s  Ferry,  where  the 
enemy  had  a  pontoon  bridge,  which  is  cut  loose  and  is  swung  to  their 
bank.

General:  General  Gresliam  succeeded  in  throwing  skirmishers 
across  the  Nickajack  this  afternoon,  and  is  ordered  to  attack  the  ene¬ 
my’s  works  to-morrow  morning  early.  He  will  have  to  form  his  com¬ 
mand  under  the  fire  of  the  fort  after  crossing  the  creek.  The  major- 
general  commanding  therefore  desires  you  at  daylight  to-morrow 
morning  to  open  vigorously  from  every  gun  you  have  upon  the  ene¬ 
my’s  works  to  divert  their  attention  from  General  Gresham’s  move¬ 
ments.  Any  other  diversion  you  can  make  will  be  to  the  advantage  of 
the  command.

Captain:  T  have  to  report  for  the  information  of  tlie  major-general 
commanding  that  my  command  is  camped  on  the  Willeyo  Creek  near 
Eoswell  Factory.  My  advance  is  at  the  Factory.  I  will  destroy  all 
buildings.  The  bridge  at  this  point  over  the  river  is  burnt  by  the 
rebels.  The  ford  is  passable^  so  reported  by  citizens.  I  sent  a  regi¬ 
ment  to  the  paper-mills,  burnt  the  paper-mills,  flouring-mills,  and  ma¬ 
chine-shops.  The  citizens  report  the  banks  of  the  river  high  at  Powers’ 
Ferry  and  batteries  in  i^osition  on  south  bank.  They  had  a  pontoon 
bridge  at  Pace’s  Ferry,  a  few  miles  below,  where  a  i)ortion  of  their  army 
crossed.  There  is  a  road  running  from  Eoswell  Factory  down  the 
river  below  the  paper-mills,  and  near  the  mills  and  above  passes  on  the 
bank  of  river.  As  fast  as  possible  I  will  send  information  of  the  roads, 
fords,  ferries,  &c.

Sandtown  Ferry,  Ga.,  July  5,  1864. 

Major-General  Sherman: 

General  :  I  think,  or  at  least  hope,  that  during  the  past  six  or  seven 
days  we  have  accomplished  all  that  was  expected  of  us ;  if  not,  it  has  not  ■ 
been  from  [lack  of]  efforts  to  do  so.  We  have  worked  day  and  night  and 
covered  a  good  deal  of  country.  1  was  detained  on  the  1st  by  represen¬ 
tations  from  General  McCook  to  the  effect  that  a  few  days  before  a  large 
cavalry  force  had  been  in  Villa  Eica,  and  the  correctness  of  which  I 
was  forced  to  ascertain  by  sending  out  strong  scouting  parties,  and  also 
to  see  where  the  force  had  gone  to.  I  found  that  the  force  had  been  a 
good  deal  magnified,  and  that  it  had  gone  either  south  of  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee  Eiver  or  across  the  Sweet  W ater  near  its  mouth,  where  there 
is  a  good  ford  and  the  only  one  on  the  creek.  As  soon  as  we  got  to  the  - 
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Chattalioocliee  Kiver  I  kept  one  brigade  acting  along  its  nortli  bank  in 
hopes  that  it  might  induce  the  enemy  to  think  it  yonr  intention  to  cross 
south  of  the  railroad,  and  it  seems  from  the  inclosed  dispatches  this 
morning  picked  up  on  the  road  that  it  had  its  effect.  We  covered  the 
river  from  Oampbellton  up  as  far  as  Sandtovvn,  and  had  not  General 
McCook  been  withdrawn  by  General  Elliott  yesterday,  I  think  he  would 
have  been  able  to  have  helped  us  to  get  to  HowelPs  Ferry  yesterday. 
As  it  was  Ave  did  not  get  there  until  8  o’clock  this  morning.  One  divis¬ 
ion  of  General  Blair’s  relieved  one  of  my  brigades  yesterday,  on  the 
road  crossing  the  Mckajack  a  few  miles  above  its  mouth,  and  another 
division  of  General  Blair’s  has  just  now  taken  the  place  of  my  reniain- 
iug  brigade  at  Howell’s  Ferry.  I  have  now  one  brigade  at  Baker’s 
Ferry,  one  at  and  below  Sandtown,  and  the  third  in  reserve.  Our 
horses  are  improving  everyday;  we  get  plentv  for  them  and  a  good 
deal  for  the  men  from  the  country.  Our  ration  return  has  never  equaled 
our  effective  strength,  which  I  was  not  aware  of  until  orders  induced 
me  to  compare  the  ration  and  field  returns.  We  are  ready  for  any¬ 
thing  except  guarding  communications  in  the  rear. 

If  Barry  has  got  a  good  four-gun  battery,  I  could  make  use  of  it,  as 
I  have  a  lot  of  dismounted  men  I  could  make  use  of  to  support  it.  We 
have  all  the  transportation  we  Avant  and  can  move  at  any  time,  aa  ith 
twenty  days’  supply  for  the  men.  All  we  lack  is  some  ammunition  for 
vsome  of  our  arms,  and  that  I  am  told  is  not  to  be  obtained.  General 
McCook  informs  me  that  he  is  in  the  same  fix.  I  wish  I  could  get  my 
regiment,  or  rather  the  regiment  to  Avhich  I  belong  (the  Fourth),  with 
us.  Can’t  you  manage  it? 

I  inclose  a  sketch  of  this  region.*

Commanding  Cavalry : 

Dear  Stoneman  :  I  have  your  note,  which  is  very  satisfactory.  I 
have  heard  of  your  general  success  irom  other  quarters.  I  will  in¬ 
struct  General  Barry  to  give  you  a  good  four-gun  battery,  if  he  can  get 
one  from  some  of  the  commands.  Our  left  is  now  on  the  river  above 
the  railroad  bridge.  We  find  Hardee’s  corps  intrenched  on  this  side 
the  river  frroni  the  bridge  down  to  the  mouth  of  the  Mckajack;  Ave 
hear  the  other  tAvo  corps  and  militia  are  across ;  Ave  can  see  Atlanta 
plain,  but  it  will  require  hard  fighting  and  science  to  take  it.  It  must 
be  done.  Garrard  is  gone  up  to  Boswell,  and  I  hope  to  hear  from  him 
to-night.  I  think  Johnston  Avill  send  all  his  effective  cavalry  round  by 
the  north,  to  strike  our  railroad,  and  must  keep  Garrard  well  on  that 
flank  and  McCook  to  support  him.  I  think  you  can  whip  anything  that 
attempts  to  cross  on  that  flank.  Keep  up  the  delusion  of  our  crossing 
beloAv  SandtoAvn  as  long  as  possible,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  the 
enemy  expects  it.  We  have  a  nice  game  of  war  and  must  make  no 
mistakes.  We  ought  to  have  caught  Johnston  on  his  retreat,  but  he 
had  prepared  the  Avay  too  Avell.  We  have  killed  and  crippled  a  good 
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number  and  have  a  couple  thousand  prisoners,  some  taken  in  fair  fight 
and  some  gathered  up  straggling  behind.  He  can  no  longer  look  into 
our  camps  as  he  did  from  Kenesaw.  Try  and  i)ick  up  as  many  of  his 
scouts  as  you  can,  and  gather  in  as  prisoners  every  citizen  of  whom  you 
entertain  a  suspicion.  Schofield  will  move  over  to  our  left,  up  the  Chat¬ 
tahoochee  about  Roswell  or  below  it.  Write  often.  My  headquarters 
are  on  the  main  road  about  three  miles  back  from  the  railroad  bridge.

Colonel:  The  major-general  commanding  directs  that  you  endeavor 
to  preserve  public  and  private  jiroperty  in  Marietta  as  nearly  as  possi¬ 
ble  in  the  state  in  which  you  found  it,  and  prevent  x)lundering  and 
pillaging.  You  will  arrest  all  deserters  and  stragglers  from  all  the 
armies  and  forward  those  belonging  to  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  to 
these  headquarters  by  squads  of  from  thirty  to  fifty.  Those  belonging 
to  the  Armies  of  the  Tennessee  and  the  Ohio  you  will  send  to  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  their  respective  armies  as  opportunity  otters.  You  will  per¬ 
mit  no  officer  to  take  quarters  in  Marietta,  except  by  order  of  Major- 
General  Sherman,  and  the  topographical  engineers  of  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland  who  have  been  sent  there  to  establish  a  lithographic  press 
for  making  maps.  You  will  permit  all  Union  people  desiring  to  go 
north  for  the  purpose  of  remaining  there  to  do  so,  and  order  transpor¬ 
tation  for  themselves,  families,  and  baggage.  You  will  arrest  all  resi¬ 
dent  rebels  and  report  their  names  to  these  headquarters.  You  will 
seize  all  cotton  belonging  to  the  rebel  Government,  or  which  has  been 
abandoned,  and  turn  it  over  to  the  quartermaster’s  department  for  ship¬ 
ment  north,  taking  receipts  for  the  same,  which  receipts  you  will  for- 
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ward  to  these  headquarters.  All  cotton  belonging  to  private  individ¬ 
uals  you  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  any  more  than  any  other  private 
property.

Chief  of  Staff : 

I  liaA^e  just  received  Secretary  Stanton’s  dispatch,  and  do  not  under¬ 
stand  hoAv  Semmes  and  crew  were  allowed  to  leaA^e  the  sinking  Ala¬ 
bama  in  an  English  yacht.  I  Avould  have  preferred  the  President  had 
not  prochiimed  martial  law  in  Kentucky,  but  simply  allowed  the  mili¬ 
tary  commanders  to  arrest  and  banish  all  malcontents,  Avhile  the  honest 
and  industrious  stay-at-homes  were  encouraged  by  the  increase  of  se¬ 
curity.  Johnston  made  two  breaks  in  the  railroad,  one  above  Marietta 
and  one  near  Mining’s  Station.  The  former  is  already  done,  and  John¬ 
ston’s  army  has  already  heard  the  sound  of  our  locomotives.  The  tele¬ 
graph  is  done  to  Vining’s,  and  the  field  Avireis  just  at  my  bivouac,  and  AviU 
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be  ready  to  convey  this  to  you  as  soon  as  translated  into  eiplier-.  1  pro¬ 
pose  to  study  the  crossings  of  the  Chattahoochee,  and  Avhen  all  is  ready 
to  move  quick.  As  a  beginning  I  keei)  the  wagons  and  troops  well  back 
from  the  river,  and  display  to  the  enemy  only  the  picket-line,  vdth  a  few 
batteries  along  at  random.  Have  moved  General  Schofield  to  a  point 
whence  he  can  in  a  single  march  reach  the  Chattahoochee,  at  a  point 
above  the  railroad  bridge,  where  there  is  a  ford.  At  present  the 
waters  are  turbid  and  swollen  by  the  late  rains;  but  if  the  present  hot 
weather  lasts  the  Avater  will  run  down  very  fast.  We  have  pontoons 
enough  for  four  bridges,  but,  as  oiir  crossing  aauII  be  resisted,  aa^c  must 
maneuver  some.  All  the  regular  crossing-places  are  covered  by  forts, 
apparently  of  long  construction ;  but  Ave  shall  cross  in  due  time,  and  in¬ 
stead  of  attacking  Atlanta  direct,  or  any  of  its  forts,  I  propose  to  make 
a  circuit,  destroying  all  its  railroads.  This  is  a  delicate  moA^ement  and 
must  be  done  Avith  caution.  Our  army  is  in  good  condition  and  full  of 
confidence  ;  but  the  Aveather  is  intensely  hot,  and  a  good  many  men 
have  fallen  with  sunstroke.  This  is  a  high  and  healthy  country,  and 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  army  is  good.

Lieut.  D.  F.  How,  Acting  Assistant  Adjutant- General : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  in  comiiliance  with  orders  received, 
and  also  with  verbal  directions  from  Major-General  Sherman,  I  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  this  point  (Hargrove’s  house),  divided  my  force,  sending  one 
detachment  to  Powers’  Ferry,  and  marcliing  with  the  other  to  the  mouth 
of  Soap  Creek,  about  six  miles  distant,  where  there  is  also  a  ferry  and 
a  bad  ford,  said  by  citizens  to  be  almost  imxiracticable.  Artillery  Avas 
opened  from  the  other  side  of  the  river  on  my  men  at  both  points,  one  gun 
at  the  ui)per  and  tAvo  at  the  lower  ferry,  AAdtliout  any  effect,  hoAvcAxr, 
except  killing  3  horses.  I  found  a  bridge  across  Soap  Creek,  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  from  its  mouth,  burned;  the  bridge  at  RosAvell  Fac¬ 
tory  has  also  been  burned.  The  distance  betAveen  here  and  there  is 
tAvelve  miles.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  communicating  with  General 
Garrard,  as  there  are  no  rebels  on  this  side  of  the  Chattahoochee.  I 
find  this  country  full  of  ravines  and  bridges,  tolerably  open  and  Avell 
Avatered,  but  there  is  neither  grass,  Avheat,  nor  other  forage  on  which  to 
subsist  stock.  The  little  that  Avas  in  the  vicinity  has  been  exhausted  by 
Wheeler’s  force,  Avho  has  been  encamped  here,  until  yesterday  morning, 
for  the  last  five  days.  I  Avill  furnish  you  with  a  map  of  the  roads,  &c., 
some  time  to-morroAv.  None  of  the  enemy’s  trains  had  passed  tliis 
way ;  they  all  crossed  on  bridges  beloAV.  I  forgot  to  mention  that  at 
PoAvers’  Ferry  there  is  a  small  boat  and  a  wire  stretched  across.  I  can 
get  my  artillery  in  position  within  500  yards  of  their  battery.  This 
ferry  is  Avell  Avatched  and  guarded.  I  have  pickets  also  at  mouth  of 
Soap  Creek  and  at  Johnson’s  Ferry,  a  mile  and  a  half  aboAm  that  point.

Commanding  Army: 

General  :  Koswell  was  oecii])ied  by  niy  command  with  but  small 
oi)position,  the  few  hundred  rebels  on  the  roads  falling  back  before  my 
advance,  and  burning  the  bridge  after  crossing.  There  is  a  good  ford 
at  this  place,  so  I  am  informed  (the  shallow  ford),  but  as  the  o^iposite 
baidvS  command  this  one,  and  pickets  lie  on  the  other  side,  I  have  not 
crossed  any  of  my  men.  The  approach  to  Eoswell  from  Marietta  can 
be  made  on  two  roads — ^one,  as  it  approaches  within  two  miles  of  Eoswell, 
is  by  a  crooked,  hilly  road  that  could  be  easily  defended  j  the  other,  the 
river  road,  passes  so  close  to  the  river  as  to  come  under  the  fire  of  the 
enemy’s  rifles.  I  had  one  man  shot  on  this  road  from  the  other  side. 
There  are  branch  roads  which  lead  into  the  Cummings  road  and  the 
old  Alabama  road,  and  the  approach  on  the  latter  is  the  best  and  safest 
in  case  the  enemy  is  in  this  vicinity  or  secrecy  is  desirable.  The  posi¬ 
tion  in  rear  of  Eoswell  for  me  is  not  good,  as  roads  come  in  from  all 
directions,  but  by  being  on  Soap  Creek  I  can  watch  all  this  country, 
the  fords,  &c.,  and  passing  west  of  Sweat  Mountain  will  have  the  short 
line  on  the  enemy.  There  is  a  road  leading  over  to  the  old  Alabama 
road,  a  distance  of  about  two  miles.  As  fast  as  I  can  gain  information 
I  will  send  it  to  you.  ^ 

My  impression  is  that  Johnston  will  make  no  attemiit  on  this  flank, 
but  that  his  ca  valry  has  gone  to  his  left.  He  will  try  to  keei)  his  com¬ 
munications  with  the  source  of  his  supplies  westward.  AH  information 
from  citizens  and  his  acts  in  this  vicinity  lead  to  this  belief.  His  cav¬ 
alry  instead  of  falling  back  to  the  fords  and  bridges  in  this  locality 
crossed  on  the  bridges,  &c.,  with  the  infantry.  Everything  is  taken 
out  of  this  country;  the  grain  cut  by  the  rebel  soldiers  and  hauled  oft‘. 
All  citizens  of  property  also  have  left.  There  were  some  fine  factories 
here,  one  woolen  factory,  capacity  30,000  yards  a  month,  and  has  fur¬ 
nished  up  to  within  a  few  weeks  15,000  yards  per  month  to  the  rebel 
Government,  tlie  Government  furnishing  men  and  material.  Capacity 
of  cotton  factory  216  looms,  191,086  yards  iier  month,  and  51,666  iiounds 
of  thread,  and  4,229  pounds  of  cotton  rope.  This  was  worked  exclusively 
for  the  rebel  Government.  The  other  cotton  factory,  one  mile  and  a 
half  from  town,  I  have  no  data  concerning.  There  was  six  months’ 
supply  of  cotton  on  hand.  Over  the  woolen  factory  the  French  flag  was 
flying,  but  seeing  no  Federal  flag  above  it  I  had  the  building  burnt. 
All  are  ‘burnt.  The  cotton  factory  was  worked  up  to  the  time  of  its 
destruction,  some  400  women  being  emiiloyed.  There  was  some  cloth 
which  had  been  made  since  yesterday  morning,  which  I  will  save  for 
our  hospitals  (several  thousand  yards  of  cotton  cloth),  also  some  rope 
and  thread.  I  have  just  learned  that  McCook  is  near  the  paper-mills, 
on  Soap  Creek,  and  I  may  not  take  uji  the  position  first  proposed  in 
this  letter.  I  will  try  to  disguise  the  strength  of  my  comifland.

General  Garrard  : 

General:  I  have  just  received  your  note  announcing  that  you  liave 
possession  of  Boswell.  This  is  important ;  Acatch  well  the  crossing  there, 
but  not  in  force;  keep  your  main  force  concealed  somewhat.  General 
McCook  has  just  started  for  some  point  between  Eottenwood  and  Soap 
Creek,  where  he  will  be  near  you.  I  propose  to  throw  Schofield  over  on 
that  flank  the  moment  I  propose  to  attempt  a  crossing;  fords  are  much 
better  than  bridges,  and  therefore  have  the  river  examined  well  as  to 
fords.  I  am  on  the  main  road  at  the  point  where  a  branch  goes  to  Yin- 
in  g’s  on  the  railroad.  Howard  is  at  V ining’s  and  has  possession  at  Pace’s. 
McPherson’s  right  is  at  Howell’s  Ferry,  below  Mckajack.  The  enemy 
holds  this  bank  from  the  railroad  bridge  down  to  Mckajack,  and  seems 
to  have  it  well  fortified.  Atlanta  in  plain  view.  Stoneman  threatens  the 
river  down  to  Sweet  Wafer.  I  Avill  soon  have  a  telegraph  at  Yining’s  and 
you  can  then  communicate  by  Marietta.  You  will  have  rest  for  a  few 
days  and  should  take  advantage  of  all  grain  fields.

General  McPherson: 

Your  note  of  this  5  p.  m.  confirms  my  impression  that  there  has  been 
for  the  past  forty-eight  hours  an  extensive  movement  of  the  enemy  down 
the  river.  Trains  of  wagons  have  been  seen  during  the  day  and  heard 
during  the  night-time  moving  rapidly  down  the  river,  and  long  columns 
of  cavalry  have  been  seen  and  heard.  Every  prominent  point  on  the 
other  side  has  a  redoubt  and  rifie-pits  which  effectually  prevent  us  from 
getting  near  the  river.  I  however  got  close  enough  to-day  to  see  it  in 
three  places,  and  found  it  not  so  wide  as  I  expected.  The  bottoms  are 
very  narrow  and  the  ground  gently  sloping  down  on  each  side.  This 
side  is  much  more  open  than  the  other,  the  woods  approaching  the 
stream  only  in  a  very  few  places,  and  we  were  shelled  whenever  we 
came  out  into  the  fields  in  any  force,  so  that  we  have  to  stay  with  the 
animals  a  mile  or  two  back  from  the  river  in  the  woods.  They  have 
all  the  scows  and  canoes  on  their  own  side,  and  well  guarded  by  men 
behind  rifle-pits,  armed  with  guns  of  much  longer  range  than  our  car¬ 
bines.  The  negroes  that  came  across  the  river  last  night  say  that 
Wheeler  with  ^Giis  company”  passed  down  the  river  yesterday  and  last 
night,  and  the  heavy  smokes  back  from  the  river  opposite  the  mouth  of 
SAveet  Water  indicate  no  inconsiderable  force  in  that  region.  The  ne¬ 
groes  say  that  the  troops  were  going  down  to  keep  us  from  crossing  at 
Gampbellton,  or  in  that  vicinity,  and  that  they  are  throwing  up  works 
all  along  the  river.  I  have  myself  seen  them  at  work  in  many  ]>laces 
and  at  all  the  crossings.  1  am  now  coA^ering  upward  of  tAvelve  miles  of 
the  ri\"er  with  pickets  and  scouts.  I  have  not  yet  heard  from  the  scout 
1  sent  down  to  Gampbellton.  I  have  also  guards  at  all  the  crossings  on 
the  SAveet  Water  as  far  up  as  the  crossing  on  the  road  from  Powder 
Springs  to  Gampbellton. 
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The  country,  with  the  exception  of  a  skirt  on  the  river  and  creek,  is 
densely  timbered  and  quite  broken.  Please  transmit  the  information 
herein  contained,  or  such  i^ortion  as  may  be  interesting  to  know,  to 
General  Sherman,  as  he  desired  me  to  keep  him  informed  and  advised.

Chief  of  Staff: 

General  Garrard  reports  to  me  that  he  is  in  possession  of  Eoswell, 
where  were  several  valuable  cotton  and  woolen  factories  in  full  oper¬ 
ation,  also  paper-mills,  all  of  which,  by  my  order,  he  destroyed  by  fire. 
They  had  been  for  years  engaged  exclusively  at  work  for  the  Confed¬ 
erate  Government,  and  the  owner  of  the  woolen  factory  displayed  the 
French  flag;  but  as  he  failed  also  to  show  the  United  States  flag,  Gen¬ 
eral  Garrard  burned  it  also.  The  main  cotton  factory  was  valued  at  a 
million  of  United  States  dollars.  The  cloth  on  hand  is  reserved  for  use 
of  United  States  hospitals,  and  I  have  ordered  General  Garrard  to 
arrest  for  treason  all  owners  and  employes,  foreign  and  native,  and 
send  them  under  guard  to  Marietta,  Avhence  I  will  send  them  North. 
Being  exemi)t  from  conscription,  they  are  as  much  governed  by  the 
rules  of  war  as  if  in  the  ranks.  The  women  can  find  employment  in 
Indiana.  This  whole  region  was  devoted  to  manufactories,  but  I  will 
destroy  every  one  of  them.  Johnston  is  maneuvering  against  my 
right,  and  I  will  try  and  pass  the  Chattahoochee  by  my  left.  Ask  Mr. 
Stanton  not  to  ]mblish  the  substance  of  my  dispatches,  for  they  reach 
Eichmond  in  a  day,  and  are  telegraphed  at  once  to  Atlanta.  The  At¬ 
lanta  papers  contain  later  news  from  Washington  than  I  get  from 
Nashville.  Absolute  silence  in  military  matters  is  the  only  safe  rule. 
Let  our  public  learn  patience  and  common  sense.

General  :  General  Sherman  has  ordered  Schofield  to  cross  the  river 
to-night  at  Roswell  Factory,  and  secure  a  lodgment  on  the  south  side. 
To  divert  the  enemy’s  attention  as  much  as  possible  from  him  I  wish 
yon  to  display  a  force  in  front  of  Pace’s  Ferry,  about  snndoAvn,  as  if 
you  were  making  xireparations  to  cross  there.  Open  with  your  artillery 
on  their  batteries  on  the  opposite  side,  and  after  getting  the  range 
cease  firing  until  about  8  p.  in.  At  that  hour  fire  rapidly  for  fifteen 
minutes  or  half  an  hour,  with  the  elevation  necessary  to  reach  the 
enemy’s  batteries,  and  have  persons  posted  near  the  river,  in  some  se¬ 
cure  place,  with  instructions  to  give  commands  as  if  marching  a  strong 
column  to  the  ferry  to  effect  the  laying  of  a  bridge;  at  the  same  time 
keeping  up  a  heavy  fire  from  the  skirmish  line  on  the  river-bank.

wood  Creek  is  reported  uninjured,  and  the  place  for  Schofield’s  crossing 
to-night  is  Roswell  Factory,  between  fifteen  and  twenty  miles  distant. 
The  hour  of  sending  this  dispatch  is  not  named.  Shall  I  dispatch  the 
regiment  at  once  to  Roswell  Factory?  I  have  ordered  it  at  daylight  to- 
morroAV.

Some  of  my  men,  four  or  five,  got  to  the  other  bank  of  tlie  river  yes¬ 
terday  evening.  This  afternoon  I  sent  a  small  party  of  the  First  Ten¬ 
nessee  to  attempt  a  crossing;  the  enemy  permitted  them  to  reach  the 
niiddle  of  the  river,  when  they  opened  so  briskly  with  artillery  and 
'musketry  that  they  could  not  get  across.  I  have  possession  of  an 
island  near  the  middle  of  the  river  where  everything  they  do  on  the 
opposite  bank  can  be  observed.  A  ford  is  reported  some  six  or  seven 
miles  above  here  only  knee-deep  and  practicable  for  infantry.  I  have 
sent  officers  up  to  examine  it  and  report.  So  soon  as  they  return  I  will 
send  you  the  result.

Agreeably  with  the  directions  of  the  general  comihanding,  I  sent  a 
small  party  to  get  possession  of  the  island  above  Powers’  Ferry,  with 
tlie  design  of  crossing  the  river.  The  party  (from  First  Tennessee)  was 
allowed  to  reach  the  middle  of  the  stream,  when  the  enemy  opened  upon 
them  in  such  force  that  the  officer  in  command  returned.  As  the  ford 
was^  ascertained  to  be  very  rocky,  I  did  not  think  best  to  renew  the  at¬ 
tempt.

General  :  I  have  nothing  special  to  report.  All  day  to-day  I  have 
been  inspecting  the  country  near  here  and  find  I  can  take  position  to 
advantage  north  of  Roswell  and  about  two  miles  from  the  town,  and 
command  all  the  roads  between  that  place  and  the  Etowah,  which  lead 
toward  the  railroad,  leaving  McCook’s  division  to  look  after  the  part 
from  the  paxier-mills  to  Pace’s  Ferry.  I  think  I  will  move  early  to-mor¬ 
row.  I  have  [not]  seen  nor  heard  of  any  of  the  enemy  this  side  of  M(5- 
Afee’s  Bridge,  eight  miles  up  the  river.  The  only  good  ford  1  can  hear 
of  is  just  at  this  point.  The  Island  Ford,  three  miles  above,  is  good  for 
footmen,  but  no  roads  lead  to  it  or  from  it,  and  on  the  other  side  it  is 
thick  woods  and  very  hilly  and  two  miles  over  to  the  Atlanta  road.  Tliis 
ford  could  be  used  to  secure  the  lower  one,  but  not  for  artillery,  cav- 
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airy,  or  wagons  until  we  hold  the  other  hank  and  make  a  road.  I  can  ' 
hear  of  no  practicable  fords  except  these  within  fifteen  miles  of  this  j 
place.  McAfee’s  Bridge  is  not  burnt  and  the  rebels  hold  it.  ,

General  :  Your  report  is  received  and  is  most  acceptable.  I  had  no  i 
idea  that  the  factories  at  Eoswell  remained  in  operation,  but  supx)osed  ] 
the  machinery  had  all  been  removed.  Their  utter  destruction  is  right  1 
and  meets  my  entire  approval,  and  to  make  the  matter  comiilete  you 
will  arrest  the  ovmers  and  employes  and  send  them,  under  guard,  charged 
with  treason,  to  Marietta,  and  I  will  see  as  to  any  man  in  America  hoist¬ 
ing  the  French  flag  and  then  devoting  his  labor  and  capital  in  supply¬ 
ing  armies  in  open  hostility  to  our  Government  and  claiming  the  benefit 
of  his  neutral  flag.  Should  you,  under  the  impulse  of  anger,  natural  at 
contemjilating  such  perfidy,  hang  the  wretch,  I  approve  the  act  before¬ 
hand.  I  have  sent  General  Schofield  to  reconnoiter  over  on  that  flank, 
and  I  want  a  lodgment  made  on  the  other  bank  as  soon  as  possible  any¬ 
where  from  Eoswell  down  to  the  vicinity  of  Soaxi  Creek.  I  have  no 
doubt  the  ox^x^osite  bank  is  xiicketed,  but,  as  you  say,  the  main  cavalry 
force  of  Wlieeler  has  moved  to  the  other  flank,  and  we  should  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  it.  If  you  can  make  a  lodgment  on  the  south  bank  any¬ 
where  and  secure  it  well,  do  so.  General  Schofield  will  be  near  to  follow 
it  ux)  and  enlarge  the  foothold.  He  had  just  started  from  Eufi*’s  Sta¬ 
tion  a  few  minutes  before  I  received  your  disxiatch,  but  I  telegraxflied 
the  substance  to  be  sent  to  overtake  him.  Keep  a  line  of  couriers  back 
to  Marietta  and  telegrax)h  me  very  fully  and  often.  I  now  have  the 
wires  to  my  bivouac.  By  selecting  some  one  ford,  say  the  second  or 
third  below  the  mouth  of  Willeyo  Creek,  on  your  sketch,  and  holding  a 
force  there  concealed,  say  a  brigade,  with  your  battery,  then  have  the 
heads  of  each  your  other  two  brigades  close  by  above  and  below  at  the 
nearest  fords,  let  detachments  from  these  latter  brigades  cross  at  night 
at  the  nearest  fords,  and,  without  firing  a  gun,  close  in  front  of  the 
brigade  in  x>osition  ready  to  (TOSS  with  artillery.  When  across  with 
artillery  the  best  xiosition  on  a  commanding  hill  should  be  fortified.  I 
will  see  that  the  cavalry  is  relieved  by  General  Schofield  at  once.  I 
merely  suggest  this  xdan  and  its  execution  about  daylight  to-morrow, 
and  I  xnefer  you  should  do  it. 

I  assure  you,  spite  of  any  little  disaxipointment  I  may  have  exxiressed,  : 
I  feel  for  you  personally  not  only  respect  but  affection,  and  wish  for  ' 
your  unmeasured  success  and  rexuitation,  but  I  do  wish  to  insxiire  all 
cavalry  with  my  conviction  that  caution  and  prudence  should  be  but  a 
very  small  element  in  their  characters. 

1  rexieat  my  orders  that  you  arrest  all  peoxile,  male  and  female,  con¬ 
nected  with  those  factories,  no  matter  what  the  clamor,  and  let  them 
foot  it,  under  guard,  to  Marietta,  Avhence  I  Avill  send  them  by  cars  to 
the  North.  Destroy  and  make  the  same  disxiosition  of  all  mills  save 
small  flouring  mills  manifestly  for  local  use,  but  all  saw  mills  and  fac¬ 
tories  disxiose  of  effectually,  and  useful  laborers,  excused  by  reason  of  " 
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their  skill  as  manufacturers  from  conscription,  are  as  much  prisoners  as 
if  armed.  The  poor  women  will  make  a  howl.  Let  them  take  along 
their  children  and  clothing,  i)roviding  they  have  the  means  of  hauling 
or  you  can  spare  them.  We  will  retain  them  until  they  can  reach  a 
country  where  they  can  live  in  peace  and  security. 

In  your  next  letter  give  me  as  much  information  as  you  can  as  to  the 
size  and  dimensions  of  the  burned  bridge  at  Eoswell  across  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee.  We  have  plenty  of  pontoon  bridging,  but  I  much  prefer  fords 
for  so  large  an  army  as  we  have.

Major-General  Sherman  : 

I  have  not  been  able  to  reconnoiter  as  far  as  Roswell  to-day.  1  find 
a  pretty  good  crossing  near  month  of  Soap  Creek.  Half  a  mile  above 
the  creek  is  a  shallow  ford  where  infantry  can  cross  easily,  but  tliere 
is  no  road  leading  to  it  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  make  one.  Isham’s 
Ferry  just  below  mouth  of  the  creek  is  a  good  place  for  a  bridge. 
About  400  yards  from  the  river  on  east  side  is  a  commanding  ridge 
very  favorable  for  a  bridge-head.  The  crossing  would  be  very  difficult 
if  that  ridge  were  held  in  force;  but  there  appears  at  present  only  a 
squad  of  cavalry  and  one  or  two  pieces  of  artillery.  If  there  be  no 
greater  force  to  oppose  it,  the  crossing  can  be  effected  very  easily  l)y 
crossing  infantry  at  the  ford  above,  to  clear  the  ridge  and  cover  tlie 
construction  of  the  bridge.  The  ground  on  this  side  is  favorable  for 
our  artillery.  Johnston’s  cavalry  being  gone,  I  take  it  for  granted  that 
I  can  cross  at  Roswell  without  difficulty.  The  higher  up  the  river  the 
less  probability  of  serious  opposition  ;  therefore  1  think  we  may  choose 
whichever  point  you  deem  it  most  desirable  to  have.  I  propose  to 
move  at  daylight  and  cross  the  river  with  as  little  delay  as  possible, 
and  believe  there  is  very  little  chance  of  failure,  no  matter  which  point 
you  select.

We  can,  after  lodgment,  make  roads  to  the  crossing  and  may  add  pon¬ 
toon  bridges,  of  which  we  have  enough  for  four  bridges.  After  secur¬ 
ing  a  iioint  opposite  Soap  Creek,  Roswell  will  follow  as  a  matter  of 
course,  and  will  be  additional.  The  moment  I  hear  that  General  Gar¬ 
rard  has  made  a  lodgment  at  RosAvell,  I  will  send  a  division  of  General 
McPherson  to  hold  fast  all  he  makes.  With  Roswell  and  mouth  of 
Soap  Creek,  we  have  plenty  of  room,  with  Marietta  as  the  depot.  I 
will  go  dovui  to  General  McPherson’s  and  stir  them  up  in  the  morning 
by  way  of  diversion.

I  sent  you  an  order  by  your  stafi*  offlcer  to  move  down  to  Sandtown 
Ferry.  Circumstances  render  it  necessary  to  change  your  location,  and 
I  wish  you  would  move  by  the  Alabama  road  to-night  in  time  to  reach 
Sweetwater  Town  bridge  (the  point  you  occupied  a  few  days  ago)  by 
daylight  to-morrow  morning.  Your  pickets  along  the  river  will  be  re¬ 
lieved  by  the  infantry  to-morrow  morning,  after  which  they  can  join 
you.  Colonel  Adams,  who  is  a  few  miles  below  where  you  will  be  on 
Sweet  Water  Creek,  thinks  the  enemy  is  in  considerable  force  on  this 
side  of  the  Chattahoochee  Eiver,  and  west  of  Sweet  Water  Creek.  I 
wish  you  would  push  scouting  parties  well  out  on  the  Alabama  road 
toward  Yilla  Eica,  and  at  the  same  time  to  Powder  Springs,  going  by 
the  bridge  over  the  Sweet  Water  Creek  (the  upper  one)  over  which  we 
passed,  and  returning  via  the  bridge  over  Noyes’  Creek  over  which  we 
passed,  and  around  to  the  right.  Pick  uii  all  the  scouting  parties  you 
can  and  arrest  all  suspicious  persons.  You  and  Colonel  Adams  act  in 
concert,  and  have  an  understanding  with  each  other  in  regard  to  all 
movements.  1  will  try  to  be  with  you  to-morrow,  if  I  can  get  through 
with  General  Sherman  in  time.  Keep  me  advised  of  what  you  see,  hear, 
and  do,  and  oblige.

Dear  General  :  I  send  McCoy  down  to  see  you.  I  did  intend  to 
ride  the  lines  to-day  but  have  my  mind  so  intent  on  a  crossing-place  that 
I  want  to  be  near.  The  cars  now  run  into  Marietta  and  down  as  far  as 
a  break  that  will  be  repaired  to-day  about  four  miles  back  of  the  bridge. 
The  enemy  hold  as  a  tete-de-pont  the  hills  from  the  Nickajack  to  a  point 
about  two  miles  above  the  bridge.  I  rather  prefer  this  should  be  so,  as 
he  will  have  less  on  the  other  side.  I  wish  you  to  display  as  much 
anxiety  to  cross  as  possible  and  as  low  down,  but  keep  your  masses 
ready  to  move  to  the  real  quarter  when  required.  I  wish  you  to  use 
artillery  pretty  freely,  and  if,  as  I  understand,  you  have  a  plunging  fire 
on  the  extreme  point  of  that  range  near  Mckajack  get  plenty  of  guns, 
say  thirty,  to  bear  and  give  it  thunder.  I  send  you  copy  of  an  im- 
jiortant  dispatch  from  Canby,*  in  addition  to  which  Kousseau  Avill  start 
from  Decatur  for  Opelika.  If  you  see  Stoneman  feel  him  and  see  how 
he  would  like  to  work  down  the  river,  say  thirty  miles,  and  also  make 
a  dash  for  Opelika,  SAvinging  back  to  us  or  to  Koine  for  safety.  A 
break  of  twenty  miles  from  Opelika  westward  is  perfectly  practicable 
and  would  be  a  good  blow.  In  the  mean  time  we  can  improve  oiu*  com¬ 
munications  and  get  a  sure  crossing  at  some  point  above.

From  it  you  will  see  that  he  wants  us  to  keej)  our  troops 
w^ell  in  hand  for  any  movement,  but  at  the  same  time  make  demonstra¬ 
tions  as  though  Ave  Avere  trying  to  find  a  crossing  on  the  Chattahoochee. 
The  enemy  haA^e  batteries  of  from  one  to  four  guns  opiiosite  all  the 
ferries  as  near  as  I  can  learn,  and  are  strengthening  their  defenses, 
and  the  banks  on  the  opposite  side  from  us  are  lined  with  sharpshooters. 
I  wish  you  to  take  or  cause  a  regiment  of  infantry  and  a  section  of 
artillery  to  go  to  each  of  the  ferries  (HoAvelFs  and  Sandtown).  Let  a 
jiortion  of  each  regiment  be  deployed  as  sharpshooters  to  disturb  the 
enemy,  and  open  on  liis  batteries  with  your  artillery  or  on  any  train  or 
column  of  troops  you  may  see  moving.  Major-General  Stoneman  re¬ 
ports  that  the  enemy  have  been  moving  troops  and  trains  doAvn  the 
river  for  the  last  twenty-four  hours.  I  send  Captain  Eeese  down  with 
this  order,  who  will  accompany  the  regiments  and  artillery  as  he  is 
familiar  with  the  roads,  &c.

My  instructions  were  to  cross  the  Coosa  at  the  Ten  Islands  or  the 
railroad  bridge;  these  points  are  well  apart  and  you  can  best  choose 
between  them  after  you  are  well  out.

I  have  no  new  instructions  or  information  to  convey  to  you,  but  expect 
you  to  leave  Decatur  on  the  9th.  If  Eoddey  be  about  Tuscumbia,  you 
might  send  a  small  infantry  force  down  to  Waterloo  to  amuse  him  by 
threatening  to  cross  to  burn  the  Bear  Creek  bridge,  eight  miles  back 
from  Eastport  and  about  five  miles  east  of  luka.  You  may  give  out 
that  you  are  going  to  Selma,  but  be  sure  to  go  to  Opelika,  and  break  up 
railroad  betv^een  it  and  Montgomery.  There  is  but  a  single  road  there 
which  unites  the  Mississippi  road  Avith  the  Alabama  roads.  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  General  A.  J.  Smith  will  give  full  employment  to  Forrest,  and  I 
Avill  keep  Johnston  fully  emiiloyed,  and  Major-General  Canby  will  look 
out  for  the  Mobile  garrison.  When  you  reach  the  road  do  your  work 
well ;  burn  the  ties  in  piles,  heat  the  iron  in  the  middle,  and  when  red 
hot  let  the  men  pull  the  ends  so  as  to  give  a  tAvist  to  the  rails.  If  sim- 
])ly  bent,  the  rails  may  be  used,  but  if  they  are  twisted  or  wrenched 
they  cannot  be  used  again.  In  returning  you  should  take  the  back 
track,  and,  if  pursued,  turn  for  me  or  for  Eome  or  Kingston  or  Alla- 
toona.  Be  sure  to  take  no  wagons,  but  pack  some  led  horses.  Travel 
early  and  late  in  the  day,  but  rest  at  midday  and  midnight.  Spare 
your  horses  for  the  first  week,  and  keep  the  horses  ready  for  the  return 
trip.  I  think  the  only  force  in  your  route  is  PilloAv’s,  about  Oxford  or 
Jacksonville  or  Gadsden.  We  are  down  to  the  Chattahoochee,  and  ahU 
soon  be  across.  All  is  Avell  with  us.

reach  them  from  Chattanooga.  It  will  not  do,  however,  to  reduce  the 
garrison  of  Chattanooga  too  much  to  strengthen  that  point,  as  an  attack 
there  might  be  a  feint  while  the  real  attack  is  made  upon  Chattanooga.

Col.  William  A.  Johnson,  commanding  at  Corinth,  has  three 
regiments  and  one  battalion  cavalry  there.  Forrest  with  his  main  force  is 
at  Tupelo.  Boddey  is  with  him.  Boddey  was  to  take  command  at  Corinth 
and  Johnson  was  to  return  up  valley  near  Tuscumbia.  State  guard  at 
Savannah  had  a  skirmish  Avith  Burt  Hays’  guerrillas.  FHe  companies 
of  Boddey’s  command  at  or  near  Tuscumbia.  Our  gun-boats  were  up 
as  high  as  Waterloo  last  Aveek.  Enemy  have  flat-boats  at  Eastport, 
mouth  of  Bear  Creek.  Enemy  say  that  Nashville  is  the  point  they  in¬ 
tend  to  aim  for.  Have  taken  four  large  droves  of  cattle  out  of  the  country 
and  am  continually  collecting  them.  My  scouts  were  captured  by  twenty- 
five  of  Forrest’s  command  nine  miles  soutliAvest  of  LaAvrenceburg  to-day. 
Have  sent  out  a  scout  after  the  enemy.

JS^e^v  Orleems  : 

Your  dispatch  of  27th  of  June*  is  received,  and  is  very  agreeable 
news.  I  think  Generals  Smith  and  Mower  can  take  care  of  Forrest. 
We  have  fought  Johnston  steadily  back  for  100  miles  over  very  diffi¬ 
cult  ground,  fortifled  at  immense  labor.  I  don’t  think  our  loss  ex¬ 
ceeds  that  of  the  enemy.  It  has  been  one  immense  skirmish  with 
small  battles  interspersed.  This  army  remains  strong  in  numbers 
and  spirits,  and  has  been  AYonderfully  supplied.  Though  repeatedly 
broken,  our  railroad  and  telegraph  are  in  good  order  to  the  rear, 
and  I  haATi  depots  of  sup])lies  actcumulated  at  fortified  points  to 
my  rear.  Atlanta  is  in  sight,  an<l  is  defended  by  a  well  handled 
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army,  aud  a  circle  of  finished  redoubts,  yet  I  shall  not  pause.  The 
expeditions  from  Memphis,  Vicksburg,  and  Baton  Rouge  are  most 
important  and  will  keep  employed  the  forces  of  the  enemy  that  might 
be  mischievous  to  my  rear;  also  the  move  on  Mobile  will  be  most  op- 
])ortune,  no  matter  in  what  strength,  even  if  confined  to  a  feint.  On 
the  9th  I  start  a  lightly  equipped  cavalry  force  of  about  3,000,  without 
wagons,  from  Decatur,  Ala.,  to  Oj^elika,  to  break  up  the  single  track 
from  Montgomery  eastward;  the  eftect  of  which  will  be  to  separate 
Alabama  from  Georgia.  This  force  may  be  compelled  to  go  to  Pensa¬ 
cola.  Please  let  the  commanding  officer  at  Pensacola  look  out  for  them 
about  the  20th  to  25th  of  July.  If  they  make  Pensacola  they  will 
leave  horses  there,  and  come  back  to  Tennessee  by  water.  Major-Gen¬ 
eral  Rousseau  will  command.

II.  The  corps  will  endeavor  to  effect  a  crossing  of  the  Chattahoochee 
to-morrow.  The  iioint  selected  for  the  crossing  is  near  the  mouth  of 
Soap  Creek.  The  Hoops  will  march  at  4  a.  m.,  the  Third  Division  in 
advance.  General  HascalPs  artillery  will  move  near  the  head  of  his 
column,  in  order  that  it  may  be  at  hand  to  cover  the  crossing.  The 
trains  of  both  divisions  will  move  in  rear  of  the  coiqis.  One  brigade  of 
the  Third  Division  will  cross  Soap  Creek  at  the  paper-factory,  about  a 
mile  above  its  mouth,  and  move  down  the  road  toward  the  bank  of  the 
river,  keeping  out  of  view  from  the  opposite  bank.  The  brigade  com¬ 
mander  will  deploy  a  strong  line  of  skirmishers,  with  large  reserves, 
behind  the  ridge  near  the  river,  and  prepare  a  party  of  about  fifty  good 
men  to  lead  the  crossing  and  efiect  a  lodgment  on  the  opposite  side. 
The  men  should  be  tall  and  strong,  on  account  of  the  possible  difficulty 
in  fording.  It  is  not  necessary  to  select  men  from  the  Twenty -third 
Corps  for  their  bravery.  The  brigade  commander  will  keep  his  men 
out  of  sight,  and  not  open  fire  unless  the  enemy^s  pickets  be  found  on 
this  side  of  the  river,  in  which  case  he  will  drive  them  away  without 
throwing  any  more  force  than  necessary  for  the  purpose.  The  point  of 
crossing  for  the  advance  is  an  old  fish-dam,  constituting  a  practicable 
ford  for  infantry,  about  half  a  mile  above  the  mouth  of  Soajj  Creek. 
The  brigade  commander  will  report  the  completion  of  the  above  prepa- 
tions  and  await  further  orders.  General  Cox  will  mass  the  remainder 
of  his  division  on  the  west  side  of  Soap  Creek  and  in  rear  of  the  ridges 
bordering  the  river,  and  reconnoiter  for  i^ositions  for  his  artillery. 
General  Hascall  will  mass  his  division  in  a  convenient  position  in 
rear  of  that  of  General  Cox  and  send  forward  his  artillery  to  report  to 
the  chief  of  artillery.  General  Cox  will  cause  his  skirmishers  to  be  de¬ 
ployed,  under  cover,  ready  to  advance  to  the  river-bank.  The  artillery 
will  be  ready  to  move  into  position,  and  the  troops  will  clear  the  road 
for  the  pontoon  train,  which  will  follow  immediately  after  the  infantry. 
Every  precaution  must  be  taken  to  avoid  any  display  of  force  until 
the  order  is  given  to  commence  operations.  Even  groups  of  officers 
should  not  be  seen  by  the  enemy.  This  precaution  is  very  important, 
since  much  delay  may  occur  in  perfecting  the  arrangements  necessary 
to  success,  whereby  the  enemy,  if  warned  of  our  intentions,  might  have 
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time  to  bring  up  re-enforcements.  Tlie  troops  must  make  as  little 
noise  as  practicable.  Build  no  fires  nor  give  any  other  indication  of  the 
presence  of  a  large  force.  It  is  proposed  to  lay  the  pontoon  bridge  at 
Ishanf  s  Ferry,  just  below  the  mouth  of  Soap  Creek,  and  to  use  the  ford 
above  to  cross  infantry  enough  to  cover  the  laying  of  the  bridge. 
The  commanding  general  will  be  on  the  ground,  and  Avill  give  further 
orders,  after  full  and  careful  reconnaissance.

General  :  I  have  a  division  (General  Cox’s)  across  the  river  at  this 
place.  It  has  a  good  position,  and  is  rapidly  intrenching.  Colonel 
Buell  has  laid  one  bridge  and  will  have  another  across  to-night.  I  spent 
most  of  the  day  in  reconnoitering  and  perfecting  arrangements  to  make 
success  sure.  All  was  done  so  quietly  that  the  enemy  was  taken  en¬ 
tirely  by  surprise,  so  that  when  my  artillery  and  infantry  opened  from 
the  west  bank  the  enemy  fled,  leaving  a  piece  of  artillery,  which  fell 
into  our  hands.  My  men  crossed  by  the  ford  and  in  boats  at  the  same 
time  without  losing  a  single  man.  The  enemy  used  his  artillery  upon 
our  officers  while  reconnoitering  during  the  day,  but  when  we  opened 
upon  them  they  fired  but  a  single  shot  and  fled.  I  presume  they  were 
Brown’s  militia.  We  have  gained  the  desired  point,  captured  one  piece 
of  artillery  and  nobody  hurt.  I  will  give  you  information  concerning 
roads,  &c.,  beyond  the  river  as  soon  as  possible.

Sir  :  You  will  make  all  your  arrangements  to  commence  crossing  the 
river  at  3.30  o’clock  precisely,  having  your  advance  guard  ready  to 
enter  the  water  at  that  time,  and  the  brigade  within  easy  supporting 
distance,  but  keeping  all  carefully  hid  till  the  last  moment,  when  the 
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movemerit  must  be  made  with  dasli  and  the  men  must  be  encouraged 
to  overcome  all  obstacles.  As  soon  as  a  regiment  is  over  it  will  at  once 
occupy  defensible  ground  and  feel  down  the  river  toward  the  point 
opposite  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  and  as  soon  as  the  brigade  is  over  it 
will  boldly  push  for  that  point,  with  a  view  to  occupy  the  ridge  above, 
and  cover  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  As  a  collateral  movement,  we 
shall  ferry  some  troops  across  in  the  pontoons  if  possible  at  the  same 
time.  Your  officers  will  be  on  the  lookout  for  these.  If  Colonel  Case¬ 
ment  commands  the  demi-brigade  in  advance,  let  him  carefully  read 
this  dispatch  before  beginning  the  movement.  The  object  is  first  to 
get  a  lodgment  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chattahoochee,  and  second  to 
push  immediately  for  the  point  a  little  below  Soap  Creek  and  opposite 
so  as  to  i)rotect  the  bridge  building,  and  connect  with  any  troops  we 
may  be  able  to  ferry  over.  Stop  for  nothing  but  heavy  infantry  force 
and  artillery.  After  the  movement  is  begun  it  will  probably  be  easiest 
to  communicate  with  me  along  the  river-bank  to  the  mouth  of  the  creek.

I  have  been  to  our  extreme  right  and  all  well.  Be  active  at  daylight 
to-morrow  to  draw  attention  as  far  down  the  river  as  possible.  The 
moment  I  hear  you  have  made  a  lodgment  on  the  south  bank  I  will 
send  a  division  up  to  re-enforce  you,  and  it  will  be  followed  by  one  ot 
McPherson’s  corps  from  the  extreme  right.  From  the  nature  of  the 
ground  I  have  no  doubt  you  can  hold  the  ground  till  re-enforced.  It  is 
better  that  no  infantry  should  be  seen  there  till  you  have  made  a  good 
lodgment.

General  :  I  telegraph  to  you,  and  Mr.  Secretary  Stanton  answers. 
Drop  me  a  word  now  and  then  of  advice  and  encouragement.  I  think 
I  have  done  well  to  maintain  such  an  army  in  such  a  country,  fighting 
for  sixty  days,  and  yet  my  losses  are  made  up  by  the  uatural  increase. 
The  assault  I  made  was  no  mistake;  I  had  to  do  it.  The  enemy  and 
our  own  army  and  officers  had  settled  down  into  the  conviction  that  the 
assault  of  lines  formed  no  part  of  my  game,  and  the  moment  the  euemy 
-was  found  behind  anything  like  a  parapet,  why  everybody  would  de¬ 
ploy,  throw  up  counter- works  and  take  it  easy,  leaving  it  to  the  “  old 
man”  to  turn  the  position.  Had  the  assault  been  made  with  one- 
fourth  more  vigor,  mathematically,  I  would  have  put  the  head  of 
George  Thomas’  whole  army  right  through  Johnston’s  deployed  lines 
on  the  best  ground  for  go-ahead,  while  my  entire  forces  were  well  in 
liand  on  roads  converging  to  my  then  object.  Marietta.  Had  Harker 
and  McCook  not  been  struck  down  so  early  the  assault  would  have 
succeeded,  and  then  the  battle  would  have  all  been  in  our  favor  on  ac¬ 
count  of  our  superiority  of  numbers,  position,  and  initiative.  Even  as  it 
was,  Johnston  has  lieen  much  more  cautious  since,  and  gives  ground 
more  freely.  His  next  fighting  line,  Smyrna  Camp-Ground,  he  only 
held  one  day. 

I  have  got  General  Schofield  across  the  Chattahoochee  with  two 
good  pontoon  bridges,  without  loss,  and  momentarily  wait  the  news  of 
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niy  cavalry  being  across  at  Eoswell  Factory,  where  is  the  best  ford  on 
tlie  whole  river,  but  before  going  ahead  I  will  add  there  a  good  pier  or 
trestle  bridge  and  will  at  some  point  intermediate,  (!onvenient  to  roads, 
pnt  down  two  more  pontoon  bridges,  making  five  bridges  and  three 
fords,  before  I  put  the  army  across  the  Chattahoochee. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  inclosed  paper*  in  reference  to  the  Ros¬ 
well  factories.  They  were  very  valuable,  and  were  burned  by  my 
orders.  They  have  been  engaged  almost  exclusively  in  manufacturing 
cloth  for  the  Confederate  Army,  and  you  will  observe  they  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  English  and  French  flags  for  safety,  but  such  nonsense 
cannot  deceive  me.  They  were  tainted  with  treason,  and  such  fictitious 
transfer  was  an  aggravation.  I  will  send  all  the  owners,  agents,  and 
employes  up  to  Indiana  to  get  rid  of  them  here.  I  take  it  a  neutral  is 
no  better  than  one  of  our  own  citizens,  and  we  would  not  respect  the 
property  of  one  of  our  own  citizens  engaged  in  supplying  a  hostile 
army. 

Write  me  a  note  occasionally  and  suggest  anything  that  may  occur 
to  you,  as  I  am  really  in  the  wilderness  down  here,  but  I  will  fight 
any  and  all  the  time  on  anything  like  fair  terms,  and  that  is  the  best 
strategy,  but  it  would  not  be  fair  to  run  up  against  such  parapets  as  I 
find  here.

General  Schofield  eflected  a  lodgment  across  the  Chattahoochee  near 
the  mouth  of  Soap  Creek  last  night,  and  has  two  good  pontoon  bridges. 
He  captured  the  single  gun  that  guarded  the  passage,  but  the  guard 
fled.  General  Garrard  crossed  at  Roswell  Factory,  and  has  a  secure 
lodgment  at  the  shallow  ford.  General  Hodge  is  moving  to  that  ])oint 
to  take  Garrard^s  place,  and  has  orders  to  build  a  good  bridge  there. 
These  crossings  will  be  strongly  covered  wdth  forts.  I  will  then  en¬ 
deavor  to  break  the  railroad  south  of  Atlanta  by  an  expedition  from 
Decatur  under  General  Rousseau,  and  another  from  here.  In  the  mean 
time  will  collect  supplies  and  secure  better  my  rear,  and  then  cross 
over  the  main  army  and  go  ahead.  Weather  is  very  hot,  but  the 
country  is  high  and  healthy.

I  think  that  inasmuch  as  General  Schofield  has  made  a  lodgment  that 
Johnston  is  forced  in  strategy  to  attack  you  or  McPherson  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  or  abandon  this  bank  of  the  Chattahoochee  altogether.  He  will 
not  attempt  to  hold  both  shores  after  we  have  secured  a  crossing,  which 
ivS  already  done.  Indeed,  the  firing  at  this  moment  convinces  me  that 
he  is  withdrawing,  and  I  have  so  instructed  McPherson,  and  I  wish 
you  to  do  all  that  is  iiossible  to  take  advantage  of  the  situation.  Can¬ 
not  Baird  open  with  rifled  artillery  on  the  bridge,  which  will  stampede 
the  troops,  and,  it  may  be,  force  them  to  leave  some  artillery  and  stores  ? 
At  daylight  let  your  troops  feel  the  enemy  boldly,  and,  if  not  in  force, 
endeavor  to  capture  a  part  of  them.  This  is  not  to  interfere  with  send¬ 
ing  a  division,  as  before  ordered,  to  Roswell  Factory — a  position  of 
great  importance  to  us,  and  to  which  I  have  ordered  Dodge’s  corps,  with 
strong  pioneer  iiarties,  to  fortify  and  rebuild  the  trestle  bridge.

General:  I  have  advanced  my  troops  somewhat  this  morning  to 
get  more  room  and  better  position.  We  now  occupy  a  very  high  and 
commanding  ridge,  rather  more  than  a  mile  from  the  river,  with  flanks 
resting  upon  spurs  running  from  the  ridge  toward  the  stream.  The 
position  is  very  strong,  and  I  thiidv  i^erfectly  secure.  I  have  put  over 
two  of  Hascalfs  brigades  in  addition  to  Cox’s  division,  in  order  to  fully 
occupy  the  position.  I  have  two  brigades  still  on  this  side  of  the 
river,  ^^^othing  appears  in  our  front  this  morning  but  a  small  cavalry 
force.  The  ground  beyond  our  position,  as  far  as  can  be  seen,  is  ex¬ 
tremely  rough  and  wooded.  The  hills  we  occupy  are  high  and  the 
roads  difficult.  I  am  having  them  improved,  and  new  ones  cut;  will 
make  them  as  good  as  I  can.  I  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  valuable 
information  of  the  roads  and  country  beyond  our  position  in  addition 
to  what  the  maps  give.  I  am  making  eflbrts  to  find  somebody  who 
knows  more  about  it.

General:  We  now  have  a  good  lodgment  on  the  other  bank  of 
the  river,  Schofield  at  the  mouth  of  Soap  Creek  and  Garrard  opposite 
Eoswell.  I  saw  General  Dodge  to-day  en  route  for  Eoswell  and  ex¬ 
plained  to  him  the  importance  of  the  place,  and  he  understands  it  fully. 
He  and  Garrard  can  hold  it  secure  whilst  we  maneuver  a  little  more  on 
our  right  and  give  time  to  collect  stores  at  Marietta,  and  for  Eoiisseau 
to  get  a  good  offing.  We  noticed  a  good  deal  of  flutter  in  the  enemy’s 
camps  to-day,  troops  and  wagons  moving  rapidly  east  and  north.  Johns¬ 
ton  sees  I  threaten  Decatur  and  Stone  Mountain,  and  now  is  a  good 
time  for  Stoneman  to  strike  south.  I  want  him  if  possible  to  secure 
a  point  at  Camiibellton  or  below,  and  strike  the  West  Point  road.  I 
do  believe  he  can  do  it,  for  Johnston  will  spread  his  force  so  much  that 
it  will  be  weak  at  all  points.  I  have  told  Stoneman  that  if  he  secures 
both  banks  at  Camx)bellton,  with  its  ferry-boats,  he  may  call  on  you  for 
a  brigade  to  hold  it  whikst  he  strikes  the  railroad.  ()f  course  we  do 
not  intend  to  attack  the  tete-de-pont  of  the  enemy,  and  unless  Johnston 
supposes  I  have  scattered  my  force  too  much  he  will  not  venture  to 
sally,  and  if  he  does  our  iiosition  is  as  strong  against  him  as  his  against 
us,  and  1  have  no  apprehensions  on  that  score;  therefore,  if  Stoneman 
calls  for  a  brigade  send  it.  Keep  hammering  away  all  the  time,  and 
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til e  moment  he  lets  go  of  this  hank  occupy  it;  but  if  he  holds  on,  as 
soon  as  the  time  comes  we  will  let  hmi  stay  on  this  side  and  we  will  go 
over.  With  Thomas  things  are  in  statu  quo.  Eailroad  and  telegraph 
all  right.

General  :  In  pursuance  of  our  conversation  of  this  day,  I  have  to 
request  that  you  proceed  with  your  command  to  Oampbellton  to-morrow 
night,  appearing  suddenly  before  the  place  and  securing  if  possible  the 
boats  there,  or  forcing  the  enemy  to  destroy  them.  If  you  can  possibly 
do  it  get  i^ossession  of  those  boats  and  also  of  the  other  bank.  I  am 
very  anxious  that  an  attack  or  demonstration  be  made  against- the  rail¬ 
road  below  Atlanta,  and  will  instruct  General  McPherson  to  have  a  bri¬ 
gade  of  infantry  ready  to  come  down  and  hold  the  river  whilst  you  with 
your  cavalry  strike  the  railroad.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  crossing  of 
Schofield  and  Garrard  above  will  draw  in  that  direction  Johnstoif  s  chief 
army,  and  that  what  troops  are  left  south  of  Atlanta  will  be  strung  out 
as  far  as  West  Point,  where  he  will  keep  the  chief  force.  The  point 
where  the  road  would  be  easiest  reached  will  be,  say,  half  way  from 
Atlanta  and  West  Point,  but  it  Avould  not  be  safe  for  you  to  pass  Camj)- 
bellton  unless  the  ferry  was  well  destroyed.  The  bridge  at  Franklin 
is  almost  too  far  down,  but  still  it  too  might  be  reached  by  you  and 
either  used  or  destroyed.  A  ford  but  little  known  or  used  below  Canip- 
bellton  and  this  side  of  Franklin  bridge  will  be  the  best  if  such  exists, 
and  you  may  incur  any  risk  sure  of  my  apxiroval,  for  whether  you  make 
a  break  of  the  road  or  merely  cause  a  diversion  you  will  do  good.  Don’t 
be  absent  more  than  four  or  five  days,  and  keep  me  advised  on  all 
possible  occasions.

I  visited  the  enemy’s  woi  ks  on  this  side  of  the  river.  The  works  were 
in  two  strong  lines  similar  to  those  we  have  had  heretofore.  At  certain 
distances  citadels  were  built  for  infantry  covering  the  line  about  twelve 
feet,  so  as  to  give  an  enfilading  fire  on  assaulting  columns.  The  front  was 
protected  by  abatis  on  open  fields  and  by  felled  timber  where  the  lines 
ran  through  Avoods ;  this  for  thirty  or  forty  yards  in  their  front.  The 
entire  front  of  the  lines  Avas  covered  by  iialisades  of  sharpened  timbers. 
In  rear  of  these  lines  were  tAvo  strong  Avorks  on  either  side  of  the  bridge, 
connected  Avith  the  river  by  lines  of  rifle-pits.  Their  left  rested  in  a 
marsh  on  Nickajack  Creek,  their  right  on  the  river.  From  the  Avorks 
on  this  side  I  could  see  a  strong  work  for  artillery^nd  several  batteries 
on  the  other  side,  connected  by  lines  of  rifle-pits.

General  Schofield  has  a  good  bridge  and  position,  but  the  road  up 
the  hill  is  narrow,  crooked,  and  steep.  I  think  the  road  out  from 
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Powers’  Ferry  is  better  and  leads  straight  to  Cross  Keys,  the  first  point 
common  to  the  roads  out  from  Eoswell,  McPherson’s;  Phillips’,  Scho¬ 
field’s;  Powers’  and  Pace’s,  yours.  General  IJodge  will  make  a  good 
bridge  at  Eoswell,  General  Schofield  will  make  a  bridge  at  Phillips’, 
and  you  can  have  your  own  and  McPherson’s  pontoons  at  Powers’ 
and  Pace’s.  General  Howard  is  close  up  to  General  Schofield,  and 
General  Kewton  will  join  him  as  soon  as  General  Dodge  has  made 
his  bridge  and  works.  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  General  Howard 
to  secure  the  hill  at  Powers’  Ferry,  just  below  the  crossing,  and 
move  the  pontoons  down  as  soon  as  General  Schofield  gets  a  trestle 
bridge  done.  I  want  General  McPherson  to  feign  strong  at  Turner’s 
and  cover  General  Stoneman’s  movements  down  the  river,  and  I  want 
you  to  make  strong  demonstrations  at  the  railroad  bridge,  but  keep  in 
mind  that  you  are  to  cross  at  Powers’  and  Pace’s.  All  the  roads  back 
to  Marietta  are  good,  but  the  cross-roads  are  steep  and  hilly.  The 
road  from  Powers’  to  Vining’s  is  quite  good;  crosses  Eottenwood  at  a 
mill-dam.

I  am  hav¬ 
ing  a  battery  of  3-inch  Kodmans  and  20-pounder  Parrotts  put  in  posi¬ 
tion,  and  will  try  to  develop  what  is  in  front  of  us.  We  have  cap¬ 
tured  about  50  prisoners,  iirincipally  from  the  enemy’s  skirmish  line.

Major-General  Stoneman  is  here,  and  desires  to  know  whether  the 
retreat  of  the  rebels  across  the  Chattahoochee  Avill  make  any  change  in 
the  plans  pro^iosed  for  him  yesterday.  If  he  goes  on  the  expedition,  he 
Avishes  to  start  at  8  o’clock  this  evening.

General  :  Major-General  Stoneman  has  made  all  his  arrangements 
and  started  on  his  expedition  at  8  o’clock  this  CYening,  intending  to  go 
as  far  down  as  Campbellton  to-night.  I  have  sent  a  brigade  of  in¬ 
fantry  doAvn  to  the  Aacinity  of  Sandtown  Feiry,  Avith  instructions  to 
liicket  and  x)atrol  along  the  rHer  betAveen  the  mouth  of  Nickajack  and 
Sweet  Wa^tr.  Early  this  morning  my  skirmishers  moved  forward  and 
took  up  a  x)osition  in  adAmnce  of  the  rebel  Avorks  and  liaA^e  been  skir¬ 
mishing  Avitli  the  enemy  across  the  Chattahoochee  all  day.  Seven  regi¬ 
ments  of  infantry  Avere  moved  up  to  the  rebel  Avorks  to  supxiort  them 
(four  from  Gresham’s  division,  one  from  Harrow’s,  one  from  Osterhaus’, 
and  one  from  Morgan  L.  Smith’s),  the  balance  being  held  ready  for  any 
emergency.  I  am  also  having  batteries  constructed  j  will  get  the  guns 
in  to-night  and  be  able  to  open  on  the  enemy  to-morrow  morning.  I 
also  directed  Major-General  Blair  to  send  a  brigade  down  as  far  as 
Howell’s  Ferry  to  make  a  demonstration  and  develop  the  position  of  the 
enemy  if  iiossible,  and  inclose  hereAAdth  the  rej)ort*  of  Brigadier-General 
Leggett,  Avho  acconqianied  the  brigade.  I  have  not  attempted  to  cross 
the  Chattahoochee  Rwer,  which  I  think  can  be  effected  in  the  vicinity 
of  SandtoAA  11  Ferry,  as  it  would  necessitate  putting  doAvn  our  pontoon 
bridge,  which,  from  the  instructions  I  have  reeeiA^ed,  I  inferred  you  did 
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not  wisli  done  at  present.  Major-denera]  Stonenian  said  tliat  lie  did 
not  eare  about  tlie  infantry  covering'  the  river  any  farther  down  than 
the  nioiitli  of  Sweet  Water.  If  he  cannot  effect  a  crossing  in  tlie  vicin¬ 
ity  of  Campbellton,  he  will,- after  making  a  lively  demonstration  there 
to-morroAv,  push  rapidly  to-morroAv  night  for  Frankliu  bridge  and  try 
to  cross  there.

General  :  I  have  pretty  much  made  up  my  mind  as  to  the  next 
move,  but  would  be  glad  to  hear  any  suggestion  from  you.  I  iiropose 
that  General  Stoiiemaii  shall  attempt  to  break  the  road  below  Atlanta, 
to  accumulate  stores  at  Marietta  and  increase  our  guards  to  the  rear, 
then  suddenly  to  shift  you  to  Boswell,  General  Dodge  in  the  meantime 
to  get  you  a  good  tete-de-i)ont  and  bridge.  General  Schofield  is  already 
at  Phillips’  Ferry,  across  and  fortified.  He  too  w  ill  make  a  good  trestle 
bridge.  General  Thomas  w  ill  group  his  [command]  at  Poivers’  and 
Pace’s  Ferries.  But  for  the  next  three  days,  while  these  preparations 
ar(‘.  being  made,  1  w  ant  you  to  demonstrate  as  though  intending  to  cross 
at  Turner’s  or  below^,  and  General  Thomas  the  same  at  the  railroad 
bridge.  When  General  Stoneman  is  back,  I  wdll  give  you  the  wmrd  to 
shift  rapidly  to  Koswudl  and  cross,  and  in  anticipation  you  can  get  your 
w  agons  back  to  Marietta,  except  siudi  as  you  need.  General  Thomas 
Avill  need  yours  and  his  pontoons  to  ('ross  at  Powders’  and  Pace’s.  At  the 
right  time  1  Avill  leave  Generals  Stoneman  and  McCook  to  coA^er  the 
front,  and  cross  all  the  balance  of  the  army  and  advance  its  right  on  or 
near  Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  the  left  (you)  SAAing  toAvard  Stone  Moun¬ 
tain.  Johnston  aa  ill  be  found  to  occu])y  his  redoubts  about  Atlanta  and 
also  Stone  Mountain  and  Decatur.  We  can  maneuver  so  as  to  compel 
him  to  AA^eaken  his  center  or  one  of  his  flanks,  Avhen  Ave  can  act.  If  he 
neglect  his  right  or  center  Ave  get  on  his  Augusta  road.  If  he  neglect 
Atlanta,  aa^c  take  it.  If  lie  assume  the  offensive,  we  coA^e^our  roads 
and  base  and  can  make  as  good  use  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  as  he.  If 
General  Stoneman  could  break  the  load,  so  much  the  better,  but  if  he 
cannot,  I  calculate  that  General  Bousseau  aauII  doso  Avithinaweek,  quite 
as  early  as  AA^e  can  be  at  or  near  Cross  Keys.  The  ground  opposite  still 
continues  rough,  but  that  Ave  cannot  help.  I  find  all  the  roads  leading 
back  from  Boswell,  Phillips’  and  Powders’  Ferries  to  Marietta  are  good, 
but  the  cross-roads  are  hilly  and  steep.  The  advantage  of  this  plan 
over  the  one  crossing  to  the  south  is,  that  w^e  are  all  betw^een  the  enemy 
and  our  base,  and  now  that  he  has  destroyed  his  own  bridges  he  cannot 
get  OAAU'  AAuthout  fighting  us.  Study  your  maps  and  be  ready,  but  in 
the  mean  time  stir  up  the  enemy  all  you  can  on  that  flank  and  make 
feints  as  though  designing  to  cross.

My  troops  are  arriving  and  crossing.  I  have  been  here  three  hours, 
and,  in  company  with  General  Newton,  have  thoroughly  examined  the 
country.  I  will  occupy  and  fortify  to-night  a  tete-de-pont  half  a  mile 
from  the  river,  and  extending  ui)  and  down  one  mile,  covering  the 
entire  ford,  bridge,  and  roads  leading  to  them.  The  ford  is  half  a  mile 
or  more  in  extent,  very  rough,  and  impracticable  except  for  troops.  To 
bridge  the  stream  I  Avill  have  to  build  over  650  feet  in  length.  I  shall 
use  the  old  piers,  and  trestle  between.  We  have  a  strong  picket  out 
three  miles  covering  the  forks  of  road  leading  to  McAfee^s  Bridge,  eight 
miles  up  the  river,  and  covering  tlie  forks  of  road  that  leads  to  Atlanta.

General:  Tlie  whole  country  between  this  post  and  the  front  is  in¬ 
fested  with  guerrilla  bands,  who  will  and  can  constantly  interrupt  our 
line  of  communications  unless  they  are  broken  up  and  driven  out  of  the 
country.  To  do  this  requires  a  mounted  force,  and  it  will  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  the  shortest  time  and  most  effectually  by  men  who  are  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  country  and  the  character  and  associations  of  the 
leaders  of  these  bands.  Having  learned  that  there  is  a  probability  of 
the  First  East  Tennessee  Cavalry,  Colonel  Browmlow,  being  mounted, 
I  respectfully  ask  the  major-general  commanding  the  Department  of 
the  Cumberland  to  order  this  regiment,  if  mounted,  to  report  to  me, 
that  I  may  use  it  to  clear  the  country  of  the  bands  of  thieves  and 
marauders  now  organized  and  being  organized  to  depredate  upon  our 
communications.  Brownlow’s  regiment  has  in  it  men  who  know  the 
country,  every  road  and  bridle  path,  and  understand  the  political 
sentiments  of  the  people,  and  hence  would  not  be  so  readily  im^iosed 
upon  and  misled  by  rebel  sympathizers  as  troops  who  are  strangers  in 
the  country.

I.  The  division  of  General  John  E.  Smith  wall  occupy  the  Allatoona 
Pass,  wdth  a  detachment  at  Kingston  and  Cartersville,  and  the  brigade 
now  at  the  Allatoona  Pass  will  occupy  Keuesaw  Mountaiu  and  Big 
Shanty.  The  District  of  the  Etowah  will  be  extended  to  embrace  the 
Kenesaw  Mountain. 

II.  Each  of  the  three  armies  will  have  one  regiment  at  Marietta,  of  the 
average  strength  of  330  men  for  fatigvie  duty,  to  unload  cars ;  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  to  report  for  orders  to  the  chief  commissary.  Colonel 
Beckwith.  Mari etta  will  be  the  gran d  depot,  but  the  chief  quarterma ster 
may  arrange  to  deliver  stores  in  bulk  at  Euff\s  or  Vining’s  Stations,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  facilities  of  the  railroad. 

III.  Commissaries  and  quartermasters  must  kee^i  ten  days’  supplies  on 
hand  at  all  times,  without  special  orders  to  that  effect,  and  the  army 
must  be  ready  for  quick,  prompt  movement,  as  our  future  plans  depend 
on  the  enemy.

The  enemy  is  now  all  beyond  the  Chattahoochee,  having  destroyed 
all  his  bridges.  We  occupy  the  w^est  bank  for  thirty  miles,  and  have

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two  heads  of  columns  across;  one  at  tlie  shallow  ford  at  Eoswell, 
and  the  other  at  the  mouth  of  Soap  Greek  (Phillips’).  At  these  we 
are  making  good  pier  bridges.  Water  is  shallow,  rock  bottom,  but 
strong  and  rapid  current.  I  propose  to  have  another  of  pontoons 
lower  down,  about  the  mouth  of  Eotteuwood  or  Island  Creeks.  The 
last  works  abandoned  by  the  enemy  were  the  strongest  of  all,  embracing 
two  detached  redoubts  and  extending  along  the  river  hills  for  about 
five  miles,  having  in  its  whole  extent  finished  abatis  and  parapet,  with 
glacis  obstructed  with  chevaux-de-frise,  and  all  manner  of  impediments. 
But  the  moment  Johnston  detected  that  I  had  ignored  his  forts,  and 
had  secured  two  good  lodgments  above  him  on  the  east  bank,  at  Bos¬ 
well  Factory  and  at  Phillips’,  he  drew  his  forces  across  and  burned  all 
his  bridges,  viz,  one  railroad,  one  trestle,  and  three  i^on toons.  We  now 
('ommence  the  real  game  for  Atlanta,  and  I  expect  pretty  sharj)  xirac- 
tice,  but  I  think  we  have  the  advantage,  and  propose  to  keep  it.

I  have  ordered  General  McPherson  to  send  his  pontoons  here  to¬ 
morrow.  I  will  order  them  to  Powers’  Ferry,  and  I  will  want  you  to  effect 
a  lodgment  there  to-morrow  night  and  next  day.  There  is  no  enemy  of 
any  size  to  our  immediate  front,  and  General  Dodge  reports  the  enemy’s 
cavalry  alone  above  Peach  Tree  Creek  at  Buck  Head.  He  says  he  has 
an  Atlanta  paper  of  the  10th,  that  all  the  wealthy  people  are  leaving, 
and  that  a  council  of  war  was  held,  when  it  was  decided  to  fight  for 
Atlanca.  General  Bousseau  telegrai)hs  from  Decatur  on  the  8th  that 
he  started  that  day  and  would  be  on  the  Montgomery  and  Opelika  road 
in  eight  or  nine  days.  I  think  we  should  as  soon  as  ])ossible  secure 
the  opposite  bank  from  Boswell  down  to  Peach  Tree  Creek.  I  think  the 
bridge  across  the  Peach  Tree  near  the  railroad  bridge  is  still  standing. 
I  watched  it  close  to-day  and  thiidv  I  saw  half  a  dozen  men  iiass  it,  but 
with  that  exception  there  was  no  life  visible.  There  was  no  danger  in 
standing  in  fidl  view  in  the  redoubt  to-day.  The  signal  officer  reports 
the  absence  of  all  camps  from  the  other  side  to-day.  I  supiiose  J ohnston 
will  group  his  army  about  Atlanta,  and  wait  for  us  to  develoii  our  game.

Colonel:  Moore,  a  scout  whom  I  sent  out  on  the  7th  instant,  has 
just  returned,  bringing  the  folloAA'ing  information : 

He  left  General  Johnston’s  headquarters  at  3  ]>.  m.  yesterday. 
General  Jolmston’s  headquarters  are  at  a  small  AA^hite  house  three  miles 
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tliis  side  of  Atlanta,  on  wliat  is  called  the  Atlanta  and  Marietta  road. 
The  railroad  passes  near  it.  General  Stewart’s  headquarters  are  near 
General  Johnston’s.  Stewart’s  cori)s,  late  Polk’s,  is  still  on  the  right  of 
Johnston’s  army,  with  the  right  resting  on  the  railroad,  about  Pvo  miles 
beyond  Peach  Tree  Creek,  going  from  here  toward  Atlanta.  Moore  says 
he  heard  the  officers  saying  they  were  going  to  intrench  a  position  with 
their  right  resting  on  the  railroad  and  their  left  at  Cedar  Blnffis.  He 
says  he  was  told  that  the  principal  part  of  the  rebel  wagon  train  had 
been  moved  beyond  Atlanta  toward  Augusta  j  that  a  good  deal  of  ma¬ 
chinery  had  been  moved  from  Atlanta  in  the  same  direction,  and  that 
the  refugees,  in  great  numbers,  taking  the  negroes,  &c.,  are  also  going  in 
the  same  direction.  He  heard  officers  say  that  they  did  not  exi)ect  any 
general  engagement  would  take  place  in  the  vicinity  of  Atlanta  without 
they  received  re-enforcements.  He  heard  a  cami)  rumor  that  a  part  of 
Kirby  Smith’s  force  was  on  the  way  by  rail  to  join  Johnston’s  army,  but 
he  could  not  get  this  from  any  reliable  source.  He  says  the  rumor  was 
that  this  re-enforcement  would  be  there  to-day.  Moore  saj^s  his  impres¬ 
sion  is  that  the  left  of  the  rebel  army  rests  at  present  on  the  river. 
Moore  says  he  heard  yesterday  a  report  in  the  rebel  cami:)  that  two  of 
their  corps  are  at  Harper’s  Fei  ry.  Early’s  corps  is  one,  and  he  does  not 
remember  the  other  cori^s.  He  also  heard  a  report  that  there  had  been 
a  light  between  Forrest  and  General  Washburn.  Moore  says  he  saw 
Colonel  Sherman  at  a  distance,  but  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  speak 
to  him.  He  says  Colonel  Sherman  has  been  forwarded  to  Anderson  [ ville] . 
In  returning  Moore  came  back  by  the  way  of  Buck  Head,  entering  our 
lines  througli  General  Dodge’s  command.  He  reported  there  early  this 
morning.  Moore  says  Wheeler’s  rebel  cavalry  ihckets  are  two  miles  from 
General  Dodge’s  outposts.  Wheeler’s  cavalry  lies  between  there  and 
Buck  Head.  Moore  says  the  Georgia  State  Troops,  under  General  G. 
W.  Smith,  are  on  the  left,  under  the  general  direction  of  General  Hood.

three  miles  west  of  Dallas;  Lem.  Anderson,  who  lives  in  Dallas;  John 
Hicks,  Avho  lives  five  miles  Avest  of  Dallas;  Aleck  Bullock,  aaJio  lives 
three  miles  west  of  Dallas.  Be  sure  to  arrest  Lem.  Anderson,  the  Allens, 
and  Aleck  Bullock.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  report  just  received  . 
from  Major-General  Dodge.  Everything  along  this  part  of  the  front  has 
been  very  quiet  to-day.  I  am  having  batteries  erected  on  this  side  of 
the  river  at  Turner’s  Perry,  and  will  have  sixteen  guns  in  position  to¬ 
morrow  morning  to  open  on  the  enemy’s  redoubt  on  the  opposite  side, 
distant  about  900  yards.  Deserters  state  that  the  redoubt  has  six  guns, 
two  20-pounder  Parrotts  and  four  10-pounders.  One  brigade  of  Leg¬ 
gett’s  division  is  near  Sandtown  Ferry  picketing  the  river,  and  I  have 
one  brigade  of  Morgan  L.  Smith’s  division  near  Widow  Mitchell’s  and 
the  other  brigade  at  the  intersection  of  the  Sandtown  and  Alabama 
roads.  To-morrow  morning  De  G ress  will  take  his  battery  of  20-pounder 
Parrotts  and  go  doAvn  to  Sandtown  Ferry  and  try  to  knock  a  small  bat¬ 
tery  of  the  enemy’s  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  to  pieces.  General 
Stoneman  got  off  last  night.  No  news  from  him  to-day.

Commanding  IJepartment  and  Army  of  the  Tennessee : 

General  :  I  arrived  here  yesterday  at  noon,  the  command  crossed 
and  the  troops  were  all  in  position  before  night,  and  now  have  intrench- 
ments  up.  I  have  over  a  mile  of  ford  and  bridges  to  cover,  and  cannot 
make  a  tete-de-pont  very  far  out  that  will  cover  it.  I  have  taken  and 
extended  the  line  selected  by  General  Newton.  Our  trains  are  all  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river.  The  ford  is  very  rough,  but  shallow,  and 
the  bridge  we  will  have  to  build  is  G50  feet  long  and  14  feet  high.  I  put 
a  foot  bridge  across  last  night,  so  that  troops  can  pass.  It  is  very  dififi- 
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cult  for  them  to  wade,  the  water  is  swift  and  bottom  full  of  holes.  The 
enemy’s  pickets  are  near  Buck  Head,  and  men  out  of  Atlanta  to-day  say 
that  there  is  no  infantry  after  you  get  four  miles  this  side  of  Atlanta, 
and  that  Stewart  is  on  their  right.  Johnston’s  headquarters  are  at  a 
little  house  three  miles  this  side  of  Atlanta,  on  the  railroad.  Atlanta 
papers  of  the  lOth  instant  say  that  a  council  of  war  was  held  that  day, 
and  that  it  is  rumored  that  Johnston  would  make  a  fight  for  the  city. 
This  would  tend  to  slnwv  that  it  is  not  their  intention.  All  trains  be¬ 
longing  to  the  army  have  gone  toward  Augusta,  and  everybody  fleeing. 
Eight  miles  up  the  river  from  here  is  a  good  bridge  that  is  not  destroyed. 
I  wTll  work  hard  on  the  bridge  here  and  finish  it  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  is  a  big  job  as  you  will  jierceive  from  the  length.  Everything  was 
burned  up  here  that  we  could  use — houses,  mills,  lumber,  and  all.

Colonel  :  In  obedience  to  orders  from  the  major-general  commanding 
the  army  corps,  I  took  one  brigade  of  infantry  and  a  section  of  artillery 
and  w  ent  to  How  ell’s  Ferry,  and  made  considerable  display,  opening 
artillery  fire  from  two  points,  and  a  brisk  fire  from  our  sharpshooters, 
but  failed  to  get  any  response,  except  from  the  rebel  sharpshooters  in 
rifle-i>its  close  to  the  river.  These  sharpshooters  seem  to  be  few  in 
number,  and  I  am  unable  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  w^hether  they  are 
supported  by  a  reserve  in  the  woods  in  the  rear,  and  I  cannot  ascertain 
without  means  to  attempt  a  crossing;  hence  have  returned.

All  quiet  this  morning.  I  had  no  fear  about  being  able  to  build  the 
bridge,  but  thought  you  might  expect  it  finished  sooner  than  ]>ossible, 
as  it  was  twice  as  long  as  I  expected  to  find  it,  and  twice  as  long  as  the 
riA^er  is  wide  down  at  Sandtown.  I  have  over  1,000  men  at  work  on  it 
day  and  night,  and  it  is  already  well  under  way.  I  have  idanking  for 
fioor  now  on  the  ground,  and  not  one  minute  shall  be  lost  in  pushing  it 
forward.  Every  man  that  can  work  on  it  shall  be  kept  at  it.  Eeports 
here  shoAv  no  force  of  the  enemy’s  infantry  this  side  of  Peach  Tree. 
Wheeler’s  cavalry  advance  is  at  Buck  Head,  with  all  of  his  force  south 
of  there.  Last  night  Joe  Johnston’s  headquarters  were  three  miles 
this  side  of  Atlanta  on  the  railroad.  Atlanta  j)apers  of  the  10th  instant 
say  that  at  a  council  of  Avar  held  that  day  it  was  decided  to  fight  for 
Atlanta.  All  trains  of  the  enemy  are  reported  by  citizens  and  desert¬ 
ers  to  have  gone  toAvard  Augusta,  and  a  general  refugeeing  is  going 
on  among  the  Avealthy  citizens.

In¬ 
struct  the  officer  in  command  of  the  brigade  to  be  stationed  at  the  cross¬ 
roads  to  communicate  with  Blair’s  troops  near  Sandtown  Ferry.

General  :  The  imxiortance  of  your  command  to  the  success  of  my 
operations  is,  I  knoAvq  already  appreciated  by  you;  but  when  I  suggest 
any  additional  work  or  precaution,  I  beg  you  to  consider  it  as  resulting 
from  my  sui)i)osed  large  exx)erience  in  the  military  art. 

In  the  first  place,  I  fear  that  our  infantry  officers  supjiose  if  caA^alry 
comes  about,  they  are  excused  from  doing  anything  but  to  defend  their 
OAvn  iiosts.  This  is  not  so.  Infantry  can  ahvays  whip  cavalry,  and  in 
a  wooded  and  mountainous  country  can  actually  tliAvart  it,  and  even  at 
times  capture  it.  Of  course,  as  a  general  rule,  a  footman  cannot  catch 
a  horseman  on  a  fair  open  road  or  country,  but  nothing  is  more  awkAA  ai  d 
in  a  Avooded  and  mountainous  country  than  a  command  of  cavalry  forced 
to  go  through  narrow  defiles,  across  streams  at  xiarticiilar  fords  or 
bridges,  or  uj)  and  down  certain  valleys  which  can  be  seen  from  the 
mountain  tojis  and  ambushed.  I  have  not  yet  seen  in  this  aa  ar  a  cavalry 
command  of  a  thousand  that  was  not  afraid  of  the  sight  of  a  dozen  in¬ 
fantry  bayonets,  for  the  reason  that  the  cavalry,  to  be  effective,  has  to 
have  a  road  or  vSmooth  field;  whereas  the  infantryman  steps  into  the 
bushes  and  is  safe,  or  can  block  a  road  in  five  minutes  and  laugh  at  the 
man  on  horseback. 
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The  moral  I  wish  to  inculcate  by  these  simple  illustrations  is,  by 
knowing  the  country  and  thinking  ahead,  an  infantry  garrison  can  act 
against  cavalry.  Therefore,  it  is  expected  of  the  infantry  guarding  our 
road  that  they  are  not  to  sit  down  and  let  cavalry  i^rance  all  around 
them,  but  that  they  ambush  their  roads,  anticipate  their  passage  at 
mountain  passes  and  creek  crossings,  or  even  i)ursue  them  and  catch 
them  jammed  in  narrow  roads  or  at  bridges.  Thus  at  Dalton  a  lookout 
should  be  kept  all  along  Taylor’s  Eidge  and  give  notice  of  horsemen  in 
the  far  off  valleys,  and  then  they  should  be  waylaid.  Eewards  should 
be  offered  and  paid  to  faithful  citizens  and  negroes  who  give  notice  of 
the  presence  of  parties  of  the  enemy,  but  they  should  always  be  waylaid 
and  pursued. 

Another  matter  I  will  draw  your  attention  to:  officers  and  men  natu¬ 
rally  slip  into  houses  and  establish  headquarters,  offices,  &c.,  and  are 
about  as  useless  as  if  i)osted  in  Canada.  Make  a  positive  order  that 
each  garrison  shall  build  anew  a  good  stockade  with  earth- work,  abatis, 
&c.,  not  too  strong,  but  to  serve  as  a  stronghold  and  rallying  point,  to  hold 
a  dash  of  cavalry  in  check,  and  more  especially  to  allow  a  part  of  the 
garrison  to  hold  the  post  while  the  greater  portion  goes  forth  to  battle 
with  the  enemy.  A  fixed  garrison  is  harmless  and  useless.  Its  only 
value  is  in  its  x)ower  of  offense. 

I  think  you  had  better  embody  some  of  these  ideas,  and  such  others 
as  may  suggest  themselves  to  you,  in  a  general  order,  and  have  it 
printed  on  i)asteboard  and  hung  uj)  at  every  post,  and  then  make  your 
inspectors  enforce  it. 

We  are  now  in  full  possession  of  the  country  down  to  the  Chattahoo¬ 
chee,  and  have  two  good  crossings — one  at  Eoswell,  and  the  other  at 
the  mouth  of  Soa^)  Creek,  known  as  PhillipsVand  I  only  await  a  few 
developments  to  go  ahead.  General  Vandever  telegraphs  from  Eome 
that  Pillow’s  force  has  gone  toward  Meridian.  If  another  attempt  is 
made  from  that  quarter,  it  should  be  counteracted  by  moving  bebind  it 
from  Eome  and  Gunter’s  Landing.

Dear  General  :  I  liave  written  yon  but  once  since  the  opening-  of 
the  campaign,  but  I  report  by  telegraph  to  Halleck  daily,  and  he  fur¬ 
nishes  you  copy.  My  progress  was  slower  than  I  calculated,  from  two 
chief  causes,  an  uninterrupted  rain  from  June  2  to  about  the  22d,  and  the 
peculiar  sub-mountainous  character  of  the  country  from  the  Etowah  to 
the  Chattahoochee.  But  we  have  overcome  all  opposition  and  whipped 
Johnston  in  every  fight  Where  we  were  on  anything  like  fair  terms,  and 
I  think  the  army  feels  that  way,  that  we  can  whip  the  enemy  in  any¬ 
thing  like  a  fair  fight,  but  he  has  uniformly  taken  shelter  behind  paral¬ 
lels  of  strong  profile  made  in  advance  for  him  by  negroes  and  militia. 

I  regarded  an  assault  on  the  27th  of  June  necessary  for  two  good 
reasons :  first,  because  the  enemy  as  well  as  my  own  army  had  settled 
down  into  the  belief  that  flanking  alone  was  my  game;  and  second,  that 
on  that  day  and  ground,  had  the  assault  succeeded,  I  could  have  broken 
Johnston’s  center  and  pushed  his  army  back  in  confusion,  and  with 
great  loss  to  his  bridges  over  the  Chattahoochee.  We  lost  nothing  in 
morale  by  the  assault,  for  I  followed  it  up  on  the  extreme  right  and 
compelled  him  to  quit  the  very  strong  lines  of  Kenesaw,  Smyrna  Camp, 
and  the  Chattahoochee  in  quick  succession. 

My  railroad  and  telegraph  are  now  up  and  we  are  rapidly  accumu¬ 
lating  stores  in  Marietta  and  Allatoona  that  will  make  us  less  timid 
about  the  roads  to  our  rear. 

We  have  been  wonderfully  supplied  in  provisions  and  ammunition ; 
not  a  day  has  a  regiment  been  without  bread  and  essentials.  Forage 
has  been  the  hardest,  and  we  have  cleaned  the  country  in  a  breadth  of 
thirty  miles  of  grain  and  grass.  Now  the  corn  is  getting  a  size  which 
makes  a  good  fodder,  and  the  railroad  has  brought  us  grain  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  four  pounds  per  animal  per  day. 

I  have  now  fulfilled  the  first  part  of  the  grand  plan.  Our  lines  are 
up  to  the  Chattahoochee,  and  the  enemy  is  beyond.  Morgan  failed  in 
his  Kentucky  raid,  and  we  have  kept  Forrest  employed  in  Mississippi. 
The  defeat  of  Sturgis  was  unfortunate;  still,  he  kei)t  Forrest  away 
from  us ;  and  now  A.  J.  Smith  is  out  with  a  force  amply  sufficient  to 
whip  him.  I  hear  of  Slocum  at  Jackson,  Miss.,  and  Canby  telegraphs 
me  of  a  trip  from  Baton  Eouge  and  another  against  Mobile,  so  that  I  am 
well  satisfied  that  all  my  i)eople  are  well  employed.  At  this  moment  I 
have  Stoneman  down  the  Chattahoochee,  with  orders,  if  possible,  to 
cross  and  strike  the  West  Point  road;  and  Rousseau  left  Decatur  the 
8th  instant,  with  about  3,000  cavalry  and  no  wagons,  Avith  orders  to 
make  a  bold  push  for  the  railroad  between  Montgomery  and  West  Point 
and  break  it  good;  to  return  to  the  Tennessee,  if  possible,  but  if  headed 
off  to  make  for  Pensacola.  The  moment  I  got  Johnston  to  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee  I  sent  Schofield  to  a  ford  aboA^e,  and  he  eftected  a  crossing 
AA  ithout  the  loss  of  a  man,  and  has  tAvo  pontoon  bridges.  About  the 
same  time,  Garrard’s  cavalry  crossed,  still  above,  at  Roswell  Factory, 
and  has  been  relieved  by  Dodge’s  corps,  so  that  I  noAV  cover  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee  and  have  two  good  crossings  Avell  secured ;  by  to-night  I  will 
have  a  third. 

As  soon  as  I  hear  from  Stoneman  I  aaTII  shift  all  of  McPherson  to 
Roswell  and  cross  Thomas  about  three  miles  above  the  railroad  bridge 
and  move  against  Atlanta,  my  left  Avell  to  the  east,  to  get  possession  of 
the  Augusta  road  about  Decatur  or  Stone  Mountain.  I  think  all  AAdll 
be  ready  in  three  days.  I  Avill  have  nearly  100,000  men. 
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I  feel  certain  we  have  killed  and  crippled  for  Johnston  as  many  as 
we  have  sent  to  the  rear.  Have  sent  back  about  G,000  or  7,000  prison¬ 
ers,  taken  11  gnus  of  Johnston,  and  about  10  in  Eome.  Have  de¬ 
stroyed  immense  iron,  cotton,  and  wool  mills,  and  have  possession  of 
all  the  niter  country.  My  operations  have  been  rather  cautions  than 
bold,  bnt  on  the  whole  I  trust  are  satisfactory  to  yon.  All  of  Polk’s 
corps  is  still  here;  also  Hardee’s  and  Hood’s,  and  the  Georgia  militia, 
nnder  G.  W.  Smith. 

Let  ns  persevere  and  trust  to  the  fortunes  of  war,  leaving  statesmen 
to  work  out  the  solution.  .  ’

Colonel  :  The  major-general  commanding  directs  that  as  soon  as 
Captain  Kossak  has  laid  a  bridge  at  Powers’  Ferry,  that  you  take  up 
your  bridge,  now'  at  that  place,  and  throAV  it  across  the  river  at  Pace’s 
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Ferry  below.  Yon  will  also  turn  over  tlie  work  of  building  the  trestle 
bridge  at  Phillips’  entirely  to  the  Army  of  the  Ohio,  or  rather  to  Cap¬ 
tain  Twining,  who  commands  the  engineers  of  tlie  Twenty-third  Corps, 
and  as  soon  as  it  is  completed  you  will  move  your  bridge,  now  at  that 
place,  and  throw  it  across  the  river  near  the  other  at  Pace’s  Ferry.

works  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  General  Brannan  communi¬ 
cated  the  order  to  Major  Houghtaling,  your  chief  of  artillery,  but  for 
some  reason  the  artillery  was  not  placed  in  the  position  ordered,  or 
anywhere  else.  The  reason  alleged  by  Major  Houghtaling  is  that  you 
countermanded  the  order  of  the  major-general  commanding,  saying  that 
if  General  Thomas  had  any  order  of  the  kind  to  communicate  he  could 
do  so  in  writing.  There  was  i)erhaps  some  misunderstanding.

General:  I  have  received  your  dispatches  of  last  night.  You  may 
put  in  motion  at  once  the  Fifteenth  Corps  and  trains  for  Roswell,  leav¬ 
ing  General  Blair  with  such  artillery  and  Avagons  as  he  may  need  to 
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await  tlie  return  of  General  Stoneinan,  and  to  make  in  tlie  mean  time 
the  necessary  demonstrations  about  Sandtown,  HowelFs,  and  Turner’s. 
The  enemy  having  destroyed  his  bridges,  cannot  come  back  on  General 
Blair,  and  therefore  he  can  strij)  light  so  as  to  follow  yon  as  little  en¬ 
cumbered  as  possible  when  General  Stoneman  does  get  back  or  is  heard 
from.  Instruct  General  Blair  fully  on  these  points,  and  let  him  report 
to  me  direct  while  thus  detached.  Let  yoiir  troops  move  in  the  cool  of 
the  evening  and  moonlight  and  in  the  morning,  sparing  men  and  ani¬ 
mals  as  much  as  possible.  Yon  will  then  proceed  in  person  to  liosAvell, 
and  take  control  of  matters  on  that  flank,  giving  the  necessary  orders 
to  your  own  trooiis  and  General  Garrard’s  cavalry.  I  want  everything 
done  that  is  prudent  and  necessary  at  Boswell  to  make  it  a  kind  of 
secondary  base  for  operations  against  Atlanta,  and  the  roads  east 
toward  Augusta  and  Macon.  As  yon  know,  the  bridges  are  under 
progress  and  the  telegraph  Avill  be  there  as  soon  as  yon.  The  ford 
there,  though  rough,  is  always  practicable  in  case  of  accident  to  our¬ 
selves  or  the  bridges,  and  constitutes  one  of  the  reavsons  for  its  use  as  a 
point  of  departure,  and  the  roads  to  and  from  Boswell  are  all  old  and 
much  used.  The  country  thereabouts  is  also  represented  as  abounding 
in  grass,  grain,  and  corn-fields,  all  of  which  will  come  into  use.  Your 
wagons  and  artillery  should  move  by  Marietta  and  fill  up  with  jawis- 
ious,  forage,  and  ammunition,  and,  I  think,  that  also  is  tlie  best  road 
for  the  troops,  although  a  few  miles  could  be  saved  by  cutting  across 
by  Smyrna  Camp-Ground.  If  convenient,  you  might  ride  by  the  Tur¬ 
ner’s  Ferry  road  along  the  enemy’s  recent  works  by  General  Thomas’ 
and  my  headquarters  to  confer  and  to  compare  maps.

I  send  herewith  a  rough  map*  of  the  country  south  of  here,  taking  in 
nearly  all  the  roads.  I  got  it  up  from  surveys  and  from  information  re¬ 
ceived  from  different  citizens,  and  I  think  generally  it  is  as  correct  as  such 
maps  can  be  made.  The  roads,  citizens  living  upon  them,  &c.,  are  pretty 
reliable.  You  Avill  see  it  is  different  from  any  of  our  maps.  I  puslied 
my  mounted  infantry  doAvn  five  miles  to-day  to  the  crossing  of  Nancy’s 
Creek,  AAdiere  AA-e  found  the  enemy’s  caA^alry  in  force,  and  tliey  folIoAAVHl 
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us  back.  One-half  mile  above  the  bridge  at  this  place  is  a  ferry,  and 
will  be  a  good  place  to  put  in  a  pontoon  bridge  should  you  desire.  The 
river  is  about  300  feet  wide.  I  will  have  the  bridge  at  this  place  finished 
to-morroAv.  All  the  bents  are  up  to-night,  stringers  on,  and  planked 
one-third  the  distance  across.  When  done  it  will  take  safely  over  any 
number  of  troops  and  their  trains.  All  quiet  here.  Eiver  slowly  rising.

My  mounted  infantry  has  been 
down  five  miles  south  of  here,  where  they  strike  the  enemy’s  cavalry. 
All  deserters  and  prisoners  of  war  state  that  the  enemy’s  works  are 
from  two  to  four  miles  north  of  Atlanta.  None  this  side  of  that.  A 
very  intelligent  man,  who  left  Lee’s  army  at  Petersburg  last  Wednes¬ 
day,  came  in.  He  says  this  is  the  first  time  that  Lee’s  army  was  ever 
discouraged ;  that  their  losses  have  been  enormous,  and  that  every  man 
in  the  country  has  gone  to  it.  Ewell,  with  his  corps,  he  says,  has  been 
sent  on  a  raid  to  Pennsylvania.  He  also  says  that  there  are  no  guards 
on  the  railroads  after  getting  twenty  miles  away  from  Atlanta,  and 
that  Johnston’s  trains  have  all  gone  to  Augusta,  Ga.

Moore’s  Bridge,  Ga.,  July  13,  1864. 

Major-General  Sherman: 

General:  By  taking  a  roundabout  way,  and  by  unfrequented  roads, 
our  parties  succeeded  in  capturing  or  cutting  off  every  scout  the  enemy 
had  out.  We  surprised  the  guard  at  the  bridge  (the  First  Tennessee 
Cavalry),  and  drove  them  from  the  bridge  before  they  had  time  to  set 
fire  to  the  straw  and  pine-kiiots  prepared  for  its  conflagration.  The 
Eleventh  Keutucky  Cavalry  had  the  advance,  under  Colonel  Adams, 
and  did  the  thing  handsomely.  The  bridge  had  been  partially  destroyed 
by  tearing  up  the  sleepers  and  planks,  but  we  will  have  it  repaired 
during  th^e  night.  It  is  a  covered  structure,  very  well  built,  480  feet 
long,  on  two  main  spans.  One  of  the  couriers  we  captured  came  down 
on  this  side  of  the  river,  bore  a  message  to  the  commanding  officer  here 
that  the  Yankees  were  coming  in  large  force,  and  that  he  must  hold 
the  bridge  at  all  hazards,  and  that  re-enforcements  were  on  the  way. 
This  point  is  twenty-five  miles  from  Camxibellton.  There  is  another 
bridge  at  Franklin,  twenty-five  miles  lower  down.  Yewnan,  on  the 
railroad,  is  ten  miles  from  here,  and  I  understand  the  road  leads  through 
dense  woods.  W e  will  try  what  we  can  do  to-morrow  morning  as  soon 
as  it  is  light.  I  can  hear  of  no  railroad  bridge  in  this  vicinity.  The 
people,  negroes  and  others,  say  the  road  runs  on  a.  ridge,  but  if  we  do 
nothing  to  the  road  it  will  create  a  diversion.

General  :  In  obedience  to  your  order  conveyed  in  the  indcrsement 
on  General  Stoneman’s  communication,  I  have  directed  General  Leggett 
to  picket  the  mouth  of  the  Sweet  W ater  Creek.  General  Leggett  pickets 
now  from  the  mouth  of  I^ickajack  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  Sweet  Water 
Creek,  and  General  Gresham  pickets  from  the  mouth  of  Mckajack  to 
General  Hooker’s  right,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles,  making  a  total 
distance  ])icketed  by  this  corps  of  about  ten  miles.  This  leaves  me  a 
reserve  of  only  two  regiments  belonging  to  the  Fourth  Division, 
General  Gresham’s,  and  which  will  be  placed  in  the  most  available  posi¬ 
tion  to  act  as  a  reserve. 

The  enemy  have  at  various  points  along  the  river  small  boats  in  which 
parties  can  be  conveyed  across  at  night,  making  it  necessary  to  have 
heavier  pickets  than  would  otherwise  be  required,  which  accounts  for 
the  fact  the  reserve  is  so  small. 
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I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  for  your  information  a  report  of  Brigadier- 
General  Force,  commanding  the  brigade  which  pickets  the  extreme  right.-

Capt.  J.  C.  Douglass,  Assistant  Adjutant- General : 

Captain:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  all  remains  quiet  here. 
The  rebels  appear  to  have  a  continuous  picket-line  along  the  river; 
none  on  this  side.  At  regular  crossings  and  where  ravines  go  down  to 
the  river  they  have  earth-works.  I  have  seen  only  two  embrasures,  and 
they  are  without  gnus.  Yesterday  afternoon  one  gnu  opened  near 
Sandtown  Ferry  on  men  in  a  blackberry  patch,  and  another  on  a  recou- 
noiteriug  party  which  went  to  Adaholt’s  Ferry,  at  the  month  of  Sweet 
Water.  They  were  brought  iqi  and  taken  away  by  the  rebels ;  were  not 
in  position.  About  2  o’clock  yesterday  afternoon  a  body  of  cavalry — 
some  of  the  pickets  call  it  one,  some  two  regiments — accompanied  by 
four  or  five  wagons,  went  toward  the  interior  from  Sandtown  Ferry. 
A  body  of  infantry — they  called  it  a  brigade — accompanied  by  about 
thirty  wagons,  moved  to  the  south  of  southwest  from  near  the  same 
l)oint.  They  can  be  seen  only  a  short  distance  from  the  river,  however. 
Opposite  Adaholt’s,  clothes  hanging  on  bushes  indicate  a  small  camj). 
In  a  valley  between  Baker’s  and  Sandtown  Ferries,  perhaps  Utoy 
Creek,  has  appeared  to  be  a  larger  camji,  judging  by  smoke  and  the 
glimmer  of  fire.  ]N^othiug  heard  down  the  river,  except  two  guns 
about  dusk  in  direction  of  General  Stoneman.

General  :  A  reiiort  from  General  Stoneman  to  General  Slierman 
says  that  he  made  an  effort  to  cross  at  Campbellton,  but  from  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  river  and  the  position  of  the  enemy  was  unable  to  do  so. 
He,  however,  left  one  brigade  there,  and  has  gone  on  to  Franklin  with  the 
remainder  of  his  command.  In  an  indorsement  upon  this  paper  Gen¬ 
eral  Sherman  directs  that  a  picket  be  kept  at  the  ford  across  Sweet 
Water  near  its  mouth,  the  same  that  is  used  by  the  cavalry.”  The 
major-general  commanding  desires  you  to  carry  this  order  into  effect 
by  idaciug  a  strong  ificket  at  the  point  indicated,  keeping  up  your  line 
along  the  river.

Washington,  D.  C. : 

All  is  well.  I  have  now  accumulated  stores  at  Allatoona  and  Ma¬ 
rietta,  both  fortified  and  garrisoned  points.  I  have  also  three  points  at 
which  to  cross  the  Chattahoochee  in  my  possession,  and  only  await  Gen¬ 
eral  Stoneman’s  return  from  a  trip  down  the  river  to  cross  the  army 
in  force  and  move  on  Atlanta.  Stoneman  is  now  out  two  days,  and  had 
orders  to  be  back  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  at  farthest.  Rousseau 
should  reach  Opelika  about  July  17.  Before  regulations  are  made  for 
the  States  to  send  recruiting  officers  into  the  rebel  States,  I  must  ex- 
l^ress  my  opinion  that  it  is  the  height  of  folly.  I  cannot  permit  it  here, 
and  I  will  not  have  a  set  of  fellows  here  hanging  about  on  any  such  pre¬ 
tenses.  We  have  no  means  to  transport  and  feed  them.  The  Sanitary 
and  Christian  Commissions  are  enough  to  eradicate  all  traces  of  Chris¬ 
tianity  out  of  our  minds,  much  less  a  set  of  unscrupulous  State  agents 
in  search  of  recruits.  All  these  dodges  and  make-shifts  but  render  us 
ridiculous  in  our  own  estimation.  I  must  i^rotect  my  army,  and  I  say 
beforehand,  I  have  no  means  to  transport  recruiting  parties  south  of 
Nashville,  or  to  feed  them,  if  they  come  here  in  spite  of  me.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  compliance  aa  ith  your  letter  of  in¬ 
structions,  dated  July  11,  I  iiroceeded  to  Dallas,  twenty-nine  miles  dis¬ 
tant  from  my  camp,  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  and  reached  there  at  5 
p.  m.  the  same  day.  I  succeeded  in  arresting  Green  B.  Turner,  Stephen 
Allen,  and  Aleck.  Bullock.  Nick  Allen  and  Lem.  Anderson,  two  of  the 
other  parties  you  instructed  me  to  arrest,  are  across  the  Chattahoochee; 
John  Hicks  could  not  be  found.  No  force  of  the  enemy  has  been  in 
that  vicinity,  but  small  scouting  parties  of  from  eight  to  ten  pass 
through  Dallas  every  feAA^  days  and  frequently  return  with  prisoners. 
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My  men  captured  4  of  tbeir  soldiers  and  7  mules.  As  you  desii’ed^  1 
endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  all  the  citizens  remaining  in 
Dallas  the  fact  that  they  would  meet  with  prompt  and  severe  x>nnish- 
ment  if  guilty  of  any  acts  in  the  future  which  would  either  disturb  the 
X:)eace  of  the  community  or  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the 
Government.  On  my  return  I  marched  on  a  road  leading  into  the 
Powder  Sx:>rings  and  Lost  Mountain  road — one  our  army  has  not  yet 
passed  over.  We  found  many  of  the  enemy’s  dead  buried  along  it;  at 
one  idace  over  sixty  graves,  and  at  several  others  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty  in  each.  I  judge  from  this  that  their  loss  on  our  right  was 
heavier  than  supposed.

Colonel  :  Moore,  a  scout  whom  I  sent  out  on  the  13th  at  daylight, 
has  just  returned,  and  makes  the  following  statement:  He  left  Atlanta 
at  3  p.  m.  yesterday.  He  came  out  of  Atlanta,  returning  by  the  Peach 
Tree  road.  About  a  mile  from  the  town  on  this  road  the  rebels  were 
busily  engaged  in  constructing  four  separate  forts  on  the  separate  hills. 
The  inhabitants  of  Atlanta  are  still  leaving,  going  farther  south,  and 
the  town  is  iiretty  well  cleaned  out.  All  the  valuable  property,  such 
as  machinery  and  army  stores,  has  been  removed,  and  he  heard  toward 
Augusta.  Moore  says  only  a  small  supply  of  subsistence  is  kept  in 
Atlanta,  only  so  much  as  could  be  readily  moved  in  case  of  a  retreat. 
Moore  says  General  Bragg  arrived  from  Eichmond  on  Tuesday  evening 
and  a  brigade  of  four  regiments  from  Pollard,  Ala.  Moore  says  that  it 
was  reported  in  the  rebel  camps  that  this  brigade  was  from  Kirby 
Smith,  but  that  he  talked  with  the  men  of  the  brigade,  who  told  him 
they  were  from  Pollard,  Ala.,  and  had  never  been  with  Kirby  Smith. 
Moore  says  in  returning  he  came  out  by  the  Peach  Tree  road  till  he 
struck  the  Turner’s  Ferry  road,  which  he  took  and  went  to  the  extreme 
left  of  the  rebel  infantry  line.  This  point  is  a  small  church  in  sight  of 
the  ferry.  General  Manigault’s  brigade  is  on  the  extreme  left;  thence 
to  Campbellton  the  river  is  watched  by  squads  of  cavalry.  From  the 
left  of  the  rebel  line  Moore  returned  to  Buck  Head,  where  he  found 
Wheeler’s  cavalry,  and  thence  into  our  lines  through  General  Dodge’s 
command,  to  whom  he  rei)orted.  Moore  brings  an  Atlanta  paper  of 
yesterday.

See  him,  and  it  is  useless  to 
attempt  anything  unless  he  be  willing,  for  until  our  infantry  is  out  as 
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far  as  the  railroad  he  may  encounter  most  of  Wheeler’s  cavalry,  but 
I  have  no  doubt  most  of  Johnston’s  cavalry  is  gone  to  the  south  toward 
West  Point,  drawn  there  by  Generals  Stoneman  and  Kousseau.  A 
dash  at  the  road  would  develop  the  truth,  but  to  be  certain,  the  infan¬ 
try  should  be  out  as  far  as  the  head  of  Iitancy’s  Creek.

Commanding  Officer  of  the  Troops  ordered  from  Allatoona  to  Kenesaw : 

The  position  at  Kenesaw  is  selected  on  account  of  its  iieculiar 
strength.  The  main  part  of  your  force  should  be  held  at  some  good 
cam])  near  its  base,  with  a  strong  picket  and  lookout  on  the  eastern 
hill  and  the  one  known  as  Brushy  Hill,  occupied  by  General  Leggett,  dur¬ 
ing  our  operations  before  Marietta.  The  point  known  as  the  tan-yard, 
or  it  may  be  the  Avater  station,  appeared  to  me  the  best  point  for  yonr 
camp.  The  chief  object  is  to- guard  the  railroad  as  far  down  as  Mari¬ 
etta  and  to  protect  our  stores  in  Marietta.  There  are  three  regiments 
in  Marietta  to  load  and  unload  cars  and  to  guard  the  place,  and,  should 
the  depot  become  threatened,  you  will  make  the  proper  disposition  to 
cover  it.  I  don’t  want  troops  quartered  in  a  town  because  the  univer¬ 
sal  exiierience  is  that  they  lose  in  discipline  and  efficiency.  Keep  your 
regiments  in  good  camps,  with  regular  guard  mountings  and  evening

parades.  When  you  send  out  patrols  and  expeditions  give  clear  writ¬ 
ten  instructions,  and  caution  your  men  not  to  straggle  about  and  get 
picked  up  in  detail.  As  long  as  our  main  army  is  here  or  in  front  no 
enemy  will  threaten  yon  but  small  squads  of  cavalry  that  are  sent  on 
errands  of  mischief.  Send  frequent  patrols  down  to  Lost  Monntain  and 
Powder  Springs ;  also  up  toward  Laughing  Gal  and  Canton.  ShoAv  no 
mercy  to  guerrillas  or  persons  threatening  our  road  or  telegraph.  Ke- 
move  to  the  rear  all  suspicious  persons  and  families,  and  bear  in  ndnd 
that  the  safety  of  this  army  is  not  to  be  imperiled  by  any  citizens,  no 
matter  how  hard  their  friends  may  ])lead.  I  understand  you  have  four 
regiments  besides  the  Fifty- third  Indiana,  which  should  join  General 
Blair  as  he  passeJi  Marietta  en  route  for  Boswell  to-morrow  or  next  day. 
Instruct  your  men  not  to  fear  cavalry.  Infantry  can  take  to  the  bushes 
and  hills  so  quickly  that  they  are  safe  against  any  odds  of  cavalry,  and 
by  waylaying  the  road  at  known  points  can  defeat  cavalry  by  firing 
from  ambush.

I  regard  Allatoona  of  the  first  importance  in  our  future  plans.  It  is 
a  second  Chattanooga;  its  front  and  rear  are  vsusceptible  of  easy  defense 
and  its  flanks  are  strong.  The  post  properly  extends  from  the  Etowah 
to  Allatoona  Depot,  and  flanks  the  Pnmiikiu  Vine  and  Allatoona  Creeks, 
embracing  a  space  wherein  can  be  accumulated  supplies  that  would 
make  a  raid  to  our  rear  less  to  be  feared,  giving  us  the  means  of  living 
till  repairs  could  be  made.  I  want  you  to  study  it  in  all  its  bearings.  As 
long  as  our  army  is  in  front,  in  good  order,  of  course  nothing  could 
threaten  Allatoona,  and  then  its  garrison  should  scour  the  country  for 
miles  around,  especially  ui)  the  Pumpkin  Vine  and  Euharlee  Creeks 
and  in  the  direction  of  Noonday  and  Canton.  Everything  in  the  nature 
of  grain,  forage,  and  vegetables  should  be  collected.  No  suspicious 
citizens  should  be  allowed  near  the  railroad  or  in  the  country.  The 
safety  of  this  army  must  not  be  imperiled  by  citizens.  If  you  enter¬ 
tain  a  bare  suspicion  against  any  family  send  it  to  the  North.  Any 
loafer  or  suspieious  person  seen  at  any  time  should  be  imprisoned  and 
sent  ofi*.  If  guerrillas  trouble  the  road  or  wires  between  Kingston  and 
Acworth,  they  should  be  shot  without  mercy.  Bowland’s  Springs, 
Laughing  Gal,  Canton,  and  Dallas  should  receive  sudden  and  unex¬ 
pected  visits  by  night  by  parties  about  200  strong.  I  will  soon  be  in 
motion  again  and  will  feel  more  confidence  that  I  know  you  are  at 
Allatoona.

Marietta.,  Ga.: 

I  have  ordered  three  regiments  at  Marietta  and  a  brigade  at  Kenesaw. 
This  brigade  will  come  to  Marietta  in  case  of  danger  to  the  depot,  but 
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Kenesaw  is  selected  on  account  of  its  security  and  proximity,  and 
troops  are  more  easily  disciplined  in  camp  than  in  a  town.  Although 
you  are  chiefly  needed  as  a  town  guard  and  to  handle  stores,  you  should 
not  neglect  the  military  duties.  Always  be  prepared  for  a  da^sh  of 
cavalry.  Occupy  the  court-house  and  barricade  and  loophole  tlie  doors 
and  windows ;  also  make  a  good  ladder  to  the  root^  and  make  the  balus¬ 
trade  bullet-proof,  so  that  a  party  of  men  on  its  roof  could  sweep  the 
streets.  Other  houses  should  also  be  selected  and  prepared  near  the 
railroad  dei)ot.  A  few  hours’  work  will  convert  any  good  brick  or  stone 
house  into  a  citadel.  Arms  and  ammunition  should  always  be  kept 
handy,  and  i)ickets  kept  Avell  out  to  give  notice.  All  citizens  of  Avhom 
you  entertain  the  least  suspicion  should  be  sent  IS^orth,  no  matter  the 
seeming  hardships.  The  safety  of  our  depot  must  not  depend  upon  the 
pleasure  and  convenience  of  citizens.  Should  any  one  be  caught  molest¬ 
ing  our  road,  telegraph  Avires,  or  our  stores,  he  should  be  disposed  of 
finally  and  summarily,  especially  if  disguised  in  the  garb  of  a  citizen.

Preliminary  steps  having  already  begun,  the  following  general  plan 
will  be  observed  and  adhered  to : 

I.  Major-General  Thomas  will  prepare  to  cross  his  army  at  Powers’ 
and  Pace’s  Ferries,  and  take  position  out  from  the  Chattahoochee  Eiver, 
until  he  controls  the  country  from  Island  Creek  to  Kyle’s  Bridge,  over 
Nancy’s  Creek,  but  Avill  not  move  the  whole  of  General  Palmer’s  and 
General  Hooker’s  corps  across  until  he  hears  that  General  Stoneman  is 
back  from  his  present  expedition.  He  will  endeavor  to  proAude  Gen¬ 
eral  Stoneman  enough  pontoon  boats,  balks,  and  chesses  to  make  one 
bridge.  He  will  dispose  of  General  McCook’s  cavalry  and  detachments 
of  his  own  infantry  to  watch  the  Chattahoochee  about  the  old  railroad 
crossing. 

II.  As  soon  as  General  Stoneman  returns  he  will  dispose  his  cavalry 
to  Avatch  the  Chattahoochee  at  Turner’s  Ferry  and  about  the  mouth  of 
Nickajack,  connecting  by  patrols  A\ith  General  McCook,  and  will,  if 
possible,  procure  enough  pontoons  to  make  a  bridge  ready  on  the  first 
chance  to  cross  the  river  about  Howell’s  or  SandtoAvn,  and  break  the 
Atlanta  and  West  Point  railroad  and  telegraph. 

III.  Major-General  Schofield,  after  having  well  secured  his  crossiog- 
place  at  Phillips’,  Avill  move  out  tOAvard  Cross  Keys  until  he  controls 
the  ridge  between  Island  and  Nancy’s  Creeks  and  the  road  represented 
as  leading  from  Eoswell  to  Buck  Head. 

IV.  Major-General  Blair  will  immediately,  on  the  return  of  Major- 
General  Stoneman,  move  rapidly  to  Eoswell  and  join  his  army.  Major- 
General  McPherson  will  then  move  his  command  out,  either  by  the 
Cross  Keys  road  or  the  old  Hightower  trail,  until  he  is  abreast  of 
Major-General  Schofield,  and  General  Garrard,  with  his  cavalry,  Acill 
scout  from  McAfee’s  Bridge  toward  Pinckneyville,  and  if  no  enemy  is 
there  in  force  will  picket  McAfee’s  Bridge  and  take  post  on  General 
McPherson’s  left,  about  Buchanan’s. 

V.  The  whole  army  will  thus  form  a  concave  line  behind  Nancy’s 
Creek,  extending  from  Kyle’s  Bridge  to  Buchanan’s,  but  no  attemjjt  will 
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be  made  to  form  a  lino  of  battle.  Each  army  will  form  a  unit  and  con¬ 
nect  with  its  neighbor  by  a  line  of  ihckets.  Should  the  enemy  assume 
the  offensive  at  any  point,  which  is  not  expected  until  we  reach  below 
Peach  Tree  Creek,  the  neighboring  army  will  at  once  assist  the  one 
attacked.  All  preliminary  steps  may  at  once  be  made,  but  no  corjis 
need  move  to  any  great  distance  from  the  river  until  advised  that 
General  Stoueman  is  back. 

VI.  Major-General  Thomas  will  study  well  the  country  toward  Decatur 
via  Buck  Head,  Major-General  Schofield  to  a  point  of  the  railroad  four 
miles  northeast  of  Decatur,  and  Major-General  McPherson  and  General 
Garrard  that  toward  Stone  Mountain.  Each  army  should  leave  be¬ 
hind  the  Chattahoochee  River,  at  its  bridge  or  at  Marietta,  all  wagons 
or  incumbrances  not  absolutely  needed  tor  battle.  A  week’s  work 
after  crossing  the  Chattahoochee  should  determine  the  first  object 
aimed  at,  viz,  the  possession  of  the  Atlanta  and  Augusta  road  east  of 
Decatur,  or  of  Atlanta  itself.

IV ashmgton,  D.  C. : 

In  view  of  the  possible  recurrence  of  the  late  raid  into  Maryland,  I 
would  suggest  that  the  following  precautions  be  taken :  First.  There 
should  be  an  immediate  call  for  all  the  troops  we  are  likely  to  require. 
Second.  Washington  City,  Baltimore,  and  Harper’s  Ferry  should  be 
designated  as  schools  of  instruction,  and  all  troops  raised  east  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  should  be  sent  to  one  of  these  three  places  as  fast  as 
raised.  Nashville,  Decatur,  and  Stevenson  should  also  be  named  as 
schools  of  instruction,  and  all  troops  raised  in  Ohio  and  west  of  it 
should  be  sent  to  those.  By  doing  this  we  always  have  the  benefit  of 
our  increased  force,  and  they  in  turn  improve  more  rapidly  by  contact 
with  veteran  troops.  To  supply  Sherman,  all  the  rolling-stock  that  can 
possibly  be  got  to  him  should  be  sent.  An  effort  ought  to  be  made  to 
transfer  a  large  portion  of  stores  now  at  Nashville  to  Chattanooga. 
This  might  be  facilitated  by  withdrawing  for  awhile  the  rolling-stock 
from  the  Nashville  and  Reynoldsburg  Railroad,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
stock  upon  the  Kentucky  roads.  There  is  every  indication  noAv,  judg¬ 
ing  from  the  tone  of  the  Southern  press,  that,  unless  Johnston  is  re¬ 
enforced,  Atlanta  will  not  be  defended.  They  seem  to  calculate  largely 
upon  driving  Sherman  out  by  keeping  his  lines  of  communication  cut. 
If  he  can  supply  himself  once  with  ordnance  and  quartermaster’s  stores, 
and  partially  with  subsistence,  he  will  find  no  difficulty  in  staying  until 
a  permanent  line  can  be  opened  with  the  south  coast.  Tlie  road  from 
Chattanooga  to  Atlanta  will  be  much  more  easily  defended  than  tliat 
north  of  the  Tennessee.  With  the  supplies  above  indicated  at  Chatta¬ 
nooga,  Avith,  say,  sixty  days’  provisions  there,  I  think  there  Avill  be  no 
doubt  but  that  the  country  will  supply  the  balance.  Sherman  Avill, 
once  in  Atlanta,  devote  himself  to  collecting  the  resources. of  the  coun¬ 
try.  He  will  take  everything  the  people  have,  and  will  then  issue  from 
the  stores  so  collected  to  rich  and  poor  alike.  As  he  will  take  all  their 
stock,  they  Avill  have  no  use  for  grain  further  than  is  necessary  for 
bread.  If  the  enemy  do  not  detach  from  here  against  Sherman,  they 
will,  in  case  Atlanta  falls,  bring  most  of  Johnston’s  army  here  Avith  the 
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exi)eetati()ii  of  driving  us  out,  and  tlien  unite  against  Sherman.  Tliey 
will  fail  if  they  attemi)t  this  programme.  My  greatest  fear  is  of  their 
sending  trooi)s  to  Johnston  first.  Sherman  ought  to  be  notified  of  the 
])ossil)ility  of  a  corps  going  from  here,  and  should  be  prepared  to  take 
up  a  good  defensive  position  in  case  one  is  sent — one  which  he  could 
hold  against  such  increase.  If  Hunter  cannot  get  to  Gordonsville  and 
Charlottesville  to  cut  the  railroad,  he  should  make  all  the  valley  south 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  road  a  desert  as  high  ip)  as  possible.  I  do 
not  mean  that  houses  should  be  burned,  but  all  proAusions  and  stock 
should  be  remoA^ed,  and  the  people  notified  to  moA^e  out.

He  gives  but  little 
news,  and  says  the  guard  at  Columbus  and  West  Point  are  not  over 
500  each.  Heard  nothing  from  Mobile  or  Montgomery  on  his  way  up. 
A  scout  in  from  Atlanta  Avith  dates  to  3  p.  m.  13th  says  Bragg  and 
staff  had  arrived,  and  Kirbj^  Smith,  with  20,000,  was  exi)ected  from 
Meridian.  All  bosh  of  course.  All  newsi)ax)ers  have  quit  Atlanta  ex¬ 
cept  the  Memphis  Aj^Deal.  That,  I  suxipose,  is  tired  of  moving,  and 
wants  to  be  let  alone.

I  have  a  letter  from  Major-General  Stoneman,  dated  13th,  at  Moore’s 
Bridge,  on  the  Chattahoochee.  He  had  captured  the  scouts  and 
drove  off’  the  bridge  guard  before  he  could  burn  it.  This  bridge  is 
twenty-five  miles  below  Campbellton,  on  the  road  from  Carrollton  to  New- 
nan.  General  Stoneman  said,  at  daylight  next  morning,  viz,  yesterday, 
he  could  make  a  demonstration  on  the  railroad  ten  miles  out.  He 
captured  a  courier  to  the  bridge  guard,  saying  that  a  Yankee  force  was 
coming,  but  the  bridge  must  be  held  at  all  hazards  till  the  re-enforce¬ 
ments  arrived.

I  have  heard  from  General  Stoneman.  He  attempted  to  cross  at 
Moore’s  Bridge,  but  encountered  too  much  artillery,  and  thought  it 
imxirudent  to  attemx)t,  lest  he  might  not  get  back.  He  is  now  near 
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Villa  Eica,  aucl  will  move  tliis  evening  to  Sweet  Water.  I  have  ordered 
him  to  come  on  over  to  Turner’s  Ferry  and  relieve  General  Blair,  whom 
I  have  ordered  to  draw  out  of  sight  of  the  enemy  to-night  and  move  to¬ 
morrow  for  Eoswell.  You  may  therefore  make  all  preparations  to  cross 
at  Pace’s  Ferry  to-morrow  night  or  next  morning  and  move  out  to  con¬ 
trol  the  bridge  over  Nancy’s  Creek.  I  will  move  my  headquarters  to¬ 
morrow  to  Powers’  Ferry.  The  redoubt  from  which  General  McCook 
is  to  control  the  lower  bridge  over  Peach  Tree  Creek  should  be  prepared 
for  him  to-night  by  infantry.  Cavalry  cannot  work  on  parapets  to¬ 
morrow.

Camp  near  Villa  Eica,  July  15.,  1864, 

Major-General  Sherman  : 

General  :  As  I  indicated  to  you  in  my  last  note,  we  completed  the 
bridge  (Moore’s),  and  were  ready  to  cross  at  daybreak  yesterday  morn¬ 
ing,  but  before  we  essayed  it  a  report  came  from  Major  Buck,  in  com¬ 
mand  of  a  battalion  seven  miles  above,  that  the  enemy  had  been  cross¬ 
ing  above  him  on  a  boat  or  a  bridge,  and  that  his  pickets  had  been  cut 
off.  I,  of  course,  made  preparations  accordingly,  and  found  that  the 
report  originated  in  the  sound  made  by  the  enemy  crossing  a  bridge 
over  a  creek  on  the  other  side  of  the  river,  and  nearly  opposite  to  Major 
Buck.  On  attempting  to  cross  the  bridge  the  enemy  opened  upon  it 
with  four  pieces  of  artillery  from  the  edge  of  the  timbers  on  the  oppo¬ 
site  side  and  made  an  endeavor  to  retake  their  rifle-pits  near  the  water’s 
edge.  Deeming  it  inexpedient  to  push  our  endeavors  farther,  and 
knowing  that  it  was  easier  to  retain  the  men  long  enough  to  burn  the 
bridge  than  to  get  them  back  again  after  they  had  been  driven  off,  I 
ordered  the  bridge  to  be  burned  and  the  boats  that  had  been  collected 
there  for  security  destroyed.  During  the  day  I  sent  scouts  down  the 
Tiver  to  within  thirteen  miles  of  Franklin,  where  there  is  another 
bridge,  and  found  neither  ford  nor  ferry-boats,  and  in  the  evening  came 
to  this  point.  We  shall  remain  here  and  graze  during  the  day,  and  in 
the  evening  move  to  the  vicinity  of  Sweet  Water  Town,  or  within 
eight  miles  of  it.  Colonel  Biddle,  who  w^as  left  with  his  brigade  at 
Campbellton,  reports  the  enemy  quite  strong  at  that  point,  with  two 
guns  of  long  range  in  each  of  the  two  redoubts  on  the  opposite  bluff, 
which  are  opened  upon  him  wiienever  any  of  his  men  show  themselves. 
We  get  plenty  of  forage  for  the  horses,  beef,  and  blackberries,  and  some 
bacon  for  the  men,  and  are  getting  on  finely.  We  want  horseshoes  and 
nails,  and  a  little  time  where  we  can  avail  ourselves  of  a  blacksmith 
shop  to  fit  the  shoes,  to  complete  the  cavalry  and  make  it  ready  for  any 
service.  The  artillery,  however,  want  better  horses  and  better  ammu¬ 
nition,  as  the  horses  they  have  would  be  unable  to  make  long  consecu¬ 
tive  marches,  and  the  ammunition  is  but  little  better  than  solid-shot.  I 
Was  very  anxious  to  strike  the  railroad  from  personal  as  Avell  as  other  con¬ 
siderations,  but  I  became  convinced  that  to  attempt  it  w^ould  incur 
risks  inadequate  to  the  results,  and  unless  we  could  hold  the  bridge,  as 
well  as  penetrate  into  the  country,  the  risk  of  capture  or  dispersion, 
with  loss  of  animals  (as  I  could  hear  of  no  ford),  was  almost  certain. 
It  is  impossible  to  move  without  every  step  w^e  take  being  known, 
women  as  w^ell  as  men  acting  as  scouts  and  messengers.  I  have  sent 
to  the  rear  about  40  prisoners,  1  of  them  the  commander  of  the  picket 
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at  tlie  bridge  on  this  side,  and  16  or  17  of  them  i>ickets  and  scouts  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  bridge.  I  am  unable  to  say  how  much  force  is  opposite 
to  us,  but  from  what  can  be  seen  and  I  can  hear,  I  am  convinced  it  is  no 
inconsiderable  one.

General  :  I  send  you  a  map*  of  the  country  which  I  reconnoitered 
yesterday.  Sandy  Spring  Camp-Ground  is  an  important  center  of  roads. 
It  is  situated  just  at  the  head  of  Island  Creek.  The  main  road  from  that 
point  appears  to  lead  toward  Pinckney ville  at  McAfee’s  Bridge.  No 
doubt  the  road  to  Cross  Keys  leaves  it  only  a  short  distance  beyond  the 
camp  ground.  There  are  no  people  left  in  the  country  except  a  few  ig¬ 
norant  women  and  children.  Hence,  it  is  impossible  to  get  accurate  in¬ 
formation  except  by  actual  reconnaissance.  As  soon  as  I  receive  infor¬ 
mation  that  the  general  movement  is  to  commence  as  directed  in  your 
Field  Orders,  No.  35, 1  propose  to  move  my  command  to  the  camp  ground, 
and  then  reconnoiter  toward  Pinckneyville,  Cross  Keys,  and  Buck  Head 
until  I  find  the  ground  you  desire  me  to  occupy,  and  its  relation  to  that 
to  be  occupied  by  Generals  Thomas  and  McPherson.

I  have  ordered  him  to  hurry 
and  relieve  you.  Haul  out  of  sight  all  your  guns  to-night  ready  in  the 
morning  to  move  to  Eoswell.  You  can  save  mu(ih  distance  by  coming 
by  my  headquarters  and  taking  a  road  near  the  Chattahoochee,  but  the 
main  Marietta  road  is  plainer  and  easier  for  wagons  and  it  may  be  is 
best.

The  bulk  of  your  force  can  move  out  at  any  time  you  may 
select;  the  pickets  being  unencumbered  can  rapidly  join  them  after  being 
relieved.  All  necessary  arrangements  have  been  made  to  provide  the 
men  with  rations  at  their  camp  to-morrow  night.  The  general  desires 
you  to  give  the  men  the  advantage  of  the  cooler  portions  of  the  day  as 
much  as  possible.

The  attempted  invasion  of  Maryland  having  failed  to  give  the  enemy 
a  firm  foothold  North,  they  are  now  returning,  with  possibly  25,000  troops. 
All  the  men  they  have  here,  beyond  a  sufficiency  to  hold  their  strong 
fortifications,  will  be  ah  element  of  weakness  to  eat  up  their  sup¬ 
plies.  It  is  not  improbable,  therefore,  that  you  will  find  in  the  next 
fortnight  re-enforcements  in  your  front  to  the  number  indicated  above. 
I  advise,  therefore,  that  if  you  get  to  Atlanta  you  set  about  destroying 
the  railroads  as  far  to  the  east  and  south  of  you  as  possible;  collect  all 
tlie  stores  of  the  country  for  your  own  use,  and  select  a  point  that  you 
can  hold  until  help  can  be  had.  I  shall  make  a  desperate  effort  to  get 
a  position  here  which  will  hold  the  enemy  without  the  necessity  of  so 
many  men.

Georgia,  via  Chattanooga: 

My  dear  General  :  Yours  of  the  9th  is  just  received.  If  I  have 
written  you  no  encouragement  or  advice”  it  has  been  mainly  because 
you  have  not  wanted  either.  Your  operations  thus  far  have  been  the 
admiration  of  all  military  men ;  and  they  prove  what  energy  and  skill 
combined  can  accomplish,  while  either  without  the  other  may  utterly 
fail.  In  the  second  place,  I  must  be  exceedingly  cautious  about  making 
military  suggestions  not.  through  General  Grant.  While  the  general 
himself  is  free  from  petty  jealousies,  he  has  men  about  him  who  would 
gladly  make  difficulties  between  us.  I  know  that  they  have  tried  it 
several  times,  but  I  do  not  think  they  wiU  succeed.  Nevertheless,  I 
think  it  weU  to  act  with  caution.  I  therefore  make  all  suggestions  to 
him  and  receive  his  orders.  In  my  present  position  I  cannot  assume 
responsibility  except  in  matters  of  mere  administration  or  in  way  of 
a’dvice.  The  position  is  not  an  agreeable  one,  but  I  am  willing  to  serve 
wherever  the  Government  thinks  I  can  be  most  useful. 

As  you  will  learn  from  the  newspapers,  we  have  just  escaped  another 
formidable  raid  on  Baltimore  and  Washington.  As  soon  as  Hunter 
retreated  southwest  from  Lynchburg  the  road  to  W ashington  was  open 
to  the  rebels,  and  I  predicted  to  General  Grant  that  a  raid  would  be 
made.  But  he  would  not  believe  that  Ewell’s  corps  had  left  his  front

till  it  had  been  gone  more  than  two  weeks  and  had  already  reached 
Maryland.  He  was  deceived  by  the  fact  that  prisoners  captured  about 
Petersburg  represented  themselves  as  belonging  to  Ewell’s  old  cor])s, 
being  so  ordered  no  doubt  by  their  officers.  We  had  nothing  left  for 
the  defense  of  Washington  and  Baltimore  but  militia,  invalids,  and 
convalescents,  re-enforced  by  armed  clerks  and  quartermaster’s  em¬ 
ployes.  As  the  lines  about  Washington  alone  are  thirty-seven  and  a 
lialf  miles  in  length,  laid  ont  by  McClellan  for  an  army  of  150,000,  you 
may  judge  that  with  15,000  such  defenders  we  were  in  no  little  danger 
of  losing  the  capital  or  Baltimore,  attacked  by  a  veteran  force  of 
30,000.  Fortunately  the  Sixth  Corps,  under  Wright,  arrived  just  in  the 
nick  of  time,  and  the  enemy  did  not  attempt  an  assault. 

Entr.e  nous.  I  fear  Grant  has  made  a  fatal  mistake  in  putting  him¬ 
self  south  of  James  Eiver.  He  cannot  now  reach  Eichmond  without 
taking  Petersburg,  which  is  strongly  fortified,  crossing  the  Appomat¬ 
tox  and  recrossing  the  J ames.  Moreover,  by  placing  his  army  south 
of  Eichmond  he  opens  the  capital  and  the  whole  ISTorth  to  rebel  raids. 
Lee  can  at  any  time  detach  30,000  or  40,000  men  without  our  knowing 
it  till  Ave  are  actually  threatened.  I  hope  we  may  yet  have  full  success, 
but  I  find  that  many  of  Grant’s  general  officers  think  the  campaign 
already  a  failure.  Perseverance,  however,  may  compensate  for  all 
errors  and  overcome  all  obstacles.  So  mote  it  be. 

Be  assured,  general,  that  all  your  friends  here  feel  greatly  gratified 
with  your  operations,  and  I  have  not  heard  the  usual  growling  and 
fault-finding  by  outsiders.  I  have  twice  presented  in  writing  your 
name  for  major-general  regular  army,  but  for  some  reason  the  matter 
still  hangs  fire.

III.  To-morrow  morning,  July  17,  the  corps  will  move  to  position  be¬ 
tween  Island  Greek  and  Nancy’s  Greek,  covering  the  roads  from  John¬ 
son’s  Ferry  toward  Gross  Keys  and  Buck  Head.  General  Gox  will 
move  in  advance  and  will  march  at  7  a.  m.  General  Gox  will  first  move 
to  Sandy  Spring  Gamp-Ground,  take  position  at  that  place,  and  send 
forward  a  brigade  toward  Gross  Keys,  with  orders  to  reconnoiter  as  far 
as  Nancy’s  Greek,  and  will  await  further  orders  before  moving  his  divis¬ 
ion  beyond  the  camp  ground. 

General  Hascall  will  move  along  the  road  from  his  present  position 
toward  the  camp -ground  until  he  reaches  the  Atlanta  or  Buck  Head 
road,  take  position  at  that  iioint,  and  send  a  brigade  to  reconnoiter  to¬ 
ward  Buck  Head,  as  far  as  the  main  ridge  between  Island  Greek  and 
Nancy’s  Greek.  This  brigade  will  endeavor  to  communicate  with  Gen¬ 
eral  Thomas’  left,  along  the  ridge,  also  with  the  brigade  of  General  Gox, 
sent  to  reconnoiter  toward  Gross  Keys. 

General  Gox  will  also  send  a  regiment  from  the  camp-ground  to  re¬ 
connoiter  toward  Pinckneyville  and  open  communication  with  the  right 
of  General  McPherson,  who  is  expected  to  move  from  Eoswell  toward 
Decatur,  until  he  comes  into  position  on  our  left.  General  Gox  will 
leave  his  dismounted  cavalry  brigade  and  a  battery  to  guard  the  bridge 
at  Isham’s  Ford  and  such  trains  as  may  be  left  at  this  point.  The 
brigade  will  be  strongly  intrenched  on  the  commanding  points  near  the 
bridge,  and  will  hold  their  jiosition  at  all  hazards.  The  ordinary  bag¬ 
gage  trains  and  division  ordnance  trains  will  move  with  the  troops. 
Other  trains,  when  not  moving  to  or  from  the  depot,  will  be  parked  on 
the  east  bank  of  the  Ghattahoochee,  immediately  under  the  guns  of  the 
bridge  guard.  Hereafter  in  sending  trains  to  the  depot  for  supplies 
special  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  their  capture  or  destruction. 
The  trains  of  the  two  divisions  will  habitually  move  together,  under  a 
common  guard,  the  strength  of  which  will  be  determined  at  these  head¬ 
quarters,  according  to  information  which  may  be  had  at  the  time.  No 
trains  will  be  sent  to  the  rear  without  orders  from  the  commanding 
general.

VII.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intention  of  Special  Field 
Orders,  No.  35,  headquarters  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi,  the 
following  movements  will  take  place : 
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1.  The  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  Maj.  Gen.  John  A.  Logan  command¬ 
ing,  will  move  out  from  its  present  position  at  5.30  a.  m.  to-morrow  on 
the  road  leading  to  Cross  Keys,  following  this  road  to  a  point  near 
Providence  Church,  where  he  will  take  a  left-hand  road  (sometimes 
called  the  upper  Decatur  road)  and  proceed  on  this  until  he  reaches 
Kancy’s  Creek,  where  he  will  take  up  a  good  position  on  each  side  of 
the  road  and  go  into  bivouac. 

2.  The  Left  Wing,  Sixteenth  Army  Corps,  Maj.  Gen.  G.  M.  Dodge 
commanding,  will  follow  immediately  after  the  Fifteenth  Corps  on  the 
Cross  Keys  road  to  Kancy’s  Creek,  where  he  will  take  up  a  good  posi¬ 
tion  on  each  side  of  the  road  and  go  into  bivouac.  He  mil  direct  the 
Ninth  Illinois  Mounted  Infantry  to  feel  out  from  his  right  for  Major- 
General  SchofiekUs  command,  and  will  endeavor  to  keep  open  a  line  of 
communication  by  means  of  vedettes.  The  pickets  of  the  Fifteenth  and 
Sixteenth  Corps  should  connect. 

3.  Maj.  Gen.  F.  P.  Blair,  on  his  arrival  at  the  bridge  with  his  com¬ 
mand,  will  follow  the  rest  of  the  army,  and  report  to  the  major-general 
commanding  for  special  instructions. 

4.  Brigadier-General  Garrard,  commanding  cavalry  division,  will 
move  his  command  at  5.30  a.  m.  to-morrow,  crossing  McAfee’s  Bridge, 
and  will  push  out  to  the  vicinity  of  Buchanan’s,  near  the  headwaters  of 
Nancy’s  Creek,  and  take  up  a  position  covering  the  roads  to  his  left  and 
front.  He  will  also  feel  to  the  right  and  open  communication  with  the 
Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  He  will  also  leave  a  sufficient  guard  for  Mc¬ 
Afee’s  Bridge,  and  one  regiment  to  be  stationed  near  Roswell  to  form 
part  of  the  guard  for  trains  and  to  patrol  the  country  in  the  vicinity. 
The  trains  will  be  compactly  parked,  in  the  most  secure  position  which 
can  be  found,  as  near  the  bridge  as  practicable. 

5.  Each  corps  commander  will  leave  one  good  regiment  of  infantry 
to  form  the  guard  for  the  train.  The  regiment  from  the  Sixteenth 
Corps  will  take  post  at  the  bridge  on  the  west  side,  and  the  other  two 
regiments,  one  from  the  Fifteentli  and  one  from  the  Seventeenth,  will 
remain  immediately  with  the  trains. 

6.  Great  vigilance  must  be  exercised  by  the  guard  to  prevent  the 
train  from  being  surprised  by  the  enemy’s  cavalry. 

7.  All  wagons  and  incumbrances  not  needed  for  battle  must  be  left 
behind. 

8.  The  supply  train  of  the  cavalry  division  will  be  parked  with  the

To-day  we  have  moved  out  from  the  Chattahoochee  to  Nancy’s  Creek, 
General  Thomas  on  the  right  from  Pace’s  Ferry,  toward  Atlanta ;  Gen¬ 
eral  Schofield  in  the  center,  near  Cross  Keys,  and  General  McPherson 
on  the  left  near  General  Schofield.  To-morinw  I  propose  to  advance 
General  Thomas  to  Peach  Tree  Creek,  about  Buck  Head ;  General  Scho¬ 
field  on  the  Decatur  road,  and  General  McPherson  to  the  vicinity  of 
the  railroad  east  of  Decatur,  and  his  cavalry  division,  under  Garrard, 
will  break  the  railroad.  If  we  can  break  the  railroad  I  propose  to 
place  the  left  wing  across  it,  near  Decatur,  and  break  up  the  railroad 
eastward  as  far  as  cavalry  can  operate  with  prudence.

General  :  General  Schofield  has  just  been  here  and  describes  his 
position  as  on  Kancy’s  Creek,  his  pickets  on  south  side,  near  Cross  Keys, 
about  the  lots  304,  315,  and  316. 

General  McPherson  is  on  the  road  from  Eoswell  to  Decatur,  his 
advance  about  lot  326,  about  a  mile  above  General  Schofield.  General 
Schofield  says  that  the  road  represented  on  our  maps  as  from  Eoswell 
to  Buck  Head  is  a  broad,  well  traveled  road  and  has  a  branch  about  lot 
Ko.  94,  leading  to  Pace’s  Ferry.  This  corresponds  with  what  General 
Corse  tells  me,  that  you  found  a  large  road  branching  to  the  left  soon 
after  leaving  Pace’s  Ferry.  It  is  well  to  mark  this  road,  as  it  may  be 
useful  to  us.  General  Howard  can  take  a  good  road  from  here  to  Buck 
Head,  starting  at  his  present  front  and  moving  southeast  to  the  main 
road  from  Eoswell  to  Buck  Head,  just  before  it  crosses  Kancy’s  Creek. 
Approaching  Buck  Head  from  this  quarter  about  the  same  time  that  Gen¬ 
erals  Schofield  and  McPherson  get  to  the  Peach  Tree  from  the  east, 
vv  ill  of  course  relieve  any  pressure  you  may  encounter  on  the  main  road. 

General  Schofield  will  move  early  for  the  Peach  Tree  road  in  front 
of  Cross  Keys,  and  take  post  about  lots  239,  247,  and  272,  with  pickets 
forward  as  far  as  196,  and  General  McPherson  will  seek  for  position  in 
the  valley  of  Korth  Fork  of  Peach  Tree,  about  267,  266,  284,  285,  and 
send  General  Garrard  to  break  the  road  and  telegrajih. 

You  should  leave  a  corps  in  fi?ont  of  Donaldson’s,  and  have  the  other 
two  as  early  as  possible  at  and  in  front  of  Buck  Head.  Then  feel  down 
strong  to  Peach  Tree  and  see  what  is  there.  A  vigorous  demonstration 
should  be  made,  and  caution  your  commanders  not  to  exhibit  any  of 
the  signs  of  a  halt  or  pause,  as  in  that  event  too  much  resistance  would  be 
made  on  the  other  flank.  You  know  the  reasons  for  the  utmost  activity 
and  1  need  not  repeat  them.  Let  all  your  commanders  have  full  orders 
to-night,  and  before  joining  General  Schofield  in  the  morning  I  will 
point  out  to  General  Howard  the  road  by  which  he  can  reach  Buck 
Head  in  five  miles  from  here.  Give  orders  as  soon  as  any  head  of  col¬ 
umn  reaches  Buck  Head  to  feel  up  the  Peach  Tree  road  for  General 
Schofield,  who  will  surely  be  in  position  before  your  troops  can  be.

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than  half  a  mile  in  yonr  front  where  the  Eoswell  Factory  road  comes  in 
on  the  left,  by  which  road  General  McPherson’s  force,  or  part  of  it, 
may  be  expected.  A  road  runs  off  to  the  right  a  mile  from  here,  near 
Wade’s  house,  following  the  ridge  down  between  Island  and  Nancy’s 
Creeks.  Some  rebel  cavalry  are  on  this  road,  which  is  a  mere  cross¬ 
road.  Eeport  any  information  you  may  get,  either  as  to  roads  or  the 
enemy.  I  have  not  yet  received  definite  orders  as  to  the  iiosition  the 
division  shall  assume.  Do  not  display  more  force  than  is  necessary.

General  :  Colonel  Eeilly  is  about  one  mile  and  a  half  in  front  at  the 
forks  of  the  Atlanta  and  Cross  Keys  roads.  The  former  leads  along 
the  ridge  between  Island  and  Nancy’s  Creeks,  and  unites  with  the  one 
you  are  moving  Hascall  on  at  Burdett’s,  about  three  miles  from  Sandy 
Creek  Camp-Ground,  and  a  little  more  from  Eeilly.  The  road  Cameron 
moved  out  on  is  only  a  plantation  road.  Some  cavahy  of  the  enemy 
are  in  Eeilly’s  front  on  both  roads,  and  some  are  seen  in  front  of  Cam¬ 
eron  also.  I  have  halted  Eeilly,  ordering  him  to  send  smaller  recon¬ 
naissances  on  both  roads  before  him.  The  Eoswell  road  comes  in  about 
a  mile  in  front  of  him,  but  the  best  Eoswell  road  is  said  to  be  that 
which  comes  in  here.  The  triangle  of  roads  from  Burdett’s  is  about 
two  miles  base  on  this  road,  three  miles  on  your  road,  and  three  and  a 
half  or  four  from  Eeilly.  This  information  is  from  a  citizen  here,  who 
seems  honest.  No  news  of  McPherson.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  herewith  a  sketch*  of  my  posi¬ 
tion,  together  with  arei)ort  from  Brig.  Gen.  K.  Garrard,  giving  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  his  troops  and  his  operations  for  to-day.  We  have  met  nothing 
but  cavalry,  and  few  of  them,  except  in  front  of  Dodge  on  the  Atlanta 
and  Boswell  road,  where  DibrelFs  brigade,  with  one  or  two  pieces  of 
artillery,  was  posted  to  check  an  advance  across  Nancy’s  Greek.  They 
gave  way,  however,  very  easily  when  Dodge’s  infantry  and  artillery 
came  up  to  the  support  of  the  Ninth  Illinois,  mounted,  Lieutenant-Col¬ 
onel  Phillips  commanding,  and  we  had  no  difficulty  in  pushing  our  skir¬ 
mishers  across  the  creek  and  onto  the  opposite  ridge.  They  had  all 
the  main  roads,  by-roads,  lanes,  and  paths  picketed,  and  in  many  cases 
it  looks  as  though  it  was  more  to  prevent  their  own  men  from  escaping 
than  to  give  notice  of  our  advance.

General  :  I  am  in  camxi  about  a  mile  on  the  left  of  your  line.  I  left 
Colonel  Long  with  tw^o  regiments  of  his  brigade  at  the  bridge  to  picket 
the  Stone  Mountain  and  the  Pinckney  road,  and  to  guard  the  bridge. 
Colonel  Minty’s  left  rests  near  Buchanan’s,  and  the  Peach  Tree  road,  and 
all  roads  leading  from  the  Peach  Tree  road  toward  the  river  on  the  left 
are  picketed.  Patrols  have  been  out  well  to  the  front,  and  find  but  few 
rebels,  and  most  of  their  tracks  lead  toward  Atlanta  or  Buck  Head.  I 
learn  since  being  here  that  there  are  two  Cross  Keys.  The  one  on  the 
maps  is  tlie  old  one,  where  there  Avas  a  post-office  some  years  since,  but 
the  name  and  the  post-office  were  transferred  to  the  present  position, 
some  foui*  miles  to  the  east.  This  Avill  account  for  the  fact  that  both 
you  and  I  are  so  near  Cross  Keys.  We  are  some  tour  or  five  miles  east 
of  the  point  laid  down  on  the  map  as  Cross  Keys,  and  about  where  Ave 
AA  ere  ordered.  Buchanan’s  is  only  one  house.  Please  send  this  to  Gen¬ 
eral  McPherson.  My  headquarters  are  on  a  road  leading  out  from  your 
left,  or  about  half  a  mile  in  front  of  a  road  leading  just  behind  your 
line,  near  the  house  of  a  Mr.  Chester.

Memoranda  to  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  36 :  The  map  composed  of 
two  parts  of  the  official  comj)ilatioii  made  at  Marietta  July  o  and  11, 
1804,  is  the  best  and  will  be  the  standard  for  orders  issued  from  these 
lieadquarters.  Asa  general  rule,  old  roads  will  be  found  to  lead  to  De¬ 
catur,  but  new  roads  to  Atlanta.  The  general  country  is  very  liilly 
and  stony,  but  improves  south  and  east  as  we  approach  the  head  of  the 
Ocmulgee.  Peach  Tree  Creek  is  considerable  of  a  stream,  but  ford¬ 
able  at  all  iioints  east  of  the  main  road  from  Buck  Head  to  Atlanta. 
The  lirst  real  lines  to  be  found  will  be  on  the  Old  Peach  Tree  road, 
A\  liich  starts  at  Turner’s  Ferry,  keeps  near  the  Chattahoochee,  crosses 
Peach  Tree  at  Moore’s  Mill  and  on  a  main  ridge  by  Buck  Head,  Bu- 
clianan’s,  and  Pinckney ville.*  Our  first  line  must  be  in  front  of  this 
road,  leaving  it  clear  for  communication  5  General  Thomas  the  right. 
General  Schofield  the  center,  and  General  McPherson  the  left.  Gen¬ 
eral  Thomas  will  move  substantially  on  Atlanta,  General  Schofield  on 
Decatur,  and  General  Mcl^herson,  with  General  Garrard’s  cavalry,  is 
charged  Avith  the  destruction  of  the  railroad  betAveen  I4ecatur  and 
Stone  Mountain.  As  soon  as  the  road  is  broken  all  the  armies  Avill 
close  on  General  Thomas,  occui)ying  the  main  roads  east  of  Atlanta,  or, 
ill  other  words,  the  line  swung  across  the  railroad  near  Decatur.  Gen¬ 
eral  Thomas  Avail  iiress  close  on  Atlanta,  but  not  assault  real  works, 
but  not  be  deterred  by  cavalry  or  light  defenses.  General  Schofield 
Avill  threaten  the  neighborhood  of  Decatur,  but  Generals  McPherson 
and  Garrard  will  risk  much  and  break  the  railroad  during  the  18th 
or  19th.

I  have  seen  your  dispatches  objecting  to  agents  of  Northern  States 
opening  recruiting  stations  near  your  camps.  An  act  of  Congress  au¬ 
thorizes  this,  giving  the  appointment  of  agents  to  the  States,  and  not 
to  the  Executive  Government.  It  is  not  for  the  War  Department,  or 
myself,  to  restrain  or  modify  the  law,  in  its  execution,  further  than  actual 
necessity  may  require.  To  be  candid,  I  was  for  the  passage  of  the  law, 
not  apiirehending  at  the  time  that  it  would  produce  such  inconvenience 
to  the  armies  in  the  field  as  you  now  cause  me  to  fear.  Many  of  the 
States  were  very  anxious  for  it,  nnd  I  hoped  that,  with  their  State 
bounties,  and  active  exertions,  they  would  get  out  substantial  additions 
to  our  colored  forces,  which,  unlike  white  recruits,  help  us  where  they 
come  from,  as  well  as  where  they  go  to.  I  still  hope  advantage  from 
the  law;  and  being  a  law,  it  must  be  treated  as  such  by  all  of  us.  We 
here  will  do  what  we  consistently  can  to  save  you  from  difficulties  aris¬ 
ing  out  of  it.  May  I  ask,  therefore,  that  you  will  give  your  hearty  co¬ 
operation.

We  moved  to-day  rapidly  and  General  McPherson  reached  the  At¬ 
lanta  and  Augusta  road  at  a  point  seven  miles  east  of  Decatur  and  four 
miles  from  Stone  Mountain.  General  Garrard’s  cavalry  at  once  set  to 
work  to  break  up  road  and  was  re-enforced  by  Brig.  Gen.  Morgan  L. 
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Siiiitli’s  division  of  infiintry,  and  tliey  ex])cct  by  ni^lit  to  liave  five  miles 
of  road  effectually  destroyed.  Tims  far  we  have  eiK^ountered  only  cav¬ 
alry  with  light  resistance,  and  to-morrow  will  move  on  llecatnr  and  At¬ 
lanta.  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  necessity  of  making  the  most  of  time 
and  shall  keep  things  moving.

General  :  ilewton  left  camp  4.30  o’clock  this  morning,  followed  by 
the  other  divisions.  Just  as  skirmishers  emerged  from  the  pine  woods, 
before  reaching  Nancy’s  Creek,  the  rebels  opened  with  artillery,  which 
seemed  to  be  a  section  supported  by  cavalry.  They  occupied  a  good 
elevated  position  across  the  creek,  having  burned  the  bridge.  On  this 
account  they  were  able  to  hold  us  in  check  some  little  time.  They  gave 
way  as^  soon  as  we  got  our  artillery  into  a  good  position.  We  extin¬ 
guished  the  fire,  saved  a  portion  of  the  bridge,  and  reconstructed  it. 
During  the  rest  of  the  march  to  this  place  the  rebel  cavalry  made  cpiite 
stubborn  resistance.  It  was  a  Kentucky  brigade  under  Williams.  At 
one  place  regular  barricades  were  constructed  of  logs  and  covered  with 
boughs.  When  our  men  approached  to  within  150  yards  they  received 
a  volley,  but  in  this  case  as  in  several  others  the  skirmishers  cheered 
and  charged  them  out.  We  have  had  5  men  wounded;  none  reported 
killed.  Two  officers  fell  into  our  hands,  I  a  lieutenant-colonel,  killed, 
and  a  captain,  severely  wounded.  I  iiosted  my  command  as  directed, 
in  advance  of  the  Turner’s  Ferry  road  along  the  main  ridge,  all  but  one 
brigade,  which  was  posted  on  the  left  of  the  Eoswell  Factory  and 
Atlanta  road.

Captain:  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  ma¬ 
jor-general  commanding,  that  my  skirmishers  are  more  than  one-half  of 
the  line  on  Peach  Tree  Creek.  From  near  the  riglit  of  Colonel  Mc¬ 
Cook’s  line  (wliich  is  the  left  l)rigade)  tlie  line  is  slightly  refused,  but 
within  a  few  yards  of  the  creek  and  commanding  it  at  all  points.  At 
Howell’s  Mill  there  seems  to  be  a  small  force  of  skirmishers^  they  fire 
liretty  shar])ly  at  McCook’s  men.  The  bridge  is  destroyed;  creek  deep 
with  very  abrupt  and  high  banks;  cannot  be  crossed  so  far  as  is  re¬ 
ported,  except  by  bridging.  No  infantry  has  been  developed  as  yet, 
though  the  miller  at  Howell’s  Mill  says  they  have  infantry  on  the  ojipo- 
site  bank  of  the  creek.  The  ridge  on  the  other  side  is  not  very  high, 
nor  apparently  very  difficult  of  ascent,  in  front  of  Moore’s  line;  in  some 
places  open  field;  in  front  of  McCook’s  heavy  woods.  Some  of  Moore’s 
skirmishers  report  works.  Slight  skirmishing  is  going  on  all  along  the 
line.  My  men  are  intrenching  on  the  skirmish  line  ahd  my  main  line  is 
being  made  very  strong.  There  is  an  interval  between  my  line  and 
that  of  General  Hooker.  1  have  a  regiment  on  the  Buck  Head  road, 
between  tlie  two  as  an  outpost.

How  many 
more  parties  have  crossed  is  not  known.  Prisoners  have  been  taken  by  my  men 
from  one  of  the  parties,  and  the  other  was  seen.  The  rebels  have  two  flat-boats  at 
the  point  of  crossing.  The  district  through  which  the  parties  i)assed  l)ack  into  the 
country  is  supposed  to  be  under  the  control  of  General  Elliott’s  cavalry.

1 
found  a  strong  picket-line  on  opposite  side  of  the  Chattahoochee,  evi' 
dently  cavalry,  Avhich  seem  to  liaA^e  recently  taken  their  ineseut  posi’ 
tion.  The  earth-Avork  about  one  mile  and  a  half  from  Fort  McCook  is 
constructed  for  six  guns.  Ko  guns  visible.  Ko  boat  of  any  descrii)tion 
found  upon  the  river.  Ko  party  of  the  enemy  has  crossed  the  riA^er 
except  six  or  eight  footmen  belonging  to  Cheatham’s  division,  of  whom 
2  Avere  captured  by  Major  Carter,  in  command  of  dismounted  cavalry, 
at  Tinner’s  Ferry,  and  from  which  lArobably  originated  the  report  that 
the  enemy  had  crossed  between  the  mouth  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  and 
Turner’s  Ferry.

I  am  at  Sam.  House’s,  a  brick  house  well  known,  and  near  Old  Cross 
Keys.  A  sick  negro,  the  only  human  being  left  on  the  iiremises,  says 
we  are  eleven  miles  from  Atlanta,  five  from  Buck  Head,  and  a  sign 
board  says  ten  miles  to  McAfee’s  Bridge  and  eleven  to  Eoswell  Factory. 
At  this  place  the  main  Buck  Head  and  Atlanta  road  is  strongly 
marked  and  forks,  the  right-hand  looking  north  going  to  McAfee’s, 
and  the  left  to  Eoswell  Factory.  This  left-hand  road  forks  one  mile 
from  here,  at  Old  Cross  Keys,  the  main  road  going  to  Eoswell  and  lelt- 
liand  to  Johnson’s  Ferry.  The  latter  is  the  road  traveled  by  us.  I 
siqipose  all  of  Thomas’  troops  are  at  Buck  Head,  with  advance  guard 
down  to  Peach  Tree  Creek.  I  think  I  will  move  Schofield  one  mil(i  and 
a  half  toward  Buck  Head,  where  the  negro  reiiresents  a  road  to  Decatur 
and  forward  on  that  road  a  mile  or  so.  I  think  Sam.  House’s  is  not  far 
from  the  northwest  corner  of  lot  273,  and  if  1  move  him  as  contem¬ 
plated  he  will  be  to-night  about  202,  203,  On  our  nuq)  a  road  comes 
from  the  direction  of  McAfee’s  toward  Decatur,  and  if  you  can  find  ])osi- 
tion  about  192,  191  it  would  best  fulfill  my  purpose,  but  be  careful  to 
order  Garrard  to  break  the  road  to-day  or  to-night  and  rexiort  result.

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I  will  stay  here  or  down  at  the  forks  of  the  road  to-night.  Schofield 
encountered  nothing  but  cavalry,  about  500,  according  to  the  negro’s 
report,  and  all  retreated  toward  Atlanta.  Tell  Garrard  that  it  will  be 
much  easier  to  break  the  telegraph  and  road  to-day  and  night  than  if 
he  waits  longer.  This  negro  says  there  is  a  road  leading  to  Stone 
Mountain  from  a  Mr.  Lively’s,  on  the  Decatur  road,  on  which  I  siix)pose 
you  to  be.  At  any  rate  I  will  be  here  till  evening  and  AYould  like  to 
hear  from  you.

General  :  Inclosed  please  find  sketch*  of  my  position  to-night  and 
copy  of  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  70,  paragraph  YI,  from  these  head¬

In  pursuance  of  this  order,  the  different  commands  were  in  motion 
promxffly  at  the  hour  designated,  the  Seventeenth  Corps  closing  up 
on  the  Fifteenth,  and  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  coming  together  by 
heads  of  column  at  the  Widow  Eainey’s,  and  the  infantry  (Fifteenth 
Corps)  reaching  a  point  about  one  mile  from  Braman’s  [Browuiug’s] 
Court-House  just  as  the  last  brigade  of  the  cavalry  was  passing.  The 
cavalry  under  Brigadier- General  Garrard  pushed  on  and  struck  the 
railroad,  and  five  regiments  were  set  to  Avork  to  destroy  it.  A  brigade 
of  infantry  (Lightburn’s),  of  Morgan  L.  Smith’s  division,  was  also  sent 
down,  and  tlie  tAvo  forces  together  thoroughly  destroyed  over  three 
miles  of  track,  upsetting  the  ties,  breaking  the  iron  loose,  piling  up  the 
ties,  putting  the  iron  on  top,  and  setting  fire  to  the  pile.  The  whole  of 
the  Fifteenth  Corps  Avas  marched  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Bra¬ 
man’s  [Browning’s]  Court-House,  the  Sixteenth  to  the  point  indicated 
on  the  map,  and  the  Seventeenth  to  Blake’s  Mill,  to  be  used  as  a 
reserve  to  re-enforce  either  flank  in  case  the  enemy  advanced  or  Avas 
found  in  strong  force.  There  being  no  water  in  the  vicinity  of  Bra¬ 
man’s  [BroAvniug’s]  Court-House  just  before  dark,  after  the  brigade  re¬ 
turned  from  the  railroad,  the  Fifteenth  Corps  marched  to  Henderson’s 
Mill  and  went  into  camp. 

There  is  no  telegraph  line  along  the  railroad.  During  our  operations 
Ave  saw  no  indications  of  any  heavy  force  of  the  enemy;  nothing  but 
cavalry,  which  fell  back  and  disappeared  readily  on  our  approach.

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Keys,  to  tlie  intersection  of  the  Stone  Mountain  and  Lawrenceville 
roads  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  Brigadier-General  Garrard  to  break 
the  railroad,  if  he  should  need  assistance.  When  the  head  of  iny  col¬ 
umn  reached  the  road  leading  from  McAfee’s  Bridge  to  Browning’s 
Court-House,  General  Garrard  had  just  arrived,  moving  in  the  direction 
of  the  railroad,  some  four  miles  distant.  After  his  column  passed,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  general  commanding,  1  moved  down  within  two  miles 
of  the  railroad;  then,  as  directed,  sent  one  brigade  of  infantry,  com¬ 
manded  by  Brigadier-General  Lightburn,  to  the  railroad.  He  reports 
to  me  that  he  effectually  destroyed  some  two  miles  of  rail  and  ties  of 
the  road  to  within  a  short  distance  of  Stone  Mountain,  burning  water- 
tank,  wood,  &c.  During  the  time  that  General  Garrard  and  General 
Lightburn  were  destroying  the  road  in  an  easterly  direction.  Major 
Hotaling,  of  my  staff,  in  charge  of  fifty  mounted  men,  made  up  of 
the  Eighth  Indiana  and  my  escort  company,  moved  on  the  main  De¬ 
catur  road  to  within  three  miles  of  Decatur,  destroying  two  culverts 
and  some  small  portion  of  the  railroad  track.  In  the  march  to  and  from 
the  railroad  to  my  present  position  no  resistance  was  met  anywhere 
that  I  could  hear  of.  One  prisoner  was  captured.  He  was  quite  un¬ 
well.  I  think  quite  a  number  would  have  been  captured  if  we  had 
found  them,  and  all  been  in  the  same  condition  as  this  one.  The  loss 
in  the  whole  command,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  is  1  horse  with  pains  in 
his  belly  from  eating  green  corn.

General  :  Scout  in  from  Atlanta.  He  left  there  this  morning.  Says 
the  enemy  were  moving  troops  all  night  last  night  there;  all  the  wagon 
trains  were  started  off  on  the  Augusta  road;  that  Bate’s  division 
moved  up  on  Peach  Tree  road  and  is  intrenched  on  south  side  of  that 
creek  near  Howell’s  Bridge;  that  the  bridge  is  ready  to  be  burned.  He 
also  reports  one  brigade  of  dismounted  cavalry  at  Buck  Head,  prepared 
to  contest  our  advance.  This  morning  Bate’s  division  was  the  extreme 
right  of  Johnston’s  infantry,  and  Kelly’s  division  of  cavalry  on  north  side 
of  Little  Peach  Tree  between  me  and  Buck  Head.  This  agrees  with  re¬ 
port  of  rebel  lieutenant  captured  by  me  this  morning.  This  scout  says 
it  is  the  general  talk  that  if  Atlanta  falls  Polk’s  corps  will  go  west 
toward  West  Point,  while  the  remainder  of  Johnston’s  army  will  go 
toward  Augusta  or  Macon.  On  yesterday  Hood  had  the  left,  Polk 
[Stewart]  the  center,  and  Hardee  the  right,  the  militia  on  the  left. 
Johnston  has  received  no  re-enforcements  up  to  to-day.  The  enemy  are 
at  work  on  their  forts  and  intrenchments  around  Atlanta. 

Dispatches  from  Richmond  report  their  forces  shelling  Washington. 
Atlanta  papers  up  to  the  ITtli  instant  have  nothing  of  interest  in  them. 
One  editorial  speculation  on  Sherman’s  probable  movement  thinks  he 
may  possibly  move  on  Stone  Mountain  to  force  the  evacuation  of  At¬ 
lanta.

The  movements  of  the  army  to-morrow,  July  19,  will  be  as  follows : 

I.  Major-General  Thomas  will  press  down  from  the  north  on  Atlanta, 
holding  in  strength  the  line  of  Peach  Tree,  but  crossing  and  threaten¬ 
ing  the  enemy  at  all  accessible  points  to  hold  him  there,  and  also  tak¬ 
ing  advantage  of  any  ground  gained,  especially  on  the  extreme  right. 

II.  Major-General  Schofield  will  move  direct  on  Decatur  and  gain  a 
footing  on  the  railroad,  holding  it,  and  breaking  the  railroad  and  tele¬ 
graph  wire. 

III.  Major-General  McPherson  will  move  along  the  railroad  toward 
Decatur  and  break  the  telegraph  wires  and  the  railroad.  In  case  of 
the  sounds  of  serious  battle  lie  will  close  in  on  General  Schofield,  but 
otherwise  will  keep  every  man  of  his  command  at  work  in  destroying 
the  railroad  by  tearing  up  track,  burning  the  ties  and  iron,  and  twisting 
the  bars  when  hot.  Officers  should  be  instructed  thatbars  simply  bent 
may  be  used  again,  but  if  wlien  red  hot  they  are  twisted  out  of  line 
they  cannot  be  used  again.  Pile  the  ties  into  shape  for  a  bonfire,  put 
the  rails  across,  and  when  red  hot  in  the  middle,  let  a  man  at  each  end 
twist  the  bar  so  that  its  surface  become  spiral.  General  McPherson  will 
dispatch  General  Garrard’s  cavalry  eastward  along  the  line  of  the  rail- 

'  road  to  continue  the  destruction  as  far  as  deemed  prudent. 
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TV.  All  tlie  troops  sliould  be  in  motion  at  5  a.  m.,  and  should  not  lose 
a  moment’s  time  until  nighty  when  the  lines  should  be  closed  on  General 
Schofield  about  Pea  Vine  and  Decatur.

I.  The  batteries  in  each  army  corps  of  tlie  Army  of  the  Cumberland 
will  in  future  constitute  a  separate  command  under  the  corps  chief  of 
artillery,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  corps  commander  and  the 
department  chief  of  artillery.  In  action  or  when  preparing  for  action 
they  will  be  placed  in  such  positions  as  the  corps  chief  of  artillery,  with 
the  approval  of  the  corps  commander  and  department  chief  of  artillery, 
shall  select. 

II.  Officers  now  acting  as  chiefs  of  artillery  of  divisions,  whose  bat¬ 
teries  are  not  serving  with  the  army  in  the  field,  will  report  to  their 
corps  chiefs  of  artillery  as  their  assistants.  Those  whose  batteries  are 
so  serving  will  rejoin  them. 

III.  The  issuing  quartermaster  and  commissary  of  subsistence  at 
army  corps  headquarters  shall  supply  the  batteries  of  the  corps  artil¬ 
lery  with  quartermaster  and  subsistence  stores. 

lY .  When  troops  are  temporarily  detached  from  any  army  corps  they 
shall  be  accompanied  by  an  amount  of  artillery  proportionate  to  their

General  Thomas: 

I  have  your  note  of  to-day  about  the  pontoon  bridge.  You  will  re¬ 
member  you  inomised  to  save  one  bridge  of  i)ont()ons  of  the  enemy,  and 
1  thought  that  would  be  laid  at  Pace’s,  the  post  most  easily  drawn  from 
for  the  use  of  Stoneman,  but  1  Avill  let  Stoneman  go  without,  for  I 
doulit  whether  we  can  get  cavalry  to  cross  the  river  as  long  as  the 
enemy  chooses  to  picket  it.  I  am  intensely  anxious  to  hear  your  posi¬ 
tion  and  Avhether,  if  Ave  engage  the  enemy  to-morroAr,  you  can  lend  us 
a  hand.  I  am  satisfied  both  forks  of  Peach  Tree  aboA^e  the  forks  can 
lie  forded,  and  I  cannot  hear  that  HoAvard  is  across  CA^en  the  Middle 
Fork.  McPherson  has  broken  the  railroad  to  Decatur  and  occupies  Deca¬ 
tur.  Schofield  is  on  a  road  from  Doctor  PoAvell’s  to  Atlanta,  his  adATince 
a  mile  and  a  half  doAvii  the  road  at  the  Pea  Yine.  I  beg  you  to  send  me 
a  sketch  of  the  position  of  your  trooi)S,  that  I  may  knoAV  Avhether  to 
move  to-morrow  directly  on  Atlanta.  If  not  already  done,  IIoAvard 
should  iirepare  bridges  across  both  branches  of  Peach  Tree  to-night, 
that  in  case  Ave  become  heavily  engaged  to-morroAv  you  can  re-enforce  us. 
What  about  the  report  of  Stoneman  about  the  enemy  crossing  the  Chat¬ 
tahoochee  AvestAvard  at  Saa  eet  Water  ?  I  think  it  Avas  a  party  sent  to 
prevent  Stoneman’s  return  finm  West  Point,  AAdiither  they  suiiposed  he 
had  gone.  General  Corse  is  not  yet  back,  but  I  look  for  him  all  the 
time.

General  Thomas: 

I  sent  General  Corse  to  you  this  inorning'  to  exi)lain  the  various  posi¬ 
tions  of  the  troops  and  to  explain  iny  wishes,  t  think  you  have  too 
niiich  of  your  force  the  other  side  of  NaTK‘y’s  Creek.  One  division 
would  be  ample  there,  and  all  the  rest  in  a  general  line,  with  Biiek 
Head  as  a  center.  Howard’s  cor])s  should  then  feel  to  the  left  and  cross 
the  folks  of  the  Peach  Tree,  toward  Pea  Vine  Creek.  1  take  it  tor 
granted  all  the  main  crossings  of  Peach  Tree  in  that  cpiarter  are  well 
covered,  but  can  be  turned  by  the  left.  We  ar(^  across  all  the  forks  of 
the  Peach  Tree,  and  the  head  of  Schofiehrs  column  is  beyond  the  forks 
of  the  road  leading  to  Decatur  and  Atlanta,  where  Powers’  is  on  our 
map.  The  Atlanta  road  is  a  big  one  aiid  about  half  a  mile  west  of 
Powell’s  forks,  the  left  to  Atlanta  six  miles,  and  the  right  to  Pace’s 
Ferry.  After  crossing  the  Middle  Fork,  a  main  fork  of  the  Peach 
Tree,  General  Schofield  sent  Colonel  Hartsuff,  of  his  staff,  to  feel  down. 
He  went  to  the  crossing  places  of  Peach  Tree,  api>roaching  from  the 
south,  and  was  fired  on  from  the  bank  supi>osed  to  be  occupied  by  Hoav- 
ard,  and  had  an  orderly  wounded.  1  have  no  doubt  Howard  can  cross 
anywhere  above  the  forks. 

i  have  seen  an  Atlanta  lAaper  of  the  18th,  containing  Johnston’s 
farewell  order  to  his  troo])S.  h’rom  its  tone  and  substance  I  infer  he 
has  been  relieved  by  Jeff*.  Davis,  who  sent  Bragg  to  Atlanta  to  bear  the 
order.  I  also  infer  it  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  getting  another  com¬ 
mand.  Hood  succeeds. 

You  must  get  across  Peach  Tree  either  by  motung  direct  on  Atlanta, 
or,  if  necessary,  leave  a  force  to  Avatch  the  bridge  in  imssesvsion  of  the 
enemy  and  move  by  the  left.  This  is  very  important,  and  at  oiu'C,  as 
we  may  haA^e  to  fight  all  of  Hood’s  from  east  of  Atlanta.  I  prefer  you 
should  let  HoAvard  open  the  way  at  once  along  the  Pace’s  Ferry  and 
Decatur  road,  or  any  other  in  that  direction.  I  wall  luish  for  the  occu¬ 
pation  of  Decatur,  and  then  west  for  Atlanta,  till  we  knoAA"  exactly 
A\  hat  the  artificial  defenses  are.  I  have  already  adAused  you  that  Mc¬

Schofield  reports  that  his  skirmishers  are  just  in  the  edge  of 
Decatur — 1.05  p.  m.  A  paragrai)h  in  the  Atlanta  paper  of  yesterday 
says  the  i)eoj)le  in  Montgomery  were  in  great  apprehensions  about  a 
Yankee  raid,  and  aa  ere  rushing  to  arms  for  the  defense  of  the  city.

It  appears  to  me  this  moA^e- 
ment  will  relieve  General  Schofield  in  his  move  on  Decatur.  Your  order, 
however,  to  General  Howard  has  been  receded  and  he  has  been  ordered 
Ao  execute  it.  All  my  troops  have  been  betAveen  Nancy’s  Creek  and 
Peach  Tree  Creek,  the  place  where  you  ordered  them,  ever  since  12 
o’clock  yesterday,  and  by  sundown  yesterday  Palmer’s  skirmishers  aa  ere 
on  the  bank  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  covering  all  the  crossings  toAvard  At¬ 
lanta,  and  the  enemy  continually  pressed  at  all  points.

General:  I  liaye  this  moment  received  yours  of  3.30,  and  am  very 
glad  to  hear  that  Howard  has  the  means  to  cross  over  to  Schofield  in 
case  of  need.  We  have  had  some  skirmishing  and  abundant  evidence 
that  the  Avliole  of  the  rebel  army  is  about  Atlanta.  The  fortifications 
lie  mostly  behind  the  Chattahoochee  and  Peach  Tree,  and  my  belief  is 
we  can  api)roach  from  the  east  witli  certainty  of  getting  within  cannon 
reach  of  the  toAvn,  in  which  case  it  cannot  be  held;  but  to  push  Schofield 
and  McPherson  on  the  place  without  a  certainty  of  your  being  able  to 
elfect  a  junction  Avould  be  extra  hazardous.  Schofield  is  on  a  road  lead¬ 
ing  from  Doctor  PoAvelPs  directly  to  Atlanta.  McPherson  has  a  corps  in 
Decatur  and  the  balance  just  northeast.  Some  of  the  enemy^s  cavalry 
retreated  east.  Garrard  has  gone  east  to  break  railroad.  I  am  near 
Doctor  PowelPs.  Before  I  issue  my  orders  I  AA^ant  to  hear  that  your  com¬ 
mand  is  Avhere  it  can  take  part  in  the  battle  if  offered  outside  of  Atlanta. 
If  Hood  fights  behind  forts  close  to  the  town,  I  Avill  SAving  in  between 
Atlanta  and  the  river;  but  if  he  fight  outside,  AA^e  must  accept  battle. 
Please  to-night  give  me  the  fullest  description  according  to  the  official 
map.

Thedmsions  of  Brigadier-Generals  Davis  and  Baird,  of  the  Fourteenth 
Army  Corps;  Brigadier-General  Geary,  of  the  Twentieth  Corps,  and 
Brigadier-General  Wood,  of  the  Fourth  Corps,  have  crossed  the  Peach 
Tree  Creek  and  established  themselves  on  tlie  south  side.  The  division 
of  Major-General  Stanley,  of  the  Fourth  Corps,  will  probably  get  across 
to-night,  and  I  have  given  orders  for  all  the  columns  to  jiress  forAA^ard 
toward  Atlanta  at  daylight  in  the  morning.  The  crossing  was  effected 
by  Brigadier-Generals  Davis’  and  Wood’s  divisions  in  the  face  of  con¬ 
siderable  opxiosition  by  the  rebels.  Not  so  much  resistance  Avas  offered 
to  Brigadier-Generals  Geary  and  Baird,  and  Brigadier-General  John¬ 
son  Avas  prevented  from  crossing  by  a  mill  iiond  in  his  front.

That  roadAvould 
connect  your  left  Avitli  Si^hohehl  at  the  AT*ry  ])oint  m^edcid.  On  that 
road  I  kiiOAA’'  Howard  (•ould  m(>et  no  forts  or  barihaides,  but  on  thedii  ect 
road  I  luwe  no  doubt  forts  Avill  be  met.  With  M(iPherson,  IIoAcard, 
and  Scholield,  I  AAUudd  luwe  ample  to  light  the  Avhole  of  Hood’s  army, 
leaving  you  to  Avalk  into  Atlanta,  capturing  guns  {ind  CAunything.

On  the 
main  road  to  Atlanta  I  find  the  bridge  burnt,  stream  about  fifty  i)aces 
wide,  a  bridge-head  pretty  well  constructed  for  infantry  and  well 
manned  with  troops  armed  with  rifies.  No  further  works  can  be  seen 
on  the  main  ridge  beyond  the  creek.  I  do  not  deem  a  crossing  at  this 
point  i)racticable.  On  the  Decatur  road  General  Stanley  finds  the 
bridge  burning,  which  he  will  try  to  secure  and  repair.  Very  little 
force  in  his  front.  This  bridge  was  across  the  north  fork  of  Peach 
Tree  Creek.  General  Newton,  uj^on  an  intermediate  road  between 
Stanley  and  Wood,  finds  infantry  works  defended  by  troops.  On 
Wood  the  enemy  opened  with  two  pieces  of  artillery  and  made  a 
demonstration  as  if  to  turn  his  right  flank,  but  it  resulted  in  nothing 
further.  The  rumor  is  (from  jirisoners  and  scouts)  that  Hood  is  in 
command,  and  that  Johnston  has  gone  east.  A  scout  who  was 
there  reports  that  the  rebel  right  flank  (infantry)  was  last  night  at  dark 
near  this  bridge  on  the  Atlanta  road,  where  Wood  now  is.

I  want  Thomas  to  have  more  of  his  command  at  Buck  Head.  A  di¬ 
vision  will  be  ample  west  of  Nancy’s.  All  the  rest  should  be  from 
Buck  Head  east.  I  wish  him  to  press  hard  at  all  the  crossings  of  the 
main  Peach  Tree  Creek,  but  your  corps  should  be  across  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Decatur  or  Pea  Vine  Creek. 

General  Scliofleld  sent  to  communicate  with  you,  and  the  bearer  ap¬ 
proached  by  one  of  the  crossings,  the  second  one  from  the  mouth  of  the 
South  Fork,  but  was  fired  on,  lie  thinks,  by  your  pickets,  wounding  an 
orderly,  and  he  returned.  You  will  have  no  trouble  in  crossing  the  two 
forks  of  Peach  Tree  any  wliere  above  the  forks.  General  Schofield  now 
holds  the  forks  of  the  Atlanta  and  Decatur  roads,  and  is  skirmishing 
on  both,  but  thinks  he  Avill  soon  have  the  head  of  his  column  at  Decatur. 
McPherson  is  approaching  the  same  objective  point  from  the  east, 
having  broken  up  the  railroad  good.  I  will  write  to  General  Thomas 
by  a  courier,  and  give  him  such  orders  as  will  enable  you  to  luit  your 
corps  acros«  both  forks  of  Peach  Tree  between  Schofield  and  your  pres¬ 
ent  position.

Generals  Newton  and  Stanley  at  the  same  time  making  a  reconnais¬ 
sance  with  a  smal]  force  on  the  roads  to  the  left.  The  enemy  was  found 
in  considerable  force  and  well  posted.  His  works  covering  the  bridge 
were  carefnlly  constructed  intrenchments.  As  soon  as  I  received  the 
order  from  yonr  headquarters  dated  9.15  a.  m.  of  to-day,  I  ordered 
General  Wood  to  force  a  crossing.

I  have  ascertaiued  that  the  rebel  party  that  crossed  tlie  river  last 
night  near  the  month  of  Sweet  Water  Creek,  probably  recrossed  this 
morning,  as  1  cannot  hear  of  their  having  gone  northward,  nor  that 
they  brought  over  any  horses.  The  enemy’s  pickets  near  Turner’s 
Terry  and  the  month  of  Nickajack  were  very  active  and  nnnsnally  spite¬ 
ful  all  night  and  this  morning,  and  I  have  strengthened  the  line,  keeping 
a  limited  reserve  at  the  most  central  position.  He  appears  strongest 
near  the  mouth  of  Sweet  Water,  a  large  cavalry  camp  being  there. 

I  learn  that  several  parties  of  several  hundred  in  each  party  made 
their  appearance  in  the  country  we  passed  over,  crossing  at  Campbell- 
ton  after  we  left  there,  three  days  ago.  The  enemy  have  facilities 
for  crossing,  as  he  has  all  the  boats  on  their  side,  which  are  sunk  when 
not  required.  I  have  one  brigade  near  the  mouth  of  Sweet  Water  watch¬ 
ing  the  force  opp)osite,  another  near  the  mouth  of  Nickajack,  the  dis¬ 
mounted  men  at  Turner’s  Ferry,  all  connecting.  My  remaining  force, 
acting  as  a  reserve,  and  to  guard  our  communications,  is  at  and  near  the 
Widow  Mitchell’s,  and  from  this  I  also  send  out  scouts  beyond  the  Sweet 
Water  Town  bridge.  I  will  keep  you,  and  through  you,  the  commanding 
general,  informed  of  everything  of  importance  as  it  transpires.

I.  Major-General  Thomas  from  the  direction  of  Buck  Head,  his  left 
to  connect  with  General  Schofield’s  right  about  two  miles  northeast  of 
Atlanta,  about  lot  15,  near  the  houses  marked  as  ^^Hu.”  and  ^‘Col.  Hoo.” 

II.  Maior-General  Schofield  by  the  road  leading  from  Doctor  Powell’s 
to  Atlanta.

2.  Major-General  Blair  will  move  his  command,  starting  at  6  o’clock, 
into  Decatur,  thence  south,  or  nearly  so,  a  mile  and  a  half  to  Scho¬ 
field’s  house,  where  he  will  take  a  road  leading  to  Atlanta  and  which 
intersects  the  main  road  from  Decatur  at  a  distance  of  three  miles  from  ^ 
Atlanta,  coming  in  on  the  left  of  Major-General  Logan. 

3.  Major-General  Dodge  will  hold  his  command  in  his  present  posi¬ 
tion  and  he  ready  to  follow  immediately  after  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corjis 
on  direct  road. 

4.  Brigadier-General  Garrard  will  operate  upon  our  left  flank  and 
rear  as  we  move  toward  Atlanta,  and  will  so  dispose  his  forces  as  to 
cover  the  trains  in  and  about  Decatur  from  any  cavalry  dash. 

5.  All  wagons,  except  ammunition  wagons  and  ambulances,  will  be  left 
behind  in  the  vicinity  and  to  the  north  of  Decatur,  until  the  result  of 
our  advance  is  determined.

General  :  I  have  a  dispatch  from  General  Grant.  Answer  him  in 
my  name  that  Maj.  Gen.  A.  J.  Smith  has  the  very  orders  he  suggests. 


See  p.  193, 
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viz,  to  hang  on  to  Forrest  and  prevent  his  coming  to  Tennessee.  I  will, 
however,  renew  the  orders.  I  advanced  from  the  Chattahoochee  in 
force  on  the  17th.  On  the  18th  General  McPherson  and  Garrard’s 
cavalry  reached  the  Angnsta  road  and  destroyed  about  five  miles  of  it 
east  of  Decatur.  On  the  19th  the  Avhole  line  crossed  Peach  Tree  Creek, 
General  McPherson  occupying  Decatur.  To-day  we  moved  on  Atlanta 
and  have  been  fighting  all  day.  Oiir  line  noAv  extends  from  a  point  on 
the  railroad  two  miles  and  a  half  east  of  Atlanta,  and  extends  around 
by  the  north  to  the  month  of  Peach  Tree  Creek.  We  find  the  enemy  in 
force,  but  AAdll  close  in  to-morrow.  By  the  Atlanta  papers  we  learn  that 
Johnston  is  relieved  and  Hood  commands;  that  lloiissean  is  on  the 
railroad  at  Opelika,  and  that  most  of  the  newspjipers  and  peojfie  have  left 
Atlanta.  General  Thomas  is  on  my  right,  General  Schofield  the  center, 
and  General  McPherson  on  the  left,  General  Garrard’s  cavalry  on  the 
left  rear  of  General  McPherson,  and  Generals  Stoneman  and  McCook  on 
the  west  bank,  guarding  our  right  fiank.  The  enemy  still  clings  to  his 
intrenchments.  If  General  Grant  can  keep  Lee  from  re-enforcing  this 
army  for  a  week,  I  think  I  can  dispose  of  it.  We  have  taken  several 
hundred  prisoners,  and  had  some  short  severe  encounters,  but  they 
were  partial;  but  Ave  liaAU  pressed  the  enemy  back  at  all  points  until 
our  rifle-shot  can  reach  the  town.  If  he  strengthens  his  Avorks  I  Avill 
gradually  SAving  around  between  him  and  his  only  source  of  supplies, 
Macon.

I  am  now  in  possession  of  your  sketch,  which  is  perfectly  clear  and 
plain.  In  advancing  this  morning,  of  course  Ave  Avill  bring  on  a  heavy 
battle,  and  should  be  as  fully  prepared  as  possible.  I  think  as  your 
troops  are  now  disposed  your  right  aatII  be  too  strong  as  compared 
with  your  left.  I  have,  therefore,  to  request  that  Stanley  and  NeAAdon, 
of  HoAvard’s  corps,  move  by  the  road  Stanley  is  now  on,  making  a 
right  AAdieel  gradually  until  they  can  meet  AAuth  Schofield  and  Wood. 
In  other  AAords,  I  AAUsh  you  to  strengthen  your  left  and  risk  more  to 
your  right,  for  the  reason  that  as  Atlanta  is  threatened  the  enemy 
will  look  to  it  rather  than  the  river.  'Now,  I  have  read  the  i)apers,  and 
Kousseau  has  surely  broken  u]>  the  road  about  Opelika  very  oppor¬ 
tunely.  AVe  have  done  comi^lete  Avork  east  of  Decatur,  and  luckily  it 
appears  that  a  locomotive  has  bloAvii  up  and  encumbered  the  track  on 
the  Macon  road,  so  now  is  the  time  for  us  to  strike  in  force.  Do  keep  me 
fully  advised,  as  I  am  pressed  from  right,  left,  and  center  AAuth  questions 
as  to  the  dispositions  of  the  difierent  commands.  But  all  iioaa^  are  in 
good  position,  and  it  only  remains  to  find  out  ydiere  is  the  artificial  de¬ 
fenses  of  the  enemy.

General  :  I  have  just  completed  an  inspection  of  the  lines  from  right 
to  left.  The  enemy  seems  to  be  resisting  General  Palmer’s  extreme 
right  very  obstinately.  I  have  therefore  directed  him  to  hold  General 
Davis  in  force  to  observe  and  oppose  any  attemiits  on  our  right  tiank. 
The  other  two  divisions  of  General  Palmer’s  corps.  General  Hooker’s 
corps,  and  General  Newton’s  division,  of  General  Howard’s  corps,  are  a 
mile  in  advance  of  Peach  Tree  Creek,  their  skirmishers  connecting,  and 
the  troops  advancing  gradually.  Prisoners  report  that  the  enemy’s  line 
of  battle  confronts  my  troops,  with  his  left  near  Turner’s  Ferry,  and 
his  right  resting  on  what  I  take  to  be  Pea  Vine  Creek.  He  has  a  heavy 
line  of  skirmishers  in  my  front.  If  the  iirisoners’  report  be  true  his 
attention  is  fully  occupied  by  us,  and  I  am  in  hopes  Generals  McPher¬ 
son,  Schofield,  and  Howard  will  be  able  to  fall  upon  his  rear  without 
any  very  great  difficulty.  Captain  Sutermeister,  who  commands  the 
artillery  stationed  in  the  redoubt  on  the  north  side  of  the  Chattahoo¬ 
chee,  at  the  railroad  bridge,  reports  considerable  force  of  the  enemy  in 
his  front  in  their  rifle-pits.  That  report,  taken  in  connection  Avith  the 
fact  of  a  considerable  force  threatening  General  Davis’  right,  induces 
me  to  place  some  confidence  in  the  reports  of  the  deserters,  Avhich  I 
hope  may  be  true,  as  it  Avill  enable  you  to  capture  a  great  many  pris¬ 
oners.  General  Davis  lost  quite  heavily  yesterday,  probably  200,  in¬ 
cluding  wounded  and  missing.  The  loss  in  the  other  commands  is 
slight.  We  have  taken  about  50  of  the  enemy  prisoners  and  buried 
25  or  30  of  their  killed.

General  Thomas  : 

Dear  General:  I  have  yours  of  12  m.  I  have  been  Avith  HoAvard 
and  Schofield  to-day,  and  one  of  my  staif  is  just  back  fj(,m  General 
-McPherson,  All  re])ort  t]n‘  nnemy  in  tjieir  front  so  strong  that  I  AAas 
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in  hopes  none  were  left  for  yon,  hut  I  see  it  is  tlie  same  old  game;  but 
we  must  not  allow  the  enemy  to  build  a  new  system  of  fortifications. 
We  cannot  pass  Atlanta  without  reducing  it,  and  the  more  time  we 
give  them  the  harder  it  will  be  to  carry.  General  Schofield  is  near  the 
distillery,  Avliere  the  enemy  is  fortifying.  General  Howard  is  just  wheie 
he  first  encouiitered  the  enemy,  four  miles  back  from  Atlanta,  and  M(‘- 
P  her  son  is  on  the  railroad,  about  two  miles  and  a  half  out,  but  reports 
a  line  of  breast- works,  but  does  not  seem  certain.  I  wish  you  to  press 
forward  all  the  time,  and  thereby  contract  the  lines.  If  we  can  shorten 
our  line  either  to  the  left  or  right,  we  should  attempt  to  break  up  West 
Point.  I  rather  incline  to  think  it  best  to  swing  to  the  right,  but  hope 
to-morrow’s  work  may  develop  some  weak  part.  The  enemy  attempted 
to  sally  against  Cox,  but  were  quickly  repulsed.  I  saw  the  skirmishers 
of  the  other  division  of  Schofield  make  a  dash  at  a  line  of  rifle-i)its,  car¬ 
rying  it  and  capturing  about  100  prisoners.  I  was  anxious  to-day  to 
prevent  the  enemy  from  making  a  new  and  larger  line  of  breast-Avorks 
than  had  be^n  at  first  prepared,  which  is  so  near  Atlanta  that  artillery 
could  overreach  and  enter  the  town.  All  the  prisoners  captured  by 
Schofield  are  of  Hood’s  corps,  though  each  division  commander  insists 
he  has  to  fight  two  corps.  All  the  ground  I  have  seen  is  densely  wooded, 
but  the  roads  are  good.  We  will  to-morrow  press  at  all  points  and 
contract  our  lines,  so  as  to  spare  a  column  for  detached  service.  It 
seems  to  me  Palmer  can  force  the  enemy  to  evacuate  the  Avorks  on  this 
bank  of  the  Chattahoochee  or  be  captured.  1  will  push  Schofield  and 
McPherson  all  I  know  how.

General  :  The  enemy  attacked  me  in  full  force  at  about  4  p.  m.,  and 
has  persisted  until  now,  attacking  very  fiercely,  but  he  was  repulsed 
handsomely  by  the  troops  all  along  my  line.  Our  loss  has  been  heavy, 
but  the  loss  inflicted  upon  the  enemy  has  been  \  ery  severe.  We  have 
taken  many  prisoners,  and  General  Ward  reports  having  taken  2  stand 
of  colors.  I  cannot  make  at  present  more  than  this  general  report,  but 
Avill  send  you  details  as  soon  as  I  can  get  them  from  my  corps  com¬ 
manders.

General  Thomas: 

Dear  General  :  I  have  just  read  General  Stoneman’s  letter,  with 
your  indorsment.  We  have  seen  enough  to-day  to  convince  us  that  all 
of  Stoueman’s  information  is  incorrect.  Something  more  tlian  militia 
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remain  at  Atlanta,  and  they  are  not  demoralized.  They  have  fought 
hard  and  persistently  all  day,  and  the  heavy  musketry  hre  still  contin¬ 
ues  with  Howard  and  Schofield.  I  do  not  hear  McPherson’s  guns 
now.  I  will  send  him  your  letter,  hut  fear  his  answer  Avill  be  that  he 
has  all  the  rebels  on  his  fiank.  I  think  he  is  already  impressed  with 
the  importance  of  pressing  hard  on  that  fiank.  If  we  cannot  break  in, 
we  must  move  by  the  right  flank  and  interpose  between  the  river  and 
Atlanta,  and  oiierate  against  the  road  south.  If  yon  can  advance  your 
whole  line,  say  to  within  three  miles  of  Atlanta,  I  can  throw  a  force 
around  your  rear  to  East  Point.  If  you  see  a  good  chance  to  strike  in 
that  quarter  you  inay  call  for  Stoneman’s  and  McCook’s  men,  and  let 
them  come  across  by  Pace’s  and  march  down  this  bank.  My  own 
opinion  is  that  in  the  morning  you  will  find  the  forts  on  the  Chattahoo¬ 
chee  abandoned,  and  think  you  Avill  have  no  difficulty  in  pushiug  your 
line  up  close  to  Atlanta.  At  all  events,  try  it.  I  will  send  your  and 
Stoneman’s  letters  to  McPherson,  but  think  the  opportunity  of  oper¬ 
ating  on  that  flank,  if  it  did  exist,  is  now  past.

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  divisions  of  Stanley 
and  Wood  crossed  the  South  Fork  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  to-day  near 
Durand’s  Mill,  and  are  now  in  position,  with  the  left  upon  the  Atlanta 
road  and  the  right  near  the  mouth  of  South  Fork  Peach  Tree  Creek. 
General  Yewton  occupies  the  position  taken  by  General  Wood  yester¬ 
day,  south  of  the  creek  on  the  main  Buck  Head  and  Atlanta  road, 
having  gained  some  ground.  All  have  had  some  hard  fighting  with 
the  enemy’s  infantry  and  artillery.  Stanley  connects  with  General 
Schofield  on  his  left,  and  Wood  connects  with  King  on  the  right.  Just 
after  daik  Grose’s  brigade  captured  42  prisoners,  among  them  a  cap¬ 
tain  belonging  to  Stevenson’s  division,  Cheatham’s  corps  (Hood’s). 
Gibson’s  brigade  crossed  the  south  fork  of  the  creek  after  sunset,  and 
forms  Wood’s  extreme  right,  near  the  junction  of  the  two  forks.  Please 
mention  this  latter  to  General  Thomas,  as  it  was  not  so  reported  in 
General  Howard’s  communication.

It  may  give  me  a 
clue  to  some  of  the  various  reports  and  rumors  I  hear,  one  of  which  is 
that  a  portion  of  Johnston’s  army  is  south  of  Atlanta,  which  of  course 
is  hardly  possible.  The  force  that  passed  down  last  night  may  be  on 
the  way  to  West  Point,  drawn  there  by  Kousseau.

Commanding  Cavalry  Force: 

General  :  The  major-general  commanding  directs  me  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  10  a.  m.  this  day,  and  to  give  you  a 
summary  of  events  occurring  in  this  army.  Our  lines  were  yesterday 
luished  across  Peach  Tree  Creek  in  several  places,  and  to-day  when  an 
advance  was  being  made  by  all  the  corps,  the  enemy  made  a  furious 
attack  on  our  men,  commencing  at  about  4  p.  m.  on  the  extreme  left. 
General  Xewton’s  lines,  and  extending  to  the  extreme  right.  This 
attack  was  continued  until  night  set  in,  and  was  most  handsomely  re- 
imlsed  at  all  points.  Our  loss  on  some  parts  of  the  line  is  reported 
severe,  but  no  official  report  has  yet  been  made.  The  impression  of 
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the  major-general  commanding  is  from  what  he  has  seen  and  knows 
personally,  that  oiir  loss  is  very  light,  while  the  rebels  have  lost  many 
in  killed  and  wounded,  and  those  taken  prisoners.  General  Ward, 
Twentieth  Army  Corps,  reports  having  captured  2  stand  of  colors  and 
many  prisoners,  and  hopes  to  capture  a  whole  regiment  which  has  got 
into  Vather  a  tight  jdace  to  get  out  safely. 

Major-General  Sherman  has  written  a  note  to  the  major-general  com¬ 
manding  stating  that  Generals  McPherson,  Schofield,  and  Howard, 
with  two  divisions  of  his  cori)S,  are  i)ressing  on  to  Atlanta,  and  at  that 
time  (3  p.  m.)  could  not  be  more  than  from  one  mile  and  a  half  to  two 
miles  and  a  half  distant  from  the  city.  If  this  rei)ort  of  the  positions 
of  the  troops  named  be  as  stated,  it  is  expected  that  Ave  can  secure 
many  prisoners  on  our  left,  as  it  Avill  be  inii)0ssible  for  them  to  get 
away  Avith  our  force  in  their  rear. 

Everything  has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  the  enemy  has  been 
gloriously  thrashed.

Coimnandina^  &c. : 

A  negro,  Avho  was  taken  j)risoner  with  Colonel  Streight,  has  just 
come  in,  and,  I  think,  brings  reliable  information,  and,  if  reliable,  is 
very  important,  to  Avit,  that  Johnston  is  retreating  in  haste  along 
the  Macon  road.  A  captain  who  deserted  and  comes  to  us,  says  that 
Johnston  cannot  go  by  the  way  of  West  Point,  as  the  gauge  is 
different  the  other  side  of  the  river  from  this  side.  The  negro  says 
that  our  operations  in  the  direction  of  Camx)bellton  and  Moore’s  Bridge 
caused  the  greatest  stampede;  that  Jackson’s  division  has  gone  to 
the  Blue  Mountain  in  Alabama  ;  that  he  suav  Wheeler  near  CamiAbell- 
ton,  and  that  he  has  his  AAdiole  force  near  there  and  beloAv;  that  there  is 
no  force  in  Atlanta  but  the  ncAV  issue”  (militia) ;  that  the  army  is  utterly 
demoralized  and  easily  frightened.  The  negro  says  he  is  in  the  Eighth 
Texas  Eegiment,  Colonel  Harrison’s  brigade,  Humes’  division.  He  has 
seen  General  Johnston  often,  and  a  short  time  since  had  his  headquar¬ 
ters  at  Avhite  house,  four  miles  from  Atlanta,  on  or  near  the  railroad; 
he  Avears  a  broad  brim  hat,  has  a  gray  beard  and  a  dutch  looking  face; 
and  Hood’s  headquarters  were  and  are  uIaa  ays  near  by.  I  send  him  to 
you  and  give  you  these  items  in  order  that  by  cross-questioning  he  may 
be  detected  if  he  is  unreliable;  further,  that  there  is  no  sick  or 
wounded  noAv  in  Atlanta.  He  confirms  the  reports  of  the  rebels  strip¬ 
ping  our  men  as  soon  as  taken  x)risoners.  Ask  him  to  describe  to  you 
Streight’s  surrender  to  Forrest.  I  should  like  to  have  him  sent  back 
as  a  guide  when  Ave  cross  the  river.  We  are  ready  to  cross  Avhenever 
the  bridge  is  finished,  or  to  cross  where  the  bridge  now  is,  and  push 
down  the  river  from  Thomas’  right,  aa  hich  I  think  a\  e  can  easily  do.

Dear  General  :  I  inclose  for  yonr  perusal  letters  from  Generals 
Thomas  and  Stoneman.*  Yon  will  see  that  they  are  in  error.  I  think 
our  only  chance  of  entering  Atlanta  by  a  quick  move  if  possible  is  lost. 
Still  more  good  results  will  flow  from  your  pressing  hard  and  close  on 
your  flank  than  the  other,  because  if  you  can  reach  Atlanta  with  your 
guns  or  turn  that  flank  we  will  capture  more  ])risoners  and  pro])erty 
than  by  the  other,  for  it  will  leave  the  enemy  in  a  pocket  Avhence  they 
should  not  escape.  We  have  carried  several  light  lines  of  rail-pits  to¬ 
day  all  along  our  lines,  but  have  not  followed  up  quick  enough,  so  that 
I  suppose  in  the  morning  we  will  find  the  remainder  made  into  good 
parapets.  Still  do  not  fail  to  try  them  strong  and  find  that  flank  if 
you  can  reach  it.  I  have  ordered  Thomas  to  press  close  into  Atlanta, 
and  will  see  that  Schofield  and  Howard  do  the  same.  I  have  no  news 
later  than  you  have  from  abroad.

General:  Inclosed  I  send  you  sketch  of  our  position  to-night.t 
We  have  had  some  pretty  lively  skirmishing  and  have  driven  the 
enemy  from  several  pretty  strong  positions,  though  I  do  not  think  there 
has  been  much  of  anything  but  cavalry  in  front  of  us  on  the  left.  But 
they  have  had  four  pieces  of  artillery  and  are  armed  with  short  Enfield 
rifles,  making  it  difficult  at  times  to  dislodge  them.  Brigadier-General 
GrevSham,  commanding  Fourth  Division,  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  was 
wounded  in  the  leg  below  the  knee  by  a  minie-ball,  which  shattered 
the  bone,  and  1  am  afraid  he  will  lose  his  leg.  I  have  assigned  Brig. 
Gen.  Giles  A.  Smith  to  the  command  of  the  division.  You  will  see 
from  the  sketch  that  my  left  (Blair’s  command)  is  in  lot  207,  and  the 
line  runs  nearly  north,  the  right  breaking  to  the  rear  slightly  to  con¬ 
nect  with  General  Schofield.  General  Garrard’s  headquarters  are  in 
Decatur  and  his  command  is  so  disposed  as  to  cover  our  rear  and  line 
of  communications  back  to  Roswell.  Our  losses  have  been  compara¬ 
tively  light.

Commanding  Cavalry  Division: 

General  :  After  destroying  the  bridge  at  McAfee’s,  which  I  sup¬ 
pose  is  already  done,  you  will  send  to  General  McPherson’s  guard  at 
the  bridge  at  Eoswell  your  wagons,  led  horses,  and  baggage,  and  pro¬ 
ceed  rapidly  to  Covington,  on  the  main  wagon  and  rail  road  east,  dis¬ 
tance  about  thirty  miles  from  Decatur.  Take  the  road  by  Latimar’s, 
touching  the  railroad  at  or  beyond  Lithonia,  and  thence  substantially 
along  the  railroad,  destroying  it  effectually  all  the  way,  especially  the 
Yellow  Eiver  bridge  this  side  of  Covington,  as  well  as  the  road  bridge 
over  Yellow  Eiver,  after  you  have  passed.  From  Covington  send 
detachments  to  destroy  the  rail  and  road  bridges  east  of  Coving¬ 
ton  over  the  Ulcofauhachee.  Try  and  capture  and  destroy  some  loco¬ 
motives  and  cars,  and  the  depots  and  stores  at  Covington,  but  of  private 
property  only  take  what  is  necessary  for  your  own  use,  except  horses 
and  mules,  of  which  yon  will  take  all  that  are  flt  for  service,  exercising, 
of  course,  some  j  ndgment  as  to  the  animals  belonging  to  the  poor  and 
needy.  On  your  return  select  your  own  route,  but  I  would  suggest  that 
by  way  of  Sheffield,  Eock  Bridge,  and  Stone  Mountain,  or  even  farther 
north  if  you  prefer.  I  want  you  to  put  your  whole  strength  at  this, 
and  to  do  it  quick  and  well.  I  know  it  can  be  done.  By  passing 
Yellow  Eiver  by  the  road  bridge,  and  then  pushing  for  the  railroad 
bridges  right  and  left,  the  guard  will  run  or  even  burn  their  own  bridges. 
You  ought  to  catch  some  trains  about  Covington,  as  there  is  no  tele¬ 
graph  to  give  them  timely  warning.  I  believe  that  the  cavalry  is  mostly 
withdrawn  from  that  flank  of  the  enemy,  and  that  you  can  ride  rough¬ 
shod  over  any  force  there;  at  all  events,  it  is  a  matter  of  vital  impor¬ 
tance  and  must  be  attempted  with  great  vigor.  The  importance  of  it 
will  justify  the  loss  of  quarter  of  your  command.  Be  prepared  with 
axes,  hatchets,  and  bars  to  tear  up  sections  of  track  and  make  bonfires. 
When  the  rails  are  red  hot  they  must  be  twisted.  Burning  will  do  for 
bridges  and  culverts,  but  not  for  ordinary  track.  Let  the  work  be  well 
done.  The  whole  thing  should  be  done  in  two  days,  including  to-mor¬ 
row.  I  will  notify  General  McPherson  that  he  may  look  out  for  his 
rear  and  trains.

It 
also  says  that  it  has  every  reason  to  hope  that  Sherman’s  rear  will  be 
cut  in  the  next  ten  days.  General  Johnston  has  been  relieved  of  (‘com¬ 
mand  and  General  Hood  takes  his  place,  much  to  the  surprise  of  the 
army  and  public  5  also  that  this  change  indicates  that  there  will  be 
no  more  retreating,  but  that  Atlanta  will  be  defended  at  all  hazards 
and  to  the  last  extremity.

Maj.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleck, 

Washington^  D.  G. : 

General:  Yesterday  at  4  p.  m.  the  enemy  sallied  from  his  in- 
trenchments  and  fell  suddenly  and  heavily  on  our  line  in  the  direction 
of  Buck  Head.  The  blow  fell  upon  General  Newton’s  division,  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Howard’s  corps,  and  on  Generals  Ward’s,  Geary’s,  and  Williams’ 
divisions,  of  General  Hooker’s  corps,  and  General  Johnson’s,  of  General 
Palmer’s.  For  two  hours  the  fighting  was  close  and  severe,  resulting 
in  the  complete  repulse  of  the  enemy  with  heavy  loss  in  dead  and 
wounded.  He  left  his  dead  and  many  wounded  in  our  possesion,  we 
retaining  undisputed  possession  of  all  the  ground  fought  over.  Gen¬ 
eral  Newton  reports  he  has  buried  200  of  the  enemy’s  dead,  and  is  satis¬ 
fied  he  wounded  at  least  1,200.  His  entire  loss  is  only  100,  as  his  men 
were  partially  covered  by  a  rail  barricade.  At  the  time  of  the  at¬ 
tack  General  Hooker  was  in  the  act  of  advancing  his  lines,  so  that  he 
fought  his  corps  uncovered,  in  comparatively  open  ground  and  on 
fair  terms  Avith  the  enemy.  The  contest  was  very  severe.  He  has 
buried  about  400  of  the  rebel  dead,  took  7  colors,  and  has  collected 
many  of  the  Avounded  and  other  prisoners.  Hooker  thinks  the  rebel 
wounded  in  his  front  fully  equal  to  4,000 ;  but  I  don’t  like  to  make 
guesses  in  .such  matters.  His  own  loss  Avill  be  covered  by  1,500.  On 
the  AAdiole  the  result  is  most  favorable  to  us.  To-day  Ave  have  gained 
important  positions,  so  that  Generals  McPherson  and  Schofield,  on  the 
east,  have  batteries  in  position  that  will  easily  reach  the  heart  of  the 
city,  and  General  Hoaa  ard,  on  the  north,  also  has  adAmnced  his  lines 
about  two  miles,  being  Avithin  easy  cannon-range  of  the  buildings  in 
Atlanta.  He  compelled  the  enemy  to  give  up  a  long  line  of  x)arai)ets, 
which  constituted  an  adAmnce  line  of  intrenchments.  The  city  seems 
to  haA^e  a  line  aU  round  it,  at  an  average  distance  from  the  center  of 
the  town  of  one  mile  and  a  half,  but  our  shot  passing  OA^er  this  line 
will  destroy  the  town,. and  1  doubt  if  General  Hood  will  stand  a  bom¬ 
bardment;  still  he  has  fought  hard  at  all  imints  all  day.  I  will  open 
on  the  town  from  the  east  and  northeast  to-morrow,  and  General  Thomas 
AA’iH  advance  his  right  from  the  mouth  of  Peach  Tree  Creek  so  as  to 
cross  the  railroad  to  the  northwest  of  the  toAv  n.  I  liaA^e  sent  General 
Garrard’s  cavalry  eastAA  ard  to  CoAungton  to  break  railroad  and  destroy 
the  bridges  on  YelloAv^  Eiver  and  the  Ulcofauhachee  Creek.  In  the 
action  yesterday  the  rebel  generals  O’Branan  [  ?]  and  Stevens  aa  ere 
killed,  and  among  the  dead  AA'ere  3  colonels  and  many  officers.  Briga¬ 
dier-General  Gresham  was  seATrely  wounded  yesterday,  but  is  in  no 
danger  of  life  or  limb.

General  :  Since  iny  report  yesterday  evening  at  6  p.  m.  I  have  ascer¬ 
tained  that,  Avith  the  exception  of  General  Geary’s  division,  my  loss  has 
been  very  slight,  although  exposed  to  as  hot  a  fire  as  I  have  almost 
ever  experienced.  The  enemy  Avas  handsomely  repulsed  at  all  points 
in  every  attack  he  made.  On  General  Palmer  he  assaulted  some  six  or 
seven  times.  The  same  on  General  NTcAvton.  The  attack  on  General 
Hooker  seemed  to  have  been  continuous  from  the  time  the  attack  first 
began  until  the  final  repulse  about  sundoAvn.  I  passed  by  General 
Geary’s  hospital  last  evening,  and  think  he  must  have  some  500  to  600 
wounded.  We  took  quite  a  number  of  prisoners  (the  exact  number  has 
not  yet  been  reported),  and  General  Ward  reports  that  he  has  .’captured 
2  stand  of  colors.  Orders  were  given  yesterday  evening  before- 1  left 
the  field  to  press  the  enemy  again  this  morning,  but  I  doubt  if  we  can 
accomplish  very  much,  as  he  undoubtedly  had  yesterday  strong  intrench- 
ments  in  our  front.  .  '

Army  of  the  Cumberland:  ' 

General:  After  leaving  you  to-day  I  visited  General  Palmer  and 
saw  his  skirmishers  advance  well  to  his  right  flank.  I  am  satisfied  the 
enemy  will  not  attempt  to  hold  Atlanta  and  the  fort  at  the  railroad 
crossing  of  the  Chattahoochee.  There  is  a  weak  place  in  that  line,  and 
it  can  best  be  reached  by  advancing  General  Johnson  on  the  direct 
road  as  far  as  possible  and  bringing  Generals  Baird  and  DaAus  well  up 
on  his  right.  I  do  not  think  the  enemy  will  assume  the  offensive  from 
the  fort  on  the  Chattahoochee,  but  it  may  be  prudent  to  let  General 
McCook  watch  him  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  The  front  of  General 
Hooker  is  very  narrow,  but  I  admit  it  is  the  point  where  your  hne  should 
be  the  strongest.  General  Howard’s  two  divisions  in  this  direction  have 
advanced  a  good  distance  over  a  complete  line  of  the  enemy’s  defenses, 
and  I  think  both  Generals  Wood  and  Stanley  are  up  to  the  main  line  of 
intrenchments,  and  that  from  General  Wood’s  right  rifled  guns  can 
reach  the  town.  The  enemy  still  holds  the  hill  near  where  General 
Stanley’s  left  and  General  Schofield’s  right  are;  and  they  keep  up  an 
infernal  clatter,  but  it  sounds  to  me  like  a  waste  of  ammunition.  Gen¬ 
eral  McPherson  to-day  charged  and  carried  a  hill,  losing  250  men,  but 
killing  some  and  taking  prisoners.  Prom  this  hill  he  has  an  easy  range 
of  the  toAvn.  We  Avill  try  the  effect  of  shelling  to-morrow,  and  during 
it  you  had  better  make  all  the  ground  you  can.  I  do  not  believe  the 
enemy  will  repeat  his  assaults,  as  he  had  in  that  of  yesterday  his  best 
troops  and  failed  signally.

General:  Major-General  Palmer  reports  this  evening  that  Briga¬ 
dier-General  Johnson^s  reconnaissance,  pushing  near  Johns’,  resulted 
in  the  c%)ture  of  29  prisoners  from  Stewart’s  corps,  French’s  division, 
and  was  checked  by  artillery  from  what  a  very  candid  seeming  prisoner 
reports  was  a  fortified  line.  He  says  Stewart’s  corps  is  on  that  line. 
Johnson  has  a  strong  line  half  a  mile  from  the  artillery.  Baird  is  on 
his  right.,  General  Palmer  is  satisfied  that  there  is  a  fortified  line  from 
the  river  along  the  railroad  some  distance,  thence  east  along  his  front 
and  up  to  that  point  is  held  by  Stewart’s  corps.  The  skirmishing  was 
sharp.  Oiir  loss  probably  will  not  exceed  50.  I  have  ordered  Palmer 
to  fortify  Johnson’s  and  Baird’s  present  positions  and  have  them  push 
out  again  t'o-morrow  as  far  as  they  can  without  bringing  on  a  battle.  I 
have  also 'ordered  Brigadier- General  McCook  to  send  a  brigade  across 
the  riv-er  tp-raorroAy  morning  to  relieve  General  Davis’  x>ickets  along 
Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  when  that  is  done  for  Davis  to  mass  his  division 
on  Baird’s  right.

General:  That  portion  of  the  enemy’s  works  between  the  South 
Fork  and  the  main  Peach  Tree  Creek  was  evacuated  last  night.  Gen¬ 
erals  Stanley  and  Wood  moved  forward,  wheeling  to  the  left  until  within 
niusketry  range  of  the  enemy’s  works.  The  left  brigade  of  Stanley’s 
division,  having  been  close  up  to  that  line,  did  not  move.  From  Gen¬ 
eral  Wood’s  right  the  enemy’s  fine  is  visible  to  the  extent  of  one  mile. 
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Tlie  works  seem  to  have  been  constructed  some  time,  probably  five  or 
six  weeks.  From  Wood’s  right  to  Newton’s  left,  in  a  straight  line,  is 
about  half  a  mile.  King’s  brigade  is  oi)positc  that  interval,  on  the 
other  side  ol‘  the  creek.  The  casualties  in  Newton’s  division  were  about 
100.  He  has  buried  in  his  front  about  200'  of  the  rebel  dead.  Those 
between  the  T)icket-lines  were  buried  by  the  enemy  yesterday  evening. 
The  division  made  a  gallant  fight  and  deserves  unqualified  praise. 
After  my  report  of  yesterday  evening  Colonel  Grose  took  27  men  and 
1  captain  prisoners  from  the  skirmish  rifle-pits  of  the  enemy.

Army  of  the  Tennessee : 

General  :  I  have  yours  of  8.45  last  evening,  and  regret  much  the 
wound  which  will  deprive  us  of  the  services  of  General  Gresham.  I 
was  in  hopes  you  could  have  made  a  closer  approach  to  Atlanta  yester¬ 
day,  as  I  Avas  satisfied  you  had  a  less  force  and  more  inferior  works  than 
AAull  be  revealed  by  daylight,  if,  as  1  suppose.  Hood  proposes  to  hold 
Atlanta  to  the  death.  All  afternoon  heavy  and  desperate  sallies  were 
made  against  Thomas,  all  along  his  lines  from  left  to  right,  particularly 
heavy  against  Newton  and  Geary,  but  in  every  instance  he  was  roughly 
handled;  considerable  firing  has  been  going  on  all  night  along  How¬ 
ard’s  lines,  and  still  continues.  To-morrow  I  propose  to  press  along  the 
whole  line,  and  try  to  advance  Thomas,  so  that  Ave  aa  ill  command  the 
Chattahoochee’s  east  bank,  and  contract  our  lines  by  diminishing  the 
circle.  I  think  to-morroAv  Hood  aa  ill  draAv  from  his  left  and  re-enforce 
his  right.  Nevertheless,  I  deem  it  necessary  that  you  should  gain 
ground  so  that  your  artillery  can  reach  the  toAvn  easily;  say  within 
1,000  yards  of  the  inner  or  main  lines.  I  have  ordered  Garrard  to  send 
to  EosAvell  his  Avagons  and  impediments  and  push  rapidly  and  boldly  on 
the  bridges  across  the  YelloAv  Eiver  and  Ulcofauhachee,  near  Coving¬ 
ton,  to  be  gone  tAvo  days.  Give  orders  that  in  the  mean  time  no  trains 
come  up  to  you  from  EosAvell.  He  will  substantially  cover  the  road 
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back  because  all  tbe  cavalry  in  that  direction  vill  be  driven  away,  still 
some  squads  mi^ht  be  left  about  Stone  Mountain,  as  he  will  take  the 
direct  road  from  Dex'atur  to  Covingtou,  passing  considerably  south  of 
Stone  Mountain.  Order  your  ordnance  wagons  and  those  that  you 
may  have  left  about  Decatur  up  to  your  immediate  rear.  I  will  ride 
over  to  Thomas  to-morrow  morning  and  would  like  to  hear  from  you  be¬ 
fore  starting.  If  at  any  time  you  see  signs  of  retreat  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy  follow  up  with  all  possible  vigor,  keeping  to  the  left  or  south  of 
Atlanta  and  following  roads  that  will  keep  you  on  that  flank.  If  Hood 
was  as  roughly  handled  by  Thomas  this  afternoon  as  reported,  and  in 
addition  the  little  artillery  he  has  displayed  to-day,  I  would  not  be 
astonished  to  find  him  off  in  the  morning,  but  I  see  no  signs  looking 
that  way  yet.  In  case  he  retreats  it  will  be  toward  Macon,  whither  all 
the  advance  stores  have  been  sent,  and  most  of  the  provisions.  I  want 
him  pursued  vigorously  for  a  couple  of  days.

General:  Brigadier- General  Leggett,  commanding  Third  Division, 
Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  advanced  his  lines  and  captured  a  hill,  quite 
a  commanding  position,  this  forenoon;  also,  some  60  prisoners,  princi¬ 
pally  from  Cleburne’s  division.  General  Leggett  is  on  my  extreme  left. 
The  Fourth  Division  (late  Gresham’s)  made  a  demonstration  at  the  same 
time  in  favor  of  Leggett,  and  the  loss  in  the  two  divisions  is  between 
260  and  300  killed  and  wounded.  The  hill  is  two  and  a  quarter  miles 
from  Atlanta,  and  a  portion  of  the  enemy’s  works  around  the  town  are 
in  view.  The  enemy  made  one  vigorous  assault  and  two  feeble  attempts 
to  recapture  the  hill,  but  were  signally  rexmlsed.  Since  that  time  he 
has  been  moving  trocqis  in  the  direction  of  our  left.  General  Leggett 
reports  having  seen  at  least  ten  regiments  of  infantry  passing  in  that 
direction.  I  have  strengthened  that  portion  of  the  line  with  all  the 
available  troops  I  have  got,  and  I  will  simply  remark  in  closing,  that  I 
have  no  cavalry  as  a  body  of  observation  on  my  flank,  and  that  the 
whole  rebel  army,  except  Georgia  militia,  is  not  in  front  of  the  Army 
of  the  Cumberland.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
orders  last  night  at  1.30  a.  m.  At  that  time  one  brigade  (three  regi¬ 
ments)  was  at  Cross  Keys,  ten  miles  from  here,  with  pickets  in  every 
direction  from  three  to  four  miles  j  one  regiment  was  at  McAfee’s 
Bridge  and  one  at  Roswell,  leaving  me  only  five  regiments,  which  were 
all  on  duty  here  guarding  the  roads.  I  at  once  took  the  necessary  steps 
to  carry  out  your  instructions,  and  will  leave  here  during  the  day,  and 
by  traveling  to-night  make  up  for  the  time  lost  in  concentration.  My 
pickets  on  the  roads  to  the  south  and  east  are  constantly  exchanging 
shots  with  rebel  cavalry  i)ickets,  and  this  morning  one  of  my  patrols 
down  the  Covington  road  captured  2  prisoners  belonging  to  a  bri¬ 
gade  camped,  Avhen  they  left  it,  at  Latimar’s.  As  your  object  is  to  de¬ 
stroy  the  bridges  and  six  or  eight  miles  of  road  east  of  Stone  Mountain,* 
and  as  my  chance  of  success  is  better  by  varying  some  from  the  route 
indicated,  I  deem  it  best  to  do  so.  I  desire  to  succeed,  as  you  place  so 
much  importance  in  having  it  done,  and  I  will  endeavor  to  do  it.  I 
would  have  started  with  my  five  regiments  here,  but  my  force  would 
have  been  too  weak  to  tear  up  railroad.  If  no  misfortune  happens  I 
will  burn  the  bridge  east  of  Covington  by  12  m.  to-morrow,  and  by 
doing  this  first  I  catch  all  west  of  that  point.  I  then  propose  breaking 
up  everything  between  the  two  rivers.  Trusting  my  views  may  meet 
your  approval,

Major-General  Thomas: 

General:  We  find  the  enemy  in  force  inside  of  Atlanta,  doubtless 
in  the  intrenchinents  as  represented  in  the  blue  map  as  a  circle  of  one 
mile  and  a  quarter  radius.  We  can  see  the  buildings  of  town  plain. 
The  enemy  fires  a  good  deal  of  artillery,  which  i)asses  over  the  house 
where  I  am.  Schofield  and  McPherson  are  deploying  and  getting  guns 
up,  and  will  soon  open  a  converging  fire.  I  have  sent  word  to  Howard 
that  we  were  mistaken  in  supposing  the  enemy  gone,  and  have  directed 
to  continue  his  operations  against  Atlanta  on  that  road.  I  sent  Gen¬ 
eral  Corse  to  you  to  say,  also,  that  my  orders  sent  by  Colonel  Ewing 
were  predicated  on  the  supposition  that  Atlanta  was  given  uj).  I  want 
to  hear  from  your  right  and  front.  I  suppose  Hood  haslet  go  the  river 
and  will  make  Atlanta  his  right  and  East  Point  his  left,  and  endeavor 
to  operate  on  our  road  with  cavalry.  I  have  ordered  McPherson  to  set 
one  corps  (Dodge’s)  at  work  destroying  the  railroad  completely  back  to 
and  beyond  Decatur.  I  supi)ose  Garrard  to  be  at  this  time  near  Yel¬ 
low  Eiver,  and  during  the  day  Avill  break  the  bridges  there  and  beyond. 
He  will  be  back  the  day  after  to-morrow.  If  the  enemy  holds  on  to  At¬ 
lanta  I  wish  you  to  i^ress  down  close  from  the  north  and  use  artillery 
freely,  converging  in  the  town.  I  will  then  throw  McPherson  again  on 
your  right  to  break  the  Macon  road.  I  would  let  Stoneman  try  it,  but  I 
hate  to  base  any  calculations  on  the  cavalry.  McCook  might  attemi)t 
it,  but  he  is  not  strong  enough,  for  I  take  it  the  main  cavalry  force  ot 
the  enemy  is  now  on  that  flank. 

Please  give  me  at  once  the  fullest  information  of  the  state  of  matters 
from  the  ridge  as  far  toward  Atlanta  or  East  Point  as  you  have  ascer¬ 
tained.

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advanced  yet.  My  right  connects  with  General  Hooker  just  on  the 
right  of  the  road  running  from  Buck  Head  to  Atlanta,  and  my  left  con¬ 
nects  with  General  Schofield  on  the  road  that  leads  to  Atlanta,  near 
Hurt’s  house,  as  marked  on  the  map.  We  have  taken  90  prisoners  to¬ 
day.  Since  I  last  reported  to  you  to-day  I  have  been  obliged  to  string 
out  my  lines  and  put  some  of  my  reserves  in  front.  Stanley’s  reserves 
relieved  one- of  Schofield’s  brigades  this  evening,  so  that  he  (Stanley) 
has  now  no  troops  except  those  which  are  in  line  of  battle.

I  cannot  tell  whether  I  will  need  re-enforcements  until  I  try  the 
enemy  in  the  morning.  The  reason  I  supx)ose  the  force  opposed  to  me 
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is  infantry,  is  based  upon  information  received  from  citizens  and  the 
fact  that  nothing  but  dismounted  men  and  artillery  opposed  my  ad¬ 
vance,  and  there  were  no  horse  tracks  to  indicate  cavalry.  I  omitted 
to  say  in  the  dispatch  I  sent  this  evening  the  reason  why  I  was  too  late 
for  a  decided  attack  this  afternoon  was  that  the  enemy  had  torn  up  the 
bridge  across  the  creek.  My  men  had  to  get  on  their  flank  and  drive 
them  from  the  other  side  before  the  bridge  could  be  repaired  sufiiciently 
for  me  to  cross.  I  have  a  patrol  from  the  right  of  my  line  to  the  river 
every  hour.  It  has  just  been  reported  to  me  from  the  skirmish  line 
that  the  enemy  are  chopping  and  building  works  very  industriously. 
If  I  find  their  works  formidable,  I  of  course  will  make  no  assault  unless 
ordered  to  do  so  by  the  general  commanding.  I  will  not,  however,  be 
kept  back  by  any  slight  obstacles.  They  do  not  form  a  continuous  line. 
With  the  infantry  right  I  have  been  unable  to  make  any  connection. 
The  country  is  too  broken  and  the  woods  too  dense  for  mounted  men 
to  pass  through,  except  on  roads.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  seen  all  the  corps  commanders  since  I  left  your 
headquarters  and  made  the  best  dispositions  I  could  of  the  troops  of  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee.  I  find  one  division  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps 
somewhat  despondent,  but  think  they  will  hold  their  position;  have 
sent  them  three  fresh  regiments  to  support  them  in  holding  the  hill  that 
I  think  is  the  key-point  to  my  whole  position.  Some  inisoners,  who 
have  just  come  inside  of  our  picket-lines  in  General  Dodge’s  front,  re- 
l)ort  themselves  from  Hood’s  corps  (now  Cheatham’s),  which  they  re])ort 
moving  to  our  left,  in  order  to  attack  in  the  morning;  they  say  Atlanta 
is  held  by  militia,  and  that  Polk’s  old  corps  is  on  our  extreme  right, 
west  of  Atlanta.  This  statement  may  not  be  true,  but  I  am  inclined  to 
think  it  is  true  from  all  that  I  have  learned  from  other  prisoners.  The 
note  to  you  from  General  Schofield  giving  you  the  information  that 
there  was  nothing  but  a  small  force  of  cavalry  in  Decatur  to-day,  would 
somewhat  do  away  with  my  impression  about  the  force  were  it  not  for 
Colonel  Sprague’s  report  to  General  Dodge.  He  reports  that  he  was 
attacked  by  a  large  force,  and  had  lost  nearly  400  men  killed,  wounded, 
and  captured,  as  General  Dodge  informs  me.  I  give  you  this  informa¬ 
tion  all  as  I  get  it,  that  you  may  judge  from  all  information  that  you 
may  get  as  to  where  troops  of  the  enemy  are  and  what  their  intentions 
are.

At  daylight  to-day  it  was  found  that  the  rebels  had  gone  from  entire 
front,  and  General  Sherman,  announced  the  occupation  of  Atlanta  by 
Schofield,  and  ordered  pursuit  by  Thomas  and  McPherson.  Vigorous 
pursuit  was  made,  and  the  enemy  was  found  in  the  fortifications  of  At¬ 
lanta,  and  not  Schofield.  We  hold  road  to  within  two  miles  and  a  half 
of  center  of  place,  and  that  is  about  the  average  distance  of  whole  line, 
though  Schofield  and  Dodge  are  nearer.  Fighting  has  been  severe,  and 
we  have  lost  Genera]  McPherson,  killed  by  «hot  through  lungs  while  on 
a  reconnaissance.  It  is  thought  that  enemy  will  be  gone  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  as  they  have  attacked  and  been  repulsed  since  dark.  Hood  fights 
his  graybacks  desperately.

The  enemy  having  to-day  withdrawn  into  his  intrenchments  at  At¬ 
lanta,  and  having  assaulted  our  left,  the  following  general  plan  will  be 
observed  for  k)-morrow,  July  23,  1864: 

1.  All  the  armies  will  intrench  a  strong  front  on  their  present  lines 
and  will  hold  in  reserve  as  mudi  infantry  as  possible  for  offensive 
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operations.  Good  batteries  will  be  constructed  for  the  artillery  and  a 
steady  lire  kept  up  on  the  city  of  Atlanta. 

II.  The  trains  will  be  kept  behind  the  main  center  (Major-General 
Howard^s  corps)  or  close  up  to  their  own  reserves,  and  in  the  event  of 
the  enemy  assaulting  at  any  point  all  others  should  assault  the  enemy 
to  their  immediate  front.  By  carrying  any  one  point  of  the  enemy^s 
present  line  his  whole  position  becomes  untenable.

Appearances  indicate  that  the  enemy  have  only  a  strong  rear-guard 
between  us  and  Atlanta,  but  this  we  do  not  know  positively,  hence  all 
the  divisions  should  be  held  in  condition  for  an  obstinate  defense  in 
case  of  an  assault. 

The  First  Division  will  have  one  brigade  in  reserve,  and  that  should 
be  posted  as  near  the  right  of  the  line  as  practicable,  as  that  rests 
on  one  of  the  main  roads  leading  into  Atlanta.  The  major-general  com¬ 
manding  suggests  that  a  battery  or  two  be  placed  in  position  for  de¬ 
fending  the  approach  by  the  HowelPs  Mill  road.  He  also  requests  that 
the  communication  by  the  road  along  the  ridge  be  kept  open  in  order 
that  we  may  have  easy  and  quick  communication  between  the  right  and 
left  of  our  line.  In  his  opinion  Atlanta  will  be  abandonded  to-night,  and 
he  desires  that  the  pickets  may  be  directed  to  keep  on  the  alert  that 
they  may  be  informed  of  the  earliest  movements  of  the  enemy  in  their 
retreat,  and  to  follow  them  as  hir  as  Atlanta  in  case  they  should  with¬ 
draw  from  before  our  front. 

It  will  be  a  great  compliment  to  the  Twentieth  Corps  to  have  it  said 
that  it  was  the  first  to  enter  Atlanta.

Yesterday  morning  the  enemy  fell  back  to  the  intrenchments  proper 
of  the  city  of  Atlanta,  which  are  in  a  general  circle  of  a  radius  of  one 
mile  and  a  half,  and  we  closed  in.  While  Ave  Avere  forming  our  lines  and 
selecting  positions  for  batteries,  the  enemy  appeared  suddenly  out  of 
the  dense  AA  Oods  in  heavy  masses  on  our  extreme  left,  and  struck  the 
Seventeenth  Corps  (General  Blair’s)  in  flank,  and  Avas  forcing  it  back, 
when  the  Sixteenth  Corps  (General  Dodge’s)  came  up  and  checked 
the  movement,  but  the  enemy’s  cavalry  got  Avell  to  our  rear  and  into 
Decatur,  and  for  some  hours  our  left  flank  Avas  completely  enveloped. 
The  fighting  that  resulted  Avas  continuous  until  night,  AAuth  heaA^y  loss  on 
both  sides.  The  enemy  took  one  of  our  batteries  (Murray’s,  of  the  Reg¬ 
ular  Army)  that  Avas  marching  in  its  place  in  column  on  the  road 
unconscious  of  danger.  About  4  p.  m.  the  enemy  sallied  against  the 
division  of  General  Morgan  L.  Smith,  Avhich  occupied  an  abandoned 
line  of  rifle-tienches  near  the  railroad,  east  of  the  city,  and  forced  it 
back  some  400  yards,  leaving  in  his  hands  for  the  time  two  batteries, 
but  the  ground  and  batteries  were  immediately  after  recovered  by  the 
same  troops,  re-enforced.  I  cannot  well  approximate  our  loss,  which 
fell  heaviest  on  the  Fifteenth  and  Seventeenth  Corps,  but  count  it  3,000; 
but  I  know  that,  being  on  the  defensive,  we  have  inflicted  equally  heavy 
loss  on  the  enemy.  General  McPherson,  AAhen  arranging  his  trooi)S, 
about  11  a.  in.,  and  passing  from  one  column  to  another,  unconsciously 
rode  upon  an  ambuscade  without  apprehension  and  at  some  distance 
ahead  of  his  staff  and  orderlies  and  was  shot  dead.  His  body  was  sent 
in  charge  of  his  personal  staff  back  to  Marietta  and  Chattanooga.  His 
loss  at  that  moment  was  most  serious,  but  General  Logan  at  once 
arranged  the  troops,  and  had  immediate  direction  of  them  during  the 
rest  of  the  day.  Our  left,  though  refused  someAvhat,  is  still  within  easy 
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cannon-range  of  Atlanta.  The  enemy  seems  to  man  his  extensive  para¬ 
pets  and,  at  the  same  time,  has  to  spare  heavy  assaulting  columns ;  but 
to-day  we  will  intrench  our  front  lines,  which  will  give  me  troops  to 
spare  to  meet  these  assaults.  I  cannot  hear  of  the  loss  of  more  than  a 
few  wagons,  taken  by  the  enemy’s  cavalry  during  his  temporary  pause 
in  Decatur,  whence  all  the  trains  had  been  securely  removed  to  the  rear 
of  the  main  army,  under  cover  of  a  brigade  of  infantry,  commanded  by 
Colonel  Sprague.  During  the  heavy  attack  on  the  left,  the  remainder 
of  the  line  was  not  engaged.

General  :  I  have  this  moment  returned  from  an  examination  of  our 
entire  line.  You  know  your  own,  The  balance  extends  in  a  circle  at 
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about  1,000  yards  distant  from  the  enemy’s  lines,  as  far  as  Proctor’s 
Creek,  the  whole  of  Palmer’s  corps  being  east  and  south  of  the  rail¬ 
road.  All  have  covered  their  fronts  with  x>arapets  so  that  the  enemy 
will  not  attempt  a  sally.  The  question  now  is.  What  next?  I  will  in 
person  explain  all  that  is  necessary  to  produce  the  result  aimed  at  as 
soon  as  General  Garrard  returns.  You  need  not  apprehend  a  renewal 
of  the  attack  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  but  should,  on  the  contrary, 
begin  to  feel  out  with  skirmivshers  and  supports  into  the  woods  east  of 
Giles  Smith’s  division  and  Dodge’s  coiqis.  In  the  morning  early  let 
Woods’  division  move  into  Decatur,  stay  awhile,  and  return.  Let  details 
of  men  and  x)ioneers  begin  at  your  very  front  and  break  ux)  and  destroy 
the  railroad  absolutely  back  to  and  including  Decatur.  IJntil  we  con- 
■  elude  ux:>on  the  best  manner  of  reducing  Atlanta  we  cannot  be  better 
emxdoyed  than  in  rendering  the  Atlanta  and  Augusta  road  useless; 
especially  have  the  iron  rails  heated  and  twisted.  I  want  your  skir¬ 
mishers  to  feel  out  early  to-morrow  in  front  of  Dodge  for  a  double  pur¬ 
pose — to  hold  on  that  flank  the  cavalry  of  Wheeler,  while  we  ox^erate 
on  Thomas’  flank  and  create  a  diversion  for  Garrard,  now  on  his  return 
from  his  exxiedition.

YII.  Brig.  Gen.  M.  L.  Smith,  commanding  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  will 
direct  General  Woods,  commanding  First  Division  of  his  corps,  to  move 
into  Decatur  at  5  o’clock  to-morrow  morning,  leaving  along  his  works  a 
heavy  fine  of  skirmishers.  After  remaining  a  while  in  Decatur  he  will 
return  and  occupy  his  position.  General  Smith  will  also  direct  details 
of  men  from  General  Woods’  division  and  the  pioneers  from  his  com¬ 
mand  to  commence  at  the  extreme  front  of  the  line  and  destroy  effectu¬ 
ally  the  railroad  to  and  including  Decatur,  the  ties  to  be  taken  up,  the 
rails  placed  upon  them  and  bent  and  twisted  while  burning,  so.  as  to 
prevent  any  further  use  of  the  road,  All  details  of  soldiers  will  be  sent 
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armed,  prepared  for  any  attack  of  the^nemy.  General  Woods  will  pro¬ 
tect  as  far  as  possible,  all  details  employed  in  tbe  destruction  of  the 
railroad.  Should  General  Dodge  be  attacked,  General  Woods  will  fall 
upon  the  flank  of  the  enemy  and  punish  him. 

2.  Major-General  Dodge  will  direct  the  skirmishers  of  his  command 
to  feel  out  at  daylight  to-morrow  morning,  thus  keeping  the  enemy’s 
cavalry  on  our  left  flank  and  at  the  same  time  securing  a  diversion  while 
an  attack  is  being  made  on  the  flank  of  General  Thomas  and  protecting 
the  return  of  General  Garrard  from  his  cavalry  expedition.  The  skir¬ 
mish  line  will  be  careful  to  keep  its  right  flank  connected  with  General 
Blair’s  pickets  and  will  be  cautioned  against  any  attempt  of  the  enemy 
to  break  through,  to  cut  them  off  from  the  main  line.

On  making  up  re])orts  and  examining  the  field,  I  find  the  result  of 
Hood’s  attack  on  our  left  more  disastrous  to  the  enemy  than  I  reported. 
Our  loss  will  not  foot  up  2,000  killed  and  wounded,  whereas  we  have 
found  over  1,000  rebels  dead,  which  will  make,  with  the  usual  propor¬ 
tion  of  wounded,  a  loss  to  the  enemy  of  full  7,000.  General  Garrard 
has  also  returned,  perfectly  successful,  having  completely  destroyed  the 
two  large  bridges  near  Covington,  forty  miles  toward  Augusta,  brought 
in  200  prisoners  and  some  good  horses,  and  destroyed  the  public  stores 
at  Covington  and  Conyers,  including  2,000  bales  of  cotton,  a  locomo¬ 
tive,  and  a  train  of  cars.  Our  communications  are  yet  all  safe,  and  the 
army  in  good  condition  in  all  respects.  As  soon  as  my  cavalry  rests  I 
propose  to  swing  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  round  by  the  right  rapidly 
and  interpose  between  Atlanta  and  Macon,  the  only  line  open  to  the 
enemy.

After  thinking  over  the  whole 
matter,  I  prefer  that  Maj.  Gen.  O.  O.  Howard  be  ordered  to  command 
the  Army  and  Department  of  the  Tennessee.  If  this  meets  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  approval,  notify  me  by  telegraph,  when  I  will  put  him  in  com- 
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maud,  and  name  others  to  fill  the  vacancies  created.  Logan,  as  senior, 
commands  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  for  the  present.  After  we  have 
taken  Atlanta  I  will  name  officers  who  merit  promotion.  In  the  mean 
time,  I  request  that  the  President  will  not  give  increased  rank  to  any 
officer  who  has  gone  on  leave  from  sickness,  or  cause  other  than 
wounds  in  battle.

General:  It  is  my  painful  duty  to  report  that  Brig.  Gen.  James  B. 
McPherson,  U.  S.  Army,  major-general  of  volunteers  and  commander  of 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  in  the  field,  was  killed  by  a  shot  from  ambus¬ 
cade  about  noon  of  yesterday.*  At  the  time  of  this  fatal  shot  he  was  on 
horseback,  placing  his  troops  in  i)osition  near  the  city  of  Atlanta,  and 
was  passing  by  a  cross-road  from  a  moving  column  toward  the  flank  of 
troops  that  had  already  been  established  on  the  line.  He  had  quitted 
me  but  a  few  moments  before  and  was  on  his  way  to  see  in  person  to 
the  execution  of  my  orders.  About  the  time  of  this  sad  event  the 
enemy  had  sallied  from  his  intrenchments  around  Atlanta  and  had,  by 
a  circuit,  got  to  the  left  and  rear  of  this  very  line  and  had  begun  an 
attack  which  resulted  in  serious  battle,  so  that  General  McPherson  fell 
in  battle,  booted  and  spurred,  as  the  gallant  knight  and  gentleman 
should  wish.  Not  his  the  loss,  but  the  country’s,  and  the  army  will 
mourn  his  death  and  cherish  his  memory  as  that  of  one  who,  though 
comxiaratively  young,  had  risen  by  his  merit  and  ability  to  the  com¬ 
mand  of  one  of  the  best  armies  which  the  nation  had  called  into  exist¬ 
ence  to  vindicate  its  honor  and  integrity.  History  tells  us  of  but  few 
who  so  blended  the  grace  and  gentleness  of  the  friend  with  the  dignity, 
courage,  faith,  and  manliness  of  the  soldier.  His  public  enemies,  even 
the  men  who  directed  the  fatal  shot,  ne’er  si)oke  or  wrote  of  him.  with¬ 
out  expressions  of  marked  respect ;  those  whom  he  commanded  loved 
him  even  to  idolatry,  and  I,  his  associate  and  commander,  fail  in  words 
adequate  to  express  my  oi)inion  of  his  great  worth.  I  feel  assui’ed  that 
every  patriot  in  America  on  hearing  this  sad  news  will  feel  a  sense  of 
personal  loss  and  the  country  generally  will  realize  that  we  have  lost 
not  only  an  able  military  leader  but  a  man  who,  had  he  survived,  was 
qualified  to  heal  the  national  strife  which  has  been  raised  by  ambitious 
and  designing  men.  His  body  has  been  sent  North  in  charge  of  Major 
Willard,  Captains  Steele  and  Gile,  his  i)ersonal  staff.

General  :  I  have  pretty  well  surveyed  the'  whole  position,  and  by 
the  aid  of  maps  and  my  own  observations  think  I  understand  the  case 
pretty  well.  Our  lines  are  now  strong  in  front,  and  we  compass  Atlanta 
from  the  railroad  on  the  east  to  the  railroad  west.  The  enemy,  having 
failed  in  his  assault  on  your  flank  before  it  was  covered  by  any  defen¬ 
sible  works,  and  liaving  sustained  most  serious  loss,  will  not  again 
attempt  it,  but  will  await  our  action.  I  now  inclose  you  a  map*  made 
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by  General  Schofield’s  engineers,  which  shows  the  roads  to  your  present 
right  rear.  I  sent  Captain  Poe  to  see  you  this  morning,  but  from  what 
Captain  Hickenlooper  says  I  think  I  may  have  failed  to  convey  to  you 
jny  right  meaning,  which  is  this:  The  only  object  in  placing  the  Army 
.  of  the  Tennessee  on  that  flank  was  to  reach  and  destroy  the  railroad 
from  Atlanta  toward  Augusta.  That  is  partially  done,  and  the  work  of 
destruction  should  be  continued  as  far  as  possible.  I  wish  you  to  keep 
one  division  or  more  employed  day  and  night  in  breaking  and  burning 
the  road  until  General  Garrard  returns.  I  feel  no  doubt  but  that  he  has 
succeeded  in  breaking  the  bridges  across  the  Yellow  Eiver  and  the 
Ulcofauhachee,  but  he  may  have  to  fight  his  way  back,  and  to  relieve  him 
I  wish  you  to  push  your  skirmishers  out  from  General  Dodge’s  front  of 
General  Blair’s  left,  as  though  you  were  going  to  push  your  way  to  the 
east  of  Atlanta  toward  the  Augusta  road.  To  keep  up  this  delusion, 
you  should  send  a  column  cautiously  down  one  of  those  roads  or  valleys 
southeast,  and  engage  the  enemy  outside  his  works,  but  not  behind  his 
trenches.  As  soon  as  General  Garrard  is  back  you  can  discontinue  all 
such  demonstrations  and  x)repare  for  your  next  move.  I  prox)ose  to  give 
you  timely  notice  to  send  your  wagons  behind  General  Thomas  and  then 
to  move  your  army  behind  the  i^resent  line  to  the  extreme  right,  to 
reach,  if  possible,  the  Macon  road,  which  you  know  to  be  the  only  road 
by  which  Atlanta  can  be  supplied.  This  will  leave  General  Schofield 
the  left  flank,  which  will  be  covered  by  the  works  he  has  constructed  on 
his  front,  and  he  can  use  the  abandoned  trenches  of  the  enemy  to  cover 
his  left  rear.  You  will  no  longer  send  your  wagons  by  Eoswell,  but  by 
Buck  Head  and  Pace’s  Ferry,  and  when  you  change  you  will  draw  from 
the  railroad  bridge,  to  which  our  cars  now  run,  and  at  which  point  we 
are  making  apier  bridge,  as  also  two  of  i)ontoons.  General  Stoneman  will 
surely  be  at  Decatur  to-day,  and  we  will  have  two  divisions  of  cavalry  on 
our  right,  viz,  General  McCook’s  and  [Colonel]  Harrison’s  (General  Eous- 
seau’s).  Act  with  confidence.  Know  that  the  enemy  cannot  budge  you 
from  your  present  ground,  and  act  offensively  to  show  him  that  you  dare 
him  to  the  encounter.  You  can  understand  that  being  on  the  defensive 
he  cannot  aftbrd  to  sally  unless  at  great  peril.  General  Schofield  has  so 
strengthened  his  front  l^hat  I  feel  no  uneasiness  about  that  flank,  and 
only  study  now  to  make  the  next  move  so  quickly  that  we  may  reach 
East  Point  or  vicinity  with  as  little  loss  as  possible.  My  headquarters 
are  now  behind  General  Howard’s  corps,  General  Kewton’s  division, 
on  the  main  Marietta  and  Atlanta  road,  whicfii  crosses  the  Chattahoochee 
at  Pace’s  Ferry  and  x)asses  through  Buck  Head.  I  am  at  a  large 
white  house  near  the  enemy’s  old  line  of  intrenchments,  a  prolongation 
of  the  same  which  x>asses  from  where  I  saw  you  yesterday  by  General 
Schofield’s  position.  I  have  just  heard  that  General  Garrard  is  back. 
Go  on  breaking  that  road  good.

I  respectfully  request  that  the  Third  Brigade,  Fourth  Division,  Six¬ 
teenth  Army  Corps,  now  at  Decatur,  Ala.,  be  ordered  to  join  this  com¬ 
mand.  The  two  divisions,  comprising  four  brigades  x^bsent  (two  to 
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each  divivsioii),  have  lost  in  killed  and  wounded  alone  some  2,000 
men,  and  the  detaching  two  brigades,  together  with  the  loss  from  sick¬ 
ness,  has  reduced  the  command  from  12,500  effective,  which  it  started 
with,  to  some  6,000.  One  brigade,  1,800  strong,  is  at  Home,  Ga.,  and 
one  at  Oecatnr,  Ala.  If  either  brigade  or  both  could  join  me  it  would 
give  ns  a  A^ahiable  addition  to  the  army.  There  are  also  detached  the 
First  Alabama  Cavalry  at  Home  and  the  Ninth  Ohio  Cavalry  at  De¬ 
catur,  besides  some  three  regiments  of  colored  troops  belonging  to  this 
command,  Avhich  inakes  those  absent  and  without  the  command  fully 
equal  to  the  present.  If  it  is  possible,  under  the  exigencies  of  the 
service,  I  trust  the  general  commanding  the  Military  Division  of  the 
Mississippi  Avill  order  up  a  portion  of  my  command.

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  for  the  information  of  the 
major-general  commanding  the  Division  of  the  Mississippi  that  this 
corps  was  reduced  when  I  assumed  command  of  it  to  about  10,000 
effective  men  by  leaving  the  strongest  division  at  Vicksburg.  Upon 
my  arrival  at  Allatoona  I  left  one  brigade  and  two  batteries,  number¬ 
ing  about  1,200  men,  to  guard  the  depots  at  that  place.  Since  that  time, 
in  the  various  actions  in  Avliich  the  corps  has  been  engaged,  it  has 
lost  about  3,000  men,  leaving  me  an  effective  force  of  only  some  6,000. 
Under  these  circumstances  1  would  most  respectfully  request  that  that 
portion  of  this  corps  which  was  left  at  Allatoona,  and  which  is  now  sta¬ 
tioned  at  Kenesaw  Mountain,  may  be  relieved  by  some  other  command 
and  ordered  to  report  to  me  for  duty  as  soon  as  practicable.

Assistant  Adjutant- General,  Department  of  the  Tennessee: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  of  forwarding  to  you  a  stand  of  rebel  colors 
captured  by  Lieut.  Samuel  R.  Riggs,  commanding  Company  E  of  this 
regiment,  on  the  22d  of  July,  1864.  The  circumstances  are  as  follows: 
The  regiment  I  have  the  honor  to  command  was  ordered  to  the  left  of 
the  Sixteenth  Army  Corps.  Immediately  on  its  arrival  there  I  was 
ordered  back  by  Colonel  Martin,  commanding  First  Brigade,  Second 
Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  I  was  informed  that  the  enemy  had 
taken  our  works  and  that  they  must  be  retaken.  I  Avas  ordered  to  form 
my  regiment  on  the  right  of  the  Sixth  Missouri  Infantry,  to  charge  the 
enemy,  and  drive  them  from  our  works.  When  within  fifty  yards  of 
the  works,  a  rebel  officer  with  the  colors  of  his  regiment  and  five  of  his 
men  crossed  the  works,  forming  them  on  this  side,  and  trying  to  get  the 
balance  of  his  command  over.  I  then  asked  Lieutenant  Riggs  if  he 
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could  take  that  stand  of  colors  with  his  company.  He  answered,  I  can.” 
So  with  five  of  his  men  he  charged  them,  killing’  the  officer  (a  captain), 
capturing  the  colbrs  and  color  bearer,  and  wounding  2  of  the  color  guard. 
I  will  also  forward  you  the  names  of  the  men  who  are  entitled  to  the 
honors  of  helping  to  capture  the  flag:  Jacob  Cross,  Eliphalet  Greely, 
Joseph  Goodwin,  Corpl.  N.  Sprague,  and  Corpl.  I.  W.  Rittenhouse.  If 
consistent,  I  would  most  earnestly  request  that  the  colors  be  returned 
to  Lieutenant  Riggs  as  a  reward  of  his  bravery.

General  :  I  have  received  yours  of  July  2.*  I  fear  you  were  more 
affected  by  the  words  of  my  telegram  than  I  designed.  By  the  lan- 
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guag’e  used  I  aimed  to  exju'ess  emphatically  how  important  General 
Grant  and  1  deemed  the  intersection  of  the  Mississippi  Gentral  and 
the  Vicksburg  and  Selma  roads.  We  had  worked  foi^it  so  hard  that  I 
felt  sensitive  when  I  heard  the  enemy  Avere  gradually  closing  the  gap. 
Be  assured  of  my  sincere  respect,  and  if  you  Avill  be  most  active, 
whether  successful  or  not,  you  may  count  on  my  personal  and  official 
support.  This  may  not  be  a  motive,  but  for  the  time  being  I  represent 
the  Great  Valley,  and  I  do  think  I  appreciate  the  relath^e  A-alue  of  its 
parts. 

Though  far  away  here  in  Georgia  thundering  away  at  Atlanta  my 
thoughts  revert  to  Mississippi  and  that  great  A^alley,  AAffiich  appears  to 
me  the  spinal  column  of  America,  that  you  will  pardon  me  if  at  times 
I  am  sensitiA^e  as  to  the  safety  of  its  Autal  parts. 

There  is  a  seeming  conflict  of  authority  betAveen  General  Canby’s 
command  and  mine.  Were  I  near  I  feel  we  would  perfectly  accord,  but 
being  so  far  away  I  will  concede  to  him  superior  knowledge  of  the 
pressing  necessities  at  local  points.  Therefore  when  he  orders  troops, 
comply  with  his  orders,  and  report  the  troops  not  as  transferred  but  as 
detached,  and  keep  him  advised  of  the  tenor  and  purpose  of  any  gen¬ 
eral  instructions  or  orders  from  the  commander  of  the  Pepartment  of  the 
Tennessee  or  from  me.  Our  command  is  on  the  east  bank  and  General 
Canby’s  on  the  AA^est  bank,  but  as  we  are  oft  in  Georgia  and  General 
Canby  is  near  at  hand,  the  War  Department  has  wisely  ordered  that 
for  the  protection  of  tlie  great  interests,  as  it  Avere,  afloat  on  thatrivei‘. 
General  Canby’s  orders  to  local  garrisons  are  good.  If,  as  I  hope  Avill 
not  be  the  case,  an  absolute  conflict  should  arise,  I  think  our  comnmnds 
to  you  Avould  be  superior,  but  if  good  sense  and  feeling  preAmil,  I  do 
not  apprehend  any  real  conflict,  for  the  protection  of  the  river  and  its 
commerce,  which  is  common  to  our  commands,  must  always  take  pre¬ 
cedence  over  any  mere  inland  expedition. 

You  Avill  liaA^e  heard  aa  ith  pain  and  sorrow  that  General  McPherson 
was  killed  day  before  yesterday,  at  the  beginning  of  a  battle  brought 
ou  by  Hood,  who  attacked  our  left  as  we  were  closing  our  lines  on  At¬ 
lanta.  General  McPherson  had  the  Fifteenth  and  Seventeenth  Corps  in 
line,  conforming  to  the  enemy’s  works,  and  was  moving  Dodge’s  troops 
obliquely  by  the  flank  tp  the  left  to  form,  as  it  AA^ere,  a  shoulder.  General 
McPherson  aauis  crossing  one  of  those  valleys  by  a  road  or  Avood  path 
by,  as  it  were,  a  diagonal,  to  reach  the  left  flank  of  General  Blair,  doubt¬ 
less  to  prepare  a  place  for  General  Dodge,  and  he  must  have  encoun¬ 
tered  the  advanced  line  of  the  enemy’s  skirmishers,  who  preceded  the 
column  Avhich  had  reached  the  rear  of  the  line  of  General  Blair.  He 
was  shot  througii  the  breast,  high  up  from  the  riglit  side.  He  fell  dead 
from  his  horse  but  a  fexv  yards  from  the  road  or  path.  We  soon  got 
his  body  and  sent  it  to  the  rear  and  to  the  North.  He  Avas  a  noble, 
gallant  gentleman,  and  the  best  hope  for  a  great  soldier  that  I  had  in 
my  mind’s  eye.  You  will  And  many  a  moist  eye  in  Vicksburg  when  the 
news  of  his  death  reaches  Vicksburg.  General  Logan  is  in  command 
of  the  army  in  the  field,  but  the  President  must  name  his  successor.  lu 
the  mean  time  execute  his  general  orders,  and  in  all  matters  of  detail 
your  own  good  sense  must  dmect. 

Butterfield  is  home  sick.  '  Ward,  Geary,  and  Williams  command 
Hooker’s  divisions.  AU  liaA^e  done  good  fighting.

I.  General  Woods’  division,  of  the  Fifteenth  Corps,  has  been  ordered 
to  move  into  Decatur  at  5  o’clock  this  inorninp^,  and  to  directly  return, 
destroying  the  line  of  the  railroad  for  the  ijurpose  of  keeping  the 
enemy’s  cavalry  on  our  left  flank,  and  at  the  same  time  securing  a 
diversion  while  an  attack  is  being  made  on  the  flank  of  General 
Thomas  and  protecting  the  return  of  General  Garrard  from  his  cavalry 
expedition.  The  skirmishers  of  this  command  will  feel  well  out  at  day¬ 
light  this  morning.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  careful  to  keep  its  right 
flank  connected  with  General  Blair’s  pickets,  and  will  be  cautioned 
against  any  attempt  of  the  enemy  to  break  through  to  cut  them  off 
from  the  main  line.  In  case  the  enemy  should  attack.  General  Woods 
is  instructed  to  fall  upon  his  flank  and  punish  him.  Brig.  Gen.  J.  W. 
Fuller,  commanding  Fourth  Division,  will  move  two  regiments  from  his 
right  to  the  left  of  General  Sweeny’s  line,  to  occupy  the  position  of  Col¬ 
onel  Williamson’s  brigade  during  its  absence  from  the  line.

Your  dispatch  of  the  21st  did  not  come  till  to-day.  Johnston  is 
relieved  and  Hood  commands.  Hood  has  made  two  attempts  to  strike 
hard  since  w^e  crossed  the  Chattahoochee,  and  both  times  got  more  than 
he  bargained  for.  No  doubt  he  expects  to  cut  to  my  rear,  but  I  have 
already  cut  to  his  rear,  having  broken  his  Augusta  road  out  for  fifty 
miles,  and  his  Southern  road  at  Oj)elika.  None  remains  to  him  but 
the  Macon  road,  and  I  think  I  will  have  that  soon.  I  would  rather 
that  Hood  should  fight  it  out  at  Atlanta  than  to  retreat  farther  toward 
Macon.  If  you  can  keep  away  re-enforcements  all  well.  My  army  is 
all  in  hand,  and  rear  well  guarded.

I  have  your  dispatch  of  yesterday,  announcing  the  appointment  of 
General  Osterhaus  as  major-general.  I  do  not  object  to  his  appoint¬ 
ment,  but  I  wish  to  put  on  record  this  my  emphatic  opinion,  that  it  is 
an  act  of  injustice  to  officers  who  stand  by  their  posts  in  the  day  of 
danger  to  neglect  them  and  advance  such  as  Hovey  and  Osterhaus, 
who  left  us  in  the  midst  of  bullets  to  go  to  the  rear  in  search  of  pevsonal 
advancement.  If  the  rear  be  the  post  of  honor,  then  we  had  better  all 
change  front  on  Washington.

Geineral  :  1  find  it  difficult  to  make  prompt  report  of  results  coupled 
with  some  data  or  information  without  occasionally  making  some  mis¬ 
takes.  General  McPherson’s  sudden  death,  and  General  Logan  suc¬ 
ceeding  to  the  command,  as  it  were,  in  the  midst  of  battle,  made  some 
confusion  on  our  extreme  left,  but  it  soon  recovered  and  made  sad 
havoc  with  the  enemy,  who  had  practiced  one  of  his  favorite  games  of 
attacking  our  left  when  in  motion  and  before  it  had  time  to  cover  its 
weak  end.  After  riding  over  the  ground  and  hearing  the  varying 
statements  of  the  actors  on  that  flank,  I  directed  General  Logan  to  make 
me  an  official  report  of  the  actual  results^  and  1  herewith  inclose  it.* 
Though  the  number  of  dead  rebels  seems  excessive,  I  am  disposed  to 
give  full  credit  to  the  report  that  our  loss,  though  only  3,521  killed, 
wounded,  and  missing,  the  enemy’s  dead  alone  on  the  field  nearly 
equal  that  number,  viz,  3,240.  Happening  at  that  point  of  the  line 
when  a  flag  of  truce  was  sent  in  to  ask  permission  for  each  party  to 
bury  its  dead,  I  gave  General  Logan  authority  to  permit  a  temporary 
truce  on  that  flank  alone,  while  our  labors  and  fighting  proceeded  at  all 
others.  I  also  send  you  a  copy  of  General  Garrard’s  rex)ort  of  the 
breaking  of  railroad  toward  Angusta.t  Now  I  am  grouping  my  com¬ 
mand  to  attack  the  Macon  road,  and  with  that  view  will  intrench  a 
strong  line  of  circumvallation  and  flanks,  so  as  to  have  as  large  an 
infantry  column  to  co-operate  as  possible  with  all  the  cavalry  to  swing- 
round  to  the  south  and  east  to  control  that  road  at  or  below  East  Point.

General.  Garrard  is  back  all  safe,  having  lost  but  2  men.  He 
destroyed  the  bridges  across  the  branches  of  the  Ocmulgee,  and  the 
depots  at  Conyers,  Covington,  and  Social  Circle,  and  brought  in  200 
prisoners  and  a  fine  lot  of  fresh  horses  and  negroes.  He  is  now  at  De¬ 
catur  resting,  but  we  must  all  get  in  motion  by  the  day  after  to-morrow. 
I  thought  Captain  Dayton  had  sent  you  word  about  General  Garrard’s 
return.  General  Logan  now  foots  up  the  killed  of  the  enemy  at  3,200, 
and  2,100  prisoners.  Our  loss  in  killed,  wounded,  and  missing,  3,500 
and  10  guns.

I  understood  that  General  McCook’s  cavalry  was  across  Proctor’s 
Creek  and  held  the  east  bank  at  Turner’s  Ferry,  and  ordered  a  pontoon 
bridge  to  be  made  to  connect  his  and  Colonel  Harrison’s  cavalry,  but 
on  reaching  Proctor’s  Creek  it  was  found  that  our  pickets  were  across 
the  creek,  but  not  out  as  far  as  the  Turner’s  Ferry  road.  Order  General 
McCook  out  early  to-morrow  to  cover  that  ferry,  that  the  bridge  may  be 
put  down  and  Colonel  Harrison  and  he  put  in  communication.

General  :  In  the  attack  on  the  22d  our  total  loss  3,521  and  10  guns. 
Captures  were  1,000  sent  North,  1,017  wounded  in  our  hands,  18  stand 
of  colors,  5,000  stand  of  arms.  Known  dead  of  the  enemy,  2,142,  in 
front  of  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Corps  and  one  division  of  the 
Seventeenth  Corps,  and  it  is  estimated  the  other  division  Seventeenth 
Corps,  which  repulsed  six  assaults  of  the  enemy  before  it  fell  back,  must 
have  killed  enough  more  to  make  his,  the  enemy’s,  loss  in  killed  fully 
3,000.

Com  m  a  n  ding  A  rmy : 

General  :  Last  night  the  rest  of  my  command  arrived,  bringing 
about  30  prisoners  and  some  hundred  negiDes.  The  depot  at  Social 
Circle  and  a  large  amount  of  supplies,  including  a  lot  of  new  Government 
Avagons  bmmed.  It  will  take  three  or  four  days  to  put  my  com¬ 
mand  in  order.  My  Avagons  are  not  uii,  and  I  do  not  know  where  they 
are.  I  have  also  over  1,000  horses  unshod.  I  can  do  all  duty  required 
of  me  on  this  flank,  but,  if  possible,  would  like  it  to  be  so  arranged  as 
not  to  send  me  off  again  for  some  days.  General  Stoneman  spoke  to 
me  last  night,  before  I  had  time  to  know  fully  my  condition,  about  some 
expedition.  I  conld  only  reply  that  I  would  try  to  carry  out  all  orders, 
but  could  not  at  that  time  pass  my  judgment  in  regard  to  its  probable 
success  or  the  strength  I  could  bring  to  bear.  If  the  route  is  taken 
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l^roposecl  by  liim  I  think  it  will  amount  to  a  fight  with  rebel  cavalry 
and  very  doubtful  if  much  damage  can  be  done.  A  raid  to  be  a  suc¬ 
cess  must  be  made  by  light  bodies  and  done  quickly  and  the  whole  should 
be  a  surprise.  In  connection  with  a  general  advance,  of  course,  the  cav¬ 
alry  expect  to  do  its  share  of  fighting  and  drive  off  that  of  the  enemy. 
But  I  regard  the  two  very  different  affairs.  I  inclose  you  the  letter  of  in¬ 
structions  asked  for,  and  in  conclusion  would  mention  to  your  favorable 
notice  my  three  brigade  commanders,  Colonel  Miller,  Colonel  Minty, 
and  Colonel  Long.  They  are  all  good  ofiicers  and  manage  their  bri¬ 
gades  well.

General:  Yours  of  to-day  is  received.  I  beg  you  will  convey  to 
Colonels  Minty,  Long,  and  Miller  the  assurances  that  I  fully  apiireciate 
the  services  recently  rendered.  I  would  like  to  give  all  the  time  you 
ask  for  rest,  reshoeing,  &c.,  but  am  advised  by  General  Grant  that 
1  must  be  prepared  for  a  re-enforcement  to  the  rebel  army  from  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  want  to  prevent  it.  I  am  afraid  I  will  have  to  call  on  you 
and  also  on  General  Eousseau’s  cavalry  to  start  again  the  day  after  to¬ 
morrow,  but  I  propose  that  yours  and  Eousseau’s  should  be  in  the  na¬ 
ture  of  support  to  General  Stoneman  and  General  McCook,  who  will  be 
charged  to  make  the  circuit  and  break  the  Macon  road  well  to  the  rear, 
say  below  McDonough. 

I  wanted  General  Stoneman  to  consult  and  advise  with  you  and  bring 
me  your  opinion,  but  my  plan  is  that  all  my  army  shall  swing  round  by 
the  right  against  East  Point,  whilst  the  cavalry  right  and  left  move  by 
a  circuit,  and  by  detachments  reach  the  railroad  so  as  to  cut  oft* the  last 
link  of  the  enemy’s  communications.  That  done,  I  think  we  can  pause 
for  rest  and  all  sorts  of  repairs.  Every  minute  we  delay  will  add  to 
the  magnitude  of  the  undertaking,  which  I  take  it  for  granted  the  en¬ 
emy  must  apprehend,  and  will  be  calling  in  his  scattered  cavalry  to 
thwart  and  prevent  it.

General:  General  Sherman  says  that  day  after  to-morrow  will  be 
soon  enough,  provided  the  enemy  does  not  leave  Atlanta  before  that  tinu'. 
In  the  mean  time  he  wishes  us  to  get  our  commands  well  in  hand  and 
to  be  ready  to  act  vigorously  in  case  we  are  called  upon  suddenly  to 
push  a  retreating  army.  The  general  says  that  you  can  call  in  the  regi¬ 
ment  you  now  have  at  the  Factory  bridge,  and  that  you  can  replace  it 
with  such  portion  of  ynur  command  (under  an  officer),  as  you  cannot  make 
available  in  the  contemplated  operations.  This  party  need  not,  nor  will 
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it  be  expected  to  keep  up  communications  with  tbe  left  of  the  army, 
but  will  be  considered  and  will  act  as  a  sort  of  flank  guard  to  Marietta, 
and  to  hold  the  bridge  for  ulterior  purposes,  in  case  it  may  be  wanted. 
An  infantry  force  will  also  be  sent  there  from  Marietta,  if  necessary. 
The  success  of  your  recent  expedition  warrants  the  general  in  expect¬ 
ing  important  results  from  the  eftorts  of  our  forces  combined.

General  Garrard  reported  to  me  on  his  return  yesterday,  took  ui)  a 
position  north  and  east  of  Decatur,  connecting  with  Colonel  Sjirague’s 
brigade  on  my  left.  I  learned  this'morning  the  enemy’s  pickets  occu¬ 
pied  the  main  Decatur  road  between  that  place  and  my  front,  and  I  ac¬ 
cordingly  requested  him  to  throw  forward  his  line,  connect  with  General 
Dodge  so  that  I  could  withdraw  Sprague’s  brigade,  and  place  him  in 
reserve,  the  only  reserve  on  my  entire  line.  I  also  requested  General 
Garrard  to  leave  that  portion  of  a  regiment  of  his  command,  part  of  the 
guard  at  Roswell,  at  that  jdace  until  the  empty  teams  of  his  train  re¬ 
turned  to  Marietta  for  supplies  could  arrive  at  Roswell  and  convey  the 
sick  to  the  hospitals  at  Marietta.  All  the  ambulances  of  this  army  are 
employed  in  moving  our  hospitals  to  the  rear.  Hence  the  necessity  of 
availing  myself  of  General  Garrard’s  empty  trains.  The  position  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Garrard  as  indicated  by  me  will  give  him  a  good  camp  and  protect 
my  left  flank.

General  :  I  have  your  application  for  the  services  of  General  Corse, 
which  I  grant,  because  1  want  you  to  have  good  division  commanders. 
But  I  beg  you  to  see  that  no  injustice  is  done  to  General  Sweeny.  I 
have  noticed  for  some  time  a  growing  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of 
General  Dodge  with  General  Sweeny.  It  may  be  personal.  See  that 
General  Dodge  prefers  specific  charges  and  specifications,  and  you,  as 
the  army  commander,  must  be  the  judge  of  the  sufficiency  of  the 
charges.  No  one  but  the  commander  of  an  army  can  arrest  and  send 
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away  a  general ;  it  is  a  liigli  i>ower,  but  I  construe  the  power  to  reside 
with  the  commanders  of  my  three  armies,  because  each  has  a  command 
other  than  the  troops  here  on  the  spot.  You,  as  commander  of  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee,  should  judge  as  to  the  cause  of  arrest  and  see 
that  no  uijustice  is  done  a  general  officer.  You  can  see  how  cruel  it 
would  be  to  a  lirave  and  sensitive  gentleman  and  officer  to  be  arrested, 
deprived  of  his  command,  and  sent  to  the  rear  at  this  time.  I  do  not 
believe  General  Dodge  would  willingly  do  an  act  of  injustice,  but  still 
you  are  the  one  to  judge.  I  fear  that  General  Sweeny  will  feel  that 
even  I  am  influenced  against  him  to  befriend  General  Corse,  but  it  is 
not  so.  I  give  up  General  Corse  because  the  good  of  the  service  de¬ 
mands  that  at  this  crisis  you  should  have  good  division  commanders.

General  :  My  scouts  have  just  come  in,  reporting  a  force  of  2,000 
rebels  at  Winn’s  Gap,  Avithin  twenty  miles  of  this  place.  I  lielieve  Gen¬ 
eral  Wheeler  to  be  in  command.  '  With  two  sections  of  artillery  I  can 
hold  the  place ;  Avithout  it  I  Avill  be  compelled  to  fall  back  in  case  of  an 
attack,  and  will  require  forty  additional  AA^agons  to  haul  off.  ordnance 
stores  and  other  property.  My  courier  line  was  attacked  last  night 
by  a  party  of  rebel  scouts.  My  scouts  were  also  attacked  yesterday 
evening  in  Broomtown  Yalley,  by  a  party  of  Texas  Rangers,  which 
goes  to  show  there  is  a  new  force  in  the  neighborhood.  The  country  is 
alive  with  rebels  in  scattering  squads.  Please  send  me  artillery  or  wag¬ 
ons,  or  instructions  how  to  act  in  case  of  an  attack.

Yoiir  general  has  been  dei)rived  of  his  command  and  ordered  to  Nash¬ 
ville  in  arrest.  Before  leaving  he  is  constrained  to  express  to  you  his 
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ildmiration  at  the  heroic  manner  in  which  yon  repulsed  the  terriftc  as¬ 
sault  of  the  enemy  upon  your  lines  on  the  22d  instant.  Feeling  every 
confidence  in  you,  he  had  looked  for  the  displaying  by  you  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  fortitude  of  soldiers  in  the  hour  of  conflict,  but  you  did  more  than 
this;  with  empty  cartridge-boxes,  and  lines  unbroken,  you  stood,  trust¬ 
ing  to  your  bayonets,  like  a  wall  between  your  country  and  ruin.  At 
the  order  to  charge,’^  you  rushed  upon  the  advancing  columns  of  the 
enemy,  and  snatched  victory,  colors,  and  hundreds  of  prisoners  from 
them.  As  if  not  content  with  the  glories  already  won,  the  Second  Bri¬ 
gade  moved  with  alacrity  to  a  distant  part  of  the  held,  and  charged 
like  aai  avalanche  upon  a  victorious  column  of  the  enemy,  assisting  in 
re-establishing  our  line  in  its  former  position,  and  again  prisoners  and 
recaptured  cannon  were  the  rewards  of  their  efforts.  Your  general  con¬ 
fesses  to  you  freely  that  the  evening  of  the  22d  instant  was  the  proudest 
of  his  life,  made  so  by  your  daring,  your  fortitude,  your  heroism,  and  it 
was  his  desire  to  lead  your  victorious  banner  into  the  doomed  city  in 
our  front;  but  this  is  not  to  be.  It  is  only  left  with  him  to  request  of 
you  to  extend  to  your  future  commanders  the  conhdence  and  cheerful 
obedience  that  you  have  always  shoAvn  to  him.

From  thence  he  will  proceed  to  Dallas, 
thence  to  Burnt  Hickory  (or  Huntsville),  thence  to  Yan  Wert,  thence 
to  Stilesborough  and  Enharlee,  scouting  them  thoroughly  and  obtaining 
such  information  tf  om  the  natives  and  their  status  as  he  can  get  through 
the  country  south  of  the  river,  between  Enharlee  and  a  point  about  one- 
half  way  between  Rome  and  Kingston,  returning  by  the  way  of  King¬ 
ston,  with  all  the  guerrillas  and  scouts  on  the  south  side  of  the  river 
between  the  points  named,  dead  or  alive.  A  party  of  fifty  or  sixty  men 
(infantry)  will  be  sent  south  of  the  river  from  Kingston.

I.  The  several  armies  and  bodies  of  cavalry  will  watch  the  enemy 
closely  to  their  respective  fronts,  and  in  case  the  enemy  retreats  toward 
the  southeast  General  Schofield  will  follow  directly  through  Atlanta, 
General  Thomas  by  roads  on  his  right,  and  General  Logan  on  his  left. 
Generals  Stoneman’s  and  Garrard’s  cavalry  will  move  by  a  circle  to  the 
left  toward  McDonough,  break  the  railroad,  and  strike  the  enemy  in 
front  or  flank,  and  General  McCook’s  and  Colonel  Harrison’s  cavalry 
will  move  rapidly  on  Fayetteville  and  the  railroad  beyond,  breaking  it 
if  possible,  in  advance  of  the  enemy,  and  striking  the  enemy  in  flank. 

II.  Should  the  enemy  remain  as  noAV,  on  the  defensive,  inside  of  the 
fortifications  of  Atlanta,  the  Macon  road  must  be  attacked  by  cavalry 
beyond  Fayetteville  and  McDonough,  and  the  infantry  must  cover  the 
line  from  the  Howard  house.  General  Schofield’s  present  center,  to 
General  Davis’  position  on  the  right,  and  the  line  extended  east  and 
south  so  as  to  reach  or  threaten  the  railroad  toward  East  Point.  To 
this  end  Generals  Stoneman  and  Garrard  will  call  in  all  detachments 
and  send  to-morrow  to  Eoswell  or  in  rear  of  the  infantry  all  crippled 
stock  and  incumbrances,  prepared  to  move  at  daylight  the  next  morning 
by  a  circuit  to  the  left,  so  as  to  reach  the  railroad  below  McDonough. 
General  Stoneman  will  command  this  cavalry  force,  but  will  spare  Gen¬ 
eral  Garrard’s  fatigued  horses  as  much  as  possible,  using  that  command 
as  a  reserve,  and  his  own  as  the  force  with  which  to  reach  and  break 
the  railroad.  In  like  manner  General  McCook  will  command  the  joint 
cavalry  command,  his  own,  and  of  Colonel  Harrison’s,  but  will  use  Col¬ 
onel  Harrison’s  fatigued  command  as  a  reserve,  and  his  own  to  reach 
the  road  and  break  it.  The  railroad  when  reached  must  be  substan¬ 
tially  destroyed  for  a  space  of  from  two  to  five  miles,  telegraph  wires 
pulled  down  as  far  as  possible  and  hid  in  water  or  carried  away. 

HI.  Major-General  Schofield  will  prepare  to  draw  back  his  left  division 
to  the  old  rebel  line,  extending  back  from  the  Howard  house  toward  the 
road  by  which  General  Stanley  advanced,  and  be  prepared  on  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to  hold  that  line  as  the  left  flank  of 
the  grand  army. 

lY.  Major-General  Logan  will  to-morrow  send  all  his  trains,  and  sick, 
and  impediments  to  the  rear  of  General  Thomas  to  any  point  near  the 
mouth  of  Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  during  the  early  morning  by  moonlight  of 
the  next  day,  viz,  Wednesday,  July  27,  withdraw  his  army,  corps  by  corps, 
and  move  it  to  the  right,  forming  on  General  Palmer,  and  advancing  the 
right  as  much  as  possible. 

V.  Major-General  Thomas  having  strongly  fortified  his  front  will  hold  it 
by  an  adequate  force,  and  hold  the  reserves  at  points  most  convenient  to 
move  to  the  right,  from  which  point  he  will  strike  and  destroy  the  rail¬ 
road,  or  so  occiqiy  the  attention  of  the  enemy  that  the  cavalry  may  do 
its  work  completely  and  effectually. 

VI.  The  cavalry  will,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  move  out  at  daylight  of 
Wednesday,  27th  instant,  and  aim  to  reach  and  break  the  railroad  dur¬ 
ing  the  day  or  night  of  the  2Sth,  and  having  accomphshed  this  work  will 
return  to  their  proper  flanks  of  the  army,  unless  the  enemy  should  be 
discovered  in  retreat,  when  each  force  described  will  hang  on  tlie  flanks 
of  the  retreating  enemy  and  obstruct  his  retreat  by  all  the  energy  in  their 
power. 

All  comm  ail  (ler  swill  arrange  tli  at  their  trains  be  moved  behind  the 
Chattahoochee,  or  behind  the  center  of  the  army  during  the  time  the 
cavalry  is  absent  in  the  execution  of  this  duty.

Near  Atlanta: 

I  have  just  seen  yours  complaining  of  the  appointment  of  Hovey  and 
Osterhaus.  The  point  you  make  is  unquestionably  a  good  one,  and 
yet  please  hear  a  word  from  us.  My  recollection  is  that  both  General 
Grant  and  yourself  recommended  both  H[ovey]  and  0[sterhaus]  for 
promotion,  and  these,  with  other  strong  recommendations,  drew  com¬ 
mittals  from  us  which  we  could  neither  honorably  or  safely  disregard. 
We  blamed  II[ovey]  for  coming  away  in  the  manner  in  which  he  did,  but 
we  knew  he  had  apparent  reason  to  feel  disappointed  and  mortified,  and 
we  felt  it  was  not  best  to  crush  one  who  certainly  had  been  a  good  sol¬ 
dier.  As  to  OJsterhaus],  we  did  not  know  of  his  leaving  at  the  time  we 
made  the  ai)pointment,  and  do  not  now  know  the  terms  on  which  he  left. 
Not  to  have  appointed  him,  as  the  case  appeared  to  us  at  the  time,  would 
have  been  almost,  it*  not  quite,  a  violation  of  our  word.  The  word  was 
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given  on  what  we  tliouglit  was  high  merit  and  somewhat  on  his  na¬ 
tionality.  I  beg  yon  to  believe  we  do  not  act  in  a  spirit  of  disregarding 
merit.  We  expect  to  await  your  programme  for  further  changes  and 
promotions  in  your  army.  My  ])rofoundest  thanks  to  you  and  your 
whole  army  for  the  present  campaign  so  far.

To-morrow  we  begin  the  move  against  Atlanta,  having  strongly  in¬ 
trenched  our  front  from  the  railroad  east  of  Atlanta  to  a  hill  on  the 
south  of  Proctor^s  Creek.  I  move  the  whole  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to 
the  right,  extending  the  line  south,  threatening  East  Point,  and  forcing, 
as  I  think.  Hood  to  abandon  Atlanta  or  allow  us,  at  small  cost,  to 
occupy  the  railroad  south  of  the  town,  that  to  the  east  being  well  de¬ 
stroyed.  At  the  same  time  I  send  by  the  right  a  force  of  about  3,500 
cavalry,  under  General  McCook,  and  round  by  the  left  about  5,000 
cavalry,  under  Stoneniau,  with  orders  to  reach  the  railroad  about  Grif¬ 
fin.  I  also  have  consented  that  Stoneman  (after  he  has  executed  this 
part  of  his  plan),  if  he  finds  it  feasible,  may,  with  his  division  proper 
(about  2,000),  go  to  Macon  and  attempt  the  release  of  our  officers,  pris¬ 
oners  there,  and  then  to  Anderson [ville]  to  release  the  20,000  of  our  men,

Gentlemen  :  As  a  part  of  the  movement  to-morrow  1  wish,  while 
the  cavalry  is  moving  out,  say  at  6  a.  m.,  and  General  Logan’s  troops 
shifting  from  left  to  right,  that  you  send  from  some  point  of  the  front 
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of  each  division  in  onr  line  of  cJrcumvallation  a  bold  party  of  about  a 
regiment  strong  to  push  back  the  enemy’s  outlying  pickets  and  feel 
their  position.  This  will  have  the  ehbct  of  holding  them  and  drawing 
there  as  large  a  body  of  the  enemy  as  possible,  as  he  will  on  such  a 
display.  Inasmuch  as  Jeff.  0.  Davis’  division  is  placed  as  a  strong  right 
flank,  and  therefore  will  be  almost  entirely  in  reserve  when  the  Army 
of  the  Tennessee  gets  to  the  right,  I  wish  the  demonstration  to  his  front 
be  still  more  decided,  viz,  a  whole  brigade  should  move  on  the  ridge 
due  south  from  the  hill  intrenched  beyond  Proctor’s  Creek,  and  should 
push  back  the  enemy  beyond  any  little  rifle-pits  to  his  main  line,  which 
will  be  found  up  on  the  main  ridge  which  extends  from  Atlanta  to  East 
Point.  This  brigade  should  move  toward  the  old  village  of  White 
Hall,  about  two  miles  and  a  half  from  Altanta.  These  demonstrations 
should  proceed  slowly  and  dehberately,  and  last  all  day,  and  should  be 
as  bold  and  provoking  to  the  enemy  as  possible,  tempting  him  to  sally 
out  and  test  our  present  lines.

If  we  accomi)lish  the 
desired  object  it  will  compensate  for  the  loss  as  prisoners  of  us  all,  and 
I  should  feel  compensated  for  almost  any  sacrifice.

General:  I  have  received  your  letter  of  July  26,  asking*  permission 
after  breaking  good  the  railroad  below  McDonough  to  push  on  [to 
Macon],  release  the  officers  there,  and  afterward  to  go  to  Anderson- 
[ville]  and  release  the  men  confined  there.  I  see  many  difficulties,  but, 
as  you  say,  even  a  chance  of  success  will  warrant  the  effort,  and  I  con¬ 
sent  to  it.  You  may,  after  having  fulfilled  my  present  orders,  send 
General  Garrard  back  to  the  left  flank  of  the  army,  and  proceed  with 
your  command  proper  to  accomplish  both  or  either  of  the  objects  named. 
I  will  keep  the  army  busy,  so  that  you  shall  have  nothing  to  contend 
with  but  the  cavalry,  and  if  you  can  bring  back  to  the  army  any  or  all 
those  prisoners  of  war  it  will  be  an  achievement  that  will  entitle  you 
and  the  men  of  your  command  to  the  love  and  admiration  of  the  whole 
country.  Be  careful  to  break  telegraph  wire  and  railroad  when  and 
where  you  go,  especially  the  telegraph,  as  it  will  prevent  the  enemy 
following  your  movement.

III.  To  carry  out  the  requirements  of  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  42, 
headquarters  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi,  July  25,  1864,  a  line 
of  defense  will  be  constructed  to-day  connecting  the  left  of  General 
HascalFs  center  brigade  with  the  line  of  works  abandoned  by  the  enemy 
in  rear  of  the  Howard  house,  and  the  latter  line  will  be  remodeled  and 
strengthened  so  as  to  adapt  it  to  our  use  as  a  line  of  defense  for  the  left 
and  left  rear  of  the  army.  All  hospitals  and  trains  Avill  be  moved  within 
this  neAV  line  during  the  day,  except  the  trains  en  route  to  Marietta, 
which  Avill  remain  at  the  latter  place,  or  at  the  crossing  of  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee,  until  further  orders.  Trains  Avill  cross  at  Pace’s  or  Powers’  Ferry. 
The  bridge  at  Isham’s  Ford  Avill  be  destroyed,  and  the  troops  guarding 
it  Avill  join  their  division  to-night.  Detachments  guarding  trains  Avithin 
the  line  of  defense  Avill  be  relieved  and  will  join  their  proper  commands. 
Simultaneously  Avith  the  Avithdrawal  of  the  right  of  the  Army  of  the 
Tennessee,  which  is  expected  to  take  place  to-morrow  morning.  General 
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(^ox  will  move  back  into  the  new  line  of  defense,  his  ri^dit  resting  near 
the  jnnetion  of  the  old  rebel  line  and  that  to  be  constructed  to-day. 
General  Hascall  will,  at  the  same  time,  draw  back  his  left  to  the  new 
line  prepared  for  it.  Each  division  will  have  three  brigades  in  line  and 
one  in  reserve.  The  skirmish  line  will,  unless  forced  back,  maintain 
substantially  its  present  position  until  the  trooi)S  are  established  in  the 
new  line,  when  it  will  be  retired  so  as  to  conform  to  the  new  position. 
The  present  line  and  that  recently  constructed  by  the  Army  of  the  Ten¬ 
nessee,  as  far  as  they  are  available,  will  be  occupied  by  the  reserve  of 
the  skirmish  line,  and  must  be  held  against  anything  less  than  an 
attack  in  force,  and  in  case  of  an  attack  in  force  the  resistance  of  tlie 
skirmish  line  in  the  old  works  must  be  sufficient  to  develoi)  the 
strength  and  character  of  the  attack,  whether  in  column  or  line, 
and  the  real  point  of  attack.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  connected 
with  that  of  the  troops  of  the  Fourth  Corps,  General  Stanley's  di¬ 
vision,  which  are  to  occupy  the  rear  line  on  the  left  of  General  Cox. 
The  skirmish  line  will  be  strong,  placed  well  out,  and  must  oppose 
an  obstinate  resistance  to  any  advance  of  the  enemy,  endeavoring 
to  ascertain  and  inform  the  commanding  general  as  soon  as  i)ossible 
the  strength  of  the  attacking  force,  and  the  point  of  the  line  at  which 
the  attack  is  really  aimed.  Should  the  enemy  attack  any  position  of 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  or  of  this  army,  during  the  movement,  and 
before  it  shall  have  progressed  so  far  as  to  leave  the  flank  of  this  army 
exposed,  the  troops  will  maintain  their  present  position,  repel  the  attack, 
and  await  further  orders.  The  present  movements  are  expected  to  be 
decisive.  The  enemy  is  desperate  and  consequently  bold.  The  utmost 
vigilance  is  enjoined  upon  all  officers  and  men  while  on  duty.

lY.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  instructions  contained  in  Special  Field 
Orders,  No.  42,  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi,  the  following 
movements  of  this  army  will  be  made : 

1.  Brigadier-General  Woods,  commanding  First  Division,  Fifteenth 
Army  Corps,  will  at  4  o’clock  this  p.  m.  march  with  his  command  and 
take  up  his  position  in  the  new  line  of  intrenchments,  his  right  resting 
on  the  railroad. 

2.  Major-General  Dodge,  commanding  Left  Wing,  Sixteenth  Army 
Corps,  will  at  12  o’clock  to-night  draw  out  his  command  and  move  by 
the  nearest  route  to  the  main  road  running  in  rear  of  General  Scho¬ 
field’s  line,  entering  this  road  immediately  to  the  west  of  the  point 
where  the  new  line  of  intrenchments  crosses  the  railroad.  General 
Dodge  will  move  to  the  right  of  General  Thomas’  command  and  take 
up  his  position  on  the  right  of  the  corps  of  General  Palmer. 

3.  As  soon  as  the  troops  of  Major-General  Dodge  have  filed  out, 
Major-General  Blair  will  dra  w  out  his  command  and  march  by  the  most 
practicable  route  to  the  main  road  indicated  above,  following  the  Six¬ 
teenth  Corps  on  that  road,  and  taking  up  a  position  on  its  right. 
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4.  When  the  troops  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps  have  filed  past,  Brig. 
Gen.  M.  L.  Smith,  commanding  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  will  draw  out 
his  command,  following  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  and  moving  last 
the  division  of  Brigadier- Gen  era!  Woods.  The  Fifteenth  Army  Corps 
will  take  ui)  a  position  on  the  right  of  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  one 
division  being  held  in  reserve.  The  new  line  to  be  occupied  on  the 
right  will  be  thrown  forward  as  far  as  i)racticable. 

5.  That  portion  of  the  artillery  which  can  be  drawn  out  during  the 
day  will  be  designated  by  Captain  Hickenlooper,  chief  of  artillery,  and 
a  position  assigned  it  in  the  new  line.  The  remaining  artillery  will  be 
drawn  out  immediately  after  dark,  the  wheels  muffled  with  grain  sacks, 
and  every  precaution  used  to  make  the  movement  as  silently  as  possible. 

C.  All  the  trains,  except  one  wagon  with  ammunition  for  each  regi¬ 
ment  and  battery,  will  be  sent  to-day  to  a  point  in  rear  of  the  center  of 
the  army  and  there  parked. 

7.  Corps  commanders  will,  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Keese, 
chief  engineer,  cause  good  roads  to  be  constructed  during  the  day  for 
their  commands  to  move  out  upon,  and  staff  officers  will  make  them¬ 
selves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  route  to  be  taken  by  each 
division. 

8.  All  arrangements  to  accomplish  these  movements  will  be  made 
during  the  day,  so  that  the  troops  can  be  drawn  out  with  celerity  and 
without  confusion.

The  troops  must  be  moved  quietly,  without  sound  of 
bugle  or  drum,  and  all  teams,  except  one  wagon  of  ammunition  to  a 
regiment  and  battery,  must  move  off  early  to-night  and  go  into  jiark 
with  the  trains  in  rear  of  the  center  of  the  army  before  11  p.  m.,  so 
that  the  entire  road  is  clear  for  troops.  The  ammunition  wagons  will 
move  in  advance  of  the  divisions.  Division  iiioket  officers  will  report 
to  Capt.  H.  L.  Burnham  at  these  headquarters,  at  10  p.  m.,  for  instruc¬ 
tions  in  relation  to  Avithdrawing  the  picket-lines,  which  is  not  to  be 
done  until  the  entire  army  has  moved  out.

His  Excellency  President  Lincoln, 

Washington : 

Sir:  Your  dispatch  of  yesterday  is  received.  I  beg  you  will  not  re¬ 
gard  me  as  fault  finding,  for  I  assert  that  1  liave  been  well  sustained 
in  every  respect  during  my  entire  service.  I  did  not  suppose  my  dis¬ 
patches  would  go  outside  the  offices  at  the  War  Deiiartment.  I  did 
not  suppose  you  were  troubled  with  such  things.  Hovey  and  Oster- 
haus  are  both  worthy  men,  and  had  they  been  promoted  on  the  eve  of 
the  Vicksburg  campaign,  it  would  have  been  natural  and  well  accepted  j 
but  I  do  think  you  will  admit  that  their  promotion,  coming  to  us  when 
they  had  gone  to  the  rear,  the  one  offended  because  I  could  not  unite 
in  the  same  division  five  infantry  and  five  cavalry  regiments,  and  the 
other  for  temporary  sickness.  You  can  see  how  ambitious  aspirants 
for  military  fame  regard  these  things.  They  come  to  me  and  point 
them  out  as  evidences  that  I  am  wrong  in  encouraging  them  to  a  silent, 
patient  discharge  of  duty.  I  assure  you  that  every  general  of  my  army 
has  spoken  of  it  and  referred  to  it  as  evidence  that  promotion  results 
from  importunity  and  not  from  actual  service.  I  have  refrained  from 
recommending  any  thus  far  in  the  campaign,  as  I  think  we  should  reach 
some  stage  in  the  game  before  stopping  to  balance  accounts  or  writing 
history.  I  asvsure  you  that  I  do  think  you  have  conscientiously  acted 
throughout  the  war  with  marked  skill  in  the  matter  of  military  appoint¬ 
ments,  and  that  as  few  mistakes  have  been  made  as  could  be  expected. 
I  will  furnish  all  my  army  and  division  commanders  with  a  copy  of  your 
dispatch,  that  they  may  feel  reassured.

Washington^  D.  C. : 

My  two  cavalry  expeditions  are  off  to  make  a  wide  circuit  and  reach 
the  Macon  road  well  to  the  southeast  of  Atlanta,  and  the  Army  of  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  is  shifted  to  the  extreme  right,  reaching  well  toward  the  railroad, 
so  that  I  think  to-morrow  must  develop  something.  The  cavalry  will 
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have  to  fight  the  enemy’s  cavalry,  and  we  can  hold  the  infantry  and  ar¬ 
tillery  to  Atlanta  and  force  them  to  extend  and  choose  between  Atlanta 
and  East  Point.  I  don’t  think  the  enemy  can  hold  both.  All  are  weil 
pleased  with  General  Howard’s  appointment  but  Generals  Logan  and 
Hooker.  The  former  thought  he  ought  to  have  been  allowed  the  com¬ 
mand  of  the  army  in  the  field  until  the  end  of  the  caini^aign ;  but  I  ex¬ 
plained  to  him  that  a  permanent  department  commander  had  to  be 
appointed  at  once,  as  discharges,  furloughs,  and  much  detailed  business 
could  alone  be  done  by  a  department  commander.  General  Hooker  is 
oflended  because  he  thinks  he  is  entitled  to  the  command.  I  must  be 
honest  and  say  he  is  not  qualified  or  suited  to  it.  He  talks  of  quitting. 
If  General  Thomas  recommends,  I  shall  not  object.  He  is  not  indis¬ 
pensable  to  our  success.  He  is  welcome  to  my  place  if  the  President 
awards  it,  but  I  cannot  name  him  to  so  important  a  command  as  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee.  All  is  well.  The  enemy  to-day  offered  no  seri¬ 
ous  opposition  to  the  changes  of  to-day,  and  our  skirmishing  and  artil¬ 
lery  were  just  enough  to  make  things  interesting.

I  am  at  General  DaAus’  headquarters.  The  Army  of  the  Tennessee 
is  apxuoaching  the  right  hank,  AAdiich  is  on  the  Turner’s  Ferry  road 
four  miles  from  the  Chattahoochee  and  about  the  same  distance  from 
Atlanta.  I  propose  to  extend  on  a  ridge  due  south,  so  that  by  facing 
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left  the  right  of  our  line  will  be  a  strong  threat  to  East  Point.  I  took 
it  for  granted  the  enemy  would  shift  to  this  flank,  but  gradually  we 
can  make  him  extend  till  he  is  out  of  Atlanta.

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the 
major-general  commanding,  that  in  obedience  to  instructions  from  him 
I  advanced  the  Third  Division  of  this  corps,  immediately  on  its  arrival, 
with  instructions  to  proceed  and  take  up  a  position  on  General  Dodge’s 
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riglit,  and  on  the  extension  of  the  line  occupied  by  his  command.  After 
a  sharp  skirmish,  which  made  it  necessary  to  advance  slowly,  it  Avas 
found  inadvisable  to  advance  farther  in  consecpience  of  the  darkness 
and  difficult  nature  of  the  ground.  In  consequence  of  the  road  being 
^  blocked  up  by  wagons  and  artillery,  the  Fourth  Division  did  not  reach 
the  vicinity  of  the  position  assigned  it  until  almost  dark.  It  Avas,  Iioav- 
ever,  moved  rapidly  forward  with  the  vieAV  to  connect  with  the  right  of 
the  Third  Division;  before  reaching  the  Third  Division,  hoAA^ever,  it  be¬ 
came  dark,  and  it  was  considered  by  the  officer  commanding  the  trooiis, 
as  well  as  myself,  to  be  entirely  impracticable  to  advance  farther.  I

The  enemy  again  asvsaulted  to-day  j  this  time  on  our  extreme  right,  td 
which  flank  I  had  shifted  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  to  gain  ground 
toward  the  railroad.  The  blow  fell  upon  the  Fifteenth  Corps,  which 
handsomely  repulsed  it,  capturing  4  regimental  flags.  The  attack 
was  kept  up  for  five  houi’S.  Our  men  were  partially  covered,  while  xhe 
enemy  were  exposed.  Our  loss  is  comparatively  small,  while  that  of 
the  enemy  is  represented  as  heavy.  I  will  give  approximate  figures 
to-morrow.  The  cavalry  has  now  been  out  two  days,  and  to-morrow 
should  show  the  eflect.  I  feel  confident  they  will  reach  the  Macon  road. 
Our  right  is  about  a  mile  distant  from  the  railroad,  but  the  ground  is 
very  difficult.  I  may  be  forced  to  extend  still  farther  to  command  it. 
We  have  had  heavy  cannonading  all  day,  tire  enemy  using  ordnance  as 
heavy  as  6-inch  rifled  guns.  Bragg  has  been  to  Atlanta  on  a  second 
visit.

General  :  In  obedience  to  General  Thomas’  order  I  luished  the  rebel 
lines  on  my  front  at  4  p.  m.  Wh  carried  three  rifle-pits  in  front  of 
General  Wood’s  and  Colonel  Grose’s  diAusions,  capturing  20  prisoners. 
These  men  belonged  to  Cheatham’s  division,  late  Walker’s  division. 
Cheatham’s  division  had  gone  off*  to  oppose  our  right,  leaving  his  pick¬ 
ets.  The  enemy  showed  at  least  a  continuous  line  of  troops  in  their 
Avorks  on  my  front,  and  moved  men  rapidly  from  General  Geary’s  or 
General  NeAvton’s  front  to  the  AVorks  opposite  General  Wood’s  right, 
where  they  Avere  most  seriously  threatened.  The  rebels  still  hold  a 
line  of  light  AVorks,  a  continuous  rifie-iiit,  about  200  yards  in  adAmnce  of 
their  main  intrenchments.  The  iirisoners  represent  that  no  re-enforce¬ 
ments  have  joined  them,  and  that  Ste\^e  Lee  noAv  commands  Hood’s 
(jorps,  Cheatham  having  returned  to  his  division,  and  that  they  will  try 
to  hold  Atlanta.  The  prisoners  Avere  taken  ])rinci])ally  by  Gibson’s 
brigade.  W^e  had  1  man  killed  and  a  feAv  Avounded.  The  rebels  can 
very  easily  reach  our  skirmish  line  AAdth  canister.  I  think  any  attack 
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u])on  tlieir  main  line,  excepting  by  a  regular  well  managed  assaulting 
column,  must  have  failed.  I  am  sorry  General  Newton  did  not  take  the 
enemy’s  picket-line  on  his  front;  he  conld  easily  have  done  so.

•  Colonel  :  Moore,  a  scout,  whom  I  sent  out  on  the  26th  in  the  fore¬ 
noon,  returned  this  p.  m.  and  makes  the  following  statement:  General 
S.  D.  Lee  arrived  about  the  25th  instant  from  Mississiiijii  and  brought 
3,500  troops  with  him.  These  were  dismounted  cavalry,  are  now  used 
as  infantry,  and  are  in  the  intrenchments.  Moore  says  he  went  to  the 
depot  every  time  the  cars  came  into  Atlanta,  and  that  the  trains  were 
loaded  with  re-enforcements  of  the  Georgia  militia.  He  says  many  ar¬ 
riving  in  this  way.  Moore  says  he  heard  JndgeWright  and  Kidley,  citi¬ 
zens,  say  that  there  would  be  enough  of  the  re-enforcements  to  make  a 
small  corps  for  General  Cheatham.  Moore  says  the  rebels  acknowledge 
they  were  defecated  yesterday,  and  he  heard  officers  talking  who  said 
they  had  lost  between  8,000  and  9,000.  Moore  says  he  heard  in  Atlanta 
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yesterday  afternoon  tliat  there  had  been  an  engagement  yesterday  at 
11  a.  m.,  l)etween  oar  cavalry,  under  General  Garrard,  and  the  rebel 
cavalry,  nnder  A^dleeler,  in  the  direction  of  Yellow  Iviver,  but  he  was 
not  able  to  learn  any  of  the  details.  Moore  says  that  the  understanding 
prevails  in  the  rebel  army  that  Atlanta  is  to  be  defended  to  the  last 
extremity,  but  that  much  dissatisfaction  prevails  among  the  common 
soldiery  about  the  removal  of  General  Johnston  and  the  manner  in 
whicli  General  Hood  has  handled  the  army  since  taking  command  of  it. 
The  soldiers  were  dissatisfied  with  the  attacks  that  Hood  has  made. 
Moore  says  the  supply  of  forage  and  subsistence  is  very  short  indeed, 
produced  by  there  being  iiow  but  one  line  of  railroad.  When  he  was 
in  Atlanta  he  could  get  no  corn  for  his  horse;  hitherto  he  had  got 
plenty.  He  says  he  heard  it  said  that  if  the  rebels  were  driven  out  of 
Atlanta  they  would  try  to  make  their  first  stand  at  East  Point.  Moore 
says  Stewart’s  and  Lee’s  corps  made  the  attack  yesterday  morning,  but 
were  subsequently  i‘e-enforced  by  a  part  of  Hardee’s  corps,  A^dlich  had 
been  left  in  the  works.  After  the  fighting  ceased  a  x>art  of  the  trooi)s 
were  bi’ought  back  t( )  o(*x*u})y  the  iutrenchments  around  the  town .  Moore 
says  they  kept  a  strong  line  in  their  works.  Moore  says  our  shells  fall 
into  the  town  and  annoy  them  vei*y  much,  though  they  have  inflicted 
no  great  loss.  General  Bragg  is  still  in  Atlanta.  General  Johnston  is  in 
Macon.  General  Loring  was  Avounded  in  the  fight  yesterday  severely. 
Moore  says  he  heard  officers  saying  that  they  would  get  re-enforce- 
ments  of  militia  and  conscripts  to  make  up  for  their  late  losses.  Moore 
brings  a  paper  of  this  date.

General:  The  coiq^s  of  Hood  attacked  us  to-day  at  11.30  a.  m.  on 
the  right  of  my  line,  mainly  opposite  the  Fifteenth  Corps,  with  lines 
extending  beyond  my  right  flank.  The  assaults  Avere  pertinaciously 
kept  up  for  four  hours  Avith  scarcely  any  intermission,  and  were  in\Ti- 
variably  repulsed.  The  enemy’s  dead  lie  thickly  on  our  front.  We 
took  several  stand  of  colors  and  quite  a  number  of  prisoners.  Gen- 
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eral  Logan  boro  the  brunt  of  the  battle,  and  his  cjnnmand  acquitted 
itself  nobly.  Generals  Blair  and  Bodge  weakened  their  lines  to  the 
lowest  limits  in  order  to  extend  his  dank  and  re-enforce  him  at  any 
point.  Our  casualties  are  small,  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  had  just  cov¬ 
ered  ourselves  with  rough  barricades.  Some  of  Polk’s  command  Avas 
engaged  in  the  last  assaults.  I  Avill  make  a  more  specific  report  as 
soon  as  I  can  get  the  requisite  returns  from  the  difterent  commands.

Sir  :  The  order  I  sent  by  Lieutenant  Coughlan  was  that  you  should 
push  pretty  well  to  the  right,  inasmuch  as  you  did  not  seem  to  find 
much  resistance  in  your  immediate  front,  and  the  distance  you  had  ad¬ 
vanced  made  it  proper  to  take  your  supports  nearer  to  the  advanced  line 
than  the  line  of  works  would  be.  The  object  was,  as  stated  in  the  first 
order,  to  use  the  full  strength  of  one  regiment  in  dcA^eloping  the  enemy’s 
l)osition  and  force  in  front,  and  hold  the  other  Avell  in  hand  to  supiiort 
the  first,  or  to  cover  a  retreat,  if  you  should  be  attacked  by  heavy  force. 
The  feeling  to  the  right  is  necessary,  because  that  is  the  point  of  danger, 
and  T'  here  you  must  be  most  guarded.  This  was  simply  in  extension  of 
the  written  orders  sent,  and  by  no  means  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  and 
general  purpose,  but  rather  in  furtherance  of  both.  I  greatly  regret 
you  did  not  see  it  so.  The  reconnaissance  will  be  continued  as  far  as  it 
can  be  done  consistently  with  keeping  open  your  communication  A\dth 
the  division,  and  the  direction  is  toward  the  principal  line  of  works  the 
enemy  occupy  commanding  the  railroad,  &c.  Please  report  progress,

General:  1  moved  out  with  the  Sixty-third  Indiana  and  Sixty-hfth 
Illinois  at  7  this  morning,  carrying  out  your  instructions.  We  have 
pushed  in  the  enemy’s  skirmishers  to  their  former  iiosition  and  now  oc¬ 
cupy  with  our  reserves  the  advanced  pits  of  the  former  vskirmish  line 
of  the  Fifteenth  Corps.  Our  line  of  vedettes  are  about  100  yards  ahead 
of  this.  The  enemy  has  a  strong  skirmish  line  and  is  skirmishing  with 
our  men.  The  enemy’s  position  is  in  full  view.  They  show  a  force,  I 
should  judge  from  the  re^iorts  of  Major  Wilcox  (in  charge  of  the  line), 
quite  sufficient  to  hold  it.  Four  companies  of  the  Sixty-third  Indiana 
are  in  position  to  the  left  of  the  brick  house,  and  where,  in  my  judg¬ 
ment,  they  should  at  present  remaiu.  The  rest  of  the  regiment  is  for¬ 
ward.  I  liave  sent  four  companies  of  the  Sixty-fifth  Illinois  Volunteers 
forward  on  the  right,  extending  to  tlie  creek.  Their  reserves  occupy 
the  advanced  skirmish  line  formerly  held  by  us.  Our  skirmishers  have 
advanced  here  and  drawn  the  lire  of  the  enemy,  who  has  a  strong  skir¬ 
mish  line  also  in  this  direction  and  a  battery  in  position,  from  which 
they  have  thrown  several  shells.  The  enemy  has  a  battery  in  iiosition 
near  the  railroad,  in  x)lain  view  of  our  skirmishers.  This  is  the  battery 
to  which  their  xnlsoners  belong.  Major  Wilcox  reports  the  enemy  mov¬ 
ing  artillery  toward  our  left,  and  that  working  xiarties  are  actually  em- 
Xiloyed  along  the  line  strengthening  the  main  line  of  works.  We  can 
keep  up  a  brisk  skirmish  with  the  enemy,  but,  in  my  judgment,  a  far¬ 
ther  advance  is  not  xiracticable.  I  have  one-half  of  my  force  on  the 
skirmish  line  and  the  other  half  on  the  works  of  the  Fifteenth  Coiqis 
and  the  works  formerly  held  by  ourselves.  I  will  not  change  this  ar¬ 
rangement  unless  otherwise  directed.  Skirmishing  has  become  very 
active  on  the  left.

Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  the  reconnaissance 
made  this  afternoon  by  the  Second  Brigade,  Third  Division.  Like  that 
made  this  morning  by  two  regiments  of  the  brigade,  it  resulted  in  our 
driving  the  enemy  to  their  Avorks,  developing  their  line,  and  showing 
the  position  of  their  artillery.  The  Avorks  in  oiir  front  are  strong  and 
held  by  a  considerable  force.  In  the  front  of  the  brigade  artillery 
opened  from  three  different  positions ;  I  should  say  from  eight  pieces. 
The  enemy’s  force  this  morning  was  but  slight  5  about  2  p.  m.  they  com¬ 
menced  moving  heavy  forces  to  the  left  (cavalry  and  infantry) ;  from 
the  skirmish  line  they  could  be  distinctly  seen  and  heard  fortifying. 
As  their  troops  passed  our  skirmish  line  near  the  railroad  they  were  in 
fidl  sight  and  were  fired  at  by  our  men.  Our  advance  was  a  surprise. 
Four  large  dwellings  have  been  burned  by  them  to-day  as  they  fell 
back.  Three  of  our  regiments  advanced  to  the  left  of  the  railroad  and 
one  to  the  right.  The  enemy’s  line  extended  far  to  the  left  of  ours. 
Our  losses  14  Avounded  and  killed.  We  advanced  Avithin  250  yards  of 
their  works.

Avith  what  loss  I  cannot  say;  our  loss  not  a  hundred.  At  this  hour 
rebels  are  massing  against  right,  while  Schofield  and  Stanley  are  ready 
to  attack  on  our  left  as  soon  as  our  right  is  pressed  heavily.  Assign¬ 
ment  of  Howard  to  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  causes  some  discontent, 
but  not  as  much  as  I  feared.  No  news  from  cavalry  raid  on  Macon 
railroad.

The  result  of  the  enemy’s  attack  yesterday,  chiefly  on  the  Fifteenth 
Corps,  is  thus  reported  by  General  Howard  : 

Wc  have  counted  642  rebel  dead,  and  there  are  still  others  in  front  of  our  lines. 
It  is  fair  to  presume  that  their  wounded  are  five  or  six  times  that  of  their  dead. 
Over  100  prisoners  are  in  hand,  and  others  being  gathered  up  in  the  woods. 

Howard  estimates  the  enemy’s  loss  at  5,000,  and  our  loss  at  less  than 
600.  General  W.  H.  T.  Walker  was  killed  on  the  22d,  and  it  is  now 
reported  by  prisoners  that  Wheeler  was  killed  yesterday.  Stephen  D. 
Lee,  Loring,  and  Stewart  severely  wounded  yesterday.  We  are  so  near 
the  enemy’s  line  that  their  artillery  prevents  our  advancing  the  lines  so 
as  to  take  full  advantage  of  battle,  they  gathering  into  the  city  the 
wounded  and  more  remote  dead.  The  parapets  of  Atlanta  present  a 
well -filled  line  wherever  we  approach  them.  General  Thomas  is  to-day 
making  a  strong  reconnaissance  in  force  toward  East  Point,  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Schofield  on  the  left.  Our  cavalry  has  now  been  out  three  days, 
and  must  have  done  its  work  about  Griffin.

I  have  just  returned  from  the  right.  I  have  intrenched  Morgan  on  the 
HoAvell’s  (or  Green’s)  Ferry  road,  to  the  right  and  soutliAA  Cst  of  Logan. 
He  has  complete  control  of  that  road,  and  has  his  skirmishers  out  half 
a  mile  to  his  front.  They  have  driA^en  the  rebels  into  intrenched  rifle- 
pits,  and  report  intrenched  lines  heavily  manned  a  short  distance  in  rear 
of  their  skirmish  rifle-pits.  I  also  directed  Ward  to  take  position  on 
Morgan’s  right  and  refuse  his  right,  so  as  to  make  a  strong  right  flank. 
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Ward  fronts  the  Howell’s  Ferry  road,  and  runs  along  it  toward  the 
Chattahoochee  for  half  a  mile  and  then  falls  back  this  way.  Howard 
had  good  ground  to  fight  over  yesterday.  I  saw  several  dead  rebels 
that  Ward’s  men  were  burying.  If,  after  intrenching,  Howard  will 
thin  out  and  extend  to  his  right,  Morgan  and  Ward  can  move  still 
farther  to  the  right,  and  might  perhaps  overlap  the  enemy.  Whilst 
Morgan  and  Ward  made  their  advances,  I  had  Williams,  Johnson,  and 
Baird  make  strong  reconnaissances  to  their  fronts.  They  all  report 
their  belief  that  the  enemy  has  either  retired  altogether,  or  has  with¬ 
drawn  the  greater  part  of  his  forces,  and  only  now  has  a  weak  skirmish 
line  covering  his  fortifications  around  the  city.  I  have  directed  them 
to  feel  strongly  to-night,  and  determine  whether  the  enemy  has  retired 
or  not.

Immediately  after  receiving  the  order 
from  corps  headquarters  in  the  night  of  the  27th  I  sent  Colonel  Cam¬ 
eron  a  copy,  simply  directing  him  to  make  the  reconnaissance  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  it.  I  then  sent  dispatch  Xo.  1  to  him  at  5  o’clock  in  the 
morning.  Between  7  and  8  I  was  myself  near  the  batteries  occupied 
by  our  troops  in  the  old  line,  and  hearing  only  a  little  skirmishing 
toward  the  right  of  his  line  of  skirmishers,  I  sent  my  aide.  Lieutenant 
Coughlau,  with  verbal  directions  to  Colonel  Cameron  to  push  his  ad¬ 
vanced  regiment  more  vigorously,  and  if  the  resistance  was,  as  it 
seemed,  chiefly  on  his  right,  to.  make  the  movement  take  that  direction, 
moving  up  his  supx)orts  from  the  works,  and  holding  them  well  in  hand 
to  press  the  enemy,  or  to  cover  a  retreat  if  his  advance  should  meet  a 
force  greater  than  the  whole  of  his.  He  appeared  unwilling,  as  Mr. 
Coughlan  reports,  to  receive  any  verbal  instructions,  saying  he  already 
had  his  orders  in  writing.  After  waiting  more  than  an  hour  after 
Lieutenant  Coughlan’s  return,  and  hearing  no  lively  skirmishing,  I  sent 
dispatch  Xo.  2,  and  a  little  later  urged  the  same  in  person  on  Colonel 
Cameron’s  coming  himself  to  report  progress.

I  believe 
I  can  arm  400  loyal  men  in  Gordon,  Pickens,  Gilmer,  and  Murray  Coun¬ 
ties.  I  respectfully  request  that  arms  be  obtained  for  this  purpose  at 
the  earliest  practicable  moment.

Colonel  :  The  requirements  of  the  service  may  render  it  necessary 
for  the  divisions  of  this  corps  to  extend  and  still  further  thin  out  their 
lines.  To  prepare  for  this,  which  may  occur  to-morrow,  all  of  the  men 
with  tools  will  be  put  to  work  at  once  to  strengthen  our  present  de¬ 
fenses.  The  parapets  are  deemed  sufficiently  strong  already,  and  addi¬ 
tional  strength  can  be  best  given  by  increasing  our  abatis  and  fasten¬ 
ing  it  to  the  ground  by  strong  cross  stakes;  the  cutting  and  tangling 
of  brushwood,  to  give  a  better  range  and  increased  obstacle,  will  be 
particularly  attended  to.  The  passages  to  the  front  through  the  abatis 
must  only  be,  in  number,  one  to  each  battahon,  and  only  wide  enough 
for  a  single  file.

Major-General  Sherman  : 

I  have  your  dispatch  expressing  your  desire  that  I  advance  my  picket¬ 
line  in  front  of  the  distillery  near  the  road  leading  to  Atlanta.  I  tried 
that  on  the  28th  and  found  it  imi)racticable,  for  this  reason,  viz,  the 
point  referred  to  is  in  a  large  re-entering  angle  of  the  enemy’s  works, 
and  the  enemy’s  picket-line  in  that  vicinity  is  enfiladed  by  the  artillery 
of  both  the  adjacent  salients,  ^^either  the  enemy’s  picket-line,  nor  even 
the  main  curtain  in  rear,  should  be  held  by  our  troops  until  those  sali¬ 
ents  are  carried.  One  of  them  is  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  my  left, 
and  hence  beyond  my  reach.  The  other  is  somewhat  to  my  right.  I 
will  see  General  Stanley  and  ascertain  what  can  be  done  about  this 
latter  salient.  Perhaps  we  can  drive  in  the  skirmishers  around  it  and 
keep  down  its  fire  with  our  sharpshooters.

A 
large  number  of  the  officers  and  men  of  this  corps  have  been  left  be¬ 
hind  sick  and  slightly  wounded  in  hospitals  at  Cairo,  Nashville,  Louis¬ 
ville,  Huntsville,  and  Eome,  and  I  am  satisfied  there  are  many  of  them 
ready  for  the  field  who  have  been  improjjerly  detailed  at  these  points 
and  at  Saint  Louis,  Mo.  I  have,  therefore,  the  honor  to  request  that 
Maj.  G.  W.  Kennard,  Twentieth  Illinois  Infantry  Volunteers,  may  be 
sent  to  these  points  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and  returning  all 
men  fit  fo-r  duty  to  this  command,  with  full  authority  to  send  to  the 
front  all  officers  and  men  Avho,  in  liis  opinion,  have  been  improperly 
detailed  or  are  absent  Avithout  proper  authority  from  this  command. 
In  the  recent  battles  Major  Kennard’s  regiment  has  been  reduced  to 
about  tAA^enty-five  men,  AAuth  Avhom  there  are  two  line  and  one  field  officer, 
so  that  he  can  easily  be  vspared,  and  as  he  is  an  active  and  efficient 
officer,  I  am  satisfied  he  will  be  able  to  collect  a  large  number  of  men  AA^ho 
will  otherAvise  remain  as  extra  nurses  and  servants  to  officers.

Sir:  Yours  from  Chattanooga  of  July  28  is  received,  notifying  me  of 
your  appointment  by  your  State  as  lieutenant-colonel  and  provost-mar¬ 
shal  for  Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Mississippi,  under  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  4,  1864,  to  recruit  volunteers  to  be  credited  the  quotas  of 
the  States,  resi)ectively.  On  applying  to  General  Webster  at  NasliA  ille, 
he  will  grant  you  a  pass  through  our  lines  to  these  States,  and  as  1  Imve 
had  considerable  ex])eriencein  those  States  would  suggest  recruiting  de¬ 
pots  to  be  established  at  Macon  and  Columbus,  Miss. ;  Selma,  Montgom¬ 
ery,  and  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  Columbus,  Milledgeville,  and  Savannah,  Ga. 
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I  do  not  see  that  the  law  restricts  you  to  black  recruits,  but  you  are  at 
liberty,  I  suppose,  to  collect  wliite  recruits  also.  It  is  waste  of  time 
and  money  to  open  rendezvous  in  Northwest  Georgia,  for  I  assure  you 
I  have  not  seen  an  able-bodied  man,  l)lack  or  white,  fit  for  a  soldier, 
who  was  not  in  this  army  or  the  one  op]3osed  to  it.  You  speak  of  the 
impression  going  about  that  I  am  opposed  to  the  organization  of 
colored  regiments.  My  opinions  are  usually  very  positive,  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  know  them.  Though  entertain¬ 
ing  profound  reverence  for  our  Congress,  I  do  doubt  their  wisdom  in 
the  passage  of  this  law,  first,  because  civilian  agents  about  an 
army  are  a  nuisance;  second,  the  duty  of  citizens  to  fight  for  their 
country  is  too  sacred  a  one  to  be  peddled  off  by  buying  ux>  the  refuse  of 
other  States;  third,  it  is  unjust  to  the  soldiers  and  volunteers  who 
are  fighting,  as  those  who  compose  this  army  are  doing,  to  place  them 
on  a  par  with  the  class  of  recruits  you  are  after;  fourth,  the  negro  is 
in  a  transition  state,  and  is  not  the  equal  of  the  white  man;  fifth,  he 
is  liberated  from  his  bondage  by  act  of  war,  and  the  armies  in  the  field 
are  entitled  to  all  his  assistance  in  labor  and  fighting  in  addition  to 
the  proper  quota  of  the  States;  sixth,  this  bidding  and  bartering  for 
recruits,  white  and  black,  has  delayed  the  re-enforcement  of  our  armies 
at  the  time  when  such  re-enforcements  would  have  enabled  us  to 
make  our  successes  permanent;  seventh,  the  law  is  an  experiment 
which,  pending  war,  is  unwise  and  unsafe,  and  has  delayed  the  uni¬ 
versal  draft  which  I  firmly  believe  will  become  necessary  to  overcome 
the  widespread  resistance  offered  us,  and  I  also  believe  the  universal 
draft  will  be  wise  and  beneficent,  for,  under  the  providence  of  God, 
it  will  separate  the  sheep  from  the  goats,  and  demonstrate  what 
citizens  will  fight  for  their  country  and  what  will  only  talk.  No  one 
shall  infer  from  this  that  I  am  not  the  friend  of  the  negro  as  well  as  the 
white  race.  I  contend  that  the  treason  and  rebellion  of  the  master 
freed  the  slave,  and  I  and  the  armies  I  have  commanded  ha  ve  conducted 
to  safe  points  more  negroes  than  those  of  any  other  general  officer  in 
the  army,  but  I  i^refer  some  negroes  as  pioneers,  teamsters,  cooks,  and 
servants ;  others  gradually  to  experiment  in  the  art  of  the  soldier,  be¬ 
ginning  wdth  the  duties  of  local  garrison,  such  as  we  had  at  Memphis, 
Vicksburg,  Natchez,  Nashville,  and  Chattanooga.  But  1  would  not 
draw  on  the  poor  race  for  too  large  a  proportion  of  its  active,  athletic 
young  men,  for  some  must  remain  to  seek  new  homes  and  provide  for 
the  old  and  young,  the  feeble  and  helpless. 

Tliese  are  some  of  my  peculiar  notions,  but  I  assure  you  they  are 
shared  by  a  large  ])roportion  of  our  fighting  men. 

You  may  show  this  to  the  agents  of  the  other  States  in  the  same 
business  with  yourself.

Our  line  was  extended  nearly  two  miles  down  the  Sandtown  road  to¬ 
day  without  meeting  any  resistance,  and  is  now  intrenched  in  the  new 
position.  The  failure  of  enemy  to  attack  while  movement  was  in  prog- 
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ress,  and  reports  of  scouts  and  rebel  prisoners  that  Stoneman  had 
destroyed  the  railroad  at  Jonesborough,  give  rise  to  rumor  of  evacuation 
of  Atlanta,  which  I  am  inclined  to  credit  the  more  because  of  great 
activity  of  their  artillery  until  just  now.

No  change  since  my  last.  Weather  has  been  intensely  hot,  and  to¬ 
day  it  is  raining  hard.  General  Garrard’s  cavalry  is  back.  General 
Stoneman  x)laced  it  at  Flat  Rock  to  cover  his  movement  south.  Gen¬ 
eral  Garrard  reports  the  enemy’s  cavalry  all  round  him  for  two  days, 
when  he  charged  out  and  went  to  Latimar’s,  where  he  heard  that  Gen¬ 
eral  Stoneman  had  passed  Covington,  so  he  got  two  full  days’  start  for 
Macon.  I  will  not  hear  of  him  for  some  days.  From  rumors  among 
the  people,  I  think  he  struck  the  road,  for  it  is  reported  broken  at 
Jonesborough.  To-morrow  night  I  will  move  General  Schofield  to  the 
extreme  right  and  draw  the  enemy  out  to  East  Point.  His  works  are 
too  strong  for  an  assault,  and  we  cannot  spare  the  ammunition  for  a 
bombardment.

If  he  would 
straighten  his  line  and  intrench  it,  his  right  would  be  much  nearer  the 
railroad.  Generals  Morgan  and  Ward  could  have  supported  his  right 
whilst  he  was  iutrenching.  Taking  ux)  the  line  he  did  rendered  it  neces¬ 
sary  for  General  Morgan  to  extend  his  line  along  the  road  to  Green’s 
Ferry  or  isolate  his  command.  .  The  reconnaissance  has  been  ordered  as 
you  directed,  but  General  Morgan  will  have  to  return  in  consequence 
of  General  Howard  having  taken  uxi  his  old  line  instead  of  extending 
his,  Howard’s,  line  toward  the  railroad,  as  I  should  have  thought  he 
would  have  done.

Major-General  Sherman  : 

1  have  just  returned  from  the  right.  General  Howard’s  troops  only 
occupy  the  intrenchments  made  by  Morgan  and  Ward,  whereas  he 
should  have  extended  his  line  toward  the  railroad,  throwing  out  as  his 
intrenchments  were  completed.  Morgan  and  Ward  could  then  have 
supported  his  right  as  he  extended  his  lines.  I  think  Howard’s  army 
will  reach  very  nearly  to  the  railroad  when  intrenched  and  thrown  out 
as  my  troops  are.  Should  Schofield  move  to  the  right  he  will  surely 
reach  the  roadj  thus  Morgan  and  Ward  can  be  held  in  reserve  and  in 
support  of  the  right  flank  as  it  progresses  toward  the  railroad.  The 
reconnaissance  you  ordered  was  made  to-day  by  Morgan.  He  found 
the  enemy  covered  by  a  strong  infantry  skirmish  line  with  artillery  on 
a  road  leading  direct  to  East  Point  from  a  house  on  the  Green’s  Ferry 
road,  about  a  mile  from  the  rear  of  our  right.  The  troops  moved  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  on  that  road  before  encountering  the  enemy.  Morgan 
returned  to  his  camp  toward  night,  as  I  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to 
have  him  so  far  to  Howard’s  right.  I  think  I  understand  the  direc¬ 
tions  of  all  the  roads  leading  toward  East  Point  from  all  points  directly 
in  our  rear.

I  have  your  dispatch,  which  is  most  satisfactory.  I  think  General 
Schofield,  supported  by  Generals  Davis  and  Ward,  will  reach  the  rail¬ 
road.  At  all  events,  it  is  our  true  move.  General  Garrard’s  cavalry 
can  occupy  General  Schofield’s  lines,  and  General  Stanley’s  left,  refused 
along  Pea  Vine,  will  make  good  flank,  covering  Buck  Head  and  the 
Pace’s  Ferry  road.  This  will  enable  you  with  your  main  army  to  press  on 
Atlanta,  whilst  General  Howard  advances  his  right  and  General  Scho¬ 
field  extends,  supported  by  Generals  Davis  and  Ward,  will  make  an  army 
equal  to  Hood’s  movable  column.  I  think  I  appreciate  General  Gar¬ 
rard’s  good  qualities,  but  he  is  so  cautious  that  if  forced  to  make  a  bold 
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move  to  the  relief  of  General  McCook  I  doubt  if  he  would  attempt  it. 
General  Stouemau  went  with  a  full  kuowled<^e  of  his  risk;  but  General 
McCook  will  have  reason  to  expect  co-operation  from  about  McDonough, 
and  may  be  disappointed  when  he  tinds  his  bridge  gone  and  a  new  road 
ahead  closed  by  Wheeler.  He  has,  however,  a  bold  and  well-ai)pointed 
force  and  can  fight  his  way  back;  still,  for  his  sake,  we  must  occupy 
the  attention  of  the  enemy  as  much  as  possible.

I  am  just  back  from  an  interview  with  General  Schofield.  General 
Garrard  is  back.  He  was  sent  by  General  Stoneman  to  Flat  Rock, 
where  he  was  surrounded  by  WheMer’s  cavalry,  but  he  remained  two 
days,  expecting  General  Stoneman  to  send  him  orders,  when  he  broke 
out  to  Latimar’s,  where  he  heard  General  Stoneman  had  gone  to  Coving¬ 
ton  and  beyond.  Not  having  further  orders  he  came  home  via  the  Peach 
Tree  road.  His  fight  was  a  small  afiair,  losing  only  1  ofiicer  and  6 
men  wounded,  and  riding  down  one  brigade  of  the  enemy.  He  thinks 
Wheeler  still  remains  on  the  right  of  Atlanta,  extending  the  infantry 
line.  I  think  General  Stoneman  has  gone  to  Macon,  east  of  Yellow 
River,  and  that  it  is  well.  I  have  ordered  General  Garrard  in  on 
our  left,  and  to-morrow  night  will  let  him  fill  with  a  skirmish  line 
General  Schofield’s  position,  and  move  all  of  General  Schofield  to 
the  right  of  General  Howard,  and  wish  the  divisions  of  Generals 
Davis  and  Ward  in  reserve  on  the  right  to  strike  a  blow  beyond  our 
new  right  fiank  when  intrenched.  Our  right  flank  must  be  advanced 
in  close  and  absolute  contact  with  the  enemy,  and  with  General  Scho¬ 
field  on  that  flank  I  think  we  can  make  him  quit  Atlanta,  or  so  weaken 
his  lines  that  we  can  break  through  somewhere,  the  same  as  our  Keue- 
saw  move.  Study  the  road  so  that  Generals  Schofield  and  Howard  may 
have  a  line  close  up  to  the  enemy,  as  close  as  iiossible.  I  will  send  a 
regiment  of  cavalry  down  the  west  bank  of  the  Chattahoochee  to  feel 
for  General  McCook.  I  must  have  a  bolder  commander  for  General 
Garrard’s  cavalry  and  Avaiit  General  Thomas  to  name  to  me  General 
Kilpatrick  or  some  good  brigadier  for  the  command.

General:  Brigadier- General  D'avis  expressed  to  Mr.  Shaw  upon  the 
dehvery  of  the  order  of  the  major-general  commanding  the  military 
division  his  inability  to  understand  the  metliod  of  the  imoposed  recon¬ 
naissance.  He  says  his  division  is  in  line,  the  enemy  being  in  position 
about  1,200  yards  to  his  front,  and  the  division  of  Brigadier-General 
Ward  in  iiosition  on  his  right.  If  he  advances  it  amounts  to  an  assault 
upon  the  enemy’s  position.  If  he  withdraws  with  a  view  to  passing  to 
General  Ward’s  rear  he  leaves  a  gap.  As  this  is  the  fourth  order  from 
the  headquarters  of  the  military  division  imposing  special  duties  upon 
Davis’  division  away  from  his  corps,  I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  interfere

The  object 
of  your  expedition  is  to  aid  General  McCook  in  recrossing  the  river  on 
his  return.  It  is  understood  that  General  McCook  left  a  regiment  of 
cavalry  with  his  bridge  for  the  above  purpose.  If  you  find  this  to  be 
the  case,  you  will  join  that  regiment  and  act  in  concert  with  it  in  car¬ 
rying  out  General  McCook’s  instructions.  In  any  event,  you  will  watch 
carefully  for  General  McCook’s  troops  for  some  distance  up  and  down 
the  river,  endeavor  to  give  early  information  of  their  return,  and  learn 
at  what  point  they  propose  to  cross,  so  as,  if  practicable,  to  have  the 
bridge  laid  by  the  time  his  troops  reach  the  river.  You  will  use  your 
utmost  endeavors  to  assist  General  McCook’s  troops  in  a  safe  passage  of 
the  river.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  most  thorough  and  careful  inves¬ 
tigation  of  all  the  news  and  reports  among  the  citizens  of  Decatur  has 
satisfied  me  that  there  was  a  fight  of  no  great  importance  with  the  rear 
of  Stoneman’s  column  near  Flat  Ro(jk,  but  further  than  that  I  do  not 
consider  the  reports  to  be  entirely  reliable.  They  are  all  founded  on 
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the  report  brought  to  a  Mrs.  Smith  by  a  rebel  patrol,  Tom  Jones,  who 
told  her  that  tliiugs  Avere  going  badly;  that  Stouemau  had  left  a  small 
force  to  hold  them  in  check  at  Flat  Kock  and  had  gone  across  to  Jones- 
borougli  and  destroyed  the  road  for  ten  miles,  and  Avas  going  on  doAvn 
tOAvard  Macon,  destroying  the  road;  that  on  Wednesday  the  troops  in 
Atlanta  had  been  allowed  to  plunder  the  stores  and  take  all  the  liquors 
and  goods.

Colonel  Brownlow  reports  from  Marietta  that  he  has  just  reached 
there,  having  escaped  from  a  disaster  that  overtook  General  McCook’s 
cavalry  expedition  at  Newnan.  He  reports  the  expedition  reached  the 
railroad  and  destroyed  more  road  than  the  rebels  can  repair  in  lifteen 
days,  and  burned  500  baggage  wagons,  including  the  headquarters 
trains  of  the  rebel  army,  but  was  overtaken  at  Newnan  by  rebel  cavalry 
and  infantry,  and  after  a  hard  fight  had  to  surrender.  Colonel  Harrison 
was  killed.*  I  can  hardly  believe  it,  as  he  had  3,000  picked  cavalry. 
Colonel  Brownlow  commanded  one  of  the  regiments,  and  brought  in 
with  him  but  few  men.  I  have  sent  for  him  from  Marietta,  to  inquire 
more  closely  into  the  matter.  I  have  reported  General  Garrard’s  safe 
return.  General  Stoneman  used  him  as  a  cover  to  get  a  good  start,  so 
that  he  will  probably  reach  Macon,  and  it  may  be  Anderson ville,  but 
will  have  to  run  the  gauntlet  to  get  back  safe.  The  loss  of  this  cavalry 
is  a  serious  one  to  me,  but  we  are  pushing  the  enemy  close.  Consider¬ 
able  re-enforcements  of  militia  and  dismounted  cavalry  have  reached 
Atlanta,  under  Stephen  D.  Lee.

Colonel  Brownlow  is  here  and  reports  that  General  McCook  pro¬ 
ceeded  according  to  his  orders,  and  reached  the  Macon  railroad  and  de¬ 
stroyed  twelve  miles  and  a  bridge  over  a  branch  of  White  Water,  which, 
he  says,  is  as  long  as  that  over  Chattahoochee.  He  also  destroyed  500 
wagons,  among  them  the  headquarters  wagons  of  Hood  and  Hardee. 
Unfortunately,  instead  of  completing  the  circuit  by  the  east  and  north, 
he  then  turned  back  and  commenced  breaking  up  the  West  Point  road, 
about  Newnan,  when  he  was  attacked  by  infantry  and  cavalry  in  over¬ 
whelming  force,  and  Brownlow  says  all  were  killed  or  captured,  except 
such  as  cut  their  way  out.  Nearly  500  are  now  back  in  Marietta,  and 
he  thinks  more  will  get  in.  Colonel  Brownlow’s  account  is  not  yet  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  me,  but  is  the  best  I  can  get.

Major-General  Sherman: 

Colonel  Brownlow  reports  that  McCook  destroyed  twelve  miles  of  the 
Macon  railroad,  and  a  bridge  over  the  White  Water,  longer  than  the 
Chattahoochee  bridge.  He  also  destroyed  over  500  wagons.  Hood’s, 
Hardee’s,  and  other  headquarters  wagons  among  them.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  he  then  turned  back  on  his  old  route  and  commenced  to  destroy 
the  West  Point  road,  when  he  was  attacked  on  the  29th  [30th J,  near 
Newnan,  by  infantry  and  cavalry  in  overwhelming  numbers,  sur¬ 
rounded,  and  all  who  did  not  cut  their  way  through  were  either  killed 
or  captured.  There  are  nearly  500  now  in  Marietta,  and  Brownlow 
thinks  many  more  will  find  their  way  in.  The  First  Wisconsin  was  cut 
off  near  Campbellton,  and  returned  two  days  ago.  I  will  send  you  his 
report  in  the  morning.

1  wish  you  to  see  that  some  one  officer,  say  the  colonel  of  a  small 
infantry  regiment,  be  at  the  railroad  bridge  and  occupy  the  rebel  in- 
trenchments  toward  Vining’s  and  about  Turner’s  Perry,  and  collect  in 
21  R  R— VOL  XXXVIII,  PT  V 
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them  all  the  scattered  detachments  about  there,  and  see  that  wagons 
are  not  grouped  outside.  Easton  should  use  the  bridge  as  his  depot, 
instead  of  Vining’s,  but  a  picket  should  be  on  the  hill  overlooking  Vin- 
ing’s.  The  guards  at  Marietta  are  enough.  Kilpatrick’s  cavalry  should 
be  between  Marietta  and  the  railroad  bridge,  with  i)atrols  down  about 
Sweet  Water.  A  regiment  of  men  in  the  old  rebel  intrench ments  will 
be  a  perfect  protection  to  the  bridges  and  our  d(‘pot  on  the  other  side.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  Ninth  Ohio  Cavalry,  the  regiment 
left  by  General  McCook  in  charge  of  the  pontoon  train,  returned  here 
with  it  the  day  after  he  crossed,  as  ordered  to  do  by  General  McCook. 
The  regiment  has  no  orders  with  regard  to  watching  the  river  for  his 
return.  The  First  Wisconsin  Cavalry,  part  of  General  McCook’s  com¬ 
mand,  came  back  the  next  morning  after  he  crossed  the  river,  and  is 
now  in  camp  somewhere  in  this  vicinity.  The  Ninth  Ohio  Volunteer 
Cavalry  and  First  Wisconsin  Cavalry  are  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Hamilton,  Ninth  Ohio  Volunteer  Cavalry.  The  ranking  officer.  Colonel 
Hamilton,  is  not  here  at  present;  he  left  here  an  hour  ago  for  head¬ 
quarters  of  General  Sherman.  Under  these  circumstances  I  have 
deemed  it  i)roper  to  report  the  facts  and  await  your  orders  to  move  the 
pontoon  train  down  the  river  to  the  vicinity  of  Campbellton,  and  watch 
the  river  for  the  return  of  General  McCook.  General  McCook  crossed 
below  Campbellton,  about  thirty  miles  from  here.

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  commanding  the  corps,  that  the  artillery  fire  from  this  division 
front  resulted  iu  developing  a  20-pounder  battery  immediately  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  siege  piece  that  had  opened  so  frequently  on  our  lines  during 
the  past  three  days.  Also  assured  the  chief  of  artillery  of  the  fact 
that  with  the  3-inch  ordnance  he  can  shell  the  center  of  the  city  of 
Atlanta  with  tolerable  accuracy.  The  rifled  32-pounder  did  not  open.  I 
further  report  that  the  officers  and  men  of  the  battery  in  my  front  have 
noticed  an  unusual  movement  of  troops  and  trains  toward  our  right 
during  the  greater  portion  of  the  afternoon.  The  skirmish  line,  with 
the  exception  of  the  advance  of  one  or  two  posts,  is  substantially  the 
same.  Xo  casualties  have  been  ascertained  as  resulting  from  the 
enemy’s  shells  thus  far.

Our  cavalry,  under  General  McCook,  readied  tlie  Ma(*.on  road, 
burned  a  bridge,  and  destroyed  railroad  lor  twelve  miles  as  thoroughly 
as  x)ossible.  Burned  several  trains  of  wagons — 500  in  all — including 
300  loads  of  clothing,  and  Hood’s  headquarters  train,  but  failed  to  get 
away;  was  attacked,  cut  off,  defeated,  and  the  greater  iiart  captured, 
iuchuling  the  general.

I  thiidc  well  of  General  Stanley’s  keei)- 
ing  a  mere  line  of  display  where  General  Schofield  was  for  a  few  days, 
and  if  you  can  occupy  General  Palmer’s  ])lace  in  the  main  line  by  with¬ 
drawing  General  Ward’s  division,  it  would  giveus  General  Palmer’s  cor})s 
as  a  working  force  in  reserve  on  the  right.  As  soon  as  General  Scho¬ 
field  selects  his  right  flank  we  must  assume  the  offensive  against  the 
railroad  between  White  Hall  and  East  Point.  I  have  no  (loubt  that 
General  McCook  damaged  the  Southern  road  and  that  provisions  and 
ammunition  will  be  short  in  the  rebel  camp.

Please  do  all  that  is  possible  to  organize  a  fprce  of  cavalry 
about  Marietta,  composed  of  General  Kilpatrick’s  division  and  such  of 
General  McCook’s  as  have  returned.  Also  have  the  old  rebel  lines  west 
of  Chattahoochee  lightly  guarded  to  cover  our  brid ges.  Order  all  bridges 
above  Pace’s,  except  that  at  Eoswell,  to  be  destroyed.

In  order  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  engineer  department  of  this 
corps,  the  following  directions  will  be  strictly  observed  by  all  officers 
detailed  upon  engineering  duty: 

1.  Whenever  an  engineer  officer  of  a  division  leaves  the  division  the 
commanding  officer  will  immediately  assign  some  one  to  perform  his 
duties  until  an  officer  can  be  procured  to  take  his  place. 

2.  Division  engineers  will,  without  fail,  report  daily  to  the  chief  engi¬ 
neer  of  the  corps  any  change  which  may  take  place  in  the  position  of 
his  division,  accompanying  such  report  by  a  sketch  as  accurate  as  cir¬ 
cumstances  will  permit.  He  will  also  endeavor  to  gain  information  of 
the  nature  of*  the  country,  roads,  &c.,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  division, 
X)articularly  toward  the  front,  and  will  cause  a  detail  of  the  pioneer 
corps  to  invariably  prepare  a  good  road  parallel  to  the  front,  and  cov¬ 
ered  as  much  as  possible  from  the  enemy’s  lire.  He  will  keep  an  official 
journal  of  all  engineer  operations  iierformed  by  the  division,  which 
must  be  forwarded  to  the  chief  engineer  at  these  headquarters  by  noon 
every  Saturday,  instead  of  every  ten  days,  as  was  iireviously  required. 
In  these  reports  the  movements  of  the  division  must  be  stated,  also  the 
names  of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  on  engineer  duty,  and  what  they 
are  doing.  The  division  engineer  should  pay  the  greatest  attention  to 
the  laying  out  of  field-works,  as  the  direction  of  a  very  small  portion  of 
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tlie  line  inny  decidetlly  affect  tlie  issue  of  an  attack  ui)on  it,  and  in  tlie 
construction  of  sucli  work  the  pioneer  corps  will  observe  and  obey  the 
instructions  given  by  the  division  engineer. 

3.  Division  commanders  will  at  once  ffll  up  the  pioneer  corps  to  the 
maximum  in  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  47,  headciuarters 
Department  of  the  Tennessee,  July  24,  18(>3,  and  have  tlie  corps  con¬ 
stantly  su])plied  with  the  number  of  tools  imovided  by  said  order.  The 
commanders  of  pioneer  corps  will  not  omit  to  make  their  weekly  returns 
of  tools,  &c.,  to  these  headquarters  by  noon  every  Saturday,  and  their 
montldy  returns  will  also  be  promptly  forwarded.

Onr  cavalry  under  General  Iverson  attacked  the  enemy  yesterday  near  Clinton. 
The  Yankees,  commanded  hy  General  Stoneman,  were  routed,  and  Stoneman,  25  offi¬ 
cers,  and  about  500  prisonerfj,  with  2  pieces  of  artillery,  surrendered,  and  have  just 
reached  the  city.  The  rest  of  the  Yankee  force  is  scattered  and  flying  toward 
Eatonton.

We  have  liad  pretty  lively  times  to-day  generally,  closing  in,  taking 
some  200  or  300  juisoners.  Ender  the  pressure  I  got  two  divisions 
across  the  head  of  lltoy  Creek,  tvell  toward  the  railroad,  and  to-morrow 
will  imsh  still  more  on  that  flank.  General  McCook,  after  all,  has  got 
in,  bringing  1,200  of  his  men.  He  reports  that  on  July  29  he  broke  the 
West  Point  road  at  Palmetto,  and  then  crossed  over  to  the  Macon 
road,  at  Lovejoy’s,  wliere  he  took  u]i  2  miles  of  track,  burned  2  trains, 
100  bales  of  cotton,  and  5  miles  of  telegraph.  He  fell  upon  the  rebel 
wagon  train  and  burned  over  500  wagons  and  killed  800  mules.  He 
captured  72  officers  and  350  men,  but  his])rogress  eastward  and  north, 
according  to  the  i)lan,  was  stop])ed  by  a  superior  force  of  cavalry  and 
he  turned  toward  Newnan,  where  he  Avas  completely  surrounded.  He 
ordered  two  of  liis  small  brigades  to  make  their  Avay  to  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee  while  he  held  the  enemy.  About  500  of  them  are  in,  but  the 
balance,  about  1,000,  are  doubtless  captured  or  killed.  He  then  Avith 
1,200  men  charged  through  in  column,  riding  doAvn  Ross’  (Texas)  bri¬ 
gade  and  capturing  Ross,  the  commander  j  but  he  had  to  drop  all  priS’ 
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ouers  and  incumbrances  to  save  bis  eoinniand.  He  crossed  the  Cbatta- 
hooehee  below  Franklin  and  ux)  by  Dallas  to  Marietta.  The  x>lan  was 
for  him  to  meet  General  Stoneman  at  Lovejoy’s,  but  he  did  not  meet 
him.  Prisoners  rei^ort  that  Yankee  cavalry  were  shelling  Macon  on 
the  1st  instant,  so  I  think  General  Stoneman  has  a  chance  of  rescuing 
those  prisoners.  It  was  a  bold  and  rash  adventure,  but  I  sanctioned 
it,  and  hoped  for  its  succe'fes  from  its  very  rashness.  I  think  that  all 
Georgia  is  now  in  my  front,  and  he  may  meet  but  little  oi)X)osition  and 
succeed  in  releasing  those  inlsoners.  The  difficulty  will  then  com¬ 
mence  for  them  to  reach  me.  My  lines  are  very  strong,  and  cover  well 
all  our  bridges  across  Chattahoochee.  I  will  use  my  cavalry  here¬ 
after  to  cover  the  railroad,  and  use  infantry  and  artillery  against  At¬ 
lanta.  A  large  x)art  of  Hood’s  army  is  militia,  that  cannot  be  trusted 
in  the  ox)en  field,  and  I  think  we  have  crippled  the  three  fighting  corx)s 
now  commanded  by  Stewart,  Stex)hen  D.  Lee,  and  Hardee.  It  is  even 
whisi>ered  that  Hardee  has  resigned ;  but  this  is  as  yet  but  the  story  of 
deserters.

We  carried  the  rebel  skirmish  rifle-pits  along  our  entire  front. 
Newton  reports  that  he  carried  three  lines,  and  Gibson’s  brigade  the 
same.  Skirmisl^ers  of  Hazen’s  and  Knefler’s  brigades  driven  back. 
Tlie  enemy  showed  quite  strong  force.  Opened  at  least  twenty  pieces 
artillery.  We  have  lost  30  men.  Have  taken  about  40  prisoners. 
Cheatham’s  division  in  front  of  Wood  and  Newton.  Prisoners  report 
Cleburne’s  division  on  right.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  for  your  informa¬ 
tion  :  J.  M.  Glass,  scout,  left  the  town  of  Atlanta  this  morning  about  9 
o’clock j  says  that  Eoddey  and  Humes  (or  Holmes)  have  arrived  with 
re-enforcements,  said  to  number  10,000  men,  principally  dismounted  cav¬ 
alry.  Three  thousand  militia  arrived  last  night  from  below;  saw  this 
for(;e  marching  through  toym  this  morning.  One  battalion,  commanded 
by  Youngblood,  from  Columbus,  arrived  about  one  week  ago.  Trains  ap- 
jiear  to  be  running  regularly  to  and  from  Macon.  Trains  came  in  on 
that  road  last  night  and  this  morning.  About  600  prisoners  were  sent 
off  yesterday  by  railroad  to  Macon.  Generals  Bragg  and  Johnston  are 
in  the  city;  did  not  hear  anything  said  about  Johnston  resuming  the 
command;  understood  they  had  nine  or  ten  64-pounders  in  position; 
think  the  principal  strength  of  the  enemy  is  on  their  left  and  left  center. 
Colonel  Hill,  provost-marshal -general,  being  intoxicated,  could  not  get 
a  pass  to  enable  him  (Glass)  to  visit  the  lines.  The  enemy  seems  to  be 
putting  every  man  into  the  ranks  they  can  get  hold  of.  Colonel  Hill 
told  me  they  were  mounting  some  new  32-pounder  Parrotts  in  front; 
did  not  learn  at  what  part  of  the  line,  but  understood  they  were  placed 
in  the  forts.  The  enemy  say  they  have  captured  General  Stoneman 
and  500  of  his  command,  a  large  portion  of  the  number  officers.  Stone- 
man  is  said  to  have  arrived  in  front  of  Macon  and  commenced  shelling 
the  town.  The  convalescents  and  militia  opposed  him,  and  kept  him 
at  bay  until  General  Wheeler’s  cavalry  got  in  his  rear.  Stoneman 
^  fought  his  way  back  fifteen  miles  before  he  was  taken.  That  part  of 
his  command  not  killed  or  captured  is  reported  scattered,  with  cavalry 
after  them.  This  information  is  from  a  telegram  received  by  General 
Hood  from  Macon.  McCook  destroyed  about  one  mile  and  a  half  of  the 
railroad  between  Jonesborough  and  Griffin.  The  road  is  repaired, 
however,  and  trains  are  running  as  before.  Glass  says  lie  came  out  on 
south  side  of  Augusta  railroad  and  passed  through  the  works  on  our 
left  thrown  up  by  General  McPherson.  Says  Martin’s  division  of  cav¬ 
alry  is  about  half  way  between  Atlanta  and  Decatur,  and  that  there  is 
only  a  small  force  opposite  our  left,  composed  of  militia  and  a  few  cav¬ 
alry.  Saw  one  fort  in  front  of  McPherson’s  old  works;  saAV  four  guns 
in  it — 12  or  20  pounders.  There  is  no  forage  in  the  city  whatever. 
Stock  is  being  fed  on  small  patches  of  green  (;orn  in  and  around  the 
town.  They  appear  to  have  plenty  of  subsistence  on  hand  for  jiresent 
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use ;  could  not  learn  wlietlier  they  had  any  supply  on  hand.  Since 
Walker’s  death,  his  old  division  has  been  cut  up  and  put  into  Cleburne’s 
and  Cheatham’s  divisions.  General  Hood’s  headquarters  is  in  White 
Hall  street,  near  Rodgers’  tannery.

No  news  from  Stoneman  except  from  rebels,  who  say  Wheeler  caught 
and  thrashed  him  fifteen  miles  from  Macon  after  he  had  shelled  that 
town.

I  have  your  second  dispatch  about  General  Stoneman.  I  have  news¬ 
papers  with  dates  from  Macon  of  the  1st,  speaking  of  Stoneman’s 
capture  as  a  rumor,  but  not  as  a  fact.  He  started  from  here  in  con¬ 
nection  with  two  other  parties  that  have  got  back.  He  had  2,300  men, 
and  after  breaking  the  Macon  road,  he  was  to  make  an  effort  to  rescue 
our  prisoners.  Colonel  Adams,  with  900  of  his  men,  got  back  to  Mari¬ 
etta  to-day  and  telegraphs  me  he  was  attacked  at  Clinton,  Ga.,  by 
overwhelming  numbers,  and  they  fear  he  is  captured.  It  may  be  so, 
but  I  hope  he  may,  like  McCook,  dodge  and  get  in.  Washburn  is  mov¬ 
ing  from  Holly  Springs  on  Columbus,  Miss.  He  thinks  that  Forrest  is 
dead  of  the  wound  received  in  his  battle  with  General  Smith.  The 
country  in  which  I  am  operating  is  very  difficult  for  a  large  army,  and 
the  defensive  positions  very  strong  and  hard  to  circumvent,  but  perse¬ 
verance  will  move  mountains.  I  ought  to  be  better  advised  of  your 
plans  and  movements.  I  hear  you  have  blown  up  the  outer  bastion  of 
Petersburg,  but  don’t  know  how  near  you  are  to  getting  full  possession 
of  the  place,  or  its  bearing  on  Richmond.  Hood  uses  his  militia  to  fill 
his  lines,  and  shows  a  bold  front  wherever  I  get  at  him.

As  some  confusion  and  misunderstanding  has  occurred  relative  to  my 
orders  as  to  newspapers  and  newspaper  carriers,  I  will  repeat  that  it  is  a 
small  business  for  me  to  attend  to  it  in  the  midst  of  an  active  campaign, 
and  one  that  ought  never  to  reach  my  notice.  The  military  railroad 
is  to  carry  supiilies  for  tlie  army.  It  cannot  carry  all  the  supplies 
allowed  by  law  and  usage,  and  therefore  iireference  must  be  given  to 
some  things  over  others:  First,  ammunition 5  second,  clothing;  third, 
provisions  for-  men;  fourth,  forage  for  horses;  and  as  I  cannot  in 
person  supervise  the  bills  of  lading  or  loading  of  trains,  I  leave  this 
to  the  quartermaster  at  N^ashville,  who  has  the  best  knowledge  of 
the  state  of  supplies  forward  and  at  the  depot,  as  well  as  the  ca¬ 
pacity  of  the  cars.  l!*[eAVspapers  are  a  kind  of  freight,  and  as  such 
I  do  not  object  to  the  quartermaster  at  Nashville  shipping  any  number 
of  bundles  consigned  to  any  of  theq)osts  forward,  because  they  occupy 
little  space,  and  the  bulk  of  such  newspapers  cannot  materially  affect 
the  quantity  of  provisions  shipped ;  but  newsvenders,  like  any  other 
merchants,  must  not  travel  in  the  cars  to  sell  their  goojcls  any  more  than 
grocers  or  hucksters.  They  may  send  bundles  of  theii*  papers  in  the 
cars  by  consent  of  the  quartermaster  who  loads  the  cars.  Every  army 
commander  can  send  his  mail  messengers  daily  each  way,  and  these 
may  carry  paj)ers  as  a  part  of  the  army  mails,  and  the  orders  of  Generals 
Thomas,  Howard,  and  Schofield  for  officers  and  men  are  mihtary  orders 
of  transportation  that  quartermasters  will  respect  the  same  as  mine. 
Passes  to  citizens  as  far  as  Chattanooga,  in  very  limited  numbers,  may 
be  granted  by  the  authority  of  either  of  these  army  commanders,  and 
they  may  send  to  the  rear  car-loads  of  jirisouers,  refugees  and  citizens, 
without  limit,  but  I  have  ordered  that  on  no  pretense  must  citizens 
come  this  side  of  Chattanooga,  for  I  find  them  useless  mouths  that  we 
cannot  afibrd  to  feed.  My  orders  also  are  that  officers  must  live  on  the 
soldier’s  ration;  yet  if  the  quartermaster  at  Nashville  can  keep  our 
sui)plies  up,  and  also  send  supplies  to  officers  above  the  rations  without 
interfering  with  the  regular  freight,  he  may  do  so.  In  other  words,  I 
hold  the  officers  of  the  quartermaster’s  department  responsible  that  the 
army  stores  take  precedence  of  all  other  stores,  and  if  he  sends  any¬ 
thing  else  he  cannot  allege  it  as  a  reason  for  a  failure  to  keep  up  the 
regular  supi)lies.  The  railroad  has  supplied  us  well,  better  than  I  ex¬ 
pected,  and  I  am  willing  to  continue  to  trust  the  regular  quartermasters 
who  thus  far  have  managed  the  business  well.  There  is  and  can  be  no 
conflict  of  orders.  No  one  can  question  my  orders  when  they  are  posi¬ 
tive,  but  I  do  not  choose  to  make  orders  touching  freight  absolutely  posi¬ 
tive,  save  in  large  articles,  such  as  cotton  and  produce,  that  would,  if 
attempted,  soon  absorb  our  cars,  and  thereby  diminisli  the  ability  of  our 
railroad  to  handle  the  vast  amount  of  supplies  on  which  we  depend. 
All  I  order  as  to  newspapers  is  that  no  monopoly  should  be  allowed, 
and  officers  can  be  suiqilied  as  in  other  mail  matters,  and  venders  may 
get  the  quartermaster  at  Nashville  to  carry  them  bundles,  but  not  their 
carriers.  These  are  suiierfluous.

Garrard 
had  better  send  out  a  small  scouting  i)arty  of  active  and  intelligent 
men  to  find  Martin’s  division  and  reconnoiter  this  position,  with  a  view 
of  attacking  him  if  the  ground  be  favorable.  McCook  has  got  back 
with  about  1,200  men.

Dispatch  of  10.45  of  this  p.  m.  this  moment  received.  I  am  unable 
to  acquiesce  in  the  correctness  of  the  decision  that  Major-General 
Schofield  legally  ranks  me.  I  do  not  argue  the  question,  but  re¬ 
peat  the  facts.  General  Schofield  was  appointed  brigadier-general  on 
the  21st  of  November,  1801,  and  I  was  appointed  to  the  same  on  the 
20th  of  December  of  the  same  year.  At  the  session  of  Congress  1862- 
’63  General  Schofield  and  myself  were  promoted  to  the  rank  of  major- 
general  of  volunteers.  My  appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate, 
and  his  expired  by  constitutional  limitation.  Not  having  been  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Senate  his  name,  therefore,  does  not  appear  in  the  list  of 
major-generals  in  the  Army  Eegister  of  April  1,  1863.  He  Avas  reap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  and  confirmed  since  the  commencement  of  the 
present  campaign.  His  commission  must  be  a  year  in  date  junior  to  my 
own,  though  he  is  said  to  take  rank  from  the  29tli  of  November,  1862. 

The  question  of  rank  has  arisen  by  accident  and  I  agree  aa  ith  you 
that  it  is  better  for  the  interest  of  all  parties  that  it  should  be  decided, 
but  I  cannot  acquiesce  in  the  correctness  of  the  decision  made.  1  re¬ 
spectfully  ask,  therefore,  that  some  officer  be  designated  to  Avhom  I 
may  turn  over  the  command  of  the  Fourteenth  Army  Corps. 

I  think  I  need  not  assure  you  or  General  Schofieid  that  I  am  not  in¬ 
fluenced  by  any  desire  to  command  him,  nor  that,  if  I  deemed  it  consist- 
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ent  with  my  self-respect  to  waive  the  question  or  my  views  of  our 
relative  rank,  I  would  obey  his  orders  as  cheerfully  as  I  would  those  of 
any  gentleman  eonnected  with  the  army.

Slasli  down  the  timber  in  the  valley  of  Utoy,  and  a  single  battery  with 
a  regiment  of  skirmishers  will  hold  a  mile  against  the  whole  of  Hood’s 
army.  I  want  all  of  your  army  and  General  Palmer’s  corps  to  turn  the 
enemy’s  left,  and  the  sooner  it  is  done  the  better.  I  Avish  you  to  make 
written  orders,  so  that  Generals  Palmer  and  Baird  cannot  mistake 
them.

Commanding  Army  of  the  Ohio  : 

Sir:  I  have  made  a  personal  reconnaissance  of  General  Hascall’s 
right  and  Baird’s  left.  General  Baird  has  not  yet  moved  and  told  me 
five  minutes  ago  he  had  as  yet  no  orders.  Reilly’s  brigade  is  in  the 
creek  bottom  ready  to  cross.  I  have  halted  the  others  in  the  road  out 
of  sight.  Any  advance  from  Hascall’s  right  will  be  taken  in  rear  by 
the  enemy’s  fire  until  General  Baird’s  right  is  swung  forward  so  as  to 
continue  the  direction  of  the  line  in  its  prolongation  as  it  leaves  Has- 
call.  A  little  farther  to  the  left  the  ground  is  open  and  an  advance 
would  have  no  cover  whatever.  There  is  a  ridge  running  straight  for¬ 
ward  from  Hascall’s  right  on  which  a  movement  can  be  made  whenever 
it  is  covered  from  the  rear  fire  of  which  I  have  spoken.  An  officer 
whom  I  take  to  be  one  of  General  Palmer’s  staff  has  just  passed  seeking 
General  Baird.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  orders  I  advanced 
my  skirmish  line  to-day,  taking  the  rebel  rifle-pits  just  before  dark.  The 
enemy  attacked  my  line  heavily  along  its  entire  front  and  drove  me 
back.  I  re-enforced  the  line  until  I  had  five  regiments  engaged,  and 
retook  the  pits  and  now  hold  them.  The  ground,  however,  isniitenable, 
from  the  fact  that  at  dark  the  advance  of  the  troops  on  my  left  had  not  con¬ 
nected,  my  line  being  in  advance  of  their  skirmishers,  and  General  Leg¬ 
gett  reported  that  he  could  not  hold  his  line,  and  fell  back  to  the  old 
line.  I  therefore  ordered  that  my  line  should  be  held  and  intrenched 
as  far  in  advance  of  the  old  line  as  the  connection  on  the  right  and  left 
would  admit.  Prisoners  captured  say  that  our  extreme  advance  was 
within  600  yards  of  their  main  Avorks.

The  order  of  movement  of  the  army  to-day  will  be  as  follows : 

I.  Major-General  Schofield  with  his  own  command  and  General  Palm¬ 
er’s  corps  will  move  directly  on  the  railroad  which  leads  south  out  of 
Atlanta,  at  any  point  between  White  Hall  and  East  Point,  and  will  not 
stoj)  until  he  has  absolute  control  of  that  railroad,  but  must  not  ex¬ 
tend  more  to  the  right  than  is  absolutely  necessary  to  that  end. 

II.  Major-Generals  Thomas  and  Howard  will  press  close  on  the  enemy 
at  all  points,  and  re-enforce  well  the  jioints  of  the  line  where  the  enemy  is 
most  likely  to  sally,  viz,  on  the  Decatur,  Buck  Head,  and  Turner’s  Ferry 
roads,  but  more  especially  watch  the  outlet  along  the  railroad,  viz,  Gen¬ 
eral  Williams’  front. 

III.  On  the  right  we  must  assume  the  offensive  and  every  man  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  fight,  leaving  knapsacks,  &c.,  in  the  present  trenches.  W agons 
will  not  be  taken  east  of  Utoy  Creek  until  General  Schofield  has  secured 
position  on  the  railroad  or  so  near  it  that  it  can  be  reached  by  musket- 
balls  and  canister.  If  necessary  to  secure  this  end  ordinary  parapets 
must  be  charged  and  carried,  aud  every  hour’s  delay  enables  the  enemy 
to  strengthen.  Therefore  let  it  be  done  to-day.

I.  To  carry  out  the  orders  for  the  day  from  headquarters  Military 
Division  of  the  Mississippi  the  following  movements  will  be  made: 
Generals  Baird’s  and  Hascall’s  divisions  will  press  forward  close  to  the 
enemy’s  works  from  left  to  right,  make  a  strong  and  continuous  demon¬ 
stration,  and  even  attack  in  case  the  character  of  the  enemy’s  works  or 
the  strength  of  his  forces  indicate  that  they  can  be  carried.  General 
Palmer  Avill  support  General  Baird’s  right,  with  one  division  in  reserve. 
General  Cox’s  division  (three  brigades),  of  the  Twenty-third  Army 
Corps,  and  one  division  of  General  Palmer’s  corps  will  be  formed  into 
strong  columns  of  attack  to  the  right  and  rear  of  General  Baird’s,  pre¬ 
pared  to  attack  the  enemy’s  iiositiou  in  their  front  at  2  ]).  m.  The  ad¬ 
vance  of  the  attacking  force  will  be  immediately  preceded  by  a  very 
strong  line  of  skirmishers,  to  drive  the  enemy  into  his  intrenchments, 
and  press  close  enough  to  be  able  to  reconnoiter  well  the  position.  The 
commanders  of  the  attacking  force  will  quickly  reconnoiter  the  enemy’s 
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lines  and  select  their  points  of  attack.  If  it  be  found  that  the  enemy’s 
works  are  only  ordinary  parapets  and  Avithont  impassable  abatis  or 
other  serious  obstructions  in  front,  the  assault  Avill  be  made  at  once,  so 
as  not  to  leave  time  for  the  enemy  to  re-enforce  the  points  threatened. 
If  the  commanders  judge  that  the  enemy’s  line  cannot  be  carried,  the 
assault  AAull  be  delayed  and  the  reconnaissance  continued  to  the  right. 
If  a  iioint  of  the  enemy’s  line  be  carried,  tUe  advantage  will  be  pressed 
as  vigorously  as  practicable  until  a  point  be  gained  commanding  at 
short  musket-range  the  railroad.  The  point  of  the  railroad  to  be  gained 
is  about  east  or  southeast  from  the  i)oint  of  attack.  General  Cox  will 
swing  forward  Barter’s  and  Crittenden’s  brigades,  so  as  to  substantially 
connect  General  Howard’s  right  and  General  Hascall’s  left,  and  strongly 
intrench  the  new  position.  General  Cox’s  attacking  column  will  form 
on  the  left,  immediately  to  Baird’s  right,  and  that  of  General  Palmer’s 
corps  on  the  right.  General  Palmer’s  reserve  division  will  support  the 
right.

IV.  The  movements  of  the  Fourteenth  and  Twenty-third  Corps  to¬ 
morrow  will  be  as  follows,  viz :  At  5  a.  m.  General  Johnson  will  move 
for  the  Sandtown  road  and  push  forward  vigorously  along  that  road 
until  he  connects  vdth,  or  comes  in  close  su])porting  distance  to,  Gen¬ 
eral  Davis.  At  C  a.  m.  General  Baird  will  push  forward  his  Avhole  line, 
conforming  it  substantially  to  the  direction  of  the  enemy’s  works,  until 
he  drives  in  the  enemy’s  skirmishers  and  draws  the  fire  of  their  line. 
General  Davis’  division  will  advance  in  support  of  General  Baird’s  right, 
and,  if  it  can  be  done  without  seriously  exposing  his  own  flank,  will 
prolong  General  Baird’s  line  until  he  crosses  the  Sandtown  road ;  in 
Avhich  case  General  Johnson,  on  coming  up,  will  be  in  reserve.  If  Gen¬ 
eral  Davis  finds  it  impracticable  to  cross  the  road  before  General 
Johnson  comes  up,  he  will  refuse  his  right  until  General  Johnson 
arrives  within  sui^porting  distance,  when  General  Davis  will  swing 
forward,  leaving  General  Johnson  in  reserve.  General  Baird  will  move 
Avithout  reference  to  his  connection  with  General  HascaU.  General 
Cox  will  i>romptly  fill  any  gap  which  may  be  [made]  by  his  movement 
and  will  support  him  in  case  of  an  attack  by  the  enemy.  In  addition 
to  the  above.  General  Cox  Avill  hold  his  division  in  readiness  to  be  used 
as  an  assaulting  force  at  any  point  which  may  be  selected  after  the 
movements  above  ordered  have  been  executed.  If  in  the  aboA^e  move¬ 
ment  either  division  reach  a  point  of  the  enemy’s  line  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  division  commander,  can  be  carried,  he  will  assault  at 
once,  notifying  his  sui^erior  officer  and  the  commanders  of  the  adjacent 
divisions  of  his  intentions,  so  that  they  may  promptly  take  advantage 
of  any  success  he  may  gain.  If  the  troops  find  themselves  confronting 
positions  too  strong  to  be  carried,  they  will  intrench  at  once,  and  pre¬ 
pare  to  hold  their  lines  Avith  as  small  force  as  practicable,  when  the 
movement  will  be  continued  to  the  right,  Avith  a  vicAV  to  turn  the 
enemy’s  left  or  reach  a  point  of  his  lines  Avhich  can  be  assaulted  with 
success.  Promi)tness  and  vigor  are  essential  to  the  vsuccess  of  this 
movement.  If  General  Palmer  finds  that  he  can  reach  the  enemy’s 
flank  by  detaching  a  division  a  short  distance  to  the  right,  he  will  send 
the  division  AAuth  orders  to  strike  the  flank  vigorously  and,  by  forcing 
the  enemy  back,  secure  its  connection  with  the  corps.  In  case  of  such 
a  rnovment.  General  Cox  will  move  to  the  right  as  a  reseiwe.  General 
Johnson  Avill  Avatch  aa  ell  his  right  and  rear  during  his  advance  on  the 
Sandtown  road,  and  keep  a  strong  skirmish  line  Avell  out  in  those  direci- 
tions.  General  Hascall  will  thin  out  his  line  as  much  as  he  can  with 
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safety,  so  as  to  obtain  a  strong  reserve  for  use  at  other  points  of  tlie 
held.

VIII.  Brig.  Gen.  Morgan  L.  Smith,  II.  S.  Volunteers,  will  as  soon  as 
able  for  duty  proceed  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  report  to  Maj.  Gen.  0.  C. 
Washburn  for  assignment  to  the  command  of  the  District  oi*  Vicksburg. 
The  major-general  commanding  takes  this  occasion  to  express  his  sin¬ 
cere  regret  that  the  fiiiling  health  of  General  Smith  has  compelled  him 
to  leave  the  front,  where  during  this  campaign  he  has  so  gallantly  dis¬ 
tinguished  himself,  and  added  to  his  already  brilliant  reputation  as  a 
skillful  and  an  accomplished  officer,  winning  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  his  superiors  and  endearing  himself  to  this  whole  command.

I.  In  order  to  snccessfnlly  carry  out  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  88, 
Department  and  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  the  following  instructions  will 
be  complied  with  as  near  as  possible  by  division  commanders : 

First.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  doubled,  ready  to  advance  before  the 
appointed  time.  As  good  a  knowledge  of  the  ground  will  be  obtained 
as  iiossible,  and  when  the  advance  is  made,  the  batteries  will  open  upon 
the  skirmish  line  of  the  enemy  and  his  rifle-pits  carried ;  the  move  to  be 
made  in  conjunction  on  the  right  with  the  Seventeenth  Corps  and  on 
the  left,  if  practicable,  with  the  Twentieth  Corps.

The  time  has  now  come  that  we  must  have  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
Northwestern  road  from  Nashville  to  Reynoldsburg.  It  has  been  sub¬ 
stantially  done  for  some  time,  but  Governor  Johnson  retains  the  man¬ 
agement  of  it  for  some  reason,  under  your  former  orders  j  but  to  be  of 
service  to  ns  in  the  present  emergency  it  must  be  in  the  control  of  Mr.

Or.r  prog¬ 
ress  may  be  slow  to  you  all  at  a  distance,  but  if  yon  ever  cross  this 
ground  you  will  not  accuse  us  of  being  idlers.

Yesterday  General  Palmer  raised  tlie  question  of  rank  with  General 
Schofield.  I  Avent  in  person  and  found  that  General  Schofield  ranked 
General  Palmer  as  a  brigadier;  but  General  Palmer  aa^s  appointed 
and  confirmed  major-general  to  date  NoA^ember  29,  1862.  General 
Schofield  was  also  nominated  from  same  date,  but  the  Senate  would  not 
confirm.  But  since  that  session  the  Senate  has  confirmed,  and  General 
Schofield  has  his  commission  of^ame  date  as  General  Palmer,  and 
ranks  him  by  virtue  of  prior  commission.  I  liaA^e  so  decided,  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Palmer  asks  to  be  relieved  of  his  command  and  to  be  ordered  Yorth. 
I  declined  and  ordered  him  emphatically  to  go  on  to-day  and  execute 
the  plan  prescribed  for  yesterday,  in  connection  with  and  under  com¬ 
mand  of  General  Schofield.  I  have  another  letter  from  him,  asking  to 
be  relieved  after  to-day^s  operations.  Kow,  what  say  you  ?  General 
Davis  is  unwell  and  General  Johnson  ranks  him.  That  is  the  largest 
corps  we  have,  and  thus  far  has  not  sustained  heavy  loss  in  this  cam- 
l)aign.  It  moves  slowly  and  reluctantly  and  there  is  something  wrong. 
What  are  your  plans  and  wishes  !  General  Schofield  reports  that  Gen¬ 
eral  Johnson’s  division  has  reached  the  Sandtown  road  well  to  the 
right  by  a  road  I  put  it  on  last  night.  General  Morgan’s  division  also 
has  reached  it,  and  General  Baird  is  swinging  by  a  left  wheel,  so  his 
right  flank  will  reach  it.  Generals  Schofield  and  Palmer  have  both 
gone  out  to  complete  the  movement,  which  involves  a  push  toAvard  the 
railroad  till  our  right  flank  is  near  enough  the  railroad  to  control  it 
by  short-range  artillery.  There  was  sharp  firing  for  a  few  moments  this 
morning,  but  it  has  ceased  now,  so  that  I  begin  to  think  Ave  will  suc¬ 
ceed  on  that  flank  without  the  serious  battle  I  apprehended.  Still,  keep 
your  ears  open,  and  if  you  hear  heavy  musketry  oA^er  near  White  Hall, 
either  make  a  break  into  Atlanta  or  so  occupy  the  lines  that  the  enemy 
may  not  detach  too  heavily  against  Generals  Schofield  and  Palmer. 
Generals  Howard  and  Schofield  Avill  connect  by  a  shorter  line  across 
the  head  of  Utoy  Creek.  Our  cavalry  has  scouted  down  to  the  mouth 
of  Utoy  Creek.

I  am  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  I  have  totally  failed  to  make  any  aggressive 
movement  with  the  Fourteenth  Corps.  The  elforts  yesterday  and  to-day  on  this 
flank  have  been  more  than  mere  failures.  I  have  ordered  General  Johnson  to  relieve 
General  Hascall  this  evening,  and  propose  to  take  my  own  troops  to  the  right  and 
try  to  recover  what  has  been  lost  by  two  days’  delay.  The  force  may  very  likely 
he  too  small. 

From  what  I  saw  myself  there  was  a  manifest  determination  not  to 
move  toward  the  enemy.  General  Davis’  division  is  a  mile  farther 
Avest  than  when^it  started.  I  see  no  help  for  it  but  to  lose  the  services 
of  the  corps  and  let  General  Schofield  feel  for  the  enemy  eastAvard, 
Avhile  the  Fourteenth  intrenches  against  a  squad  of  cavalry  that  may 
be  on  the  flank.  Colonel  Warner,  of  my  staff,  rode  out  half  a  7uile  in 
front  of  the  extreme  front  and  saAV  no  sign  of  an  enemy.  I  will  have 
General  Palmer  report  in  the  morning,  and  if  he  wishes  to  go  it  is  best 
he  should.

I 
had  the  Fourth  and  Twentieth  Cori)S  demonstrate  strongly  on  the 
enemy’s  line  from  12  m.  until  night.  They  found  the  intrenchments 
heavily  manned.  I  will  have  the  skirmishers  feel  forward  again  to-night 
to  see  if  the  enemy  have  left.  The  Fourth  and  Twentieth  Corps  now 
occupy  the  whole  line  held  by  the  Twenty-third,  Twentieth,  and 
Fourth  Corps  before  the  movement  on  the  right  commenced,  conse¬ 
quently  they  are  in  single  line,  and  it  will  be  impossible  to  form  an  as¬ 
saulting  column.  I  sent  Whii)ple  to  the  right  to-day.  He  has  just 
returned  and  informed  me  that  all  that  was  done  to-day  on  the  right  was 
done  by  Baird’s  division,  which  advanced  in  obedience  to  Schofield’s 
orders,  but  not  being  supported  either  on  its  right  or  left.  General  Baird 
fell  back  to  his  former  position  after  having  driven  the  enemy  from  two 
lines  of  rifle-pits,  and  capturing  160  prisoners,  losing  about  100  men 
himself.

I  telegraphed  to  General  E.  S.  Granger  this  morning  that  he  need 
not  send  the  battery  along  with  the  infantry  brigade.  If  not  needed  at 
Decatur  order  General  Granger  to  send  it  to  Nashville  in  reserve.  I 
know  that  the  slowness  of  the  troops  on  the  right  was  not  the  fault  of 
the  men,  but  the  want  of  proper  direction  on  the  part  of  the  command¬ 
ers.  First,  was  the  question  of  rank;  and  next,  the  course  taken  was 
too  far  west,  away  from  the  railroad  rather  than  toAvard  it.  To-night 
General  Schofield  will  put  General  Johnson  in  the  trenches,  take  his 
out,  and  move  perpendicular  to  the  road,  and  not  extend  to  the  right 
more  than  is  necessary,  and  will  have  Generals  Baird  and  Morgan  in 
support.  If  we  can  keep  the  forts  of  Atlanta  full,  with  four  divisions  in 
hand,  we  can  whip  any  force  outside  of  rebel  intrenchments,  and  will 
have  General  Johnson  near  enough  for  support.  Ail  our  line  is  well 
developed,  but  is  generally  strengHiened  by  good  abatis  and  iiarapet, 
and  conforms  pretty  close  to  the  enemy,  so  that  if  we  force  tlie  enemy  to 
stick  in  his  trenches  General  Schofield  should  surely  reach  the  railroad 
and  overcome  any  force  the  enemy  has  outside.  I  have  no  doubt  by 
our  delay  the  enemy  is  better  prepared  than  he  would  haA^e  been  could 
Ave  have  moved  quick,  as  I  ordered  yesterday.  Last  night  I  could  see 
the  cars,  say  a  mile  and  a  quarter  due  southeast,  whereas  Generals 
Baird  and  Johnson  to-day  moved  south Avest,  or  nearly  due  Avest,  aAvay 
from  the  enemy.  But  we  will  try  again  to-morrow,  and  persevere  to 
the  end.  I  have  Avritten  to  General  Palmer  at  length,  and  asked  him 
to  come  and  see  me  very  early  in  the  morning,  and  if  he  Avants  to  go  I 
will  assent,  and  in  that  event  will  make  the  recoinmendatioiis  you  sug¬ 
gested  this  morning.  I  have  personally  examined  our  line  from  right 
to  left,  and  feel  no  uneasiness  as  to  the  enemy  making  a  sally.  I  knoAv^ 
it  will  be  hard  to  make  an  assaulting  column,  but  all  I  Avant  is  to  force 
the  enemy  to  hold  troops  at  all  points,  so  as  not  to  mass  too  heathy  on 
our  right.

General  Thomas, 

Commanding  Department  of  the  Cumberland: 

General:  General  Milroy’s  letter  of  July  26,  with  your  indorse¬ 
ment,  is  now  before  me.  He  asks  to  suppress  the  sale  and  circulation 
in  his  district  of  certain  mischievous  and  treasonable  newspapers,  and 
transmits  certain  slips  as  proof  of  the  mischievous  tendency  of  their 
contents.  I  have  no  objection  whatever,  but  in  human  nature  there  is 
so  much  of  the  mule  left  that  prohibition  of  a  newspaper  increases  its 
circulation.  So  long  as  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  founda¬ 
tion  stones  of  our  Government,  I  think  we  must  allow  it  to  Avork  out 
its  solution,  the  reductio  ad  absurdum  of  the  mathematician.  It  has 
been  the  chief  cause  of  this  horrid  war.  It  has  undermined  all  that 
Avas  good  and  generous  and  magnanimous  in  the  character  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  i)eople.  It  has  made  false  issues,  it  has  kindled  the  wildest  pas¬ 
sions  and  kept  them  alive,  till  reason  no  longer  even  pretends  to  enter  into 
our  national  affairs.  It  has  cost  us  two  thousand  millions  of  dollars, 
has  destroyed  half  a  million  of  the  finest  young  men  of  our  country, 
and  filled  the  land  from  Maine  to  Louisiana  with  Avidows  and  cripples, 
yet  it  is  insatiate.  It  claims  to  be  a  power  above  Government,  feeds 
upon  slander  and  falsehood,  and  iierfectly  revels  in  murder  and  blood¬ 
shed.  Yet  you  and  I,  Avith  our  large  and  well  appointed  armies,  can 
neither  check  nor  control  it.  The  suppression  of  the  feAv  mentioned 
by  General  Milroy  Avould  be  like  damming  a  few  of  the  tributaries  of  the 
Kanawha  to  stop  the  flood  of  the  Mississippi.  If  General  Milroy  finds 
anybody  selling  inischieAmus  matter  within  the  sphere  of  his  authority 
he  might  give  him  a  good  sound  thrashing  or  put  him  in  the  stocks, 
but  he  cannot  reach  the  editors  who  make  money  in  New  York  or 
Chicago  or  Louisville  by  pandering  to  the  tastes  of  certain  cliques.  My 
own  opinion  is  that  the  freedom  of  the  press  to  publish  mischieAmus 
political  matter,  personal  slander,  and  libel,  and  garbled  statements  of 
facts,  like  freedom  of  siieech,  can  only  be  regulated  by  wise  statute- 
laws  or  by  the  laws  of  nature.  As  the  press  has  now  more  iiower  than  the 
Congress,  that  makes  our  laws,  we  are  now  going  through  the  expensive 
natural  progress  which  will  result  in  no  law  at  all,  but  every  man  will 
defend  his  own  property  and  reqmtation  by  the  knife  and  pistol,  and  it 
is  probable  it  will  jiroduce  the  result  which  history  demonstrates  in 
other  similar  cases,  that  the  people  Avill  discover  that  it  is  better  to  cur¬ 
tail  the  liberty  of  the  press  as  Avell  as  the  liberty  of  si)eech,  and  deAuse 
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some  proper  punislimeiit  for  falsehood  and  slander  in  newspapers  as  is 
partially  the  case  with  individuals. 

Each  military  commander  subject  to  me  may  suppress  all  disorders 
and  immoralities  in  the  sphere  of  his  command  as  he  best  may,  but  my 
belief  is  that  the  proper  remedy  is  in  punishing  the  men  who  publish 
malicious  and  false  articles,  if  residing  in  his  jurisdiction,  or  in  punish¬ 
ing  ignominiously  the  circulators  of  the  books  and  papers  containing 
the  nuisance.  A  mere  order  of  suppression  simidy  excites  the  curi¬ 
osity  of  the  thoughtless,  who,  through  the  mails,  can  easily  defeat  any 
effort  at  suppression.  Thus,  let  the  commanding  officer  at  Nashville 
put  in  a  public  stocks  any  venders  of  obscene  or  libelous  sheets,  and 
give  a  good  horsewhipping  to  any  editor  who  would  dare  advise  our 
soldiers  to  avoid  their  honorable  contracts  of  enlistment,  confiscate  his 
press,  and  use  his  types  for  printing  quartermasters’  blanks.  This  is  all 
the  notice  I  would  take  of  such  things  at  this  epoch  of  the  storm  the 
unlicensed  press  has  brought  upon  our  country.

Keep  the  battery  and  send  only  the  infantry  of  Colonel  Howe’s  bri¬ 
gade.  They  need  not  bring  wagons;  we  have  enough  here.  Send  the 
balance  of  men  and  horses  of  the  Ninth  Ohio  Cavalry,  Colonel  Ham¬ 
ilton,  to  Marietta,  where  he  is  with  his  regiment.  Eousseau’s  com¬ 
mand  lost  but  little  in  the  McCook  expedition,  except  in  the  person  of 
Colonel  Harrison,  who  is,  I  think,  a  prisoner  and  not  killed  as  first  re¬ 
ported.  I  have  seen  an  intercepted  rebel  letter  speaking  of  him  as  a 
prisoner.  Nine  hundred  of  General  Stoneman’s  men  are  in;  balance, 
about  1,200,  are  still  out,  and  I  have  a  hope  they  will  fetch  up  at  Pensa¬ 
cola  or  somewhere,  like  General  McCook.  General  Washburn  dispatches 
from  Memphis,  August  2,  that  he  is  marching  with  a  strong  army  on 
Columbus,  Miss.  He  thinks  Forrest  died  of  his  wound  received  in  his 
fight  with  General  A.  J.  Smith.  Get  your  cavalry  well  together  in  as 
good  order  as  possible,  under  some  young  active  commander,  but  I  have 
no  idea  now  that  any  attempt  will  be  made  on  Tennessee  as  long  as 
General  Washburn  keeps  things  moving  there,  and  I  hammer  away  at 
Atlanta.  All  well.

Get  some  i)art 
of  your  command  where  you  can  reach  easily  the  railroad  with  short- 
range  guns,  and  then  intrench  a  strong  flank.

The  weakest 
lioint  of  the  enemy  must  be  mathematically  at  some  point  between 
Atlanta  and  East  Point.

As  you  have  declined  to  relieve  me,  I  go,  of  course,  to 
the  field,  and  will  do  what  I  can  to  give  success  to  the  operations  of 
the  day,  but  I  urge  that  you  will  reconsider  your  refusal  to  relieve  me 
and  permit  me  at  the  close  of  the  day  to  turn  the  command  over  to 
Brigadier- General  Johnson,  who  is  the  senior  brigadier- general  in  the 
coiqjs.

At  the  Front : 

I  have  (‘oiiiiiiuiiicated  to  General  Thomas  the  snbstanee  of  onr  former 
notes  and  messages,  and  have  received  the  folloAving  reply  by  tele- 
grapli; 

I  regret  to  Rear  that  Palmer  lias  taken  the  course  he  has,  and  as  I  know  he  in¬ 
tends  to  offer  his  resignation  as  soon  as  he  can  properly  do  so  I  recommend  that  his 
ajiiilication  he  granted. 

Now,  if  General  Schofield  has  a  major-generaPs  commission  going 
back  to  ecpial  date  with  yonrs,  though  confirmed  subsequent,  with  re¬ 
troactive  effect,  he  ranks  you  by  reason  of  former  superior  commis¬ 
sion,  and  if  you  resign  because  you  measure  your  number  of  men  as 
greater  than  his,  and  your  services  in  battle  as  giving  you  greater  right 
to  command,  you  commit  the  mistake  of  substituting  your  own  individ¬ 
ual  opinion  over  the  established  law  and  military  usage.  The  special 
assignment  of  General  Schofield  to  the  command  of  a  separate  army 
and  department  shows  that  he  enjoys  the  confidence  of  the  President, 
even  above  his  mere  lineal  rank.  If  you  want  to  resign,  wait  a  few  days 
and  allege  some  other  reason — one  that  will  stand  the  test  of  time.  Your 
future  is  too  valuable  to  be  staked  on  a  mistake.  Your  case  clearly  falls 
under  an  old  Article  of  War:  ‘^When  two  or  more  commands  hapiien 
together,  the  officer  highest  in  rank  commands  the  whole.”  General 
Schofield  ranks  you  by  his  commission,  and  it  would  not  do  for  military 
men  to  discuss  the  nice  question  of  how  far  back  the  President  and 
Senate  may  give  effect  to  a  commission.  I  again  ask  you  not  to  disre¬ 
gard  the  friendly  advice  of  such  men  as  General  Thomas  and  myself,  for 
you  cannot  misconstrue  our  friendly  feelings  toward  you.

General  :  Your  note  by  courier  and  duplicate  by  telegraph  have 
just  reached  me.  I  assure  you  I  am  unaffectedly  grateful  to  you  for 
the  personal  direction  this  correspondence  is  assuming  and  for  your 
friendly  expressions  toward  me.  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  ultimate  decision  of  the  question  under  discussion  is 
not  as  free  from  doubt  as  you  seem  to  suppose,  but  there  are  arguments 
more  potent  than  even  would  be  the  certainty  that  I  was  right  in  my 
construction  of  the  law.

I  would  like  to  liave  you  to  come  and  see  me  as  early  in  the  morning 
as  convenient.

Yet  I  will  not  say  that  there  has  been  want  of  energy  or  skill,  but 
events  have  not  kept  pace  with  my  desires.

General  :  I  confess  my  suixirise  at  the  contents  of  your  telegraphic 
note,  this  moment  received. 

Waiving  any  statement  of  what  were  my  x^urposes  and  intentions  in 
respect  to  quitting  the  service,  I  will  frankly  say  that  if  I  were  in  your 
place,  at  the  head  of  an  army,  I  would  require  of  my  subordinates  the 
faithful  and  energetic  xierformance  of  their  resx)ective  duties,  and  if  my 
plans  failed  of  execution,  I  would  ascertain  the  cause  and  punish  the 
delinquent  vigorously,  as  no  man  is  to  be  regarded  when  contrasted 
with  [the]  great  cause  of  the  country. 

I  am  not  surxirised  that  you  are  dissatisded  with  the  operations  of  the 
army  on  this  dank  on  yesterday  and  to-day,  for  I  am  also  dissatisded, 
and  think  much  more  ought  to  have  been  done,  and  readily  confess 
myself  in  some  measure  resx^onsible.  Still  I  do  earnestly  xirotest  against 
your  inference  of  a  want  of  interest  in  our  oxierations.  On  yesterday 
you  were  x^resent,  and  I  will  not  speak  of  what  I  said  or  did.  To-day 
I  exerted  myself  more,  I  think,  than  any  officer  on  the  held  to  carry  out 
General  Schodeld’s  orders,  until  the  afternoon,  near  night,  I  found  that 
aside  from  Baird’s  handsome  oxieration  in  the  forenoon  nothing  would 
be  accomplished.  I  am  to  blame,  however,  in  this,  that  I  have  not  done 
as  you  obviously  intend  doing  in  my  case — hold  some  one  resxionsible 
for  the  failures.  I  think  I  could  select  the  x^oxier  objects  of  resxiousi- 
bility  more  accurately  than  you  have  done  in  selecting  me.  I  am  so 
well  convinced  that  this  campaign  has  been  lengthened  out  by  the  negli¬ 
gence  and  inattention  of  officers,  and  will  be  hereafter  lengthened  and 
drawn  out  from  the  same  cause,  that  I  accept  your  intimation  to  me  not 
as  offensive  (though  I  think  unjust),  but  as  a  sign  of  a  purpose  on  your 
part,  in  future,  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  our  almost  daily  failures  to 
meet  your  avowed  expectations,  and  when  the  cause  is  discovered  to  apxdy 
the  correction.  If  you  will  do  this  justly,  Avithout  favor  or  affection,  I 
Avill  A-enture  my  life  that  you  Avill  be  astonished  at  the  result.  I  aa  ill  a<:- 
cexit  your  offer  to  relieve  me,  not  uxion  tlie  ground  that  your  suspicion  of 
a  want  of  interest  is  well  founded,  nor  that  I  am  in  any  other  than  the 
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manner  already  admitted  responsible  for  tbe  unsatisfactory  results  on 
this  dank,  but  upon  the  princii)le  that  as  you  are  responsible  to  the 
country  for  this  cami)aign  every  subordinate  officer  employed  ought 
upon  the  drst  intimation  from  you  of  a  want  of  conddence  step  out  of 
the  Avay  promptly  and  feel  that  he  is  serving  the  country  in  doing  so.

Sir:  Colonel  Walker,  commanding  brigade  in  General  Baird’s  divis¬ 
ion,  gives  me  the  following,  as  obtained  from  rebel  deserters  and  pris¬ 
oners,  who  appeared  candid:  “The  rebel  line  has  a  large  re-entrant 
angle  along  Generals  Hascall’s  and  Baird’s  fronts  j  it  then  refuses,  but 
follows  near  the  creek  and  the  Sandtown  road  all  the  way  to  the  river. 
For  about  a  mile  to  Hascall’s  right  the  trenches  are  held  by  infantry, 
beyond  that  by  cavalry.  Immediately  in  this  front  they  report  the  lines 
very  strong,  having,  as  they  say,  three  lines  of  intrenchments  and  with 
at  least  twenty  pieces  of  artillery  within  half  a  mile.  They  seemed  pos¬ 
itive  that  the  trenches  were  continued  to  the  river  or  near  it,  though 
inferior  in  strength,  as  soon  as  they  pass  the  infantry  line.”  The  enemy 
made  a  little  brush  at  Baird’s  skirmish  line  this  morning,  but  it  amounted 
to  nothing.  General  Hascall  says  he  saw  General  Baird  a  few  minutes 
ago,  and  that  General  Baird  says  he  is  without  orders  this  morning.

Johnson  is  then  to  make  a  rapid  detour  to  the  right  and  endeavor  to 
strike  the  enemy’s  flank  or  a  point  where  his  line  is  weak.  You  will 
move  toward  the  right  so  as  to  take  Johnson’s  place  as  reserve  and  at 
the  same  time  make  an  assault  if  you  find  any  point  near  the  right 
where  success  seems  probable.

Operations  to-day  complete  failure,  or  worse.  Schofield  and  Palmei:

movement.  The  attacking  force  moved  early,  and  the  whole  line  was 
engaged,  but  when  Schofield  and  Palmer  found  the  enemy  they  stopped 
and  intrenched.

We  have  now  develox>ed  our  line  along  with  the  enemy  from  the 
Augusta  railroad,  on  our  left,  to  Utoy  Post-Office,  on  our  right,  and  the 
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enemy  faces  ns  in  force  at  all  points  with  equal  force  and  vsnperior 
works.  General  Schotield  tried  to  break  through  at  a  ])oint  near  our 
right  with  a  brigade  (General  Keilly’s),  but  his  men  were  caught  in  the 
entangieinent  and  lost  probably  500.  We  have  skirmished  lieavily 
along  the  whole  line,  using  artillery  freely,  but  have  made  no  imijres- 
sion.  1  will  continue  to  work  to  the  right  to  find  the  extreme  hank 
and  threaten  the  I'ailroad,  if  possible,  to  draw  him  out  of  Atlanta  or 
force  him  to  attack  us;  but  our  line  is  already  too  extended  and  weak. 
By  means  of  his  militia  (of  which  he  has  the  whole  population  of 
Georgia)  he  is  enabled  to  use  his  three  regular  corps  as  reserves.  Our 
loss  to-day  will  foot  up  1,000.  1  will  soon  need  re-enforcements,  and  if 

you  can  replace  General  A.  J.  Smith  at  Memphis  with  negro  or  fresh 
troops  I  would  order  him  here  via  Decatur.  He  must  now  be  en  route 
for  Columbus,  Miss.  I  have  called  forward  a  brigade  from  Decatur.  I 
am  now  convinced  that  General  Stoneman  surrendered  near  Macon 
with  700  of  his  men,  ordering  two  small  brigades  to  break  out  and  get 
in.  One  (Colonel  Adams’),  Avith  900  men,  is  in,  but  their  time  is  out 
and  they  aauII  be  discharged.  The  other  brigade  (Capron’s)  I  fear  Avas 
scattered  and  picked  up  in  detail.  His  entire  loss  Avill  be  about  1,300. 
General  McCook’s  loss  is  500.  Damage  done  road,  cars,  and  bridges 
Avas  verv  large,  but  the  enemy  run  cars  into  Atlanta  from  Macon.

I  have  the  honor  of  making  the  following  report:  On  the  30th  of 
July,  near  Newnan,  Ga.,  General  McCook  ordered  me  to  dismount 
two  of  my  regiments  to  fight  the  enemy  on  foot.  The  Fourth  Tennes¬ 
see  and  Fifth  Iowa  were  dismounted,  when  I  dismounted,  directing  my 
orderly  to  follow  me  with  my  horse.  We  drove  the  enemy  for  one  mile 
through  the  woods.  I  there  found  the  enemy  in  overwhelming  num¬ 
bers  in  front,  and  that  they  were  passing  in  my  rear  between  my  line 
and  the  main  line  of  our  force.  We  here  commenced  retreating  and 
fighting  the  enemy  in  our  rear.  My  horse  had  failed  to  come  up  with 
me.  After  three  personal  encounters  with  the  enemy  I  was  separated 
from  my  force,  and,  sufi'ering  with  cramp  in  my  right  leg,  I  was  forced 
to  surrender  to  a  party  of  the  enemy  then  confronting  me.  Six  of  my 
line  officers,  4  of  my  surgeons,  and  about  50  of  my  men  were  taken  with 
me.  They  are  all  retained  as  prisoners.  I  am  in  fine  health,  not 
wounded,  as  reported.

Eeilly  assaulted  gallantly 
and  energetically,  and  I  believe  with  more  than  ordinary  confidence  of 
success  on  the  part  of  himself  and  men.  But  the  obstructions  were  so 
great  that  it  was  found  imi)ossible  to  reach  the  parapet.  Beilly\s  loss 
is  about  500  men,  including  many  valuable  ofticers.  After  this  failure, 
I  made  a  much  larger  circuit  to  the  right  for  the  purpose  of  reaching 
the  enemy’s  flank  or  a  point  of  his  line  not  protected  by  abatis,  t 
struck  the  point  where  the  Sandtown  road  crosses  the  main  TJtoy 
Creek.  Here  the  enemy’s  line  makes  a  sliarj)  salient,  bending  back 
along  the  north  bank  of  the  creek.  The  main  line  was  prolonged  by 
cavalry,  with  artillery,  toward  the  Chattahoochee.  General  Hascall 
sent  two  brigades,  under  General  Cooper,  to  clear  this  flank,  which  he 
did  by  crossing  the  creek,  but  too  late  for  any  further  operations.  We 
are  intrenching  the  ground  we  have  gained,  and  Avill  be  ready  for  work 
again  in  the  morning.  The  losses  in  Cox’s  and  Hascall’s  divisions  are 
probably  not  more  than  1,000  men.  I  have  not  thought  it  advisable  to 
put  in  more  men  than  the  Twenty -third  Corps  to-day,  except  in  making 
demonstrations  to  draw  the  enemy  from  the  points  of  attack.  General 
Johnson  has  been  with  me  during  the  day  and  has  promptly  exe¬ 
cuted  all  my  orders.  Colonel  Warner,  who  left  me  late  this  even¬ 
ing,  can  explain  to  you  more  fully  our  situation.  If  you  take  the  blue 
colored  mail  of  Atlanta  aud  vicinity,  the  forks  of  the  Utoy  Creek  south¬ 
east  of  the  town  of  Utoy  is,  I  believe,  Hascall’s  position.  I  will  de¬ 
termine  more  accurately  to-night.

I  will  try  to  send  you  some  engineers  to-morrow.  1  will  have  to  bor¬ 
row  of  other  armies.  Continue  to  work  to-morrow  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  best  threaten  the  railroad  at  or  below  East  Point,  and  keep  your 
own  and  the  Fourteenth  Corps  united,  so  as  to  defend  yourselves 
against  the  enemy  should  he  let  go  Atlanta  and  shift  to  his  commu¬ 
nications.  If  you  can  threaten  that  road  he  is  bound  to  choose,  and 
you  know  what  choice  he  will  make.  I  advise  you  to  see  to-night  that 
the  right,  by  which  the  big  Sandtown  road  comes  out  from  the  enemy 
to  your  line,  is  well  covered,  for  he  will,  if  at  all,  sally  by  well-known 
roads.  The  valleys  of  the  two  forks  of  Utoy  can  easily  be  held  by  a 
thin  line  and  an  entanglement  of  timber.  General  Thomas  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  press  Atlanta  up  the  valley  of  Proctor’s  Creek,  and  General 
Howard  by  Utoy.  The  militia,  by  which  Hood  holds  his  long  lines  of 
intrenchments,  are  worthless,  save  for  that  purpose,  but  they  enable 
him  to  use  his  good  troops,  distributed,  doubtless,  by  brigades,  to  rush 
to  threatened  points.  I  don’t  think  he  will  mass  them  all,  unless  he 
gives  up  Atlanta  and  throws  his  force  at  one  move  to  East  Point.  If 
you  be  at  the  forks  of  the  main  Utoy,  two  miles  west  of  East  Point,  your 
cavalry  should  cross  the  upper  fork,  and  picket  the  crossing  at  Utoy 
Post-Office.  You  should  also  open  a  more  direct  road  to  Avhere  your 
headquarters  are,  which  serves  as  a  key  point.

Washington : 

I  was  gratified  to  learn  you  were  satisfied  with  my  progress.  Get  the 
War  Department  to  send  us  recruits  daily  as  they  are  made,  for  we  can 
teach  them  more  war  in  our  camps  in  one  day  than  they  can  get  at  a 
rendezvous  in  a  month.  Also  tell  Mr.  Lincoln  that  he  must  not  make 
the  least  concession  in  the  matter  of  the  September  draft.  It  is 
right,  and  iiopular  with  the  army,  and  the  army  is  worth  considering.  I 
am  glad  you  have  given  General  Sheridan  the  command  of  the  forces  to 
defend  Washington.  He  will  worry  Early  to  death.  Let  us  give  those 
southern  fellows  all  the  fighting  they  want,  and  when  they  are  tired  we 
can  tell  them  we  are  just  warming  to  the  work.  Any  signs  of  let  up  on 
our  iiart  is  sure  to  be  falsely  construed,  and  for  this  reason  I  always 
remind  them  that  the  siege  of  Troy  lasted  six  years,  and  Atlanta  is  a 
more  valuable  town  than  Troy.  We  must  manifest  the  character  of 
dogged  courage  and  perseverance  of  our  race.  DonT  stay  in  Washing¬ 
ton  longer  than  is  necessary  to  give  impulse  to  events,  and  get  out  of  it. 
It  is  the  center  of  intrigue.  I  would  like  to  have  General  Mower  made 
a  major-general.  He  is  a  real  fighter.

Washington.^  D.  C. : 

Have  received  to-day  the  dispatches  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and 
Lieutenant-General  Grant,  which  are  very  satisfactory.  We  keep  ham¬ 
mering  away  here  all  the  time,  and  there  is  no  peace  inside  or  outside 
of  Atlanta.  To-day  General  Schofield  got  round  the  flank  of  the  line 
assaulted  yesterday  by  General  Reilly’s  brigade,  turned  it,  and  gained 
the  ground  where  the  assault  was,  with  all  our  dead  and  wounded.  We 
continued  to  press  on  that  flank,  and  brought  on  a  noisy  but  not  a  bloody 
battle.  We  drove  the  enemy  behind  his  main  breast-works,  Avhicli 
cover  the  railroad  from  Atlanta  to  East  Point.  We  captured  a  good 
many  of  the  skirmishers,  which  are  of  their  best  troops,  for  the  militia 
hug  the  breast- works  close.  I  do  not  deem  it  prudent  to  extend  more  to 
the  right,  but  will  iiush  forward  daily  by  parallels,  and  make  the  inside 
of  Atlanta  too  hot  to  be  endured.  I  have  sent  to  Chattanooga  for  two 
30-i)ounder  Parrotts,  with  which  we  can  pick  out  almost  any  house  in 
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the  town.  I  am  too  impatient  for  a  siege,  but  I  do  not  know  but  here 
is  as  good  a  place  to  fight  it  out  as  farther  inland.  One  thing  is  cer¬ 
tain,  whether  we  get  inside  of  Atlanta  or  not,  it  will  be  a  used-up  com¬ 
munity  by  the  time  we  are  done  with  it.

Chief  of  Staff.,  WashingtoUj  D.  C. : 

General  :  In  order  that  you  may  have  a  proper  understanding  of  the 
recent  cavalry  operations  from  this  army  that  terminated  somewhat 
unsuccessfully,  I  will  explain.  On  the  25th  of  July  I  had  driven  the 
enemy  to  his  inner  intrenchments  of  Atlanta,  and  had  by  Garrard’s 
division  of  cavalry  broken  the  road  leading  to  Augusta  about  the 
branches  of  the  Ocmulgee,  forty  miles  east,  and  had  by  McPherson’s 
army  taken  up  two  sections  of  rails  of  about  five  miles  each,  near 
Stone  Mountain  and  Decatur.  I  then  proposed  to  throw  the  Army  of 
the  Tennessee  rapidly  round  by  the  right,  so  as  to  approach  the  only 
remaining  railroad  left  to  the  enemy,  leading  due  south  for  six  miles, 
and  then  branching  to  Macon  on  the  one  hand  and  West  Point,  on  the 
Chattahoochee,  on  the  other.  To  accomplish  this  I  placed  General  Stone- 
man  with  his  own  division  of  cavalry,  2,300  strong,  and  Garrard’s  divi¬ 
sion,  about  3,500,  on  my  left  near  Decatur,  and  on  the  right  General  Mc¬ 
Cook  with  a  small  division  of  about  1,300,  and  a  part  of  Harrison’s, 
just  arrived  under  Rousseau,  from  the  raid  to  Oiielika.  This  force  was 
about  1,700.  Both  expeditions  started  lumctually  on  the  27th,  and 
acted  under  my  written  orders.  No.  42,  a  copy  of  which  is  inclosed.* 
The  day  before  starting  General  Stoneman  addressed  me  a  note,t  a  copy 
of  which  is  inclosed,  asking  leave,  after  fulfilling  his  orders,  to  push  on 
and  release  our  prisoners  known  to  be  confined  at  Macon  and  Anderson- 
ville.  I  gave  my  consent  in  a  letter,!  a  copy  of  which  is  also  inclosed. 
Nothing  but  the  natural  and  intense  desire  to  accomplish  an  end  so 
inviting  to  one’s  feelings  would  have  drawn  me  to  commit  a  military 
mistake,  at  such  a  crisis,  as  that  of  dividing  and  risking  my  cavalry,  so 
necessary  to  the  success  of  my  camiiaign.  Stoneman  ordered  Garrard 
to  move  to  Flat  Rock,  doubtless  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  enemy, 
while  he  passed  behind  him  and  on  to  McDonough  and  the  railroad 
about  Lovejoy’s,  where  he  would  have  met  McCook,  but  for  some  reason 
he  did  not  go  to  McDonough,  but  to  Covington,  and  down  on  the  east 
side  of  Ocmulgee  to  Clinton,  when  he  sent  detachments  that  burned 
the  Oconee  bridge,  seventeen  locomotives,  over  100  cars,  tore  down  tele¬ 
graph  wire,  and  damaged  the  railroad  east  of  Macon  considerably.  He

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atteiiii)t(Ml  to  get  into  Macon;  shelled  the  town,  but  fell  back  to  Clinton. 
Finding  the  enemy  gathering  in  too  large  a  force,  lie  seems  to  have 
turned  back,  but  the  roads  Avere  obstructed,  and  he  fought  till  his  am¬ 
munition  Avas  exhausted,  and  he  seems  to  have  given  up.  He  told  his 
brigade  commanders,  Adams  and  Capron,  he  would  with  700  men  en¬ 
gage  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  while  they  might  escape.  Adams  has 
come  in  AAutli  his  brigade,  900  strong;  Capron  is  not  in,  and  I  think  the 
bulk  of  his  command  were  captured.  About  forty  stragglers  of  it  liaA'e 
got  in.  I  have  no  doubt  Stoneman  surrendered  in  the  manner  and  at 
the  time  described  by  the  Macon  paper  I  sent  you  yesterday.  Garrard 
remained  at  Flat  Eock  until  the  29th,  and  hearing  nothing  of  Stoneman 
he  came  in  Avithout  loss  or  serious  opposition.  McCook  crossed  the 
Chattahoochee  at  Eivertown,  beloAv  Campbellton,  by  a  ijontoon  bridge, 
which  he  sent  back,  intending  to  come  in  by  a  circuit  east  and  north. 
At  2  p.  m.  of  the  28th  he  left  the  banks  of  the  Chattahoochee  and 
struck  the  West  Point  branch  at  Magnolia  Station,  AAdiich  he  burned 
and  tore  up  track.  He  then  by  a  rapid  night  march  pushed  for  Fayette¬ 
ville,  where  he  found  the  roads  and  by-ways  full  of  army  AAmgons  be¬ 
longing  to  the  army  in  Atlanta,  embracing  the  headquarters  teams  of  all 
the  generals.  All  aa  ere  burned  good,  and  about  800  mules  sabered.  He 
then  pushed  on  for  the  railroad  at  LoA^ejoy’s,  Avdiere  he  destroyed  full  tAA^o 
miles  of  track,  the  depot,  a  lot  of  cotton  and  stores,  and  carried  ofl*  fiA^e 
miles  of  telegraph  wire.  IJp  to  that  time  he  had  not  encountered  any 
opposition,  for  Stonemaif  s  and  Garrard’s  movements  out  from  Decatur 
had  attracted  the  enemy’s  cavalry.  Having,  as  he  supposed,  broken 
the  road  enough,  and  supjiosing  his  best  Avay  back  was  by  ^7ewnan,  he 
turned  in  that  direction.  He  had  73  officers  and  350  men  prisoners, 
mounted  on  all  sorts  of  horses  and  mules ;  still  he  reached  Newnan,  Avhere 
the  enemy  began  to  gather  about  him  and  oppose  him.  He  thinks  two 
brigades  of  dismounted  caAmlry,  acting  as  infantry,  had  been  stopped  en 
route  from  Mississippi  for  Atlanta  by  the  break  he  had  made  in  the  rail¬ 
road  and  happened  there.  These,  in  addition  to  tAvo  divisions  of  cav¬ 
alry,  headed  him  off  whicheA^er  way  he  turned.  He  fought  hard  for  liA^e 
hours,  until  he  exhausted  his  artillery  ammunition,  A^dlen  he  chopjied  up 
the  wheels,  spiked  and  plugged  the  guns.  He  then  kept  Harrison’s 
brigade,  and  directed  the  smaller  ones,  commanded  by  General  Croxton 
and  Colonel  Torrey,  to  cut  out.  He  continued  to  light  until  near  night, 
when  he  dashed  through  an  infantry  line,  reached  the  Chattahoochee, 
crossed  his  men,  and  got  in.  Harrison  is  a  jirisoner,  I  think;  of  Crox¬ 
ton  I  can  hear  nothing.  But  nearly  all  the  men  not  killed  and  wounded 
are  in.  McCook  left  his  prisoners  free,  and  his  wounded  in  charge  of  his 
surgeons.  His  management  was  all  that  could  be  expected  throughout.

The  North Avestern  Eailroad  is  now  run  by  Mr.  Anderson,  though  not 
formally  turned  over  by  Governor  Johnson.  A  depot  is  established 
at  Johnson ville,  and  supiilies  are  arriving  by  that  line.  The  navy  has 
been  notified  to  patrol  the  Tennessee  Eiver  to  Johnsonville  and  Eeynolds- 
burg.  General  Gillem  has  been  guarding  the  road,  and  I  liaA^e  had  seA^- 
eral  conferences  Avith  him  as  to  increasing  the  force  there,  as  the  increas¬ 
ing  importance  of  the  line  seemed  to  require  more.  Will  confer  with 
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General  Eoiisseaii  and  see  tliat  all  is  done  which  can  insure  safety  and 
full  working  of  the  road.  Colonel  Donaldson  fully  appreciates  its  im¬ 
portance.

The  Northwestern  Railroad  has  been  under  the  exclusive  control  of 
the  military  authorities  so  far  as  transportation  and  supplies  for  the 
Government  are  concerned  since  9th  of  June,  and  the  transfer  now  pro¬ 
posed  had  already  taken  place.  Even  transportation  of  citizens  was 
only  on  military  authority.  It  has  been  understood  and  Avas  intended 
that  so  soon  as  the  military  authorities  placed  the  rolling-stock  on  at 
their  discretion  time-tables  for  running  continuously  through  to  the  far¬ 
thest  point  would  be  established.  The  road  i  s  still  unfinished ;  the  Avork 
is  progressing  as  rapidly  as  possible.  This  State  is  largely  interested  in 
this  road,  innocent  persons  beyond  its  limits  holding  the  bonds  issued  for 
its  construction.  An  effort  Avas  made  by  certain  parties  some  time  since 
to  take  charge  of  road  befpre  it  was  even  in  running  order.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  for  me  to  state  that  there  might  be  parties  interested  in  A^ari- 
ous  ways  in  haAung  the  immediate  and  direct  supervision  of  the  road  a 
little  farther  remoA^ed  for  other  than  military  purposes.  I  repeat  that 
for  all  military  and  Government  purposes  the  road  has  been  under  military 
control  since  the  cars  have  been  running  over  it.  It  seems  to  me  the 
same  and  stronger  reasons  for  taking  the  Nashville  and  Louisville 
have  existed  since  the  Federal  troops  first  entered  Nashville.  The 
Government  has  paid  hundreds  of  thousands  for  the  use  of  that  road, 
which  found  its  way  into  the  pockets  of  traitors,  and  are  for  the  support 
of  treason.

Take  military  xiossession  of  the  Northwestern  Railroad,  under  the  laws 
of  Congress,  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  a  coi)y  of 
Avhich  orders  will  reach  you  by  mail.*  Place  the  road  and  its  equix)- 
ments  in  the  charge  of  the  general  suxierintendent,  with  orders  to  use 
it  exclusively  for  military  uses  and  transiiortation.  Make  such  tem- 
liorary  store  houses  as  will  accommodate  the  business  of  the  season  of 
low  water,  and  call  on  General  Rousseau  to  guard  it  according  to  his 
judgment  of  the  danger  to  its  safety.  As  this  transfer  is  made  by  virtue 
of  an  act  of  Congress,  I  think  an  accurate  inventory  of  the  road,  its 
stock  and  material  on  hand,  should  be  made,  and  a  regular  set  of  books 
oiiened  of  its  business,  that  a  future  settlement  may  be  made  Avith  the 
OAAmers  of  the  road  if  entitled  to  compensation.

Major-General  Thomas: 

The  line  assaulted  yesterday  was  an  ineomplete.  one.  By  feeling  its 
left,  Bate’s  division  evacuated  and  fell  back  to  tlie  real  line,  which  is 
nearer  the  railroad.  I  ordered  the  skirmishers  to  be  imshedin  and  the 
strength  demonstrated,  and  developed  heavy  musketry  fire  and  artillery. 
We  have  gained  valuable  ground  and  full  possession  of  the  real  Sand- 
town  road.  Our  lines  are  close  up  and  by  morning  will  be  intrenched, 
so  we  will  keep  on  working  by  that  flank,  but  I  want  the  whole  line 
advanced  whenever  it  be  possible,  and  that  General  Tliomas  bring  from 
Chattanooga  two  30-pounder  Parrotts  on  siege  carriages  and  batter  the 
town.  The  closer  we  press  our  lines  we  contract  and  strengthen. 
General  Schofield’s  right  does  not  yet  really  threaten  the  railroad, 
though  a  full  mile  nearer  East  Point  than  last  night.

Statement  of  J.  M.  Glass  (scout). 

Office  Provost-Marshal-General, 

Fear  Atlanta^  Ga.^  August  7,  1864. 

Says  he  left  Atlanta,  Ga.,  yesterday  morning  about  10  o’clock;  says 
the  right  of  the  enemy’s  line  is  held  by  militia  supported  by  one  bri¬ 
gade  of  Hardee’s  corps ;  with  this  exception  all  the  old  troops  are  on 
the  center  and  on  the  left.  Hardee’s  corjis  is  on  the  left  flank  of  the 
army.  From  the  best  information  he  could  get  thinks  there  are  at 
least  15,000  militia.  One  brigade  of  militia  came  in  from  some  iioint 
below  on  the  4th  instant.  Learned  that  1,700  of  General  Stoneman’s 
command  were  captured ;  heard  a  rumor  to  the  effect  that  General 
Wheeler  will  be  relieved  of  his  command  because  he  did  not  capture 
the  whole  of  Generals  Stoneman’s  and  McCook’s  commands.  Two  bri¬ 
gades  of  Wheeler’s  corps  were  sent  to  Flat  Shoals  on  the  5th  instant. 
An  orderly  on  duty  at  General  Hood’s  headquarters  told  him.  Glass, 
that  General  Lee  was  expected  from  Virginia,  also  that  General  Ewell 
was  looked  for  at  Atlanta  with  his  corps,  said  to  be  32,000  strong. 
Same  orderly  said  that  he  believed  from  the  manner  in  which  things 
were  going  on  about  headquarters  that  preparations  were  being  made 
for  a  sudden  flank  movement  of  some  kind.  The  large  guns  have  all 
been  removed  from  the  fort  east  of  the  cemetery.  Do  not  think  Hood 
is  accumulating  supplies  in  Atlanta;  think  they  only  arrive  as  they 
are  needed  by  the  troops.  Trains  are  running  regularly  on  the  Macon 
and  Atlanta  road.  Two  hundred  prisoners  were  sent  below  on  the  5th 
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instant.  Our  wounded  prisoners  are  kept  in  the  southeast  portion  of 
the  town.  Says  he  came  out  of  Atlanta  past  the  cemetery,  thence  on 
the  Decatur  road  south  of  the  Augusta  railroad  to  Decatur.  Says 
there  are  no  troops  in  Decatur  or  to  the  right.  Says  there  are  no  rebel 
works  nor  troops  between  our  works  and  the  railroad.  South  of  the 
railroad  the  enemy  has  two  lines  of  works  held  by  militia.  The  right 
of  the  enemy’s  line  of  infantry  is  within  one  mile  of  Decatur.  The  two 
brigades  of  cavalry  sent  to  Flat  Shoals  are  from  Martin’s  division, 
which  was  camped  in  the  rear  of  the  infantry  between  Atlanta  and 
Decatur ;  only  one  brigade  there  now.  Glass  thinks  that  from  the  hint 
he  received  from  General  Hood’s  inspector-general,  viz,  to  come  over 
last  night,  that  they  did  not  want  him  there  to-day.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  took  my  position  in  lookout 
station  at  7  a.  m.,  but  on  account  of  fog  it  was  sometime  before  I  could 
see  with  any  correctness.  At  10.30  a.  m.  I  sent  a  message  to  Maj. 
Gen.  O.  O.  Howard  stating  that  a  column  of  the  enemy  just  moA^ed 
toward  their  left.  I  Avas  unable  to  count  the  files,  but  saAv  two  regi¬ 
mental  flags,  twelve  wagons,  and  tAvo  ambulances  inoA^e  by  Avith  column. 
One  train  of  freight  cars  loaded  with  white  sacks,  apparently  corn  or 
meal,  passed  into  Atlanta  at  11  a.  m.  At  1.30  p.  m.  a  train  consisting 
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of  eiglit  freight  and  three  i)asseuger  cars  left  the  town  empty.  At  2  p. 
m.  a  freight  train  of  fifteen  cars,  enij^ty,  left  town.  At  4.30  a  passenger 
train  with  eight  freight  cars  attached  came  in  sight;  the  engine  backed 
into  town  without  the  passenger  cars.  At  5  m.  a  freight  train  of 
thirteen  cars  loaded  with  Avhite  sacks,  as  before,  passed  into  town. 
During  the  day  several  trains  from  twelve  to  thirty  wagons  each 
passed  into  town  from  the  southwest  loaded  with  fodder,  partly  dry 
and  partly  green;  some  loads  looked  like  wheat  or  oats.  The  enemy\s 
lines  as  far  as  I  can  see  appear  to  be  unchanged.  My  observations 
lead  me  to  believe  that  the  enemy  are  repairing  the  Augusta  railroad.

General  :  The  appearance  of  the  enemy’s  line  in  front  of  this  corps 
remains  unchanged  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  by  observation.  Since 
the  capture  of  their  pickets  in  the  demonstrations  made  last  week 
the  enemy  have  strengthened  their  line,  and  in  oiir  last  attemx)t 
promptly  re-enforced  their  inckets  and  showed  a  disposition  to  main¬ 
tain  the  line.  A  lieutenant  and  private  from  Vaughan’s  brigade,  Cheat¬ 
ham’s  division,  deserted  and  came  into  our  lines  this  morning.  They 
came  directly  through  their  own  pickets.  The  lieutenant’s  account  of 
their  line  is  essentially  the  same  as  given  by  previous  prisoners  and 
deserters,  i.  c.,  the  main  works  are  filled  by  militia,  and  that  Cheatham’s 
and  Cleburne’s  divisions  are  camped  behind  the  main  line,  confronting 
the  Fourth  Corps,  and  doing  the  picketing  for  the  militia.  He  does  not 
know  of  the  position  of  the  remaining  division  of  Hardee’s  corps. 
Bate’s,  but  thinks  it  is  similarly  employed.  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt 
the  statement  of  this  man,  and  he  says  he  was  along  the  line  and  saw 
the  troops  he  mentions  yesterday.  Two  brigades  of  dismounted  cavalry 
extend  the  rebel  right  beyond  the  right  of  the  infantry  south  of  the 
railroad.  It  appears  somewhat  strange  the  rebels  can  oppose  these  old 
troops  to  us  here  and  yet  meet  the  movements  upon  our  right.  The 
lieutenant  represents  the  defenses  north  and  east  of  Atlanta  as  very 
perfect  and  that  there  is  nothing  south  in  the  way  of  fortifications.

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  brig¬ 
adier-general  commanding,  that  I  sent  a  scouting  party  of  one  battalion 
to  McAfee’s  Bridge  at  an  early  hour  this  morning.  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Patten,  First  Ohio  Cavalry,  was  in  charge  of  this  party,  and  has  returned 
with  his  command.  He  reports  having  found  no  force  of  rebel  cavalry 
in  that  neighborhood,  nor  could  he  hear  of  anything  more  than  small 
squads.  He  saw  but  one  or  two  stragglers  of  General  Stoneman’s  com¬ 
mand.  He  lost  one  horse  killed,  by  being  fired  upon  by  a  squad  of  men 
who  escaped  in  the  woods.

We  have  developed  the  enemy’s  line  to  Utoy  Creek.  It  runs  nearly 
south  from  the  salient  in  front  of  Morgan’s  left  center.  We  are  about 
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as  close  to  it  as  we  can  get.  Cox’s  riglit  rests  substantially  on  the 
creek.  Hascall  had  to  bridge  the  creek  to  make  his  movement  to  the 
right.  He  has  a  brigade  across  and  on  the  ridge  beyond.  It  has  met 
a  iDretty  stubborn  resistance,  but  not  such  as  to  indicate  a  large  infantry 
force.  The  enemy’s  cavalry  is  all  along  IJtoy  Creek  beyond  our  right, 
but  has  made  no  attempt  to  cross.  The  ground  is  open  from  Cox’s 
right  toward  the  railroad.  The  enemy’s  line  does  noi  appear  to  cross 
the  open  ground.  What  appears  to  be  the  railroad  crosvses  this  open 
ground  about  a  mile  from  Cox’s  right.  I  will  try  to  learn  all  about  it 
before  dark.  Hascall  cau’t  do  much  more  to-day.

Hascall  only  succeeded  in  getting  one  brigade  across  the  ereek  and 
intrenched.  The  enemy  is  pretty  strong  in  front  of  that  brigade,  and 
has  used  artillery  freely.  Hascall  is  making  good  roads  and  bridges 
across  the  creek.  It  seems  clear  that  we  are  as  near  to  the  railroad  as 
we  can  get  on  this  side  of  the  creek  without  breaking  the  rebel  lines. 
To  cross  the  creek  takes  us  around  below  East  Point.  Whether  one 
division  is  sufficient  force  to  make  that  move  with,  seems  extremely 
doubtful.  Possibly  the  demonstration  may  be  sufficient  to  make  Hood 
let  go  of  Atlanta.  I  am  satisfied  Cox’s  right  is  not  more  than  a  mile 
from  East  Point.

I  have  your  dispatch.  Continue  to  press  by  the  right.  It  is  impossi¬ 
ble  for  the  enemy  to  extend  much  farther.  Thomas  and  HoAvard  will 
continue  to  press  forward.  If  Garrard  watches  well  the  passes  of 
Utoy  Creek,  I  have  no  fears  of  that  flank.  If  Cox  has  a  view  of  the 
railroad  over  clear  ground  to  his  right,  distant  only  a  mile,  our  rifle 
guns  Avill  reach  it.  Still,  Hascall  should  move  straight  toward  it,  and 
intrench  as  close  as  he  can  get.  I  think  that  open  ground  is  below 
East  Point,  and  the  railroad  you  see  is  the  West  Point  road,  which 
the  enemy  does  not  use.  East  Point  is  at  the  head  of  the  south  fork  of 
IJtoy.  I  have  your  dispatch  of  8.30.  See  in  person  to  the  point  occupied 
by  Hascall.  Let  good  bridges  and  roads  be  prepared,  and  intrench 
the  point  as  a  flank  to  threaten  below  East  Point.  Strengthen  the 
main  line  as  much  as  possible,  so  that,  if  the  enemy  will  fight  on  that 
flank,  you  will  have  as  much  fi)rce  as  possible  to  siqiport,  but  explain 
to  Hascall  if  they  allow  him  to  intrench  they  will  not  attack  him, 
but  feign,  for  the  purpose  of  breaking  out  somewhere  else.

Your  dispatches  of  9.20  and  9.50  are  received.  When  Hascall  crosses 
the  creek  and  begins  to  operate  toward  East  Point  there  will  be  several 
miles  of  rebel  cavalry  line  facing  our  rear,  which  I  must  detach  infantry 
to  operate  against.  The  creek  can  be  crossed  anywhere  at  low  water 
except  near  the  mouth.  The  rebel  cavalry  attempted  to  cross  at  two 
points  this  evening.  First  at  the  bridge,  which  fortunately  had  been 
destroyed,  and  subsequently  at  a  ford  where  I  had  some  troops  sta¬ 
tioned,  where  skirmishing  was  going  on  at  dark.  From  the  forks  of 
the  creek  up  they  can  cross  anywhere  as  soon  as  my  infantry  is  with¬ 
drawn.  The  force  sent  across  the  creek  will,  from  the  nature  of  the 
ground,  have  to  act  entirely  independently,  and  having  no  cavalry  on 
its  flanks  will  have  to  rest  both  flanks  on  the  creek.  The  commanding 
ground  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek  is  at  least  a  mile  from  Cox’s 
right.  I  do  not  think  a  single  division  can  accomplish  anything,  but  I 
will  try  what  can  be  done.

General  :  Yours  of  1.30  just  received.  About  12.30  I  took  Colonel 
Strickland,  Colonel  Hobson,  and  General  Cooper  to  the  point  where  I 
now  am  (in  front  of  Colonel  Casement’s  line  on  the  open  field) ^  showed 
them  the  ground  I  wanted  them  to  advance  over,  and  instructed  Col¬ 
onel  Strickland  to  advance  his  brigade  at  once,  and  sent  two  staff  officers 
with  him  to  help  him  along  and  report  progress.  I  cannot  imagine  what 
detains  them,  unless  the  heavy  rain  has  swollen  the  stream  in  our  front 
so  as  to  render  its  passage  very  difficult.  I  expect  to  hear  them  open 
every  minute  now.  There  is  a  tremendous  large  open  field  in  front  of 
where  I  am,  on  the  right  of  which  I  am  having  my  force  advanced. 
Plenty  of  rebels,  rifle-pits,  artillery,  and  trains  are  visible.  It  will  not 
be  possible  for  me  to  advance  as  far  as  the  farther  end  of  the  field,  as 
it  is  from  one  mile  and  a  half  to  two  miles.  I  will  rejiort  progress  directly, 
as  I  have  sent  another  staff'  officer  to  hurry  the  troops  along.  I  can  see 
everything  from  where  I  am.

General  Schofield  reports  his  line  close  up  to  the  rebel  lines  from 
your  right  to  the  crossing  of  the  south  fork  of  Utoy,  which  he  thinks 
is  one  mile  from  East  Point;  he  thinks  he  sees  the  railroad,  but  if  so, 
it  is  the  West  Point  railroad,  which  is  not  the  one  we  want.  His  line 
gives  General  Hascall’s  division  in  excess,  one  brigade  of  which  is 
across  Utoy  and  on  the  ridge  which  he  is  fortifying.  He  says  the 
enemy  manifests  considerable  resistance,  but  if  he  is  allowed  to  fortify 
south  of  that  fork  of  Utoy,  they  will  not  attack  that  flank,  and  will 
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either  await  our  further  development  or  try  to  break  tlirougii  some¬ 
where  else,  1  think  they  will  await  our  initiative,  trusting  to  cate.h  us 
in  an  assault.  I  did  not  learn  if  General  Corse  got  that  hill  on  his  left 
front.  I  would  like  to  get  a  good  battery  as  near  it  as  possible  that 
will  reach  the  heart  of  Atlanta  and  reduce  it  to  ruins,  and  to  keep  up 
a  fire  that  will  prevent  Avagon  supi)ly  trains  from  coming  into  town.

By  sending  some 
of  your  disabled  officers  you  might  collect  a  considerable  force  from 
Northern  hospitals.  Deserters  coming  in  daily  keep  us  well  posted  as 
to  the  position  of  Lee’s  forces.

Captain  :  1  have  to  make  following  report  of  the  artillery  firing  along 
front  to-day  as  seen  from  tree  at  General  Geary’s  headquarters.  The 
explosion  of  shells  could  be  seen  from  a  point  southeast  around  to  south. 
Shells  burst  in  front,  above,  and  in  rear  of  the  large  redoubt  southeast, 
and  between  it  and  four-gun  fort.  I  saw  none  strike  either,  although  they 
burst  very  low.  The  most  noticeable  effect  of  the  shelling  was  in  front 
of  General  Geary’s  division  at  a  fort  and  house.  This  fort  was  struck; 
also  the  wmrks  near  it,  and  the  house  had  quite  a  large  hole  knocked 
in  it  besides  being  riddled.  Shells  burst  over  the  works  here  and  in  the 
woods  to  rear  of  them.  The  shells,  which  were  few,  1  saw  burst  along 
to  south,  were  in  rear  of  enemy’s  works.  Shells  exploded  over  the  city 
and  in  it,  judging  from  the  sound.  A  small  piece  was  knocked  off  top 
of  brick  smoke-stack  in  town.  The  rebels  who  have  usually  been  loung¬ 
ing  around  their  works  went  into  the  ditches,  seldom  showing  them¬ 
selves,  and  this  evening  could  be  seen  coming  out  for  their  rations,  but 
a  shell  bursting  near  soon  dispersed  them.  Horses  which  have  been 
daily  grazing  around  large  redoubt  were  led  oft*.  The  enemy  fired  from 
fort  in  front  of  First  Division  for  a  short  time  this  evening.  Their  shots 
seemed  to  be  directed  at  battery  of  20-pounder  Parrotts  and  one  on  line 
in  front  of  it.  This  was  the  only  place  1  saw  them  fire  from  during  the 
day.

On  the  evening  of  the  5th  I  was  ordered  by  Major-General  Palmer  to 
move  out  my  division  on  the  road  leading  by  Mr.  Bankston’s  house, 
cross  the  Utoy,  and  encamp  for  the  night.  On  the  6th  I  was  ordered  to 
move  up  to  the  Sandtown  road,  and  march  by  that  road  toward  Atlanta 
until  I  came  up  to  General  Davis’  division,  when  I  would  find  myself 
irr  reserve.  This  movement  Aras  performed,  though  slowly,  on  account 
of  the  stubborn  resistance  offered  by  the  enemy.  Arriving  in  rear  of 
Davis,  and  finding  our  right  and  rear  exposed,  I  formed  my  division  in 
the  rear  of  the  right,  and  had  a  strong  line  of  works  constructed.  About 
3.30  p.  m.  General  Cox  arrived  with  his  division,  and  said  he  had  been 
ordered  to  relieve  me.  I  immediately  called  upon  General  Schofield, 
who  informed  me  that  he  had  ordered  me  to  make  a  reconnaissance  to 
the  right  to  develop  the  enemy’s  position,  and  that  1  had  been  ordered 
to  move  at  2  p.  m.  My  skirmishers  and  command  had  to  be  relieved, 
which  consumed  near  an  hour,  and  about  4  p.  m.,  with  my  small  divis¬ 
ion  (3,000),  I  cut  loose  from  the  entire  army.  The  dense  undergrowth 
prevented  very  rapid  movement,  and  I  was  unable  to  proceed  more  than 
a  mile,  Avliere  the  re^bel  works  appeared  to  be  as  strong  as  at  any  point 
I  had  come  in  contact  with  them.  Later  I  received  an  order  to  reheve 
General  Hascall,  which  I  did  after  dark  and  before  dayhght  on  the 
morning  of  the  7th.  On  the  7th  I  was  placed  in  command  of  the  corps 
and  ordered  to  advanceArpoii  the  Avorks  to  cover  the  movements  on  the 
right.  The  advance  was  announced,  and  the  men  moved  forward  rap¬ 
idly,  capturing  the  enemy’s  first  line  of  rifie  pits  with  172  prisoners. 
In  this  attemiit  the  entire  line  AA^as  advanced,  the  rebels  were  driven 
into  their  main  works,  and  the  entire  line  of  the  corps  advanced  and 
fortified.  Our  loss  during  the  operations  of  the  6th  and  7th  was  2 
officers  and  68  enlisted  men  killed;  15  officers  and  398  enlisted  men 
wounded,  and  16  enlisted  men  missing.  Total  loss,  17  officers  and  482 
enlisted  men;  aggregate,  499.  The  rebels  in  my  front  have  no  skir¬ 
mishers  out  except  at  a  few  points.  On  the  8th  little  could  be  done, 
though  batteries  were  placed  in  position.  On  the  9th  we  kept  up  a 
vigorous  firing  AAuth  artillery  and  smali-arms  Avith  no  visible  result.

Statement  of  W.  H.  Gates  {citizen). 

Office  Provost-Marshal-General, 

Nea/r  Atlanta.,  Ga.j  August  9,  1864. 

Left  Atlanta  on  the  evening  of  the  8th  instant  and  came  with  his  wife 
to  Decatur.  Saw  no  pickets  on  the  way  who  halted  him  until  witliin 
three  miles  of  Decatur  j  saw  but  few  troops  on  the  road,  and  those  he 
saw  were  cavalry.  Thinks  there  are  no  troops  east  of  the  cemetery 
except  cavalry  pickets.  There  is  a  camp  of  cavalry  three  miles  south 
of  Decatur.  The  State  troops  occupy  the  trenches  on  the  north  and 
northeast  side  of  town,  and  their  front  is  picketed  by  Cheatham’s  troops. 
The  State  troops  numl)er  about  20,000.  The  whole  rebel  force  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  60,000.  There  is  one  heavy  gun  located  north  of  the  female 
college.  All  business  in  Atlanta  is  suspended;  the  goods  have  been  re¬ 
moved  to  other  points  in  the  State.  There  is  but  one  grocery  running 
ill  Atlanta  and  no  stores  or  other  business  places.  Hotels  are  closed. 
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Most  of  the  shells  from  Federal  guns  strike  in  the  vicinity  of  the  depot, 
the  larger  part  of  them  south  of  the  depot.  Seven  shells  have  been 
sent  through  the  Western  and  Atlantic  Depot.  In  order  for  the  gun 
firing  from  Marietta  street  to  strike  the  commissary  depot  it  should  be 
depressed  a  little  and  the  aim  taken  about  100  yards  to  the  left  of 
its  usual  range;  the  shells  go  about  sixty  feet  over  the  commissary 
stores.  No  buildings  have  been  burned  by  the  shells.  The  subsistence 
on  hand  amounts  to  about  six  days.  There  have  been  several  rumors 
of  a  new  commander  for  the  rebel  army.  One  report  was  that  Lee  was 
coming  to  Atlanta  and  Jeff.  Davis  was  going  to  command  the  East¬ 
ern  army.  The  last  report  was  that  Beauregard  was  going  to  relieve 
Hood.  A  report  came  into  Atlanta  on  or  about  the  5th  instant  from 
Brigadier-Oeneral  Page,  commanding  Fort  Morgan,  in  Mobile  Bay,  to 
General  Higgins,  that  three  gun- boats  and  fourteen  ships  had  passed  Fort 
Morgan  into  the  bay.  The  rebel  gun- boat  Tennessee  surrendered  after 
a  terrific  fight,  the  Gaines  was  beached,  the  Selma  was  captured.  The 
Tecumseh  sunk  under  the  guns  of  the  water  battery.  Federal  troops 
were  landed  on  Dauphin  Island;  city  in  great  excitement.  General 
Maury  called  all  citizens  to  arms.

He  suggests 
that  it  be  moved  to  this  side  of  Proctor’s  Creek,  unless  you  have  a 
guard  sufficiently  large  to  insure  its  safety  against  capture.

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  corps  headquarters,  I  caused 
my  line  in  front  to  be  strengthened  as  far  as  I  could,  and  have  moved 
a  portion  of  my  command  forward,  but  the  work  on  my  left,  and  which 
Captain  Klostermann  said  could  be  completed  by  the  Seventeenth 
Corps,  is  untouched,  and  to  move  my  line  forward  would  leave  it  with¬ 
out  connection  on  the  left.  What  shall  I  do?  By  advancing  my  line, 
unless  the  Seventeenth  Corps  moves  up  and  shares  tMs  ground,  I  will 
not  have  troops  enough  to  more  than  put  a  single  line  by  using  them 
all.  The  weak  part  of  the  line  is  on  the  left,  between  the  Fifteenth  and 
Seventeenth  Corps,  owing  to  the  exposed  position  and  the  complete 
curve,  which  would  hide  an  approaching  enemy  until  within  a  few  yards. 
I  am  having  the  brush  chopped  and  the  work  extended  toward  the 
Seventeenth  Corps,  but  cannot  surely  believe  that  we  are  expected  to 
keep  feeling  for  the  right  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps.  By  so  doing  1 
Avill  so  Aveaken  the  point  indicated  as  to  render  it  very  insecure.

Dear  Sir  :  Yours  of  July  5  came  to  hand  duly,  and  I  asked  General 
Rewton,  commanding  the  division  to  which  General  Marker  belonged, 
to  give  me  a  more  full  account  than  the  mere  official  statement  ordi¬ 
narily  given.  I  have  this  moment  received  General  Newton’s  paper, 
which  comes,  you  will  observe,  from  L.  P.  Bradley,  now  a  brigadier- 
general,  but  then  a  colonel.  The  position  we  attacked  was  a  difficult 
one,  but  very  important,  and  had  General  Marker  lived  I  believe  we 
would  have  carried  the  parapet,  broken  the  enemy’s  center,  and  driven 
him  pell-mell  tnto  the  Chattahoochee.  General  Marker,  though  quite 
young  for  his  rank,  w’as'regarded  as  one  of  our  best  young  generals,  of 
rising  fame,  and  his  loss  was  deeply  felt  by  me.  He  was  universally 
esteemed,  none  more  so ;  but  death,  you  know,  chooses  a  shining  mark ; 
and  this  has  been  very  strongly  exemphfied  in  this  campaign,  for  I 
have  lost  some  of  my  best  brigadiers  and  commanders.  The  nature  of 
the  country,  its  forests,  its  narrow  defiles  and  mountain  passes,  all 
expose  the  leaders  to  the  danger  of  ambush  and  unexpected  shots;  but 
General  Marker  fell  in  an  assault,  always  one  of  the  most  dangerous 
moves  of  our  dangerous  life.  1  beg  to  record  the  high  opinion  I  had  of 
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General  Harker,  and  the  liopes  1  had  of  a  long  and  bright  future  to 
him,  but  it  is  ordered  otherwise  and  Ave  must  submit.  Be  pleased  to 
accept  the  assurances  of  my  sincere  condolence  and  respect.

Washington,  B.  C.: 

Your  dispatch  of  the  9th  is  received.  It  is  to  replace  onr  daily  losses 
that  I  propose  that  all  recruits  made  daily  in  the  Western  States  instead 
of  accumulating  at  depots,  should  at  once  come  to  Nashville  and  be  sent 
here  on  the  cars,  which  can  bring  400  a  day  without  interfering  with 
freights.  I  have  ordered  General  Washburn,  at  Memphis,  to  have 
General  A.  J.  Smith,  who  is  now  marching  on  Columbus,  Miss.,  come  to 
Decatur,  Ala.,  whence  I  can  bring  to  this  army  certain  regiments  and 
fragments  that  properly  belong  here,  and  a  division  that  I  originally 
designed  to  form  a  part  of  this  army.  The  balance  of  infantry  and 
cavalry  I  would  send  back  via  Savannah  and  Jackson,  Tenn.  My  lines 
are  now  ten  miles  long,  extending  from  the  Augusta  road  on  the  left, 
round  to  East  Point  on  the  south.  I  cannot  extend  more  without  mak¬ 
ing  my  lines  too  weak.  We  are  in  close  contact  and  skirmishing  all  the 
time.  1  have  just  got  up  four  4J-inch  rifled  guns  with  ammunition,  and 
propose  to  exxiend  about  4,000.  rifled  shot  in  the  heart  of  Atlanta.  We 
have  already  commanded  it  with  our  lighter  ordnance.  Since  July  28 
General  Hood  has  not  attempted  to  meet  us  outside  of  his  parapets.  In 
order  to  possess  and  destroy  effectually  his  communications  I  may  have 
to  leave  a  corps  at  the  railroad  bridge,  well  intrenched,  and  cut  loose 
with  the  balance  and  make  a  desolating  circle  around  Atlanta.  I  do 
not  propose  to  assault  the  works,  which  are  too  strong,  or  to  proceed  by 
regular  approaches.  I  have  lost  a  good  many  regiments  and  will  lose 
more  by  the  exinration  of  service,  and  this  is  the  only  reason  why  I 
want  re-enforcements.  I  have  killed,  crippled,  and  captured  more  of  the 
enemy  than  we  have  lost  by  his  acts.

General  Schofleld  has  examined  closely  his  whole  line,  which  lies  south, 
a  little  eavSt,  parallel  Avith  the  enemy,  one  brigade  being  on  the  Camp- 
belltou  road  south  of  Utoy.  He  is  not  absolutely  certain  that  his  right 
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is  near  the  West  Point  railroad,  and  yet  urges  that  another  corps  can 
reach  the  Macon  road,  and  wants  to  make  Proctor’s  Creek  our  left  hank, 
draw  our  supplies  from  Turner’s  Ferry,  and  keep  on  extending.  My 
own  experience  is  the  enemy  can  build  parapets  faster  than  we  march, 
and  it  would  be  the  same  thing  by  extending  right  or  left.  In  a  single 
night  we  would  hud  ourselves  confronted  with  parapets  which  we  would 
fear  to  attack  in  the  morning.  He  describes  the  country  south  of  Utoy 
as  more  open  and  better  cultivated.  I  want  the  4^-inch  and  20-pounder 
guns  to  hammer  away,  and  1  will  think  of  the  next  move.

Keep  up  a  steady,  persistent  fire 
on  Atlanta  with  the  4J-inch  guns  and  20-pounder  Parrotts,  and  order 
them  to  pay  no  attention  to  the  side  firing  by  which  the  enemy  may  at¬ 
tempt  to  divert  their  attention.  I  think  those  guns  will  make  Atlanta  of 
less  value  to  them  as  a  large  machine-shop  and  depot  of  supphes.

The 
enemy’s  line  from  a  point  in  front  of  Cox’s  right  runs  substantially  as 
I  described  it,  viz,  southeast  or  south- southeast.  This  line  is  an  ordi¬ 
nary  infantry  parapet,  recently  constructed,  and  contains  one  battery 
about  half  a  7nile  from  Cox’s  right.  The  line  is  visible  for  a  mile  or 
more.  There  are  no  Avorks  Ausible  southAvest  of  the  creek  in  front  of 
Hascall,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  force  there  but  cavalry.  It  is  cau- 
dent  the  enemy  is  simidy  prolonging  his  line  in  advance  of  our  move¬ 
ment  and  essentially  parallel  to  the  Macon  railroad.

Either  our  maps  or  surveys  or  both  are  so  eAudently  erroneous  that  I 
am  very  uncertain  about  the  distance  from  Hascall’s  present  position  to 
the  West  Point  railroad,  but  I  have  no  doubt  he  can  reach  it  Avithout 
assaulting  parapets,  and  by  moving  nearly  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
from  his  present  position  the  distance  may  be  a  little  more  than  a  mile 
and  it  may  be  three  miles,  I  think  it  probable  that  another  corps  on 
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this  flank  would  be  able  to  prolong  the  line  to  the  Macon  railroad,  or 
better,  that  one  corps,  in  addition  to  mine,  could  swing  loose  from  the 
dank  of  the  Fourteenth,  strike  in  rear  of  East  Point,  and  get  a  ])osition 
crossing  the  railroad,  from  which  we  could  not  be  driven.  The  country 
south  of  Etoy  appears  less  broken  and  much  more  cultivated  than 
north  of  it.  Hascall  is  on  the  main  Campbellton  road.  There  is  said 
to  be  a  big  road  a  short  distance  in  his  front  leading  to  East  Point.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  learn  of  any  others  in  that  vicinity.  Can  you 
not  take  Proctor’s  Creek  for  your  left  dank,  bring  supplies  by  Turner’s 
Ferry,  and  thus  throw  even  two  corps  yet  to  the  right It  appears  to 
me  that  such  a  move  if  made  rapidly  ought  to  bring  success.

I  will  try  to  acconiplisli  the 
same  all  along.  I  can  also  do  something  in  the  way  of  reconnaissance 
in  force  toward  the  eiiemy\s  rear  when  it  is  desired  to  draw  him  off 
temporarily  in  that  direction.  I  will  also  try  to  find  a  point  of  the 
enemy ^s  line  which  can  be  broken.

Con¬ 
stant  picket-firing,  with  occasional  artillery,  was  kept  u])  during  the 
day.  One  or  more  cannon  helonging  to  the  enemy  were  destroyed  or 
disabled.  This  is  confirmed  by  deserters.  Deserters  represent  the 
rebel  army  as  much  dissatisfied  with  Hood.  Their  losses  are  heavy 
*  from  our  artillery.  I  have  diiected  the  batteries  on  my  front  to  keep 
up  a  steady  fire  upon  their  lines  to-morrow.  Few  shots  were  fired  by 
the  rebels  to-day  from  their  artillery.  My  lines  are  so  extended  that 
the  men  are  constantly  on  duty  in  the  trenches  and  are,  of  course, 
somewhat  worn  and  fatigued.  This  is  not  mentioned  by  way  of  com¬ 
plaint,  but  simply  to  let  the  department  commander  know  that  we 
(the  Fourteenth  Coriis)  are  not  idle.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the 
major-general  commanding  department,  that  through  officers  and  men 
of  Stoneman’s  command  I  learn  that  the  rebel  cavalry  is  concentrating 
in  large  force  at  Monticello,  some  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  south  of  Cov¬ 
ington  and  on  the  east  of  the  Ocmulgee.  An  officer  of  the  Fourteenth 
Illinois,  wounded  in  the  shoulder,  is  now  in  my  camj);  he  has  been  two 
years  in  service,  and  has  seen  large  bodies  of  cavalry  together.  Saw 
Stoneman’s  and  my  division  together;  he  was  three  days  in  the  vicinity 
of  this  cavalry,  and  saw  it  iiassing  on  the  road,  says  he  never  saw  so 
much  cavalry  before.  Says  Breckinridge  is  there,  and  that  soldiers, 
officers,  and  negroes  all  say  that  there  is  to  be  a  big  raid  to  Tennessee. 
Negroes  told  him  and  as  he  laid  by  the  roadside  he  overheard  the  rebels 
talk.  He  left  Monticello  four  days  ago.  A  private  of  same  regiment 
also  reports  that  he  had  to  conceal  himself  three  days  near  Covington 
as  the  roads  were  full  of  rebel  cavalry  going  south.  Deserters  from 
Atlanta  also  rejiort  that  Wheeler’s  command  or  portions  of  it  have  gone 
toward  Covington.  One  man  of  the  Fifth  Indiana  who  left  Covington 
on  Monday  reports  four  brigades  to  have  passed  there  on  that  day  en 
route  to  Madison.  He  says  the  bridge  (railroad)  over  the  Yellow  Biver 
is  not  repaired,  and  he  could  see  no  attempts  to  repair  the  railroad.

I  do  want  to  know  where  our  right  flank  is,  how  far  from  one  of  the  two 
roads  south  of  Atlanta;  and  as  we  cannot  reach  the  Macon  road  I 
would  like  to  say  at  least  we  had  found  out  where  the  West  Point  road 
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is.  When  reached^  it  should  be  torn  nxo  for  a  couple  of  miles,  and  then 
the  force  employed  should  retui'u  to  the  right  flank  of  the  army.  I  don’t 
limit  you  to  one  division,  but  yon  can  take  the  whole  five,  or  only  such 
])ai‘t  as  you  may  de^mi  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  end.  It  appears  that 
Colonel  Hamilton,  Plinth  Ohio,  rex)orted  with  his  regiment  to  General 
Howard  with  200  men.  He  rexmrtedto  mein  person  he  had  a  full  regi¬ 
ment,  of  which  500  were  here  mounted,  balance  at  De(;atnr,  Ala.  I 
have  ordered  General  Howard  to  cause  Colonel  Hamilton  to  re]>ort  to 
you  at  once.  We  believe  the  enemy  has  his  three  corps  distributed — 
Hardee,  right;  Lee,  left;  and  Stewart,  center;  old  troops  on  ])icket  and 
in  rear;  militia  in  trenches.  The  right  is  three  miles  east  of  Atlanta, 
center  about  railroad,  and  left  about  East  Point.  I  believe  a  skirmish 
line  can  hold  any  x^art  of  our  front,  but  in  making  a  detachment  due 
caution  shoidd  be  exercised.  It  ax)x>cared  to  me  far  more  xuudent  to 
vacate  or  thin  out  your  line;  in  other  words,  to  extend  the  Fourteenth 
Corx)S  and  send  out  two  divisions,  say  Generals  HascalPs  and  Baird’s, 
with  your  (cavalry  as  vedettes,  and  a  good  engineer  officer  to  sketch 
the  country.  But  as  you  already  have  a  better  knowledge  of  the  coun¬ 
try  than  1 , 1  leave  it  to  you.  It  (loes  seem  to  me  with  an  enemy  besieged 
we  should  be  a  little  more  enterx)rising.

While  the  enemy’s  lines 
in  front  are  held  I  must  either  let  Hascall  take  care  of  himself  or  aban¬ 
don  my  lines  and  concentrate  my  troo])s  t<4  su])X)ort  him.  If  the  division 
go  on  such  an  exx)edition  1  see  no.  way  Imt  to  risk  its  loss  or  its  safety 
in  retreat.  1  think  the  risk  would  hot  be  very  great,  but  of  this  you 
can  judge  quite  as  well  as  1.  If  you  think  the  object  to  be  gained  worth 
the  risk  I  will  start  Hascall  early  in  the  morning.

General  Schofield  : 

There  must  be  some  confusion  in  your  or  my  disxiatches  of  yesterday 
and  to-day.  I  understood  you  last  night  that  General  Hascall  had  one 
brigade  on  the  right,  south  and  east  of  Utoy  Creek,  that  the  ground 
was  open,  and  that  the  pickets  and  flankers  could  see  the  West  Point 
railroad,  and  that  the  enemy’s  line  was  xiarallel  with  the  Macon  road. 
This  corresponds  with  all  probabilities.  You  also  reiiort  that  there  was 
no  redoubt,  as  first  sux)x)osed,  in  the  direction  of  the  West  Point  road, 
which  also  corresponds  with  all  oitr  information.  You  also  suggested 
that  instead  of  making  a  continuous  line  to  reach  the  road  that  it  be 
done  by  a  detachment,  stating  that  you  believed  one  division  enough. 
You  say,  I  think  General  Hascall  might  x>Hsh  out  to  the  West  Point 
railroad,  break  it,  and  return  without  running  very  great  risk,  there 
being  nothing  but  cavalry  in  that  direction,  and  now  you  sxieak  of  it  as 
of  extraordinary  hazard.  It  was  I  that  suggested  that  it  would  be  xiru- 
dent  to  be  prexiared  to  supx^ort  General  HavScall,  and  as  our  line  is 
akeady  drawn  out,  thought  tlie  suxix>ort  necessary  could  better  come 
from  your  five  divisions  than  to  draw  from  any  more  distant  xioint. 
Now,  let  me  understand  Avhat  has  made  you  change  your  mind  on  this 
subject.  Thedisx)atch  from  Avhich  I  quote  is  dated  to-day,  and  if  not 
properly  sent  by  the  Avires  x>lcase  correct  it.  The  disx)atch  Avas  in  an¬ 
swer  to  mine  asking  if  this  very  thing  Avere  not  feasible,  and  I  certainly 
construed  yolir  ansAver  as  affirmative.  If  it  iinmlves  extra  hazard  I  don’t 
want  it  done,  because  I  have  not  yet  made  uxi  my  mind  Avhether  to 
swing  round  Atlanta  by  the  east  or  south,  but  I  want  to  hght  Hood 
the  earliest  x^ossible  moment  he  will  come  out  of  his  trenches,  andAA^ould 
risk  a  good  deal  to  draAV  him  out.  There  is  no  doubt  of  it,  our  uioaxa- 
ments  all  are  too  slow  to  be  productive  of  good  results.  I  feel  mortified 
that  he  holds  us  in  check  by  the  aid  of  his  militia.

I  will  try  to  explain  fully  the  situation  and  whjM  regard  the  move  as 
suggested  by  you  extra  hazardous.  You  have  correctly  understood 
my  dispat(*.hes  about  the  enemy’s  works.  There  are  iione  visible  covering 
the  West  Point  road,  and  those  visible  run  substantially  parallel  to  the 
Macon  road.  Kelative  to  the  distance  from  Hascall  to  the  West  Point 
you  have  misunderstood  me.  My  picket  officers  rei)orted  they  saw 
what  apiieared  to  be  a  railroad,  as  I  telegraphed  you,  but  I  subsequently 
stated  that  I  knew  very  little  about  the  distance;  that  it  might  be  a 
little  more  than  a  mile  and  it  might  be  three  miles,  but  that  I  thought 
Hascall  might  strike  the  road  and  return  without  any  great  risk.  I  still 
think  the  same,  viz,  that  a  light  force,  just  large  enough  to  sweep  away 
the  cavalry,  can  make  a  rapid  march  to  some  point  of  the  road,  break 
it,  and  return  Avithout  much  risk.  Such  a  force  can  make  a  circuit 
through  the  Avoods,  keep  out  of  the  enemy’s  view,  do  its  Avork,  and  re¬ 
turn  before  a  large  force  can  concentrate  against  it.  I  Avould  expect 
this  force,  if  threatened  by  superior  numbers,  not  to  fight  but  to  fall  back 
behind  the  fiank  of  our  intrenched  position,  Avhich  it  could  do  with 
safety  so  long  as  this  position  is  held.  On  the  other  hand,  to  make  the 
move  Avith  a  large  force,  I  must  virtually  abandon  my  lines,  send  my 
transportation  and  hospitals  to  the  rear,  and  seqAarate  my  command 
from  three  to  fiA^e  miles  from  the  right  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  a 
movement  Avhich  has,  as  I  understand,  invariably  been  regarded  too 
hazardous.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  any  attack  upon  Hascall  in  his 
moA^ement  Avould  not  come  from  the  enemy’s  line  in  my  front  but  from 
his  reserves,  Avhich  might  be  nearly  tlie  whole  of  his  veteran  troops.  I 
Avould  not  hesitate  to  fight  all  of  those  with  my  tAvo  corps,  but  I  would 
Avant  all  my  troops  concentrated  and  prepared  in  advance.  I  have  not 
the  slightest  hesitation  in  making  the  effort  to  strike  and  break  the 
railroad,  though  I  may  fail  in  the  attemjAt,  but  I  did  think  you  exx)ected 
me  to  do  more  than  I  could  safely  attempt  in  the  event  of  my  meeting 
uiiexx)ected  resistance,  and  I  am  free  to  say  I  felt  not  a  little  chagrined 
at  your  imxiutation  of  Avant  of  enterprise.  There  is  also  some  confusion 
about  my  estimate  of  force  necessary  to  cut  the  road.  I  suggested  that 
instead  of  a  continuous  line  my  corjis  and  one  other  be  detached  from 
the  flank  of  the  Fourteenth  and  strike  in  rear  of  East  Point,  cutting 
the  Macon  road,  meaning  to  seize  and  hold  a  q)Osition  there.  To  de¬ 
tach  the  Fourteenth  Avith  mine  Avould  separate  us  thi  ee  miles  farther 
from  the  army  than  Avhat  I  suggested.  I  have  not  in  the  least  changed 
my  opinion  as  to  the  ]Aracticability  of  making  a  mere  raid  or  reconnais¬ 
sance  to  the  West  Point  road  Avith  a  single  division,  or  of  gaining  and 
holding  a  x)oint  of  the  Macon  road  Avith  two  corjis,  starting  from  the 
right  of  the  Fourteenth.  I  regret  that  I  have  failed  to  make  myself 
understood.

General  Schofield: 

I  have  read  and  considered  your  disiiatch.  It  is  a  physical  impossi¬ 
bility  for  the  enemy  to  ascertain  the  force  which  moves  against  the  rail¬ 
road  and  to  act  against  it  vdth  any  more  than  one-third  of  his  reserves. 
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The  other  two-thirds  will  be  from  four  to  eight  miles  off.  Colonel  Gar¬ 
rard’s  cavalry  passed  along  the  flank  to-day  unopposed,  and  I  do  not 
think  the  West  Point  road  more  than  two  miles  from  General  Hascall’s 
present  flank.  You  will,  therefore,  make  the  exi)edition  with  one  divis¬ 
ion,  the  other  either  x^laced  intermediate  or  ready  to  act.  Of  course  with¬ 
out  abandoning  our  i)resent  base  or  dividing  our  forces  into  two  ecpial 
parts  I  have  no  other  corps  to  give  3^011.  You  may  consider  it  a  recon¬ 
naissance  in  force  not  to  go  over  three  miles  from  General  Cox’s  present 
right.  I  know  a  full  proportion  of  the  enemy  is  on  our  left  and  center, 
and  if  any  change  occurs  in  the  night  I  will  be  sure  to  advise  you.  Our 
heavy  ordnance,  playing  for  the  past  thirty  hours  from  the  Buck  Head 
road  into  Atlanta,  has  kept  to  the  parapets  a  full  proportion  of  the  en¬ 
emy  all  the  way  round  to  your  old  position  and  beyond,  and  if  I  am  to 
give  weight  to  the  testimony  from  official  sources  the  enemy  at  this  mo¬ 
ment  exhibits  most  force  on  his  present  right.  I  have  no  idea  that  he 
can  throAV  on  ^mu  even  a  third  of  his  reserve  force,  because  he  will  look 
upon  the  movement  as  a  decoy  to  weaken  his  line  somewhat  that  we 
may  break  in.  Besides,  ^Ye  know  his  line  as  well  as  ours  is  so  stretched 
out  that  his  reserves  are  not  over  1,000  men  per  mile,  for  liis  infantry 
line  three  miles  east  of  the  Howard  house  round  to  the  Macon  road 
below  East  Point  is  full  fifteen  miles  long,  requiring  at  his  parapets 
40,000  men,  leaving  him  no  reserve  on  that  flank  that  can  disturb  two 
divisions.  We  must  act.  We  cannot  sit  down  and  do  nothing  because 
it  involves  risk.  Being  on  the  offensive  we  must  risk,  and  that  is  the 
flank  on  which  we  calculated  to  make  the  risk,  indeed  have  been  ma¬ 
neuvering  to  that  end  ever  since  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  shifted  from 
left  to  right.

General  Stanley  informs  me  that  officers  and  men  of  General  Stone- 
man’s  command,  just  in,  report  at  Covington  all  the  enemy’s  cavalry 
assembling  for  a  grand  raid  to  Tennessee  and  Kentucky.  If  this  be  so 
the  cavalry  cannot  be  on  your  flank,  nor  is  it  possible  for  the  enemy 
to  follow  General  Hascall  with  infantry  unless  they  let  go  their  iiara- 
pets,  in  which  event  you  should  be  iirepared  to  let  go  too.  This  is  all 
I  mean,  to  liave  one  or  two  divisions  on  that  flank  ready,  in  case  Gen¬ 
eral  Hascall  becomes  heavily  engaged,  to  march  in  such  a  direction,  not 
to  his  rear,  but  to  his  front,  to  relieve  him  of  pressure.  We  all  know  that 
the  enemy  holds  us  by  inferior  force,  and  I  may  have  to  let  go  onr  par¬ 
apets  altogether,  for  it  seems  we  are  more  besieged  than  they.  Send 
General  Hascall  to  feel  for  that  road  in  tlie  morning,  and  have  all  your 
command,  if  necessary,  ready  to  let  go  their  jiarapets  and  engage  the 
enemy,  and  if  that  be  not  sufficient  1  will  order  General  Howard  to  do 
the  same.

I  have  the  evidence  of  two  days’  fighting  that  the  force  of  the  enemy’s 
cavalry  on  my  flank  is  considerable,  certainly  enough  to  surround  an 
infantry  division,  but  this  is  by  no  means  a  serious  matter.  It  occurs  to 
me  that  if  the  enemy  send  infantry  to  meet  Hascall  he  will  not  take 
them  from  my  front,  leaving  me  free  to  follow  them  up,  but  will  bring 
them  from  other  parts  of  his  line  little  more  distant,  measured  on  his 
interior  lines,  but  mucli  more  so  on  ours.  I  wish,  however,  simply  to 
understand  fully  what  you  wish  me  to  do,  and  I  will  do  it  as  Avell  as  I 
know  how.  Do  you  desire  Hascall  to  remain  in  any  advanced  jiosition 
or  simply  to  break  the  road  and  return  “?  How  much  work  ought  he  to 
do,  or  how  long  should  he  continue  his  work,  or  must  this  be  determined 
hereafter  ?  Is  the  object  simply  a  reconnaissance,  or  an  extensive  de¬ 
struction  of  the  road,  or  to  draw  the  enemy  out  of  his  works,  or  all  of 
them?

Ma.jor  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that,  under  the  orders  of  last  night 
to  scout  the  country  south  of  Utoy  Creek,  I  took  about  450  men  of  the 
Ninth  Michigan  Cavalry,  Seventh  Ohio  Cavalry,  and  Ninth  Illinois 
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Mounted  Infantry,  and  crossed  Utoy  Creek  at  the  bridge.  Rebel  ve¬ 
dettes  were  found  not  far  from  the  bridge  and  again  at  Sandtown. 
li*  're  was  a  picket-post  near  Sandtown,  on  the  Fayetteville  road; 
w’  n?  driven  from  it  they  retreated  southward.  He  showed  but  a 
small  force,  and  there  api)eared  to  be  no  re-enforcement  of  the  rebel 
picket.  I  concluded  that  it  was  a  post  of  observation  only.  General 
Kilpatrick  had  shelled  Sandtown  day  before  yesterday,  but  there  were 
none  of  his  troo])s  in  sight  from  Sandtown.  I  then  took  the  road  from 
Sandtown  to  i  tlanta  and  returned  on  it  two  miles  and  a  half  to  the 
road  that  leads  to  Owl  Rock  Chundi.  I  made  a  scout  out  on  this  to  the 
camp-ground.  Many  tires  of  a  large  camp  were  still  smoking.  A  re¬ 
spectable  citizen,  an  old  man,  Mr.  McWilliams,  who  lives  near  the 
church,  stated  that  Armstrongts  division  of  three  brigades  had  (;am})ed 
there  night  before  last,  and  had  left  there  yesterday  morning  on  the 
road  toward  Campbellton,  saying  that  they  were  going  on  a  raid.  A 
small  force  of  about  200  came  back  over  the  road  this  morning,  and 
turned  down  the  road  that  takes  them  either  to  East  Point  or  Atlanta. 
A  number  of  picket-posts  at  cross-roads  on  the  Sandtown  road  were 
found,  but  the  corn  blades  were  two  days  or  more  old.  It  was  evident 
that  the  cavalry  had  been  moved  out  of  tha^  i)art  of  the  country.  On 
reaching  the  post  of  the  cavalry  on  the  Sandtown  road  in  rear  of  the 
infantry  position,  I  sent  that  which  I  had  with  me  to  their  old  posi¬ 
tions  on  Utoy  Creek  and  in  camp  near  my  quarters,  and  took  the  other 
portion  and  made  a  scout  through  to  the  vicinity  of  the  right  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Hascall’s  position,  but  fouml  no  rebels  in  the  rear  of  it.  I  do  not 
think  it  jiracticable  to  picket  the  line  of  road  traveled  to-day,  and  think 
that  the  line  of  Utoy  Greek  is  the  best  one  for  the  protection  of  the 
flank  from  the  right  of  our  line  to  the  river.  There  are  no  natural  ad¬ 
vantages  on  the  line  of  the  Sandtown  road.

Indeed  T  do  not  under¬ 
stand  why  Barry  should  have  reported,  to  you  that  Braiman  was  mak¬ 
ing  obstacles  about  placing  the  gun  on  Howard’s  left  after  rec^eiving 
the  telegrams  referred  to.  I  visited  the  bridge  yesterday,  and  have 
sent  Wharton  down  this  morning  to  make  a  thorough  reconnaissance 
and  sketch  of  the  ground  so  that  Williams  may  be  able  to  understand 
the  orders  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  him  relative  to  preparing 
for  the  defensive.  I  have  already  taken  measures  to  mobilize  my  army 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  make  the  move  you  spoke  to  me  about 
day  before  yesterday.  I  have  also  taken  measures  to  find  out  more 
about  the  concentration  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  at  Monticello.  I  do 
not  understand  why  they  assemble  there  if  a  raid  into  Tennessee  and 
Kentucky  is  intended,  as  reported.  I  hope  to  know  something  about 
their  intentions  in  a  day  or  two.  Nearly  all  the  ammunition  for  the 
4J-inch  guns,  which  Baylor  has  been  able  to  get  down,  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  now.  The  whole  will  be  used  u})  by  to-morrow  night.  I  sin¬ 
cerely  hope  the  reports  we  hear  of  the  movements  about  Mobile  may 
prove  true.

AVe  can  see  no  change  in  the  rebel  lines  during  our  demonstration, 
can  see  them  stand  to  arms  in  their  Avorks,  but  cannot  determine 
their  strength.  The  line  appears  as  well  manned  as  heretofore.  The 
rebels  re-enforced  their  skirmish  line  when  we  advanced.

A  deserter  Avho  came  in  late  this 
evening  reports  that  the  rebels  have  a  line  of  AAmrks  about  oiieniile  and  a 
quarter  in  the  rear  of  those  uoav  occupied,  to  Avhicli  they  design  falling 
back  to-night.  I  inclose  casualty  report  for  yesterday.*

The  E[ast]  P[oint]  road  comes 
back  sharply.  Casement  is  out  on  it,  inishing  toward  the  wooded  hill 
seen  from  General  HascalFs  front.  The  vedettes  on  the  extreme  right 
(Cainpbellton  road)  keep  up  a,  lively  skirmish.  The  line  of  the  C[amp- 
liellton]  road  from  Hascall’s  right  to  this  iioint  is  a  very  inetty  one  for 
a  defensive  line  if  the  flank  is  not  too  exposed.

I.  Deserters  from  the  rebel  army  required  by  standing  orders  to  be 
sent  north  of  the  Ohio  River  and  discharged,  as  well  as  refugees,  male 
and  female,  escaping  from  the  dangers  of  civil  war  at  the  South,  will, 
on  arrival  at  Cairo  or  Louisville,  be  forwarded  at  the  expense  of  the 
United  States,  if  unable  to  pay  their  own  way,  to  Cincinnati  or  Saint 
Louis  by  water,  or  to  any  point  not  over  100  miles  by  railroad. 

II.  Commanding  officers  at  Cairo  and  Louisville  will,  through  the 
agents  of  the  Christian  Commission  or  labor  agencies,  endeavor  to  put 
this  class  of  people  in  the  way  of  honest  employment  as  much  as  possible.

We  have  now  pressed  the  enemy’s  lines  from  east  around  to  East 
Point  on  the  south.  The  nature  of  ground,  with  its  artificial  defenses, 
makes  it  too  difiicult  to  assault,  and  to  reach  the  Macon  road  by  a  farther 
extension  will  be  extra  hazardous.  I  have  ordered  army  commanders 
to  prepare  for  the  following  plan:  Leave  one  corps  strongly  intrenched 
at  the  Chattahoowhee  bridge  in  charge  of  our  surplus  wagon  trains  and 
artillery ;  with  00,000  men,  reduced  to  fighting  trim,  to  make  a  circuit  of 
devastation  around  the  town,  Avith  a  radius  of  fifteen  or  twenty  miles. 
To  do  this  1  go  on  the  faith  that  the  militia  in  Atlanta  are  only  good 
for  the  defense  of  its  parapets  and  will  not  come  out.  I  Avant  a  good 
corps  commander  for  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  in  place  of  General  Pal¬ 
mer,  and  Jeff.  Davis  is  the  best  officer  in  that  corps.  I  prefer  him 
much  to  General  Brannan.  I  Avould  like  the  utmost  acthTty  to  be  kept 
up  in  Mobile  Bay,  and,  if  possible,  about  the  mouth  of  Ai^palachicola. 
Also,  to  be  assured  that  no  material  re- enforcements  have  come  here 
from  Yirginia.  If  I  should  ever  be  cut  off’ from  my  base,  look  out  for 
me  about  Saint  Mark’s,  Fla.,  or  Savannah,  Ga.

In  making  the  circuit  of  Atlanta,  as  proposed  in  my  dispatch  of 
to-day,  I  necessarily  run  some  risk.  If  there  be  any  possibility  of 
Admiral  Earragut  and  the  land  forces  of  Granger  taking  Mobile  (which 
rebel  juTSoners  noAv  report,  but  the  report  is  not  confirmed  by  Macon 
papers  of  the  llth,  which  I  have  seen),  and,  further,  of  pushing  up  to 
Montgomery,  my  best  plan  would  be  to  wait  awliile  as  noAV,  and  at  the 
proper  time  move  do AAUi  to  West  Point  and  operate  into  the  heart  of 
Georgia  from  there.  Before  cutting  loose,  as  proposed,  I  Avould  like  to 
know  the  chances  of  our  getting  the  use  of  the  Alabama  River  this 
campaign.  I  could  easily  break  up  the  railroad  back  to  Chattanooga 
and  shift  my  whole  army  down  to  West  Point  and  Columbus,  a  country 
rich  in  corn,  and  make  my  fall  campaign  from  there.  I  know  Fort 
Morgan  must  succumb  in  time.

Major-General  Sherman  : 

Ko  division  or  brigade  has  gone  from  here  west,  and  I  shall  endeavor 
to  keep  the  enemy  busy  that  none  will  go.  The  great  danger  has 
been  of  trooiis  going  from  Lee  to  join  Early  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley. 
I  attempted  a  surprise  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  last  night  with  the 
hoi^e  of  getting  near  to  Eichmond  and  getting  cavalry  on  their  railroads 
on  that  side  of  the  river.  The  enemy  were  found  fortified,  and  their 
works  manned  by  a  division  of  LongstreeCs  corps,  which  I  supxiosed 
had  gone  to  join  Early.  The  great  danger  you  have  to  apprehend  is 
from  Kirby  Smith  getting  his  men  across  the  Mississixipi.  The  move 
you  x)ropose  is  a  little  hazardous,  but  I  believe  it  will  succeed.  If 
you  do  not  force  the  enemy  out  to  fight,  you  will  easily  get  back  to  your 
base.  Our  move  to-day  has  resulted  in  the  capture  of  0  pieces  of 
artillery  and  some  xirisoners,  and  probably  the  killing  and  wounding  of 
500  or  GOO  of  the  enemy.  In  killed  and  wounded  our  loss  will  xn  obably 
reach  400.

Captain  :  I  have  to  report  that  the  shells  fired  from  the  heavy  guns, 
with  but  few  exceptions,  exploded  in  the  city.  Tlie  shells  fired  from  a 
battery,  I  think  on  General  Ward’s  line,  exiiloded  in  front,  above,  and 
to  rear  of  the  enemy’s  works  south  and  distant  from  station  two  miles 
and  a  half.  The  men  in  these  works  confined  themselves  closely  all 
day  to  their  bomb-proofs.  In  a  direction  10  degrees  west  of  south,  and 
distant  three  miles  and  a  half,  the  enemy  were  working  on  a  fort  all 
day.  This  evening  heard  rumbling  in  direction  of  the  city  as  if  the  cars 
were  running  in.  Considerable  firing,  both  artillery  and  musketry,  on 
right  this  evening.

Statement  of  J.  B.  Jordan.,  Captain  Company  6r,  Thirty-sixth  Alabama 

Infantry.,  C.  S.  Army. 

Headquarters  Department  of  the  Cumberland, 

Office  Provost-Marshal-General, 

Near  Atlanta,  Ga.,  August  14,  1864. 

Captain  Jordan  says  he  came  into  our  lines  of  his  own  accord  yester¬ 
day  evening.  His  regiment  belongs  to  Holtzclaw’s  brigade,  Clayton’s 
division,  of  Lee’s  corps,  numbers  about  250  men,  and  is  the  strongest 
regiment  in  the  brigade.  Says  their  division  is  about  2,500  strong,  is  in 
front  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  the  left  resting  on  the  Sandtown  road 
and  the  right  a  little  to  the  left,  in  front  of  General  E.  W.  Johnson’s 
headquarters.  Brigadier- Generals  Stovall,  Baker,  Holtzclaw,  and  Gib¬ 
son  are  the  brigade  commanders  and  are  in  position  from  right  to  left  in 
the  order  named.  Holtzclaw  and  Baker  have  Alabama  troops;  Gibson 
has  Louisiana  troops,  and  his  is  counted  the  best  fighting  brigade  in  the 
corps;  Stovall  has  Georgia  troops,  and  his  men  are  very  much  demoral¬ 
ized,  won’t  fight,  and  are  constantly  deserting.  Clayton’s  division  is 
on  the  left  of  the  corps  (Lee’s).  Hindman’s  division,  now  commanded 
by  General  Brown,  of  Tennessee,  is  in  the  center,  and  Stevenson’s  is  on 
the  right.  Thinks  their  division,  Clayton’s,  is  fully  as  strong  as  either 
of  the  others.  All  the  regiments  of  their  corps  are  very  much  extended, 
in  many  iilaces  the  line  being  one  rank  and  the  men  three  feet  apart.  Gib¬ 
son’s  brigade,  the  left  flank  of  their  division,  is  one  rank,  with  no 
reserves,  and  covers  at  least  half  a  mile.  Has  not  been  to  the  left  of 
their  army  and  can  give  no  particulars  about  position  of  troops  there, 
except  that  Hardee’s  corps  (except  Cheatham’s  division)  is  on  the  left 
of  Lee’s,  and  holds  the  left  flank  of  the  army;  thinks  the  extreme  left  is 
near  the  river.  Stewart’s  corps  is  on  Lee’s  right;  says  Stewart’s  divis¬ 
ions  are  much  stronger  than  theirs;  when  he  first  came  to  them  at 
Eesaca  some  of  his  regiments  numbered  1,500  men ;  thinks  the  right  of 
Stewart’s  corps  is  about  half  a  mile  from  the  Augusta  railroad.  The 
militia  are  on  SteAvart’s  right,  and  are  about  5,000  or  G,000  strong. 
Cheatham’s  division,  of  Hardee’s  corps,  holds  the  right  flank  of  the 
army  and  pickets  the  front  of  the  militia;  thinks  Cheatham’s  diAusion 
is  about  3,000  strong.  Does  not  know  of  any  reserves  in  rear  of  the  line 
at  any  point,  and  is  pretty  confident  that  there  are  none.  No  re-en¬ 
forcements  have  been  received  except  militia  and  men  from  convalescent 
camps  and  hospitals;  says  a  large  number  of  men  have  been  added  to 
the  army  from  these  sources;  thinks  the  aggregate  number  since  Hood 
has  been  in  command,  including  cooks,  teamsters,  and  other  detailed 
men,  will  reach  15,000  men.  His  own  company,  Jordan’s,  numbered  11 
men  at  Kenesaw,  and  yesterday  mustered  34  guns ;  has  received  12  men 
since  the  fight  on  the  22d.  All  he  can  say  about  the  cavalry  is  that  it 
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is  on  the  flanks;  says  Wheeler’s  command  uiiinbers  25,000  men;  has  not 
heard  of  any  raid  contemplated  by  him.  The  whole  army  is  said  to  be 
75,000  men.  With  regard  to  its  morale  Captain  Jordan  says  it  is 
greatly  demoralized,  both  officers  and  men  feel  that  they  are  whipx)ed. 
The  officers  will  not  acknowledge  it,  but  the  men  feel  that  there  is  no 
longer  any  chance  of  success,  and,  although  they  will  fight  desi)erately 
if  attacked  in  their  works,  they  would  refuse  to  make  a  general  charge ; 
says  he  is  confident  that  if  the  men  could  be  made  to  know  how  they 
would  be  treated  after  coming  over  the  majority  of  Hood’s  soldiers 
would  desert  him,  and  that  if  the  practice  of  tlie  picket-lines  agreeing 
to  a  truce  for  a  few  hours  at  a  time  Avas  encouraged  a  great  many  men 
would  desert  them  every  day.  Their  men  have  great  confidence  in  the 
honor  of  our  soldiers,  and  a  proposition  to  cease  firing  is  at  once 
accepted.  It  was  during  one  of  these  armistices  along  the  picket-lines 
that  he  questioned  our  pickets  as  to  the  kind  of  treatment  he  would 
receive  in  case  he  deserted,  and  was  told  he  would  be  sent  North.  Their 
men  are  taught  to  believe  that  the  GoA^ernment  would  force  them  into 
the  army  as  soon  as  they  came  over;  says  he  has  been  looking  for  an 
opportunity  to  desert  during  the  Avhole  campaign  and  improved  the 
first  opportunity  after  being  assured  that  he  Avould  be  sent  North  and 
allowed  to  stay  there.  Since  the  20th  of  July  only  about  one-quarter 
rations  have  been  issued.  There  are  no  supplies  of  any  kind  in  Atlanta. 
They  are  shipped  from  below  as  they  are  needed  by  the  troops,  tAvo  or 
three  days’  supply  being  issued  at  a  time.  The  ration  consists  of  bacon 
and  corn  bread  and  occasionally  beef;  has  often  seen  his  men  eat  a 
day’s  supply  at  a  meal  and  then  not  be  satisfied.  Officers  draAV  rations 
with  their  men.  The  supply  of  ammunition  is  very  small;  men  are 
ordered  not  to  fire  when  upon  picket  duty  or  when  acting  as  sharp¬ 
shooters  unless  sure  of  their  mark,  and  Avhenever  an  assault  is  ordered 
or  an  attack  expected  an  order  is  issued  cautioning  the  men  to  be  saving 
of  the  cartridges.  Our  artillery  is  often  not  replied  to  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  ammunition.  One-third  of  the  men  in  the  trenches  are  kept 
up  all  night,  and  at  3  o’clock  the  whole  force  is  ordered  under  arms 
until  daylight. 

Captain  Jordan  describes  the  breast- Avorks  as  being  A-ery  strong,  and 
protected  by  abatis  constructed  with  great  care  and  extending  along 
the  Avhole  line;  thinks  the  weakest  part  of  the  line  is  that  portion  held 
by  the  militia.  The  works  there  are  the  same,  and  Avere  constructed  by 
old  troops,  but  the  militia  will  not  stand;  does  not  know  Avhat  damage 
was  done  to  the  railroad  by  Stoneman,  but  learned  that  all  bridges  south 
of  Macon  for  a  distance  of  thirty  miles  Avere  burned,  together  with  some 
engines  and  cars  at  or  near  Griswold  Station ;  states  that  one  of  his 
men  who  was  sick  at  Montgomery  came  over  the  Atlanta  and  West 
Point  Railroad,  and  that  about  three  miles  at  each  end  of  the  break  Avas 
repaired.  Parties  Avere  employed  repairing  the  road  at  each  end  of  the 
break.  Has  not  heard  anything  in  regard  to  the  Augusta  railroad, 
whether  it  is  beiug  repaired  or  not.  States  that  supplies  are  scattered 
from  Atlanta  to  Macon,  no  great  quantity  at  any  one  point.

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Statement  of  William  McNabh  {citizen). 


Office  Provost-Mafshal-General, 

Department  of  the  Cumberland, 

Near  Atlanta^  Ga..,  August  14 ,  1864. 

Says  he  is  a  citizen  of  Dalton,  Ga.;  has  been  in  tlie  employ  of  the 
Confederate  Government  on  the  Western  and  Atlantic  E  abroad  for 
three  years;  has  been  at  Griswold  Station  with  rolling-stock  of  the 
road.  Came  through  Atlanta  and  Decatur  day  before  yesterday. 
States  that  on  the  Central  road  General  Stoneman  burned  all  the 
bridges,  trestles,  depot  buildings  and  Government  store  houses  between 
Macon  and  Mclntire  Station,  a  distance  of  sixty  miles;  did  not  disturb 
the  track.  A  large  lot  of  quartermaster’s  stores,  which  had  been  sent 
from  Griswold  to  Gordon  Station,  were  burned  at  that  station,  together 
with  4  trains,  4  engines,  and  about  50  cars,  which  were  standing  on  the 
side  track  at  Gordon  and  Griswold.  The  first  trestle  south  of  Macon 
has  been  rebuilt  and  others  are  being  framed  at  Milieu  Station,  ten 
miles  from  Macon.  Does  not  know  whether  the  Atlanta  and  West 
Point  Eoad  is  being  repaired  or  not.  Says  he  was  in  Augusta  hist  Sun¬ 
day,  August  7.  A  bridge  is  being  framed  at  Augusta  to  replace  the  one 
destroyed  over  the  Alcova  Eiver.  Saw  workmen  clearing  ofi‘  the  timber 
and  apparently  getting  ready  to  rebuild  the  bridge  destroyed  across 
the  Yellow  Eiver.  Learned  from  railroad  men  and  workmen  at  Alcova 
Station  that  the  road  would  be  repaired  as  far  as  Covington.  Did  not 
see  or  hear  of  any  bridge  being  built  over  Yellow  Eiver.  Says  they 
were  looking  for  another  raid.  XJnderstood  that  about  2,000  of 
Wheeler’s  command  started  from  Covington  last  week  on  a  raid  in  our 
rear;  was  told  this  by  citizens  near  Jonesborough.

The  officer  I  sent  to  the  right  reports  three  strong  batteries  along 
the  edge  of  the  woods  near  East  Point,  all  looking  down  the  valley 
toward  Hascall’s  position.  The  one  most  to  our  right  is  where  you  saw 
the  enemy  working  day  before  yesterday.  The  others  are  visible  from 
a  point  on  the  Campbellton  road,  a  few  hundred  yards  west  of  Avhere 
you  were.  The  batteries  are  connected  by  infantry  parapets,  Avhich, 
however,  are  not  visible  south  or  west  of  the  left  battery.  Probably 
the  line  there  bends  southeast  through  the  woods.  A  large  force  is 
working  on  each  battery ;  but  very  few  men  are  seen  elsewhere.  There 
has  been  no  indication  of  movement  of  troops  there  to-dav.

General  :  In  accordance  with  the  desire  expressed  by  you  yesterday 
to  General  Thomas,  General  Howard,  and  myself,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  plan  of  operations,  having  for  its  object  to  compel 
the  enemy  to  abandon  his  works  about  Atlanta  and  give  battle  on  equal 
terms  or  retreat  below  East  Point.  The  plan  which  suggests  itself  to 
me  is  but  a  modification  and  extension  of  the  one  followed  up  to  this 
time.  The  proposed  modification  to  consist  of  a  more  rapid,  continuous, 
and  systematic  transfer  of  corps  from  left  to  right,  and  a  temporary 
abandonment  of  our  base.  The  transfer  may  be  made  by  one  corps, 
or,  probably  better,  two  corps  at  a  timej  the  movement  to  be  repeated 
daily  until  the  object  shall  be  gained.  One  corps  should  at  all  times 
be  kept  in  reserve  upon  the  right  to  meet  an  attack,  this  corps  going 
into  position  the  moment  the  next  one  arrives  to  take  its  place  as  re¬ 
serve.  Or,  if  the  movement  be  made  two  corps  at  a  time,  the  reserve 
corps  of  the  preceding  day  and  one  of  the  newly  arrived  corps  can  go 
into  position  each  day.  It  is  my  opinion  that  this  movement  can  be 
made  so  rapidly  as  to  reach  and  control  the  Macon  railroad  in  from 
three  to  five  days,  after  which  the  road  can  be  so  thoroughly  destroyed 
as  to  be  no  longer  available  to  the  enemy.  The  same  would,  of  course, 
be  true  of  the  West  Point  road.  If,  contrary  to  my  belief,  the  enemy 
should  prolong  his  lines  so  rapidly  as  to  previmt  our  reaching  the  Macon 
road  by  simple  extension  of  our  line,  he  will  at  least  be  drawn  far  away 
from  Atlanta,  and  his  lines  so  rapidly  constructed  will  often  run  through 
open  fields  Avhere  abatis  cannot  be  constructed  in  so  short  a  time.  There 
will  then  be  two  alternatives  left  us:  one  to  break  the  imperfect  lines 
near  the  enemy’s  left  flank,  and  the  other  to  draw  one  or  two  corps  from 
our  left,  as  if  to  continue  the  movement  to  the  right  and  send  them 
rapidly  by  a  short  circuit  to  the  left  and  seize  Atlanta,  or  some  more 
convenient  point  of  the  enemy’s  abandoned  lines.  The  enemy  must 
keep  all  of  his  small  veteran  force  concentrated  upon  his  left  to  prevent 
our  success  in  the  first  movement,  in  which  case  the  latter  will  be 
entirely  practicable.  My  conviction  of  the  feasibility  of  this  plan  is  the 
result  of  continued  observation  and  experience  during  almost  the  entire 
campaign.  There  has,  I  believe,  been  no  time  when  if  our  movements 
from  one  flank  to  the  other  had  been  follow^ed  up  as  rapidly  as  the  troops 
could  have  been  transferred  and  got  into  position  success  would  not  have 
been  speedy  and  certain. 

To  carry  out  this  plan  the  troops  along  the  road  below  Etowah  should 
be  concentrated  at  Marietta  or  other  point  to  guard  such  stores  as  are 
not  carried  with  the  troops,  and  other  points  of  the  railroad  abandoned. 
The  nioveinent  can  be  commenced  with  supplies  enough  for  tw^enty 
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days.  If  the  enemy  detach  force  enough  to  capture  Marietta  we  can¬ 
not  fail  to  turn  his  flank  and  destroy  his  army  and  still  have  on  hand 
ten  days’  supplies.  The  crossing  at  Sandtown  can  be  controlled  with 
the  left  of  the  army  resting  on  lower  Utoy  (our  present  right),  and  I 
think  the  plan  cannot  require  any  farther  movement  to  the  right.  The 
enemy  will  hardly  venture  to  send  infantry  across  the  Chattahoochee 
while  we  have  possession  of  Sandtown.  Our  trains  between  Utoy  and 
Camp  Creek  will  be  quite  secure,  and  need  be  no  incumbrance  in  this 
movement.  In  a  rapid  prolongation  of  our  lines  we  have  great  advan¬ 
tage  over  the  enemy  in  this :  All  our  troops  are  veterans,  while,  proba¬ 
bly,  more  than  half  of  his  are  militia.  He  must  coneentrate  his  vet¬ 
erans  to  meet  each  movement,  and  then  after  he  has  intrenched  his 
extended  line  his  veterans  must  be  relieved  by  militia  and  prepared  to 
meet  the  next  movement.  On  this  account  it  would  probably  be  best 
to  move  two  cor])S  at  a  time,  as  it  would  require  all  of  the  enemy’s  avail¬ 
able  veterans  to  meet  this  force.  It  is  hardly  possible  that  the  enemy 
can  endure  three  such  battles,  as  he  can  thus  be  compelled  to  fight 
in  as  many  consecutive  days. 

In  case  this  plan  should  be  adopted,  even  in  its  main  features,  I 
would  suggest  that  in  the  first  movement  Greneral  Thomas  put  his  two 
corps  in  on  the  right  of  the  Fourteenth,  leaving  mine  in  reserve,  as  it 
virtually  is  now,  and  let  me  make  the  next  move  on  his  right,  or  even 
on  the  right  of  General  Howard,  if  that  be  preferred.  This  will  bring 
General  Thomas’  three  corps  together  and  allow  mine  to  take  a  more 
hazardous  part  (if  not  more  important  one)  in  a  movement  which  I 
recommend. 

I  would  also  suggest  as  a  matter  of  detail  what  I  consider  an  improve¬ 
ment  upon  the  prevalent  mode  of  making  such  movements,  viz,  that  in¬ 
stead  of  gradually  unfolding  from  the  flank  of  the  corps  alreadyin  position, 
the  corps  moving  in  detach  itself  a  mile  or  so  from  the  flank  and  march 
in  strong  order  of  battle  directly  upon  the  point  to  be  gained.  In  the 
comparatively  open  country  to  our  present  right  tliis  method  will  be 
entirely  practicable  and  much  more  rapid  and  decisive  than  the  preva¬ 
lent  method.  I  feel  confident  that  this  plan  ought  to  succeed,  and  its 
hazards  appear  less  to  me  than  any  other  that  promises  success.  Yet 
I  suggest  it  with  diflidence,  and  do  not  feel  at  all  sure  that  it  is  as  good 
a  plan  as  that  suggested  by  you  yesterday,  though  the  latter  seems 
very  difficult  of  execution.  I  am  carefully  considering  the  details  of 
movement  involved  in  your  plan,  and  will  give  you  my  views  as  soon 
as  possible.  Meanwhile  I  am  i)reparing  the  position  I  now  occupy  as 
a  pivot  on  which  the  first  portion  of  that  movement  can  be  made.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  for  to¬ 
day:  Lieutenant  Fish,  one  of  my  officers,  went  to  observation  station 
early  in  the  morning  and  reports  as  follows :  I  found  everything  as 
before,  with  one  exception,  viz,  a  casemated  fort  for  two  guns  is  being 
erected  at  the  right  (enemy’s  right)  and  in  rear  of  six-gun  fort.  Three 
trains  of  cars  arrived  at  Atlanta  during  the  day :  No.  1 ,  of  four  platform 
and  two  box-cars,  used  as  a  construction  train  j  No.  2,  of  four  iias- 
seuger  and  live  freight  cars;  No.  3,  of  fifteen  freight  cars,  doors  closed; 
could  not  see  with  what  loaded,  or  whether  loaded  or  not.  Train  ran 
slow;  engine  appeared  to  be  working  hard.

That  a  captured  prisoner  reports  the  force  to  consist  of  6,000  men  under  General 
Wheeler,  with  ten  pieces  of  artillery,  and  that  the  party  capturing  the  cattle  were 
2,000  strong,  with  two  pieces  artillery,  and  that  their  main  force  is  pushing  still 
farther  north. 

I  cannot  get  any  reliable  information,  but  do  not  think  there  is  more 
than  1,000  or  1,500.  I  understand  further  that  the  telegraph  operators 
at  Eesaca  and  Calhoun  heard  a  message  from  a  colonel  at  Dalton  to 
General  Steedman,  stating  that  the  rebels  had  demanded  the  surrender 
of  that  i)lace.

Following  received  from  Colonel  Eaum,  at  Eesaca : 


I  can  now  give  yon  particulars  of  the  Dalton  affair.  Tlie  town  was  sieged  about 
6  p.  m.  yesterday.  Colonel  Laiboldt  occupied  tbe  fort  and  declined  to  surrender. 
Early  tbis  morning  General  Steedman  arrived  there  with  one  New  York  and  one  Ohio 
regiment  and  six  companies  of  negro  troops,  and  immediately  attacked  the  enemy, 
aiul  after  four  hours’  lighting  drove  them  toward  Spring  Place.  The  enemy’s  loss 
heavy.  We  are  collecting  the  dead  and  wounded.  Colonel  Laiboldt  expects  another 
attack.  The  enemy  supposed  to  be  6,000  strong,  with  two  batteries.  I  had  two 
companies  at  the  water-tank,  one  mile  and  three-quarters  south  of  Dalton.  They 
were  attacked  at  daylight  this  morning,  and  after  four  hours’  lighting  surrendered. 
The  railroad  is  destroyed  from  the  tank  north  to  Dalton.  The  enemy  still  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Tilton.  General  Smith,  with  2,000  men,  is  duo  here  at  11  o’clock. 
The  cavalry  at  Calhoun,  I  think,  should  be  ordered  to  this  place  to-night.

General  :  I  liave  tlie  honor  to  submit  the  following  plan  for  the 
withdrawal  of  my  troops  from  the  left,  and  concentrating  them  on  the 
right,  and  at  the  same  time  place  the  Twentieth  Corps  in  the  fortifica¬ 
tions  at  the  railroad  bridge. 

First.  Have  all  the  wagons  that  are  to  be  taken  with  the  troops  moved 
over  to  the.  right,  and  parked  in  some  secure  position.  Then,  early  in 
the  evening,  about  8  o’clock,  move  General  Stanley’s  entire  force  from 
the  intrenchinents,  and  mass  them  on  advantageous  ground  somewhere 
about  the  Meyer  house.  This  will  enable  General  Stanley  to  cover  the 
retirement  of  the  Twentieth  Corps,  which  should  be  able  to  commence 
its  movement  by  12  o’clock  at  night.  About  2  a.  m.  both  General  Stan¬ 
ley’s  and  General  Williams’  pickets  might  be  withdrawn.  General  Stan¬ 
ley’s  pickets  taking  post  in  front  of  his  line,  near  the  Meyer  house,  and 
General  Williams’  pickets  covering  his  march  to  the  river.  General 
Garrard’s  cavalry  should  preserve  its  position  on  the  extreme  left,  and 
look  out  for  the  flank  during  the  movement  of  the  two  corps,  commencing 
to  fall  back  when  General  Staidey’s  pickets  move,  and  so  conduct  his 
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movement  as  to  place  liis  troops  between  General  Williams’  skirmishers 
and  the  enemy  if  General  Williams  is  pursued.  General  Garrard 
should  maintain  his  position  until  General  Williams  has  reached  ms 
position  at  the  bridge  and  adjusted  his  troops. 

Second.  General  Widiams  having  adjusted  his  troops  to  cover  the 
railroad  bridge,  General  Garrard  should  move  by  the  right  and  place 
himself  on  the  right  and  rear  of  General  Howard  to  protect  his  flank. 
After  General  Williams  has  passed  toward  the  river  General  Stanley 
could  continue  his  march  and  go  into  camp  behind  and  near  the  extreme 
right.  If  possible  General  Stanley  should  reach  the  position  on  the 
extreme  right  the  first  day,  as  it  would  enable  his  troops  to  have  the 
whole  of  the  second  day  to  rest. 

Third.  In  continuance  of  the  movements  for  the  concentration  of  the 
army,  the  second  day  General  Howard  could  move  from  his  x>osition  on 
the  left  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  and  place  his  troops  on  the  extreme 
right  as  you  design,  and  the  Fourteenth  Corps  shift  its  position  from 
the  left  to  the  riglit  of  General  Schofield’s  corps,  and  in  front  of  the 
Fourth  Corps  or  on  its  right  flank.  This  Avill  place  the  troops  in  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  order  in  which  you  designed  moving  them,  with  General 
Garrard’s  cavalry  on  the  left  flank.

He  says  he  knows 
the  strength  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  on  our  left — a  brigade  or  division 
behind  breast- works,  and  with  their  horses  in  rear.  That  he  sends 
scouts,  a  comj)any  or  more,  to  Decatur,  and  even  below  it.  The  i)iekets 
of  the  enemy  and  reserves  fall  back  to  main  line.  That  Colonel  Long, 
with  brigade  and  two  pieces  of  artillery,  went  beyond  Decatur,  and 
could  not  draw  rebel  cavalry  from  support  of  their  infan trj^  He  thinks 
that  one  brigade  will  obtain  as  much  information  as  a  division.  That 
if  the  object  is  to  attack  the  remaining  cavalry  he  should  go  toward 
Covington,  where  it  is  said  they  have  their  broken-doMui  horses.  If  the 
object  is  to  break  the  Macon  road,  with  his  knowledge  of  the  country 
and  roads,  he  would  avoid  the  flank  of  the  enemy  near  Atlanta  and 
strike  the  road  quickly.  He  represents  the  country  as  affording  noth¬ 
ing  for  man  or  horse.  Would  not  our  trains  be  in  danger  if  Garrard’s 
entire  division  should  go,  with  brigade  or  division  of  rebel  cavalry  in 
front  of  our  left?  I  told  General  G[arrard]  I  would  represent  the  ease 
to  General  Thomas  at  an  early  hour  and  let  him  know.

Saturday  night  last  I  threw  the  Second  and  Tenth  Corps,  with  a 
division  of  cavalry,  to  the  north  of  the  James  Kiver,  for  the  purpose  of 
employing  the  enemy  and  keeping  him  from  sending  off  any  of  his 
forces,  and  to  make  him  recall  some  from  the  Shenandoah  Yalley,  if  I 
could.  We  have  kept  him  constantly  occupied  since,  and  prisoners  re¬ 
port  with  very  heavy  loss.  Two  general  officers  have  been  killed  and 
their  bodies  left  in  our  hands.  I  shall  keep  the  enemy  so  employed 
that  he  will  not  send  troops  to  Atlanta.

(rENERAL:  It  occurs  to  Flic  tluit  ])rcliiiiinaiy  to  a  futiiiF*  report  of  tlie 
history  of  this  caiii])ai^ii,  I  sliouhl  record  certain  facts  of  great  i)ersoiial 
iiitei’est  to  officers  of  tliis  coininaiid. 

(leiieral  McPhersoFi  was  killed  by  the  iimsketiy  hre  at  the  begiiiiiiFig 
of  the  battle  of  JffI.v  22.  He  had  iFi  ])erson  selected  the  ground  foF*  his 
troops,  coFistituting  the  left  wing  of  the  army,  1  being  in  i)ersoii  with 
the  center,  Genei'al  Schotield.  Tlie  FiiomeFit  the  iFiformation  reached 
me  I  sent  one  of  my  vstaffi  to  aiiFionnce  the  fact  to  General  John  A.  Lo¬ 
gan,  the  senioi-  ofhcer  present  with  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  with 
general  instructions  to  FiiaiFitaiFi  the  gi'ouFid  chosen  by  General  Mc¬ 
Pherson  if  iFossible,  biFt  if  pressed  too  hard  to  refuse  his  left  flank,  but 
at  all  events  to  hold  tlm  railroad  and  main  Decatur  road;  that  I  did 
not  propose  to  move  or  gaiFi  groiFFul  by  that  flank,  but  rather  by  the 
right,  and  that  1  wanted  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to  fight  it  out  un¬ 
aided.  Genera]  Logan  admirably  conceived  Fny  orders  and  executed 
them,  and  if  he  gave  ground  off  the  left  of  the  SeveFFteenth  Corps,  it 
was  pF’operly  doFie  l)y  Fuy  orders,  but  he  held  a  certaiFi  hill  by  the  riglit 
division  of  the  SeveFiteeFith  Corps,  the  oFily  ground  ofi  that  line  the 
possessioFi  of  Avhich  by  off  eFFeiiFy  woiFld  have  damaged  ffs  l)y  giviFFg  a 
F^everse  flF*e  off  the  reFiFabider  of  the  tF*oops.  GeiFeral  LogaFF  foFFght  that 
battle  OFFt  as  recpFiFed  uFiaided,  save  by  a  SFnall  brigade  seFit  by  Fny  or¬ 
ders  fi'OFn  GeFieral  Schotield  to  the  DecatiFF-  road  Avell  to  the  rear,  wheF*e 
it  was  reported  th(‘  eFunny’s  cavaby  had  got  iFito  the  towFF  of  DecatiFF- 
aFFd  was  operating  directly  on  tln^  Fcai-  of  Logan,  but  that  brigade  was 
not  distFFF-bed,  ami  was  replaced  that  night  by  a  part  of  the  Fifteenth 
CoF-ps,  next  to  GencF-al  Schofield,  and  Genei’a!  SchofiehPs  brigade 
bF*ought  back,  so  as  to  be  kept  togethei-  on  its  own  line. 

General  Logan  managed  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  well  duF-ing  his 
command,  and  it  may  be  that  an  unfair  infcF’ence  might  be  di-awn  to  his 
prejiFdice,  because^  he  did  not  suc(*eed  to  the  iieF-manent  command.  1 
was  forced  to  choose  a  commandei-,  not  only  tor  the  aiany  in  the  field, 
but  of  the  Dejiartment  of  the  Tennessee,  covei’ing  a  vast  extent  of 
couFFtry  with  ti'oo])s  nuFch  disjFersed.  It  was  a  delicate  and  difficFFlt  task, 
aFFd  I  gave  preference  to  Maj.  Gen.  O.  O.  Howai-d,  then  iiF  commaFFd 
of  the  FoiFrth  ArFny  Corps  iiF  the  DepartmeFFt  of  the  CiFmbeFiaFFd.  Iff- 
stead  of  giving  FFFy  reasons  1  iirefer  that  the  wisdom  of  the  choice  be 
left  to  the  test  of  time.  The  President  kindly  ratified  nFy  choice,  and  I 
am  willing  to  assFFine  the  res])onsibility.  I  meaFFt  ffo  disrespect  to  any 
officer,  aiFd  hereby  de(il are  that  General  LogaiF  SFFbmitted  with  the  grace 
and  dignity  of  a  soldier,  geFFtlemaFF,  and  patriot,  F-esFuned  the  command 
of  his  corps  projFer  (Fifteenth),  aiFd  enjoys  the  love  and  respect  of  ffis 
army  and  his  commanders. 

It  so  happeiFed  that  on  the  28th  of  JrFly  I  had  agaiFF  thrown  the  saiFFe 
aiany  to  the  extreFiFe  right,  the  exposed  flank,  where  the  enemy  repeated 
the  saFne  maneFFver,  stFaking  in  mass  the  extreme  coF’ps  deployed  in  line 
aFFd  refiFsed  as  a  flaiFk  (the  Fifteenth,  Major-GeiFeral  LogaiF),  aiFd  he- 
commanded  in  person.  General  HowaFxl  and  myself  beiiFg  iFear,  and  that 
coF-iFs,  as  heretofore  reported,  repiFlsed  the  rebel  arFFFy  comjFletely,  and 
FFext  day  advanced  and  occiFpied  the  grouFFd  foFFght  over  aiFd  the  road 
the  enemy  soFFgiit  to  cover.  General  Howard,  who  had  that  very  day 
assumed  his  ffcxv  command,  une(]Fii vocally  gave  GeneF-al  Logan  all  the 
credit  iiossible,  and  I  also  beg  to  add  my  uiFcpialified  admiration  of  the 
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bravery,  skill,  and,  more  yet,  good  sense  that  intlnenced  him  to  bear  a 
natural  disappointment  and  do  his  whole  duty  like  a  man.  If  I  could 
bestow  on  him  substantial  reward  it  would  afford  me  unalloyed 
satisfaction,  but  1  do  believe,  in  the  consciousness  of  acts  done  from 
noble  impulses  and  gracefidly  admitted  by  his  superiors  in  autfiority,  he 
will  be  contented.  He  already  holds  the  highest  known  (commission  in 
the  army,  and  it  is  hard  to  say  how  we  can  better  manifest  our  applause. 

At  the  time  of  Cxeneral  Howard’s  selection,  Maior-General  Hooker 
commaiuled  the  Twentieth  Army  Corps  in  the  Army  of  the  C’umber- 
land,  made  up  for  his  special  accommo(lation  out  of  the  old  Eleventh  and 
Twelfth  Corps,  whereby  General  Slocum  was  deprived  of  his  corps  com¬ 
mand.  Both  the  law  and  i)ractice  are  and  have  been  to  fill  vacancies 
in  the  higher  army  commands  by  selection.  Bank  or  dates  of  commis¬ 
sion  have  not  controlled,  nor  am  I  aware  that  any  reflection  can  be  in¬ 
ferred  unless  the  junior  be  ])laced  immediately  over  the  scmior,  but  in 
this  case  General  Hooker’s  command  was  in  no  manner  disturbed. 
General  Howard  was  not  ]nit  over  him,  but  in  charge  of  a  distinct  and 
separate  army.  No  indignity  was  offered  nor  intended,  and  I  must 
say  that  General  Hooker  was  not  justified  in  retiring.  At  all  events  had 
he  spoken  or  written  to  me  I  would  have  made  every  explanation  and 
concession  he  could  have  expected,  but  could  not  have  changed  my 
course,  because  then,  as  now,  1  believe  I  did  right  and  for  the  good  of  our 
country  and  cause.  As  a  matter  of  justice  General  Slocum,  having  been 
displaced  by  the  consolidation,  was  deemed  by  General  Thomas  as  en¬ 
titled  to  the  vacancy  created  by  General  Hooker’s  voluntary  withdrawal 
and  has  received  it.

General  Thomas: 

General  Schofield  reports  that  General  Kilpatrick  did  not  find  the 
enemy^s  cavalry  at  his  old  camp  at  Mount  Gilead  Church;  but  I  don’t 
know  where  that  church  is.  It  is  manifest  that  all  the  efficient  cavalry 
of  the  enemy  is  to  our  rear.  They  Avill  tear  up  all  the  road  beyond 
Cartersville;  but  I  think  Wheeler  has  been  driven  off  toward  East 
Tennessee,  and  trust  that  General  John  E.  Smith  will  return  to  Car¬ 
tersville;  he  has  cars  enough.  There  are  three  regiments  and  eight 
guns  at  Allatoona  and  Etowah  bridge,  and  1  have  ordered  General 
McArthur  to  send  any  re-enforcements  he  can  spare,  and  call  on  us  to 
replace  them  at  Marietta.  I  do  think  our  cavalry  should  now  break 
the  Macon  road  good.  If  we  can  save  our  rations  at  Marietta  and  Al¬ 
latoona,  and  break  the  Macon  road  for  many  miles,  we  can  wait  as  long 
as  Hood.  What  say  you  to  letting  General  Kilpatrick  have  two  of 
General  Garrard’s  brigades,  and  then  to  strike  across  to  the  Macon 
road  and  tear  it  up  good?  He  has  scouted  the  country  now  and  knows 
it,  and  can  act  with  confidence  and  due  caution.  General  Schofield  is 
well  on  that  flank  and  makes  a  good  cover.  I  like  the  plan  better  than 
to  send  General  Garrard  up  to  Cartersville,  for  the  enemy  will  simply 
run  off,  but  General  Kilpatrick,  with  two  good  brigades,  can  reach 
across  to  the  Macon  road  about  Rough  and  Ready,  and  tear  up  about 
six  or  eight  miles  by  to-morrow  night  or  next  dav.

Drove  Ross’  brigade,  of 
Jackson’s  division,  out  of  his  cain]),  situated  on  Caiiii)  Creek,  about  three 
miles  from  the  railroad,  ami  went  into  camp  late  last  evening  near  that 
I)oint.  I  marclied  at  an  early  hour  this  morning,  crossing  Camp  Creek, 
and  moved  to  attack  Jackson’s  division,  said  to  be  situated  on  Camp 
Creek  road,  near  East  Point,  but  1  was  unable  to  tind  any  force  of  the 
enemy.  1  scouted  the  entire,  conn  try  between  Camp  Creek  and  the  rail¬ 
road  to  within  one  mile  and  a  half  of  East  Point.  1  was  informed  that  the 
enemy  had  here  a  considerable  force  of  infantry,  and  a  part  of  Jackson’s 
division  of  cavalry,  dismounted  and  in  the  trenches.  The  enemy  seemed 
to  make  but  little  or  no  effort  to  prevent  me  from  reaching  the  railroad 
at  any  point  below  East  Point  Station.  I  infer  from  this  that  the  road 
is  to  be  abandoned.  The  enemy’s  cavalry  has  certaiidy  all  been  with¬ 
drawn  from  this  portion  of  his  line  save  two  brigades,  of  Jackson’s 
division,  which  force  is  not  at  all  formidable.  You  will  see  by  the  ac¬ 
companying  sketch*  that  if  1  am  able  to  maintain  the  line  of  pickets 
Hidicated,  the  enemy’s  lines  will  be  very  much  contracted  and  both  rail¬ 
roads  exposed  to  raids  from  this  point.

I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  if  a  new  line  of  picket-posts  is  established 
from  the  right  of  our  lines  to  the  river,  my  ificket-lines  on  Utoy  Creek 
will  not  be  needed,  and  I  can  bring  these  companies  on  picket  up  to 
the  new  line.  This  line  Avill  pjrobably  be  the  road  we  are  now  on,  from 
the  river  to  these  cross-roads.  From  here  to  the  right  of  our  lines  it  will 
probably  be  back  from  it.

Major:  I  liave  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  rf‘ceii)t  of  the  letter  of 
Major-deneral  Scliofield,  and  to  inform  liim  that  I  communicated  to 
Brigadier-Cfeneral  Kilpatrick  his  message  to  him  by  letter  this  evening. 
There  was  no  enemy  found  at  the  camp  where  tliey  were  found  last 
night.  To-day  my  division  was  jiosted  across  the  road  leading  to  At¬ 
lanta,  my  outposts  occupying  the  same  ground  tliey  did  the  day  I  was 
protecting  the  right  flank  of  General  Cox’s  division.  I  will  not  be  able 
to  picket  on  the  line  of  the  road  until  I  have  ascertained  by  reconnais¬ 
sance  of  the  country  and  roads  this  side  of  that  road  Avhere  I  can  post 
reserves  so  as  to  make  the  pickets  safe.  My  jiickets  at  the  cross-roads 
were  attacked  as  soon  as  I  left  this  evening  and  driven  back.  I  have 
sent  seventy-five  men  out  to  a  point  near  there  with  orders  to  advance 
to  the  cross-roads  at  daylight.  There  is  another  cross-roads  half  a  mile 
east  that  will  have  to  be  jiicketed  simultaneously  in  order  to  give  secur¬ 
ity  to  either  post.  Eebel  infantry  were  out  at  the  cross-roads  last 
evening.  I  have  withdrawn  my  pickets  from  the  line  of  Utoy  Creek 
in  the  rear  of  General  Kilpatrick’s  line.

The  movement  of  the  army  against  the  Macon  railroad  will  begin 
Thursday  night,  August  18,  and  AciU  be  continued  on  the  following 
general  plan: 

I.  All  army  commanders  Avill  send  across  the  Chattahoochee  River 
and  AYithin  the  old  lebel  AAorks  at  the  bridge  and  down  as  far  as 
Turner’s  Ferry  all  surplus  Avagons,  horses,  men,  and  materials  not 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  expedition,  and  Avill  collect 
in  their  wagons  AAuth  best  teams  bread,  meat,  sugar,  coffee,  &c.,  for 
fifteen  days  after  the  19th  instant,  and  ammunition,  and  park  them  near 
XJtoy  Creek. 

First  move :  General  Kilpatrick’s  cavalry  will  move  to  Camxi  Creek ; 
General  Schofield  wiU  cover  the  Cainxibellton  road,  and  General  Thomas 
will  move  one  corps  (General  Williams’)  to  the  Chattahoochee  bridge, 
Avith  orders  to  hold  it,  Pace’s  Ferry  bridge,  and  a  pontoon  bridge  (Captain 
Kossak’s),  at  Turner’s  Ferry,  ready  to  be  laid  doAvn  if  necessary.  The 
other  coriis.  General  Stanley’s,  will  move  south  of  Proctor’s  Creek,  to  near 
the  Utoy,  behind  the  right  center  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  xirepared 
to  cover  the  Bell’s  Ferry  road.  General  Garrard’s  cavalry  will  fall  be- 
liind  Peach  Tree  Creek,  and  act  against  the  enemy  should  he  sally  against 
General  Williams’  or  General  Stanley’s  corps  during  the  movement. 

Second  move:  The  Army  of  the  Tennessee  will  withdraw,  cross  Utoy 
Creek,  and  moA' e  by  the  most  direct  road  toward  Fairburn,  going  as  far 
as  Camx>  Creek.  General  Thomas  will  mass  his  two  corps.  Generals 
Stanley’s  and  Johnson’s,  below  Utoy  Creek,  and  General  Garrard’s  cav¬ 
alry  AAdll  join  General  Thomas  by  the  most  direct  road  or  byway  of 
SandtOAvn  bridge,  and  act  with  him  during  the  rest  of  the  move.  Gen¬ 
eral  Schofield  AAull  adA^ance  abreast  of  and  in  communication  with  the 
Army  of  the  Tennessee  as  far  as  Camx)  Creek. 

Third  move:  The  Armies  of  the  Ohio  and  Tennessee  will  moA^e  direct 
for  the  West  Point  road,  aiming  to  strike  it  between  Red  Oak  and  Fair- 
burn.  General  Thomas  will  follow  well  closed  nxi  in  two  columns,  the 
trains  between.  General  Kilx)atrick  will  act  as  the  advance,  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Garrard  Avill  coA^er  the  rear,  under  direction  of  General  Thomas. 
The  bridges  at  Sandtown  Avill  be  kex)t  and  xirotected  by  a  detachment  of 
caA^alry  detailed  by  General  Elliott,  AAdth  a  section  of  guns  or  four- gun 
battery. 

II.  During  the  moA^ement,  and  until  the  army  returns  to  the  river, 
the  utmost  care  will  be  taken  to  expose  as  little  as  xiossible  the  trains  of 
cars  and  wagons.  The  dexiots  at  the  bridge,  at  Allatoona,  and  Ma¬ 
rietta  Avill  be  held  against  any  attack,  and  communication  kept  up  with 
the  army  as  far  as  xiossible  by  Avay  of  Sandtown.  On  reaching  any  rail¬ 
road,  the  trooxis  will  at  once  be  disposed  for  defense,  and  at  least  one- 
third  x)iit  to  AA’^ork  to  tear  ux)  track  and  destroy  iron,  ties,  and  all  rail¬ 
road  materials.

Your  dispatch  of  yesterday  is  received.*  We  must  have  the  Ala¬ 
bama  River,  and,  if  1  remember  the  bay,  the  best  river  channel  is  on 
the  Tensas  side;  but,  of  course,  I  must  trust  to  Admiral  Farragut 
and  General  Canby.  I  have  a  tight  grip  on  Atlanta,  and  was  on  the 
point  of  swinging  round  to  the  southeast  when  Wheeler  went  to  my 
rear  with  6,000  cavalry;  he  lias  passed  into  East  Tennessee,  having 
damaged  us  but  little.  I  will  avail  myself  of  his  absence  to  reciprocate 
the  compliment,  and  to-morrow  night  the  Macon  road  must  be  broken 
good.  General  Kilpatrick  will  undertake  it.  Wheeler  cannot  disturb 
Knoxville  or  Loudon.  He  may  hurt  some  of  the  minor  points,  but,  on 
the  whole.  East  Tennessee  is  a  good  place  for  him  to  break  down  his 
horses,  and  a  poor  place  to  steal  new  ones.  All  well.

General  Thomas  : 

I  have  a  message  from  General  Kilpatrick,  inclosing  a  copy  of  his  re¬ 
port  to  General  Elliott.*  He  thinks  it  not  only  possible  but  comiiara- 
tively  easy  to  break  the  railroad  to  Macon  effectually.  I  do  not  want 
to  move  this  vast  army  and  its  paraphernalia  round  Atlanta  unless 
forced  to  do  so,  and  it  does  seem  the  enemy  has  offered  ns  the  very  opiior- 
tnnity  we  seek.  We  know  positively  that  Wheeler  is  above  Dalton, 
and  that  he  must  have  taken  the  very  flower  of  his  cavalry.  He  has, 
and  may  do  ns  harm,  but  that  we  cannot  help.  I  do  not  think  he  can 
carry  any  point  of  onr  road  that  he  can  maintain,  and  his  own  necessi¬ 
ties  will  force  him  back  soon  with  jaded  and  worn-out  horses.  Kow, 
ours  can  be  quickly  moved  to  Sandtowu  at  a  walk,  and  according  to 
General  Kilpatrick  can  reach  Eed  Oak  or  any  point  below  the  enemy’s 
infantry,  and  by  a  single  dash  can  beat  the  remaining  cavalry  of  the 
enemy  and  break  up  many  miles  of  that  railroad.  General  Garrard 
with  one  brigade  could  amuse  those  on  the  east,  and  General  Kilpatrick 
with  his  own  and  the  two  brigades  of  General  Garrard,  under  Colonel 
Long,  could  make  in  a  single  move  a  break  that  would  disturb  Hood 
seriously.  The  risk  will  be  comparatively  small,  as  General  Schofleld 
can  act  in  support  with  his  whole  command.  I  am  perfectly  alive  to 
the  fact  that  the  loss  of  onr  cavalry  would  be  most  serious,  but  I  do 
think  such  an  opportunity  if  neglected  will  never  again  aiipear.  In 
this  conjbination  I  would  merely  suspend  the  final  execution  of  the 
movement  of  the  whole  army  till  the  result  of  this  move  is  reached.  I 
think  we  could  give  General  Kilpatrick  such  orders  that  he  would  not 
be  rash,  and  General  Schofield  could  move  to  his  right  a  couple  of 
miles,  and  make  it  certain  that  Hood  would  not  attempt  to  use  infantry 
to  interpose  to  the  return  of  our  cavalry.  Don’t  make  any  orders  till 
you  and  I  have  perfectly  agreed  on  this  xfian.  In  the  mean  time  any¬ 
thing  done  toward  the  movement  of  the  whole  army  will  not  be  lost, 
as  it  simply  amounts  to  sending  to  the  bridge  all  the  loose  ends.  I  have 
sent  for  General  Kilpatrick  to  come  up.

I  wish  you  to  notify  General  Garrard  to  have  one  of  his  brigades 
ready  to  make  a  demonstration,  without  risking  battle,  on  our  left,  and 
have  the  effective  part  of  two  brigades,  under  Long  if  possible,  ready  to 
move  this  night  by  moonlight  by  Pace’s  Eerry  and  Sandtown  bridges, 
to  operate  under  Kilpatrick,  on  our  right.

General  Kilpatrick  is  here  and  gives  me  a  description  of  his  position 
at  Sandtown  that  convinces  me  he  can,  in  connection  with  Schofield, 
so  effectually  destroy  the  Macon  railroad  that  it  cannot  be  used  in  two 
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weeks,  and  that  too  without  risking  his  cavalry.  You  will,  therefore, 
order  General  Garrard  to  send  to  Sandtown,  via  Pace’s  Ferry  and  the 
west  bank,  the  two  brigades  of  cavalry,  heretofore  notified,  with  a  bat¬ 
tery  of  artillery,  to  move  to-night  and  report  on  arrival  to  General  Kil¬ 
patrick  at  Sandtown.  The  horses  should  be  well  fed,  and  could  take 
some  wagons  of  shelled  corn  as  far  as  Sandtown,  when  the  wagons  may 
return.  Men  provided  with  full  ammunition  and  five  days’  bread,  sugar, 
coflee,  and  i^lenty  of  salt.  General  Kilpatrick  will  keep  his  command 
concealed  all  day  to-morrow  and  move  to-morrow  night,  cross  the  West 
Point  road  above  Fairburn,  reach  tlie  Macon  road  near  Jonesborough, 
face  toward  East  Point,  and  break  road  to  the  south.  The  dispatch 
from  Cartersville  I  sent  you  an  hour  since  is  conclusive  that  Wheeler 
is  away,  and  but  little  cavalry  is  left  here.  Kilpatrick  will  want  a  diver¬ 
sion  day  after  to-morrow,  and  I  will  see  that  Schofield  makes  a  consid¬ 
erable  one,  and  I  wish  you  to  have  Garrard’s  remaining  brigade  and 
Stanley’s  division  give  full  occui^ation  to  that  flank;  I  will  risk  the 
other.  Instruct  Garrard  to  be  sure  to  send  the  pioneers  along  with  the 
cavahy,  provided  with  the  tools  to  break  up  railroad.

He  will  have 
his  own  division  of  cavalry  and  two  good  brigades  from  General  Gar¬ 
rard’s  division.  With  these  he  will  move  to-morrow  night,  aiming  to 
cross  the  West  Point  road  between  Eed  Oak  and  Fairburn.  If  he  has 
time  he  should  remove  a  small  section  of  the  road  Avithout  using  fire, 
simply  to  lessen  the  chances  of  an  infantry  force  being  sent  to  intercept 
his  return.  He  should  then  moA^e  in  force  to  the  nearest  point  of  the 
Macon  road,  about  Jonesborough,  and  should  destroy  as  much  of  that 
road  as  he  possibly  can  do,  working  steadily  until  forced  to  take  to  his 
arms  and  horses  for  battle.  He  should  avoid  battle  Avith  infantry  or 
artillery,  but  may  safely  fight  any  cavalry  he  encounters,  because  we 
know  that  the  enemy  has  sent  Wheeler  with  full  6,000  cavalry  up  into 
East  Tennessee.  I  leave  the  extent  of  the  break  to  General  Kilpatrick, 
but  will  only  say  that  he  cannot  destroy  too  much.  Having  fulfilled 
his  task  he  wall  return  and  resume  his  post  on  the  right  flank  of  the 
army  and  send  General  Garrard’s  brigades  back  to  their  division  on  the 
left.  General  Schofield  will  be  instructed  to  move  to  his  right  as  far  as 
prudent  the  day  after  to-morrow  and  all  the  army  should  so  engage  the 
attention  of  the  enemy  that  he  cannot  detach  infantry  as  against  Gen¬ 
eral  Kilpatrick.  Instruct  the  general  to  advise  us  at  the  earliest  pos¬ 
sible  moment  of  his  success.

The  major-general  commanding  directs  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  your  report  of  this  morning,  announcing  the  massing  of  the  enemy 
on  your  left.  In  reply  the  major-general  commanding  would  caution 
you  to  he  watchful  at  every  point,  and  endeavor  to  discover  if  pos¬ 
sible  what  the  movement  may  really  be;  whether  it  be  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  an  attack  on  your  lines,  or  if  it  be  only  a  massing  of  his  forces 
preparatory  to  his  withdrawal.  That  some  movement  is  being  made 
by  him  in  the  disposition  of  his  forces  is  evident,  and  we  should  be  on 
the  qui  rive  to  improve  any  advantages  which  i)resent  themselves, 
as  well  as  to  secure  ourselves  from  any  damage  by  his  attack  on  us. 
The  major-general  commanding  desires  that  you  take  the  precaution  to 
prevent  any  stampeding  of  your  troops  and  be  ready  to  repel  any  or¬ 
dinary  attack  that  may  be  made  ui:>on  you,  and  in  case  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing  force  should  be  thrown  against  you,  one  over  which  you  could  not 
hope  to  be  successful,  that  you  withdraw  your  troops  in  good  order  and 
without  confusion.  The  major-general  commanding  desires  also  that 
you  inform  General  Garraxd  of  your  impressions  as  to  the  designs  of 
the  enemy,  but  not  to  say  that  they  are  massing  on  him  or  yourself 
unless  it  is  positively  known  to  be  so.  Great  caution  will  need  to  be 
exercised,  and  it  is  lioped  all  will  be  well.  Please  report  any  further 
indications  that  may  be  seen  in  your  front  of  movement  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy.

General  Kimball  will  repeat  the  maneuvers 
that  he  executed  a  few  days  ago,  viz,  send  a  regiment  at  a  time  out  to 
the  vicinity  of  the  railroad  and  try  and  create  an  imiiression  ux>on  the 
enemy  that  he  is  massing  troops  to  assault  their  lines.  Generals  New¬ 
ton  and  Wood  will  cause  their  men  to  display  unusual  activity  in  their 
camps,  and  if  x)0ssible  march  troops  in  the  enemy’s  view,  letting  them 
file  past  in  sight  of  the  enemy,  then  disappear,  and  again,  after  march¬ 
ing  behind  a  hill  or  through  thick  timber,  reajipear  and  try  and  create 
the  impression  that  a  heavy  column  is  massing  on  our  left  (the  enemy’s 
riglit).

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  last  evening  intercourse  was  car¬ 
ried  on  between  a  portion  of  the  pickets  of  my  command  and  the  en¬ 
emy’s  opposite  to  them;  papers,  &c.,  Avere  exchanged.  Rufus  Ready, 
Company  F,  Sixth  Missouri  V eteran  Y olunteer  s,  went  over  to  the  enemy’s 
ritie-pits  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  exchange  of  some  kind  and  was 
retained  by  them.  I  had  no  knoAvledge  of  the  affair  until  this  morning, 
when  immediate  measures  were  taken  to  keep  the  men  in  their  proper 
places.  It  seems  that  the  picket  officer  of  this  brigade  permitted  two 
men  to  meet  a  similar  number  midway  between  the  enemy’s  line  and 
our  own  for  the  purj)ose  of  exchanging  iiapers.  Afterwards  advantage 
was  taken  of  this  precedent  and  meetings  were  had  which  ended  in  the 
retention  of  Ready  by  the  enemy.  Owing  to  the  previous  good  service 
rendered  by  Captain  Kendrick  as  brigade  picket  officer,  I  had  deferred 
taking  any  active  steps  in  the  case,  but  think  that  I  can  assure  you  that 
nothing  of  the  kind  will  occur  again  while  I  have  the  honor  to  command 
this  brigade.  Kothing  further  of  note  occurred  on  the  line.

I  am  just  from  Tilton.  Your  dispatch  of  1.45  p.  m.  received.  A  dis¬ 
patch  written  at  Tilton  is  my  answer,  as  follows: 

The  Seventeenth  Iowa  prisoners,  of  whose  capture  I  advised  you, 
were  paroled  by  Wheeler  eight  miles  beyond  and  northeast  of  Spring 
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Place  last  evening  about  sundown.  They  were  escorted  to  tliat  place. 
I  reached  here  at  noon.  They  report  that  Wheeler  had  a  very  heavy 
force — from  10,000  to  12,000.  Before  the  prisoners  were  paroled  the 
entii’e  force  moved  off  north  on  the  Federal  road.  General  Steedman 
obtained  information  that  Wheeler  had  divided  his  force,  sending  one 
column  against  Oartersville,  one  against  Cleveland,  and  one  toward 
Chattanooga.  General  Steedman,  with  his  force,  has  returned  to  Chat¬ 
tanooga.  These  facts  I  learn  from  an  officer  from  Dalton.  I  have  sent 
a  courier  to  General  Smith.  Telegraphed  General  Steedman  via  Dalton. 
Train  now  on  the  way  with  message.  I  have  advised  post  commanders. 
You  shall  be  in  telegraphic  communication  with  Chattanooga  to-night, 
if  not  now.  I  have  put  300  men  on  the  repairs  of  railroad,  and  will 
work  every  hour  until  they  are  completed.  Trains  are  at  Eesaca  to 
convey  General  Smith  in  any  direction.  I  think  he  will  return  to 
Eesaca  to-night.  I  will  send  you  copy  of  Wheeler’s  letter  to  General 
Steedman  in  reference  to  paroling  the  prisoners.  I  ask  that  you  order 
them  on  duty.

Since  reaching  the  telegraph  office  I  have  received  the  following  letter 
from  General  Steedman,  which  shows  that  Captain  Cilley,  captain  and 
assistant  adjutant-general,  who  gave  me  the  information  alluded  to, 
was  mistaken : 


Dalton,  August  17,  1864. 

Colonel:  Please  inform  General  Smith  that  the  enemy  has  gone  to  East  Ten¬ 
nessee.  They  report  having  captured  Cleveland,  hut  I  do  not  credit  the  report. 
Push  the  work  on  the  railroad  with  all  possible  dispatch.  Use  the  siding  at  Calhoun, 
and,  if  necessary,  send  to  Adairsville  and  get  all  the  iron  you  can.  Colonel  Laiholdt 
has  sent  a  small  regiment  to  the  bridge  two  miles  south  of  this  point  to  protect  the 
working  party.  I  have  sent  for  ties  and  iron,  with  which  any  sidings  you  may  take 
up  can  be  replaced.  Dispatch  General  Sherman  that  the  enemy  has  gone  to  East 
Tennessee,  and  I  have  returned  to  Chattanooga  to  protect  the  Chickamauga  bridges. 
The  force  of  the  enemy  consists  of  at  least  5,000,  nine  small  brigades,  and  may  reach 
7,000.  My  belief  is  they  intend  to  capture  Knoxville.

Offi¬ 
cers  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  would  require  several  weeks  to  make 
repairs.  There  was  no  effort  made  to  conceal  the  direction  in  which 
they  were  going,  but  rather  a  desire  to  indicate  it.  The  prisoners  were 
sent  by  the  most  direct  route  to  Tilton.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  take 
up  side  tracks  to  repair  the  railroad.

General;  Colonel  Hawkins,  commanding  my  scouts,  having  some  months  since 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  General  Granger,  commanding  the  line  of  communi¬ 
cations  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumherland,  for  the  exchange  of  such  prisoners  as  might 
be  captured  in  the  rear  of  the  army,  and  as  their  compact  was  ai)proved  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  Army  of  the  Cumherland,  and  also  by  myself,  I  feel  it  my 
duty  to  return  to  you  the  prisoners  which  were  captured  in  and  around  Dalton.  I 
have  heard  such  statements  as  to  lead  me  to  believe  that  you  will  approve  of  the  course 
pursued  by  me,  if  you  desire  to  lessen  the  horrors  attending  upon  war,  and  that  you 
will  aid  me  in  lessening  the  afflictions  of  those  captured.  I  rely  upon  you  to  release 
such  prisoners  of  my  command  as  you  may  capture,  or  have  heretofore  captured,  and 
direct  them  to  rejoin  me  until  the  number  equals  that  which  I  have  returned  of 
yours.  I  will  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  number  returned  to  you,  and  also  of 
those  of  my  command  which  you  may  release.  I  have  i:>aroled  these  prisoners,  and 
shall  consider  them  exchanged  as  soon  as  you  may  commence  sending  my  prisoners 
to  me,  or  to  our  lines.

He  reports  that  Wheeler  in  person,  with  from  5,000  to 
7,000  cavalry,  and  eight  pieces  of  artillery,  passed  through  Jasper 
twenty-four  hours  in  advance  of  him,  leaving  a  strong  rear  guard  of 
800  to  1,200  in  that  place,  so  that  he  was  comi)elled  to  go  around  it. 
He,  Wheeler,  went  toward  Dalton,  saying  that  he  intended  holding 
the  railroad  fifteen  days.  From  Jasper  he  moved  his  force  in  three 
columns  toward  Dalton,  Tilton,  and  Calhoun.  Major  Briggs  thinks  no 
attempt  was  made  to  drive  the  cattle  captured  back  across  the  Etowah, 
but  that  they  went  along  with  the  main  force  of  the  enemy.  The  rebels 
gave  out  reports  of  rebel  infantry  following  them.  They  also  said  they 
were  going  to  East  Tennessee  to  form  a  junction  with  forces  from  Lee. 
General  McCook  is  out  with  Colonel  Watkins’  brigade.

directed  to  occupy,  south  of  ProctoFs  Creek.  At  8  p.  m.  he  will  with¬ 
draw  his  entire  coiqis  from  the  breast-works,  except  a  picket-line,  and 
mass  it  on  advantageous  ground,  somewhere  about  the  Meyer  house, 
and  cover  the  withdrawal  of  General  Williams’  corps. 

The  pickets  of  the  Fourth  Corps  will  withdraw  at  12  midnight,  retir¬ 
ing  by  the  left  flank,  and  march  to  join  their  corps.  After  General 
Williams’  corps  has  withdrawn,  General  Stanley  will  continue  his 
march  to  the  position  indicated,  south  of  Proctor’s  Creek,  to  near  the 
Utoy.  Brigadier-General  Williams,  commanding  Twentieth  Army 
Corps,  will  send  his  Avagons  to  the  rear  early  in  the  day  to-morrow,  and 
at  12  midnight  will  withdraw  from  the  breast-works,  the  pickets  follow¬ 
ing  immediately  after  the  passage  of  those  of  the  Fourth  Corps. 

He  will  move  to  the  Chattahoochee  River  and  take  uj)  the  position 
indicated  in  the  order  from  the  headquarters  Military  Division  of  the 
Mississippi.  The  movements  directed  for  the  cavalry  are  so  clearly  de¬ 
fined  in  General  Sherman’s  order,  that  no  further  instructions  are  consid¬ 
ered  necessary  in  this  order.

p.  m.  and  to-morrow  a.  m. 

Headquarters  wagons,  ambulances,  and  all  extra  caissons  and  artil¬ 
lery  wagons  will  be  sent  out  of  the  way  before  sundown  to-morrow. 
Men  going  on  picket  to-morrow  will  be  prepared  for  the  march.  In 
executing  the  movement  at  dark  to-morrow  every  precaution  of  secrecy 
will  be  observed.

instant,  under  tbe  supervision  of  Col.  J.  D.  Bingham,  chief  quarter¬ 
master,  at  the  point  where  the  Turner’s-  Ferry  road  crosses  Proctor’s 
Creek,  and  be  prepared  to  move  at  a  moment’s  notice  on  Friday  morn¬ 
ing,  the  19th  instant,  in  the  direction  indicated  in  Special  Field  Orders, 
No.  57,  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi.  All  the  remaining  trains 
and  material  and  all  the  artillery,  except  two  batteries  to  a  division,  will 
be  sent  across  the  Chattahoochee  Eiver,  and  within  the  old  rebel  Avorks 
at  the  bridge,  and  as  far  down  as  Turner’s  Ferry  if  necessary.  The 
l)att cries  to  be  sent  to  the  rear  will  be  indicated  by  Major  Osborn,  chief 
of  artillery,  and  will  be  subject  to  the  orders  during  the  absence  of 
this  army  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troops  guarding  the  depot  of 
suiAplies,  &c.

Eichmoiid  papers  of  the  17th  give  it  as  the  opinion  of  military  men 
that  Atlanta  can  hold  out  one  month  yet.  In  the  mean  time,  like  Micaw- 
ber,  they  expect  something  to  turn  uxi.  If  you  can  hold  fast  as  you  are 
now  and  prevent  raids  upon  your  rear  you  will  destroy  most  of  that 
army.  I  never  would  advise  going  backward  even  if  your  roads  are 
cut  so  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  receiving  supplies  from  the  North, 
but  would  recommend  the  accumulation  of  ordnance  stores  and  supplies 
while  you  can,  and  if  it  comes  to  the  worst  move  south  as  you  suggested. 
I  have  forced  the  enemy  to  move  a  large  force  north  of  the  James  Eiver, 
and  am  now  moving  one  corx)s  by  our  left  around  Petersburg.  I  ex¬ 
pect  no  great  results,  but  will  probably  cut  the  Weldon  road  again,  and 
will  also  demonstrate  to  the  enemy  that  he  has  now  the  minimum  garri¬ 
son  possible  to  hold  his  present  lines  with,  and  that  to  hold  his  roads 
he  must  re-enforce.

We  have  been  hammering  away  at  Atlanta,  and  I  was  going  to  put  a 
corps  (intrenched)  at  the  railroad  bridge,  and  with  the  balance  swing 
round  by  the  south  and  east  f  but  Hood  has  sent  off  his  cavalry,  which 
touched  our  road  at  two  or  three  points,  which  are  already  repaired, 
and  that  cavalry  has  gone  ux>  into  East  Tennessee,  leaving  me  now 
superior  in  cavalry,  and  I  hope  the  opportunity  thus  given  me  will  save 
me  the  risk  and  excessive  labor  of  making  a  wide  circuit  in  this  hot 
weather.  To-night  General  Kilxiatrick  will  start  for  the  Macon  road 
with  five  brigades  of  cavalry,  which  can  whip  all  the  enemy’s  cavalry 
present,  and  to-morrow  I  will  demonstrate  along  my  whole  line  to  give 
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General  Kilpatrick  time  to  make  a  good  break  in  that  road,  so  vital  to 
Hood.  We  all  feel  confident  we  can  succeed,  and  for  that  reason  I 
do  not  regret  that  Wheeler  has  gone  up  to  EavSt  Tennessee.  I  think 
we  have  force  enough  at  Knoxville,  the  Gap,  and  Kingston  to  hold  vital 
points  until  necessity  will  force  Wheeler  to  come  back;  but  I  will  leave 
him  to  be  attended  to  by  those  in  my  rear.

I  wish  you  to  instruct  General  Garrard 
minutely;  he  will  obey  orders,  but  if  left  to  himself  does  not  persevere 
long  enough.  I  think  by  daylight  he  ought  to  be  in  Decatur,  then 
move  some  four  or  flve  miles  in  the  direction  of  Flat  Rock  and  skirmish 
with  the  enemy,  then  toward  Stone  Mountain,  and  then  swinging  round 
toward  the  Peach  Tree  road  come  home,  as  it  were  trolling  oft*  any  party 
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of  cavalry  that  may  be  kept  by  Hood  to  watch  his  right  flank.  Gen¬ 
eral  Kilpatrick  will  be  near  Fairbiirn  at  daylight,  witli  his  horses  cool 
and  fresh.  He  will  then  push  l  apidly  for  Jonesboroiigh,  and  ought  to 
be  there  by  1  or  2  p.  m.  to-morrow.  If  he  can  then  have  twelve  hours 
of  uninterrupted  work  he  can  do  much  damage.  General  Garrard 
should  therefore  maneuver  and  threaten  all  day  and  night  to-morrow 
and  into  next  day.  He  should  keep  a  respectable  force  of  the  enemy’s 
cavalry  in  sight  all  the  time,  for,  if  after  him,  they  cannot  be  bothering 
General  Kilpatrick,  whose  real  task  is  not  to  fight  but  to  work.

It 
is  hoped  that  General  Kilpatrick  Avill  be  able  to  reach  the  Macon  road 
at  Jonesborough  between  12  m.  and  2  p.  m.  to-morrow,  19th,  and  if 
he  can  have  from  that  time  until  10  x>-  to  work  uninterruptedly, 
he  ought  to  be  able  to  destroy  so  much  of  the  road  as  to  make  it 
impossible  to  operate  it  for  at  least  ten  days,  by  which  time  it  is  sup- 
Xiosed  Hood  Avill  be  starA^ed  out.  Similar  instructions  have  been  given 
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to  General  Garrard,  who  will  operate  on  the  enemy’s  flank  still  farther 
to  your  left.  It  is  also  desirable  for  you  to  make  a  similar  demonstra¬ 
tion  on  the  morning'  of  the  20th,  to  enable  General  Kili)atrick  to  with¬ 
draw.

General  :  To  facilitate  the  success  of  General  Kilpatrick  as  much 
as  possible,  I  wish  you  to  be  in  Decatur  by  daylight  to-morrow  morn¬ 
ing  (19th)  with  the  effective  force  you  have  witli  you.  Then  move  in 
the  direction  of  Flat  Rock  and  Atlanta,  and  so  attract  the  enemy’s  at¬ 
tention  by  skirmishing  and  threatening  as  to  induce  him  to  believe  that 
you  are  about  to  attack  his  flank,  then  by  moving  off  toward  Stone 
Mountain,  draw  him  after  you  as  far  as  possible,  and  swing  round 
toward  your  present  position  in  the  direction  of  the  Peach  Tree  road. 
This  movement  should  be  continued  throughout  the  day,  and  the 
enemy  should  be  threatened  again  early  on  the  morning  of  the  20th 
instant  by  a  similar  movement  as  the  one  above  directed.  By  this 
means  it  is  hoped  you  will  be  able  to  hold  all  the  cavalry  the  enemy 
now  has  on  his  right  flank,  and  thereby  give  General  Kili)atrick  at 
least  twelve  hours  on  the  Macon  road.  He  expects  to  reach  Fairburn 
by  daylight  to-morrow  (19th)  with  his  horses  fresh  and  cool.  He  will 
then  push  rapidly  for  Jonesborough,  which  place  he  should  reach  by 
2  p.  m.,  and  if  uninterrupted  he  will  have  from  that  time  until  dark, 
and  for  some  hours  during  the  night,  to  break  up  and  destroy  the  rail¬ 
road,  and  whatever  stores,  material,  and  rolling-stock  he  may  meet 
with.  You  will  therefore  perceive  the  necessity  for  occupying  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  enemy  as  much  as  possible  to  draw  from  General  Kilpat¬ 
rick  all  the  cavalry  you  can  for  at  least  to-morrow  and  next  day  (19th 
and  20th).

General  :  In  order  to  favor  the  movement  of  General  Kilpatrick  I 
am  ordered  to  make  the  strongest  demonstration  possible  upon  the 
left  at  daylight  in  the  morning.  I  have  directed  General  Wood  to 
send  two  regiments  (three  if  they  can  be  spared)  to  Colonel  Opdycke’s 
j)Osition.  These  regiments,  with  0[)dycke’s  brigade,  will  occupy  Colonel 
Kirby’s  position,  giving  Kirby’s  brigade  to  operate  with.  The  brigade 
will  march  just  at  dawn  over  to  the  railroad,  where  the  main  body  will 
be  held  in  reserve,  regiments  being  sent  to  the  left  and  front  to  recon- 
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uoiter.  The  brigade  will  remain  near  the  railroad  all  forenoon;  the 
men  will  get  their  breakfast  in  the  new  position  at  the  time  Kirby^s 
brigade  marches  to  the  railroad.  One  of  Taylor’s  regiments  will  move 
to  the  left  and  occupy  a  position  midway,  covering  the  deep  ravine  on 
your  left.  I  will  try  to  be  on  the  ground  myself.  It  may  be  advisable 
to  move  artillery  over.  We  must  do  all  we  can  to  deceive  the  enemy 
and  make  him  exi)ect  assault.

I  have  just  had  report  from  my  officer  of  the  day  that  a  picket-post 
of  ours  had  been  captured.  The  location  and  circumstance  create 
quite  a  surprise  in  my  mind.  The  post  was  about  the  left  of  my 
picket-line  and  nearly  in  front  of  the  left  of  my  line  of  battle.  The 
country  immediately  in  front  of  the  captured  post  is  densely  wooded, 
to  the  front  and  right  is  the  deep  cut  and  heavy  embankment  on  the 
railroad,  admirably  adapted  for  the  concealment  of  any  movements  of 
the  troops.  The  circumstances  attending  the  capture  are  these:  A 
vedette  (stationed  a  short  distance  in  front  of  the  post)  was  heard  to 
challenge  some  person  and  get  the  reply  relief  guard.”  Immediately 
thereafter  a  slight  scuffle  ensued,  without  any  outcry.  After  waiting 
a  moment  or  two,  four  men,  composing  the  post,  started  out  to  recon- 
noiter.  Nothing  had  been  heard  from  these  men,  not  even  the  slightest 
noise,  for  two  hours,  when  the  officer  in  command  of  the  station  sent 
the  sergeant  of  the  guard  in  to  make  this  report.  No  enemy  has  ever 
been  discovered  in  that  vicinity  before  by  my  men.  The  enemy’s  rail¬ 
road  trains  are  very  busy  to-night.

Colonel:  Permit  me  to  offer  a  few  suggestions  for  the  consideration 
of  the  general  commanding,  which  I  consider  applicable  to  our  present 
position  and  equally  so  whether  we  are  to  retain  our  present  line  or  to 
abandon  it: 

First.  To  vsuspend  all  fire  along  the  lines  from  midnight  till  reveille, 
and  after  that,  unless  for  some  reason  the  pickets  are  ordered  to  fire, 
and  in  case  of  the  pickets  being  compelled  to  fire,  that  they  report  to 
brigade  commander  what  the  object  is. 

Second.  To  restrain  artillery  fire  at  daybreak,  if  xiracticable,  because 
that  might  indicate  that  we  retained  our  line  or  the  contrary. 

Third.  That  the  smokes  in  our  rear  be  increased  and  extended,  and 
that  reveille  be  without  drums  or  bugles,  and  no  drums  or  bugles  be 
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sounded  before  12  m.  I  offer  these  suggestions  respectfully  in  view  of 
the  indications  on  my  own  line,  without  asserting  them  as  applicable  to 
the  line  of  the  whole  corps.

General  :  The  general  commanding  directs  me  to  say,  in  reply  to 
your  report  just  received,  that  he  approves  of  your  suggestions  in  en¬ 
deavoring  to  draw  out  the  enemy’s  pickets  in  the  morning,  and  he 
wishes  you  to  adopt  the  plan  you  have  mentioned.  At  daylight  to¬ 
morrow  a  demonstration  will  be  made  with  a  brigade  in  front  of  General 
Kimball’s  left  to  draw  off  attention  from  General  Kilpatrick’s  move¬ 
ments.  The  brigade  will  be  pushed  out  toward  the  railroad,  and  will 
be  kept  well  out  all  day.

Captain:  The  patrol  from  Decatur  has  returned.  They  went  into 
town,  found  no  rebels  there.  None  haA'^e  been  there  since  our  recon¬ 
naissance  on  Monday  except  small  scouting  parties  of  eight  or  ten. 
p]leven  or  twelve  AA^ere  in  town  this  morning.  They  captured  two  of  our 
stragglers  yesterday.  Eeported  that  they  frequently  capture  men  at 
Mrs.  Seely’s,  on  Peach  Tree  Creek,  said  woman  being  in  concert  with  the 
rebels.  No  infantry  been  near  there.  Ferguson’s  command  camped  one 
mile  and  a  half  from  Decatur,  with  pickets  on  Atlanta  road,  one  mile 
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west  of  town.  All  the  scouts  in  town  have  been  of  Ferguson’s  com¬ 
mand.  The  Cross  Keys  patrol  reports  scouting  parties  through  that 
country  yesterday.  Twenty-five  at  Cross  Keys  last  night.

Decatur  is  occu¬ 
pied  alternately  by  scouts  from  both  armies.  Should  you  find  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  return  by  our  left,  the  route  by  Flat  Eock,  Latimar’s,  and  De¬ 
catur  would  probably  be  the  best.  You  Avill  have  many  officers  of  Gar¬ 
rard’s  division,  who  can  give  you  more  information  about  South  Eiver 
and  its  branches  than  I  am  able  to  get  for  you.  The  entire  cavalry 
force  on  the  left  cannot  be  detached,  but  orders  will  be  given  to  make  a 
demonstration  this  evening  and  early  to-morrow  morning  to  engage  the 
attention  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  on  our  left  and  draw  him  in  that  di¬ 
rection.

Statement  of  J.  Milton  Glass  (scout). 

Office  Provost-Marshal-General, 

Near  Atlanta j  Ga.^  August  18,  1864. 

Went  into  Atlanta  past  our  left  flank  on  13th  instant;  saw  one  bri¬ 
gade  of  Martin’s  division  of  cavalry  between  the  cemetery  and  Decatur. 
Strahl’s  brigade,  of  Cheatham’s  division,  holds  the  extreme  right  of  the 
enemy’s  infantry  line  and  is  in  position  about  one  mile  from  the  ceme¬ 
tery  toward  Decatur  on  the  south  side  of  the  railroad.  Says  the  militia 
commences  on  the  left  of  Strahl’s  brigade.  Lee’s  corps  is  on  the  left 
of  the  militia  and  Stewart  on  his  left.  Hardee  is  on  the  extreme 
left;  Cleburne’s  division  holds  the  left  flank  and  is  in  position,  the 
left  resting  opposite  Mims’,  five  or  six  miles  southwest  of  East  Point. 
Says  he  rode  along  the  lines  from  Atlanta  to  East  Point  on  Monday; 
left  East  Point  yesterday  morning  and  went  to  Fairburn.  Did  not  see 
or  hear  of  any  reserves  along  their  lines ;  says  their  lines  are  very  thin. 
The  country  between  the  enemy  and  Fairburn  is  open ;  nothing  there 
but  a  few  cavalry  pickets  and  scouts.  Saw  large  squads  of  negroes 
along  the  railroad  from  East  Point  to  Fairburn,  felling  timber  and 
throwing  up  breast- works.  General  Toombs  arrived  there  about  one 
week  ago  Avith  some  militia;  was  told  at  the  Camp  of  Direction  that 
Toombs  was  second  in  command  of  the  militia,  and  that  there  Avere 
30,000  of  them,  including  the  troops  brought  up  some  time  ago  by 
Generals  Eoddey  and  Lee.  Was  told  also  that  these  troops,  the  30,000, 
Avere  to  be  organized  into  tAvo  corps.  Says  this  Camp  of  Direction  is  a 
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sort  of  headquarters  for  guards  and  couriers.  Says  that  Wheeler 
started  from  Covington  with  about  6,000  men,  and  that  Lewis  with  about 
800  Kentuckians  crossed  the  Cliattahoochee  below  Campbellton  and 
passed  our  right  flank.  Thinks  it  was  Lewis’  brigade  that  cut  the  rail¬ 
road  at  Acworth.  Says  the  enemy  was  very  anxious  to  learn  from  him 
what  force  was  after  Wheeler.  Heard  that  Morgan  was  to  form  a 
junction  with  Wheeler  some  jdace  near  Cleveland  in  East  Tennessee. 
Eeports  the  Atlanta  and  West  Point  Eailroad  in  running  order.  Trains 
passed  through  Fairburn  yesterday  morning  for  Atlanta.  Eeports  the 
depot  buildings  and  car  sheds  destroyed  by  Kilpatrick.  Says  that  a 
large  block  of  buildings  near  the  corner  of  Marietta  and  Woodley 
streets  was  fired  by  our  shells  on  Saturday  night  and  destroyed.  The 
buildings  contained  cotton  and  a  large  drug  store;  another  building  in 
same  part  of  town  Avas  destroyed  Sunday  evening.  Visited  several 
camps ;  the  men  appear  to  have  i)lenty  of  rations  and  forage  from  day 
to  day,  but  there  is  no  supply  on  hand ;  supplies  are  all  brought  from 
Macon.  Says  there  are  six  strong  forts  at  East  Point  all  ready  for  ar¬ 
tillery;  none  in  theoi  yet.  On  the  evening  of  the  15th  instant  a  train 
of  fifteen  cars  loaded  with  infantry  went  down  the  Macon  road;  did  not 
learn  to  what  point ;  and  on  the  16th  another  train  full  of  troops,  about 
1,000  men,  went  down  same  road.  Says  no  train  came  up  from  Macon 
on  16th  and  that  the  cause  of  detention  Avas  not  known  at  headquarters. 
Thinks  Wheeler  has  all  their  mounted  force  ofi*  with  him,  except  the 
brigade  on  their  right  near  Decatur,  and  about  two  small  brigades 
picketing  and  scouting  between  East  Point  and  Fairburn.

This  will  give 
me  a  movable  force  of  about  18,000  men  with  which  to  make  my  move¬ 
ment  against  the  enemy^s  left.  This  will  of  course  leave  our  lines  very 
weak,  but  I  reckon  strong  enough  against  any  probable  attack.

Now,  of  all  times,  is  the  time  for  our  cavalry  to  do  its  work  well,  and 
if  you  hear  nothing  from  me  before  3  o’clock,  send  a  messenger  to 
General  Kilpatrick  with  a  note  stating  that  all  things  are  most  favor¬ 
able  for  his  work  j  to  break  as  much  of  the  Macon  road  as  he  possibly 
can,  and,  as  he  swings  back,  to  rest  on  the  West  Point  road  at  some 
point  below  Fairburn,  and  make  another  big  tear  up.  If  he  feels  mas¬ 
ter  of  the  situation  on  the  road  he  cannot  tear  up  too  much  track  nor 
twist  too  much  iron.  It  may  save  this  army  the  necessity  of  making  a 
long,  hazardous  flank  march.  Tell  him  what  you  will  do  to-morrow  to 
occupy  the  enemy’s  infantry  on  that  flank,  and  assure  him  I  will  cause 
the  same  along  our  whole  line,  especially  on  our  extreme  left.  I  will  see 
that  General  Garrard  risks  all  he  can  to  amuse  what  cavalry  the  enemy 
has  about  Decatur  and  Stone  Mountain.

If  you  find  you  are  mas¬ 
ter  of  the  situation  on  that  road,  take  time  enough  and  destroy  as  long 
a  line  of  track  as  possible.  Do  the  work  thoroughly  by  heating  and 
twisting  the  rails,  and  burning  ties,  &c.  In  places  where  you  have  not 
time  to  work,  you  can  still  do  great  damage  by  prying  up  the  track 
(rails  and  ties  together),  propping  it  up  above  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
piling  in  large  quantities  of  dry  fence  rails  and  burning  them.  There 
is  good  reason  to  hope  that  you  may  be  able  to  accomplish  what  the 
whole  army  would  otherwise  have  to  do,  at  great  risk,  by  a  long  and 
difficult  flank  movement.  Early  to-morrow  I  will  move  with  a  corps  of 
infantry  toward  the  railroad  near  East  Point,  and  engage  the  enemy  so 
as  to  prevent  his  sending  infantry  to  oppose  you.  General  Sherman 
directs  me  to  assure  you  that  he  will  have  the  same  done  all  along  the 
line,  especially  on  our  extreme  left,  and  he  will  see  that  Garrard  occupies 
the  attention  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  about  Decatur  and  Stone  Moun¬ 
tain.

Your  force  is  not 
enough,  but  General  Smith  can  make  uj)  a  command  of  infantry,  which, 
with  your  cavalry,  could  get  on  the  road  below  Fairmonnt  and  give 
the  rebel  cavalry  great  trouble.  They  are  doubtless  left  behind  to 
watch  for  Wheeler’s  returji.  All  roads  should  be  obstructed  about 
Talking  Bock,  or  any  by  which  Wheeler  will  attempt  to  return.  I 
would  like,  if  j)ossible,  those  cattle  to  be  recovered  or  prevented  reaching 
Atlanta  or  Covington.

Since  my  arrival  here  Colonel  W atkins  telegraphed 
General  McCook  he  had  reliable  information  that  three  regiments  had 
left  Pine  Log  and  Avere  marching  to  Fairmount.  It  is  reported  that  there 
is  a  force  in  the  vicinity  of  Canton.  Scouting  party  sent  out  yesterday 
afternoon  to  Canton  have  not  reported.

About  one  division  of  the 
enemy  was  seen  going  into  the  rebel  works  opposite  our  lines  and  the 
flank  works  running  south  of  Atlanta.

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are  in  a  position  where  yon  will  most  likely  receive  the  first  news  of  his 
approach.  Yon  will  therefore  keep  a  sharp  lookout;  keep  scouting 
parties  Avell  out  on  all  the  roads  east  and  southeast,  and  guard  well 
against  a  suri)rise,  and  he  sure  yon  have  timely  notice  of  his  approach, 
and  upon  the  first  certain  notice  of  his  approach  send  couriers  both 
to  me  at  this  jfiace  and  to  General  Van  Cleve  at  Murfieesborough.  Put 
your  command  in  the  best  order  for  active  operations.  Collect  in  all 
stragglers  and  keep  your  men  well  in  hand.  Get  everything  ready  for 
falling  back  on  short  notice,  and  be  prepared  to  move  what  Govern¬ 
ment  stores  you  can,  and  what  you  cannot  move  be  prei)ared  to  destroy. 
When  you  are  certain  that  Wheeler  is  approaching  you  will  fall  back  to 
this  place.  If  you  should  find  that  impossible  you  will  fall  back  on 
Murfreesborougli.  In  either  case  keep  your  force,  with  the  exceijtion  of 
a  small  advance  guard,  between  the  enemy  and  your  transportation. 
Inform  the  Union  citizens  that  there  is  danger,  that  they  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  act  as  they  think  best  for  their  safety.  Be  sure  you  are  not 
alarmed  by  guerrillas  alone  to  evacuate  the  place  without  cause.  Be 
vigilant,  brave,  and  calm,  and  there  will  be  no  danger  of  being  gobbled. 
Wheeler  may  turn  his  attention  toward  Knoxville  and  not  come  this 
way.  It  would  be  well  to  give  out  to  the  inhabitants  that  you  are  to 
make  a  stand  and  hold  the  i^lace  till  relieved.

I  can  trace  your  movement  by  the  map  perfectly  well.  I  think  it 
well  still  to  display  a  force  about  Diggs’  until  we  know  that  General 
Kilpatrick  is  back  behind  Camp  Creek.  Have  you  seen  your  cavalry 
during  the  day?  General  Stanley  moved  in  force  across  the  railroad 
about  the  brick  house,  and  set  his  men  to  work  enlarging  and  strength¬ 
ening  his  lines  in  that  quarter.  To  produce  the  proper  effect  he  sent  a 
brigade  across  to  General  McPherson’s  battle-ground,  and  found  the 
enemy  intrenched  on  that  hill,  about  half  a  mile  out.  I  have  not  heard 
of  General  Garrard’s  cavalry,  but  am  satisfied  the  enemy  has  been  held 
to  his  lines  to-day,  and  General  Kilpatrick  has  had  a  good  chance  to 
work.  Generals  Stanley  and  Garrard  will  renew  their  operations  in 
the  morning  and  all  the  line  will  be  active  until  General  Kili)atrick  is 
back,  of  which,  I  think,  you  will  have  the  first  notice.  We  have  fired 
the  town  twice  to-day,  a  heavy  fire  burning  at  daylight  and  about  3

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  demonstration  was 
made  to-day  at  12  m.  in  compliance  with  instructions,  and  that  it  did 
not  result  in  developing  any  greater  force  of  the  enemy  than  on  yester¬ 
day.  They  replied  briskly  with  musketry  and  artillery.  The  firing  to¬ 
night  commenced  on  General  Osterhaus’  working  party  and  afterward 
extended  generally  along  the  whole  line.  Brigadier-General  Lightburn 
was  wounded  severely  in  the  head  while  at  De  Gress’  battery.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  12  m.  to-day  orders  were  received 
to  make  a  demonstration  along  the  line  of  the  division,  which  was  at 
once  obeyed  by  sending  forward  two  regiments,  displaying  troops,  firing 
with  artillery  and  infantry.  The  enemy  at  once  replied  all  along  the 
line  with  some  infantry,  and  from  three  positions  in  my  immediate" front 
with  the  artillery,  probably  not  mofe  than  a  section,  at  each  iilace. 
This  was  in  addition  to  firing  with  artillery  from  the  two  positions  fired 
from  last  evening.  Excepting  a  brisk  and  ineffective  fire  for  about  ten 
minutes  along  the  picket-line  last  night  nothing  else  of  importance  has 
transiiired  in  the  front  of  this  line  for  the  last  twenty-four  hours.

Captain  :  Yours  i)er  courier  received.  Reports  just  in  from  scout 
below  Post  Oak  say  the  rebels  are  crossing  Tennessee  River  at 
Brady’s  Ferry,  about  twenty-five  miles  below  this  iilace,  Amriously  esti¬ 
mated  from  2,000  to  5,000.  Reports  from  south  side  of  Tennessee  say 
two  regiments  were  crossing  at  the  same  iilace,  this  about  11  a.  m. 
Cannot  find  out  which  direction  they  are  moving.  My  scouts  nearly 
form  a  connected  line  from  Cumberland  Mountain  to  Sweet  Water 
Valley.  I  aih  confident  that  they  cannot  suri)rise  us.  The  three  pieces 
of  artillery  here  have  each  100  rounds  of  grape-shot  and  shell.  The 
steamers  on  which  they  belong  speak  of  running  up  to  Loudon  if  the 
rebels  attack  us  here,  and  will  take  off  the  pieces  with  them,  for  the 
captains  say  that  they  have  orders  from  General  Thomas  to  not  run 
without  them  aboard.  The  ammunition  sent  from  Loudon  is  received. 
Will  fix  up  receipts,  &c.,  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  men  are  all  anxious  to  have  the  rebels  try  us,  and  I  have  the 
utmost  confidence  in  them.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  intention 
of  the  rebels  is  to  make  a  raid  through  Middle  Tennessee  and  cut  com¬ 
munication  off*  from  Nashville,  though  I  may  be  wrong,  but  will  try  to 
be  ready  for  them  when  they  come.  If  we  are  attacked  you  shall  know 
it  at  once.

Gen¬ 
eral  Sherman  exx)ects  much  from  the  movement.  Railroad  hence  to 
Atlanta  all  right  again,  and  Wheeler  is  now  in  East  Tennessee  above 
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tbe  Hiwassee,  uo  doubt  on  the  same  route  he  went  over  last  year,  and 
will  be  next  heard  from  on  the  Nashville  railroad  in  vicinity  of  War- 
trace  or  Duck  Eiver  bridge.  He  has  not  less  than  5,000  men  and  ten 
guns.  Two  wires  to  Kingston,  and  business  will  be  more  promptly  for¬ 
warded  if  rebels  don’t  keep  both  cut,  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  last 
three  or  four  days.  Awful  hot.

Washington : 

General:  I  received  last  night  your  dispatch  of  10th  concerning 
jurisdiction  on  the  Mississippi.*  As  long  as  we  can  all  pull  together  it 
makes  little  difference  who  commands,  and  I  perfectly  accord  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Canby  the  control  of  matters  on  the  great  river.  I  have  sent  by 
telegraph  to  General  Washburn  a  copy  of  your  dispatch,  with  an  order 
to  be  governed  by  it,  but  it  will  need  some  further  orders  to  make  things 
straight.  I  will  see  General  Howard  to-day,  and  we  will  submit  some 
proposition  that  will  give  General  Canby  all  the  troops  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Tennessee  resting  on  the  Mississippi,  but  for  the  sake  of 
accountability  we  should  have  sent  to  this  army  certain  detachments 
that  resulted  from  the  General  Banks  expedition.  You  will  remember 
that  I  made  up  my  Meridian  force  out  of  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth 
Corps,  and  when  General  Banks  asked  for  10,000  men  for  one  month  on 
Bed  Biver  we  made  up  the  force  by  Uvsing  troops,  non-veterans,  and 
availed  ourselves  of  the  lull  to  furlough  the  veterans.  In  this  operation 
some  considerable  confusion  was  made  in  old  divisions,  brigades,  and 
even  regiments,  so  that  still  fractions  of  these  are  here  and  the  other 
fractions  down  the  Mississippi,  making  it  very  difficult  to  jireserve  the 
standard  organizations.  My  orders  to  General  Washburn  were  to  let 
General  A.  J.  Smith  sweep  across  Ntorth  Mississippi  and  reach  either 
Eastport  or  Decatur,  whence  I  would  draw  these  fragments  and  the 
division  of  General  A.  J.  Smith,  which  was  designed  to  form  a  part  of 
General  McPherson’s  column,  and  send  the  balance,  including  the  cav¬ 
alry,  back.  I  only  gave  this  order  after  I  knew  that  Stephen  D.  Lee 
had  joined  General  Johnston  at  Atlanta  with  a  large  part  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  army.  I  think  it  would  be  well,  if  possible  still,  to  send  here 
by  river  and  rail,  if  necessary,  the  fragments  to  which  I  refer,  which 
cannot  amount  to  more  than  2,000  or  3,000  men,  and  leave  General 
Canby  the  balance. 

Our  casualties  here  from  death,  wounds,  and  sickness  have  been  and 
must  continue  large,  but  we  lose  more  by  the  expiration  of  service  of 
regiments  and  individuals.  I  think  more  than  half  this  army  is  entitled 
to  discharge  between  this  and  October,  so  that  if  Hood  can  simply  hold 
on  here  he  will  be  enabled  to  defeat  us  by  the  superior  method  they 
have  of  recruitment.  In  the  South  all  men  are  soldiers,  and  they  are 
not  held  for  limited  terms,  but  for  life  if  the  war  lasts  that  long.  In  the 
end  we  muvSt  adopt  the  same  plan,  but  in  the  mean  time  may  lose  the 
result  of  all  former  labors  and  have  to  commence  de  novo. 

If  General  Canby  can  hold  the  river  and  xirevent  Kirby  Smith  i^ass- 
ing  over  (which  he  cannot,  for  the  men  pass  by  individuals  and  meet 
at  some  rendezvous  in  Mississipi^i,  whence  they  come  in  organized 
masses  to  Hood),  he  will  accomplish  the  same  result  as  here.  Also  the

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operations  up  the  Alabama  are  of  equal  assistance  to  me.  I  would  not 
take  Mobile  City,  for  that  would  simply  tie  up  a  garrison,  whereas  now 
General  Dabney  Maury  holds  it  with  a  Confederate  garrison  which  is 
lost  to  our  opponents.  A  single  gun-boat  can  watch  Fort  Morgan,  two 
more  the  river  at  and  near  Mobile,  and,  if  I  am  not  in  error.  General 
Gordon  Granger’s  troops  could  go  up  the  old  Spanish  channel*  by 
Blakely  and  reach  Selma,  and  it  may  be  Montgomery,  which  would 
compel  Hood  to  detacli  as  against  him,  for  a  large  portion  of  the^ Con¬ 
federate  supplies  come  through  the  reach  of  the  Alabama  Fiver 
between  Selma  and  Montgomery. 

I  beg  you  will  submit  these  views  to  the  lieutenant-general  command¬ 
ing,  and  I  will  be  x)erfectly  satisfied  if  the  troops  hitherto  subject  to 
my  orders  can  be  directed  to  the  accomplishment  of  these  ends.

General  Stanley  reports  that  the  brigade  started  out  on  his  left, 
drove  back  the  enemy’s  skirmishers  one  mile,  and  found  the  right  of 
his  infantry  line,  took  8  prisoners  from  Strahl’s  brigade,  who  report 
that  Ferguson’s  brigade  of  cavalry  left  tlieir  right  at  daylight  yester¬ 
day  morning,  and  that  they  have  now  only  two  new  regiments  of  Georgia 
cavalry  on  their  right.  From  Garrard’s  report  of  last  evening  I  think 
Ferguson’s  brigade  must  be  after  or  watching  his  brigade  in  the  vicin 
ity  of  Decatur.  The  signal  officer  at  the  Howard  house  reported  at  7 
a.  111.  to-day  that  he  saw  a  larger  force  of  the  enemy  in  the  works  oppo¬ 
site  General  Stanley’s  left  this  morning  than  he  had  observed  there 
yesterday  or  the  day  before.  I  hope  Stanley’s  demonstration  may  have 
the  effect  of  causing  the  enemy  to  concentrate  on  the  Decatur  road  and 
thereby  relieve  iiressure  on  our  right  and  draw  off  any  troops  that  he 
may  think  of  sending  against  Kilpatrick.

Brigadier-General  Whipple,  Chief  of  Staff: 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  reconnaissance  I  pro¬ 
posed  making  last  evening  was  accomplished  this  morning  by  Briga¬ 
dier-General  Grose,  with  six  regiments  of  his  brigade.  Colonel  Opdycke’s 
brigade  supporting  his  left  flank.  The  course  of  march  was  nearly  due 
south  from  the  burnt  house  on  the  railroad.  The  rebel  skirmishers 
Avere  driAxn  back  about  a  mile,  Avhen  they  made  a  stand  in  the  Avorks  at 
the  angle  occupied  by  the  Seventeenth  Corps  some  weeks  ago.  As  the 
brigade  was  advanced  a  good  distance  beyond  support  it  Avas  not 
deemed  prudent  to  advance  farther.  Our  losses  Avere:  Major  Carter, 
Ninth  Indiana,  badly  contused  by  a  spent  ball;  1  man  mortally  and  2 
severely  Avounded.  We  captured  8  men  of  the  Forty-first  Tennessee 
Infantry,  Strahl’s  brigade,  Cheatham’s  division.  From  these  Ave  learned 
that  we  struck  the  extreme  right  of  the  brigade  and  the  right  of  the 
rebel  army,  excepting  the  two  new  regiments  of  Georgia  cavalry,  who 
scampered  off  as  soon  as  our  skirmishers  met  them.  The  prisoners 
state  that  Ferguson’s  brigade  of  ca  valry  left  their  (Strahl’s)  right  at  day¬ 
light  yesterday  morning.  The  prisoners  confirm  the  report  of  the  put¬ 
ting  up  of  the  big  guns  on  the  new  fort  southeast  of  the  city.  They 
say  the  fort  is  for  sixteen  guns.  They  gaA^e  the  information  which  our 
observation  leads  to,  that  the  rebels  have  a  line  of  works  coA^ering  the 
south  of  the  city.  I  do  not  think  an  attack  upon  the  enemy’s  right 
could  be  made  decisive  Av  ith  less  than  a  corps,  and  then  not  certainly,  as 
an  attacking  force  Avould  meet  several  successive  works.  Strahl’s  bri¬ 
gade,  hoAvever,  could  be  sent  flying  with  a  good  division.  The  rebels 
have  re-enforced  their  lines  in  front  of  us  with  additional  militia.  I 
do  not  knoAv  the  country,  but  I  believe  MilleFs  brigade  of  cavalry 
could  go  around  and  smash  up  the  Georgia  cavalry.  They  won’t  fight 
much.

From  them  it  was  learned  that  Ferguson’s  cavalry  brigade  left  the 
right  of  the  rebel  line  at  daylight  yesterday  morning  to  move  after  Kil¬ 
patrick,  and  that  the  only  cavalry  now  left  there  are  the  new  Georgia 
troops.  This  cavalry  run  at  almost  the  first  shot  that  we  fired  this 
morning.  It  would  be  probably  an  easy  matter  for  Miller’s  brigade  to 
strike  and  disperse  this  force.

Two  of  these  brigades,  under  Morgan,  were  sent  down  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Red  Oak,  striking  the  West  Point  railroad  about  half  a  mile

Captain  :  I  have  the  honor  to  re^iort  that  in  comiDliance  with  orders 
from  division  headquarters,  my  command  moved  early  this  morning  to 
the  right  and  in  rear  of  trenches  lately  occupied  by  Second  Division, 
Twenty-third  Army  Corps.  About  8.30  a.  m.  I  received  orders  to  make 
a  reconnaissance  with  my  own  and  the  Third  Brigade  toward  Eed  Oak 
Station,  on  Atlanta  and  West  Point  Eailroad.  When  within  two  miles 
and  a  half  of  the  station,  on  the  Newnan  road,  the  First  Brigade  was 
left  to  cover  certain  roads  leading  in  the  direction  of  East  Point,  while 
the  Third  Brigade  moved  toward  Eed  Oak,  striking  the  Atlanta  and 
West  Point  Eailroad  half  a  mile  east  of  that  station,  cutting  the 
telegraph  wire  and  tearing  up  portion  of  the  railroad  track.  From 
here  the  troops  moved  by  the  most  direct  route  back  to  camp.  The 
heavy  rains  made  the  creeks  almost  impassable,  and  some  delay  occurred 
in  crossing  Camp  Creek  on  my  return.  The  troops  met  with  no  resist¬ 
ance  until  reaching  the  railroad,  where  I  found  a  small  force  of  the 
enemy’s  cavalry.  Distance  marched  during  the  day,  fully  twenty  miles. 
Prisoners  captured  by  both  brigades,  some  12  or  14.  Full  reports  have 
not  been  received.  Casualties,  none.

Lieutenant- Colonel  Klein  was 
detached  from  Brigadier-General  Kilpatrick’s  command  on  the  night 
of  the  18th  instant  with  about  300  men,  and  proceeding  toward  the 
Atlanta  and  Macon  Railroad  he  struck  that  road  at  Fayette  at  noon  of 
the  19th  instant.

We  arrived  here  this  evening,  having  thoroughly  scouted  thec^ountry 
from  Graysville,  through  Parker’s  Gap  eastward  on  the  old  Alabama 
road,  to  within  twelve  miles  of  Cleveland,  thence  across  to  Ked  Clay 
and  to  VarnelFs  Station,  thence  via  Tunnel  Hill  to  Dalton.  There  are  no 
rebels,  even  in  small  parties,  within  that  range,  and  none  to  be  heard 
of  nearer  than  East  Tennessee.  The  rebel  cavalry  that  cut  the  road  at 
Graysville  was  a  Kentucky  brigade,  under  General  Williams,  number¬ 
ing  about  900  men,  which  came  through  Parker’s  Gap  and  Mc^Daniel’s 
Gap,  and  went  back  the  same  way.  The  last  of  these  left  the  old  Ala¬ 
bama  road  at  Blackburn’s,  eight  miles  from  Parker’s  Gap,  near  which 
they  fed  on  Wednesday  at  3  p.  m.,  and  took  the  road  to  Bed  Clay,  but 
turned  off  toward  Cleveland.  Some  of  the  soldiers  told  the  x>eople 
they  were  going  to  Kentucky.

The  major-general  commanding  is  pained  to  find  it  necessary 
again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  officers  and  men  of  this  command  to 
the  disgraceful  practice  of  marauding  and  plundering  which,  in  spite  of 
past  orders,  is  still  lorevalent  in  the  command.  All  officers  and  soldiers 
are  strictly  forbidden  to  pass  beyond  the  skirmish  fine,  except  by  order 
of  a  division  commander.  When  foraging  parties  are  sent  out  they 
must  be  sufficiently  strong  to  protect  themselves  and  always  in  charge 
of  a  trustworthy  commissioned  officer  who  will  be  held  to  a  rigid  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  good  conduct  of  the  party.

General  Howard  and  I  have  talked  over  the  affairs  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Tennessee,  and  admit  the  wisdom  of  General  Canby  exer¬ 
cising  command  of  all  the  troops  on  the  Mississippi.  To  preserve 
organizations  already  existing  without  materially  diminishing  the  mili¬ 
tary  force  on  the  Mississipiii,  we  ask  that  certain  fragments  of  regiments 
and  brigades,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  2,500  men,  be  allowed  to 
come  to  their  organization  here.  Also,  if  possible,  that  a  division  of 
the  Seventeenth  Corps,  originally  designated  as  part  of  General  Mc¬ 
Pherson’s  column,  but  detained  up  Eed  Eiver,  be  also  allowed  to  come 
by  any  route  deemed  advisable  by  General  Washburn.  To  accomplish 
these  results  General  Howard  sends  to-day  a  staff*  officer  to  Louisville  to 
confer  with  you  by  telegraph,  and  then  to  go  to  Memphis  and  accom¬ 
plish  whatever  you  may  conclude.  Be  assured  that  General  Howard 
and  I  both  cheerfully  concede  anything  that  will  produce  good  results. 
I  think  it  would  be  well  not  to  change  the  limits  of  departments,  but 
to  have  all  troops  now  belonging  to  the  Department  of  the  Tennessee 
still  make  returns  to  General  Howard,  but  be  subject  to  the  military 
orders  of  General  Canby,  to  whom  they  could  make  reports  of  effective 
force  tliat  would  satisfy  his  ijurposes.  All  well.  Expect  to  hear  of 
General  Kilj)atrick  every  hour.  Nothing  further  of  Wheeler.

Sir:  In  addition  to  the  dispatch  sent  you  yesterday  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  that  during  the  movement  on  my  right  General  Eeilly 
pushed  forward  his  brigade  to  the  advanced  point  occupied  by  him  the 
day  before,  and  Colonel  Casement  connected  by  swinging  forward  his 
line  of  skirmishers.  The  enemy  made  a  dash  Avith  some  force,  about  2 
p.  m.,  to  get  in  between  Eeilly  and  Stiles,  but  were  unsuccessful,  and 
retired  after  a  brisk  skirmish.  The  line  of  vedettes  became  broken 
necessarily  by  the  movement,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  my  aide, 
Mr.  Coughlan,  Avas  captured.  He  had  been  to  General  Eeilly  Avitli 
orders  and  started  to  return  to  me,  passing  in  rear  of  the  skirmish  line, 
and  has  not  since  been  heard  of.  The  probability  is  that,  not  being 
aAvare  that  any  imrtion  of  the  chain  of  A^edettes  had  left  their  position, 
he  passed  through  the  gap  about  the  time  of  the  demonstration  by  the 
enemy  at  that  point  and  Avas  surrounded  before  he  Avas  aware  of  it.  If 
there  is  any  proper  means  of  doing  so  I  should  like  very  much  to  make 
inquiry  of  the  enemy  Avhether  he  Avas  Abounded.  The  gap  in  tlie  skir¬ 
mish  line  Avas  closed  as  soon  as  Colonel  Stiles  became  aware  of  it,  and  it 
could  not  have  existed  long.  Citizens  on  the  KcAvnan  road  rei)ort  tliat  the 
rebels  do  not  expect  to  keep  open  the  West  Point  road,  and,  making  a 
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merit  of  necessity^  profess  to  have  made  arrangements  to  abandon  it. 
They  report  General  Kilpatrick’s  cavalry  in  the  vicinity  of  Jonesborough 
night  before  last.  Very  distant  cannonade  was  heard  yesterday  after¬ 
noon  in  a  southerly  direction.  Your  orders  as  to  the  demonstration  to¬ 
day  will  be  carried  out  by  Eeilly’s  brigade  and  part  of  Stiles’.  The  order 
in  regard  to  foraging  is  substantially  the  same  as  one  I  had  issued  for  my 
own  command.  I  regret  General  Morgan  did  not  arrest  the  plunderers 
he  saw,  as  I  should  like  to  know  whether  they  belonged  to  this  division 
and  to  what  regiments.

Wheeler  cannot  do  us  serious 
harm  up  there,  and  cavalry  has  not  the  industry  to  damage  railroads 
seriously.  General  Schofield  thinks  Knoxville  has  provisions  for  three 
months,  and  is  very  strongly  fortified,  so  you  need  not  bother  Wheeler 
there  further  than  to  keep  him  watched  by  scouts  and  citizens,  and  let 
me  know  his  future  course.  I  don’t  want  him  to  come  back  by  way  of 
the  Oostenaula.  Now  is  the  time  to  get  all  your  forces  in  good  i)osi- 
tion  to  move  rapidly  against  his  flank  if  he  comes  back  anywhere  be¬ 
tween  Spring  Place  and  Talking  Eock.  Dalton  is  the  best  point  from 
which  to  watch  him,  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  make  a  bridge 
across  the  Connesauga,  near  the  mouth  of  Cooyehuttee,  on  the  road 
from  Dalton  to  Spring  Place,  and  build  a  small,  but  strong,  redoubt 
betAveeu  the  forks  at  the  bridge,  as  a  threat  to  that  flank.  I  don’t 
knoAv  the  ground  at  Dalton  or  Spring  Place,  but  by  the  maps  I  know 
if  you  have  a  respectable  force  at  Dalton,  and  the  Spring  Place  road 
fortified  as  1  describe,  Wheeler  will  not  dare  pass  down  this  way.

General  Kilpatrick  is  back.  He  had  pretty  hard  fighting  with  a 
division  of  infantry  and  three  brigades  of  cavalry.  He  broke  the  cav¬ 
alry  into  disorder  and  captured  a  battery,  Achich  he  destroyed,  except 
one  gun,  which  he  brought  in  in  addition  to  all  his  OAvn.  He  also 
brought  in  3  captured  flags  and  70  prisoners.  He  had  possession  of  a 
large  part  of  Ross’  brigade,  but  could  not  encumber  himself  with  them. 
He  destroyed  3  miles  of  the  road  about  J onesborough,  and  broke  pieces 
for  about  10  miles  more,  enough  to  disable  the  road  for  ten  days.  I 
exjAect  I  will  have  to  swing  across  to  that  road  in  force  to  make  the 
matter  certain.

He  re¬ 
ports  having  torn  up  four  miles  connectedly  of  railroad  between  Rough 
aud  Ready  and  Jonesborough,  and  ten  miles  at  intervals,  and  destroyed 
two  trains,  including  the  one  destroyed  by  Klein.  He  virtually  captured 
Ross  and  brigade,  but  could  not  bring  the  men  away.  He  was  attacked 
by  Jackson’s  cavalry  and  a  division  of  infantry  but  effected  his  escape 
before  the  enemy  could  surround  him,  and  brought  off  his  own  artillery 
and  one  piece  of  the  4  captured.  Two  pieces  and  9  caissons  AYcre  de¬ 
stroyed  by  him.  He  brought  in  about  70  iirisouers  and  3  battle-flags; 
all  his  own  wounded.  Has  97  killed  and  missing,  among  the  missing  4 
officers.

He  sp'eaks  in  high  terms  of  the  behaAuor  of  his  Avhole  command.  Cap¬ 
tain  Bartlett  is  aycII  and  on  the  road  AYith  him  to  your  headquarters.

Everytking  very  quiet  along  the  lines ;  a  train  of  five  freight,  two  platform,  three 
passenger,  and  one  baggage  cars  arrived  at  Atlanta  at  5.30  p.  m.  There  were  a  few 
persons  on  it;  x>robably  fifty.  I  have  observed  for  several  days  a  body  of  men  at 
work  on  what  appeared  to  be  anew  line  of  works  on  east  side  of  Marietta  railroad. 
To-day  I  have  been  able  to  better  determine  the  nature  of  the  work,  A  line  of  works 
runs  parallel  to  the  railroad  directly  opposite  of  railroad  buildings,  terminating  in 
a  strong  fort.  In  front  of  this  line  rifle-pits  for  skirmishers  are  alreadv  made.

At  4  p.  m.  three  ladies,  two  girls,  and  a  citizen,  with  a  black 
servant  girl,  all  of  them  well  dressed,  took  quite  a  promenade  on  the 
large  work  in  front  of  the  main  part  of  town.  The  enemy  issued  green 
corn  again  to  their  men  in  the  rilie-pits  this  p.  m.  The  box-cars  reported 
by  Lieutenant  Fish  appeared  to  be  loaded. 

Men  seem  to  be  very  scarce  in  front  of  the  Sixteenth  Corps.  The  big- 
gun  stands  in  the  same  position.

I  received  your  telegram  to-day  concerning  Colonel  Palmer’s  force. 
If  any  mounted  force  should  be  placed  at  my  command  sufficiently  large 
to  be  eftective,  I  desire  to  ask  you  as  to  the  disposition  of  them.  If  the 
object  is  simply  to  scout  along  the  road  the  force  is  at  present  probably 
as  well  disi)osed  for  that  puiqiose  as  it  could  be;  if,  on  the  contrary,  you 
design  to  intercept  Wheeler  should  he  endeavor  to  return  south  by  his 
old  route,  all  the  cavalry  should  be  concentrated  at  Dalton,  liesaca,  or 
Spring  Place.  Dalton  is  probably  the  best  point  from  which  to  defend 
the  road.  I  deem  it  inqiossible,  hoAvever,  for  any  cavalry  force  you  could 
concentrate  at  present  to  intercept  Wheeler  if  he  desires  to  avoid  you, 
as  he  can  back  through  Elhjay  and  Jasper  or  tlirough  Ducktown  and 
Amicalola  Falls  or  through  Cooper’s  Gap  to  Dahlonega  and  cross  the 
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Chattalioocliee  anyplace  above  there.  It  might  be  liard  for  his  force  to 
procure  subsistence  over  these  routes,  but  no  more  difficult  than  over 
the  route  he  has  already  marched,  Avhere  everything  has  already  been 
consumed.  Talking  Kock  is  another  important  point,  and  scouting  i)ar- 
ties  sent  there  and  to  Pine  LogPost-Officecontinually  will  give  notice  of 
any  attempt  on  tlie  road  south  of  the  Coosawattee.  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  recent  attacks  on  the  road  south  of  the  Etowah  have  been  encouraged 
and  assisted  by  citizens.  If  some  terrible  lesson  is  not  taught  them  now 
our  line  of  communications  will  suffer  through  the  whole  campaign.  If 
they  learn  that  when  they  destroy  our  railroad  we  will  destroy  their 
houses  I  think  they  will  be  willing  to  quit.  The  experiment  is  worth 
trying  at  any  rate.

At  7.30  a.  m.  two  engines,  with  some  cars, 
passed  into  Atlanta.  The  fog  prevented  the  counting  of  the  cars  or 
seeing  what  was  on  them.  At  9.15  a.  m.  an  engine  with  one  box-car 
left  toAvn.  At  2  p.  m.  an  engine  with  two  box-cars  left  town;  no  men 
to  be  seen  on  them.  At  3  p.  m.  the  engine  and  car  that  left  at  9.15  a. 
m.  returned,  closely  followed  by  the  other  engine.  Xo  men  to  be  seen 
on  them.  At  G  p.  m.  a  train  of  seventeen  freight  and  one  passenger 
cars  left  Atlanta.  Xothing  aboard  but  a  few  men.  The  enemy  are 
tearing  down  old  barracks  and  using  the  lumber  for  shelters  along  their 
line  of  works.  First  Lieut.  J.  H.  Weirick,  of  this  detachment,  re¬ 
ports  the  rebels  busy  extending  and  completing  their  skirmish  pits.

I  sent  out  one  comiiany  yesterday  morning  eastward  to  Holly  Creek, 
beyond  Spring  Place,  and  another  through  Ship’s  Gap  to  Summerville 
via  Broomtown  Valley;  the  last  will  not  return  till  to-night.  The  first 
company  returned  last  evening,  and  report  a  body  of  500  rebel  cavalry 
lying  on  the  Westfield  turnpike  at  the  foot  of  the  Cohutta  Mountain, 
about  twenty  miles  from  here  on  the  road  to  Ellijay.  They  are  appar¬ 
ently  holding  that  gap  for  the  protection  of  couriers  or  other  communi¬ 
cations  between  Wheeler  and  Atlanta.  They  came  there  on  Sunday 
from  the  diretion  of  Columbus,  having  been  sent  to  learn  the  old  Federal 
road  in  the  neighborhood  of  Cohutta  Springs  on  Saturday  evening,  and 
to  proceed  in  the. direction  of  Ellijay.  This  body  has  two  companies 
guarding  the  ford  of  Hold’s  Creek.  I  do  not  think  they  intend  to 
harass  the  railroad  but  merely  to  hold  that  gap.

In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  2, 1864,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  relative 
to  trade  and  intercourse  with  States  and  parts  of  States  in  insurrection, 
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and  to  make  the  operations  of  trade  just  and  fair  both  as  to  the  people 
and  the  merchant,  the  following  general  rules  will  be  observed  in  this 
military  division  as  near  as  the  state  of  tlie  country  will  i)ermit : 

I.  All  trade  is  i)rohibited  near  armies  in  the  field  or  moving  columns 
of  troops  save  that  necessary  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  troops  them¬ 
selves.  Quartermasters  and  commissaries  will  take  such  supplies  as 
are  needed  in  the  countries  passed  through,  leaving  receii)ts  and  taking 
the  articles  up  on  their  returns.  When  cotton  is  found,  and  transporta^ 
tion  is  easy  and  does  not  interfere  Avith  the  supplies  to  tlie  army  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  route,  the  quartermaster  Avill  ship  the  cotton  to  the 
quartermaster  at  Nashville  or  Memphis,  who  will  deliver  it  to  the  agent 
of  the  Treasury  Department.  It  will  be  treated  as  captured  prox)erty 
of  an  enemy  and  invoiced  accordingly.  No  claim  of  private  interest  in 
it  will  be  entertained  by  the  military  authorities. 

II.  In  departments  and  military  districts  embracing  a  country  within 
our  military  control,  the  commanders  of  such  departments  and  districts 
may  permit  a  trade  in  articles,  not  contraband  of  war  or  damaging  to 
the  operations  of  the  army  at  the  front,  through  the  properly  appointed 
agents  and  sub-agents  of  the  Treasury  Department,  to  an  extent  i^ropor- 
tionate  to  the  necessities  of  the  iieaceful  and  worthy  inhabitants  of  the 
localities  described ;  but  as  trade  and  the  benefits  of  civil  government  are 
conditions  not  only  of  fidelity  of  the  i)eople,  but  also  of  an  ability  to  main¬ 
tain  x^eace  and  order  in  their  district,  county,  or  locality,  commanding  offi¬ 
cers  will  give  notice  that  all  trade  will  cease  Avhere  guerrillas  are  tolerated 
or  encouraged,  and,  moreover,  that  in  such  districts  and  localities  the 
army  or  detachments  sent  to  maintain  the  peace  must  be  maintained 
by  the  district  or  locality  that  tolerates  or  encourages  such  guerrillas. 

III.  All  military  officers  will  assist  the  agents  of  the  Treasury  Dex^art- 
ment  in  securing  x^ossession  of  all  abandoned  prox^erty  and  estates  sub¬ 
ject  to  confiscation  under  the  law. 

lY.  The  use  of  weapons  for  hunting  purposes  is  too  dangerous  to  be 
allowed  at  this  time,  and  therefore  the  introduction  of  all  arms  and 
Ijowder,  x^ercussion  caxis,  bullets,  shot,  lead,  or  anything  used  in  con¬ 
nection  with  fire-arms,  is  x>iohil)ited  absolutely,  save  by  the  x^i’oxier 
agents  of  the  United  States ;  and  when  the  inhabitants  require  and  can 
be  trusted  Avith  such  things  for  self-defense,  or  for  aiding  in  maintaining 
the  x^eace  and  safety  of  their  families  and  xuoperty,  commanding  officers 
may  issue  the  same  out  of  the  public  stores  in  limited  quantities. 

Y.  Medicines  and  clothing,  as  well  as  salt,  meats  and  xirovisions,  being 
quasi-contraband  of  Avar  according  to  the  condition  of  the  district  or 
locality  where  offered  for  sale,  will  Ibe  regulated  by  local  commanders  in 
connection  with  the  agents  of  the  Treasury  Dex:)artment. 

YI.  In  articles  non -contraband,  such  as  the  clothing  needed  for  women 
and  children,  groceries  and  imported  articles,  the  trade  should  be  left 
to  the  Treasury  agents  as  matters  too  unimx)ortant  to  be  noticed  by 
military  men. 

YU.  When  military  officers  can  indicate  a  preference  to  the  class  of 
men  allowed  to  trade  they  will  always  give  preference  to  men  who 
have  served  the  Government  as  soldiers  and  are  Avounded  or  incapaci¬ 
tated  from  further  service  by  such  wounds  or  sickness.  Men  who  mani¬ 
fest  loyalty  by  oaths  and  nothing  more  are  entitled  to  live,  but  not  to 
ask  favors  of  a  Government  that  demands  acts  and  x^ersonal  sacrifice.

General  George  H.  Thomas: 

The  very  last  from  a  reliable  and  intelligent  refugee,  who  is  vouched 
for  by  our  scout  as  being  truly  loyal,  is,  Roddey  returned  to  Moulton 
last  night.  His  command  will  be  there  to-day.  He  is  ordered  to  remain 
in  the  valley,  but  to  strike  at  our  railroads,  and  if  possible  to  attack 
Decatur  from  the  north.  General  Smith  is  between  Pontotoc  and  Oko- 
lona,  moving  toward  Columbus.  Forrest  is  in  the  field,  but  is  retreat¬ 
ing  south  of  Columbus,  having  told  the  citizens  he  could  not  hold  the 
place  without  re-enforcements.  Forrest  only  lost  his  little  toe,  but  is  re¬ 
ported  twice  6,000  little  toes  still  under  his  command.  Clanton  is 
reported  in  the  eastern  part  of  this  (Morgan)  county  with  1,500  men.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  of  to-day. 
Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  took  fiosition  on  lookout  station 
at  8  a.  m.  and  reports  the  following : 

At  11.30  a.  m.  I  discovered  a  column  of  smoke  rising  from  Atlanta.  I  examined  it 
closely,  hut  could  not  determine  from  what  it  originated.  The  fire  emitted  black 
smoke  for  a  space  of  five  minutes,  then  white  smoke,  something  like  steam. 
Heated  air  could  be  seen  to  rise  in  thick  white  clouds.  It  was  still  burning  at  dark. 
At  11.40  a.  m.  a  train  of  eighteen  box-cars  loft  town;  doors  closed;  could  not  tell  if 
loaded  or  not.  At  4.30  p.  m.  a  train  of  eighteen  box-cars  and  one  passenger-car  ar¬ 
rived,  all  empty.  At  4.50  p.  m.  a  train  of  four  passenger  and  five  box  cars  arrived ; 
they  appeared  to  be  empty.  At  6  p.  m.  a  train  of  eight  box-cars,  loaded  with  boxes, 
bundles  of  clothing  or  bedding,  and  other  articles,  left  town,  also  about  thirty -five 
men  on  board.  The  six-gun  fort  in  front  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps  has  part  of  the 
embrasures  casemated.  A  battery  in  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps  almost  destroyed 
one  of  the  casemates  to-day ;  their  firing  was  very  good. 

Lieutenant  Weirick,  of  this  detachment,  reports  from  Captain  De 
Gress’  battery : 

I  notice  the  following  changes  on  the  rebel  lines  in  front  of  Fifteenth  Army 
Corps:  During  the  last  twenty-four  hours  considerable  timber  has  been  cut  in 
front  of  their  main  lines.  They  have  extended  and  completed  some  of  their  ad¬ 
vance  skirmish  pits  and  pitched  some  additional  tents  or  flies  in  rear  of  main  works, 
apparently  officers’  quarters;  otherwise  their  lines  appear  unchanged. 
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At  12  ui.  I  received  inforiiiatioii  from  General  O.  O.  Howard  that  it 
was  currently  reported  that  the  rebels  were  evacuating  Atlanta.  I 
therefore  proceeded  to  the  lookout  station  and  examined  entirely  the 
enemy’s  lines,  but  could  see  notliing  to  justify  the  rei)ort.  A  large  fire 
appeared  in  Atlanta  that  I  could  tell  but  very  little  about.  The  smoke 
appeared  like  that  of  burning  grain.  I  then  x>roceeded  to  Cai)tain  De 
Gress’  battery;  while  there  I  discovered  considerable  movements  along 
the  rebel  line.  They  appeared  to  be  fixing  up  their  ecpiixunents;  most 
of  them  moved  back  to  a  cainx)  or  new  line  in  rear  of  the  one  in  sight. 
At  5  p.  m.  I  returned  to  the  lookout  on  tree  and  discovered  a  few  men 
leaving  the  rifle-x>its  in  front  of  Twentieth  Corps  with  their  ecpiip- 
ments;  they  ax^peared  to  be  militia.  At  0  x).  m.I  saw  four  old  citizens, 
well  dressed,  come  out  on  the  big  work  in  front  of  town.  They  ax)- 
peared  to  be  agitated  and  excited.  It  is  evident  from  their  motion  and 
downcast  ax)pearance  that  there  is  some  move  about  to  take  place.  Two 
more  large  fires  occurred,  one  in  the  evening  and  the  other  at  about 
dark;  appeared  to  be  large  buildings  of  some  kind.  From  my  obser¬ 
vations  this  afternoon  I  am  satisfied  that  the  enemy  are  about  to  make 
a  grand  move  of  some  sort.  The  rebels  fired  their  big  gun  three  times, 
once  before  dark  and  twice  after.  Very  few  xiieces  of  artillery  in  sight.

One  hundred  mounted  men  said  to  be  at  Ellijay;  none  nearer.  On 
Friday  thirty-eight  of  Wheeler’s  men  passed  down  Federal  road  across 
to  Ellijay  with  dispatch;  none  have  been  seen  since.

General  :  I  liave  tlie  honor  to  make  yon  acquainted  with  the  follow¬ 
ing'  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  raiding  party  from  the  south,  in 
this  vicinity  for  your  information : 

On  Saturday  last  a  detachment  from  this  place  had  a  skirmish  with 
the  enemy  near  Sweet  Water  early  in  the  morning,  and  finding  their 
strength  too  great  fell  back.  In  the  afternoon,  near  Philadelphia,  had 
another  skirmish,  and  3  men  captured,  1  of  whom  made  his  escape,  but 
no  one  killed  or  wounded.  The  loss  of  the  enemy  in  killed  and 
wounded  in  these  two  skirmishes  was  6  or  more.  We  captured  1  from 
the  Sixth  Georgia  Cavalry.  That  day  the  enemy  moved  to  the  south 
of  this  place  and  crossed  the  Little  Tennessee  at  different  fords  the 
20th  and  21st.  The  22d  some  crossed  the  Holston  at  Louisville  and  cut 
the  telegraph  at  Concord,  and  did  a  little  damage  to  railroad,  and  then 
returned  to  the  south  side  of  the  river  the  next  day.  Eailroad  and 
telegraph  to  Knoxville  now  repaired.  I  inclose  copies  of  telegrams 
from  General  Tillson,  which  will  inform  you  of  the  subsequent  move¬ 
ments  of  the  enemj^  The  railroad  and  telegraph  between  Philadel¬ 
phia  and  Athens  are  badly  injured.  The  construction  train  is  here, 
and  will  proceed  at  once  to  repair  the  road  and  telegraph  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  There  is  no  injury  to  either  between  Loudon  and  Philadel¬ 
phia.  The  country  has  been  thoroughly  scouted,  and  we  feel  assured 
that  they  have  all  crossed  to  the  other  side  of  the  Little  Tennessee  Eiver. 
I  felt  confident  of  being  able  to  defend  the  place  and  protect  the  bridge, 
but  had  not  force  to  attack  the  enemy  in  the  field.  Loudon  and  Kings¬ 
ton  were  not  molested.  General  Tillson  is  at  Knoxville,  and  as  the 
ifiace  is  very  strongly  fortified  there  is  no  cause  of  fear.  I  return  this 
p.  m.  to  Knoxville,  having  made  arrangements  here  for  the  safety  of 
bridge,  &c.  Shall  spare  no  effort  for  the  security  of  the  garrisons,  &c., 
under  my  command,  and  shall  use  every  endeavor  to  harass  and  defeat 
the  enemy.  Capt.  W^.  W.  Cushing,  military  conductor,  is  just  in  from 
Charleston ;  reports  no  rebels,  but  road  very  much  destroyed  between 
Athens  and  Charleston.

It  being  represented  by  A.  W.  Smith,  special  agent  of  the  Post-Office 
Department,  that  the  mail  cars  are  daily  encumbered  with  about  fifty 
men,  detailed  by  divisions,  brigades,  and  regiments,  who  profess  to  be 
after  their  mails,  but  are  in  reality  engaged  in  traffic,  it  is  ordered : 

I.  The  special  agent  of  the  Post-Office  Department  will  bring  the 
army  mail  to  the  nearest  practicable  point  by  rail  to  the  army  and 
there  deliver  the  bags  only  to  corps  messengers,  duly  appointed  by  a 
coriis  order,  approved  by  the  army  commander. 

II.  Each  army  corps  commander  will  arrange  to  receive  his  mail  of 
the  agent  of  the  Post-Office  Department  at  the  end  of  the  railroad,  and 
will  have  it  brought  to  his  headquarters  and  there  distributed  to  (li vis¬ 
ions,  brigades,  and  regiments,  according  to  his  own  plan. 

III.  Army  commanders,  viz,  Cumberland,  Tennessee,  and  Ohio,  may 
send  special  messengers  through  to  Nashville,  Chattanooga,  and  Knox¬ 
ville  and  back,  but  these  must  confine  their  business  to  that  defined  in 
their  written  orders.  The  same  privilege  cannot  be  conceded  to  any 
others,  because  we  have  not  the  facilities  and  quantity  of  cars  needed 
for  more  than  the  absolute  necessities  of  the  army.

Lieutenant  Ludlow,  engineer,  will 
superintend  the  erection  of  the  works  at  the  railroad  crossing.  Major 
Eeynolds,  chief  of  artillery,  will  assign  one  battery  to  each  General 
Ward’s  and  General  Geary’s  divisions,  to  march  with  them,  and  dux‘- 
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ing  the  day  to-morrow  will  select  positions  at  the  railroad  crossing 
for  the  other  four  batteries,  which  will  march  with  the  First  Divis¬ 
ion.  The  ordnance  and  regimental  trains  of  the  First  and  Third 
Divisions  will  start  early  to-morrow,  and  be  parked  on  this  side  of  the 
river  at  the  crossings  they  are  respectively  to  hold.

General  :  From  what  I  have  been  told  by  General  Brannan,  I  fear 
there  is  some  difference  in  the  manner  in  which  we  interpret  Special 
Field  Orders,  No.  57,  from  headquarters  Military  Division  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi.  General  Brannan  informs  me  that  in  conversation  with  you 
you  told  him  that  you  were  going  to  swing  back  your  left  to-night.  As 
General  Stanley  is  required  to  move  his  corps  to-night  from  our  extreme 
left  to  behind  the  right  center  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  I  would 
resi)ectfu]ly  suggest  that  you  should  not  withdraw  your  left  from  its 
present  position  until  General  Stanley  has  taken  up  his,  as  indicated  in 
the  flrst  move  of  Orders,  No.  57.  General  Stanley’s  movement  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  occupy  him  during  the  greater  portion  of  this  night,  and 
should  you  swing  back  your  left  until  after  his  cordis  has  passed,  you 
expose  him  to  an  attack  in  flank,  for  the  consequences  of  which  I  cannot 
be  held  responsible.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  of  the 
day.  Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  took  his  position  on  look¬ 
out  station  at  7.30  p.  m.  and  reports  the  following: 

At  10.05  a.  m.  a  train  of  thirteen  box  and  one  passenger  cars  arrived  in  Atlanta. 
The  doors  were  shut;  could  not  tell  if  loaded  or  not;  a  few  men  in  passenger-cars. 
At  5  p.  m.  a  train  of  fifteen  box-cars  arrived  in  Atlanta  with  between  150  to  200  men 
on  hoard.  They  appeared  to  have  other  freight  besides  the  men.  At  5.35  p.  m.  a 
train  of  three  passenger,  one  baggage,  and  seven  box  cars  arrived  in  town.  '  Bag¬ 
gage-car  well  filled  with  what  appeared  to  be  trunks,  and  quite  a  number  of  pas¬ 
sengers.  At  6  p.  m.  a  train  of  eighteen  box-cars  loaded  quite  heavy  with  men  and 
freight  left  town.  At  6.20  p.  m.  a  train  of  four  cattle-cars  loaded  with  men  and 
freight  left  town,  also  one  box-car  with  two  engines  in  front ;  the  hind  engine  had  no 
fire  in. 

Lieutenant  Weirick,  of  this  detachment,  reports: 

Everything  on  the  rebel  lines  in  front  of  the  Fifteenth  Corps  unchanged.  From 
my  own  observation  the  rebel  forts  and  lines  as  far  as  I  can  see  appear  unchanged. 
Very  little  sign  of  an  evacuation.  The  men  on  the  cars  appeared  unarmed,  prob¬ 
ably  convalescents.  The  train  of  five  cars  and  two  engines  were  well  filled  with 
men  sitting  on  top  of  some  kind  of  freight.  One  of  the  engines  appeared  to  be  dis¬ 
abled.  A  fatigue  party  of  forty  men  and  an  officer  on  horseback  came  from  the 
rebel  left  and  moved  to  their  right  a  little  before  dark.  The  men  had  picks,  shovels, 
and  axes.

Order  of  the  day  for  Fourth  Army  Corps,  August  25, 1864 : 

The  movement  of  this  command  from  its  present  lines  will  commence 
at  night-fall  this  evening.  Colonel  Opdycke  will  withdraw  his  brigade 
first,  and  he  will  move  it  promiitly  by  the  best  road  to  General  Kewton’s 
headquarters,  where  he  will  rejoin  his  division.  Kext,  Brigadier- Gen¬ 
eral  Kimball  will  withdraw  his  division,  commencing  on  the  left,  and  he 
will  march  to  the  present  corps  headquarters.  As  soon  as  General 
Kimball  passes  the  left  of  Brigadier- General  Wood’s  division  he.  Gen¬ 
eral  Wood,  will  withdraw  his  division  and  follow  him.  General  Kewton 
will  in  turn  withdraw  by  his  left  as  soon  as  General  Wood’s  division  has 
passed  the  same.  General  Kewton’s  division  and  the  artillery  will 
.move  on  the  outside ”  road,  which  passes  in  the  rear  of  department 
headquarters.  Captain  Steele,  aide-de-camp,  will  guide  this  column. 
All  of  the  columns  will  march  right  in  front.  Brigade  commanders  will 
assemble  their  battalion  commanders  and  enjoin  secrecy  upon  them  in 
this  movement,  and  instruct  them  to  see  that  all  commands  are  given  in 
an  ordinary  tone  of  voice.  They  will  also  instruct  their  captains  to  pre¬ 
vent  talking  in  the  ranks  and  by  the  pickets.  The  pickets  of  General 
Kimball’s  division  and  Colonel  Opdycke’s  brigade  will  move  back  into 
the  main  works  promptly  at  11  o’clock  this  p.  m.  As  soon  as  they 
arrive  in  the  main  works  the  whole  line  will  move  to  the  right,  com¬ 
mencing  on  the  left,  and  they  will  keep  the  road  near  the  breast- works, 
and  be  ready  to  repulse  any  sudden  attack  that  may  be  made.  The  picket 
officers  of  the  day  will  meet  at  General  Kimball’s  headquarters  at  4 
o’clock  this  afternoon  for  consultation.  They  must  have  a  perfect  un¬ 
derstanding  as  to  where  to  find  each  other  to-night,  and  General  Kew- 
ton’s  picket  officer  will  notify  the  picket  officer  of  General  Geary’s  divis¬ 
ion,  Twentieth  Corps,  A\ffiere  to  meet  him  and  Avhere  he  can  be  found 
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to-night.  In  no  case  will  the  pickets  of  any  division  or  brigade  fall 
back  until  those  on  their  left  have  done  so.  Lieutenant  Taylor,  aide- 
de-camp,  will  accompany  the  picket  officer  of  the  First  Division,  and 
will  guide  the  whole  picket-line  in  moving  off  to-night.  By  promi)t- 
ness  the  pickets  should  all  be  in  the  main  works  by  midnight.

The  colonel  commanding  has  had,  in  common  with  every  officer  and 
soldier  of  his  command,  occasion  to  know  from  personal  observation  that 
horses  and  mules  captured  from  the  enemy,  ai\d  taken  from  disloyal 
citizens,  have  not  been  treated  as  the  property  of  the  Government,  but 
have  been  claimed  as  the  private  property  of  both  officers  and  soldiers, 
and  as  such  have  been  the  subject  of  trade  and  sale  between  soldiers, 
and  between  soldiers  and  officers,  and  in  many  instances  have  been  sold 
to  the  Government  buj^ers,  to  private  horse  dealers,  or  shipped  to  the 
homes  of  their  x^retended  owners.  In  common  with  all  honest  men,  both 
soldiers  and  officers  of  this  command,  the  colonel  commanding  desires 
that  these  dishonest  practices  be  stopped,  and  that  our  Government  be 
no  more  defrauded  by  anyone  of  this  command  of  its  right  to  captured 
property.  The  two  desirable  objects  to  be  attained  are:  first,  that  the 
captured  horses  and  mules  shall  become  the  property  of  the  United 
States ;  second,  that  the  individual  company  or  regiment  making  the 
cax^ture  shall  have  the  xirivilege  of  the  use  of  it.  Both  of  these  desir¬ 
able  ends  can  be  attained  by  frequent  insx)ection  of  comxianies  and  regi¬ 
ments,  and  the  branding  of  all  horses  and  mules  found  to  be  Avithout 
the  brand.  It  is  Avell  known  to  all  cavalrymen  that  it  is  almost,  if  not 
entirely,  imx)0ssible  that  there  should  be  a  fair,  bona  fide  xmrchase  of  a 
horse  from  a  citizen  or  soldier  in  this  country.  The  colonel  commanding, 
therefore,  desires  it  to  be  known  to  his  command,  that  it  will  give  him 
Xdeasure  to  see  all  his  officers  and  men  well  mounted  on  captured  horses 
bearing  the  brand  of  the  Government,  and  trusts  that  the  only  claim  any 
one  in  this  command  may  ever  make  to  a  captured  horse  maybe  to  use 
it  in  the  service  of  the  Government.  It  is  therefore  ordered  that  all 
horses  and  mules  caxitured  from  the  enemy  or  taken  from  citizens  be 
branded  with  the  Government  brand  as  soon  as  x>racticable  after  the 
cax)turej  and  that  cax)tured  horses  and  mules  in  excess  of  the  need  of 
the  company  or  regiments  be  turned  over  to  the  regimental,  brigade,  or 
division  quartermaster  for  issue  to  other  portions  of  the  command. 
Oomxiany  and  regimental  officers  are  charged  Avith  the  duty  of  making 
inspections,  which  Avill  be  necessary  to  carry  this  order  into  effect,  and 
will  be  held  resxionsible  for  such  neglect  as  will  countenance  or  encour¬ 
age  the  conversion  of  caxitured  x^roperty  to  private  use.  It  will  be  the 
duty  of  the  acting  assistant  insxiectors-general  of  this  command  to  re¬ 
port  to  these  headquarters  the  names  of  officers  having  in  their  com¬ 
mands  unbranded  animals.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  operations  of  this  corps  to¬ 
day  :  At  daylight  this  morning  my  command  was  in  position,  two  divis¬ 
ions  on  the  other  side  of  Proctor’s  Creek  (Generals  Newton’s  and 
Wood’s),  on  the  ridges  about  one-quarter  of  a  mile  therefrom,  and  my 
other  division  (General  Kimball’s)  on  the  hill  on  this  side  of  the  creek, 
the  same  hill  formerly  fortified  by  General  Davis.  Soon  after  my  troops 
had  taken  these  positions  the  enemy’s  skirmishers  opjiosed  and  engaged 
them.  A  lively  skirmish  watS  then  kept  uj)  until  about  10  a.  m.,  when 
our  xiickets  at  the  creek  were  withdrawn.  The  enemy  did  not  ajiiiear 
disi)osed  to  attack  us,  and,  therefore,  in  accordance  Avith  instructions, 
I  commenced  to  withdraw  my  troops  at  about  9  a.  m.,  and  marched 
them  to  Utoy  Creek,  where  I  arrived  at  4  j).  m.  The  First  Division  is 
in  reserve  a  short  distance  back  from  the  creek,  and  the  Second  and 
Third  Divisions  are  'in  line  of  battle  facing  the  creek,  and  are  on  the 
ridges  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  it.  General  Newton’s  division 
on  the  right  of  the  Sandtown  road,  and  General  Wood’s  on  the  left.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  corps  is  in  position  as 
ordered  at  Pace’s,  Montgomery’s,  and  Turner’s  Ferries.  The  Avithdrawal 
was  effected  last  night  without  molestation  from  the  enemy.  Scouts 
that  I  have  sent  out  to-day  report  the  enemy’s  scouting  parties  at 
Howell’s  Mill  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  old  headquarters  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Cumberland,  but  no  force.  Our  positions  have  been 
strengthened  so  as  to  be  safe.  The  bridge  at  Turner’s  Ferry  is  com¬ 
plete.  General  Slocum  has  arrived  and  will  assume  command  of  the 
corps  to-morrow.

Colonel  :  Brigadier-General  Geary  directs  me  to  state  to  you,  for  the 
information  of  the  general  commanding  corps,  that  this  diAusion  reached 
Pace’s  Ferry  about  daylight  this  morning  and  was  placed  in  position 
on  chain  of  hills  east  of  the  Chattahoochee  Eiver,  the  left  resting  near 
the  river,  about  500  yards  above  the  bridge  at  the  ferry,  the  right 
resting  near  the  river,  about  two  miles  by  course  of  Avorks  below  the 
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bridge.  Our  pickets  that  were  left  in  front  of  Atlanta  last  night  rejoined 
the  division  here,  two  hours  after  daylight,  having  come  the  entire 
route  unmolested.  About  noon  slight  skirmishing  commenced  between 
our  pickets  and  the  enemy’s  cavalry,  who  are  developed  in  rather  heavy 
force  in  our  present  front.  A  portion  of  their  cavq;lry  (dismounted) 
charged  on  our  picket-line  and  were  instantly  driven  back,  with  a  loss 
of  3  captured.  Slight  iiicket-firing  continued  during  the  afternoon. 
General  Geary  directs  me  to  say  that  the  series  of  hills  on  which  our  line 
is  formed  make  a  naturally  strong  line  of  defense,  but  that  the  number 
of  troops  in  this  division  is  not  sufficient  to  hold  the  position  against  a 
very  heavy  attack  by  infantry.  Defensive  works  are  rapidly  being 
completed  throughout  the  entire  line,  which  is  about  two  miles  and 
a  half  in  length.  Much  of  the  timber  has  already  been  slashed,  as 
abatis,  and  that  work  will  be  steadily  pushed  to  completion.  The  gen¬ 
eral  is  busy  along  the  lines  and  has  no  opportunity  to  address  you  over 
his  own  signature.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  for  to¬ 
day: 

Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  was  on  the  station  at  7.30  a.  m. 
and  reports  the  following : 

The  enemy  could  he  seen,  gathered  in  groups,  looking  intently  toward  our  late  lines. 
At  10.15  a.  m.  a  train  of  live  freight-cars  left  Atlanta;  they  appeared  to  he  loaded. 
At  11  a.  m.  a  few  straggling  rebels  could  he  seen  rambling  about  the  works  lately 
held  by  the  Twentieth  Army  Corps.  These  stragglers  picked  up  a  few  of  our  men 
that  straggled  behind,  probably  from  the  Fourth  Army  Corps,  as  a  portion  of  that 
corps  were  in  that  vicinity.  At  11.30  a.  m.  a  locomotive  left  Atlanta  alone.  At  1 
p.  m.  I  discovered  a  column  of  infantry  moving  toward  the  enemy’s  left.  I  did  not 
see  the  head  of  column;  counted  live  stand  of  colors;  a  portion  of  the  column  was 
mounted  infantry,  about  300.  At  3.15  p.  m.  a  train  of  twelve  box-cars,  all  empty, 
arrived  in  Atlanta.  At  4.15  p.  m.  a  train  of  three  passenger  and  four  freight  cars 
arriA^ed  in  Atlanta  wuth  a  fcAv  passengers  aboard.  At  5.45  p.  m.  a  train  of  fifteen 
freight-cars,  a  portion  of  which  were  cattle-cars,  arrived  in  Atlanta ;  there  were  a 
few  men  in  each  car.  At  6  p.  m.  a  train  of  seventeen  freight-cars,  loaded  with  what 
appeared  to  be  army  stores,  left  town ;  immediately  following  this  freight  train  was 
a  train  of  six  passenger  and  two  baggage  cars,  with  two  extra  locomotives  attached. 

Lieutenant  Weirick,  of  this  detachment,  reports  the  following: 

All  quiet  and  unchanged,  with  the  exception  of  rebel  skirmishers,  who  kept  up  a 
constant  fire  at  our  skirmishers  on  main  lines  of  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  At  6  p.  m. 
communicated  movements  to  our  right  and  front. 

As  for  myself,  I  was  on  the  lookout  station  most  of  the  day,  and  in¬ 
dorse  the  above  statement  of  Lieutenant  Fish.

Captain  :  I  have  directed  Colonel  Hall  to  sniwey  a  route  for  a  road 
as  near  as  possible  along  the  railroad  between  Calhoun  and  AdairsAulle, 
crossing  the  Oothkaloga  Creek  railroad  bridges.  If  this  route  proA’^es 
practicable  I  propose  opening  a  Avagoii  road,  and  throA\ing  two  bridges 
across  that  creek,  and  then  obstruct  all  fords  on  the  creek  east  of  the 
railroad.  I  have  also  directed  him  to  erect  a  stockade  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  forty  men  at  a  point  half  Avay  between  the  two  block-houses,  to 
Avhich  point  roads  converge  from  the  country.

Loudon : 

The  enemy  came  doAvn  the  Emory  road  or  Beaver  Creek  road  inquir¬ 
ing  for  Lee’s  and  Black’s  fords  beloAv  Clinton.  A  i)ortion  of  them  are  on 
the  road  from  Ball  Play  to  Campbell’s  Station,  encamped.  Yesterday 
they  tried  to  burn  the  bridge  at  Strawberry  Plains  but  failed,  as  the  gar¬ 
rison  there  of  150  men,  Avith  two  pieces  of  artillery,  drove  them  away 
without  any  loss  on  our  side,  but  some  to  them.  If  they  attempt  the 
bridge  at  Loudon  you  can  keep  them  away  by  sending  infantry  to  this 
side  into  the  tAvo  works  by  railroad,  near  end  of  bridge  (one  already  oc- 
cuxhed  by  Fourth  Tennessee),  and  some  at  this  end  of  bridge.  Do  not 
send  out  too  far  on  this  side,  excejit  scouts.  You  may  expect  assist¬ 
ance  soon.  You  can  Avhip  them  easily  if  they  do  not  improve  very  much. 
If  the  gun-boat  helps  Major  Reeves,  Kingston  Avill  be  safe  Avith  moderate 
fighting  and  tolerable  management.  Their  Avhole  foice  is  eAudently  on 
this  side,  and  they  do  not  intend  to  tight  mucli  if  they  can  avoid  it.  Our 
estimate  of  their  numbers  is  right.  You  know  Avhat  we  thought.  They 
certainly  intend  to  cross  to  Middle  Tennessee  or  Kentucky.  You  can 
Avhip  them  easily.  They  tried  to  apply  torches  to  the  bridge  at  StraAv- 
berry  Plains,  but  the  guns  on  this  side  Avere  in  the  Avay.  You  can  do 
as  Avell  Avith  your  guns.  8hut  the  cut  ns  before  in  railroad  and  man 
the  fort  opposite.  The  two  forts  on  this  side,  Avith  a  feAc  skirmishers  in 
front  to  obseiwe  and  afterAvard  fall  back  into  the  works  and  to  the  end 
of  the  bridge  on  this  side,  Avill  make  the  defense  good,  ])robably  the  best.

General  Carlin,  and  take  iiosition  on  Carlin’s  left,  continuing  his  line 
doAvn  the  creek,  with  tAvo  brigades  in  front  line  and  one  in  reserA^e. 
Generals  Carlin  and  Baird  will  each  post  their  diAusions  Avith  two  bri¬ 
gades  in  the  front  line  and  one  in  reserve.  General  Morgan,  following 
General  Baird,  Avill  Avithdraw  and  take  position  on  Baird’s  left,  unless 
General  Baird’s  line  should  reach  that  of  the  Fourth  Corps,  in  Avhich 
case  he  a\  ill  place  his  troops  in  reserve  in  rear  of  General  Baird’s  left. 
The  picket-line  of  the  respective  diAusions  Avill  remain  in  their  present 
position  until  near  daylight  unless  driven  in  by  the  enemy,  in  which 
case  they  AAull  fall  back,  skirmishing,  to  their  commands.  All  hospitals, 
and  trains,  and  batteries  not  in  iiosition,  will  be  remoA^ed  this  afternoon 
to  the  rear  of  the  positions  indicated,  the  batteries  being  AvithdraAvn 
Avith  and  X)rotected  by  the  trooxis  AAith  AAdiich  they  are  noAV  x>osted  in 
line,  under  the  sux)erintendence  of  the  chief  of  artillery.

I  am  expecting  a  courier 
every  minute  from  the  major.

General  Stanley 
has  been  ordered  to  ])ost  his  pickets  on  the  north  of  the  railroad,  his 
left  extending  toAvard  Mims’  house,  and  coA^ering  tlie  road  by  Avhic.h 
the  troops  marched.

My  own  experience 
demonstrates  the  iiroxier  method  to  be :  To  march  a  regiment  to  the 
road,  stack  arms,  loosen  tAvo  rails  opposite  the  right  and  tAAX)  opposite 
the  left  of  the  regiment,  then  to  lieaA^e  the  whole  track,  rails  and  ties, 
over,  breaking  it  all  to  pieces,  then  iiile  the  ties  in  the  nature  of  crib 
Avork  and  lay  the  rails  over  them,  then  by  means  of  fence  rails  make  a 
bonfire,  and  AAffien  the  rails  are  red-hot  in  the  middle  let  men  give  the 
rail  a  twist,  AAdiich  cannot  be  straightened  Avithont  macliinery.  Also 
fill  up  some  of  the  cuts  Avith  lieaAy  logs  and  trunks  of  trees  and  branches 
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aiid  cover  up  and  fill  with  dirt.  Please  give  minute  instructions  on  this 
subject  to-night,  and  have  the  work  commenced  as  early  in  the  morning 
as  possible,  taking  proper  j)recaution  also  to  guard  against  attack  on 
either  the  working  parties  or  the  general  position.

Lieutenant  :  Your  note  of  this  morning  is  just  received.  General 
Slocum  is  absent  from  headquarters  along  the  lines.  The  firing  yester¬ 
day  was  at  Turner’s  Ferry.  The  enemy’s  cavalry,  with  a  section  of 
artillery,  appeared  in  front  of  Ward’s  division  and  fired  a  few  rounds, 
-Avhich  were  returned.  After  a  slight  skirmish  with  our  infantry  they 
retired,  and  all  has  been  quiet  since.  They  have  made  no  demonstra¬ 
tions  on  Williams’  division  at  the  railroad  crossing,  though  their  cavalry 
picket  along  the  front  of  that  division.  On  the  2()th,  Geary’s  division, 
at  Pace’s  Ferry,  had  a  sharp  skirmish  with  cavalry  (dismounted),  but 
nothing  since.  The  demonstration  of  yesterday  amounted  to  nothing — 
merely  recon noitering  to  ascertain  Avhether  or  not  Turner’s  Ferry  Avas 
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held  by  iis.  The  euemy  have  cavalry  on  all  the  roads  leading  from  the 
river  to  Atlanta.  Onr  j)ositions  at  each  of  the  three  ferries  have  been 
strengthened  so  as  to  be  perfectly  safe,  and  we  have  one  brigade  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river  at  this  point,  which  occupies  a  portion  of  the 
old  rebel  works,  and  completely  protects  the  depot  and  trains  here  from 
any  attack  in  the  rear.  Colonel  Minty  has  one  regiment  of  cavalry 
lip  the  river  from  here  toward  Koswell  Factory  and  two  regiments  at 
Sandtown.  The  euemy’s  cavalry  hold  Eoswell.  Their  force  there  is 
supposed  to  be  about  400.  They  scout  down  the  river  as  far  as  Soap 
Creek.  A  patrol  this  moment  returned  reports  the  enemy  in  front  of 
Ward’s  division  withdrawn.  The  iiatrolling  party,  starting  from  Turner’s 
Ferry,  went  out  on  the  road  to  Atlanta  three  miles,  took  a  road  to 
the  left,  and  came  in  to  our  lines  again  at  this  point.  The  general  will, 
I  presume,  make  a  reconnaissance  to-morrow  morning.  -Is  it  your  in¬ 
tention  to  keep  open  the  communication  by  courier  line  to  this  point 
via  Sandtown?

General  :  I  send  you  a  map  shoAviug  my  present  position,  and  from 
which  you  can  see  what  my  probable  movement  will  be  to-morrow. 
General  Thomas  is  now  on  the  railroad  about  Ked  Oak,  and  General 
Howard  has  crossed  it,  between  Eed  Oak  and  Fairburn.  To-morrow  I 
shall  probably  move  to  or  near  the  railroad  via  Mims’  and  Trimble’s. 
With  the  aid  of  Colonel  Garrard  you  will,  I  think,  be  able  to  keep  up 
connection  with  my  left,  and  cover  all  roads  on  which  army  trains  are 
moving.  This  being  the  object,  it  does  not  matter  about  preserving 
your  line  so  far  advanced  as  it  is  now.

I 
want  you  to  do  the  best  job  of  railroad  destruction  on  record,  using 
General  Kilpatrick  to  cover  you  Avhile  at  Avork,  and  to  explore  roads  to 
the  east  and  make  such  reconnaissances  toward  Campbellton  as  would 
be  useful  to  us  in  the  future ;  also  fill  ux)  some  cuts  in  the  railroad  with 
logs  and  trees  covered  Avith  dirt,  so  we  may  rest  iierfectly  satisfied  as 
regards  the  use  of  this  railroad  during  the  remainder  of  this  campaign. 
It  is  more  important  that  each  bar  of  iron  should  be  heated  and  tAvlsted 
than  a  great  amount  of  imj^erfect  woik  done,  for  if  the  iron  can  be  used 
again  in  this  Avooded  country  ties  can  be  easily  supplied.

Chief  of  Staff: 

The  occupation  of  the  troops  of  this  corps  to-day  consisted  in  adjust¬ 
ing  and  barricading  the  lines  occupied  by  the  corps  last  evening,  and 
in  breaking  up  the  railroad  toward  East  Point.  The  latter  was  done 
by  Brig.  Gen.  T.  J.  Wood  with  two  brigades.  Post’s  and  Knefler’s,  of 
his  division,  and  Taylor’s  brigade,  of  Kimball’s  division.  In  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  General  Carlin’s  division  General  Wood  thoroughly  destroyed 
the  railroad  three  miles  in  advance  of  our  lines.  We*  met  only  a  few 
cavalry  skirmishers.  As,  from  information  received  from  citizens  and 
contrabands,  the  point  reached  by  the  working  party  was  two  miles 
and  a  half  from  the  rebel  lines,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  push 
farther  forward.  Three  men  of  Kimball’s  division,  who  had  a  pass  to 
go  out  for  roasting-ears,  to  keep  behind  the  force  on  the  railroad,  were 
captured  by  the  enemy.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  to-day  my  com¬ 
mand  lay  in  position,  its  line  running  north  and  south,  with  the  left 
resting  near  Bed  Oak  Station.  During  the  morning  my  First  Division, 
General  Carlin,  destroyed  the  West  Point  railroad  from  two  miles  in 
his  front  to  about  one  mile  in  his  rear,  where  he  found  the  road  de¬ 
stroyed  by  the  troops  of  General  Howard.  General  Carlin’s  troops 
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tbuud  the  enemy  in  an  intrenched  position  between  two  and  three  miles 
in  his  front.  Two  different  regiments  were  sent  out  upon  reconnais¬ 
sance  upon  the  front  and  right  of  General  Morgan,  one  of  which  sup¬ 
ported  the  troops  of  General  Carlin,  and  returned  at  2  p.  m.,  when  they 
returned.  The  other,  the  Tenth  Michigan,  marched  a  little  south  of 
east  as  far  as  the  Shoal  Creek  Church,  and  cutting  out  a  road  to  that 
l)oint,  or  near  it,  for  the  troops  to  march  upon  in  the  contemplated 
movements  of  to-morrow,  they  met  the  enemy’s  cavalry  in  some  force  and 
drove  them  back  beyond  the  churcli.  The  Thventy-flrst  Wisconsin,  ac¬ 
companied  by  Lieutenant  Carney,  of  my  staff,  was  sent  out  upon  a 
road  lying  south  of  my  right,  and  running  a  little  south  of  east,  keep¬ 
ing  nearly  parallel  with  the  route  of  the  Tenth  Michigan  and  striking 
the  Jonesborough  or  Flat  Shoal  road  near  Dodd’s  house.  It  also  skir¬ 
mished  slightly  with  rebel  cavalry,  inflicting  some  damage  ui)on  them, 
but  losing  none  themselves. 

My  loss  during  the  day  is  only  1  man  missing.

Colonel:  In  accordance  with  orders  and  instructions  received  from 
(ieneral  Morgan,  1  moved  my  regiment  in  nearly  an  easterly  direction 
for  about  two  miles  through  jdantations  and  open  timber.  1  then  moved 
about  east  of  southeast  for  near  one  mile,  striking  the  Fairburn  road 
about  one-qnarter  of  a  mile  below  Shoal  (bcek  Church.  As  we  came  in 
sight  of  the  road  at  (  /ole’s,  Ave  found  a  small  force  of  the  enemy  (about 
twenty-five).  Our  skirmishers  charged  acioss  an  open  field  for  about 
300  yards.  The  rebels  started  ter  their  horses  and  we  tired  on  them. 
They  ran,  leaving  a  i)ortion  of  their  horses,  saddles,  and  arms.  I  found 
that  Ave  had  struck  the  rear  guard  of  a  cavalry  force  that  commenced 
passing  the  church  at  8  a.  m.  The  last  of  the  column  passed  at  ll.to 
a.  m.  I  threAv  out  skirmishers  in  rear  and  flankers  and  took  xiosition  on 
the  ridge  at  the  church.  The  enemy  moved  doAvn  in  line  extending 
across  the  road  and  field  into  the  timber  on  either  side,  covering  the 
trail  on  Avhich  Ave  advanced.  I  found  on  inquiry  from  my  guide  that  we 
could  get  back  by  moving  on  the  Fayette  and  Atlanta  road.  I  moA^ed 
out  on  this  road  about  one  mile  and  a  half,  turned  to  the  left,  and  struck 
our  outward  xnitli  at  Kimberly’s  x^lantation.  I  then  cut  the  road  out  for 
about  one  mile  and  a  half  toward  the  church,  leaving  about  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  a  mile  uncut,  but  xdainly  blazed.  We  found  the  enemy  in  squads 
along  the  road  on  our  return  march.  Caxitured  1  x)iTSoner,  who  re- 
Xiorts  that  Hardee’s  corxis  moved  doAvn  on  the  Montgomery  railroad 
to-day. 

1  have  to  rexiort  the  cax)ture  of  8  horses,  7  mules,  and  0  guns.  We 
destroyed  about  20  guns.  The  cavalry  force  Avas  rexiresented  as  con¬ 
sisting  of  Armstrong’s  brigade  and  three  regiments  of  Martin’s  brigade.

Those  that  are  armed, 
organize  for  the  defense  of  the  tete-de-pont;  those  that  are  unarmed  put  to  work 
iqion  the  defenses.  The  same  Avill  apply  to  detachments  of  conAuilescents,  &c.,  en 
route  to  join  their  regiments.  He  also  directs  that  you  keep  out  pickets  and  Avatch 
well  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  and  should  he  leave  Atlanta,  to  occupy  the  place 
hy,  say,  one  division,  if  you  can  do  so  Avithout  endangering  the  safety  of  the  tete-de-

I  have  been  down  to  General  Howard.  The  railroad  is  well  broken 
down  two  miles  and  a  half  below  Fairburn,  which  is  six  miles  from 
here.  Several  cuts  are  also  filled  with  trees,  rocks,  and  earth.  We 
will  move  to-morrow  for  our  next  objective.  HoAvard  will  move  for 
Jonesborough;  Thomas  via  Shoal  Creek  Church,  Mrs.  Long’s,  and 
Couch’s,  on  the  road  from  Morrow’s  Mill,  toward  Fayetteville.  I  want 
you  to  cover  the  movement  with  your  two  divisions  and  the  cavalry  of 
Garrard.  It  may  be  best  for  you  to  occupy  the  parapets  made  by 
Stanley  and  Davis  until  your  trains  are  well  toAvard  Shoal  Creek  Church, 
and  then  move  toward  any  strong  position  south  and  Avest  of  MorroAv’s 
Mill,  covering  the  Decatur  road  and  in  communication  with  Tliomas  at 
Couch’s.  I  don’t  know  how  far  toAvard  East  Point  Davis  and  Stanley 
went  t/o-day,  but  if  you  can  I  want  you  to  gain  your  position  via  D. 
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Mims’  and  the  road  across  by  Mrs.  Long’s.  If  you  find  this  difficult, 
maintain  a  defensive  position  till  the  trains  are  well  out,  and  then  fol¬ 
low  Thomas’  movement  as  far  as  Long’s,  and  thence  to  the  one  described.

General:  My  headquarters  are  at  Wait’s  house,  on  the  south  side 
of  Cami)  Creek,  and  my  two  brigades  lie  to  the  left,  along  the  creek. 
I  cover  all  the  roads  and  ground  from  Mims’  around  to  the  Sandtown 
road,  a  mile  west  of  Patterson’s,  and  also  picket  to  my  left  rear.  My 
line  is  along  outside  of  your  position  last  night,  and  the  Sandtown  road 
is  watched  at  three  points.  Colonel  Garrard’s  regiment,  which  was  on 
my  right,  is  camped  near  Mount  Gilead  Church,  inside  of  my  iiickets, 
and  near  a  regiment  of  mine  on  picket.  I  do  not  know  where  the  col¬ 
onel  is,  and  have  not  communicated  with  him.  A  few  rebels  are  now 
in  the  fort,  on  the  old  line  near  the  Sandtown  road.  Small  parties  have 
run  in  on  me  on  all  roads  during  the  day,  but  no  indication  of  any  large 
force.  The  road  to  Sandtown  is  not  now  safe  except  for  armed  men, 
and  wagons  should  have  guards.  As  your  left  is  not  as  far  beyond 
Mims’  as  I  expected,  I  am  closer  in  on  you  than  I  otherwise  would  have 
been.

General:  I  send  you  the  plan  of  operations  for  to-morrow,  and  a 
map  which  will  enable  you  to  understand  it.  In  conforming  to^the 
infantry  movement  you  will  doubtless  have  to  draw  back  your  line 
somewhat  and  contract  your  left,  or  at  least  weaken  it.  All  roads  lead¬ 
ing  toward  East  Point  should  be  held  by  the  cavalry  in  strong  force, 
as  soon  as  abandoned  by  the  infantry,  and  as  far  forward  as  practicable.

General  Kimball.  The  line  of  march  will  be  pointed  out  to  General 
Newton  in  the  morning.  Ten  ammunition  wagons,  fifteen  ambulances, 
two  wagons  for  division  headquarters,  and  one  wagon  for  each  brigade 
headquarters  will  follow  each  division  on  the  march.  All  other  wagons 
and  ambulances  will  move  on  the  same  road  taken  by  the  general  sup- 
l)ly  train.  The  artillery  of  the  corps  will  move  with  the  troops  on  the 
same  road.  Captain  Bridges,  chief  of  artillery,  will  distribute  it  in  the 
column,  placing  with  each  division  the  batteries  formerly  attached  to 
the  same.  The  trains  of  the  corps  will  follow  the  Fourteenth  Army 
Corps  on  the  same  road  in  the  order  in  which  the  divisions  to  which 
they  belong  will  march.  The  ammunition  train  will  move  first,  followed 
by  the  ambulances,  then  the  hospital  trains,  then  the  general  supply 
train.  Surplus  limbers  will  move  with  the  artillery ;  ordnance  train  and 
surplus  headquarters  trains  will  move  with  the  division  ambulance 
trains.  The  artillery  wagons  will  move  with  the  general  supply 
train.

I.  The  plan  of  operations  for  to-morrow  is  as  follows :  The  Army  of  the 
Tennessee  to  move  from  Fairburn  to  Eenfroe  Place  (near  Jones- 
borough) ;  the  Army  of  the  Cumberland,  from  Eed  Oak,  via  Shoal  Creek 
Church,  to  Couch’s ;  the  Army  of  the  Ohio,  via  Eed  Oak  and  Mims’, 
by  Mrs.  Long’s,  to  Murry’s  [Morrow’s]  Mill. 

II.  General  Cox  will  follow  immediately  in  rear  of  General  Stanley, 
from  his  present  position  to  Eed  Oak,  then  take  the  East  Point  road  and 
move  to  the  intersection  of  the  Jonesborough  road,  a  short  distance 
beyond  Mims’.  He  will  go  into  position  so  as  to  cover  the  Jonesborough 
road,  and  fortify.  General  Hascall  will  follow  General  Cox  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  described  above,  pass  liim  on  the  Jonesborough  road,  move  to  the 
intersection  of  the  road  from  Shoal  Creek  Church  to  East  Point,  take 
position  facing  East  Point  and  Eough  and  Eeady,  and  fortify;  General 
Cox  will  then  pass  General  Hascall  and  move  to  Mrs.  Long’s,  where 
General  Hascall  will  join  him.  The  divisions  will  then  move  together 
to  Murry’s  [Morrow’s]  Mill.  Colonel  Garrard  will  follow  the  movement 
of  the  infantry,  keeping  connection  with  the  infantry  left  and  in  con¬ 
junction  with  General  Garrard,  scouting  thoroughly  all  roads  leading 
toward  the  Macon  railroad.

The  following  must  be  strictly  observed  in  the  movement  of  trains 
in  connection  with  troops,  viz  :  Where  delay  occurs  at  the  head  of  the 
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column  by  skirmishing  or  otherwise,  the  trains  will  at  once  move  into 
park  in  the  nearest  open  ground  to  the  head  of  the  train,  leaving  the 
road  free  for  the  passing  of  troops.  Artillery  should  in  general  observe 
the  same  rule.  In  no  case  must  artillery  or  wagons  be  permitted  to 
double  up  in  the  road  or  occupy  it  unnecessarily.

From  a  most  reliable  source  a  report  has  reached  these  head¬ 
quarters  that  there  has  been  from  this  army  to-day  between  1,500  or 
2,000  stragglers,  a  great  many  of  them  teamsters,  and  that  numbers 
of  them  have  been  guilty  of  the  vilest  conduct,  entering  houses  where 
there  were  women  and  little  children,  and  utterly  destroying  everything, 
stealing  knives,  forks,  and  spoons,  opening  trunks,  &c.

Corps  commanders  will  be  sustained 
in  the  infliction  of  imnishment  immediate  and  adequate  to  stop  such 
offenses.

Chief  of  Staff,  Department  of  the  Cumberland : 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  this  corps  left  its  lines 
near  Eed  Oak  at  6  o’clock  this  a.  m.  j  marched  two  miles  up  the  Newnan 
road,  turning  at  Ballard’s  house  on  the  road  to  Mrs.  Long’s.  One  mile 
from  the  Ballard  house  we  ran  into  the  Fourteenth  Corps,  and  were 
detained  for  three  hours.  After  passing  it  we  encountered  the  enemy’s 
pickets  about  half  a  mile  from  Mrs.  Long’s  house.  We  drove  them 
off  the  Flat  Shoal  road,  and  they  made  a  stand  at  Mann’s  house, 
where  they  were  covered  with  rail  barricades.  We  again  drove 
them  back.  General  Newton  then  placed  his  division  in  line  of  battle 
at  Mann’s  house,  facing  northeast.  I  made  arrangements  to  cover  what 
I  supposed  to  be  the  Decatur  and  Fayetteville  and  the  Flat  Shoal  roads. 
I  then  rode  over  to  General  Baird’s,  at  Couch’s  house,  and  made  a  re¬ 
connaissance  of  a  line  to  connect  with  him  by  pickets.  When  I  returned 
to  General  Newton  he  informed  me  that  he  had  reliable  information 
that  the  enemy  was  intrenched  in  his  front  and  was  in  force.  I  then 
determined  to  place  Generals  Kimball’s  and  Wood’s  divisions  on  his 
left.  While  making  this  formation  I  received  instructions  from  Major- 
General  Thomas  to  place  these  two  divisions  on  the  Decatur  road,  con¬ 
necting  with  General  Baird.  1  at  once  posted  them  in  what  I  supposed 
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to  be  tbe  proper  position  (Raving  received  no  instructions  as  to  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  line),  by  connecting  with  Baird’s  left,  and  then  rnnniiig 
my  line  across  the  Decatnr  road  so  that  it  faced  northeast.  General 
Newton  reports  that  he  has  not  yet  been  able  to  hnd  General  Schofield’s 
right.  General  Newton’s  division  is  but  one  line.  A  boy,  the  son  of  a 
rebel  soldier  who  lives  in  this  neighborhood,  and  who  left  his  father 
with  the  rebel  troops  this  morning,  states  that  they  are  in  our  front  and 
have  breast-works  about  Morrow’s  Mill  and  between  the  forks  of  the 
creek,  over  three  miles  long.  This  is  also  reported  by  two  other 
citizens.  A  woman  reports  that  it  is  Cheatham’s  division  in  our  front, 
and  that  it  came  there  last  night.  My  position,  with  the  exception  of 
the  connection  between  Generals  Kimball  and  Newton,  is  strong.

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  commanding,  that  this  afternoon  Colonel  Opdycke,  commanding 
my  First  Brigade,  made  a  reconnaissance,  under  instructions,  on  the 
Bough  and  Beady  road.  He  discovered  the  enemy  in  respectable  force 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  my  present  position.  They  were  well  for¬ 
tified  and  appeared  very  saucy  and  independent.  The  reconnoitering 
party  w^ere  unable  to  determine  whether  the  enemy  were  on  this  side 
of  the  creek  or  the  other,  although  their  force  and  works  were  in  plain 
view.  The  pickets  this  afternoon  report  the  enemy  felling  timber  to 
the  north.  My  proper  front  is  almost  directly  east.  A  considerable 
force  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  were  discovered  this  afternoon  near  the 
house  where  General  Stanley  turned  off  to  post  me  in  my  present  posi¬ 
tion.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  5.30  o’clock  this  morn¬ 
ing  the  First  Division  of  my  corps  moved  from  its  i)osition  in  front  of 
Red  Oak  Station  to  a  road  which  runs  in  a  southeasterly  direction  from 
a  point  south  of  Red  Oak  Station,  and  strikes  the  Flat  Shoal  road  near 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Dodd’s  house.  Marching  to  this  point  the  division  moved 
upon  the  latter  road  to  the  Shoal  Creek  Church,  which  point  it  reached 
at  8.45  a.  m.  The  Second  Division,  followed  by  the  Third,  moved  at 
(>  a.  m.  upon  a  road  leading  to  the  front  from  the  position  occupied  by 
the  extreme  right  of  the  corps,  running  north  of,  but  nearly  parallel  to, 
the  one  upon  which  the  First  Division  moved.  These  roads  converge  at 
the  Shoal  Creek  Church.  The  head  of  the  column  of  the  Second  Divis¬ 
ion  reached  the  church  at  8.30  a.  m.,  just  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
First  Division  appeared  in  sight.  To  this  point  the  ammunition,  hos¬ 
pital,  and  headquarters  trains  of  the  corps  had  moved  in  the  rear  of 
the  First  Dmsion,  followed  by  the  corps  supply  trains.  Resting  for 
an  hour  at  the  church,  the  corps  moved  eastward  toward  Couch’s  house, 
the  Second  Division,  followed  by  the  First,  moving  upon  one  road,  and 
the  Third  Division  marching  upon  a  road  nearly  parallel,  but  north  of 
this  one,  and  converging  at  Couch’s.  The  Third  Division  being  in 
advance,  skirmished  with  the  rebel  cavalry,  and  drove  them  back  with¬ 
out  loss.  The  corps  went  into  position  a  little  in  advance  or  eastward  of 
the  Jonesborough  and  Fayetteville  road,  the  lines  running  nearly  north 
and  south,  and  the  right  being  refused  across  the  road.  The  left  of 
the  corps  rests  near  Couch’s  house,  and  there  connects  with  General 
Stanley’s  right.  On  arriving  at  our  present  xiosition,  two  regiments 
were  sent  down  the  road  to  Renfroe’s  and  opened  communication  with 
General  Howard’s  forces  at  that  i^oint.  The  trains  have  made  but  little 
progress  this  side  of  the  Shoal  Creek  Church,  having  been,  as  reported 
by  some  of  the  officers  in  charge,  cut  out  of  the  road  by  the  general 
supply  trains  of  department  headquarters  and  the  pontoon  train. 
Several  of  the  pontoon  wagons  were  stuck  in  the  mud,  blockading  the 
road.

General  :  On  leaving  Decatur  I  was  directed  to  send  daily  repor 
to  department  headquarters  under  the  impression  that  this  was  to 
notify  the  chief  of  cavalry  of  my  station  daily.  The  only  day  one  of 
his  staff  officers  has  not  been  in  my  camp  I  reported  by  letter.  Last 
evening  I  received  a  note  from  Captain  Eamsey,  assistant  adjutant- 
general,  saying  that  the  commanding  general  wanted  daily  reports  from 
me.  I  have  been  in  the  rear,  conforming  my  movements  to  the  infan¬ 
try  and  wagon  trains,  getting  into  position  after  night.  Day  before 
yesterday  my  pickets  were  on  the  Sandtown  and  Atlanta  road,  just 
south  of  Utoy  Creek,  and  picketing  beyond  the  creek  up  to  Judge 
Wilson’s,  and  then  back  toward  Sandtown,  and  connecting  with  left  of 
the  infantry.  Yesterday  my  line  run  farther  south,  but  picketed  on 
the  Sandtown  road,  where  the  trains  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee 
crossed  it.  Last  night  my  division  camped  on  Camp  Creek,  and  my 
line  runs  from  there  out  to  the  Campbellton  road,  and  then  leaves  that 
road  and  runs  to  my  left  and  rear  a  mile  west  of  Patterson’s.  The 
three  roads  at  Minis’  are  strongly  picketed,  and  patrols  go  out  in  sight 
of  the  Newnan  road.  Small  parties  run  in  on  my  pickets,  but  no  large 
force  has  as  yet  disturbed  me.  Guards  should  now  be  sent  with  am¬ 
bulances  or  wagons  going  to  Sandtown.  It  will  not  always  be  possible 
for  me  to  report  at  night,  for  it  is  often  very  late  before  I  can  report, 
when  I  will  report  early  next  morning.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  my  daily  report.  My  command 
is  near  this  point.  My  pickets  reach  on  the  south  side  of  Camp  Creek 
from  Trimble’s  Mill  to  where  the  Campbellton  road  crosses  the  creek, 
and  then  around  on  the  West  Point  road  far  enough  west  to  cover  all 
the  roads  used  by  trains.  It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  for  me  to  keep 
informed  of  the  movements  of  the  army,  as  so  many  delays  have 
occurred.  In  the  morning  I  examine  the  country  in  my  front,  then 
judge  of  the  probable  advance  of  the  trains,  and  establish  my  new 
pickets.  Then  I  move  my  command  forward,  and  then  withdraw  the 
old  pickets.  This  keeps  me  occupied  all  day,  and  into  the  night  some- 
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times,  tlioiigh  I  move  but  a  few  miles  a  day.  Only  small  parties  have 
struck  my  pickets.  As  General  Schofield  moves  so  far  to  the  east  of 
the  roads  used  by  trains  I  may  have  to  divide  my  command  to  cover 
the  rear.  One  of  my  brigades  (Minty’s)  was  left  to  patrol  and  guard 
the  river  toward  Eoswell  and  down  to  Sweet  Water.

I.  The  troops  will  move  promptly  at  4.30  a.  m.  to-morrow — early  day¬ 
light — by  the  right  flank,  in  their  present  order,  on  the  road  to  Shoal 
Creek  Church.  The  skirmish  line  will  be  kept  out  well  to  the  left  and 
will  move  parallel  to  the  column.  At  Mrs.  Long’s  the  head  of  the  col¬ 
umn  will  be  turned  toward  Morrow’s  Mill,  and  the  leading  division — 
General  Hascall’s — will  go  into  position  on  favorable  ground  on  the 
road  leading  to  Shoal  Creek  Church.  If  at  any  time  during  the  march 
the  enemy  should  appear  on  the  flank  the  troops  will  immediately  move 
into  position  under  the  direction  of  the  division  commanders  and  pre¬ 
pare  to  give  battle.  Whenever  practicable  the  infantry  will  move 
through  fields,  leaving  the  road  to  the  artillery,  which  will  move  up 
promptly  so  as  to  shorten  the  column  as  much  as  possible.  The  trains 
will  take  the  right-hand  road,  about  half  a  mile  from  General  Hascall’s 
present  right,  leading  toward  the  Eev.  Dodd’s,  and  will  move  on  that 
road  until  they  find  a  road  leading  to  the  left  toward  the  position  likely 
to  be  occupied  by  the  troops  at  Morrow’s  Mill.  General  Cox  will  send 
one  regiment  as  rear  guard  to  the  train.  Between  the  present  position 
of  the  troops  and  the  forks  of  the  road  the  troops  must  keep  to  the 
left  of  the  road  to  leave  it  free  for  the  train.  Colonel  Garrard’s  cavalry 
will  push  out  as  far  as  practicable  on  all  the  roads  to  the  left  of  the 
road  on  which  the  infantry  moves,  and  will  continue  to  occupy  all  the 
roads  from  the  new  position  as  far  as  the  West  Point  railroad,  connect¬ 
ing  with  General  Garrard’s  cavalry,  which  Avill  occupy  the  position  now 
occupied  by  the  infantry.

At  this  time  I  would  not  suggest  a  change  in  the  geographical  lines 
of  the  Departments  of  the  Ohio  and  the  Cumberland  because  Generals 
Thomas  and  Schofield  are  now  in  actual  battle  and  cannot  give  their 
attention  to  the  necessary  details.  I  will  see  both  of  them  to-day  and 
Avill  then  communicate  my  oxiinion.  We  reached  the  West  Point  rail¬ 
road,  and  broke  uj)  twelve  miles  of  it  thoroughly;  then  marched  on  a  big 
left- wheel  for  the  Macon  road,  General  Schofield  on  the  left,  aiming  for 
Bough  and  Beady,  General  Thomas  center,  and  General  Howard  rigid, 
aiming  for  Jonesborough.  The  left  and  center  as  yet  have  met  little  or 
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no  opposition,  but  General  Howard  has  fought  two  brigades  of  cavalry 
all  the  way  from  Fairburn.  Last  night  darkness  overtook  him  within 
a  mile  of  Jonesborough,  having  pushed  the  cavalry  so  close  that  he  se¬ 
cured  the  Flint  Eiver  bridge.  To-day  I  press  at  all  points,  but  expect 
to  make  a  lodgment  on  the  road  at  or  below  Jonesborough,  when  I 
propose  to  swing  the  whole  army  upon  it  and  break  it  all  to  pieces.  I 
expect,  and  am  prepared  for,  hard  fighting,  and  have  the  army  well  in 
hand.

1  have  reports  from  Generals  Howard  and  Schofield,  and  from  a  signal 
dispatch  of  the  former  I  infer  Hardee  will  attempt  to-night  to  move 
back  to  Atlanta  to  form  a  junction  with  Hood.  It  also  appears  that 
Stanley  ranks  Schofield,  raising  that  old  question  of  who  commands. 
Of  course  my  decision  is  that  the  senior  commission,  which  is  Stanley’s ; 
but  as  my  instructions  have  been  made  to  Schofield,  I  wish  you  would 
make  them  to  Stanley  to  move  very  early  in  the  morning  down  on 
Jonesborough  (or  the  enemy  wherever  he  may  be),  breaking  railroad  as 
he  moves  south.  I  don’t  believe  anybody  recognizes  how  important  it 
is  now  to  destroy  this  railroad.  Should  it  appear  the  enemy  is  trying 
to  make  a  junction  round  by  the  east,  we  must  strike  him  in  motion.

General  :  AVhat  do  you  think  of  this :  Let  Stanley  and  Schofield, 
covered  by  Garrard,  destroy  the  railroad  to-morrow  to  their  rear  until 
they  come  down  to  Baird;  then  for  me  to  draw  off  the  Army  of  the 
Cumberland  and  throw  it  on  the  railroad  east  of  Fayetteville,  say  at 
Lovejoy’s,  or  some  point  below,  Howard  confronting  and  holding  the 
enemy  at  Jonesborough.  Prisoners  taken  by  Stanley  report  five  trains 
in  Atlanta  which  cannot  get  out;  they  also  confirm  the  rei^ort  that  the 
militia  and  probably  one  corps  have  been  left  in  Atlanta.  I  under¬ 
stand  that  General  Howard  repulsed  the  enemy,  inflicting  a  heavy  loss 
upon  him;  if  so,  I  think  the  move  on  Fayetteville  would  be  eminently 
beneficial.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  General  Baird  is  also  on  the  rail¬ 
road  ;  he  reached  it  at  5  p.  m.,  and  set  400  men  at  work  immediately  to 
destroy  the  road.  I  think  Hood  has  gone  up  or  ordered  to  Macon.

Major-General  Thomas: 

Inasmuch  as  I  have  already  given  orders  to  Schofield,  based  on  the 
idea  that  he  and  Stanley  move  down  the  railroad,  breaking  it,  till 
they  come  to  Baird  and  Davis,  near  Jonesborough,  I  think  we  had  bet¬ 
ter  adhere  to  that  plan  till  we  develop  the  first  step  in  the  enemy^s 
game,  after  he  knows  we  are  between  him  and  Atlanta.  I  wish  you  to 
order  Kilpatrick  the  moment  he  learns  the  enemy  has  gone  south  to 
hurry  to  Fayette  Station  and  Griffin,  hang  on  the  flanks  of  the  enemy 
while  we  push  him  to  the  rear.  I  propose  to  go  as  far  as  Griffin,  utterly 
destroying  the  road,  and  then  act  according  to  circumstances.  I  would 
rather  you  should  follow  the  enemy  as  he  retreats,  leaving  the  Army  of 
the  Tennessee  to  swing  by  the  right,  and  that  of  the  Ohio  by  the  left. 
I  am  glad  to  hear  that  Baird  also  is  on  the  railroad,  and  now  the  sooner 
we  get  all  our  army  together  in  close  order  the  better.  You  may  put 
Davis  in  on  the  left  of  Howard,  ready  for  Baird  and  Stanley  to  come  up 
along  the  railroad.  If  Hood  remains  in  Atlanta  and  Hardee  commands 
at  Jonesborough  the  latter  may  attempt  to  get  back  to  Atlanta,  in 
which  event  he  may  to-night  run  up  against  Baird,  who  should  be  put 
on  his  guard.  You  may  give  all  the  necessary  orders  that  wiU  bring 
your  command  together  to  attack  and  pursue  that  part  of  the  Confed¬ 
erate  army  now  at  Jonesborough  by  whatever  road  it  takes,  and  I  will 
give  directions  to  the  other  armies  to  operate  on  its  flanks.  As  soon  as 
it  is  demonstrated  on  what  road  it  retreats  we  can  arrange  to  head  it 
off.  My  own  impression  is  that  Hardee  will  try  to  join  Hood  in  At¬ 
lanta.  May  send  Schofield  to-night,  and  I  am  anxious  that  Howard 
should  keep  in  close  contact.  Audenried,  of  my  staff,  went  about  dark 
with  orders  to  Schofield  to  the  above  effect,  and  for  him  and  Stanley  to 
work  down  the  railroad  to-night  if  possible,  otherwise  early  in  the 
morning.

I  send  you  for  perusal  Howard^s  letter  of  3  a.  m.*  He  did  not  get  the  road,  though 
I  doubt  not  he  is  too  close  for  the  comfort  of  the  enemy.  He  must  not  fail  in  this. 
Order  one  of  Davis’  divisions  down  at  once  to  Renfroe’s,  and  move  all  your  trains  well 
to  your  right,  so  that  you  can  rapidly  fling  your  whole  command  over  to  Joneshorough. 
Then  let  Davis  send  out  from  his  front,  obliquely  to  the  right  front,  a  strong  skirmish 
line  with  supports,  as  though  to  reach  the  railroad  three  or  four  miles  above  Jones¬ 
horough.  Have  Stanley  do  the  same  toward,  hut  helow.  Rough  and  Ready.  Impress 
upon  these  commanders  that  it  is  not  so  necessary  to  have  united  lines,  but  rather 
columns  of  attack.  We  are  not  on  the  defensive,  hut  offensive,  and  must  risk  every¬ 
thing  rather  than  dilly-dally  about.  We  must  confuse  the  enemy.  As  soon  as  Scho¬ 
field  gets  up  I  will  put  him  against  Rough  and  Ready  till  he  meets  formidable 
resistance.

General  :  Direct  General  Morgan  to  move  with  his  division  at  once 
and  take  up  a  position  on  General  Baird’s  right,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Rough  and  Ready  and  Jonesborough  road,  so  as  to  threaten  the  Macon 
railroad  between  Rough  and  Ready  and  Jonesborough.  Threaten  the 
enemy  strongly,  but  do  not  push  so  far  as  to  give  him  an  advantage. 
In  other  words,  do  not  go  beyond  supporting  distance  from  General 
Howard,  in  case  the  enemy  should  turn  on  you.  Endeavor  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  General  Howard  by  your  right  and  rear,  giving  him  your 
position,  and  satisfying  yourself  with  reference  to  his  position  on  your 
right.  You  need  not  be  under  much  apprehension  as  regards  your  left, 
as  Generals  Stanley  and  Schofield  will  be  between  you  and  Rough  and 
Ready,  and  covering  the  only  practicable  wagon  route  between  Rough 
and  Ready  and  Jonesborough  by  which  the  enemy  could  move  to  attack 
you.  I  wish  General  Morgan  to  be  in  position  before  sunset.  General 
Carlin  will  cover  the  trains  completely  at  Renfroe  Place.

Make  your  position 
strong,  and  then  make  a  strong  demonstration  toward  the  road  east  of 
you  early  to-morrow  morning.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps  during  to-day:  In  obedience  to  in¬ 
structions  received  from  General  Sherman,  during  the  night,  I  sent  one 
of  Carlin’s  brigades  to  take  post  at  Renfroe’s  house  to  protect  our  trains 
ordered  to  that  point,  which  it  did  at  daylight.  In  compliance  with

orders  from  Major-General  Thomas,  commanding,  I  ordered  General 
Baird  to  take  two  brigades  of  his  own  division  and  one  of  General 
Morgan’s  and  make  a  reconnaissance  and  demonstration  on  the  raih’oad 
in  front  of  our  position  at  Couch’s  house.  This  movement  has  been 
successful,  and  General  Baird’s  division,  with  one  brigade  of  Morgan’s 
division,  are  now  in  position  holding  the  railroad  east  of  Couch’s  house. 
A  few  minutes  after  3  o’clock  an  order  was  received  to  recall  General 
Morgan  (who  had  previously  been  directed  to  move  to  the  support  of 
General  Baird,  with  his  other  two  brigades),  and  to  place  him  in  posi¬ 
tion  at  Eenfroe’s  house,  in  order  to  relieve  Carlin,  who  was  ordered  to 
move  rapidly  to  the  support  of  General  Howard,  commanding  the  Army 
of  the  Tennessee,  near  Jonesborough.  These  movements  were  promptly 
executed.  About  dark  General  Carlin’s  division  returned,  and  I  or¬ 
dered  it  to  take  position,  occuj)ying  the  works  which  they  had  last  night 
built  and  held. 

In  compliance  with  orders  my  trains  have  been  moved  from  their 
imsition  of  last  night  and  parked  in  the  field  in  the  rear  of  Eenfroe’s 
house,  where  my  headquarters  now  are.  My  troops  have  been  ordered 
to  be  ready  to  march  to-morrow  morning  at  daylight.

Order  one  of  Davis^  divisions  down  at  once  to  Renfroe’s,  and  move  all  your  trains 
well  to  yonr  ri^ilit,  so  that  yon  can  rapidly  fling  your  whole  command  over  to 
Jonesborough.  Then  let  Davis  send  out  from  his  front,  obliquely  to  the  right  front, 
a  strong  skirmish  line  with  supports,  as  though  to  reach  the  railroad  three  or  four 
miles  above  Jonesborough.  Have  Stanley  do  the  same  toward,  but  below.  Rough 
and  Ready.  Impress  upon  these  commanders  that  it  is  not  so  necessary  to  have 
united  lines,  but  rather  columns  of  attack.  We  are  not  on  the  defensive,  but  offen¬ 
sive,  and  must  risk  everything  rather  than  dilly-dally  about.  We  must  confuse  the 
enemy.  As  soon  as  Schofield  gets  up  I  will  put  him  against  Rough  and  Ready  till  he 
meets  formidable  resistance.

General  :  Kilpatrick  made  an  attempt  to  get  upon  the  railroad,  but 
met  with  so  strong  resistance  that  he  gave  it  up  for  daylight.  He  says 
Logan’s  center  is  about  800  yards  from  the  depot.  The  town  is  to  our 
right  and  the  depot  in  the  direct  front.  The  Sixteenth  Corps  is  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river,  and  prolonging  the  line  of  Logan.  The  Seventeenth 
Corps  did  not  get  up  j  is  three  miles  back.  I  intended  to  place  it  in 
position  facing  north,  virtually  iDrolonging  Logan’s  left;  it  will  move  at 
daylight  in  the  morning.  My  only  exposure  is  in  that  direction.  If 
you  will  push  hard  enough  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  striking  me  this 
side  of  Flint  Eiver  it  will  be  all  right;  my  officers  apprehend  it  more 
than  I  do.  My  information  is  that  the  enemy  had  here  four  brigades 
of  infantry  on  our  arrival,  and  more  are  coming.  I  understand  your 
anxiety  to  get  the  road;  no  exertion  will  be  spared  as  soon  as  we  can 
see.  The  Seventeenth  Corps  will  move  up  at  daylight.

I  have  yours  of  3  a.  m.  I  am  satisfied  you  have  as  many  men  as  can 
operate  at  that  point  now.  Let  Kilpatrick  reach  well  to  the  right,  break 
the  telegraph,  and  take  up  a  few  rails,  but  I  want  you  to  get  iiossession 
and  fortify  some  one  point  of  the  road  itself  anywhere  near  Jonesborough. 
Davis  is  all  ready  with  his  whole  corps  to  move  to  your  assistance,  and  I 
will  order  him  to  feel  forward  toward  a  point  north  of  J onesborough .  As 
soon  as  Schofield  gets  up  I  will  put  him  and  Stanley  toward  Eough 
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and  Eeady,  and  Garrard’s  cavalry  down  toward  Fayetteville.  We 
must  have  that  road,  and  it  is  Worth  to  us  a  heavy  battle,  and  make 
good  all  the  ground  you  have,  and  if  your  guns  command  any  reach  of 
the  road  it  will  be  a  great  gain,  but  we  want  the  road  itself.  Keep  me 
fully  ad\dsed,  and  I  will  see  that  you  are  supported  either  by  direct 
help  or  by  auxiliary  attacks  above  and  below  you,  but  understand  that 
my  hope  of  success  rests  mainly  with  you.  I  am  in  the  dead  certainty  of 
having  heavy  masses  in  close  support,  which  are  soon  to  be  intrenched. 
Let  your  trains  come  down  well,  close  to  your  bridge,  and  I  will  move 
a  division  of  Davis’  to  the  forks — Eenfroe’s — ^to  cover  that  point.

General;  I  have  sent  Kilj)atrick  to  the  right  with  all  his  cavalry; 
he  has  secured  a  bridge  over  the  Flint  Eiver  about  a  mile  from  rail¬ 
road.  The  enemy  is  shoving  troops  down  herewith  great  rapidity,  and 
preparing,  I  think,  to  attack  Logan’s  position.  I  have  strengthened 
Logan  by  a  division  of  Eansom’s  on  the  right,  by  a  brigade  of  General 
Blair’s  on  the  left.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  better  to  push 
General  Davis  straight  to  Flint  Elver  on  my  left.  He  cannot  be  far 
off  from  me.  I  have  a  battery  being  put  in  position,  which  wiU  fire 
straight  into  the  depot  at  a  range  of  600  yards,  and  another  position 
where  the  trains  can  be  seen  passing.  I  propose  to  keep  at  work  at 
them,  but  do  not  think  I  could  carry  any  i)oint  of  Logan’s  front  by 
assault.  If  the  enemy  will  attack,  as  I  think  he  wdll,  that  will  simplify 
the  matter.

General  Howard  : 

Your  dispatch  is  received.  Of  course,  now  an  attack  by  you  on 
Jonesborough  is  out  of  the  question,  but  you  can  make  that  position 
impregnable,  and  we  can  operate  beyond.  Baird  is  now  moving  to¬ 
ward  the  road  four  miles  north  of  you,  and  Schofield  about  the  mills, 
which  of  course  is  the  strongest  part  of  the  enemy’s  works.  I  expect 
Garrard’s  cavalry,  can  be  relieved  of  guarding  Schofield’s  trains  to-day, 
and  I  will  send  it  to  Kilpatrick.  The  enemy  is  too  smart  for  us,  and 
we  may  have  to  maneuver  thus  down  to  Macon.  It  may  be  that  some 
accident  will  happen,  of  which  we  can  take  advantage.  Get  your  guns 
in  position  and  damage  trains  x)assing,  but  it  is  useless  to  waste  ammu¬ 
nition  on  the  depot  already  reported  burned  by  Kilpatrick.  I  cannot 
move  the  troops  100  yards  without  their  stopping  to  intrench,  though 
I  have  not  seen  an  enemy.  I  have  got  Baird  across  Flint  Eiver  about 
due  east  of  this  point.  Thomas  is  at  Eenfroe’s,  and  will  come  to  your 
aid  if  you  need  him,  but  I  think  you  have  as  many  men  as  can  operate 
at  that  point,  and  as  soon  as  I  can  hear  from  Schofield  further  I  will 
commence  to  move  toward  Griffin,  the  next  accessible  point.  I  have 
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no  idea  that  Hardee  will  attack  you,  if  you  have  any  cover  whatever. 
Get  as  many  guns  in  as  possible,  so  that  by  a  simultaneous  discharge 
you  can  knock  a  train  to  pieces  at  one  discharge.  It  is  only  on  condi¬ 
tion  that  you  can  get  on  the  road  that  I  would  put  all  of  Thomas’  troops 
on  that  side  of  the  Flint.

General  :  Your  letter  is  received.  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the 
following  as  the  result  of  the  day’s  operations :  About  3  o’clock  the 
enemy  attacked  the  position  of  Major-General  Logan  and  General  Corse, 
who  occupied  the  right  of  the  line  on  the  other  side  of  Flint  River,  and  was 
handsomely  repulsed.  He  repeated  the  attack  at  three  different  points 
on  the  line  with  the  same  result.  One  division  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps, 
General  Woods  commanding,  was  moved  across  the  river  and  went 
into  position  on  the  left.  One  of  his  brigades  was  attacked  and  the  enemy 
repulsed  promptly.  Cleburne’s  division,  failing  to  make  any  impression 
on  the  right  of  my  line  across  the  river,  moved  down  to  the  bridge  held 
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by  General  Kilpatrick’s  cavalry,  upon  whom  they  advanced  in  three 
lines.  The  cavalry  held  their  position  until  their  ammunition  was  ex¬ 
hausted,  when  they  retired  across  the  bridge,  but  were  not  followed  up, 
nor  have  they  been  by  the  enemy.  Upon  learning  the  situation  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Kilpatrick,  General  Giles  A.  Smith’s  division,  of  Blair’s  corps,  was 
moved  over  to  protect  the  train  and  to  repulse  any  attack  on  my  right. 
I  directed  General  Carlin  to  cover  the  Fayetteville  road  so  that  my  right 
flank  and  trains  may  be  considered  sufficiently  protected.  The  First 
Eegiment  Missouri  Engineers,  which  reported  during  the  day  over  1,000 
strong,  now  occupies  the  works  vacated  by  General  Blair’s  command. 
I  have  published  the  contents  of  your  very  gratifying  letter  to  this  com¬ 
mand.  Inclosed  I  send  you  the  latest  dispatch  from  the  signal  officer. 
It  would  appear  that  the  enemy  contemplates  making  connection  again 
with  his  forces  at  East  Point  or  Atlanta.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  for  the 
day.  Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  reports  as  follows : 

Ill  the  morning  Lieutenant  Edge  and  self  made  a  station  of  observation  in  a  tall 
pine,  where  we  bad  a  good  view  of  town  and  a  portion  of  the  enemy’s  lines,  that 
fronting  First  and  Fourth  Divisions,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  In  front  of  these  divisions 
the  enemy  had  massed  a  large  force.  In  an  open  field  fronting  the  First  Division  a  line 
of  battle  was  formed  extending  np  into  the  timber  to  their  left  out  of  sight.  A  battery 
of  four  guns  was  with  this  line.  Lieutenant  Edge  went  down  to  the  line  to  direct 
our  battery  in  firing,  I  watching  the  shots  and  signaling  to  him  the  effect  and  range. 
While  engaged  in  signaling  to  him  this  line  of  battle  was  formed,  faced  to  the  rear, 
and  marched  back  to  the  edge  of  the  timber  about  100  yards,  the  battery  put  in  posi¬ 
tion,  and  a  barricade  of  rails  made.  Another  column  moved  up  and  formed  in  their 
front  and  moved  obliquely  toward  the  right  of  First  Division,  Fifteenth  Corps.  A 
portion  of  their  line  was  badly  broken  up  by  our  shells  and  ran  in  wild  confusion, 
but  rallied  on  reaching  cover,  and  reformed  their  lines.  At  this  time  two  batteries 
opened  on  our  line  and  cross-fired  on  my  tree,  a  good  many  shells  bursting  in  and 
around  it.  Nearly  all  their  shells  passed  over  our  main  liue.  I  had  to  leave  my  tree, 
and  reported  what  I  had  seen  to  the  general  commanding  the  corps.  As  soon  as  it 
was  possible  I  went  back  to  my  station,  saw  the  enemy  busily  engaged  in  removing 
their  dead  and  wounded.  A  large  detail  was  at  work  with  stretchers,  and  their 
ambulances  very  active.  At  5  p.  m.  a  column  of  the  enemy  moved  from  the  left  uj) 
in  front  of  the  First  and  Fourth  Divisions,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  and  formed  two 
lines  of  battle,  placed  a  battery  in  position,  and  made  preparation  as  if  intending  an¬ 
other  charge. 

I  immediately  reported  this  to  the  commanding  general  personally,  then  went 
back  to  my  tree ;  found  a  very  heavy  column  of  the  enemy,  both  infantry  and  artil¬ 
lery,  moving  to  their  right.  This  column  was  nearly  an  hour  and  a  half  passing  a 
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given  point.  There  were  five  batteries  that  I  saw.  The  infantry  and  two  of  these 
batteries  passed  on  through  town  toward  Atlanta ;  the  other  three  batteries  were 
parked  in  town.  The  skirmish  line  in  front  of  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corps  was  heavily 
re-enforced.  Their  line  of  rear  skirmishers  was  left  very  weak.  No  artillery  left  on 
the  line  that  I  could  see.  I  remained  at  my  station  until  7  p.  m.  The  rear  of  the 
enemy^s  column  had  just  passed  through  town.  I  reported  in  person  to  the  com¬ 
manding  general  the  condition  of  enemy’s  lines  in  his  front. 

As  for  myself,  I  went  to  the  front  of  our  corps  and  built  a  station  on 
a  tree;  saw  a  brigade  of  the  enemy  (and  several  regiments)  lying  in  an 
open  field  in  front  of  First  Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  Proceeded 
to  a  battery  in  front  of  my  station,  and,  with  the  aid  of  Lieutenant 
Fish,  who  was  left  on  the  tree,  I  directed  the  shooting  of  our  guns  on 
rebel  brigade,  which  caused  great  confusion  and  drove  them  out.  They 
then  reformed  in  column  of  regiments  and  moved  to  their  front,  with 
two  batteries  of  artillery,  apparently  to  make  a  charge  on  the  right  of 
the  Fifteenth  Corps.  I  then  proceeded  in  person  to  the  general  com¬ 
manding  the  corps  and  reported  to  him,  and  also  to  Maj.  Gen.  O.  O. 
Howard,  all  I  had  seen.  -

The  object 
of  the  reconnaissance  is  to  obtain  information  of  the  position  and 
strength  of  the  enemy’s  forces,  to  ascertain  whether  his  lines  are  con¬ 
tinuous  beyond  our  left,  to  occuiiy  his  attention  while  Generals  Thomas 
and  Schofield  are  endeavoring  to  get  upon  the  railroad,  and  certainly 
get  upon  the  railroad  ourselves  if  able  at  any  point.  When  General 
Blair  is  ready  to  debouch  from  the  lines  he  will  give  a  signal  of  six 
guns  in  quick  succession  from  a  battery  this  side  of  the  river.  The 
major-general  commanding  will  be  present  on  the  left  at  the  hour 
named.

Army  of  the  Ohio  : 

I  wrote  you  in  the  night  and  the  couriers  are  back  with  a  receipt,  so 
I  suppose  you  are  moving  toward  Mrs.  Long’s  or  Morrow’s  Mill.  I  was 
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at  Morrow’s  yesterday  and  it  seemed  a  good  point,  but  examine  well. 
I  do  not  tliink  the  enemy  will  attack  now,  because  Howard  is  within 
800  yards  of  the  railroad  at  Jonesborough,  intrenched.  He  has  three 
bridges  and  feels  strong,  but  the  darkness  of  night  prevented  him 
reaching  the  road,  but  he  was  to  resume  operations  at  daylight.  I 
have  ordered  one  of  Davis’  divisions  down  to  Eenfroe’s,  and  expect  to 
send  the  whole  to  Howard’s  flank,  but  will  keep  Stanley  near  him,  but 
will  soon  send  him  to  the  right  and  let  you  stand  the  brunt  if  Hardee 
tomes  out  of  Kough  and  Eeady.  He  has  some  works  about  the  Mount 
Zion  Church,  and  likely  has  his  corps  there.  It  is  not  as  good  as  yours. 
I  don’t  wish  you  to  attack  it  in  position,  but  to  hold  it,  and  as  much 
more  as  possible,  for  the  other,  which  is  the  real  attack.  After  select¬ 
ing  your  ground  feel  the  enemy  with  skirmishers,  and  if  possible  you 
may  push  in  a  strong  jDarty  by  Thames’  Mill,  aiming  to  reach  the  rail¬ 
road  about  two  miles  below  Eough  and  Eeady.  This  can  only  be  done, 
of  course,  in  case  of  what  I  want  to  prevent — Hood  fronting  Howard 
with  all  his  combined  force.  Eelieve  Howard  all  you  can,  but  prepare 
to  take  advantage  of  all  successes.  I  want  Garrard’s  cavalry  the  mo¬ 
ment  you  can  spare  him,  and  you  can  spare  him  the  moment  you  have 
a  good  flank.  Colonel  Garrard  with  his  cavalry  can  serve  as  vedettes. 
The  moment  you  can  spare  Garrard  send  him  to  me.  I  send  Auden- 
ried  to  you,  who  will  describe  to  you  the  roads,  positions,  fields  of  grass, 
corn,  &c.

General  Schofield  : 

Your  information  corresponds  with  that  of  our  information  here. 
Baird  is  on  the  road  leading  straight  down  from  Bough  and  Beady  to 
Jonesborongh,  about  five  miles  north  of  Jonesborongh.  Howard  found 
a  strong  and  threatening  force  in  his  front,  but  is  strongly  posted  600  to 
800  yards  from  the  depot.  If  you  and  Stanley  will  make  a  lodgment 
on  the  railroad  below  Bough  and  Beady,  Howard  can  hold  the  enemy 
at  Jonesborongh  till  you  do  infinite  mischief,  and  Davis  can  hold  the 
flank.  Break  the  telegraph  at  once  if  j)ossible,  to  cut  off  communica¬ 
tion.  It  is  Hardee’s  and  Lee’s  corps  at  Jonesborongh,  and  Stewart’s 
and  militia  remain  in  Atlanta  and  East  Point.  You  can  use  Garrard  if 
sure  of  getting  the  railroad  to-day.  If  you  reach  the  road  don’t  waste 
a  minute  till  you  have  destroyed  a  good  section  and  make  a  good  lodg¬ 
ment.  Keep  me  well  advised.

They  held  a  pretty  good  position,  well  fortified,  but 
we  pushed  in  a  strong  force  at  once,  and  drove  them  out  before  they  had 
time  to  re-enforce  very  much.  The  enemy  retreated  toward  Bough  and 
Beady.

I  have  your  dispatch  and  am  rejoiced.  I  think  we  have  now  a  good 
game.  Break  road  down  toward  J onesborough.  The  bulk  of  the  en- 
emy^s  good  troops  are  there  j  they  attacked  Howard  twice  and  were 
repulsed.  Put  Garrard’s  cavalry  at  your  back;  work  down  the  road, 
burning  and  breaking  the  road  good.  Howard  and  Davis  will  hold  on 
to  Hardee  and  Lee.  Baird  has  four  brigades  on  the  road  from  Bough 
and  Beady,  live  miles  above  Jonesborough.  Tell  Garrard  to  push  the 
enemy  up  to  Bough  and  Beady,  breaking  road  as  he  goes,  and  you 
with  Stanley  move  south  doing  the  same.  I  will  give  you  timely  notice 
if  Hardee  turns  to  you  in  force.  Don’t  get  off  the  track;  hold  it  fast; 
we  will  get  our  whole  army  on  the  railroad  as  near  Jonesborough  as 
possible  and  push  Hardee  and  Lee  first,  and  then  for  Atlanta.  Inspire 
your  men  with  the  importance  of  their  work,  and  trust  to  me  to  fall  on 
Hardee’s  flank  or  rear  if  he  turns  north,  and  the  cavalry  of  Garrard 
can  guard  your  rear  toward  Atlanta.  If  you  get  abreast  of  Baird, 
communicate  with  him  and  he  will  join  you,  but  break  the  road  good 
as  you  move  south.

At  daylight  Cox  will  push  up 
toward  Bough  and  Beady  to  help  Garrard  to  sweep  in  there,  and  will 
also  destroy  the  track  in  that  direction,  while  Stanley  is  getting  under 
way  below.  I  have  sent  a  copy  of  your  instructions  to  Stanley  and 
will  see  him  at  daylight.  I  think  you  may  rely  upon  our  pushing  the 
work  with  vigor.  Cox  has  driven  the  enemy  back  nearly  to  Bough 
and  Beady,  where  they  seem  to  be  in  considerable  force.  Two  trains 
arrived  apparently  with  troops  after  we  got  on  the  railroad.  This 
evening  there  are  sounds  of  a  movement  to  the  south  on  a  road  not  far 
east  of  the  railroad.  I  have  sent  a  party  to  push  out  and  ascertain 
what  it  is  if  possible.  I  will  inform  you  at  once  if  I  learn  anything  im¬ 
portant.  My  men  are  too  much  fatigued  to  work  more  to-night,  but 
we  will  begin  again  at  dawn  of  day.

As  the  question  of  rank  will  come  up,  I  will  decide  it  now,  and  beg 
you  to  acquiesce  whatever  your  present  opinion  may  be.  Whenever 
two  or  more  officers  happen  together  on  a  common  duty  calling  for  a 
common  head,  even  for  a  minute,  the  officer  highest  in  rank  present 
must  give  the  necessary  orders.  Your  own,  Stanley's,  and  Davis’ 
commands  will  to-morrow  form  a  common  movement  requiring  a  com¬ 
mon  head  in  case  of  battle  or  extreme  danger,  and  whoever  happens  to 
rank  must  command  and  be  held  responsible.  The  real  point  is  your 
being  a  separate  army  commander,  but  the  overruling  necessity  of  the 
well  established  principle  before  recited  takes  precedence,  or  in  a  com¬ 
bined  army  like  this,  embracing  three,  the  latter  lose  their  separate 
character  and  become  parts  or  components  of  the  single  army.  I  have 
and  shall  continue  to  keep  each  army  separate,  employed  as  far  as  may 
be  on  tasks  proportioned  to  the  strength  of  each,  but  when  these  unex¬ 
pected  combinations  arise  from  the  nature  of  things  a  fixed  rule  had 
better  be  established  now.  My  decision,  I  repeat,  is  that  when  current 
events  carry  your  corps  and  another  together  in  a  common  object  your 
rank  is  then  determined  by  the  well  established  rule,  and  as  a  separate 
army  commander  you  have  no  legal  right  to  exercise  that  authority  over 
an  officer  of  superior  rank  in  another  separate  army,  but  the  one  having 
the  highest  commission  must  command  the  whole.  Please  act  on  this 
decision.  I  will  be  near  Jonesborough  to-morrow,  prepared  to  act 
])romptly,  according  to  the  signs,  but  again  beg  to  impress  on  you  and 
all  the  great  importance  of  destroying  that  railroad  absolutely  beyond 
hope  of  repair.

General  :  Cox  got  tlie  railroad  at  3  o’clock  and  Stanley  joined  him 
about  4.  We  are  well  intrenched  and  have  the  road  secure.  To-mor¬ 
row  promises  to  be  a  day  of  hard  work,  and  I  hope  profitable,  perhaps 
decisive.  I  want  you  to  move  down  with  two  brigades  and  join  Cox  in 
the  morning,  leaving  one  brigade  at  the  cross-roads  beyond  Huis’  Mill, 
with  orders  to  be  ready  to  march  at  a  moment’s  notice.  General  Gar¬ 
rard,  with  his  cavalry,  will  move  by  Huis’  Mill  in  the  morning,  and 
strike  toward  and  above  Eough  and  Ready,  while  Cox  will  move  on 
the  same  place  from  his  present  position.  As  soon  as  they  develop 
what  is  north  of  us  the  brigade  you  leave  behind  can  probably  join  you. 
Please  start  as  soon  as  you  can  see  to  march  in  the  morning,-  come 
down  the  road  by  Johnson’s  to  Morrow’s  Mill,  then  take  the  Rough  and 
Ready  road.  Let  your  trains  wait  near  Morrow’s  Mill  for  fiirther 
orders.

My  scouting  parties  have 
not  yet  returned.  Ko  firing  has  been  heard  in  the  direction  of  either 
scouting  party  since  the  picket  was  driven  in.

Major:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  sent  the  [Ninth  Ohio  Vol¬ 
unteer  Cavahy  out  east  from  this  point,  on  the  left  flank,  and  that  I  have 
not  had  any  report  from  it.  I  suppose  it  to  have  communicated  with 
that  part  of  the  Twenty-third  Corps  beyond  Murray’s  [Morrow’s]  Mill. 
I  sent  a  scout  across  to  Dodson’s,  that  followed  the  road  around  to  the 
railroad,  driving  a  picket  most  of  the  way.  I  also  sent  one  up  to  the 
railroad  on  the  Atlanta  road.  This  last,  under  Major  Hice,  First  Ohio 
Squadron,  advanced  until  it  reached  a  point  about  two  miles  or  less 
from  East  Point,  where  it  came  on  a  force  that  it  did  not  attempt  to 
drive,  as  it  was  superior  in  numbers  and  in  the  vicinity  of  breast-wmrks, 
some  infantry,  and  some  cavalry.  While  occupying  an  advanced  posi¬ 
tion  Major  Hice  captured  Maj.  J.  Y.  Haukin,  commissary  of  subsistence, 
who  was  looking  for  his  train,  that  had  left  East  Point  for  Hough  and 
Heady.  He  left  Atlanta  this  afternoon  between  2  and  3  o’clock.  I 
send  you  the  papers  of  to-day.  He  belongs  to  Granbury’s  brigade, 
Cleburne’s  division,  Hardee’s  corps.  My  quarters  to-night  are  two 
miles  out  on  the  road  where  the  road  leading  east  by  Dodson’s  turns 
out,  just  to  the  rear  of  the  left  of  the  infantry  line.

Brigadier-General  Elliott, 

Chief  of  Cavalry^  Department  of  the  Cumberland : 

General:  I  left  my  camp  yesterday  morning  at  6.30  in  advance  of 
General  Hansom’s  column.  Met  the  enemy  two  miles  out,  and  drove 
him  back  to  the  cross-roads,  five  miles  from  the  railroad.  Here  he  made 
a  determined  resistance,  with  the  assistance  of  400  infantry.  He  was 
again  driven  back  from  one  position  to  another  till  a  favorable  oppor¬ 
tunity  offered,  when  I  rushed  the  Ninety-second  Illinois  forward,  saved 
the  bridge,  and  crossed  in  face  of  rifle-pits.  Captain  Estes  and  the 
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officers  and  men  of  the  Ninety-second  Illinois  are  alone  entitled  to  all 
the  praise  for  this  snccessfnl  exploit.  Three  re^ments  of  my  division 
were  at  once  crossed  and  i)nshed  into  the  right  of  the  infantry,  and 
made  a  deliberate  elfoit  to  reach  the  road  below  Jonesborongh.  The 
enemy  in  front  of  my  cavalry  was  driven  to  within  300  yards  of  the 
track,  blit  we  could  not  reach  it,  owing  to  my  small  force  and  the  fact 
that  it  was  quite  dark.  My  people  fell  baclt  to  a  strong  position,  and  at 
daylight  this  a.  m.  recrossed  the  river.  1  will  send  you  during  the  day 
a  nominal  list  of  casiialties.  As  soon  as  Major-General  Howard  finds 
that  his.  left  Hank  is  safe,  by  his  directions  I  will  cross  the  river  below 
Jonesborongh,  and  reach  the  railroad,  if  possible.  One  hour  of  daylight 
would  have  given  me  the  road  last  evening.

I  have  the  lionor  to  ivport  that  I  forced  a  passage  on  the  river 
half  a  mile  below  Jonesborongh,  drove  in  the  enemy^s])ickets  directly  in 
his  rear  to  a  point  within  half  a  mile  of  the  town,  dismounted  an 
entire  brigade,  sent  the  liorses  back  across  the  river,  and  held  the  posi-  . 
tion.  Eepulsed  two  determined  attacks  of  rebel  infantry,  and  only 
retired  when  nearly  enveloped,  as  I  have  since  been  informed,  by  the 
rebel  General  Cleburne’s  entire  division.  Tlie  enemy  forced  me  from 
the  banks  of  the  river,  crossed  on  a  bridge  constructed  by  my  jieople, 
attacked  the  Ninety-second  Illinois  in  a  i)osition  a  tew  hundred  yards 
from  the  river  on  the  crest  of  the  hill,  was  repulsed,  and  retired  across 
the  river.  In  the  mean  time  Captain  Qualman,  Third  Indiana  Cavalry, 
Avith  a  strong  force  of  jiicked  men,  dashed  in  on  the  railroad  four  miles 
below,  effectually  destroyed  upAvard  of  fifty  yards  of  track,  burning 
the  ties  and  bending  the  rails,  and  brought  Avith  him  into  caini)  about 
half  a  mile  of  telegraph  wire.  He  lost  1  man  killed.  My  people  are 
noAA^  guarding  all  the  roads  leading  from  fords  or  bridges  as  far  doAvn 
as  the  point  AAffiere  the  Jonesborongh  and  Fayetteville  road  crossed  the 
river.  I  Avill  make  every  effort  to  learn  the  position,  strength,  and 
movements  of  the  enemy,  and  keep  you  advised.

Colonel  :  Your  dispatch  has  heen  received.  I  have  opened  com¬ 
munication  with  your  infantry  on  the  right,  which  now  occupies  a  posi¬ 
tion  from  a  half  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  this  point.  The  shells 
from  one  of  your  hatteries  reach  the  enemy’s  position,  the  left  of 
which  rests  on  the  Fayetteville  road,  not  quite  half  a  mile  from 
Joneshorough.  I  have  a  lookout  upon  a  house  overlooking  the  enemy’s 
left.  A  small  force  of  cavalry  is  now  passing  down  the  railroad,  with,  it 
is  thought,  one  piece  of  artillery  and  two  covered  wagons.  No  infantry 
can  he  seen  on  or  passing  to  the  right.  Fearing  that  this  force  of  cav¬ 
alry  was  moving  to  intercept  my  men  already  sent  to  destroy  the  wire, 
I  have  ordered  Colonel  Jones,  with  his  brigade,  to  attack  in  flank  and 
hold  them  in  check  until  the  object  of  the  expedition  is  accomplished. 
A  train  of  cars  is  now  passing  south;  hrakemen  can  be  seen  on  the  cars, 
but  no  troops.  The  country  on  both  sides  of  the  river  about  this  point 
is  quite  open.  I  have  100  men  at  a  good  ford  one  mile  and  a  half  below 
this  point,  and  a  sufficient  force  is  at  the  bridge  burned  by  the  rebels 
flve  miles  farther  down.  I  expect  the  bridges  are  quite  all  burnt  for  a 
considerable  distance  down,  but  any  of  them  can  be  repaired  in  a  very 
short  time.  Our  imsition  is  now  so  very  near  the  railroad  that  any 
formidable  force  of  cavalry  can  strike  it  at  pleasure.

A  cavalry  scout  sent  out  from  Duck 
River  bridge  drove  in  pickets  of  a  heavy  force  of  the  enemy  six  miles 
east  of  that  place  yesterday  evening.  On  yesterday  the  enemy  at¬ 
tacked  and  drove  in  small  force  stationed  at  Tracy  City,  and  destroyed 
a  railroad  bridge.  Colonel  Krzyzanowski  reports  the  enemy  at  Jasper 
yesterday.  The  telegraph  all  north  of  Duck  River  was  cut  last  night.

We  had  a  fight  yesterday  with  a  detachment  of  Wheeler^s  brigade,  and  repulsed 
him.  They  claim  to  have  had  about  300  men.  The  enemy  is  reported  to  be  about 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  here,  waiting  for  a  piece  of  artillery.  We  can  hold  this 
place  until  we  are  re-enforced,  unless  they  get  artillery.  We  cannot  get  away  with¬ 
out  being  captured  by  their  cavalry.  We  have  about  thirty-five  men  and  want  help. 

General,  I  am  unable  to  send  any  re-enforcements  from  here.  Can  I 
request  you  for  help  for  the  troops  at  Tracy  City  I  have  a  pilot  who 
can  conduct  the  troops  on  a  road  about  sixteen  miles  from  this  place.

My  skirmish  line  has  moved 
forward  now  and  driven  the  enemy  from  the  ridge  bordering  Mill  Creek 
on  the  south.

Commanding  Army  of  the  Cumberland: 

In  order  that  no  doubt  may  exist  as  to  future  operations,  I  wish  your 
army  to  press  directly  after  the  enemy  southward  with  all  the  speed 
and  vigor  possible  till  we  reach  Griffin,  where  I  will  make  new  orders. 
I  regret  to  learn  that  General  Stanley  remained  to-day  for  hours  on  the 
railroad  awaiting  orders,  when  he  heard  firing  heavy  to  his  front  and 
right.  I  may  be  in  error,  but  such  is  reported  to  me  by  Captain  Au- 
denried  and  Captain  Poe.  I  knew  you  had  given  him  orders,  and  think 
we  should  not  overlook  it.  I  donT  know  why  Stanley  could  not  have 
imshed  along  the  raih'oad  while  General  Davis  was  heavily  engaged, 
and  absolutely  enveloped  the  enemy  in  Jonesborough.  Now  he  has  time 
to  fortify,  and  we  may  be  compelled  to  modify  all  our  plans.  If  Gen¬ 
eral  Stanley  lost  a  minute  of  time  when  he  should  have  been  in  action, 
I  beg  you  will  not  overlook  it,  as  it  concerns  the  lives  of  our  men  and 
the  success  of  our  arms.  General  Davis’  attack,  though  some  hours 
later  than  I  expected,  was  still  sj)irited  and  good,  and  was  measurably 
successful.  I  suppose  now  Stewart  has  made  his  junction,  which  im¬ 
proves  our  chances  at  Atlanta,  but  gives  us  harder  work  out  here.  Please 
renew  your  orders  to  General  Slocum  to  make  a  dash  at  Atlanta  before 
the  enemy  has  time  to  haul  off  the  artillery  and  stores.

Brigadier- General  Whipple,  Chief  of  Staff: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  commenced  to  tear  up  the  railroad 
this  morning  at  3  o’clock  where  I  struck  the  road  yesterday,  and  have 
destroyed  it  up  to  the  point  where  my  right  now  rests,  save  about  400 
yards  of  track  torn  up  by  General  Baird.  At  3.30  p.  m.  I  received 
orders  from  Major-General  Thomas  to  push  forward  for  Jonesborough. 
About  two  miles  from  Jonesborough  I  commenced  to  deploy  part  of  my 
force  to  try  and  outflank  the  enemy  and  favor  General  Davis’  assault. 
Kirby’s  and  Grose’s  brigades,  of  the  First  Division,  were  advanced, 
with  Taylor’s  brigade  in  reserve,  and  on  the  left  Newton’s  division  was 
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deployed  and  advanced.  Wood’s  division  was  massed  in  reserve.  We 
drove  tlie  enemy  about  half  a  mile,  but  we  could  not  get  np  to  their 
Avorks  in  time  to  storm  them  before  dark,  on  acconnt  of  the  great  diffi¬ 
culty  the  troops  experienced  in  getting  through  the  dense  jungle  in 
their  front.  Kirby  found  the  enemy  in  strong  works.  Grose  reports 
that  they  are  in  works  in  his  front,  and  that  there  is  an  almost  imj)assa- 
ble  raAune  before  him.  Newton’s  skirmishers  report  that  they  saAv 
Avorks,  but  I  do  not  believe  this.  Our  lines  face  nearly  southwest.  1 
have  sent  to  see  Avhether  Schofield  has  advanced  on  my  left.  I  do  not 
believe  he  is  on  a  line  Avith  me,  and  I  will  look  out  for  my  own  left.

Lieutenant  :  A  citizen  came  into  my  lines  near  the  burnt  bridge 
over  Flint  River  on  the  Jonesborough  road.  He  has  been  sent  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Howard’s  headquarters.  He  came  from  Macon  last  evening  and  left 
Jonesborough  at  sunrise  this  a.  m.  He  reports  that  the  rebel  army  is 
strengthening  and  extending  their  lines  about  Jonesborough;  that  no 
troops  are  moving  down  the  railroad,  but  all  are  in  position  and  busily 
at  work;  that  the  railroad  as  far  down  as  Griffin  is  guarded  by  cavalry 
only;  that  last  evening  General  Hood  was  in  Atlanta  with  one  coiq^s 
of  regular  troops  and  the  Georgia  militia,  and  that  Hardee  with  his  own 
and  Lee’s  corps  was  at  Jonesborough,  and  although  the  repulse  was 
quite  disastrous.  Hood  intended  to  hold  Jonesborough  and  if  possible 
Atlanta.  For  the  last  hour  the  enemy  has  been  extending  his  works 
along  the  line  of  railroad  in  direction  of  the  bridge  on  Fayetteville  road. 
Several  regiments  can  be  seen  at  work.  I  do  not  think  from  all  I  can 
learn  that  the  enemy  is  at  present  retreating.  Rest  assured  that  I  will 
not  be  slow  to  strike  him  when  an  opportunity  offers.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  as  the  result 
of  the  operations  of  this  army  to-day :  The  Seventeenth  Corps,  which 
was  on  my  left,  was,  about  3.30  o’clock  this  ii.  m.,  relieved  by  the  Four¬ 
teenth  Corps,  and  by  your  instructions  ordered  to  tlie  right.  Major- 
General  Blair  reiiorts  that  he  has  one  division  across  the  river  and  has 
advanced  a  heavy  skirmish  line  and  finds  the  enemy  in  strong  position. 
The  operations  of  tlie  cavalry  to-day  are  given  in  the  inclosed  note 
from  General  Kilpatrick.  During'the  attack  of  the  Fourteenth  Corps

General  :  In  order  that  you  may  act  adAusedly,  I  Avill  merely  state 
that  Jonesborough  is  of  no  value  to  ns,  but  Ave  are  noAV  trying  to  cripple 
and  destroy  the  army  noAV  there.  Thomas  Avill  push  him  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  railroad  south.  Schofield  Avill  operate  on  the  east  and 
you  on  the  Avest  of  the  railroad.  If  he  retreats  Ave  Avill  folloAv  Avith- 
out  halt  or  delay,  if  possible,  to  Griffin.  If  h6  remains  in  Jonesborough 
Ave  must  envelop  him  and  destroy  his  communications  south,  as  they  are 
already  destroyed  north.  Your  troops  are  noAv  Avell  disposed,  and 
Blair  can  do  good  service  by  feeling  out  and  reaching  the  railroad 
if  possible.  He  should  not  be  content  Avith  a  cavalry  break,  but  one  of 
some  extent,  and  Avell  done.  Send  A\^ord  to  Osterhaus  to  have  his  ar¬ 
tillery  officers  listen  for  the  cars  to-night,  and  if  heard  to  open  artillery 
on  them  at  random.  If  the  enemy  retreats  I  think  you  could  make  best 
progress  by  marching  rapidly  to  Fayetteville,  and  then  toA^ard  Griffin, 
falling  on  the  flanks  of  the  enemy.  I  supiiose  the  bridge  is  destroyed, 
but  General  Thomas  has  a  pontoon  train  that  could  march  there  in 
one  day.  This  train  is  at  Renfroe’s,  eight  miles  from  Fayetteville,  from 
Avhich  there  are  several  roads  across  Flint  River,  the  one  fulfilling  most 
conditions  being  the  one  toAvard  Fayette  Station.  Still,  if  you  can  learn 
of  roads  east  of  Flint  River  that  Avill  be  available,  and  yet  not  bring  you 
in  contact  Avith  Thomas’  troops,  it  Avould  be  the  safest,  as  all  the  army 
Avill  then  be  together,  and  no  i)art  separated  by  an  impassable  stream. 
Should  the  enemy  remain  in  Jonesborough  to-morroAv  hold  your  line 
as  noAv,  and  give  to  Blair’s  movements  all  the  force  you  can.

Sir  :  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  as  my  report  of  to¬ 
day.  Lieutenant  Fish,  of  this  detachment,  reports  as  fblloAvs : 

1  Avas  out  on  my  tree  at  7  a.  m. ;  examiued  tlie  euemy’s  lines  carefully;  found  a 
strong  line  of  battle  formed  in  front  of  Fifteenth  Army  Corps ;  men  busy  at  AYorlc  ou 
a  second  line  of  earth-works.  This  line  is  on  the  oast  and  south  of  the  field  sides, 
where  their  lines  were  formed  yesterday  that  charged  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  I 
immediately  rei^orted  Avhat  I  had  seen  to  the  major-geueral  commaudiug.  xCsthe, 
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fog  and  smoke  rose  I  discovered  enemy’s  line  of  skirmishers  had  l)eeu  advanced 
abont  fifty  yards.  At  12.30  p.  m.  I  discovered  two  trains  of  cars  moving  toward 
Macon;  apjmared  to  he  empty.  A  few  miiiutes  after  a  colnmn  of  infantry  ])assed 
from  their  left  to  right.  There  were  three  regiments  in  the  colnmn.  In  a  sliort  time 
the  line  in  front  of  the  Fifteenth  Army  Corps  Avas  weakened  l)y  removing  men 
enongh  to  cover  the  front  lately  occupied'  by  the  three  regiments.  Shortly  after  the 
Army  of  the  Cumberland  became  engaged  another  colnmn  of  fiAm  regiments  moAmd 
from  their  left  to  right.  This  colnmn  was  nicely  shelled  by  a  battery  in  Fourth 
Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps.  I  also  discovered  the  enemy  driving  their  beef- 
cattle  throngh  town  ;  Avere  going  in  a  hurry.  I  assisted  a  battery  of  Napoleon  gnus 
in  Fourth  Division,  Fifteenth  Army  Corps,  in  getting  the  range  of  enemy’s  rifle-pits. 
They  di(l  some  good  firing,  driAnng  the  enemy  from  their  Avorks  in  great  confnsiou. 
During  the  latter  part  of  the  day  I  reported  to  Captain  HooAnn'  verbally,  and  also  to 
Lieutenant  Edge.  My  tree  was  in  plain  view  of  the  enemy’s  skirmishers,  and  the 
men  in  two  of  their  ])it8  made  me  their  target,  firing  a  good  many  shots  at  me,  two 
of  which  strnck  the  tree  but  a  short  distance  from  me.  1  Avas  out  of  the  tree  only 
time  enough  to  take  my  dinner,  and  remained  there  until  too  dark  to  see  anything. 

As  for  myself,  I  sent,  by  an  order  of  tlie  general  commanding  the 
corps,  an  officer  to  tlie  station  early  in  tlie  morning,  and  as  soon  as  I 
could  make  it  convenient  I  went  to  tlie  front  myself.  After  taking  a 
good  look  at  everytliing,  I  proceeded  to  a  battery  in  front  and  directed 
the  shelling  of  the  rebel  lines.  Then  I  returned  and  reported  to  the 
general  commanding  the  corps.  At  2  p.  m.  I  went  to  the  front  again; 
found  the  enemy  again  at  work ;  proceeded  to  battery  and  directed  the 
firing,  which  stopped  the  rebels  working  and  drove  them  out  of  their 
works.  1  then  returned  to  the  tree  station  to  assist  Lieutenant  Fish, 
where  I  remained  till  dark.

General:  From  reports  of  my  staff  I  think  enough  of  the  raiEoadi 
has  been  broken  until  Ave  have  conquered  the  army  iioaa"  lying  at  Jones- - 
borough.  We  had  pretty  hard  fighting  A\dth  them  this  afternoon,  and  I- 
think  had  all  our  force  been  engaged  Ave  Avould  liaA^e  beaten  them,  but 
noAv  SteAvarPs  corps  Avill  effect  its  junction  and  the  enemy  Avill  fortify. . 
Yet  he  may  underrate  our  strength,  and  I  Avish  you  to-morroAA^  early  to? 
get  over  to  the  northeast  of  Jonesborough  and  approach  from  that 
quarter,  and  should  the  enemy  retreat  folloA\^  him  aa  ith  energy,  hanging 
on  his  left  flank 5  folloAA^  roads  east  of  the  railroad  as  far  as  Griffin.. 
Thomas  AAdll  folloAA’'  the  railroad  substantially  and  HoAv^ard  A\ill  keep  to  < 
the  right.  I  donT  see  any  reason  AAdiy  the  enemy  should  elect  to  hold 
Jonesborough  defensively,  as  Ave  have  broken  his  road,  so  if  you  find  him 
intrenched  don’t  assault,  but  feel  beloAN^  the  toAvn.  HoAvard  has  Blair’s . 
corps,  AAdth  Kiliiatrick’s  cavalry,  across  Flint  Eiver,  feeling  out  for  the 
railroad  beloAV  Jonesborough.  If  you  think  Stevrart’s  corps  has  passed 
around  by  the  east  from  Atlanta  and  joined  Hood  at  Jonesborough  you 
may  order  Garrard  up  to  act  Avith  you  around  to  the  south  of  Jones- 
bordugh,  but  if  there  be  anything  to  our  rear  keeqi  him  holding  all 
roads  by  AA^hich  Hardee  or  Hood — both  are  iioaa^  represented  as  pres¬ 
ent — can  receive  re-enforcements  from  the  rear.  At  all  eA^ents  call 
Garrard  close  ux),  that  he  may  be  A\dtliin  reach  if  needed,  AAdiich  Trill  be 
the  case  if  the  enemy  retreats  to-morroAv.  His  movements  are  so  sIoaa^ 
that  you  had  better  send  to  him  to-night  specific  orders.  How  that  the 
army  is  united  you  are  of  course  subject  to  no  one’s  orders  but  mine.

I  have  found  a  country  road 
leading  around  not  far  from  Stanley’s  left  and  striking  the  McDonough 
road  about  tAVO  miles  from  Jonesborough,  by  A\diich  I  can  get  in  to-mor- 
roAy,  if  that  be  in  accordance  Avith  your  xilaRS-  I  have  heard  nothing 
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from  Garrard  since  lie  reached  Eougli  and  Eeady  this  morning.  Doubt¬ 
less  you  have  later  information.  Cox  spent  some  time  in  Avaiting  for 
him  to  get  on  the  road,  but  the  time  Avas  not  lost,  for  Cox  OA^ertook 
Stanley  before  he  had  begun  to  deploy.  We  liaA^e  made  the  destruction 
of  the  road  A'ery  thorough.  My  headquarters  are  near  the  railroad 
Vhere  the  Flat  Eock  road  strikes  it.

I  have  yours  announcing  the  destruction  up,  including  Eough  and 
Eeady.  I  Avant  all  your  troops  doAvn  on  Stanley’s  left,  and  the  cavalry 
A'ery  far  to  Atlanta.  Slocum  is*  ordered  to  Acatch  Atlanta  from  the 
bridge.  If  there  be  anything  more  at  Jonesborough  than  Hardee’s  and 
Lee’s  corps  nobody  knoAvs  it,  and  AA-e  haA^e  here  plenty  of  prisoners 
from  these  tAvo  corps  and  no  others.  These  corps  are  not  intrenched 
farther  than  a  straight  barricade  this  side  of  and  parallel  to  the 
railroad.  If  SteAvart  comes  doAvn  he  Avill  come  round  by  Decatur  and 
IVIcDonough.  By  moving  quick  AA^e  can  preA'ent  this,  and  that  is  one 
reason.  Inasmuch  as  your  troops  haA^e  imshed  the  enemy  beyond 
Eough  and  Eeady,  let  Cox  folloAv  Hascall  at  once,  keeping  your  corps 
in  the  nature  of  a  strong  left  flank,  xJrejjared  to  SAring  round  east  of  the 
railroad.  I  sent  you  a  sketch  shoAcing  HoA\’ard’s  xiosition.  Hardee 
cannot  move  south  noAv  Avithout  our  seeing  him,  and  if  all  of  our  army 
is  concentrated  on  him  A^’e  should  make  quick  Acork.  Hardee  rexiorts 
35,000  men,  but  no  one  belieA' es  he  has  more  than  20,000.  HoAvard  dis¬ 
abled  4,000,  and  has  the  dead  and  a  great  many  aa  ounded.  Tavo  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  aaHI  cover  his  AA  hole  loss.  The  x>risoners  say  they  vrere 
assured  before  the  attack  that  Ave  had  no  intrenchments,  A\'hereas  the 
trenches  A\'ere  good  and  strong.

Garrard 
is  to  our  rear,  with  orders  to  cover  us  from  all  approach  from  that 
quarter.  I  have  not  yet  clearly  ascertained  if  Stewart  is  with  the  army 
in  Jonesborough,  but  think  he  may  have  swung  around  Stanley  and 
come  in  from  the  east.  If  so,  any  force  approaching  our  rear  would  not 
be  very  formidable,  though  we  must  be  prepared.  I  think  you  had 
better  move  your  headquarters  and  trains  in  near  your  rear,  where  the 
trains  will  be  less  exposed,  and  if  Schofield’s  trains  be  near  lienfroe’s,  as 
I  suppose  them  to  be,  you  had  better  order  them  down  to  Flint  Kiver 
nearer  Howard’s  left,  on  Davis’  right.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  5  a.  m.  I  started  after 
the  enemy,  who  retreated  from  my  front  last  night,  arriving  at  Jones- 
borough  at  5.30  a.  m.  1  awaited  orders  to  proceed,  and  received  them 
at  7.30  a.  m.,  when  1  started  down  the  railroad.  At  12  m.  1  arrived 
within  about  two  miles  of  Lovejoy’s,  A\diere  we  met  the  enemy.  Seeing 
that  he  had  a  strong  j)osition,  and  was  behind  earth- works,  I  com¬ 
menced  to  deploy  my  troops  and  make  preparations  to  advance  on  the 
left  of  til e  railroad,  while  the  Ariuy  of  the  Tennessee  advanced  on  the 
right.  All  of  my  command  was  deployed,  and  part  of  it  in  single  line. 
At  3.20  p.  m.  General  HoAvard  sent  me  word  that  he  had  just  given  the 
orders  to  advance,  and  I  at  once  ordered  my  division  commanders  to 
press  forward  and  take  the  enemy’s  works  if  possible.  The  Second  Di- 
Ausion  passed  through  a  dense  jungle,  while  the  First  and  Third  Divis¬ 
ions  passed  through  an  almost  impassable  swamp,  through  deep  raAunes, 
and  over  steep  ridges.  I  have  never  seen  the  enemy  take  a  stronger 
position,  or  one  of  more  difficult  approach.  On  the  left  we  reached  the 
enemy’s  AA^orks,  and  the  Third  Division  assaulted  them  at  5.30  p.  m.  It 
Avas  impossible  to  reach  them  at  an  earlier  hour.  In  this-assault  Knef- 
ler’s  brigade.  Third  DiAusion,  got  into  the  Avorks,  but  could  not  hold 
them.  Kimball,  Avho  AAMS  on  the  extreme  left,  Avas  unable  to  take  the 
Avorks,  being  exposed  to  a  heavy  cross-lire  of  artillery.  NeAAdon’s  divis¬ 
ion  did  [not]  progress  much,  as  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  did  not 
move  up.  General  Schofield  was  one  mile  in  the  rear  AAdien  we  assaulted 
the  Avorks,  but  he  uoav  conuects  Avitli  my  left.  I  think  the  enemy’s 
right  this  evening  is  about  the  center  of  my  left  division.  Knefler’s  loss 
was  very  seA^ere.  Captain  Miller,  his  assistant  adjutant-general,  and 
an  aide-de-camp,  were  killed.  General  Wood  A\^as  wounded,  and  Col¬ 
onel  Post  took  command  of  the  division.

I  examined 
the  enemy’s  works  closely  this  evening,  and  I  do  not  think  they  can  be 
successfully  assaulted.  I  tried  it  this  afternoon.  After  the  hard  climb¬ 
ing  and  working  through  the  entanglements  this  afternoon,  my  troops 
are  nearly  exhausted.

Brigadier-General  Garrard’s  division  of  cavalry  will  cover  your  front 
and  give  you  timely  information  of  any  movements  of  the  enemy  from 
the  direction  of  Atlanta  and  on  your  flanks.  Your  train  can  be  parked 
in  Jonesborough.  You  will  probably  march  on  to-day  or  to-morrow. 
From  information  received  Hardee’s  corps,  with  some  militia,  has  gone 
to  Lovejoy’s  Station,  and  the  other  portion  of  the  army  which  was 
here,  back  to  Atlanta.  Two  negroes  just  from  Atlanta  report  that  Gen¬ 
eral  Slocum  was  last  night  shelling  the  town,  and  the  militia  was  in 
great  consternation  at  the  time  they  left.

General  :  At  an  early  hour  this  morning  my  pickets  were  i)ushed 
to  the  front  from  my  position  on  the  battle-field  of  yesterday.  They 
found  no  enemy.  After  issuing  three  days’  rations  to  the  men  my 
corps  was  moved  into  position  near  Jonesborough  as  follows:  Morgan 
in  advance,  taking  position  near  the  depot,  followed  by  Carlin’s  and 
Baird’s  divisions.  Here  I  received  orders  from  the  general  command¬ 
ing  to  halt  and  form  my  lines  facing  northward  and  crossing  the  rail¬ 
road,  and  in  the  future  movements  of  the  army  southward  my  corps 
was  to  act  as  rear  guard.  The  trains  of  the  corps  were  moved  from 
their  former  position  and  all  were  parked  near  this  place  by  4  j).  m. 
Colonel  Taylor’s  brigade,  forming  the  guard  to  the  trains,  reported 
here  at  sunset.  In  compliance  with  orders  a  regiment  for  pioneer 
duty  reported  to  Colonel  Flad,  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  to 
assist  in  the  destruction  of  the  railroad.  A  part  of  General  Baird’s 
command  was  engaged  all  day  tearing  up  the  road  in  accordance 
with  orders  received  from  General  Thomas  in  person.  A  part  of  Gen¬ 
eral  Morgan’s  division  will  be  detailed  for  the  same  duty  to-morrow. 
No  casualties  are  reported.  This  report  has  been  delayed  by  the  non¬ 
reception  of  any  report  of  operations  from  General  Baird.

General:  The  enemy  are  still  passing  to  the  right  and  on  a  road 
this  side  of  the  railroad,  artillery,  infantry,  wagons,  and  cavalry,  but 
my  force  is  too  weak  to  break  through  the  infantry  and  cavalry  line, 
which  is  now  protecting  the  flanks  of  this  moving  column.  Heavy  col¬ 
umns  of  dust  can  be  seen  along  the  line  of  the  railroad  and  in  the 
direction  of  McDonough.  I  feel  quite  confident  that  the  enemy  are 
retreating.  I  have  sent  over  several  messengers  asking  for  information 
as  to  the  intended  movements  of  our  army,  in  order  that  I  might  know 
how  to  maneuver  my  cavalry,  and  also  for  instructions.  The  required 
information  has  not  been  sent  me.  My  instructions  from  General  Elli¬ 
ott  are  that,  if  I  find  the  enemy  to  be  retreating  down  the  railroad,  I 
must  move  my  command  quickly  to  the  vicinity  of  Fayette  Station  and 
Griffin,  and  annoy  his  flank  until  our  army  moves  upon  his  rear.  There 
are  no  bridges  below  this  iioint;  all  are  burned,  and  the  river  is  too  wide 
for  me  to  rebuild  them.  I  am  now  but  fifteen  miles  from  Griffin,  and  will 
make  every  effort  to  carry  out  the  general’s  instructions.  I  suppose 
our  army  to  be  moving  down  the  railroad.  I  have  a  good  bridge  built 
at  this  point,  and  have  had  some  very  sharp  fighting,  the  enemy  using 
artillery,  with  cavalry,  supported  by  infantry.  Two  of  our  prisoners 
have  just  come  into  my  lines,  having  esca^ied  from  Andersonville.

I  deem  it  indispensable  to  the  safety  of  the  road — indeed  the  only  plan  that  sug¬ 
gests  itself  to  me  for  its  protection  against  so  large  a  force  as  Wheeler’s  on  the  road — 
that  a  train  or  trains  [be  prepared]  capable  [of]  carrying  1,500  infantry  and  two 
pieces  of  artillery — mounted  artillery.  The  horses  must  go  with  the  guns.  This 
force  to  go  up  the  road  as  far  as  Columbia,  and  fight  the  head  of  Wheeler’s  columns. 
With  this  force  I  would  be  nearly  2,000  strong  at  Columbia,  and  with  the  cavalry  at 
Pulaski,  3,000.  If  this  suggestion  is  accepted,  will  you  please  send  the  transporta¬ 
tion  at  once.  I  have  the  Thirteenth  Wisconsin,  One  hundred  and  second  Ohio,  and 
Seventy-third  Indiana  Infantry.

I  heard  explosions  and  firing  about  Atlanta  at  2 
o’clock,  and  at  this  moment  I  hear  more  seemingly  nearer  us,  but  due 
north  j  it  must  be  Garrard,  but  what  force  he  engages  I  don’t  know. 
Please  ascertain  Avhether  Stewart’s  corps  came  into  Jonesborough  from 
the  direction  of  Flat  Eock,  and  let  me  know.  If  the  firing  at  the  north 
be  not  exj)lained,  prepare  to  meet  any  interruption  of  our  operations 
from  that  quarter,  and  act  without  further  orders  if  the  occasion  calls  for 
it,  otherwise  I  want  you  to  attack  Jonesborough  from  the  east.  Try  and 
communicate  with  Garrard,  and  ascertain  what  the  force  to  our  rear  is, 
and  move  to  meet  it.  Our  trains  are  at  the  Eenfroe  Place,  out  about 
four  miles  northwest  of  Jonesborough.  I  am  near  General  Howard,  at 
the  Flint  Eiver,  two  miles  northwest  of  Jonesborough.  A  road  leads 
from  here  due  east  a  little  north,  which  I  think  passes  by  where  you  are.

General:  I  have  your  dispatches  of  8  last  evening  and  4  this  morn¬ 
ing.  I  have  heard  from  Garrard  this  morning.  The  noise  last  night 
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sounded  to  him  as  to  us,  to  be  at  Atlanta.  The  last,  about  4  o’clock, 
l)robably  at  East  Point.  We  watched  it  closely.  Very  large  fires  were 
visible  in  the  direction  of  Atlanta.  Brilliant  flashes  followed  at  regu¬ 
lar  intervals  by  loud  explosions,  far  too  loud  for  any  artillery,  and  then 
by  very  raiiid  explosions  of  shells.  The  interval  between  the  flash  and 
exj)losion  gave  the  distance  to  Atlanta.  All  the  circumstances  indicate 
the  burning  of  magazines  at  Atlanta.  At  the  time  of  the  later  and  near 
explosions  the  fires  and  flashes  were  not  visible.  I  have  no  doubt  these 
last  were  at  East  Point.  I  cannot  explain  the  x)henomena  of  last  night 
in  any  other  way.  No  battle  I  have  ever  witnessed  would  begin  to  ac¬ 
count  for  it.  Citizens  here  report  that  a  large  column  of  rebel  trooi)S 
passed  down  the  Elat  Eock  road,  just  in  front  of  Stanley,  yesterday 
morning.  What  troops  they  were  I  have  not  yet  learned,  but  am 
searching  for  information.  Garrard’s  cavalry  went  yesterday  to  about 
two  miles  this  side  of  East  Point,  met  some  cavalry,  and  returned. 
Prisoners  and  citizens  there  all  said  that  Stewart’s  corps  and  the  militia 
were  still  about  Atlanta.  I  have  sent  an  infantry  reconnaissance  up 
the  Flat  Eock  road  to  see  what  can  be  learned  in  that  direction.  Gar¬ 
rard  will  be  here  soon,  when  1  will  get  him  started  off  toward  the  east. 
As  soon  as  I  can  learn  that  there  is  no  force  in  our  rear  I  will  move  in 
and  attack  the  enemy’s  right.

A  negro  who  has  just  come  in  from  Atlanta  says  our  troops  attacked 
the  place  about  dark  last  night.  The  enemy  immediately  retreated  on 
the  McDonough  road  in  great  confusion  and  disorder,  all  the  citizens 
joining  in  the  flight.  Houses  were  burned,  magazines  blown  up,  and  a 
wagon  train  of  ammunition  burned.  I  have  my  head  of  column  on  the 
McDonough  road  (one  division),  the  other  is  moving  more  to  the  left, 
but  has  a  road  by  which  it  can  join  the  first  if  necessary.  I  have  sent 
to  find  a  road  leading  substantially  parallel  to  the  railroad,  if  you  de¬ 
sire  me  to  pursue  toward  Griffin. 

I  hope  to  hear  from  you  soon,  as  Colonel  Warner  must  have  reached 
you  before  now.

Major-General  Schofield  : 

I  have  strong  evidence  that  the  enemy  blew  up  his  magazines  and 
abandoned  Atlanta  to  General  Slocum.  If  this  be  so,  it  is  unneces¬ 
sary  for  us  to  go  farther  at  this  stage.  I  have  parties  breaking  ui)  the 
railroad  from  Jouesborough  to  our  lines,  and  to-morrow  wish  you  to 
feel  for  the  McDonough  road,  so  as  to  command  it  if  possible,  but 
keep  up  strong  connection  with  General  Stanley  and  do  not  assault 
works  of  the  enemy.  If  he  gives  you  a  fair  chance  punish  him.  I  have 
couriers  back  to  ascertain  the  exact  state  of  affairs  in  Atlanta,  and  will 
be  governed  by  what  I  hear.

General  :  After  a  long  and  most  tedious  march  over  all  sorts  of 
roads,  I  was  barely  able  to  get  one  division  in  position  on  Stanley's  left 
some  time  after  dark.  My  artillery  and  trains  are  not  even  yet  off  the 
road.  I  found  the  country  roads,  by  which  I  was  comiielled  to  march, 
very  crooked  and  difficult.  No  enemy  except  cavalry  x)ickets  appeared 
on  my  flank  during  the  day.  I  gained  no  ijositive  information  of  the 
enemy’s  movements,  but  all  reports  corroborate  the  one  I  sent  you  this 
morning  about  the  retreat  from  Atlanta,  destruction  of  property,  &c. 
General  Garrard  informs  me  he  sent  a  regiment  to  the  McDonough  road 
and  struck  a  rear  guard  retreating  southward,  but  it  was  too  strong  for 
him  to  attack,  I  have  just  received  your  dispatch  of  8  p.  m.,  and  will 
feel  out  for  the  McDonough  road  in  the  morning.  I  understand  you  to 
mean  the  road  from  Fosterville  to  McDonough.  Please  inform  me  if  I 
am  not  right.  I  think  I  can  reach  that  road  if  Lee  does  not  come  in  on 
Hardee’s  right  to-night.  But  the  country  is  very  open  in  that  direction, 
and  hence  it  will  be  difficult  to  make  any  move  not  in  plain  view  of  the 
enemy  without  detaching  my  corps  some  distance  from  Stanley.  But  I 
wall  examine  the  ground  carefully  and  x)roceed  with  due  caution.

General  :  The  major-general  commanding  directs  me  to  say  to  you 
that  he  had  the  following  instructions  from  General  Sherman,  viz:  ^Hf 
Stewards  corps  has  passed  down  from  Atlanta  and  joined  Hood  at 
Jouesborough,  you  may  order  Garrard  up  to  act  with  you  around  the 
south  of  Jonesborougli,  but  if  there  be  anything  to  our  rear,  keep  him, 
holding  all  roads  by  which  Hardee  or  Hood  can  receive  re-enforcements 
from  the  rear.  At  all  events  call  Garrard  down  close  up,  that  he  may  be 
in  reach  if  needed He  therefore  desires  you  to  inform  him  exactly  where 
your  troops  are^  give  him  all  information  you  have  in  regard  to  Stew¬ 
art’s  movements,  and  take  steps  to  ascertain  the  facts  in  regard  to  it. 
It  is  his  imiiression  that  Stewart  has  joined  Hood.  Your  forces  are 
l)robably  much  farther  away  now  than  is  desirable  should  they  be  needed 
east  and  south  of  Jonesborough.  He  desires  me  also  to  inform  you  that 
our  troops  are  mostly  in  line  of  battle  confronting  the  enemy  in  Jones¬ 
borough.  These  headquarters  are  near  the  track,  four  miles  by  rail  from 
that  place.

Colonel:  Yesterday  every  one  said  (prisoners  and  citizens)  that 
Stewart’s  corps  and  militia  were  in  Atlanta  and  East  Point;  also  that 
Armstrong’s  brigade  cavalry  [was]  near  East  Point;  also  that  a  large 
train  of  Avagons  passed  down  toward  Jonesborough  under  guard  of  cav¬ 
alry  night  before  last.  The  regiment  which  went  toward  East  Point  met 
considerable  opposition  about  two  miles  this  side  of  East  Point,  and 
failed  to  get  there.  My  troops  are  near  the  point  where  your  head¬ 
quarters  train  crossed  the  Jonesborough  road,  and  covering  roads  to 
rear  and  toward  East  Point.  Ko  roads  to  my  knowledge  leave  the  rail¬ 
road  to  the  east  this  side  of  Eough  and  Eeady,  and  I  cannot  tell  what 
may  be  the  movements  of  the  enemy  until  I  find  some  road  leading  east 
jiear  this  point.  It  would  be  impossible  to  prevent  re-enforcements 
reaching  Hood  from  Atlanta,  as  there  are  plenty  of  roads  bearing  east 
from  that  place,  and  then  cross-roads  in  the  neighborhood  of  Mc¬ 
Donough  to  Jonesborough.  The  firing  seemed  in  the  direction  of  At¬ 
lanta,  but  whether  it  was  from  guns  or  some  explosions  could  not  be 
ascertained,  though  several  of  us  listened  to  determine.  I  will  order 
7ny  command  under  saddle  and  report  in  i^erson  to  the  general.

SteAvart  was  in 
command  of  Hood’s  old  cordis,  and  held  the  city,  while  General  Sher¬ 
man  is  said  by  the  citizens  to  have  fought  and  AAdiixixied  Hood  near  East 
Point,  on  the  line  of  the  Macon  road,  cutting  the  rebel  army  in  two. 
SteAvart  will  have  trouble  to  rejoin  Hood.  Hardee  killed.  Enemy’s 
loss  estimated  by  the  citizens  xerj  heavy.  Our  losses  not  known.  Not 
yet  in  communication  with  Sherman.

Maj.  Gen.  H.  AV.  Halleck,  Washington,  D.  C.  : 

As  already  reported,  the  army  drew  from  about  Atlanta,  and  on  the 
30th  had  made  a  good  break  of  the  AVest  Point  road  and  reached  a  good 
position  from  which  to  strike  the  Macon  railroad,  the  right  (General 
Howard’s)  near  Jonesborough,  the  left  (General  Schofield’s)  near  Rough 
jind  Ready,  and  the  center  (General  Thomas’)  at  Couch’s.  General 
Howard  found  the  enemy  in  force  at  Jonesborough,  and  intrenched  his 
troops,  the  salient  within  half  a  mile  of  the  railroad.  The  enemy  at¬ 
tacked  him  at  3  p.  m.,  and  was  easily  repulsed,  leaving  his  dead  and 
wounded.  Finding  strong  opposition  on  the  right,  I  advanced  the  left 
and  center  rapidly  to  the  railroad,  made  a  good  lodgment,  and  broke  it 
all  the  way  from  Rough  and  Ready  down  to  Howard’s  left,  near  Jones¬ 
borough,  and  by  the  same  movement  I  interposed  my  whole  army  between 
Atlanta  and  the  part  of  the  enemy  intrenched  in  and  around  Jonesborough. 
AA^e  made  a  general  attack  on  the  enemy  at  Jonesborough  on  September  1, 
the  Fourteenth  Cori)s,  General  Jeff.  C.  Davis,  carrying  the  works  hand¬ 
somely,  with  10  guns  and  about  1,000  prisoners.  In  the  night  the 
enemy  retreated  south,  and  we  have  followed  him  to  another  of  his  well- 
chosen  and  hastily  constructed  lines,  near  Lovejoy’s.  Hood,  at  Atlanta, 
finding  me  on  his  road,  the  only  one  that  could  supply  him,  and  between 
him  and  a  considerable  part  of  his  army,  blew  up  his  magazines  in  At¬ 
lanta  and  left  in  the  night-time,  when  the  Twentieth  Corps,  General 
Slocum,  took  possession  of  the  place.  So  Atlanta  is  ours,  and  fairly 
won.  I  shall  not  push  much  farther  on  this  raid,  but  in  a  day  or  so 
will  move  to  Atlanta  and  give  my  men  some  rest.  Since  May  5  we 
have  been  in  one  constant  battle  or  skirmish,  and  need  rest.  Our  losses 
will  not  exceed  1,200,  and  we  have  possession  of  over  300  rebel  dead, 
250  wounded,  and  over  1 ,500  well  prisoners.

Chief  of  Staff: 

Sherman,  with  his  entire  army,  except  this  corps,  is  near  Jones- 
borongh,  on  the  Macon  road.  Hood’s  army  is  south  of  him,  except  the 
trooi)S  left  in  Atlanta,  consisting  of  militia  and  about  one  division  of 
old  troops.  These  troops,  when  they  evacuated  this  i)lace,  took  the 
McDonough  road,  and  will  probably  effect  a  junction  with  their  main 
army.  Sherman  has  captured  2  batteries  and  2,000  prisoners.  The 
enemy,  on  evacuating,  destroyed  7  locomotives  and  81  cars,  loaded 
with  ammunition,  small-arms,  and  stores,  and  left  here  14  pieces 
of  artillery,  most  of  them  uninjured,  and  a  large  nuinber  of  small- 
arms.  We  have  taken  200  prisoners,  and  deserters  are  constantly  com¬ 
ing  into  our  lines.  We  have  on  hand  a  good  supply  of  ammunition, 
subsistence  stores,  and  clothing.  I  earnestly  hope  that  paymasters  may 
be  sent  here  as  soon  as  x)ossible,  as  some  of  my  command  have  not  been 
paid  for  eight  months.

There 
can  be  no  trade  or  commerce  now  until  the  war  is  over.  Let  Union 
families  go  to  the  North  with  their  effects,  and  secesh  families  move  on. 
All  cotton  is  tainted  with  treason,  and  no  title  in  it  will  be  respected. 
It  must  all  go  to  Nashville  as  United  States  property,  and  pretended 
claimants  may  collect  testimony  for  the  imrsuit  of  the  proceeds  of  sale 
after  they  reach  the  U.  S.  Treasury  in  money.

Telegram  for  General  A.  J.  Smith  received.*  Do  not  know  where  he 
is.  General  Rousseau  has  fought  Wheeler  two  days,  driving  him. 
Wheeler  came  within  fifteen  miles  of  this  city,  on  the  Chattanooga  road, 
of  which  he  destroyed  some  miles,  but  no  important  bridges.  It  can 
soon  be  repaired.  Night  before  last  he  crossed  over  to  the  Alabama 
road,  where  General  Rousseau  had  heavy  skirmishing  with  him.  Yes¬ 
terday  Wheeler  retreated  toward  Columbia;  is  now  across  the  West 
Hari)eth,  below  Franklin,  Rousseau  pursuing.  Rebel  General  Kelly  is 
mortally  wounded,  and  in  our  hands.  Our  loss  is  not  heavy.  If  Gen¬ 
eral  Steedman  can  get  up  in  time  on  the  other  side  Wheeler  can  be  cap- 
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tured  or  his  whole  force  dispersed.  He  will  probably  g^ive  us  but  little 
more  trouble.  We  are  reliably  informed  that  Forrest  intended  co-oper¬ 
ating  with  Wheeler,  but  we  do  not  know  that  he  has  succeeded  in  cross¬ 
ing  the  Tennessee.

During  the  early  part 
of  the  morning  tAvo  regiments  from  the  First  DiAusion  Avere  engaged 
tearing  up  the  railroad  until  the  order  was  countermanded  by  General 
Sherman’s  order.  A  reconnoitering  force  of  two  regiments  from  the 
same  division,  under  command  of  Col.  William  B.  Anderson,  Sixtieth 
Illinois,  moved  out  six  miles  in  the  direction  of  McDonough  to  Lee’s 
Mill.  They  communicated  Avith  General  Garrard’s  cavalry,  but  obtained 
little  intelligence  of  the  enemy,  and  did  not  communicate  with  the 
TAventy -third  Corps.  In  compliance  Avith  instructions,  I  have  ordered 
my  sick  and  wounded  to  be  pre|)ared  to  move  at  daylight  to-morrow  to 
Atlanta,  together  with  all  the  prisoners  of  war  captured  by  my  com¬ 
mand  and  tliose  turned  over  to  me  by  Colonel  Park  hurst,  under  guard 
of  the  Third  Brigade,  Second  Division,  which  has  been  detailed  to  ac- 
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company  tliem  to  Atlanta.  I  will  have  the  wounded  rebel  prisoners, 
in  hospitals  in  the  vicinity  of  Jonesborough,  removed  to  this  place 
to-morrow  morning.

On  the  1st  of  September  Lee’s  corps  left  Jones¬ 
borough  at  daylight  and  moved  toward  Atlanta,  and  camped  for  the 
night  near  the  Atlanta  and  McDonough  road  where  the  road  from  Jones¬ 
borough,  on  which  they  marched,  struck  it.  On  the  morning  of  the  2d 
they  turned  toward  McDonough.  On  the  2d  [1st],  in  the  morning, 
Stewart’s  corps  moved  out  of  Atlanta  to  within  sight  of  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee  Eiver  and  halted.  In  the  mean  time  the  militia  were  hurried  out 
of  Atlanta  toward  McDonough,  but  a  few  miles  out  took  an  easterly 
road.  In  the  afternoon  Stewart’s  corps  returned  to  Atlanta  and  at  night 
moved  down  the  McDonough  road,  leaving  Boring’s  division  as  rear 
guard  and  to  destroy  projierty.  Quarles’  brigade,  Boring’s  division,  the 
rear  guard,  did  not  leave  until  daylight.

General  :  My  daily  reports  liave  not  been  very  regularly  made  dur¬ 
ing  tlie  past  few  days,  but  I  bave  been  doing  all  that  I  could  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  tlie  occasion.  On  yesterday  morning,  by  heavy  i)atrols 
to  the  north  and  east,  I  learned  that  Atlanta  was  evacuated,  and  that 
Lee’s  and  Stewart’s  corps  had  gone  toward  McDonough^  that  I  at  once 
reported  to  General  Sherman,  as  he  was  in  doubt  of  the  position  of  the 
enemy.  Considering  information  the  most  valuable  at  the  time,  I  have 
for  tAvo  days  employed  what  force  I  could  spare  from  my  division  to 
obtain  it.  To-day  I  reported  to  General  [Elliott]  full  information  of  the 
time  and  route  of  Lee’s  and  Stewart’s  coriis  and  the  militia.  I  think  I 
made  SteAvart’s  corps  leave  Atlanta  and  go  to  the  Chattahoochee  and 
return  to  Atlanta,  on  the  2d  instant,  instead  of  the  1st,  as  Avas  the 
case;  it  was  an  oversight  on  my  [i)art]  not  intended.  Hood  remained 
in  Atlanta  till  daylight  on  the  2d,  and  passed  eight  miles  east  of  here 
on  the  Atlanta  and  Griffin  road  at  11  a.  m.  yesterday.  It  was  im¬ 
possible  to  make  many  caiDtures,  as  all  the  roads  to  the  east  were 
strongly  guarded.  I  have  only  feAv  prisoners,  but  Hardee’s,  SteAvart’s, 
and  Lee’s  corps,  and  the  militia  are  represented.  Yesterday  I  sent  one 
comj)any  to  Atlanta ;  it  returned  to-day.

Portions  of  Armstrong’s  and  Eoss’  commands,  mounted 
and  dismounted,  watch  the  enemy’s  left  flank  directly  opposite  me. 
The  enemy,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  unless  he  has  moved  during  the  night, 
is  intrenched  about  Lovejoy’s  Station,  his  lines  crossing  the  Jones- 
borough  road  and  extending  to  this  point.  Several  car-loads  of 
wounded  passed  down  the  road  yesterday.

I  have  directed  that  Colonels 
Spalding  and  Grummond  and  the  battery  encamp  north  of  the  river. 
I  have  sent  reconnoitering  parties  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  and  Pulaski 
roads,  and  also  on  the  Morefield  road,  which  leads  down  the  railroad. 
The  road  between  this  point  and  Pulaski  was  intact  up  to  this  afternoon. 
There  is  no  telegraphic  communication.  The  railroad  is  not  damaged 
but  for  a  mile  or  two  this  side  of  Spring  Hill,  and  I  think  you  had  bet¬ 
ter  have  the  train  from  here  bring  down  the  infantry,  and  they  may  be 
able  to  ride  thus  even  to  Pulaski.

Acting  Assistant  Adjutant- General^  Nashville: 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  all  is  quiet  at  this  post.  The 
troops  from  Granville,  consisting  of  Companies  B,  C,  H,  E,  and  F,  First 
Tennessee  Mounted  Infantry,  have  fallen  back  to  this  place,  but  a  por¬ 
tion  of  the  command  are  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river  from  Gran¬ 
ville,  watching  that  point.  As  yet  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  cap¬ 
ture  the  forces  here.  No  rebels  have  been  on  this  side  of  the  Cumber¬ 
land  as  known  oU  I  have  had  the  surrounding  country  full  of  spies 
wsince  Monday  last,  and  have  been  kept  fully  posted.  The  rebels  left 
Alexandria  last  night,  moving  in  the  direction  of  Lebanon.  A  great 
many  stragglers  have  been  left  in  the  country.  In  order  to  clear  the 
country  of  these  men  effectually,  and  to  prevent  them  from  bushwhack¬ 
ing,  it  will  require  a  heavy  force  to  commence  work  at  once,  and  that 
energetically.  If  allowed  time  to  rest  and  concentrate  these  stragglers 
will  commit  innumerable  outrages.  In  order  to  effectually  and  speedily 
clear  the  country  of  all  stragglers  I  respectfully  but  earnestly  request 
that  the  Fifth  Tennessee  Cavalry  be  ordered  to  report  to  me  for  duty. 
They  can  and  will  do  the  work.  They  have  been  tried,  and  I  have  only 
to  point  to  their  achievements  for  proof  of  their  success  in  guerrilla 
warfare.  I  wish  this  communication  to  be  laid  before  His  Excellency 
Governor  Johnson,  and  shall  expect  his  aid  in  this  matter.  It  is  due 
to  the  families  of  my  men  that  their  fathers,  brothers,  and  husbands 
should  be  here  to  protect  them.  If  attacked  at  this  post  I  shall  light 
as  long  as  ammunition  will  last  and  the  troops  hold  out.  We  are  well 
prepared  to  act  on  the  defensive,  but  can  do  nothing  on  the  offensive.

As  there  is  now  no  enemy  to  endanger  the  Nashville  and  Chattanooga 
Railroad,  except  guerrillas,  who  are  disheartened  by  the  total  failure 
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of  tlie  recent  big  raid,  and  as  I  have  here  three  companies  of  the  Twelfth 
Indiana  Cavalry,  mounted,  with  whom  I  can  keep  the  country  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  railroad  pretty  well  scouted,  and  as  the  Fifth  Tennessee, 
by  going  to  its  gallant  colonel  for  the  service  he  requires,  will  use  up  a 
large  portion  of  the  guerrillas  who  endanger  the  railroad,  I  can,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Twelfth  Indiana  Cavalry  and  other  regiments 
ordered  to  report  to  me,  protect  the  railroad.  I  recommend  that  the 
regiment  be  ordered  to  him  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be  thought 
best.

He  is 
now  ten  miles  south  of  Franklin,  going  toAvard  Columbia,  with  General 
Rousseau  close  after,  skirmishing.  Telegraph  to  Chattanooga  be  up 
to-day.  Railroad  will  be  repaired  in  few  days;  think  damage  is  slight. 
Telegraph  AAmrks  to  front  via  Chattanooga  and  Knoxville.

The  general  commanding  announces  with  great  pleasure  that  he 
has  official  information  that  our  troops  under  Major-General  Slocum 
occupied  Atlanta  yesterday  at  11  a.  m.,  the  enemy  having  evacuated 
the  night  before,  destroyed  vast  magazines  of  stores,  and  blowing 
nil,  among  other  things,  eighty  car-loads  of  ammunition,  which  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  sounds  heard  by  us  on  the  night  of  the  1st  instant.  Our 
present  task  is,  therefore,  well  done,  and  all  work  of  destruction  on  the 
railroad  will  cease.

I.  Army  commanders  will,  during  to-day,  send  to  Jonesborougli  all 
sick  and  wounded  men,  all  empty  wagons  and  prisoners  of  war,  also  all 
surplus  wheels  not  needed  for  a  five  days’  stay  in  front,  ready  to  start 
to-morrow  morning  at  6  o’clock  from  Jonesborough  for  Atlanta.  Each 
army  will  send  a  regiment  to  escort  these  wagons,  and  General  Thomas 
will  send  an  experienced  colonel  to  conduct  the  train  into  Atlanta, 
there  to  await  further  orders. 

II.  The  army  will  be  prepared  to  move  back  to-morrow  or  next  day, 
the  Army  of  the  Cumberland  to  Atlanta  and  Chattahoochee  bridge, 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  to  East  Point,  and  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  to 
Decatur.  Major-General  Thomas  will  have  General  Garrard’s  cavalry 
ready  to  act  as  the  rear  guard.

The  major-general  commanding  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi, 
not  desiring  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  pushing  toward  or  around  our 
right,  the  following  will  be  the  dispositions  for  the  day: 

1.  Major-General  Blair  will  inspect  the  extreme  right,  and  secure  it 
against  any  reverse  fire,  shortening  his  lines  if  necessary  so  as  to  have 
some  reserve. 

2.  Major-General  Logan  will  hold  his  front  line  with  as  few  troops  as 
he  deems  safe,  and  put  the  rest  comfortably  in  camp. 

3.  General  Eausom  will  encamp  his  troops,  with  a  view"  to  resting 
them,  pushing  skirmishers  thr  out  toward  our  right  flank. 

4.  Brigadier-General  Kilpatrick,  while  he  will  conform  the  operations 
of  his  command  to  the  foregoing,  will  at  the  same  time  keep  a  sharp 
lookout  on  our  right  flank,  advising  the  general  commanding  of  any 
movement  of  the  enemy.

YI.  The  following  are  the  orders  and  dispositions  of  this  army  in 
the  preparations  to  move  back,  in  pursuance  of  Sjiecial  Field  Orders, 
No.  63,  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi : 

1.  Major-General  Logan  will,  with  his  reserves,  at  once  form  a  barri¬ 
cade  on  the  most  practicable  defensive  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  cotton- 
gin;  this  reserve  position  will  be  occuiiied  by  the  division  of  Brigadier- 
General  Hazen,  who  will  form  the  rear  guard  of  the  right  column; 
General  Logan  will  then  reduce  his  front  line  as  much  as  possible,  hold¬ 
ing,  however,  to  the  last,  the  hill  now  occupied  by  General  Harrow. 

2.  Brigadier-General  Eansom,  commanding  Left  Wing,  Sixteenth 
Army  Corps,  wiU,  with  his  reserves,  construct  a  barricade  on  the  right 
of  that  to  be  made  by  the  Fifteenth  Corps,  retaining  General  Fuller’s 
division  as  rear  guard  of  the  left  column.  Genej’al  Eansom  will  also, 
in  conjunction  with  the  commands  on  his  left,  reduce  his  front  to  a  thin 
line,  moving  all  troops  not  necessary  to  hold  it  to  the  rear  of  his  barri¬ 
cade. 
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3.  Major-General  Blair  will,  at  tlie  hour  of  withdrawal,  carefully  move 
back  his  corps  through  to  the  rear  of  his  barricades,  take  the  advance 
on  the  road  pursued  by  the  Sixteenth  Corps,  forming  the  left  column. 

4.  The  right  column,  under  Major-General  Logan,  vYill  pursue  the 
road  on  which  he  advanced,  drawing  out  at  the  same  hour  with  the 
Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Corps. 

5.  All  trains,  ammunition  wagons,  ambulances,  &c.,  will  be  sent  in 
advance.  The  hour  of  moving  the  trains  and  troo])S  will  be  desig¬ 
nated  hereafter.

Hdqrs.  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi, 

In  the  Field,  7iear  Lovejoy^s,  twenty-six  miles  south  of  Atlanta, 

September  4,  1864. 

General  Hallegk: 

My  Dear  Friend  :  I  owe  you  a  private  letter,  and  believe  one  at 
this  time  will  be  acceptable  to  you.  I  appreciate  your  position  and  the 
delicate  responsibilities  that  devolve  on  you,  but  believe  you  will  master 
and  surmount  them  all.  I  confess  I  OAve  you  all  I  now  enjoy  of  fame, 
for  I  had  allowed  myself  in  1861  to  sink  into  a  perfect  slough  of 
despond,”  and  do  believe  if  I  could  I  would  have  run  away  and  hid 
from  the  dangers  and  comi)lications  that  surrounded  us.  You  alone 
seemed  to  be  confident,  and  oiiened  to  us  the  first  avenue  of  success 
and  hope,  and  you  gradually  x)ut  me  in  the  w^ay  of  recovering  from  what 
might  liaA^e  proved  an  ignoble  end.  When  Grant  spoke  of  my  promo¬ 
tion  as  a  major-general  of  the  regular  army,  I  asked  him  to  decline  in 
my  name  till  this  campaign  tested  us.  Even  when  my  commission  came, 
which  you  were  kind  enough  to  send,  I  doubted  its  wisdom,  but  now 
that  I  have  taken  Atlanta  as  much  by  strategy  as  by  force,  I  suppose 
the  military  world  wiU  approve  it. 

Through  the  official  bulletins  you  are  better  acquainted  with  all  the 
steps  of  our  progress  than  any  other  man  in  the  country,  but  I  will  try 
and  i)oint  out  to  you  more  clearly  the  recent  achievement.  By  the 
rapid  falling  off  of  my  command,  by  expiration  of  service,  I  found  myself 
reduced  in  number,  close  up  against  Atlanta,  which  was  so  protected 
by  earth- works  that  I  dared  not  assault.  Fortunately  Hood  detached 
6,000  of  his  best  cavalry  to  our  rear,  and  I  quickly  sent  my  cavalry  to 
break  the  Macon  road,  over  which  his  iiro visions  and  suxiplies  came. 
I  knew  my  cavalry  was  tlie  superior  to  his,  but  he  managed  skillfully  to 
send  a  brigade  of  infantry,  which,  in  connection  Avith  his  cavalry,  about 
4,000,  managed  so  to  occupy  mine  that  though  Kilpatrick  reached  the 
road  he  could  A\mrk  but  little.  The  damage  was  soon  repaired,  and 
nothing  a\  as  left  me  but  to  raise  the  siege,  and  moA^e  with  my  army. 
I  moved  one  corps  by  night  back  to  the  bridge,  Avhich  had  been  in¬ 
trenched,  using  mostly  old  rebel  works,  then  withdrawing  from  the  left 
I  got  my  whole  army  over  on  the  West  Point  road,  from  lied  Oak  to 
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Fairbiirii,  with  tlie  loss  of  but  one  man.  There  I  spent  one  day  and 
broke  twelve  miles  of  that  road  good.  I  then  moved  rapidly  so  that 
my  right  flank  was  within  half  a  mile  of  the  Macon  road  at  Jones- 
borongh,  and  the  left  two  miles  and  a  half  from  Eongh  and  Eeady. 
Hood  had  first  sent  Lee’s  corps  to  Jonesborongh  and  Hardee’s  to 
Eongh  and  Eeady,  but  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  (my  right)  ap¬ 
proached  Jonesborongh  so  rapidly  that  Hardee’s  corps  was  shifted  at 
night  also  to  that  flank.  Seeing  his  mistake  1  ordered  Howard  rapidly 
to  intrench  and  hold  his  i^osition,  threatening,”  and  threw  the  balance 
of  my  army  on  the  road  from  Eongh  and  Eeady  to  within  four  miles  of 
Jonesborongh.  The  moment  that  Avas  done,  I  ordered  Thomas  and  Scho¬ 
field  to  rapidly  break  np  that  road,  and  Avithontrest  to  turn  on  Jones¬ 
borongh  and  crush  that  part.  My  iflan  Avas  partially,  but  not  thoroughly, 
executed.  Hardee  assaulted  Howard,  but  made  no  progress;  left  his 
dead,  about 400,  and  Avonnded  in  onr  hands,  and  fell  behind  his  OAvn  works. 
I  expected  Thomas  to  be  ready  by  11  a.  m.,  but  it  was  near  4  Avlien  he  got 
in ;  but  one  corps,  Davis’,  charged  down  and  captured  the  flank  with  10 
guns  and  many  prisoners,  but  for  some  reason  Stanley  and  Schofield 
AA^ere  slow,  and  night  came  to  Hardee’s  relief,  and  he  escaped  to  the 
south.  Hood  finding  me  twenty  miles  beloAv  him  on  his  only  railroad, 
and  Plardee  defeated,  Avas  forced  to  abandon  Atlanta,  and  retreated 
eastAvard,  and  by  a  circuit  has  got  his  men  beloAv  me  on  the  line  to 
jMacon.  I  ought  to  have  reaped  larger  fruits  of  victory.  A  i)art  of  my 
army  is  too  slow,  but  I  feel  my  part  Avas  skillful  and  well  executed. 
Though  I  ought  to  have  taken  10,000  of  Hardee’s  men,  and  all  his 
artillery,  I  must  content  myself  with  500  dead,  2,000  Avonnded,  2,000 
jnlsoners,  10  guns  on  the  field  and  14  in  Atlanta,  7  trains  of  cars  cap¬ 
tured  and  burned,  many  stragglers  fleeing  in  disorder,  and  the  toAvn  of 
Atlanta,  Avhich,  after  all,  Avas  the  prize  I  fought  for. 

The  army  is  in  magnificent  heart,  and  I  could  go  on,  but  it  Avould  not 
l)e  prudent.  Wheeler  is  still  someAvhere  to  my  rear,  and  eA  ery  mile 
costs  me  detachments  AAdiich  1  can  illy  spare.  This  country  is  so  easily 
fortified  that  an  enemy  can  stop  an  army  every  few  miles.  All  the 
roads  run  on  ridges,  so  that  a  hundred  yards  of  parapet,  A\ith  abatis, 
closes  it,  and  giA^es  the  wings  time  to  extend  as  fast  as  we  can  recon- 
]ioiter  and  cut  roads.  Our  men  Avill  charge  the  parapet  withoiit  fear, 
but  they  cannot  the  abatis  and  entanglements,  Avhich  catch  them  at 
close  range.  I  stay  here  a  few  days  for  effect,  and  then  Avill  fall  back 
and  occupy  Atlanta,  giving  my  command  some  rest.  They  need  it. 
The  untold  labor  they  have  done  is  herculean,  and  if  ever  you  pass  our 
route  you  will  say  honestly  that  Ave  have  achieA^ed  success  by  indus¬ 
try  and  courage.  I  hope  the  administration  Avill  be  satisfied,  for  I 
have  studied  hard  to  serve  it  faithfully. 

I  hope  anything  I  may  have  said  or  done  will  not  be  construed  un¬ 
friendly  to  Mr.  Lincoln  or  Stanton.  That  negro  letter  of  mine  I  never 
designed  for  publication,  but  I  am  honest  in  my  belief  that  it  is  not  fair 
to  our  men  to  count  negroes  as  equals.  Cannot  Ave  at  this  day  drop 
theories,  and  be  reasonable  men Let  us  capture  negroes,  of  course, 
and  use  them  to  the  best  advantage.  My  quartermaster  iioav  could 
give  employment  to  3,200,  and  relieve  that  number  of  soldiers  who  are 
noAv  used  to  unload  and  dispatch  trains,  whereas  those  recruiting 
agents  take  them  back  to  Nashville,  where,  so  far  as  my  experience 
goes,  they  disappear.  When  I  call  for  expeditions  at  distant  points, 
the  answer  invariably  comes  that  they  have  not  sufficient  troops.  All 
count  the  negroes  out.  On  the  Mississippi,  Avhere  Thomas  talked  about 
400,000  negro  troox)S,  I  find  I  cannot  draw  away  a  white  soldier,  be- 
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cause  they  are  indispensable  to  the  safety  of  the  river.  I  am  willing 
to  use  them  as  far  as  possible,  but  object  to  fighting  with  paper  ”  men. 
Occasionally  an  exception  occurs,  which  simply  deceives.  We  want 
the  best  young  white  men  of  the  land,  and  they  should  be  inspired 
with  the  pride  of  freemen  to  fight  for  their  country.  If  Mr.  Lin¬ 
coln  or  Stanton  could  walk  through  the  camps  of  this  army  and 
hear  the  soldiers  talk  they  would  hear  new  ideas.  I  have  had  the 
(question  put  to  me  often:  Is  not  a  negro  as  good  as  a  white  man  to 
stop  a  bullet?”  Yes,  and  a  sand-bag  is  better;  but  can  a  negro  do 
our  skirmishing  and  picket  duty?  Can  they  improvise  roads,  bridges, 
sorties,  fiank  movements,  &c.,  like  the  white  man?  I  say  no.  Sol¬ 
diers  must  and  do  many  things  without  orders  from  their  own  sense, 
as  in  sentinels.  Negroes  are  not  equal  to  this.  I  have  gone  steadily, 
firmly,  and  confidently  along,  and  I  could  not  have  done  it  with  blaek 
troops,  but  with  my  old  troojis  I  have  never  felt  a  waver  of  doubt,  and 
that  very  confidence  begets  success.  I  hope  to  God  the  draft  will  be 
made  to-morrow;  that  you  will  keep  up  my  army  to  its  standard, 
100,000  men;  that  you  will  give  Cauby  an  equal  number;  give  Grant 
200,000,  and  the  balance  keep  on  our  communications,  and  I  pledge 
you  to  take  Macon  and  Savannah  before  spring,  or  leave  my  bones. 
My  army  is  now  in  the  very  condition  to  be  supplied  with  recruits. 
We  have  good  corporals  and  sergeants,  and  some  good  lieutenants  and 
captains,  and  those  are  far  more  imjjortant  than  good  generals.  They 
all  seem  to  have  implicit  confidence  in  me.  They  observe  success  at 
points  remote,  as  in  this  case  of  Atlanta,  and  they  naturally  say  that 
the  old  man  knows  what  he  is  about.  They  think  I  know  where  every 
road  and  by-path  is  in  Georgia,  and  one  soldier  swore  that  I  was  born 
on  Kenesaw  Mountain.  George  Thomas,  you  know,  is  slow, but  as  true 
as  steel ;  Schofield  is  also  slow  and  leaves  too  much  to  others ;  Howard 
is  a  Christian,  elegant  gentleman,  and  conscientious  soldier.  In  him  I 
made  no  mist  ake.  Hooker  was  a  fool.  Had  he  staid  a  couple  of  weeks 
he  could  have  marched  into  Atlanta  and  claimed  all  the  honors.  I 
therefore  think  I  have  the  army  on  which  you  may  safely  build.  Grant 
has  the  perseverance  of  a  Scotch  terrier.  Let  him  alone,  and  he  will 
overeome  Lee  by  untiring  and  unceasing  eftbrts.  The  Mobile  column 
is  the  one  that  needs  a  head,  and  no  time  should  be  wasted  on  the  city. 
The  river,  Montgomery,  and  Columbus,  Ga.,  are  the  strategic  points. 
The  latter  has  a  double  line  by  Montgomery  and  the  Ai^palachicola  River. 
It  will  not  be  safe  to  push  this  line  farther  until  that  is  done,  but 
stores  and  supi)lies  may  be  accumulated  here,  and  the  country  behind 
Chattahoochee  purged  a  little  more. 

To-morrow  is  the  day  for  the  draft,  and  I  feel  far  more  interested  in 
it  than  any  event  that  ever  transpired.  I  do  think  it  has  been  wrong 
to  keep  our  old  troops  so  constantly  under  fire.  Some  of  those  old  regi¬ 
ments  that  we  had  at  Shiloh  and  Corinth  have  been  with  me  ever  since, 
and  some  of  them  have  lost  70  per  cent,  in  battle.  Jt  looks  hard  to  put 
those  brigades,  now  numbering  less  than  800  men,  into  battle.  They 
feel  discouraged,  whereas  if  we  could  have  a  steady  influx  of  recruits 
the  living  would  soon  forget  the  dead.  The  wounded  and  sick  are  lost 
to  us,  for  once  at  a  hospital  they  become  worthless.  It  lias  been  very 
bad  economy  to  kill  off  our  best  men  and  iiay  full  wages  and  bounties 
to  the  drift  and  substitutes.  While  all  at  the  rear  are  paid  regularly, 
I  have  here  regiments  that  have  not  been  paid '  for  eight  months,  be¬ 
cause  the  paymaster  could  not  come  to  them.  The  draft  judiciously 
used  will  be  popular,  and  will  take  as  many  opponents  of  the  war  as 
advocates,  whereas  now  our  x>olitical  equilibrium  at  the  North  seems 
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disturbed  by  tlie  absence  of  the  fighting  element,  whereas  the  voting 
population  is  made  up  of  sneaks,  exempts,  and  cowards.  Any  nation 
would  perish  under  such  a  system  if  protracted. 

I  have  not  heard  yet  of  the  Chicago  nominations,  but  appearances 
are  that  McClellan  will  be  nominated.  The  phases  of  Democra(;y  ” 
are  strange  indeed.  Some  fool  seems  to  have  used  my  name.  If  forced 
to  choose  between  the  penitentiary  and  White  House  for  four  years, 
like  old  Professor  Moliuard,  I  would  say  the  penitentiary,  thank  you, 
sir.  If  any  committee  would  approach  me  for  political  preferment,  I 
doubt  if  I  could  have  patience  or  j)rudence  enough  to  i)reserve  a  decent 
restraint  on  myself,  but  would  insult  the  nation  in  my  reply. 

If  we  can  only  carry  our  people  past  this  fall,  we  may  escape  the 
greatest  danger  that  ever  threatened  a  civilized  people.  We  as  sol¬ 
diers  best  fulfill  our  parts  by  minding  our  own  business,  and  I  will  try 
to  do  that. 

I  wish  you  would  thank  the  President  and  Secretary  for  the  constant 
support  they  have  given  me,  and  accept  from  me  my  personal  assurance 
that  I  have  always  felt  buoyed  up  by  the  knowledge  that  you  were 
there.

Near  Lovejoy’s,  Ga.,  September  4, 1864 — 9  a.  m. 
Maj.  Gen.  H.  W.  Halleck,  Washington^  I).  C.: 

The  Twentieth  Corj)s  now  occupies  Atlanta  and  the  Chattahoochee 
bridges.  The  main  army  is  now  here,  grouped  below  Jonesborough. 
The  enemy  holds  a  line  facing  us,  with  front  weU  covered  by  parapets, 
and  flanks  by  Walnut  Creek  on  the  right  and  a  confluent  of  Flint 
Eiver  on  his  left.  His  position  is  too  strong  to  attack  in  front,  and  to 
turn  it  would  carry  me  too  far  from  our  base  at  this  time.  Besides, 
there  is  no  commensurate  object,  as  there  is  no  valuable  point  to  his 
rear  till  we  reach  Macon,  103  miles  from  Atlanta.  We  are  not  prepared 
for  that,  and  I  will  gradually  fall  back  and  occupy  Atlanta,  which  was 
and  is  our  grand  objective  point,  afready  secured.  For  the  future  I  pro¬ 
pose  that  of  the  drafted  men  I  receive  my  due  share,  say  50,000;  that 
an  equal  or  greater  number  go  to  General  Canby,  who  should  now  pro¬ 
ceed  with  all  energy  to  get  Montgomery  and  the  reach  of  the  Alabama 
Eiver  above  Selma;  that  when  I  know  he  can  move  on  Columbus,  Ga., 
I  move  on  La  Grange  and  West  Point,  keeping  to  the  east  of  the  Chat¬ 
tahoochee;  that  we  form  a  junction,  repair  roads  to  Montgomery,  and 
open  up  the  Appalachicola  and  Chattahoochee  Eivers  to  Columbus,  and 
move  fr  om  it  as  a  base  straight  on  Macon.  This  campaign  can  be  made 
in  the  winter,  and  we  can  safely  rely  on  the  corn  of  the  Flint  and 
Chattahoochee  to  supply  forage.  If  the  Tensas  Channel  of  the  Alabama 
can  be  used.  General  Gardner,  with  the  rebel  garrison,  could  continue 
to  hold  Mobile  for  bur  use  when  we  want  it.  I  propose  to  remove  all 
the  inhabitants  of  Atlanta,  sending  those  committed  to  our  cause  to  the 
rear,  and  the  rebel  families  to  the  front.  I  will  allow  no  trade,  manu¬ 
factories,  nor  any  citizens  there  at  all,  so  that  we  will  have  the  entire 
use  of  railroad  back,  as  also  such  corn  and  forage  as  may  be  reached  by 
our  troops.  If  the  people  raise  a  hoAvl  against  my  barbarity  and  cruelty 
I  will  answer  that  war  is  war,  and  not  poi)ularity-seeking.  If  they  want 
peace  they  and  their  relatives  must  stop  war.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  sick,  wounded,  cap¬ 
tured  ordnance,  and  prisoners  of  war  left  for  Atlanta  this  morning, 
escorted  by  a  brigade  of  Morgan’s  division.  They  moved  at  daylight. 
I  am  now  engaged  in  removing  the  rebel  wounded  scattered  about  in 
the  neighborhood  to  this  place.  I  have  but  forty-five  empty  wagons 
left  with  which  to  remove  them  and  the  cotton  alluded  to  in  the  gen¬ 
eral’s  01‘der.  They  will  not  be  sufficient  to  more  than  transimrt  the 
wounded,  if  that.  There  are  many  empty  wagons  belonging  to  other 
commands  moving  to  the  rear.  W^hy  can  they  not  be  required  to  do 
some  of  this  work  ?

[Brig.  Gen.  William  D.  Whipple  :] 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  all  has  been  quiet  upon 
my  front  to-day,  and  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the  position  of  my 
lines.  As  more  fully  reported  in  my  letter  of  this  morning,  the  empty 
wagons  of  my  command  were  loaded  with  the  sick  and  wounded  and 
ordnance  stores  capttired  from  the  enemy,  and,  together  with  all  prison¬ 
ers  of  war  in  my  possession,  were  forwarded  to  Atlanta  under  escort  of 
a  brigade  from  Second  Division.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  rebel 
wounded,  surgeons,  chaplains,  and  attendants  have  been  collected  in 
this  neighborhood  during  the  day,  and  all  but  about  eighty,  who  are  too 
badly  wounded,  mil  be  sent  to  Atlanta  in  the  morning.  Twenty-one 
rebel  deserters  have  been  received  during  the  day.

On  the  McDonough 
road  the  cavalry  of  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  was  skirmishing  yesterday 
and  drove  in  their  pickets  to  within  a  few  miles  of  McDonough.  I  do 
not  know  if  they  reached  that  point,  but  think  not.  My  command  will 
be  on  the  Jonesborough  and  Flat  Rock  road  to-day.

The  general  commanding  directs  that  you  have  your  command  in  readi¬ 
ness  to  inarch  to-morrow,  although  the  precise  hour  cannot  be  stated, 
and  that  you  cover  the  rear  and  right  flank  of  General  Schofield’s  corps 
in  its  march  to  Decatur,  Ga.  You  will  ascertain  from  General  Schofield 
Avhen  his  command  will  move,  allowing  it  to  pass  to  the  north  of  you. 
On  the  arrival  of  General  Schofield’s  corps  at  Decatur  you  will,  with 
your  command,  take  post,  headquarters  at  Cross  Keys,  picketing  from 
Stone  Mountain  to  the  crossing  of  the  Chattahoochee  on  the  road  from 
Pinckneyville  to  W arsaw.  It  is  designed  to  establish  a  signal  station  on 
Stone  Mountain,  if,  in  connection  with  General  Schofield’s  cavalry,  it  can 
be  made  secure.  You  will  keep  yourself  informed  of  any  movements 
of  the  enemy  toward  Lawrenceville.  On  your  arrival  at  Cross  Keys 
establish  a  courier  line,  in  charge  of  a  non-commissioned  officer,  to  these 
headquarters  at  or  near  Atlanta.

Captain  Estes, 

Assistant  Adjutant- General : 

I  liave  the  honor  to  reiiort  that  scouting  parties  sent  out  from  my 
command  report  my  front  strongly  picketed  by  the  enemy,  apparently 
cavalry,  on  the  right,  and  infantry  or  dismounted  cavalry  on  the  left. 
Several  of  their  posts  were  driven  in,  developing  quite  a  strong  force  in 
position  behind  a  swampy  ravine  running  nearly  parallel  to  the  Glass 
road.  The  scouts  also  report  a  plantation  road,  extending  from  near 
James  Bull’s  house,  on  the  Glass  road,  through  the  plantations  of  Mr. 
Dorsey  and  Mr.  Crawford.  I  also  learn  from  citizens  that  the  same  road 
extends  to  Lovejoy’s  Station.  The  Glass  road  appears  to  be  open  from 
my  position  to  Flint  Eiver,  except  perhaps  small  patrols  of  the  enemy.

General  :  In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  my  views  upon  the  questions  of  rank  arising  under  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  Ajml  4, 1802.  These  questions  may  be  tlius  stated : 

First.  When  a  corps  is  temporarily  detached  from  the  army  to  which 
it  belongs  to  operate  with  another  army,  whose  commander  is  assigned 
by  the  President,  under  the  act  of  April  4,  1862,  but  who  is  junior  by 
commission  to  the  corps  commander,  is  this  corps  commander  entitled 
by  law  to  command  the  combined  force? 

Second.  Is  there  any  provision  of  law  for  such  command? 

The  first  question  can  probably  best  be  answered,  and  the  difficulty 
of  the  second  illustrated  by  considering  a  case  which  has  occurred  and 
which  is  likely  to  be  a  very  common  one.  General  A  commands  an 
army  consisting  of  two  corps,  whose  commanders.  Generals  B  and  C, 
are  senior  by  commission  to  General  A.  General  D  commands  a  corps 
of  another  army  and  is  senior  to  General  A  but  junior  to  Generals  B 
and  C,  General  D’s  corps  is  detached  and  ordered  to  operate  with 
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General  A’s  arm^^  The  sixty-second  Article  of  War  directs  that  in  such 
case  the  officer  highest  in  rank  by  commission  there  on  duty  shall  com¬ 
mand  the  combined  force, ‘^unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  tlie 
President  of  the  United  States.’^  But  the  officer  highest  in  rank  is 
General  B  or  0,  who  must  therefore  command  (according  to  the  sixty- 
second  Article  of  War),  unless  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  But  neither  General  B  nor  0  can  take  the  command,  for  the 
President  has  otherwise  directed  by  making  them  subordinate  to  Gen¬ 
eral  A,  under  the  act  of  April  4.  And  there  is  no  provision  of  law 
whatever  that  would  give  the  command  to  General  D,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  he  is  senior  to  General  A,  for  he  is  junior  to  both  General 
B  and  General  C,  hence  the  combined  force  can  have  no  commander 
unless  it  be  General  A.  I  think,  therefore,  it  is  clear  that  the  law  of 
April  4,  1862,  in  giving  through  the  President’s  order  an  officer  com¬ 
mand  over  his  seniors  by  commission,  abrogates  the  sixty-second  Article 
of  War  so  far  as  it  relates  to  himself  and  other  officers  of  the  same 
grade  who  are  not  commanding  under  the  law  of  April  4. 

The  second  question  is  not  so  clear.  There  is  an  apparent  con¬ 
flict  between  the  sixty-second  Article  of  War  and  the  act  of  Ainil 
4,  1862,  which  seems  to  leave  a  combined  force  such  as  I  have  supposed 
without  a  commander  jjrovided  for  it  by  law.  But  in  my  opinion  this 
conflict  is  not  real.  The  Article  of  War  itself  gives  the  President  the 
power  to  direct  otherwise  than  according  to  the  general  rule,  which  I 
understand  to  mean  simply  that  he  may  direct  the  senior  not  to  assume 
command  of  all  the  forces  but  leave  each  under  its  own  commander, 
and  the  act  of  April  4  gives  him  the  additional  power  4o  assign  a  junior 
officer  to  the  command  whenever  military  operations  may  require  the 
presence  of  two  or  more  officers  of  the  same  grade  in  the  same  field. 
The  President,  in  pursuance  of  this  law,  has  assigned  a  commander  to 
each  of  three  armies  or  departments  (the  armies  consisting  simply  of 
the  troops  serving  in  those  departments  and  determined  not  by  the 
President  but  by  the  General-in-Chief  of  all  the  armies,  or  other  superior 
officer  having  direction  of  military  operations  in  the  three  departments), 
and  has  assigned  a  general  to  command  the  three  dei^artments,  com¬ 
bined  under  the  name  of  a  military  division,  and  to  direct  the  oper¬ 
ations  of  the  combined  armies  as  general-in-chief.  Under  the  authority 
conferred  by  the  act  of  Congress,  and  the  discretion  given  him  in  the 
Article  of  War,  he  has  i:)rovided  in  advance  for  the  very  case  in  x)oint 
by  naming  three  army  commanders  to  be  next  in  authority  and  respon¬ 
sibility  to  the  general-in-chief  in  the  order  of  their  rank,  and  superior 
in  both  authority  and  responsibility  to  all  other  officers;  and  has  given 
to  the  general-in-chief  authority  to  combine  or  separate,  detach  or  unite, 
his  three  armies,  or  any  part  of  them,  on  any  field,  as  in  his  judgment 
military  operations  may  require.”  The  President  has  assigned  in 
advance  the  commanders  of  the  forces  which  military  operations  may 
require  to  be  united  on  any  field,  and  has  left  it  to  his  generals-in-chief 
to  judge  when,  whose,  and  what  forces  shall  be  united.  The  evident 
object  of  the  law  of  April  4,  1862,  was  to  give  the  President  the  power 
to  select  from  all  the  major-generals  of  the  army  those  in  his  judg¬ 
ment  most  competent  to  direct  the  operations  of  the  sej^arate  armies, 
and  the  x)ower  thus  given  has  been  habitually  exercised.  If,  when  the 
exigencies  of  the  service  require  a  temporary  increase  of  one  of  these 
armies,  which  is  likely  to  occur  only  at  the  most  critical  periods  of  a 
campaign,  the  army  commander  selected  by  the  President  can  be  super¬ 
seded  by  an  officer  who  has  never  been  intrusted  with  more  than  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  command,  the  object  of  the  law  is  defeated  and  the  President’s 
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selection  is  of  no  avail  at  tlie  most  critical  moment.  It  must  be  observed 
that,  if  the  sixty-second  Article  of  War  was  alone  taken  as  the  law,  a 
major-general  commanding  a  division  in  one  army  might  assume  com¬ 
mand  of  another  army  whenever  the  accidents  of  a  battle  should  sei)a- 
rate  him  from  his  own  army  and  throw  him  in  contact  with  another. 

Finally,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  act  of  Ai)ril  4,  1862,  must  be  con¬ 
strued  as  creating,  in  effect,  an  additional  grade  in  the  army,  viz,  that 
of  dei^artment  or  army  commander  sui^erior  to  that  determined  by  com¬ 
mission  alone.

General  :  Since  yesterday  morning  we  have  been  chasing  a  rebel 
cavalry  force  of  two  brigades,  under  General  Williams.  We  passed  five 
miles  around  Murfreesborough  yesterday.  We  charged  in  town  and 
[drove]  the  rebels  four  miles  from  town  on  the  Shelby  pike.  They  have 
a  force  of  between  1,500  and  2,000.  We  have  been  skirmishing  with  them 
since  8  o’clock  this  morning.  They  have  three  pieces  of  allillery. 
have  killed  and  captured  some  20,  and  lost  about  10  killed  and  wounded. 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Eifort,  Second  Kentucky,  was  killed  in  a  charge.  If 
you  can  detach  a  force  to  head  them,  their  whole  force  can  be  bagged. 
I  have  Colonel  Spalding’s  old  brigade  here;  you  know  what  it  is  and 
what  it  can  do.  1  left  General  Steedman  at  Murfreesborough  this  morn¬ 
ing  with  a  large  infantry  force.

Major  Eckert: 

The  events  of  the  last  ten  days  may  be  succinctly  stated  thus:  Hood, 
losing  us  from  his  front,  looked  two  ways  for  the  next  blow,  and  leav¬ 
ing  Stewart’s  corps  and  the  militia  here,  sent  Hardee  and  Lee  down  the 
Macon  road  to  be  ready.  General  Sherman  found  them  there,  and  be¬ 
fore  the  fight  all  of  Stewart’s  corps,  except  one  division,  joined.  On  the 
1st  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  threatened  Jonesborough  on  the  west, 
Schofield  on  the  east,  and  the  Fourteenth  Corps  assaulted  from  the 
north,  driving  the  enemy,  capturing  2  batteries  and  1 ,000  prisoners.  Ko 
fighting  since  of  importance,  and  Sherman  will  bring  the  entire  army 
here  to  refit  and  rest.  Altogether  we  have  fought  a  battle,  occupied 
Atlanta,  got  3,000  prisoners  and  12  guns.  Probably  lost  1,000  men, 
killed,  wounded,  and  missing.  May  x>ossibly  catch  the  troops  that 
were  left  here,  but  not  probable.

The  army  having  accomplished  its  undertaking  in  the  complete 
reduction  and  occupation  of  Atlanta  will  occupy  the  place  and  the 
country  near  it  until  a  new  campaign  is  planned  in  concert  vdth  the 
other  grand  armies  of  the  United  States. 

I.  The  Army  of  the  Cumberland  will  occupy  the  city  and  its  com¬ 
munications  with  Chattanooga,  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  will  occupy 
East  Point  and  the  right  flank,  and  the  Army  of  the  Ohio  the  town  of 
Decatur  and  the  left  flank;  the  cavalry  will  occupy  Sandtown,  Eos- 
well,  and  other  points  on  the  flanks  and  along  our  lin^  of  communica¬ 
tion. 

II.  To  withdraw  to  the  posts  herein  designated,  the  Army  of  the  Cum¬ 
berland  will  withdraw,  first,  to  Jonesborough;  second,  to  Eough  and 
Eeady,  and  third,  to  Atlanta,  leaving  the  cavalry  to  bring  up  the  rear 
in  the  manner  herein  prescribed. 

III.  The  Army  of  the  Tennessee  will  move  in  concert  with  that  of  the 
Cumberland,  first,  to  its  old  position  near  Jonesborough;  second, 
across  the  Flint  Eiver  to  about  Morrow’s  Mill,  and  third,  to  East  Point 
and  the  head  of  Camp  Creek. 

IV.  The  Army  of  the  Ohio  will  also  move  in  concert  with  that  of  the 
Cumberland,  first,  to  a  point  near  Jonesborough;  second,  to  some  point 
within  two  miles  and  east  of  Eough  and  Eeady,  and  last  to  Decatur. 

V.  General  Kilpatrick’s  cavalry  will  cover  the  left  rear  of  the  Army  of 
the  Tennessee,  and  that  of  General  Garrard  the  right  rear  of  the  Army 
of  the  Ohio  until  they  reach  the  positions  assigned  in  this  order,  when 
the  cavalry  commands  will  move  to  the  points  designated,  viz.  Sand- 
town  and  Eoswell. 

VI.  The  general-in-chief  will  give  notice  when  the  movement  will 
begin,  and  after  reaching  Atlanta  will  establish  headquarters  in  Atlanta, 
and  afford  the  army  an  opportunity  to  have  a  full  month’s  rest,  with 
every  chance  to  organize,  receive  pay,  replenish  clothing,  and  prepare 
for  a  fine  winter’s  campaign.

Major  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  scout  to  the  Fayetteville 
road,  at  the  point  I  struck  it  yesterday,  found  a  rebel  picket  posted 
there.  This  was  driven  off,  but  no  further  information  of  the  rebel  iiosi- 
tion  was  ascertained.  The  scout  toward  McDonough  was  made  by  the 
First  Ohio  Squadron,  under  Major  Rice.  He  has  just  returned  bring¬ 
ing  with  him  15  prisoners.  He  reached  a  point  within  three  miles  of 
McDonough,  where  he  came  onto  a  camp  of  a  cavalry  regiment.  He 
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drove  tlie  pickets  in  so  rapidly  as  to  surprise  the  camp,  but  they  rallied 
in  force  sufficient  to  check  him.  He  lost  1  man  killed,  the  sergeant  who 
led  the  advance  guard.  The  information  he  obtained  from  citizens  was, 
that  the  enemy  is  holding  all  the  roads  leading  south  from  the  Fayette¬ 
ville  and  McDonough  road,  and  that  there  are  some  troops — cavalry 
probably — at  McDonough ;  this  is  not  corroborated  by  the  cavalrjnnen 
captured.  They  say  that  the  troops  marched  from  McDonough  at  day¬ 
light  this  morning,  and  that  there  is  nothing  there  now  but  the  provost 
guard.

Colonel:  In  riding  through  the  camps  this  morning  I  was  very 
much  grieved  to  find  in  the  Twelfth  Illinois  Infantry,  lying  shamelessly 
exposed  to  the  whole  command,  a  lot  of  male  and  female  clothing  and 
wearing  apparel,  shirts,  bed-quilts,  &c.,  evidently  recently  pillaged  from 
some  of  the  neighboring  helpless  citizens.  I  directed  Colonel  Yan 
Sellar  to  investigate  the  matter,  and  ascertain  who  the  guilty  parties 
are  and  have  them  brought  to  punishment.  I  neglected  to  tell  him  to 
find  out  the  name  of  the  officer  in  command  of  the  company  where  the 
things  were  exposed  to  view,  and  now  order  you  to  ascertain  the  same 
and  prefer  charges  against  him  for  conduct  prejudicial  to  good  order 
and  military  discipline,  in  permitting  the  thing  to  be  done  under  his 
eyes  and  not  taking  steps  to  punish  his  men.  Pillaging,  at  all  times 
disgraceful  and  demoralizing,  will  not  be  countenanced  or  tolerated 
under  any  circumstances  in  this  command.  While  brigade  command¬ 
ers  can  appropriate  properly  any  articles  of  provision  or  forage  neces¬ 
sary,  they  are  expected  to  use  eA^ery  exertion  to  enforce  all  orders 
against  marauding  and  lawlessness  of  any  character.

yesterday,  fighting  inch  [by  inch]  to  Triune.  Rebels  turned  south  from 
there  on  pike  that  runs  to  Shelbyville.  I  learned  that  they  are  trying 
to  join  Wheeler,  but  they  find  that  they  are  cut  off  by  General  Rousseau. 
I  pass  on  to  Shelbyville  and  strike  Duck  River  bridge  and  other  points. 
They  are  about  2,000  strong.  Keep  a  sharp  lookout  for  them.  Inform 
all  the  stations  along  the  railroad,  that  they  may  be  ready  for  them,  and 
if  General  Steedman  is  still  on  the  line,  inform  him  I  am  in  the  hunt 
and  don’t  know  when  I  will  get  back.  Colonel  Eifort,  Second  Ken¬ 
tucky,  mortally  wounded  yesterday;  since  died.  Some  10  or  15  of  our 
boys  killed  and  wounded.  We  captured  11  rebels  and  killed  and 
wounded  20.

Gen.  J.  M.  Corse,  commanding  Second  Division,  will,  at 
an  hour  to  be  hereafter  designated,  withdraw  his  command,  including 
skirmishers,  simultaneously  with  the  Seventeenth  Corj)s,  and  will  move 
toward  Jonesborough,  on  the  road  leading  past  Fitzgerald’s  and  Tur¬ 
ner’s.  He  will  halt  in  rear  of  the  new  works  of  the  Fourth  Division, 
to  allow  the  Seventeenth  Corps  to  pass,  when  he  will  follow  the  Sev¬ 
enteenth  Corps  into  Jonesborough,  keeping  always  within  supporting- 
distance  of  the  Fourth  Division. 

Fourth.  Major  Hughes,  commanding  Mnth  Illinois  Mounted  Infantry, 
will,  at  an  hour  to  be  hereafter  designated,  move  his  command  to  the 
forks  of  the  road  near  Fitzgerald’s  and  throw  out  a  line  of  skirmishers  to 
Hebron  Church.  He  wiU  hold  this  i)osition  until  the  skirmishers  of  the 
Second  Division  have  passed  him,  when  he  will  fall  back  toward  Jones¬ 
borough,  keeping  in  rear  of  the  infantry  column,  holding  his  reserves  in 
the  main  road,  and  maintaining  a  strong  line  of  skirmishers  and  flank¬ 
ers  in  his  rear  and  on  the  left  of  the  column. 

Fifth.  On  arriving  at  Jonesborough  the  command  will  move  into  and 
occupy  their  old  works  of  the  1st  instant,  near  Flint  Creek. 

II.  So  much  of  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  76,  extract  I,  from  these 
headquarters,  as  conflicts  with  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  118,  Depart¬ 
ment  and  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  is  hereby  revoked.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  pursuance  of  orders  my 
troops  were  withdrawn  during  this  morning  from  their  position  near 
Jonesborough,  and  are  now  in  line  of  battle  facing  southward  upon  a 
ridge  just  north  of  the  battle-field  of  the  1st  instant.  Colonel  TayloFs 
brigade,  forming  my  rear  guard,  was  quite  heavily  pressed  by  the 
enemy  when  falling  back  from  its  position  on  the  south  side  of  the  town, 
and  lost  some  officers  and  men  killed  and  wounded.  The  enemy’s 
skirmishers  entered  the  town  before  Colonel  Taylor  had  withdrawn 
from  it.  Colonel  Taylor’s  brigade  now  occupies  the  rebel  works  ou  my 
front  as  an  outlying  picket,  supported  on  the  right  by  a  regiment  of 
General  Morgan  and  on  the  left  by  a  regiment  of  General  Baird’s  di¬ 
vision.  I  have  to-day  received  four  deserters  from  the  enemy  and  cap¬ 
tured  12  prisoners  of  war.

Sir  :  I  liave  tlie  honor  to  report  that  my  lines  were  changed  to  face 
southward  this  morning.  In  the  afternoon  the  Second  and  Third  Bri¬ 
gades  were  withdrawn.  The  First  Brigade,  Col.  M.  C.  Taylor  command¬ 
ing,  covered  the  approaches  to  the  village  of  Jonesborongh,  holding  a 
position  about  a  mile  and  a  half  south  of  the  town.  About  2.30  p.  m., 
the  picket-lines  being  withdrawn  on  Colonel  TayloFs  left,  that  flank  was 
exposed,  and  the  enemy  approaching  to  turn  it,  he  fell  back  by  my  order. 
Some  skirmishing  took  x)lace  between  his  rear  and  the  enemy’s  advance. 
The  First  Brigade  now  holds  the  position  assaulted  by  General  Morgan’s 
command  on  the  1st  instant.  The  Second  and  Third  Brigades,  with  the 
batteries,  are  in  position  on  the  ground  occupied  by  the  division  just 
before  advancing  to  the  assault  on  the  1st  instant.  The  casualties  re¬ 
ported  are  one  officer  killed  and  several  enlisted  men  wounded,  number 
not  accurately  ascertained.

Stanley  day  after  to-morrow 
takes  the  road  fi*om  Eough  and  Eeady  across  to  about  McPherson’s 
battle-ground  of  July  22.

Colonel  :  In  answer  to  a  communication  of  this  date  from  headquar¬ 
ters  Department  and  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  I  have  the  honor  to  state 
that  the  Special  Field  Orders,  No.  118,  did  not  reach  these  headquar¬ 
ters  until  after  1  p.  m.  yesterday ;  that  it  was  published  to  the  com- 
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maiid  as  soon  as  copies  could  be  made,  and  that  the  wagons  moved  out 
as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  majority  of  them  reaching  the  point 
designated  as  soon  as  could  be  expected  from  the  character  of  the 
weather  and  the  roads.  The  remainder  were  detained  in  consequence 
of  the  road  having  become  impassable  at  one  point,  and  subsequently 
taken  liossession  of  by  other  commands.  Notwithstanding  the  ex¬ 
treme  darkness  of  the  night,  and  the  terrible  condition  of  the  roads,  I 
should  have  brought  my  command  in  in  good  season  and  condition  but 
for  the  fact  that  the  road  which  had  been  assigned  to  me  was  taken 
possession  of  by  General  Kili^atrick  for  several  hours,  who  stated  to 
one  of  my  staff  officers  that  he  did  it  by  order.  By  this  movement  of 
General  Kilpatrick  I  consider  that  my  command  would  have  been  seri¬ 
ously  endangered  had  the  enemy  chosen  to  use  either  of  the  main  roads 
on  my  flanks  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  me.  The  corduroy  bridge 
over  a  swamp,  which  my  pioneers  had  constructed  during  the  day,  was 
swept  away  by  the  freshet  in  the  afternoon,  and  although  every  exer¬ 
tion  was  made  to  repair  it,  from  the  nature  of  the  ground  it  was 
found  impossible  to  do  it  hastily  in  such  a  manner  as  to  j^reveut  many 
accidents  and  serious  delays.

I  have  not  the  least  doubt,  general, 
but  that  you  are  as  anxious  as  I  am  to  prevent  disaster,  but  I  still 
think  some  of  your  officers  have  been  lax  and  careless  either  in  the 
transmission  or  execution  of  orders,  for  I  passed  a  reserve  battery  at  5.30 
o’clock  just  'hitching  up,  and  some  hospitals  of  your  corps  did  not 
begin  to  move  till  dark.  General  Kilpatrick  had  no  authority  to  inter¬ 
cept  your  road.

I  will  communicate  with  him  and  prevent  any  future  clogging  from  his 
command.

He  also  desires  you  to 
comply  strictly  with  the  order  from  deiiartment  headquarters  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  trains,  as  some  complaint  was  made  to-day  about  our  apparent 
non-compliance  with  the  orders  on  that  subject  last  night.

Assistant  Adjutant-  General^  Army  of  the  Tennessee : 

In  order  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding,  and  that  you  may 
be  fully  advised  of  my  operations  of  last  evening,  when  acting  as  rear 
guard  to  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement:  Major  Young’s  brigade  of  cavalry  was  ordered  to  take 
X)ost  at  7  p.  m.  yesterday  in  rear  of  the  center  of  yonr  line  of  battle,  to 
cover  the  front  and  flanks  with  vedettes,  outposts,  and  reserves,  and 
after  the  pickets  of  the  army  relieved  at  12  had  passed  his  line  of 
vedettes  he  was  to  move  back  as  rear  guard  to  the  army;  that  after 
the  army  had  gone  into  position  at  Jonesborongh  and  General  Blair’s 
column  had  recrossed  the  river.  Major  Young  was  to  follow  him  and 
destroy  the  bridge.  From  Major  Young’s  report  I  believe  he  carried 
out  the  above  orders  as  well  as  could  be  expected.  I  had  intended  to 
move  back  with  a  portion  of  my  command  at  8  p.  m.,  as  directed,  leav¬ 
ing  my  picket-line  in  front,  but  owing  to  the  continued  rapid,  and,  as  I 
believe,  unnecessary  firing  on  the  part  of  the  infantry  picket-line  from  8 
p.  m.  until  near  midnight,  I  deemed  it  best  to  remain  and  did  not  move 
from  my  i)Osition  until  10.30  p.  m.,  and  then  moved  out  and  took  uj) 
position  in  rear  of  the  infantry  fortifications  immediately  on  my  left  and 
remained  until  11  p.  m.  I  then  moved  back  expecting  to  find  the  en¬ 
tire  army  gone  and  the  roads  ox)en.  I  had  moved  back  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  when  I  came  upon  the  wagon  trains  of  the  Sixteenth  and 
Seventeenth  Army  Corps  all  halted  in  the  road.  I  immediately  rode 
to  the  front,  overtook  Lieutenant-Colonel  Alexander,  assistant  adju¬ 
tant-general,  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  moving  also  to  the  front  to 
ascertain  the  difficulty.  We  found  the  road  at  one  point  almost  impas¬ 
sable  and  the  wagon  train  stalled,  and  little  or  nothing  being  done  to 
remedy  the  evil.  The  pioneer  corps  of  my  entire  command  was  ordered 
immediately  to  the  front,  and  after  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  with  little  or 
no  assistance  rendered  hj  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  rendered 
such  assistance,  the  train  was  moved  forward.  Deeming  it  to  be  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  throw  a  cavalry  force  across  the  river  at  An¬ 
thony’s  Bridge,  to  protect  the  wagon  train  moving  in  that  direction,  I 
rapidly  pushed  forward  one  brigade  of  cavalry ;  three  regiments  had 
passed  when  I  learned  that  my  artillery  and  another  regiment  in  the 
rear  was  stopped  by  some  officer  riding  at  the  head  of  two  companies 
of  infantry,  followed  by  another  wagon  train.  This  section  of  artillery 
and  regiment  was  ordered  by  one  of  my  staft'  officers,  having  my  author¬ 
ity,  to  break  the  wagon  train  at  any  point  and  hurry  it  forward  to  join 
the  command  in  advance.  The  wagon  train  was  not  delayed,  nor  was 
the  column  of  infantry  in  the  rear  delayed  ten  minutes  by  the  break ; 
upon  the  contrary,  had  it  not  been  for  the  pioneer  corps  of  my  division, 
and  the  exertion  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Alexander  and  officers  of  my 
command,  to  repair  the  road  and  hurry  forward  the  train,  the  infantry 
in  the  rear  would  at  a  late  hour  this  morning  have  been  marching  upon 
the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  I  have  no  knowledge  that  any  por¬ 
tion  of  my  command  cut  a  column  of  infantry  last  evening,  or  delayed 
for  one  moment  the  retrograde  movement  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennes¬ 
see. 

I  make  this  statement  over  my  official  signature,  and  if  any  officer  of 
the  infantry  thinks  that  he  is  better  informed  than  myself  he  can  make 
such  statement  officially,  and  his  veracity  and  mine  can  then  be  officially 
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brought  into  question,  and  the  responsibility  for  and  the  cause  of  the 
unnecessary  delay,  and  very  considerable  confusion  of  last  evening,  can 
be  traced  to  and  throAvn  uiDon  the  officer  or  officers  deserving.

I  received  your  message  through  your  own  aide-de-camp  and  also 
through  Captain  Conn,  of  my  staff.  As  no  ill  consequences  grew  out  of 
last  night’s  operations  I  do  not  wish  to  investigate,  except  in  so  far  as 
is  necessary  to  prevent  future  disaster.  I  did  not  contemplate  that  you 
would  move  on  the  same  road  with  the  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Corps, 
except  in  so  far  as  was  necessary  to  cover  the  rear  of  those  columns 
with  cavalry.  Cavalry  cannot  move  across  an  infantry  column  or  along 
the  same  road  with  it  without  uniileasant  collisions.  I  have  already 
called  General  Blair’s  attention  to  the  matter  of  the  trains.  I  appreciate, 
general,  and  so  do  the  officers  of  my  command,  the  great  service  that 
you  have  rendered  us  during  the  late  ojierations,  and  through  you  thank 
your  officers  and  men.  Please  to  scout  thoroughly  toward  Fayette¬ 
ville,  so  as  to  be  apprised  if  the  enemy  throw  any  considerable  force 
across  Flint  Eiver,  either  cavalry  or  infantry,  or  both,  during  the 
night.

I  suppose  when  you  wrote  you  must  have  thought  me  only  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  in  front  of  you.  I  have  halted  my  command  where  I  received 
your  dispatch,  and  await  further  orders.  I  have  been  unwell  all  the 
morning.  It  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  ride  back  to  you  and  return 
here  and  be  a  particle  of  service  in  the  farther  pursuit  of  Wheeler.  The 
enemy  is  about  an  hour  in  advance  of  us.  I  have  very  little  doubt  but 
he  will  go  to  the  river  to-night  and  attempt  to  cross.  As  Eoddey’s  com¬ 
mand  has  been  up  the  road  he  will  keep  Eoddey  as  a  shield  to  him  wliile 
he  crosses  the  river.  Eoddey  will  probably  be  fresh  enough  to  get 
away.

I 
went  north  to  Lynnville  with  troops ;  found  the  enemy  there  and  drove 
them  away;  left  two  regiments  to  rebuild  railroad  track  and  put  up 
telegraph  wire;  returned  to  this  point;  found  lines  doAvn  south  and  the 
enemy  destroying  railroad;  A^ent  down,  repaired,  and  communicated 
Avdth  all  points  south.  Major-General  Steedman  is  twelA^e  miles  beloAV 
here  Avith  five  trains  of  troops.  Gave  him  full  and  complete  information. 
He  will  probably  be  here  in  the  morning.  Cannot  inform  you  where 
Williams’  command  is.  Bodies  of  troops  all  around  me  demonstrating 
against  the  road.  Scouting  party  just  in  from  mouth  Elk  River.  Rod- 
dey  has  recrossed  his  entire  force,  reported  by  citizens  at  3,000  strong, 
part  at  mouth  Elk  River  and  balance  crossing  at  Lamb’s  Ferry.  Dispatch 
just  received  to  this  effect  from  Col.  John  W.  Horner,  Eighteenth  Mich- 
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igan,  at  Athens.  Scouts  sent  to  find  Williams  not  yet  returned;  think 
they  are  captured.  One  outpost  here  captured  to-day.  We  are  all  on 
half  rations.  Have  sent  to  find  out  what  is  here  and  will  send  you  what 
I  can.

expected  to  join  Roddey  to-day.  Rousseau  met  Granger  and  Stark¬ 
weather  at  Lynnville,  Williams  moved  through  Shelbyville  yester¬ 
day;  is  thought  will  join  Wheeler  south  of  Pulaski.

Louisville : 

On  the  25th  of  August,  pursuant  to  a  plan  of  which  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  had  been  fully  advised,  I  left  the  Twentieth  Corps  at  the  Chatta¬ 
hoochee  bridge,  and,  with  the  balance  of  the  army,  I  drew  off  from  the 
siege,  and  using  some  considerable  artifice  to  mislead  the  enemy  I 
moved  rapidly  south,  and  reached  the  West  Point  railroad,  near  Fair- 
burn,  on  the  27th,  and  broke  uj)  twelve  miles  of  it;  then  moving  east  my 
•right  approached  the  Macon  railroad  near  Jonesborough,  and  my  left 
near  Eough  and  Eeady.  The  enemy  attacked  the  right.  Army  of  the 
Tennessee,  and  was  comiiletely  beaten  on  the  31st,  and  during  the  combat 
I  pushed  the  left  and  center  rapidly  on  the  railroad  above  between  Eough 
and  Eeady  and  Jonesborough.  On  the  1st  of  September  we  broke  up 
about  eight  miles  of  the  Macon  road,  and  turned  on  the  enemy  at  Jones¬ 
borough,  assaulting  him  in  his  lines,  and  carried  them,  capturing  Briga¬ 
dier-General  Govan  and  about  2,000  inisoners,  vith  8  guns  and  much 
plunder.  Night  alone  preA^ented  our  capturing  all  of  Hardee’s  corps, 
which  escaped  south  that  night.  That  same  night  Hood,  in  Atlanta, 
finding  all  his  railroads  broken  or  in  our  possession,  blew  up  his  ammu¬ 
nition,  7  locomotives,  and  80  cars,  and  evacuated  Atlanta,  Avhich,  on  the 
next  day,  September  2,  was  occupied  by  the  corps  left  for  that  puiq^ose, 
Major-General  Slocum  commanding.  We  followed  the  retreating  rebel 
army  to  near  Lovejoy’s  Station,  thirty  miles  south  of  Atlanta,  Avhen, 
finding  him  strongly  intrenched,  I  concluded  it  would  not  pay  to  assault,

as  we  had  already  gained  the  great  object  of  the  (aimpaigu,  viz,  At¬ 
lanta.  Accordingly,  the  army  gradually  and  leisurely  returned  to 
Atlanta,  and  it  is  now  camped  eight  miles  south  of  the  city,  and  to¬ 
morrow  will  move  to  the  camps  appointed.  1  am  now  writing  in  At¬ 
lanta,  so  yon  need  not  be  uneasy.  We  have  as  the  result  of  this  quick 
and,  as  I  think,  well-executed  movement  27  guns,  over  3,000  prisoners ; 
have  buried  over  400  rebel  dead,  and  left  as  many  wounded  that  could 
not  be  moved.  The  rebels  have  lost,  besides  the  important  city  of 
Atlanta,  immense  stores,  at  least  500  dead,  2,500  wounded,  and  3,000 
prisoners,  whereas  our  aggregate  [loss]  will  not  foot  up  1,500.  If  that 
is  not  success,  I  don’t  know  what  is.

General  :  I  have  deemed  it  to  the  interest  of  the  United  States  that 
the  citizens  now  residing  in  Atlanta  should  remove,  those  who  prefer  it 
to  go  South  and  the  rest  North.  For  the  latter  I  can  iirovide  food  and 
transportation  to  points  of  their  election  in  Tennessee,  Kentucky,  or 
farther  north.  For  the  former  I  can  iirovide  transportation  by  cars  as 
far  as  Eough  and  Eeady,  and  also  wagons;  but  that  their  removal  may 
be  made  with  as  little  discomfort  as  possible  it  will  be  necessary  for  you 
to  help  the  families  from  Eough  and  Eeady  to  the  cars  at  Lovejoy’s. 
If  you  consent  I  will  undertake  to  remove  all  families  in  Atlanta  who 
prefer  to  go  South  to  Eough  and  Eeady,  with  all  their  movable  effects, 
viz,  clothing,  trunks,  reasonable  furniture,  bedding,  &c.,  with  their 
servants,  white  and  black,  with  the  proviso  that  no  force  shall  be  used 
toward  the  blacks  one  way  or  the  other.  If  they  want  to  go  with  their 
ma'sters  or  mistresses  they  may  do  so,  otherwise  they  will  be  sent  away, 
unless  they  be  men,  when  they  may  be  emidoyed  by  our  quartermaster. 
Atlanta  is  no  place  for  families  or  non-combatants  and  I  have  no  desire  to 
send  them  North  if  you  will  assist  in  conveying  them  South.  If  thispropo- 
sition  meets  your  views  I  will  consent  to  a  truce  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Eough  and  Eeady,  stipulating  that  any  wagons,  horses,  or  animals,  or 
persons  sent  there  for  the  purposes  herein  stated  shall  in  no  manner  be 
harmed  or  molested,  you  in  your  turn  agreeing  that  any  cars,  wagons, 
carriages,  iiersons,  or  animals  sent  to  the  same  point  shall  not  be  inter¬ 
fered  with.  Each  of  us  might  send  a  guard  of,  say,  100  men  to  maintain 
order,  and  limit  the  truce  to,  say,  two  days  after  a  certain  time  appointed. 
I  have  authorized  the  mayor  to  choose  two  citizens  to  convey  to  you  this 
letter  and  such  documents  as  the  mayor  may  forward  in  explanation, 
and  shall  await  your  reply.

General:  I  liave  tlie  lioiior  to  report  that  my  command  left  tbe 
camp  one  mile  and  a  half  this  side  of  Jonesborough  at  7  o’clock  this 
morning.  We  marched  along  the  road  jnst  on  the  left  side  of  the  rail¬ 
road  to  J.  Cook’s  house,  where  we  arrived  at  0  a.  m.  From  this  point 
we  left  the  railroad  and  marched  on  a  road  leading  direct  to  Sykes’ 
house,  where  the  head  of  column  arrived  at  11  a.  m.  The  Third  and 
Second  Divisions  of  my  command  are  in  line,  the  Third  on  the  right, 
the  Second  on  the  left.  The  right  of  this  line  connects  with  the  left  of 
the  Fourteenth  Corps  about  half  a  mile  beyond  Sykes’  house,  and  the 
left  rests  on  the  creek,  the  whole  line  facing  nearly  south.  The  First 
Division  is  in  reserve  in  the  rear  of  the  Second  Division.  The  enemy 
did  not  make  his  appearance  to-day.  Our  position  is  good  for  grass 
and  water,  but  forage  is  scarce.

Bethel  or  Gilbertsborough : 

General:  We  are  now  at  Rogersville.  On  the  way  here  I  ascer¬ 
tained  the  enemy,  500  or  GOO  strong,  were  coming  from  the  direction  of 
the  railroad.  Came  into  the  Lexington  and  Lawrencehurg  road  one 
mile  and  a  half  from  Lexington ;  passed  on  and  joined  Wheeler  at  that 
place  about  11  p.  m.  The  men  of  this  force  stated  that  they  had  been 
cut  off  from  their  command  for  live  or  six  days.  About  the  same  hour 
last  night  *  *  *  crossed  the  road  from  Lexington  to  this  place 

about  five  miles  this  side  of  Lexington.  The  men  said  they  were  going 
to  join  Wheeler.  The  country  is  undoubtedly  swarming  with  rebels. 
Roddey  and  Johnson  are  undoubtedly  there  vSupporting  Wheeler.  We 
fired  on  their  men  this  a.  m.  I  feel  considerable  apprehension  for  the 
regiment  detached  to  watch  Wheeler,  as  I  conceive  he  has  done  all  it  is 
possible  for  him  to  do.  I  have  recalled  him,  if  it  is  iiossible  for  a  courier 
to  get  to  him.  It  occurred  to  me  that  the  force  which  passed  down  as 
above  stated  *  *  *  command.  Of  this,  hoAyever,  you  can  judge  better 
than  I.  Sent  a  scout  to  Lamb’s  Ferry.  They  have  returned ;  report  hav¬ 
ing  ^‘watered  their  horses  in  the  Tennessee  River,”  and  no  enemy  there. 
There  are  evident  indications  of  a  train  having  been  there,  then  turned 
down  the  river  toward  Bainbridge.  Lieutenant  Prosser,  of  Second 
Tennessee,  came  in  at  4  p.  in.  Colonel  Prosser  met  enemy’s  pickets 
about  three  miles  from  Lexington,  and  drove  them  into  Centre  Star, 
about  eight  miles  from  Lexington,  on  Florence  road.  Wheeler  is 
unquestionably  there  with  his  whole  force,  except  400  or  500,  which 
*  *  *  in  charge  of  sick  and  wounded,  who  have  crossed  the  river. 

Wheeler  does  not  seem  to  be  in  a  hurry,  and  citizens  say  he  will  not 
leave  until  Williams  comes  up  or  he  hears  from  him.  I  shall  start  for 
Athens  at  5  a.  m.  to-morrow.  Shall  move  slowly,  as  I  think  possibly 
the  enemy  may  come  into  this  road  from  some  of  the  cross-roads.

General  :  I  arrived  here  with  the  Fifth,  Tenth,  and  Twelfth  Ten¬ 
nessee  Cavalry  and  a  detachment  of  tbe  Second  Kentucky  Cavalry  at 
noon  to-day.  A  detachment  of  the  Sixth  Indiana  Cavalry  came  with 
me  from  Franklin  to  this  place.  Kot  receiving  any  communication  from 
you,  and  fearing  lest  my  being  away  so  long  from  that  portion  of  the 
NTashville  and  Chattanooga  Kailroad,  of  which  I  am  boss  guard,  with¬ 
out  orders,  might  not  be  acceptable,  and  fearing  that  Williams  with  all 
or  a  portion  of  his  forces  may  have  gone  southeast  (as  reported  by  one 
of  my  sergeants  captured  in  one  of  our  charges  last  Sunday  and  who 
was  paroled  yesterday  and  came  in  this  morning)  and  strike  the  Kash- 
ville  and  Chattanooga  Railroad  again,  I  have  concluded  to  take  the 
Fifth  Tennessee  Cavalry  and  the  detachment  of  the  Second  Kentucky 
Cavalry  and  cut  across  to  Tullahoma,  and  leave  Colonel  Spalding  and 
the  detachment  of  the  Sixth  Indiana  Cavalry  and  the  Tenth  and 
Twelfth  Tennessee  Cavalry  to  go  on  and  join  yon  as  ordered  by  you. 
I  hope,  general,  that  my  having  detained  the  Tennessee  troops  and 
chased  MTlliams  as  I  have  will  meet  your  approbation,  and  I  hope  that 
my  taking  back  the  Tenth  Tennessee  Cavalry  to  Tullahoma  will  meet 
your  approbation,  as  I  understand  that  regiment  was  stationed  there  by 
order  of  General  Thomas.  My  little  chase  after  Williams  has  been  a 
l)leasant  episode  in  the  dreary  monotony  of  life  at  Tullahoma.

I  have  just  ridden  to  see  a  portion 
of  the  enemy’s  line,  which  is  very  strong,  and  demonstrates  the  wisdom 
of  our  mode  and  manner  of  attack.  I  have  but  little  news  of  Wheeler, 
except  that  last  night  General  Steedman  was  at  Athens,  Ala.,  and 
Wheeler  was  supposed  to  be  crossing  the  Tennessee  toward  the  south 
about  Lamb’s  Ferry.  Rousseau,  Granger,  and  Bteedman  have  enough 
troops  to  handle  Wheeler,  and  I  suppose  the  railroad  will  soon  be 
lepaired.  We  have  enough  stores  for  a  month,  and  I, feel  no  uneasi¬ 
ness  on  that  score.  Yet,  if  necessary,  I  can  send  some  troops  to  the 
rear.  I  telegraphed  you  yesterday  that  you  could  use  General  A.  J. 
Smith,  as  proposed,  to  act  against  Price  in  Missouri.  We  are  all  well, 
and  have  no  doubt,  after  a  short  rest,  will  be  impatient  again  to  sally 
forth  in  search  of  adventure.

Williams’  rebel  force  is  below,  south  of  Wheeler’s, 
followed  by  Milroy.  Granger  and  Starkweather  are  moving  and  the 
rebels  must  be  pressed  if  they  cannot  get  over  the  river.  We  have  so 
little  cavalry  that  it  is  difficult  to  follow  them.  The  railroad  to  Chat¬ 
tanooga  will  be  open  again  on  Saturday,  we  hope,  when  Donaldson  will 
luish  forward  supplies.  Accept  my  hearty  congratulations  on  the 
glorious  success  of  your  successful  campaign.  All  well.

Brigadier-General  Whipple  : 

Have  Just  returned  from  the  pursuit  of  Wlieeler  with  1,300  cavalry 
and  two  pieces  of  artillery.  I  left  Wheeler  at  Lexington,  sending  a  regi¬ 
ment  of  cavalry  six  miles  below  to  look  after  him.  I  engaged  his  rear 
guard  as  often  and  severely  as  he  would  iiermit.  The  woods  were  con¬ 
tinuous  for  about  nine  miles.  As  he  had  ten  miles  start  of  me  that 
morning  we  were  not  able  to  press  him  sufficiently  to  bring  on  a  gen¬ 
eral  engagement.  While  pressing  I  was  halted  by  General  Kousseau 
for  the  purpose  of  joining  with  him.  General  Konsseau,  however,  did 
not  come  up,  but  changed  his  direction  toward  railroad,  and  ordered  me 
to  leave  Wheeler  and  proceed  in  direction  of  Athens  to  intercept  Gen¬ 
eral  Williams,  who,  it  was  supposed,  at  that  time  was  trying  to  join 
Wheeler.  Wheeler  last  night  was  at  Centre  Star,  two  or  three  miles 
from  the  river,  with  all  his  force  exceiit  Williams  and  some  Tennessee 
troops.  From  the  best  information  I  could  get  he  Avas  about  3,500 
strong.  He  has  probably  crossed  his  wagons  and  artillery  over  the 
river.  He  gave  it  out^  however^  that  he  was  not  going  to  cross  until  he 
heard  from  Williams.  At  11  a.  m.  to-day  I  met  Colonel  Streight  at  Elk 
Eiver;  [his  force,]  from  what  he  said,  was  2,500  infantry  and  two  pieces 
of  artillery.  In  consulting  me  what  he  should  do,  being  at  liberty,  as 
he  said,  to  do  as  he  pleased,  I  advised  him  to  move  down  and  attack 
Wheeler,  and  gave  him  one  of  my  best  regiments  of  cavalry,  about  450 
strong,  and  ordered  the  Tenth  Michigan  Infantry,  300  strong,  which 
had  marched  down  with  him,  to  report  to  him.  General  Rousseau, 
having  received  report  of  this,  left  here  this  p.  m.  with  all  his  own  cav¬ 
alry  and  about  400  of  mine;  all  that  were  able  to  travel.  Major-General 
Steedman  and  Brigadier-Generals  McCook  and  Croxton  accompanied 
him.  1  would  mention  that  I  advised  Streight  that  if  Wheeler  had  crossed 
the  river,  or  if  he  forced  him  OA^er  the  ri\^er,  to  destroy  the  ferries  and 
guard  the  fords,  all  of  which  are  Avithin  a  space  of  sixteen  miles,  which 
I  concluded  Avill  effectually  shut  in  Williams  north  of  the  riyer.

caiRnre  (►£'  Williams,  wlio  was  su])i)osc<l  to  be  (‘omiiig  toward  the  rail- 
l  oad  with  a  view  to  effect  a  junction  with  AMieeler.  AA'illiams’  where¬ 
abouts  now  is  unknown.  Before  joining'  in  the  pursuit  of  Wheeler  I 
was  fortunate  enough  to  have  met  Boddey  and  Johnson  just  as  each 
l)arty  struck  the  railroad — one  party  at  Athens;  after  short  skirmish,  in 
which  we  killed  3  and  wounded  7  of  the  enemy,  including  one  major, 
this  party  turned  back;  the  next  at  Sulphur  trestle,  which  party 
was  i)ursued  so  vigorously  by  Colonel  Prosser  that  they  turned  back; 
third,  at  Elk  Kiver,  where  enemy  were  met  by  Ninth  Indiana  Cavalry, 
and  driven  back.  We  did  not  meet  them  again,  and  I  am  informed 
they  returned  to  Tennessee  Eiver  and  crossed  in  haste.  I  understand 
railroad  will  be  opened  to  Nashville  to-morrow.  I  repaired  all  the  dam¬ 
age  done  this  side  of  Lynnville  myself.  This  was  as  far  as  I  could  go 
with  mv  command.

I.  The  city  of  Atlanta,  being  exclusively  required  for  warlike  pur¬ 
poses,  will  at  once  be  vacated  by  all  except  the  armies  of  the  IJnited 
States  and  such  civilian  employes  as  may  be  retained  by  the  proper 
departments  of  government. 

II.  The  chief  quartermaster.  Colonel  Easton,  will  at  once  take  pos¬ 
session  of  buildings  of  all  kinds,  and  of  all  staple  articles,  such  as  cotton, 
tobacco,  &c.,  and  Avill  make  such  disposition  of  them  as  is  required 
by  existing  regulations,  or  such  orders  as  he  may  receive  from  time 
to  time  from  the  proper  authorities. 

III.  The  chief  engineer  w  ill  promptly  reconnoiter  the  city  and  suburbs, 
and  indicate  the  sites  needed  for  the  i^ermauent  defense  of  the  place, 
together  with  any  houses,  sheds,  or  shanties  that  stand  in  his  way,  that 
they  may  be  set  apart  for  destruction.  Colonel  Easton  will  then,  on  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  pro])er  officers  of  the  ordnance,  quartermaster,  com¬ 
missary,  medical,  and  railroad  departments,  set  aside  such  buildings 
and  lots  of  ground  as  will  be  needed  for  them,  and  have  them  suitably 
‘milrked  and  set  apart.  He  will  then,  on  consultation  with  Generals 
Thomas  and  Slocum,  set  apart  such  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  proper 
administration  of  the  military  duties  of  the  Department  of  the  Cmnber- 
land  and  of  the  post  of  Atlanta,  and  all  buildings  and  materials  not 
thus  embraced  Avill  be  held  subject  to  the  use  of  the  Government  as 
may  hereafter  arise,  according  to  the  just  rules  of  the  quartermaster’s 
department. 

lA^.  No  general,  staff,  or  other  officers,  or  any  soldier  will  on  any  pre¬ 
tense  occupy  any  house  or  shanty,  unless  it  be  embraced  in  the  limits 
assigned  as  the  cami>  of  the  troops  to  which  such  general  or  staff*  be¬ 
longs,  but  the  chief  quartermaster  may  allow  the  troops  to  use  boards, 
shingles,  or  materials  of  buildings,  barns,  sheds,  warehouses,  and 
shanties,  not  needed  by  the  proper  departments  of  government,  to 
be  used  in  the  reconstruction  of  such  shanties  and  bivouacs  as  the 
troops  and  officers  serving  with  them  require,  and  he  Avill  also  provide 
as  early  as  practicable  the  proper  allowance  of  tents  for  the  use  of  the 
officers  and  men  in  their  encampments. 

y.  In  proper  time  just  arriingements  will  be  made  for  the  supply  to 
the  troops  of  all  articles  they  may  need  over  and  above  the  clotliing. 
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provisions,  &(*.,  fiirnislied  by  (loveriimeiit,  and  on  no  pretense  ^yllatever 
will  traders,  inannfactnrers,  or  sutlers  be  allowed  to  settle  in  the  limits 
of  fortified  places,  and  if  these  manage  to  come  in  spite  of  this  notice, 
the  quartermaster  will  seize  their  stores  and  appropriate  them  to  the 
use  of  tlie  troops,  and  deliver  the  ])arties  or  other  unauthorized  citizens 
who  thus  place  their  individual  interests  above  that  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  hands  of  some  provost-marshal,  to  be  put  to  labor  on  the 
forts  or  conscripted  into  one  of  the  regiments  or  batteries  already  in 
service. 

YI.  The  same  general  principles  will  ap])ly  to  all  military  ])Osts 
south  of  Chattanooga.

All  our  troops  are  now  in  i)osition,  comfortable  and  well.  In  a  day 
or  two  I  will  have  telegraphic  communication  from  Roswell  round  to 
Sandtown,  and  can  act  promptly.  A  fcAV  of  the  enemy’s  cavalry  fol¬ 
lowed  us  as  far  as  Rough  and  Ready,  and  last  evening  General  Hood 
sent  in  a  flag  of  truce  asking  to  exchange  prisoners.  I  have  about  2,000 
in  hand,  and  will  exchange  if  he  will  make  a  fair  deal.  I  have  sent  out 
iny  inspector- general  to  confer  and  agree,  and  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  exodus  of  citizens.  I  am  not  willing  to  have  Atlanta  encum¬ 
bered  by  the  families  of  our  enemies.  I  want  it  a  pure  Gibraltar,  and 
will  have  it  so  by  October  1.  I  think  Generals  Rousseau  and  Steedman 
are  stirring  Wheeler  up  pretty  well,  and  hope  they  will  make  an  end  of 
him,  as  Gillem  has  of  Morgan.  I  have  ordered  renewed  activity,  and 
to  show  no  mercy  to  guerrillas  or  railroad  breakers.  It  makes  a  world 
of  difference  if  my  bull  gores  your  ox,  or  yours  mine.”  Weather  beau¬ 
tiful  and  all  things  seem  bright.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  my  command  left  camp 
near  Sykes’  house  at  7  a.  m.  and  marched  for  Atlanta  via  the  direct 
road  leading  there.  At  10.30  a.  m.  my  head  of  column  reached  the  city; 
then,  without  halting  we  marched  through  it  and  out  tlie  Decatur  road 
to  the  place  designated  for  our  present  camp.  At  this  iilace  the  head 
of  column  arrived  at  11.30  a.  m.  Two  of  my  divisions  (First  and  Third) 
are  in  line  of  battle,  facing  soutliAvard,  a  short  distance  south  of  the 
Decatur  railroad,  the  right  about  two  miles  from  Atlanta.  Kimbairs 
division  is  on  the  right  and  Wood’s  on  the  left.  My  Second  Division 
(Newton’s)  is  in  reserve,  in  close  supporting  distance.  The  ground  we 
occupy  is  a  very  good  defensible  position.  Part  of  it  was  occupied  by 
the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps  on  August  22.  Our  left  has  not  yet 
made  connection  with  the  Army  of  the  Ohio,  though  the  right  of  said 
armv  is  not  far  from  it.

Major-General  Milroy  has  retiumed  to 
Tullahoma.  Cars  will  reach  Columbia  to-morrow  going  north.  All 
right  south.  Country  is  filled  with  strolling  bands  of  the  enemy,  who 
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have  been  lost  from  their  commands,  as  also  those  who  were  part  of  a 
Tennessee  brigade  of  enemy  which  was  disbanded  for  thirty  days.

General  Rousseau  not  been  heard  from  since  the  8th,  on  which  day 
he  left  Athens  with  his  cavalry  and  infantry  in  pursuit  of  Wheeler’s 
main  force,  joined  by  Roddey,  toward  Lamb’s  Ferry,  near  Rogersville, 
on  the  Tennessee  River.  General  Milroy,  with  Spalding’s  brigade  of 
Tennessee  cavalry  and  small  fragments  of  other  regiments,  has  been 
occupied  during  the  raid  with  a  force  of  two  brigades  under  the 
rebel  General  Williams,  about  2,000  strong,  which  crossed  the  Chatta¬ 
nooga  road,  going  west,  some  three  days  ago,  after  Wheeler.  His  force 
has  been  so  closely  pressed  by  General  Milroy  that  it  has  done  no  dam¬ 
age  of  consequence,  and  was  unable  to  form  a  junction  with  Wheeler, 
so  it  recrossed  the  railroad  on  the  7th,  going  east  in  the  direction  of 
McMinnville.  On  the  6th  the  Ninth  Pennsylvania  Cavalry  attacked 
Hi br ell’s  forces,  variously  estimated  at  from  1,000  to  2,000  strong,  near 
Readyville,  killing  25,  wounding  many,  and  capturing  130  prisoners. 
DibreU  has  joined  Williams,  and  the  twm  w  ill  likely  endeavor  to  go  out 
through  East  Tennessee.  In  all  this  raid  of  Wheeler’s  only  one  bridge 
has  been  destroyed,  that  at  Stewart’s  Creek,  this  side  of  Murfrees- 
borough,  where  the  block-house  surrendered  wdthout  loss  of  blood ;  all 
the  damage  done  will  be  repaired  in  a  day  or  two.  A  train  left  Mur- 
freesborough  for  Atlanta  w  ith  mail  this  a.  m.;  the  regular  trains  on  the 
Nashville  and  Chattanooga  road  have  up  steam  to  leave  here  at  2  x).  m. 
to-day.  There  are  still  straggling  bands  of  the  enemy  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  railroads,  but  not  sufficient  force  to  do  material  damage.

Just  as  I  reached  this  place  three  men,  belonging  to  a  de¬ 
tachment  of  twenty- six  men  sent  out  by  Colonel  Spalding  in  direction 
of  Pride’s  Ferry,  caught  up  AAuth  the  command,  and  report  that  they  AA^ere 
attacked  by  a  force  variously  estimated  at  from  100  to  600  men  near 
Cheatham’s  Ford.  Learning  this,  I  sent  one  battalion  of  the  Tenth 
Indiana  in  direction  of  Florence  to  assist  them  and  saA  e  those  aa  hos(‘ 
horses  were  exhausted,  if  possible,  and  to  hold  the  advance  of  the 
enemy  in  check  until  1  could  communicate  AAith  you.  I  don’t  su])i)ose 
the  force  is  a  large  one.  I  Avill  wait  here  until  I  hear  from  the  battalion 
sent  to  Florence.  It  Avill  be  late  before  I  can  get  in.  If  you  liaA^e  any 
orders  that  I  have  not  receiA^ed,  please  send  them  by  bearer.  Since 
Avriting  the  above  tAvelve  of  the  tAventy-six  men  from  Colonel  Si)ald- 
ing’s  command  have  reported.

Since  then  from  reports  that  I  have  learned  and 
all  the  information  I  can  gather  the  enemy  were  busy  crossing  the 
river  by  ferry  at  the  mouth  of  Cypress  Creek  all  last  night.

Colonel  Spalding’s 
command  of  cavalry  will  be  here  to-day,  and  General  Croxton’s  brigade 
will  be  at  Columbia  this  evening.  General  Rousseau  w  ill  start  for  Nash¬ 
ville  as  soon  as  a  train  can  be  obtained,  and  wishes  to  have  one  sent 
out  from  Nashville  as  far  as  the  break  in  the  road  to  meet  him.

Major:  In  obedience  to  the  desire  of  the  general  commanding  the 
district,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  dates  and 
hours  of  the  occurrences  of  the  expedition  under  his  command : 

The  troops  were  loaded  upon  the  trains,  and  the  trains  left  the  depot  at 
this  place  at  7.30  a.  m.  September  1,  and  reached  Whiteside’s  Station  at 
10  a.  ni.  the  same  day.  Here,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  railroad 
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ail tliori ties,  the  eoimnaiid  was  (lelayed  two  hours  and  I'orty-tlve  minutes, 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  three  engines  and  the  eabooses.  We  left  White- 
side’s  Station  about  12.50  p.  m.,  arrived  at  Bridgeport,  taking  on  the 
train  at  that  point  the  Thirty-ninth  Iowa  Regiment,  and  reached  Steven¬ 
son  at  1.10  p.  m.  At  this  point  the  command  was  again  delayed  one  hour 
and  forty-live  minutes  by  the  local  agent,  Mr.  Irish,  for  the  purpose  of 
changing  engines  and  conductors.  Mr.  Irish  also  took  the  responsibility 
of  cutting  up  one  of  the  seetions  of  the  train  and  joining  the  cars  be¬ 
longing  to  it  on  the  other  four  sections.  By  this  some  of  the  regiments 
were  scattered  upon  three  or  four  trains,  and  the  horses  of  the  artillery 
separated  from  the  pieces.  The  exx)edition  reached  Murfrees  borough  at 
10.30  p.  m.,  and  was  disembarked  from  the  train  at  that  ])oint.  After 
several  hour’s  rest,  to  give  the  troo]is  an  oxiportunity  to  cook  their  rations, 
the  command  moved  out  upon  the  La  Vergne  x)ike  at  2.30  p.  m.  [a.  m.] 
and  marched  to  that  point,  reaching  there  at  9  a.  m.  Here  a  messenger 
was  disi)atched  to  General  Rousseau,  and  awaiting  his  reply  the  com¬ 
mand  rested  in  camp.  At  5  p.  m.,  no  word  having  been  received  from 
General  Rousseau,  the  command  was  got  in  readiness  to  move,  Avhen  it 
was  reported  to  the  general  commanding  that  a  column  of  the  enemy 
was  moving  down  the  Lebanon  i^ike  in  the  direction  of  the  town. 
The  command  was  immediately  moved  into  position,  and  the  Eight¬ 
eenth  Ohio  Yolunteer  Infantry  deployed  as  skirmishers.  The  enemy 
advanced  within  sight  of  the  skirmish  line,  but  seeing  or  learning 
our  force  from  the  inhabitants,  fell  back,  refusing  attack.  The 
command  then  moved  up  the  pike  toward  Miirfreesborough,  crossing 
Stew  art’s  Creek,  and  taking  ux)  position  at  the  church  tAYO  miles  from 
the  creek.  Here  on  the  next  morning,  the  3d  of  September,  the  enemy 
again  tried  to  cross,  but  finding  us  in  their  front  again  retired  and 
moved  up  toward  Lebanon.  At  the  time  the  enemy  fired  upon  our  x)ick- 
ets.  General  Milroy  had  sent  word  of  his  coming  up  with  his  cavalry, 
and  the  command  AA^aited  until  his  arriA^al  before  moAung,  At  9  a.  m. 
General  Milroy  arriA^ed,  and  line  Avas  formed.  The  command  moA^ed 
forw  ard  in  line  for  one  mile,  Avhen  it  Avas  found  that  the  enemy  had  left 
our  front.  Pursuit  w  as  commenced  and  kept  up  as  far  as  old  Jefferson 
Crossing  of  Stone’s  RiA^er.  The  command  then  halted  and  rested,  and 
then  moved  over  to  the  railroad,  Avhere  it  had  been  destroyed  by  Wheeler. 
The  trains  arriA^ed  here  during  the  night,  and  at  daylight  of  the  4th  of 
Sei)tember  the  command  Avas  again  embarked  upon  the  train  and  moved 
to  Miirfreesborough.  At  9  a,  m.  General  Milroy  sent  word  that  the 
enemy  w^as  crossing  the  Salem  pike  five  miles  from  town,  and  the  com¬ 
mand  AA^as  at  once  moved  in  that  direction.  While  uiion  the  march 
wmrd  was  receiA^ed  that  the  enemy  had  gone  in  full  retreat,  and  General 
Milroy  wnis  in  xnirsuit.  The  command  Avas  moved  back  to  Murfrees- 
borough,  wdiere  it  remained  until  10  a.  m.  September  5,  when  we  moA^ed 
ujion  the  trains  toward  Tullahoma,  repairing  some  300  feet  of  track  near 
Cliristiana.  Upon  arriAung  at  Tullahoma  a  request  Avas  received  that 
the  general  should  moA  e  his  command  to  Huntsville  and  Pulaski. 
Arrangements  were  made  to  comjdy  AAuth  this  request,  and  the  ex])edi- 
tion  arrived  in  Huntsville  upon  the  trains  at  8.30  a.  m.  of  the  Otli  of 
September.  Rations  w  ere  drawn  here  liy  the  men,  and  the  expedition 
inoceeded  to  Pulaski,  arriving  there  at  8.30  ]>.  m.,  A\  here  it  remained  all 
night.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th  the  command  aa  us  moved  to  Athens, 
and  disembarked  about  12  m.  Here  Avord  Avas  receiA’ed  that  Generals 
Rousseau  and  Granger  Avere  making  for  the  same  ])oint,  and  Ave  aAAuited 
their  arrival.  In  the  mean  time  Colonel  Streight,  commanding  First 
Brigade,  was  sent  with  his  OAAm  and  the  Third  Brigade  to  Rogersville. 
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Generjils  Roilsseau  and  Graiii>ei’  an’ived  at  ^Vtlnni.s  Snpteinber  8,  at  I  j>. 
in.,  and  about  0  p.  in.,  at  the  earnest  solicitation  of  General  8teediuan, 
the  whole  command  of  cavalry  was  set  in  motion  to  snpjmrt  Colonel 
Streight.  The  cavalry  camped  at  Elk  River  on  the  night  of  the  8th  of 
September.  At  4  a.  in.  September  9  that  command  moved  and  overtook 
the  infantry  under  Colonel  Streight’s  command  at  Shoal  Creek  about  3.80 
p.  m.  Colonel  Streight  had  overtaken  General  Wlieeler’s  rear  guard 
and  skirmished  with  it,dri\dng  the  enemy  and  (rossing  the  creek,  where 
he  awaited  the  arrival  of  the  cavalry.  At  this  point  it  was  determined 
by  General  Rousseau  to  remain  for  the  night.  On  the  morning  of  the 
lOth  of  September,  after  a  long  delay,  the  cavalry  started  in  i)ursuit,  and 
the  infantry  of  this  command  awaited  developments.  In  the  mean 
time  foraging  ])arties  Avere  sent  out,  and  meat  sufficient  for  two  days’ 
rations  collexded  from  the  rebel  citizens  of  the  country.  A  portion  of  the 

command  was  moved  doAvn  to - Fei  ry,  a\  here  some  of  the  lioats  of 

the  enemy  Avere  concealed.  Some  skirmishing  aa  as  had  and  the  guards 
of  the  boats  driven  from  their  cover,  1  being  killed  and  several  AAounded. 
Orders  to  moA^e  up  to  Florence  prevented  any  attempt  to  gain  pos¬ 
session  of  the  boats.  These  orders  were  afterAAmrd  counteiinanded, 
and  the  troops  nioA^ed  back  to  their  camps.  General  Rousseau  here  an¬ 
nounced  that  Wheeler  had  crossed  the  Tennessee  RIa  er  at  4  p.  m.  On 
the  morning  of  the  lltli  the  command  started  for  Athens,  reaching  Elk 
RiA^er  at  dark,  and  Athens  at  9  a.  m.  on  the  12th  of  September. "  The 
command  started  at  11  a.  m.  September  12  for  Chattanooga,  arriA'ing 
there  at  11.30  p.  m. 

Accompanying  this  please  find  the  telegrams  receiA^ed  during  the 
expedition.  The  organization  of  the  command  AAms  as  folloAA^s :  First 
Brigade,  Colonel  Streight  commanding — Fifty-first  Indiana,  ElcA^enth

Atlantay  Oa.: 

My  Bear  General:  Your  very  interesting  letter  of  the  4th  is  just 
received.  Its  perusal  has  given  me  the  greatest  pleasure.  I  have  not 
written  before  to  congratulate  you  on  the  capture  of  Atlanta,  the  ob- 
jectiA^e  point  of  your  brilliant  campaign,  for  the  reason  that  I  haA^e  been 
suffering  from  my  annual  attack  of  coryza,”  or  hay  cold.  It  affects 
my  eyes  so  much  that  I  can  hardly  see  to  write. 

As  you  suppose,  I  have  watched  your  moA^ements  most  attentfrely 
and  critically,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  your  campaign  has  been 
the  most  brilliant  of  the  war.  Its  results  are  less  striking  and  less  com¬ 
plete  than  those  of  General  Grant  at  Vicksburg,  but  then  you  have  had 
greater  difficulties  to  encounter,  a  longer  line  of  communication  to  keep 
u]),  and  a  longer  and  more  continuous  strain  upon  yourself  and  upon 
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your  army.  You  must  liave  been  veiy  (‘ousiderably  aiiuoyed  by  the 
State  negro  rexauitiug  agents. 

Your  letter  was  a  capital  one  and  did  much  good.  The  law  was  a 
ridiculous  one;  it  was  opposed  by  the  War  Department,  but  passed 
through  the  influence  of  Eastern  manufacturers  who  hoi)ed  to  escape  the 
draft  in  that  way.  They  were  making  immense  fortunes  out  of  the  war, 
and  could  well  aflbrd  to  purchase  negro  recruits,  and  thus  save  their 
employes  at  home. 

I  fully  agree  with  you  in  regard  to  the  policy  of  a  stringent  draft, 
but,  unfortunately,  political  influences  are  against  us,  and  I  fear  it  will 
not  amount  to  much.  Mr.  Seward’s  foolish  speech  at  Auburn,  again 
prophesying  for  the  twentieth  time  that  the  lebellion  would  be  crushed 
in  a  few  months,  and  saying  that  there  would  be  no  draft,  as  we  now 
had  soldiers  enough  to  end  the  war,  &c.,  has  done  much  harm  in  a  mili¬ 
tary  point  of  view.  But  these  infernal  old  political  humbugs  cannot 
tell  the  truth  even  when  it  is  for  their  interest  to  do  so.  1  have  seen 
enough  of  politics  here  to  last  me  for  life.  Y^ou  are  right  in  avoiding 
them.  McClellan  may  possibly  reach  the  White  House,  but  he  will 
lose  the  respecfl  of  all  honest,  high-minded  patriots  by  his  association 
with  such  traitors  and  copperheads  as  Belmont,  Yallandigham,  Wood, 
Seymour,  and  Co.  He  could  not  stand  ui^on  the  traitorous  Chicago 
platform,  but  he  had  not  the  manliness  to  oppose  it.  A  major-general 
in  the  United  States  service,  and  yet  not  one  word  to  utter  against 
rebels  or  the  rebellion !  1  had  much  respect  for  McClellan  before  he 
became  a  ])olitician,  but  very  little  after  reading  his  sneaking  and  cow¬ 
ardly  letter  accepting  the  nomination. 

Hooker  certainly  made  a  mistake  in  leaving  before  the  capture  of 
Atlanta.  I  understand  that  when  here  he  said  that  you  would  fail, 
your  army  was  discouraged  and  dissatisfied,  &c.  He  is  most  unmeas¬ 
ured  in  his  abuse  of  me.  I  inclose  you  a  specimen  of  what  he  publishes 
in  Northern  papers  wherever  he  goes.*  They  are  dictated  by  himself, 
and  written  by  Wilkes,  Butterfield,  and  such  worthies.  The  funny  i:>art 
of  the  business  is  that  I  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  his  being- 
relieved  on  either  occasion.  Moreover,  I  have  never  said  anything  to 
the  President  or  Secretary  of  War  to  injure  him  in  the  slightest  degree, 
and  he  knows  that  perfectly  well.  His  animosity  arises  from  another 
source.  He  is  aware  that  I  know  something  about  his  character  and 
conduct  in  California,  and  fearing  that  I  may  use  that  information 
against  him,  he  seeks  to  ward  off  its  effects  by  making  it  appear  that  I 
am  his  personal  enemy,  am  jealous  of  him,  &c.  I  know  of  no  other 
reason  for  his  hostility  to  me.  He  is  welcome  to  abuse  as  much  as  he 
pleases ;  I  don’t  think  it  will  do  him  much  good  or  me  much  harm. 

I  know  very  little  of  General  Howard,  but  believe  him  to  be  a  true, 
honorable  man.  Thomas  is  also  a  noble  old  war  horse.  It  is  true  that 
he  is  slow,  but  he  is  always  sure. 

I  have  not  seen  General  Grant  since  the  fall  of  Atlanta,  and  do  not 
know  what  instructions  he  has  sent  you. 

I  fear  that  Canby  has  not  the  means  to  do  much  by  way  of  Mobile. 

The  military  effects  of  Banks’  disaster  are  now  showing  themselves  by 
the  threatened  operations  of  Price  and  Co.  toward  Missouri,  thus  keep¬ 
ing  in  check  our  armies  west  of  the  Mississii)pi.

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  am  here  for  two  days  only,  to  organize  the  local 
force  for  the  defense  of  this  place  against  threatened  raids.  I  think  I 
shall  have  sufficient  force  for  its  protection,  but  I  would  again  urge  the 
appointment  or  assignment  of  a  suitable  officer  as  commandant  of  this 
]iost.  The  public  interest  here  in  the  way  of  factories,  the  armory,  &c., 
justifies  and  lequires  that  arrangements  for  the  defense  of  the  place 
should  be  made.  All  that  is  now  wanting  is  a  proper  commandant  of 
the  post.  I  have  heretofore  approved  the  application  made  by  the  citi¬ 
zens  for  the  apiiointment  of  Colonel  Mell,  of  this  place.  He  would  be 
an  acceptable  and  good  appointment.  I  have  suggested  in  former  let¬ 
ters  other  names,  and  am  personally  indifferent  as  to  the  man,  but  feel 
anxious  for  the  ap])ointment  of  some  suitable  officer. 

Allow  me,  in  this  unofficial  letter,  to  express  to  you  an  opinion  which 
I  feel  so  strongly  that  I  desire  to  exiuess  it  to  yourself  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  While  I  know  too  little  of  the  condition  of  our  different  armies 
in  the  field  to  express  an  o])inion  worthy  of  much  consideration,  yet 
there  is  a  conviction  upon  my  mind  so  strong  and  overwhelming  that 
1  cannot  throw  it  off,  that  the  defense  of  Atlanta  and  Georgia,  and 
the  certain  defeat  and  destruction  of  Sherman’s  army,  are  involved 
in  some  movement  to  be  made  by  Forrest  (if  possible)  or  some  other 
cavalry  on  Sherman’s  line  of  communication.  Unless  it  is  done,  I 
see  no  end  to  the  slow  process  of  Sherman’s  advance  through  Georgia. 
If  his  communication  was  cut  for  ten  days  his  army  would  be  destroyed, 
and  Georgia,  as  well  as  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  saved,  and  Tennessee 
recovered.  To  effect  such  a  result  could  we  not  afford  to  uncover  for  a 
short  time  the  country  protected  by  Forrest?  It  does  seem  to  me  that 
the  object  to  be  accomplished  makes  the  proposition  worthy  of  consid¬ 
eration.  It  is  proper  I  should  say  that  our  people  are  in  the  best  spir¬ 
its,  hopeful  and  confident.  They  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  Gen¬ 
eral  Johnston,  which  has  not  been  shaken  by  his  falling  back,  and  they 
believe  that  the  President  will  do  all  that  any  man  can  do.  I  trust  you 
will  pardon  the  liberty  I  take  in  making  these  suggestions,  and  be  as¬ 
sured  that  I  only  do  so  because  I  feel  a  conviction  that  impressed  me 
with  the  idea  that  it  is  the  only  certain  solution  of  the  present  impend¬ 
ing  danger.

Ferry-boat  on  east  side 
of  river. 

Adaholt’s :  Two  miles  southwest  from  Sandtown  Ferry ;  fortified  on 
east  bank  of  river,  with  rifle-pits  for  100  or  150  men. 

Gorman’s :  Two  miles  southwest  of  Sandtown ;  fortified  on  east  side, 
and  guarded  by  one  company. 

At  most,  if  not  all,  the  ferries  mentioned  above  as  now  in  use  the 
ascent  and  descent  to  and  from  the  river  on  either  side  is  good  for 
artillery  or  wagons.  The  highest  ground  and  most  commanding  posi¬ 
tions  for  artillery,  in  my  judgment,  are  found  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
river — that  is  the  bank  from  Atlanta.  On  our  (the  east)  side,  in  some 
instances,  pretty  fair  positions  for  artillery  a  little  back  from  the  river 
can  be  obtained. 

Brigadier- General  Humes’  division  of  cavalry  (two  brigades)  has  just 
passed  down  the  river  for  the  purpose  of  re-enforcing  theBtate  troops 
at  the  crossings  mentioned  above.  I  have  furnished  the  commanding 
officer  with  a  guide  and  all  information  I  had.  On  yesterday  evening 
at  1  o’clock  the  enemy  were  moving  bodies  of  infantry,  number  not 
known,  to  and  around  Sweet  Water  Factory.  A  portion  of  this  cavalry, 
evidently  on  a  reconnaissance,  appeared  ox)posite  to  Adaholt’s  Ferry, 
but  on  being  fired  upon  by  the  State  troops  retired.

That  river,  if  not 
fordable,  should  not  be  immediately  in  your  rear,  and  if  you  cross,  it 
will  enable  the  enemy  without  danger  to  send  a  detachment  to  cut  your 
communications  with  Alabama,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  troops  of  that 
department,  to  capture  the  cities,  destroy  the  mines  and  manufactories, 
and  separate  the  States  by  a  new  line  of  occuxiation.  At  this  distance 
I  cannot  judge  of  your  condition  or  the  best  method  of  averting  calam¬ 
ity.

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  dispatch  of  yesterday.  Our  falling  back 
was  sloAv.  Every  change  of  position  has  been  reported  to  General 
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Bragg.  We  have  been  forced  back  by  the  operations  of  a  siege,  which 
tlie  enemy^s  extreme  caution  and  greatly  siipeiior  numbers  have  made 
me  unable  to  prevent.  I  have  found  no  opi)ortunity  for  battle  except 
by  attacking  intrenchments.  It  is  supposed  in  the  army  that  Sher¬ 
man’s  immediate  object  is  the  capture  of  Atlanta.  A  part  of  our  troops 
is  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  intrenched,  and,  having  six  bridges 
behind  it,  so  that  we  do  not  think  it  exposed.  It  is  believed  here  that 
there  are  16,000  cavalry  for  defense  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  and, 
therefore,  that  the  enemy  cannot  make  a  detachment  able  to  invade  that 
department.  Might  not  4,000  of  this  cavalry  prevent  the  danger  by 
breaking  np  the  railroad  between  the  enemy  and  Dalton,  thus  compell¬ 
ing  Sherman  to  withdraw'?

Major:  I  am  to  the  right  of  Colonel  Dibrell,  on  a  road  that  leads 
from  Buck  Head  to  Eoswell  (called  the  river  road).  My  pickets  connect 
with  Colonel  Dibrell’s  to  my  left,  and  I  scout  across  to  Colonel  Gaines’, 
on  my  right.  To  my  front  two  roads  turn  off  to  the  left,  one  going  to 
Isham’s  and  the  other  to  Stephens’  Ford.  I  am  picketing  these  three 
roads.  General  Kelly,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Lieuten¬ 
ant  Pointer,  will  move  Dibrell’s  brigade  over  to  the  right.  I  sent 
scouts  through  the  enemy’s  lines  last  night,  but  they  have  not  returned. 
The  force  at  Isham’s  is  not  large.  The  Yankees  have  not  advanced 
to-daj^  from  any  point  between  Eoswell  and  Powers’  Ferry.  If  our  in¬ 
fantry  all  fall  back  the  cavalry  on  this  road  will  be  in  danger  of  being 
cut  off.  The  Yankee  force  that  crossed  between  Eoswell  and  Pace’s 
Ferry  in  advancing  will  move  by  concentric  roads  to  Buck  Head,  which 
is  five  miles  in  my  rear,  and  not  more  than  four  or  five  miles  from 
Pace’s  Ferry.  The  road  from  Pace’s  Ferry  should  be  held  until  the 
troops  from  this  road  can  move  out.  I  think  it  would  have  been  better 
to  have  moved  me  to  the  right  of  Colonel  Gaines,  which  would  have 
left  General  Kelly’s  division  together ;  as  it  is,  I  am  between  Anderson 
and  the  balance  of  Kelly’s  command.

Your  telegram  oftlie  8tli  received.  You  know'wliat  force  you  left 
in  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  and  what  part  of  it  has,  since  you  left  that 
department,  been  transferred  to  re-enforce  you  in  Georgia.  You  were, 
therefore,  in  condition  to  judge  of  the  value  of  the  belief  that  there  are  now 
for  the  defense  of  those  States  16,000  cavalry,  aiid  of  the  conclusion  drawn 
from  that  belief.  The  proposition  to  send  4,000  cavalry  from  that  de¬ 
partment  to  break  up  the  railroad  between  the  enemy  and  Dalton  sug¬ 
gests  the  inquiry,  Why  not  so  employ  those  already  sent  to  you  from 
that  department,  or  others  of  equal  number,  for  the  proposed  operation, 
the  importance  of  which  has  long  been  recognized,  and  the  immediate 
execution  of  which  has  become  a  necessity  If  it  be  practicable  for 
distant  cavalry,  it  must  be  more  so  for  that  which  is  near,  and  former 
experiences  have  taught  you  the  difference  there  would  be  in  time, 
which  is  now  of  such  pressing  importance.  Will  write  to  you  and  give 
information  in  relation  to  the  condition  of  General  S.  D.  Lee’s  depart¬ 
ment,  which,  I  perceive,  you  cannot  possess.

Sir  :  In  a  telegram  of  this  date  I  promised  to  give  you  by  letter  some 
information  in  relation  to  the  department  of  General  S.  D.  Lee,  which 
your  dispatch  indicated  you  did  not  possess.  General  Lee  telegraphed 
on  the  8th  instant  from  Tupelo: 

Enemy  advanced  to  Ripley  yesterday  evening ;  is  exceedingly  cautions  and  careful. 
His  force  about  15,000,  mostly  veteran  troops.  Ninety-days’  men  left  on  railroad.  My 
force  7,500  cavalry,  1,500  dismounted  men,  20  pieces  of  artillery.* 

On  the  9th,  from  same  place,  he  telegraphed  : 

Troops  left  Morganza  [July]  6th  for  New  Orleans.  Canby  isno  doubt  now  moving 
on  Mobile  with  20,000  men.  Column  of  enemy  south  of  Ripley,  reported  12,000  to 
15,000  strong,  advancing  slowly.  I  deem  it  of  vital  importance  that  an  infantry  forcg 
be  put  in  Mobile  at  once.  I  can  only  put  a  part  of  my  cavalry  there,  dismounted.* 

On  the  same  day  (9th  instant)  General  Maury,  at  Mobile,  telegraphed : 

Just  heard  from  New  Orleans.  Canby  preparing  to  come  here  with  about  20,000 
men.  Expedition  seems  almost  ready.* 

The  enemy  had  made  movements  from  Vicksburg  and  ^atchez.  The 
first  w^as  met  by  General  Adams,  commanding  the  brigade  of  General 
Lee’s  division  which  remained  in  Mississippi  when  the  other  three  brigades 
were  sent  to  Alabama,  and  thence,  I  am  informed,  to  re-enforce  your 
army  in  Georgia,  and  the  expedition,  after  getting  as  far  as  Jackson, 
was  abandoned,  and  the  enemy,  it  is  said,  returned  to  Vicksburg  severely 
punished.  Of  that  which  started  from  Natchez  no  report  has  reached 
me.  The  recent  movement  of  General  Pillow  and  its  results  are,  I  sui)- 
pose,  known  to  you.  I  have  no  official  information  in  regard  to  it,  or 
of  the  troops  under  his  command. 

If  the  force  confronting  the  enemy  at  Eipley  were  withdrawn  a  de¬ 
tachment  might  lay  Avaste  the  stored  and  growing  supplies  of  the  Tom- 
bigbee  Valley,  and  the  main  body,  liberated  from  the  iirotection  of  Mem¬ 
phis  and  free  from  flank  attack,  could  (andi)robably  Avoiild)  move  rapidly

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on  to  re-enforce  Sherman  or  cover  his  line  of  communication,  as  the  one 
or  the  other  should  be  most  necessary  to  counteract  or  overcome  the 
operation  against  him.  If  General  Adams  and  the  fragmentary  organi¬ 
zations  in  Southern  Mississipx)i  be  withdrawn,  there  will  [be]  little  ditti- 
culty  in  a  movement  by  the  enemy  from  Vicksburg  and  the  points  below 
it  to  Selma  for  the  destruction  of  the  valuable  machinery  and  material 
collected  there,  as  well  as  the  large  supi^lies  in  that  part  of  Alabama. 
I  have  heretofore  expressed  my  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  supplies  in 
the  localities  named  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  your  army. 

Senator  Hill  has  arrived,  and  after  conversing  with  him  I  have  called 
for  exact  statements  from  the  War  Department,  after  the  receipt  of 
which  I  will  endeavor  to  reply  to  the  various  propositions  and  reflections 
which  have  been  presented  to  me.

Commanding  Armies  Confederate  States,  Richmond,  Va.: 
General:  During  the  campaign  from  Dalton  to  the  Chattahoochee 
River  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that  tve  liaA  c  liad  several  chances  to  strike 
the  enemy  a  decisive  blow.  We  have  failed  to  take  advantage  of  such 
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opportunities,  and  find  our  army  south  of  the  Chattahoochee,  very  much 
decreased  in  strength.  Our  loss  cannot  be  less  than  20,000,  without 
having  fought  a  decisive  battle.  I  deem  it  of  the  greatest  importance 
that  General  Kirby  Smith  should  be  ordered  at  once,  with  at  least  half, 
if  not  a  larger  portion,  of  his  army,  on  this  side  of  the  Mississipin  Eiver. 
Our  success  west  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver  has  proven  a  disadvantage  to 
us,  since  the  enemy  has  re-enforced  his  army  on  this  side,  and  we  have 
failed  to  do  so.  The  strength  of  the  Army  of  Tennessee  is  such  at  this 
time  as  to  render  it  necessary  to  have  aid  from  General  Kirby  Smith — 
allowing  that  we  should  gain  a  victory  over  Sherman — to  follow  up  our 
success  and  regain  our  lost  territory.  Our  present  position  is  a  very 
difficult  one,  and  we  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  alloAv  the 
enemy  to  gain  possession  of  Atlanta,  and  deem  it  excessively  important, 
should  we  find  the  enemy  intends  establishing  the  Chattahoochee  as 
their  line,  relying  upon  interrupting  our  communications  and  again  vir¬ 
tually  dividing  our  country,  that  we  should  attack  him,  even  if  we  should 
have  to  recross  the  river  to  do  so.  I  have,  general,  so  often  urged  that 
we  should  force  the  enemy  to  give  us  battle  as  to  almost  be  regarded 
reckless  by  the  officers  high  in  rank  in  this  army,  since  their  views  have 
been  so  directly  opposite.  I  regard  it  as  a  great  misfortune  to  our  coun¬ 
try  that  we  failed  to  give  battle  to  the  enemy  many  miles  north  of  our 
present  position.  Please  say  to  the  President  that  I  shall  continue  to 
do  my  duty  cheerfully  and  faithfully,  and  strive  to  do  what  I  think  is 
best  for  our  country,  as  my  constant  prayer  is  for  our  success.

Major  :  Scouts  from  beyond  the  river  report  heavy  masses  of  the 
enemy’s  infantry  lying  between  the  railroad  and  the  Johnson’s  Ferry 
road.  They  say  there  is  no  infantry  above  the  Johnson’s  Ferry  road. 
The  enemy  seems  to  be  resting.  Some  cavalry  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Eoswell.  A  little  skirmishing  along  my  front  last  night  and  this  morn¬ 
ing.  The  pickets  of  the  command  to  my  immediate  left  are  too  weak  ; 
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tliey  fell  back  last  night  more  than  a  mile,  which  left  my  camp  ex¬ 
posed.

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  in  conformity  to  orders  (see  copies  A 
aiidB,  inclosed*),  I  reported  to  Lieutenant-General  Polk,  commanding 
the  Army  of  Mississipi)i  in  the  field,  in  advance  of  Marietta,  on  the  2d 
day  of  June.  Lieutenant-General  Polk  stated  that  he  had  only  the 
reserve  forces  of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  which  he  wished  me  to  organ¬ 
ize  and  command  in  the  field.  Thus  deprived  of  an  alternative  I  found 
myself  virtually  assigned  to  a  service  not  in  accordance  with  my  wishes. 
Tlie  general  stated  that  he  would  immediately  telegraph  and  write  to 
the  President,  recommending  my  assignment  to  that  service,  and  he 
afterward  informed  me  that  he  had  done  so.  The  general  instructed 
me  to  await  orders,  at  such  convenient  place  in  the  vicinity  of  the  army 
as  I  might  select.  Being  without  guards  for  my  horses  and  baggage 
(after  having  been  plundered  once  to  a  small  extent),  and  unable  for 
the  want  of  transportation  to  conform  to  the  developments  of  the  cam¬ 
paign,  I  applied  for  and  obtained  authority  to  come  to  Atlanta,  where 
1  could  watch  both  with  gveater  certainty.  After  the  fall  of  Lieutenant- 
General  Polk,  in  the  field,  I  addressed  a  communication  to  Major-Gen¬ 
eral  Loring,  commanding  the  Army  of  the  Mississippi  (see  copies  C  and  # 
D,  inclosed*),  and  subsequently  referred  the  subject  to  Lieutenant-Gen¬ 
eral  Stewart,  his  successor  in  command,  who  instructs  me  to  await  a 
reply  from  the  Wac.  Department  to  Lieutenant-General  Polk’s  recom¬ 
mendation.  These  circumstances  will  explain  the  necessity  which  has 
deprived  me  of  active  participation  for  a  brief  period  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  present  active  campaigns  against  the  enemy.

General  Hardee,  with  his  corps,  made  a  night  march  and 
attacked  the  enemy’s  extreme  left  at  1  o’clock  to-day;  drove  him  from 
his  works,  capturing  16  pieces  of  artillery  and  5  stand  of  colors. 
Major-General  Cheatham  attacked  the  enemy  at  4  p.  m.  with  a  portion 
of  his  command;  drove  the  enemy,  capturing  6  pieces  of  artillery. 
During  the  engagements  we  captured  about  2,000  jirisoners,  but  loss 
not  fully  ascertained.  Major-General  Walker  killed;  Brigadier-Gen¬ 
erals  Smith,  Gist,  and  Mercer  wounded.

'  some  this  evening.  I  have  one  intelligent  prisoner  (a  Dutchman),  who 
says  Stoneman’s  corps  is  on  this  side  of  the  river,  and  will  confront 
your  cavalry  in  the  morning.  McCook’s  division  came  down  this  even¬ 
ing,  as  his  advance,  to  clear  out  the  road  to  this  iioint,  and  did  not 
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anticipate  serious  opposition.  Scouts  inform  me  a  column  (could  not 
tell  whether  cavalry  or  infantry,  but  think  the  latter),  Avith  artillery, 
marched  from  the  railroad  crossing  in  the  direction  of  Atlanta.  The 
prisoner  says  infantry  was  to  cross  after  McCook’s  division,  and  Stone- 
man  to  follow  Avitli  all  his  cavalry.  I  did  not  give  up  Turner’s  Ferry 
road,  because  I  thought  General  Humes’  line  [was]  on  that  road,  and 
I  would  thus  have  left  [it]  exposed.  As  it  seems  he  does  not  hold  it, 
I  can  see  nothing  to  be  accomihished  by  keeping  it  longer,  and  with 
your  consent  will  withdraw  the  regiment  to-night  or  early  to-morrow 
morning.

If  the  news  of  the  glorious  vic¬ 
tory  at  Atlanta,  reported  this  morning,  prove  true  it  will  again  open  to 
us  Alabama  and  East  Mississippi,  and  remove  a  part  of  the  great  weight 
pressing  upon  us.  But  as  far  as  I  am  informed  there  is  still  a  large  sup¬ 
ply  of  corn  in  East  Georgia,  and  with  what  could  be  collected  in  South 
and  Fforth  Carolina  there  would  be  enough  to  support  us  till  the  new 
crop  is  available.  That  which  is  now  in  Eichmond  should  be  reserved 
if  possible,  and  every  effort  made  to  increase  the  supply.  The  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  railroad  bridges  beyond  Greensborough  is  a  serious  evil.  I 
understand  it  was  done  by  incendiaries,  which  makes  it  more  lamentable 
Those  bridges  will  therefore  have  to  be  guarded  by  the  reserves,  like 
those  exposed  to  the  enemy.  The  trains  arrived  last  night  fi’om  Wel¬ 
don,  but  brought  only  sufficient  corn  for  the  cavalry.  That  was  some  re¬ 
lief,  but  obliges  us  still  to  diminish  our  reserve.

General:  A  large  train  of  wagons  can  be  seen  from  the  hills  near 
Baker’s  Ferry  on  opposite  side  the  river,  between  that  point  and 
Green’s,  and  a  woman  has  just  come  to  my  headquarters  from  that  side 
the  river.  Says  she  left  the  Baker’s  Ferry  road,  about  half  a  mile  from 
ferry,  yesterday  evening,  walking  several  miles  down  the  river,  where 
she  crossed.  She  saw  Colonel  Adams’  brigade  cavalry  and  some  in¬ 
fantry,  but  could  not  tell  the  number.  The  infantry  had  stopped  and 
stacked  arms  on  the  Baker’s  Ferry  road.  She  saw  two  of  my  men 
taken  before  Colonel  Adams,  and  saw  the  boats  in  which  the  party 
crossed  the  river  yesterday  below  Baker’s  (two  only  of  Captain  Nors- 
worchy’s  men  were  captured),  and  says  the  boats  looked  like  cloth. 
They  placed  the  boats  in  wagons  on  their  return,  and  she  saAv  many 
others  in  wagons  along  with  this  force.  My  scouts  confirm  the  state¬ 
ments  in  reference  to  the  brigade  of  cavalry,  wagon  train,  &c.,  biit  have 
not  discovered  infantry.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  I  think,  of  this  being 
a  pontoon  train,  and  the  enemy  in  all  probability  intend  crossing  witli  a 
formidable  force  to  strike  the  road  below  Atlanta.

I.  Officers  on  duty  in  front  shoxdd  not  content  themselves  with  merely 
observing  if  the  enemy  advance,  but  keep  themselvevs  informed  of  his 
movements,  and  report  ])romi)tly  whatever  changes  in  his  position  or 
line  occur  during  their  tour  of  service.  To  this  end,  a  few  scouts 
should  be  kept  constantly  in  front  of  the  advanced  vedettes  and  suffi- 
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cieiitly  near  the  enemy  to  observe  his  movements.  The  first  duty  of  a 
j)icket  commander,  after  his  vedettes  have  been  established,  is  to  inform 
himself  of  the  exact  x)osition  of  the  enemy  Is  vedettes  and  x^ickets,  and 
to  observe  frequently  during  the  day  if  tliey  have  ])een  moved.  Esx)ec- 
ially  is  it  imxmrtant  to  know  early  in  the  morning  what  changes  may 
have  taken  xdace  during  the  xn’eceding  night.  It  is  therefore  made  the 
duty  of  each  x)icket  commander  to  forward  veiy  early  each  morning  a 
rex)ort  in  writing  of  the  exact  xiosition  of  the  enemy,  and  what  if  any 
changes  may  have  occurred  since  the  evening  before,  and  to  rex)ort  in 
X)erson  as  soon  as  relieved  at  the  expiration  of  his  tour  of  service. 

II.  The  officers  and  men  are  enjoined  to  arrest  all  x^ersons  attemxit- 
ing  to  x^ass  through  or  about  our  lines,  unless  shielded  by  the  x^’oxier 
written  authority.  It  has  been  but  a  day  or  two  since  some  members 
of  the  Legion,  by  their  vigilance  and  promxffi  discharge  of  duty,  did  a 
most  valuable  service  to  our  army  and  country  by  arresting  one,  who 
Xiroved  to  be  a  Federal  officer,  escax^ed  from  xirison  and  attempting  to 
make  his  way  to  Yankee  lines,  with  information  which  would  have  been 
of  great  imxmrtance  to  the  enemy  and  might  have  injured  us  irrex^ar- 
ably.  We  cannot  be  too  vigilant.  Uniforms  and  badges  of  rank  are  not 
sufficent  x^assx)orts,  but  all  officers,  as  well  as  men,  will  be  required  to 
show  their  x^ax^ers,  and  whenever  the  least  doubt  exists  as  to  their 
authority  to  x)ass  they  will  be  arrested  and  sent  to  these  headquarters.

Mississippi  Department,  addressed  to  General  Cooper,  has  been  re¬ 
ferred  to  me.  On  conference  with  the  President  on  the  subject,  he 
made  the  following  indorsement: 

A  transfer  and  assignment  to  tlie  Trans-Mississippi  Department  requires  a  pre¬ 
vious  inquiry  as  to  a  command  there  to  which  he  can  be  consistently  assigned.  I 
would  be  pleased  to  relieve  General  Hindman  of  the  embarrassment  described  in  any 
practicable  and  proper  manner.  Physical  disability  for  immediate  service  would 
justify  a  leave  of  absence. 

I  regret  to  say  I  know,  and,  upon  inquiry,  can  receive  intelligence  of 
no  command  in  the  Trans-Mississippi  Department  to  which  you  could 
be  appropriately  assigned.  Indeed,  there  are  already  in  that  depart¬ 
ment  more  major-generals  than  divisions  to  be  commanded,  and  ap¬ 
pointments  warmly  recommended  have  been  declined  by  the  President 
because  he  did  not  deem  that  suitable  employment  could  be  found  for 
the  appointees.  Very  serious  regret  is  felt  by  the  Department  at  the 
physical  disability  and  other  causes  that  induce  you  to  desire  a  transfer, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  be  removed  without  involving  your  per¬ 
manent  severance  from  the  army  with  which  you  are  connected.

The  Nineteenth  Army  Corps  having  gone  to  Virginia  or  Washington 
City,  the  infantry  force  threatening  Mobile  cannot  be  more  than  7,000 
at  the  most,  after  leaving  a  garrison  at  New  Orleans  and  in  Louisiana. 
All  that  is  necessary  at  Mobile  is  7,000  men,  as  0,000  will  man  the 
trenches.  The  reserve  and  militia  of  Alabama  are  thought  to  be  am¬ 
ple.  None  but  small  boats  can  get  near  to  Mobile,  and  the  heaviest 
batteries  are  near  the  city.  This  infoi-mation  in  regard  to  Mobile  I  got 
from  Lieutenant-General  Lee.  The  force  at  Holly  Springs  is  the  same 
or  less  than  Lee  compelled  to  retreat.  I  suggest  that  the  Trans-Missis¬ 
sippi  trooi)s  come  here.  If  they,  or  a  part  of  them,  are  retained  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Forrest  should  go  to  Middle  Tennessee,  as  the  force  at  Holly 
Springs  cannot  march  to  Mobile  with  Forrest  or  a  part  of  the  Trans- 
Mississippi  troops  to  oppose  them.  To  march  the  Trans-Mississip])i 
troops  to  Middle  Tennessee  may  be  too  late,  as  they  have  to  equip 
themselves  with  transportation.  To  hold  Atlanta  I  have  to  hold  East 
Point.

Ko.  14.  )  In  the  Fields  August  12,  1864. 

I.  The  lawless  seizure  and  destruction  of  private  property  by  strag¬ 
gling  soldiers  in  the  rear  and  on  the  flanks  of  this  army  has  become  in¬ 
tolerable.  It  must  come  to  an  end.  It  is  believed  to  be  chargeable 
to  worthless  men,  especially  from  mounted  commands,  who  are  odious 
alike  to  the  citizen  and  the  well-disposed  soldier.  Citizens  and  sol¬ 
diers  are,  therefore,  called  uiion  to  arrest  and  forward  to  the  provost- 
marshal-general  all  persons  guilty  of  wanton  destruction  or  illegal  seiz¬ 
ure  of  property,  that  examples  may  be  immediately  made.  The  laws 
of  war  justify  the  execution  of  such  offenders,  and  those  laws  shaU 
govern. 

II.  Offtcers  are  held  responsible  that  their  men  conduct  themselves 
properly.  In  any  case  where  it  is  shown  that  an  officer,  high  or  low, 
has  permitted  or  failed  to  take  proper  steps  to  prevent  such  depreda¬ 
tions  as  those  complained  of  herein,  he  shall  be  deprived  of  his  com¬ 
mission. 

III.  Hereafter  all  cavalry  horses  must  be  branded.  Division  and 
brigade  commanders  will  determine  the  manner  so  as  to  best  designate 
the  commands  to  which  they  belong.  No  purchase  or  exchange  of 
horses  will  be  permitted  except  by  authority  of  the  company  and  reg¬ 
imental  commanders.  In  each  case  of  such  purchase  or  exchange  the 
soldier  must  receive  a  written  statement  of  the  transaction.  Any  sol¬ 
dier  otherwise  introducing  a  horse  into  any  command  will  be  immedi¬ 
ately  arrested.  General,  field,  and  company  officers  are  expected,  and, 
are  earnestly  requested,  to  give  this  matter  their  attention.  Officers 
failing  must  be  arrested.  In  procuring  forage,  the  least  possible  dam¬ 
age  must  be  done  the  farmer.  Too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  this. 
At  best  he  is  compelled  to  suffer. 

IV.  Citizens  are  warned  not  to  purchase  from  or  exchange  horses 
with  soldiers,  except  when  the  authority  for  the  transaction  is  previ¬ 
ously  had  from  the  company  and  regimental  commanders.  Otherwise 
they  may  lose  their  property  and  will  fail  to  receive  the  support  of  the 
military  authorities.

He  feels  perfectly  confident  that,  with  the  obsti'uctions  in  their  front, 
and  the  artillery  to  break  his  masses,  the  enemy  cannot  carry  our 
works,  however  many  lines  he  may  advance  against  them,  and  however 
determined  maybe  his  assaults,  so  long  as  the  men  occupy  the  trenches, 
and  use  their  rifles.  Let  every  man  remember  that  he  is  individually 
responsible  for  his  few  feet  of  line,  and  that  the  destiny  of  Atlanta 
hangs  upon  the  issue.

II.  When  forage  is  to  be  procured  in  the  country  regular  details  must 
go  for  it,  accompanied  by  an  officer,  who  will  be  responsible  for  the  con¬ 
duct  and  behavior  of  his  men.  Individuals  are  prohibited  from  bring¬ 
ing  forage  into  camps  except  when  properly  detailed  for  such  duty  and 
accompanied  by  an  officer  as  herein  provided. 

III.  Commanding  officers  are  required  to  publish  orders  received  to 
all  the  members  of  their  respective  commands.  If,  therefore,  any  one 
caught  infringing  upon  the  rights  of  citizens  should  plead  ignorance  of 
this  order,  his  company  commander  will  be  held  accountable  unless  he 
can  make  it  appear  that  he  himself  has  not  heard  it,  in  Avhich  case  the 
regimental  commander  must  bear  the  consequences  of  having  failed  to 
make  known  an  important  general  order  to  his  command. 

IV.  The  provost-marshal  of  brigade  will  endeavor  to  detect  and  arrest 
all  offenders  henceforth  against  the  rights  of  citizens  with  a  view  to  the 
prompt  punishment  by  transfer  to  infantry.

Colonel  Hannon,  commanding  brigade, 
destroyed  the  railroad  near  Calhoun  on  Saturday  night,  capturing  1,020 
beef-cattle  and  a  few  wagons.  Allen’s  brigade  and  Humes’  and  Kelly’s 
divisions  destroyed  the  railroad  for  several  miles  between  Resaca  and 
Tunnel  Hill,  and  Kelly’s  and  x)arts  of  Humes’  commands  cax>tured  Dal¬ 
ton  Sunday  evening  with  a  considerable  amount  of  stores,  3  trains  of 
cars,  and  200  fine  mules.  The  train  and  x)art  of  the  stores  were  de¬ 
stroyed  and  the  remainder  apx^ropriated. 

Prisoners  reimrt  re-enforcements  at  Chattanooga,  said  to  be  i)art  of 
A.  J.  Smith’s  troops.  On  Monday  morning  we  were  attacked  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Steedman  with  about  4,000  infantry,  and  obliged  to  leave  Dalton. 
Our  entire  loss  up  to  this  time  about  30,  most  of  them  still  with  the 
command. 

The  most  violent  rains  have  embarrassed  me  very  much,  and  made 
some  of  the  roads  very  bad.  The  large  force  sent  from  Chattanooga 
prevented  our  working  at  the  tuimel.  I  have  several  parties  still  work¬ 
ing  at  the  railroad.

General  :  The  enemy  have  gone  back,  being  closely  pursued  by  a 
portion  of  my  command  which  entered  this  place  soon  after  the  enemy 
retired.  They  burnt  the  depot  buildings,  but  did  little  damage  to  the 
road.  The  force  is  estimated  at  two  regiments.  About  200  came  to 
this  place  in  a  sweeping  gallop,  while  the  remainder  made  demonstra¬ 
tions  on  all  the  flanking  roads.  They  certainly  had  an  infantry  force 
that  came  as  far  as  Owl  Bock  Church,  but  no  farther.  The  enemy’s 
advance  was  so  rapid  that  my  scouts  in  their  rear  could  not  get  to  the 
front  in  time  to  report,  and  those  who  kept  in  their  immediate  front 
were  overrun,  hence  my  difficulty  and  delay  in  ascertaining  their  force, 
&c.  Upon  my  arrival  at  this  place  I  was  led  to  believe  that  this  force 
was  only  a  flanking  party,  and  I  sent  forward  a  portion  of  my  com¬ 
mand  to  Palmetto  to  prevent  any  move  uiion  the  road  at  that  point.

The  report  of 
having  killed  a  man  was  incorrect;  his  horse  fell,  and  evidence  of  blood 
shows  that  horse  or  man  was  badly  wounded.  On  visiting  the  ground 
the  men  were  a  good  deal  disappointed  in  finding  horse  and  man  both 
gone.

Colonel  :  I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  following  state¬ 
ments,  and  ask  that  you  will  please  forward  to  the  proper  officials  with 
such  remarks  as  you  may  see  fit : 

The  policy  adopted  at  the  beginning  of  the  war  by  the  Government 
of  making  cavalrymen  mount  themselves  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  most 
extravagant  to  the  Government,  and  has  done  more  to  demoralize  the 
troops  of  this  branch  of  the  service  than  any  other  cause.  When  a  sol¬ 
dier  is  dismounted,  whether  by  general  or  special  orders  I  do  not  know, 
he  is  entitled  to  a  furlough  of  thirty  days  to  go  home  and  remount  him¬ 
self.  This  makes  every  cavalry  soldier,  or  at  least  all  that  desire  to  be, 
mere  horse  traders,  selling  their  animals  whenever  they  desire  to  go 
home.  Many  even  go  further  than  this;  they  steal  every  animal, 
whether  public  or  private,  when  it  can  be  done  with  any  show  of  sue- 
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cess  iu  retaining  him  for  a  few  days,  until  they  can  sell  or  swap  liiin. 
Some  stations  through  which  the  army  has  jjassed  liave  in  this  way 
been  entirely  swept  of  animals,  thereby  taking  from  the  people  their 
only  means  of  supi)ort.  They  do  not  hesitate  to  take  possession  of  all 
public  animals  captured  from  the  enemy,  wherever  to  be  found,  and 
dispose  of  them  as  private  property,  thus  depriving  the  Government  of 
all  benefit  of  such  capture. 

I  do  not  think  it  any  exaggeration  when  I  make  the  assertion  that 
had  the  cavalry  been  mounted  on  public  animals  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  and  captured  animals  been  used  to  remount  those  ^‘by  the 
chances  of  war  dismounted,”  a  fair  valuation  having  been  paid  for  all 
purchased,  less  money  would  have  been  eximnded,  and  a  large  number 
of  animals  been  secured  to  the  Government,  than  has  already  been  paid 
out  for  animals  killed  in  action  or  lost  through  carelessness  of  owner,  not 
to  say  anything  of  public  animals  that  have  been  taken  possession  of  by 
dismounted  men.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  all  private  animals  now 
ridden  hy  cavalrymen  be  taken  possession  of  by  the  Government  and 
paid  for  either  with  money  or  by  certificate  of  purchase,  and  when  a 
soldier  is  dismounted,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  it  was  through  no  care¬ 
lessness  of  his,  let  him  be  remounted  by  the  Government.  If  through 
his  negligence  let  him  at  once  be  sent  to  an  infantry  command.  This 
mode  of  mounting  troops  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  beneficial  to  the  service 
and  do  away  with  much  of  tiie  odium  now  attached  to  the  cavalry  arm.

I  ordered  General  Cobb 
to  have  these  troops  returned  to  Augusta  and  Columbus,  as  the  infor¬ 
mation  through  scouts  was  that  the  enemy  was  about  making  another 
raid  in  that  direction,  and  I  could  easily  bring  them  up  when  I  was 
ready  to  give  battle.  The  enemy  have  now  withdrawn  in  the  direction 
of  Jonesborough,  and  I  think  will  take  position  at  East  Point,  Atlanta, 
and  Decatur  to  recruit  his  army  and  prepare  for  another  campaign.  I 
am  making,  and  shall  still  make,  every  possible  effort  to  gather  the  ab¬ 
sentees  of  this  army.  Shoes  and  clothing  are  very  much  needed.  De¬ 
tailed  men  I  think  had  better  for  the  i)resent  remain  in  the  workshops, 
as  they  cannot  march  and  fight.  I  shall  continue  to  interrupt  as  much 
as  possible  the  communications  of  the*  enemy,  and  hope  that  Taylor’s 
forces  will  soon  cross  the  river.  I  would  be  glad  if  yourself  or  General 
Bragg  would  visit  the  army.

According  to 
all  human  calculations  we  should  have  saved  Atlanta  had  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  army  done  what  was  expected  of  them.  It  has  been 
God’s  will  for  it  to  be  otherwise.  I  am  of  good  heart  and  feel  that  we 
shall  yet  succeed.  The  army  is  much  in  need  of  a  little  rest.  After 
removing  the  prisoners  from  Andersonville,  I  think  we  should,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  place  our  army  upon  the  communications  of  the  enemy, 
drawing  our  supplies  from  the  West  Point  and  Montgomery  Kailroad. 
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Looking  to  this,  I  shall  at  once  proceed  to  strongly  fortify  Macon. 
Please  do  not  fail  to  give  me  advice  at  all  times.  It  is  my  desire  to  do 
the  best  for  you  and  my  country.  May  God  be  with  you  and  us.

The  general  is  very  much 
indisposed,  but  Avill  take  the  saddle  and  join  you,  and  will  be  at  Lamb’s 
Ferry  by  daylight.  He  has  ordered  Colonel  Johnson  to  report  to  you. 
Colonel  Patterson’s  brigade  is  to-night  at  Gilchrist’s,  ready  to  cross. 
He  has  been  ordered  to  communicate  with  you.  (Gilchrist’s  is  opposite 
mouth  of  Elk,  your  former  crossing.) 

There  are  three  good  boats  at  Lamb’s  Ferry  that  will  carry  artillery; 
there  are  four  boats  at  Bainbridge,  which  is  the  best  crossing.  Any  of 
these  will  carry  artillery.  There  are  a  number  of  other  boats  below 
Bainbridge,  the  location  of  Avhich  Colonel  Johnson  knows  better  than 
he  does,  and  can  give  you  more  information  about  them  than  I  can. 

The  general  directs  me  to  say  that  he  believes  that  the  enemy  can  be 
defeated  without  hazard  north  of  the  river,  between  Chattanooga  and 
Pulaski ;  that  the  mounted  force  does  not  exceed  2,000,  and  that  .the  in¬ 
fantry  force  at  each  garrison  has  not  left  their  stockades  for  several 
days,  and  that  they  are  mostly  negroes,  and  feebly  garrisoned.  Colonel 
Patterson’s  orders  from  General  Eoddey  were  to  cross  the  river  at  mouth 
of  Elk,  iiassing  between  Athens  and  the  river,  strike  the  road  and  de¬ 
stroy  as  far  as  practicable  in  the  direction  of  Decatur ;  then  to  pass 
across,  striking  the  road  between  Decatur  and  Huntsville,  destroying 
as  much  as  possible,  and  then  passing  across,  leaving  Huntsville  to  the 
left,  and  striking  the  road  between  that  place  and  Stevenson.  The 
general  directs  me  to  say  that  you  may  exercise  your  own  judgment; 
that  you  can  order  him  to  carry  out  these  orders  or  to  come  to  your 
support.  He  is  subject  to  your  orders,  and  he  requests  me  to  say  that 
you  will  communicate  with  him.  To  carry  out  the  orders  Avould  iirevent 
the  enemy  from  re-enforcing  the  party  in  your  front  and  create  a  diver¬ 
sion  in  your  favor,  and,  besides,  the  road  can  be  badly  damaged  in  the 
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mean  time.  The  general  also  directs  me  to  say  that  if  you  choose  to 
tiglit  to-morrow  that  he  thinks  there  is  very  little  difficulty  in  crossing 
below  Florence,  if,  after  lighting,  you  should  think  it  best  to  cross.

Hear  Sir  :  My  attention  has  just  been  directed  to  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  your  arrival  in  Macon,  eii  route  to  Richmond,  to  take  xiosition 
on  President  Davis’  staff*.  I  rejoice  very  much  over  this  intelligence, 
for  the  Texas  troops  recognize  in  you  a  friend,  freely  symx)athizing  with 
them  in  their  sufferings,  and  fully  axix>i*cciatiiig  the  sacrifices  they  have 
made  in  their  long  sexiaration  from  home  and  families,  and  I  feel  assured 
of  your  deex)  and  abiding  interest  in  whatever  xiertains  to  the  honor  of 
our  State  or  the  success  of  the  great  cause,  dear  alike  to  us  allj  and  I 
do  not,  therefore,  hesitate  to  inform  you  of  the  true  condition  of  my 
command,  trusting  in  securing  your  influence  in  its  behalf.  Wliile  in 
Mississixffii  an  order  was  obtained,  through  Lieutenant-General  Polk, 
Xiermittiug  the  regiments  of  my  brigade  to  go  home  on  furlough  to  re¬ 
cruit  their  dexffeted  ranks.  Before  the  order  was  carried  into  effect, 
another  Avas  received  susxiending  the  privilege  uxion  the  ground  that 
our  services  were  just  then  much  needed,  and  we  started  to  Gen¬ 
eral  Forrest’s  assistance  in  Tennessee.  At  Grenada,  howeA-er,  we 
Avere  informed  that  Ave  Avere  no  longer  required  in  that  quarter  and 
Avere  directed  to  Columbus,  Miss.  There  Lieutenant-General  Polk 
received  the  brigade  and  informed  the  men  that  his  word  was  xff edged 
to  furlough  them,  and  his  x>i*omises  vshould  be  fulfilled  so  soon  as  the 
emergency  demanding  their  services  should  be  over.  There  had  been  no 
murmuring  and  all  Avere  satisfied.  From  Columbus  aa  e  came  to  this 
dexiartment,  and  since  our  arrival  the  brigade  has  lost  in  battle  one- 
fourth  its  effective  strength,  and  it  would  scarcely  make  one  regiment 
now. 

During  the  campaign  it  has  received  the  special  commendation  and 
comxffimentary  orders  from  superior  officers  after  almost  every  engage¬ 
ment.  You  are  aware  that  their  original  term  of  service  and  enlistment 
was  twelve  months,  and  in  leaving  their  families  and  property  they  did 
not  anticix3ate  a  more  xirotracted  absence,  and  hence  did  not  make  xirexia- 
ration  for  the  wants  of  their  families  or  protection  of  xM’oxierty,  but 
by  an  act  of  Congress  they  were  continued  in  service  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  and  noAv  that  term  has  expired.  Lieutenant-General  Polk  has 
been  killed,  and  they  have  desx)aired  of  receiAung  furloughs,  and  I  am 
convinced  beyond  the  shadow  of  a  donbt  that  the  greater  portion  of 
them,  if  not  all,  will  go  to  the  Trans-Mississixix^i  Department  as  soon  as 
the  enemy  ceases  to  advance  in  Georgia.  When  in  Mississix)Xii  one  man 
of  every  twenty-five  effective  Avas  furloughed,  and  thus  all  could  com- 
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iniinicate  with  their  homes,  and  our  duties  ou  the  Mississippi  Kiver 
were  the  most  agTeeable  to  the  brigade  of  any  to  which  it  has  before 
or  since  been  assigned,  and  it  rendered  valuable  service  to  the  Confed¬ 
eracy.  I  feel  sensibly  that  it  is  no  part  of  a  good  soldier  to  say  where 
he  should  serve  his  country,  but  a  desire  to  preserve  the  brilliant,  but 
hard-earned,  reputation  of  my  command  from  the  disgrace  which  it  now 
threatens  to  bring  upon  itself,  induces  me  to  solicit  your  inllneuce  in 
obtaining  the  transfer  of  my  brigade  to  Mississippi,  and,  if  compotible 
with  the  interests  of  the  service,  have  it  assigned  for  awhile  to  opei  ate. 
on  the  river,  subject  to  the  orders  of  any  commander,  no  matter  Avhom, 
for  I  am  confident  the  influence  and  representations  of  my  men  will 
bring  the  brigade  many  recruits  from  the  Trans-Mississippi  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  many  could,  I  think,  be  obtained  from  independent  scpiads 
now  in  the  swamps,  who  would  otherwise  continue  to  avoid  the  service. 

Above  all,  after  these  men  had  heard  from  home,  and  while  there  ex¬ 
isted  even  a  remote  prospect  of  their  getting  home  on  furlough,  under 
the  system  in  force  before  they  came  to  this  department,  I  think  they 
would  no  longer  entertain  the  idea  of  desertion.  I  ho])e  you  will  render 
all  the  assistance  yon  can.  I  could  not  make  an  application  and  for¬ 
ward  it  through  the  regular  channels,  for  I  know  it  would  not  meet  the 
approval  of  Brigadier- General  Jackson,  commanding  division,  and  most 
likely  General  Hood  would  be  unwilling  to  give  his  approval.  Do 
not  think  I  seek  a  difterent  field  from  the  present  for  myself;  however, 
to  me,  the  attractions  of  the  change  consist  altogether  in  the  fact  that 
1  think  that  the  only  plan  by  which  I  can  detain  my  command  on  this 
side  the  Mississippi  Biver.  Please  let  me  know  at  once  if  anything 
can  be 'done.

Our  loss  about  100 
killed  and  wounded.  No  prisoners  captured  in  action  from  us.
